Expenses  in  School  Land  Foreclosure  Suits. 

Under  section  3555  of  the  Political  Code  as  amended  by  the  legislature 
of  1909,  if  the  total  principal  and  interest  paid  in  is  not  sufficient  to 
meet  the  judgment  and  costs  in  the  foreclosure  of  the  interests  of  delin- 
quent purchasers  of  school  land,  the  balance  is  payable  out  of  the  general 
fund.     The  following  amounts  are  unpaid  under  the  provisions  of  said 
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section  and  we  recommend  the  payment  of  the  same  in  accordance  with 
law :

Claim  of  Charles  Denker. 

On  February  7,  1910,  Charles  Denker.  a  resident  of  San  Francisco, 
while  walking  on  East  street  in  said  city,  and  while  passing  the  shed  on 
the  bulkhead  between  piers  21  and  23,  which  is  state  property,  was 
struck  by  a  large  door,  a  part  of  the  shed,  which  dropped  from  its 
fa.stenings.  He  was  rendered  unconscious  and  his  spine  was  badly 
bruised  and  injured,  in  consequence  of  which  he  was  confined  to  his 
home  under  the  doctor's  care.  He  presented  a  claim  to  the  Board  of 
State  Harbor  Conmiissioners  asking  for  compen-sation  for  his  doctor's 
services,  medical  expenses,  and  lost  time.  The  amount  finally  agreed 
upon  between  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  and  Mr. 
Denker  and  his  wife  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  which  amount  we 
recommend  be  appropriated  out  of  the  San  Francisco  harbor  improve- 
inent  fund  by  this  legislature  to  satisfy  this  claim. 

San  Diego  Normal  School. 

On  account  of  a  fire  in  the  state  normal  school  at  San  Diego,  and 
because  of  defects  in  the  heating  plant  at  said  institution,  this  Board 
recommends  to  the  legislature  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  emer- 
gency repairs  at  said  school  to  meet  demands  which  have  accrued  on 
contracts  authorized  by  this  Board,  in  order  that  the  work  of  the  school 
for  this  year  could  proceed.  We  recommend  an  appropriation  be  made 
to  the  amount  of  $3,000  for  this  purpose. 

Advertising  Bonding  Acts. 

Chapter  383,  statutes  1909,  relative  to  the  issue  of  bonds  for  a  state 
highway,  and  chapter  407,  Statutes  1909,  relative  to  the  issue  of  bonds 
for  the  purchase  of  additional  lands  and  improvements  thereof  by  the 
Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  of  San  Francisco,  provide  that 
the  expenses  of  the  publication  of  said  acts  shall  be  paid  from  the 
general  fund,  and  to  meet  that  end  we  recommend  an  appropriation 
under  chapter  383  of  $9,982,  and  under  chapter  407  of  $9,400.40,  bills 
aggregating  such  amounts  having  been  incurred  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  and  allowed  by  this  Board. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  harbor  improvement  act, 
chapter  320,  Statutes  1909,  the  expenses  of  publication  are  payable  from 
the  San  Francisco  harbor  improvement  fund  and  have  been  paid  in 
conformity  with  said  act. 
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The  expenses  of  the  publication  of  the  San  Diego  seawall  act,  under 
the  provisions  of  said  act,  chapter  623,  Statutes  1909,  are  payable  from 
the  San  Diego  harbor  improvement  fund.  Such  fund,  however,  is  at 
this  time  inadequate  to  meet  such  expenses,  amounting  to  $9,706.22. 
"We  recommend  that  provision  be  made  by  this  legislature  for  the  pay- 
ment of  these  expenses  of  publication  by  transferring  a  sufficient  sum 
from  the  general  fund  to  the  credit  of  the  San  Diego  harbor  improve- 
ment fund,  pending  the  receipt  from  regular  sources  of  sufficient  money 
in  such  fund  to  meet  such  expenses. 

The  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company. 

This  company  obtained  the  contract  from  the  city  of  Oakland  for 
improving  Grove  street,  from  San  Pablo  avenue  to  Twenty-sixth  street 
in  said  city,  and  an  assessment,  including  interest,  was  levied  against 
property  of  the  Adult  Blind  Home,  situated  upon  said  street,  to  the 
amount  of  $32.26.  We  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to 
pay  the  same. 

CLAIMS  BARRED  BY  STATUTE  OF  LIMITATION. 

Marin  County. 

In  December,  1909,  there  were  presented  to  this  Board  claims  of  the 
county  of  Marin  aggregating  $879.65  for  expenses  incurred  in  holding 
inquests  and  trials  of  criminals  confined  in  the  State  Prison  at  San 
Quentin.  These  claims  were  incurred  during  the  years  of  1906  and 
1907,  and  so  far  as  is  evident  were  not  presented  to  the  prison  within 
the  requirements  of  the  statute  of  limitation,  and  on  that  account  were 
not  acted  upon  by  this  Board.  Of  the  amount  presented  $27.75  is  for 
expenses  of  coroner's  inquests,  which  we  do  not  find  would  be  a  legal 
charge  against  the  State.  The  expenses  of  trials  for  criminals  are  pro- 
vided for  in  section  111  of  the  Penal  Code. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  pay  the 
claim  of  Marin  County  for  expenses  incurred  in  such  trials  during  the 
years  1906  and  1907,  to  the  amount  of  $851.90. 

Sheriff  B.  S.  Chatham. 

Sheriff  Chatham  presented  to  this  Board  several  claims  for  the  trans- 
portation of  prisoners  and  insane,  which  were  also  barred  by  the  statute 
of  limitation.  These  claims,  if  presented  within  the  proper  time,  would 
have  been  allowable  to  the  amount  of  $283.50,  which  sum  we  recommend 
be  appropriated. 

DEFICIENCIES. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  legislature  approved  March  23, 
1893  (Stats.  1893,  page  285)  and  also  section  5  of  the  general  appro- 
priation act,  this  Board  has  given  consent  to  the  creation  of  the  follow- 
ing deficiencies,  and  has  approved  claims  against  the  same  as  appears 
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in  the  following  tables.  Only  the  most  urgent  demands  have  been  con- 
sidered in  the  allowance  of  these  deficiencies,  which  are  recommended  to 
the  legislature  for  payment :

ARREST  OF  CRIMINALS  WITHOUT  THE  STATE. 

The  appropriation  for  expenses  of  agents  in  bringing  back  criminals 
from  other  states  and  countries,  Avhieh  was  made  for  the  sixty-first  and 
sixty-second  fiscal  years  in  the  amount  of  $20,000,  is  at  this  date  prac- 
tically exhausted.  At  the  rate  these  expenses  have  been  running,  a 
deficiency  appropriation  of  .$7,000  will  be  necessary  for  the  balance  of 
this  fiscal  vear. 
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This  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  more  equitable  method  of  meet- 
ing these  expenses  than  the  present  one  would  be  to  place  the  responsi- 
bility of  payment  upon  the  counties  asking  the  requisition. 

TRANSPORTATION    OF    PRISONERS,    CHILDREN,    AND    INSANE. 

This  expense  has  so  far  kept  within  the  amount  appropriated  by  the 
legislature  of  1909  for  the  sixty-first  and  sixty-second  fiscal  years,  and 
the  $180,000  so  appropriated  will  probably  be  sufficient  to  meet  the 
total  expenses  up  to  June  30,  1911. 

This  Board  believes  that  this  expense  as  well  as  the  expense  of  arrest- 
ing criminals  without  the  State  would  be  more  equitably  distributed 
and  would  be  considerably  reduced  if  it  were  made  a  county  instead  of 
a  state  charge,  especially  in  view  of  the  new  division  of  state  and  county 
taxation. 

SUPPORT  OF  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN. 

One  of  the  chief  concerns  of  this  office  is  the  proper  handling  of  the 
moneys  appropriated  for  the  support  of  dependent  orphans,  half- 
orphans,  and  abandoned  children.  As  the  law  stands,  this  Board  is 
practically  the  court  of  determination  of"  each  child 's  dependency,  and 
while  we  have  been  materially  aided  and  a  considerable  saving  made 
by  the  addition  of  an  expert  to  the  office,  such  machinery  as  we  possess 
is  inadequate  to  give  proper  attention  to  individual  cases.  We  believe 
the  determination  of  dependency  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
juvenile  courts  in  order  that  justice  and  right  may  be  more  nearly  done 
both  State  and  child. 

The  number  of  children  supported  and  the  amount  of  aid  given  to 
institutions  and  counties  for  the  two  years  since  our  last  report,  are 
shown  as  follows :

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BONDS  FOR  BENEFIT  OF  STATE  SCHOOL  FUND. 

Since  our  last  report  we  have  purchased  for  the  benefit  of  the  state 
school  fund  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $1,459,250.  Of  this,  the  sum  of 
$1,165,250  was  invested  from  the  state  school  land  fund  and  $294,000 
from  the  estates  of  deceased  persons  fund. 

At  the  date  of  this  report  there  is  invested  for  the  benefit  of  the  school 
fund  a  total  of  $6,638,125,  which  is  bearing  an  average  income  at  the 
rate  of  4.364  per  cent  per  annum. 

The  following  table  gives  in  detail  the  bonds  now  invested  for  the 
benefit  of  the  common  schools,  being  a  continuation  of  the  complete  table 
of  bond  investments  published  in  our  last  report : 
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DISSOLVED  SAVINGS  BANK  FUND. 
In  accordance  with  law,  chapter  190,  Statutes  1891,  on  March  10, 
1910,  we  purchased  for  the  benefit  of  the  dissolved  savings  bank  fund 
$33,000  worth  of  Kern  County  court  house  bonds  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  4^  per  cent  per  annum. 

SPECIAL  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  recommend  that  an  emergency  appropriation  of  at  least  $100,000 
be  made  in  the  general  appropriation  bill,  to  be  disbursed  under  the 
direction  of  this  Board  and  the  Controller,  to  meet  deficiencies  and  other 
urgent  needs  that  come  up  during  the  time  between  sessions  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

"We  also  recommend  that  means  be  provi,ded,  under  certain  restric- 
tions, for  a  small  revolving  balance  in  support  or  contingent  appropria- 
tions for  the  use  of  the  different  state  officers  who  are  forced  to  advance 
money  in  cash  payments.

COMMISSIONERS.

To.  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California: 

The  Board  of  State  Capitol  Commissioners  has  the  honor  herewith 
to  submit  for  your  consideration  a  report  of  its  work  during  the  past 
two  years. 

The  routine  business  of  the  Board  is  a  matter  of  record,  duly  entered 
in  the  minute  book  kept  by  the  Secretary.  All  bills  received  have 
been  paid,  and  vouchers  are  on  file  in  the  of&ce  of  the  State  Controller. 

EXPENDITURES  0¥  SPECIAL  APPROPRIATIONS  OP  1909. 

Filling  and  Grading  Park. — The  thirty-eighth  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture appropriated  for  the  use  of  this  Commission  the  sum  of  $3,000, 
to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  filling,  grading,  and  beautifying  that 
portion  of  the  grounds  formerly  occupied  by  the  State  agricultural 
pavilion. 

The  work  of  filling  and  grading  was  turned  over  to  the  State  Engi- 
neering Department  by  the  Commission.  This  department  also  removed 
a  number  of  eucalyptus  and  other  trees  which  surrounded  the  old 
pavilion,  that  were  either  unsightly  or  a  detriment  to  the  plans  of 
properly  platting  or  laying  out  this  portion  of  the  grounds  to  correspond 
with  the  balance  of  the  park. 

It  was  estimated  that  the  work  of  filling  would  cost  about  fifty  cents 
per  cubic  yard,  but  the  work  was  satisfactorily  performed  for  less,  as 
noted  by  the  following  statement :

New  Walks. — In  addition  to  filling  and  grading  in  the  Capitol 
grounds,  a  new  walk  was  laid  out  from  N  to  M  on  Fourteenth  street, 
to  connect  with  the  old  walk  continuing  on  from  M  to  L  street,  this 
latter  portion  being  widened  and  straightened,  thus  making  an  entirely 
new  and  uniform  walk  from  N  to  L  streets,  and  a  very  much  needed 
improvement  in  that  portion  of  Capitol  Park.  The  walk,  which  is  a 
continuation  of  M  street  to  the  Capitol,  and  which  formerly  made  a 
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turn  or  jog  on  account  of  the  old  pavilion,  was  cut  straight  through 
and  entirely  reinforced  with  decayed  granite.  This  work  was  also 
satisfactorily  and  cheaply  performed,  as  noted  by  the  following 
statement:

While  the  above  work  may  not,  strictly  speaking,  be  a  proper  charge 
against  ' '  care  and  maintenance, ' '  as  there  was  a  balance  remaining 
in  the  fund,  the  committee  passed  a  resolution  and  the  Controller  drew 
warrants  for  payment  of  same. 

Automatic  Sprinkling  System. — Inasmuch  as  a  balance  remained 
over  in  the  fund  for  the  "purchase  of  implements  and  hose,"  the 
Commission  ordered  an  automatic  sprinkling  system  installed  by  the 
Engineering  Department  as  an  experiment  to  ascertain  whether  a  saving 
could  not  be  made  in  the  item  of  labor,  which  eats  the  maintenance 
fund  faster  than  any  other,  especially  in  the  hot  summer  months  when 
it  is  necessary  to  employ  extra  help  to  water  the  lawns.  Owing  to  lack 
of  water  pressure  at  all  times  from  city  mains  and  insufficiency  of  size 
of  some  of  the  piping  both  in  city  mains  and  on  the  grounds,  the 
system  and  installation  is  not  all  that  was  expected.  However,  thp 
piping  can  be  remedied  at  a  trifling  expense,  and  the  installation  would 
then  be  much  better. 

To  make  the  system  perfect  on  this  portion,  or  the  entire  portion,  of 
Capitol  Park  is  a  more  serious  matter,  especially  in  the  day  time  during 
July  and  August  when  water  is  being  used  by  every  one  all  over 
the  city. 

Either  the  city  must  supply  larger  mains  to  the  border  of  this  park 
or  the  legislature  should  appropriate  money  with  which  to  sink  a  well 
and  install  pumping  plant,  so  that  the  State  Capitol  grounds  would 
be  independent  at  all  times,  having  a  watering  system  adequate  to  its 
demands. 

Even  if  the  city  should  consent  to  supply  a  proper  quantity  of 
water  with  adequate  pressure,  this  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  State  should  also  have  its  own  system.  The  water  would  be  better 
not  only  for  drinking  and  other  purposes  throughout  the  building,  but 
would  also  carry  no  foreign  substance,  such  as  seeds  of  weeds,  especially 
Bermuda  grass  seed,  which  is  spoiling  the  lawns  of  this  park. 

Following  is  an  estimate  of  cost  of  installing  an  independent  pump- 
ing system:

Pumps,  motors,  etc.,  installed 1,000  00 

Tank  and  pump  room  to  be  located  under  the  asphalt  drive- 
way to  the  east  of  the  Capitol 1,400  00 

Total  cost  of  water  supply $2,800  00 
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This  will  give  us  a  tank  with  a  capacity  of  50,000  gallons  storage, 
and  a  pump  capacity  of  12,000  gallons  per  hour. 

The  amount  of  water  needed  to  sprinkle  the  lawns,  figuring  on  a 
basis  of  two-acre  feet  per  annum,  would  be  90,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  extension  of  an  automatic  sprinkling  system  over  the  entire 
grounds  will  cost  about  $12,000,  including  the  laying  of  new  mains. 

However,  to  make  an  automatic  sprinkling  system  effective  some 
stated  pressure  must  be  maintained. 

This  pressure  could  be  maintained  with  our  own  supply,  whereas 
coming  through  the  city  mains  it  fluctuates  greatly  during  the  day. 

LIGHTING   CAPITOL  GROUNDS. 

The  press  and  residents  of  this  city  and  other  portions  of  this  State 
have  called  the  attention  of  this  Commission  to  the  poorly  lighted 
condition  of  the  grounds. 

With  a  view  to  bettering  this  condition  the  Commission  asks  that 
an  appropriation  be  made  and  submits  $10,400  as  an  estimate  for  an 
eqxupment  of  75  lamps  on  60  poles  with  underground  conduit  wiring. 
This  estimate  is  based  on  using  Westinghouse  metallic  flame,  4  ampere, 
65  volt  arc  lamps. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

In  order  to  complete  the  granite  posts  and  chains  around  the 
southeast  corner  of  the  Park  and  to  replace  one  damaged  post,  44  posts 
will  be  required  at  a  cost  of  $16  each,  including  chains ;  and  a  new  section 
of  sidewalk  will  be  required  from  Fourteenth  and  N  streets  to  Fifteenth 
and  M  streets.  This  is  necessitated  by  the  fact  that  the  old  pavilion  set 
out  beyond  the  regular  street  line.  There  will  be  3,660  square  feet 
required  here,  which  would  cost  not  to  exceed  12  cents  per  foot. 

An  inspection  of  the  sidewalk  on  Tenth  street,  together  with  some 
small  spots  of  N  and  L  streets,  shows  400  square  feet  of  sidewalk  to 
be  relaid.  On  N  and  L  streets,  between  Eleventh  and  Twelfth,  a 
redwood  board  is  at  present  used  to  restrain  the  earth  in  the  flower 
beds  immediately  inside  the  park  lines.  This  should  be  replaced  with 
a  concrete  curb.  It  will  require  665  feet,  and  will  cost  50  cents  per 
*foot.  There  are  about  ten  of  the  coping  stones  from  Tenth  and  M 
to  Eleventh  and  M  which  have  been  pushed  out  of  line  by  the  growth 
of  large  trees  back  of  them  and  should  be  replaced.  It  will  cost 
about  $37.50. 

The  three  walks  running  from  Tenth  street  to  the  front  of  the 
Capitol  are  in  bad  condition,  the  concrete  blocks  having  separated  to 
a  considerable  extent  and  the  walks  being  uneven.  These  walks  can 
be  replaced,  and  properly  croAvned  to  secure  drainage,  at  a  cost  of  $1,844. 

A  walk  around  the  northwest  and  southwest  corners  of  the  Capitol 
would  afford  a  means  of  passing  around  the  building  without  walking 
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on  the  carriage  way  and  prove  a  great  convenience.  The  two  walks 
could  be  laid  for  $120. 

The  driveway  in  front  of  the  Capitol  which  is  at  present  paved  with 
concrete  has  not  sufficient  crowning,  considering  its  surface,  to  drain 
well.  The  best  improvement  to  be  made  here  will  be  to  cover  the 
driveway  with  a  wearing  surface  of  asphalt,  which  will  not  only 
provide  proper  drainage  but  will  also  deaden  the  noise  of  passing 
vehicles.  The  cost  of  this  improvement  will  be  $2,241,  figured  at  $1.35 
per  square  yard. 

The  completion  of  the  southeast  corner  of  the  grounds,  in  accordance 
with  plans  prepared,  will  require  an  expenditure  of  about  $500  to 
provide  the  necessary  walks  and  curbings. 

A  set  of  steps  on  the  terrace  below  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
Capitol  will  require  an  expenditure  of  approximately  $50.  A  walk 
could  then  be  made  where  a  trail  has  been  worn.  In  order  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  Bermuda  grass  under  the  concrete  walks  and  consequent 
breaking  of  the  walks  by  the  gro^rtll  of  this  grass  between  the  cracks, 
a  concrete  top  should  be  put  in.  This  would  require  17,500  lineal 
feet  of  grass  stop,  six  inches  by  two  inches  (6  by  2  in.),  and  would  cost 
$7'46.  A  number  of  changes  and  repairs  to  the  greenhouse  are  very 
necessary,  costing  approximately  $250.50.

POLICING. 

The  proper  policing  of  the  Capitol  grounds  and  building  is  very 
important,  both  to  the  public  and  to  the  State  officers.  ]\Iany  small 
crimes  are  committed  throughout  the  grounds,  and  a  repetition  of  many 
could  be  prevented  by  allowing  the  Commission  additional  watchmen, 
together  with  authority  to  install  a  different  system.     Should  the  legis- 
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lature  appropriate  money  to  install  an  automatic  sprinkling  system, 
thereby  saving  the  labor  of  several  gardeners,  these  men  could  be  used 
for  policing  duties ;  but  it  is  essential  that  the  legislature  provide  this 
Commission  with  at  least  one  additional  watchman. 

governor's    MANSION. 

As  the  law  now  stands  the  Capitol  Commission  has  no  authority 
•or  control  over  the  Governor's  mansion  and  grounds,  and  perhaps  very 
properly  it  should  not  except  so  far  as  the  grounds  and  exterior  of 
the  mansion  are  concerned.  It  can  readily  be  understood  that  a 
Governor  occupying  the  mansion  would  hesitate  to  order  improvements 
and  repair  work  done  where  the  same  is  necessary;  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  were  this  building,  as  it  should  be,  under  the  control  of  the 
Capitol  Commission  or  a  superintendent  the  mansion  and  grounds 
could  at  all  times  be  kept  in  proper  shape.  At  the  present  time,  among 
other  repairs,  the  mansion  and  stable  need  painting  quite  badly.

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THE  STATE  CAPITOL  OE  CALIEORNIA. 


Located  in  the  midst  of  a  spacious  park  of  over  thirty-three  acres 
in  extent,  an  area  covered  with  stretches  of  green  sv^^ard  studded  by  an 
interesting  variety  of  trees  and  shrubs  obtained  from  many  climes  and 
countries;  standing  on  a  slight  eminence  sufficient  to  give  it  a  com- 
manding aspect  over  its  surroundings,  the  ascent  from  the  ordinary 
level  attained  on  the  four  sides  by  means  of  two  gently  sloping  grass 
covered  terraces,  but  the  building  itself  easily  reached  by  means  of 
broad  walks  and  carriage  drives — the  California  State  Capitol  is  one 
of  the  best  constructed,  most  substantial,  commodious,  and  beautiful 
Capitols  in  the  United  States. 

Work  on  the  foundation  of  the  structure  was  commenced  on  Sep- 
tember 24,  1860.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  with  imposing  Masonic 
ceremonies  on  May  15,  1861,  and  the  building  was  completed  according 
to  the  original  plans  as  amended,  which  left  the  attic  and  basement 
unfinished,  in  the  year  1874.  The  Capitol  was  first  occupied  by  the 
Governor  and  other  State  officers  on  November  26,  1869,  the  Supreme 
Court  met  in  the  building  for  the  first  time  on  December  3,  1869,  and 
the  legislature  took  formal  possession  of  the  structure  on  December  6, 
1869.  The  occasion  was  observed  by  the  firing  of  a  salute  and  a 
general  display  of  flags  in  Sacramento.  The  cost  of  construction  was 
$2,600,000. 

The  plans  of  the  Capitol  were  drawn  by  Mr.  F.  M.  Butler  and  were 
selected  by  the  commission  on  May  19,  1860,  as  the  best  and  most 
artistic  of  seven  competitive  plans  submitted.  Mr.  Eeuben  Clark  was 
appointed  superintending  architect,  which  position  he  held  until  the 
latter  part  of  1865,  when  he  had  to  resign  on  account  of  ill  health.  On 
January  1,  1866,  Mr.  G.  P.  Cummings  was  appointed  superintending 
architect ;  later  Mr.  A.  A.  Bennett  succeeded  Mr.  Cummings,  and  the 
building  was  completed  under  his  supervision. 

During  the  years  1906-07-08,  under  the  administration  of  Governors 
Geo.  C.  Pardee  and  J.  N.  Gillett,  the  State  Capitol  Commission,  com- 
posed of  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  State  Treasurer, 
expended  the  sum  of  $372,925  in  completing  the  attic  and  basement, 
remodeling  parts  of  the  interior,  installing  new  engine  room  machinery 
and  steam  heating  plant,  replumbing  and  rewiring  the  building  through- 
out for  telephone,  telegraph  and  electric  lighting  purposes,  and 
furnishing  it  with  new  electric  light  fixtures,  putting  in  two  new 
elevators  and  dynamos,  cementing  the  floors  of  the  basement  and  of  the 
third  and  fourth  stories,  tiling  the  second  story  corridor  with  mosaic, 
putting  in  iron  stairwaj^s  throughout,  from  the  basement  to  the  top 
of  the  dome,  putting  on  a  steel  and  concrete  and  asphaltum  roof, 
repainting  the  interior  and  exterior  of  the  building,  etc.,  and  making 
the  structure  as  nearly  fireproof  as  possible.  Only  the  doors,  window 
frames,  a  few  of  the  floors  on  the  first  and  second  stories,  and  the 
furniture  in  the  offices,  are  of  wood,  and  these  few  wooden  floors  are 
laid  on  brick  and  cement. 
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Messrs.  Sutton  &  Weeks  were  the  architects  of  the  remodeling  work 
now  completed,  their  plans  having  been  selected  by  the  Board  of  Capitol 
Commissioners  from  five  competitive  sets  submitted.  The  board  secured 
the  services  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Schulze  as  consulting  architect,  and  Mr.  S.  W. 
Getchell  was  appointed  superintendent  of  construction. 

The  total  cost  of  the  building,  including  this  work,  was  $2,972,925. 
Competent  architects  have  stated  that  the  building  can  not  be  duplicated 
for  $5,000,000. 

The  architecture  is  of  the  florid  Roman-Corinthian  style.  The  build- 
ing faces  the  west,  has  a  basement  and  four  stories  surmounted  by  a 
dome,  and  contains  146  rooms.  The  remodeling  work  recently  com- 
pleted added  70  rooms  to  the  original  number.  The  average  size  of 
the  offices  on  the  first  and  second  floors  is  28  by  28  feet,  the  height  20 
feet  on  the  first  floor  and  18^  feet  on  the  second.  The  Appellate  Court 
room  is  28  by  30  feet  and  20  feet  high.  Some  half-dozen  of  the  offices 
are  a  few  feet  smaller  than  the  average  given. 

The  exterior  walls  of  the  basement  and  first  story  are  constructed  of 
California  granite,  and  the  three  upper  stories  are  of  hard  burned 
brick  covered  with  mastic  and  four  coats  of  white  paint.  The  walls 
average  six  feet  in  thickness,  and  the  "stone  and  brick  were  laid  in 
cement  mortar. 

The  north,  south  and  west  walls  are  of  perpendicular  and  horizontal 
construction.  At  the  north  and  south  ends,  on  the  east  or  rear  side, 
an  L  or  wing  81  feet  in  width  extends  out  58  feet  from  the  main  line 
of  the  building,  and  from  the  center  of  the  building  on  the  same  side 
a  semi-circular  wing  69  feet  across  at  its  greatest  width  is  built  out 
for  a  distance  of  54  feet.  This  middle  wing  is  entirely  occupied  by 
the  Library.

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There  are  two  entrances  on  the  east,  one  each  on  the  north  and 
south,  and  one — the  main  entrance — on  the  west  side  of  the  building. 
The  entrances  to  the  building  on  the  north,  south  and  west  sides  are 
through  massive  arched  granite  porticos,  supporting  colonnades  of  iron 
pillars  making  other  porticos  on  the  second  or  legislative  halls  story. 
The  main  entrance  to  the  building,  facing  the  west,  is  through  a  storm 
door,  there  being  also  a  small  hardwood  door  on  either  side  of  the 
storm  door.  The  corridor  at  the  entrance  is  of  Utah  white  sandstone 
trimmed  with  a  California  marble  base  and  large  panels  of  California 
onyx  framed  with  marble.  The  doors  of  the  other  entrances  to  the 
building,  to  the  portico  on  the  front  of  the  building  on  the  second  story, 
and  to  the  entrances  to  the  Assembly  and  Senate  chambers  are  of 
massive  hand-carved  walnut. 

The  basement  is  used  for  storage  and  record  rooms  for  the  several  state 
officers,  for  the  state  archives,  and  for  the  armory,  for  the  receiving  and 
shipping  of  goods,  books,  etc.,  by  the  State  Janitor,  State  Library, 
Armory  and  other  departments.  The  engine  rooms,  dynamo  and  meter 
rooms  are  located  in  the  basement. 

The  corridors  of  the  first  floor  are  beautifully  tiled;  a  colored  repre- 
sentation of  the  great  seal  of  the  State  in  the  floor  panels  6  feet  square 
ornaments  the  entrance  to  each  corridor.  The  rotunda  is  richly  and 
artistically  decorated  with  colored  stucco  work,  the  wall  panels  are  scroll 
and  figure  work,  and  to  the  height  of  the  first  story  is  ornamented  with 
scrolls,  and  representations  of  mining,  of  science,  literature,  art,  music, 
seed  time,  and  harvest.  There  are  niches  in  the  rotunda  on  the  first  and 
second  floors  which  may  some  day  hold  marble  statues,  if  the  example  is 
followed  of  the  late  D.  0.  Mills,  who  donated  the  magnificent  statue  of 
Columbus  and  Isabella,  which  stands  in  the  center  of  the  rotunda,  facing 
the  entrance. 

On  the  first  floor  are  located  the  offices  of  the  Governor,  Secretary  of 
State,  State  Controller,  Board  of  Equalization,  State  Treasurer,  Clerk 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  Attorney  General,  the  law  library,  the  court  room 
of  the  Second  District  Court  of  Appeal,  the  chambers  of  the  judges,  and 
the  offices  of  the  clerk,  bailiff,  and  stenographer  of  the  court.  These 
offices  are  all  handsomely  decorated  and  richly  furnished. 

The  main  feature  of  the  decorations  in  the  Governor's  private  and 
business  offices  is  the  California  poppy  in  cloud  and  sky  effects  on  the 
ceiling  and  frieze  of  the  walls,  which  are  tinted  a  delicate  green  with  a 
five-foot  base  of  pure  white  lincrusta  decorated  with  gold  leaf  scrolls. 
The  walls  of  the  Governor's  reception  room  are  tinted  a  dark  red,  the 
decorations  on  the  ceiling  and  frieze  being  paintings  of  California  wild 
flowers.  The  furniture  in  the  Governor's  rooms  is  mahogany  with  the 
exception  of  the  record  cases,  which  are  of  hand  carved  black  walnut. 
The  carpets  in  the  Governor's  private  and  business  offices  are  red 
Wiltons,  and  in  the  reception  room  the  carpet  is  a  rich  green  velvet. 
Oil  painted  portraits  of  former  Governors  of  California  are  hung  in  the 
several  rooms  of  the  state  officers ;  most  of  them,  however,  are  to  be  seen 
on  the  walls  of  the  Governor's  offices. 

The  rooms  of  all  of  the  state  officers  are  beautifully  and  uniquely 
decorated  and  furnished,  no  two  being  alike.  The  walls  of  the  rooms 
are  tinted  and  the  ceilings  and  friezes  are  decorated  with  the  seal  of 
the  state  and  with  flowers,  such  as  roses,  magnolias,  and  wild  flowers. 
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or  scroll  work  touched  up  with  gold  leaf  as  the  central  idea;  or  they 
are  painted  to  represent  a  piece  of  tapestry  or  an  oriental  rug.  The 
furniture  is  either  mahogany,  black  walnut,  or  oak.  The  furniture  and 
decorations,  and  the  carpets,  or  hardwood,  or  ricolith  floors,  as  the  case 
may  be,  are  arranged  so  as  to  produce  a  harmonious  and  pleasing  effect. 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  and  tastes  of  Judges  Chipman,  Hart 
and  Burnett,  the  Appellate  Court  room  is  plainly,  but  richly,  furnished 
and  decorated.  The  doors,  baseboards,  window-cases,  and  judge's  bench 
are  of  Philippine  janizero,  a  wood  having  the  appearance  of  light, 
reddish  mahogany,  but  of  richer  quality.  The  table  for  the  attorneys 
and  the  chairs  in  the  courtroom  are  mahogany,  and  the  floor  is  laid  with 
figured  green  Wilton  carpet.  The  walls  and  ceiling  are  painted  plainly, 
the  walls  being  a  delicate  green  and  the  ceiling  and  frieze  a  harmonious 
color  scheme. 

On  the  second  floor  are  located  the  ofSees  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Secretary  of  the  Senate,  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  Senate,  Speaker  of 
the  Assembly,  Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  Assem- 
bly, State  Printer,  State  Janitor,  State  Forester,  and  Surveyor  General ; 
the  Senate  chamber  also  is  located  in  the  south  L  and  the  Assembly 
chamber  in  the  north  L  on  this  floor,  east' of  the  corridor.  In  accord- 
ance with  custom,  the  Senate  chamber  is  furnished  in  red  and  the 
Assembly  in  green,  the  desks  of  the  members  are  of  black  walnut,  and 
those  of  the  presiding  officer  and  clerks  are  of  hand-carved  mahogany. 
Neither  one  of  these  rooms  is  decorated,  and  the  ceilings  and  walls  of 
both  are  white  with  the  exception  of  the  lobbies  under  the  galleries, 
w^hich  are  painted  green  in  the  Assembly  and  blue  in  the  Senate.  A 
five-foot  lincrusta  border  above  the  marble  base  is  painted  red  in  the 
Senate  and  green  in  the  Assembly  chamber.  In  the  Senate  chamber 
hangs  a  magnificent  oil  painting  of  Washington,  and  in  the  Assembly 
chamber  one  of  Lincoln.  On  the  frieze  over  the  Lieutenant  Governor's 
chair  in  the  Senate  chamber  is  the  following  Latin  motto  in  gold  leaf: 
"Senatoris  est  civitatis  libiertatem  tueri,"  which  being  translated  means, 
' '  It  is  the  duty  of  a  Senator  to  guard  the  liberty  of  the  commonwealth. ' ' 
On  the  frieze  over  the  Speaker's  chair  in  the  Assembly  is  the  following 
Latin  motto:  "Legislatorum  est  justas  leges  condere,"  which  being 
translated  means,  "It  is  the  duty  of  legislators  to  make  just  laws." 
The  Senate  and  Assembly  chambers  are  wainscoted  with  California 
marble,  and  are  large,  roomy,  and  well  lighted.  The  acoustics  are  excel- 
lent. Ample  accommodations  are  provided  for  the  presiding  officers, 
clerks,  and  sergeants-at-arms  of  the  two  houses  in  rooms  adjacent  to  the 
chambers,  and  a  large  gallery  in  each  house  for  the  sight-seeing  public. 
During  the  Sacramento  terms  of  the  Supreme  Court  the  judges  sit  in 
bank  in  the  Senate  chamber,  and  hold  court  in  departments  in  the 
appellate  courtroom. 

The  corridor  of  this,  the  second  floor,  is  tiled  with  marble  mosaic,  in 
panels;  in  each  corner  and  the  center  are  representations  of  bunches  of 
California  poppies. 

The  library  has  a  large  semi-circular  room  off  the  corridor  on  this 
floor ;  in  fact,  the  library  has  been  assigned  rooms  on  every  floor  in  the 
building,  and  occupies  about  twenty  per  cent  of  the  floor  space  of  the 
entire  Capitol. 
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On  the  third  floor  are  the  galleries  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly 
chambers,  and  the  offices  of  the  State  Boai"d  of  Examiners,  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  Adjutant  General,  Horticultural  Com- 
'  missioner,  State  Veterinarian,  State  Board  of  Health,  State  Commission 
in  Lunacy,  and.  State  Engineering  Department. 

The  fourth  floor,  with  the  exception  of  the  space  occupied  by  the 
library  and  three  rooms  that  have  been  assigned  to  the  architect 's  depart- 
ment of  the  State  Engineer's  office,  has  been  arranged  for  legislative 
committee  rooms  and  employees'  offices,  which  were  much  appreciated 
by  the  members  at  the  last  legislative  session,  as  theretofore  there  had 
not  been  enough  rooms  in  the  Capitol  to  provide  a  sufficient  number  of 
committee  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  the  legislature. 

At  this  height  the  scenic  beauty  impresses  the  visitor.  The  view  will 
repay  one  for  climbing  the  iron  stairs  from  the  fourth  floor  level  to  the 
top  of  the  dome.  If  one  should  get  tired,  he  can  stop  at  the  first  or 
second  landings,  one  quarter  or  half-way  to  the  top,  and  walk  around 
the  outside  of  the  dome,  at  either  of  those  stations,  and  the  view  will  be 
delightful;  but  if  he  will  continue  on  and  climb  the  winding  stairs  to 
the  very  top  he  will  obtain  a  magnificent  panoramic  view  of  the  Sacra- 
mento Valley  and  its  surrounding  mountain  ranges.  On  the  east  can 
be  seen  the  Sierra  Nevadas,  on  the  west  the  Coast  Range,  away  off  to 
the  north  the  snow-capped  peak  of  Mount  Shasta,  and  to  the  south, 
Mount  Diablo.  The  course  of  the  Sacramento  and  of  the  American 
rivers  can  be  traced  for  miles  through  the  valley  to  where  the  American 
is  seen  to  empty  into  the  Sacramento  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
capital  city,  and  their  course  as  one  river  can  be  traced  for  miles  on  its 
winding  way  towards  the  sea. 

According  to  the  historian  Prescott,  these  are  the  words,  uttered  in 
May,  1492,  by  Queen  Isabella  of  Spain,  the  consort  of  Ferdinand  II, 
when,  after  listening  to  the  theories  of  Christopher  Columbus,  she 
became  his  patron,  and  furnished  funds  to  equip  the  caravels  "Nina," 
"Pinta,"  and  "Santa  Maria"  in  an  expedition  to  discover  a  western 
ocean  route  to  India,  and  by  that  act  made  possible,  at  that  time,  the 
discovery  of  the  western  hemisphere,  and  laid  the  foundation  for  its 
colonization  and  subsequent  development  and,  indirectly,  for  the  exist- 
ence of  these  United  States  of  America. 

The  statue  embodying  this  sentiment  now  stands  in  the  center  of  the 
rotunda  of  the  Capitol  of  the  State  of  California — the  most  western 
State  of  this  Union.  The  statue  is  of  heroic  size.  Queen  Isabella  is 
represented  as  sitting  upon  her  throne  with  a  thoughtful  and  glorified 
countenance,  uttering  the  above  words,  which  are  assumed  to  be  fairly 
historically  correct.  Columbus  is  kneeling  at  her  left  side,  holding  a 
sphere  in  his  hand,  by  aid  of  which  he  is  demonstrating  his  theory  of  the 
rotundity  of  the  earth,  while  at  the  Queen's  right  kneels  her  personal 
page  in  wonderment  and  undisguised  interest.  The  figures  are  noble  in 
their  bearing,  and  have  called  forth  the  highest  commendation  of  the 
artistic  world,  while  the  delicacy  of  the  work  and  the  expressive  mien 
and  attitudes  have  elicited  general  admiration. 

This  exquisite  and  valuable  piece  of  statuary  was  executed  by  Larkin 
Goldsmith  Mead,  an  American  sculptor  of  international  fame,  in  Flor- 
ence, between  the  years  1868  and  1874,  and  was  originally  sold  by  the 
artist  to  Mrs.  Legrande  Lockwood  of  New  York,  who  subsequently  sold 
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it  to  Darius  Ogden  Mills  in  1882  for  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars 
($30,000.00)  gold,  for  the  purpose  of  presentation  to  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. The  offer  of  this  statue  to  the  State  of  California  was 
informally  made  by  Mr.  Mills  in  the  spring  of  1883,  and  upon  assurance 
of  its  acceptance  by  the  State,  was  shipped  from  Florence,  Italy,  and 
arrived  in  Sacramento  about  the  first  of  September,  1883.  It  was 
placed  in  the  center  of  the  rotunda  of  the  State  Capitol,  where  it  now 
stands,  and  was  formally  presented  to  the  State  by  Mr.  Edgar  Mills, 
representing  his  brother,  D.  0.  Mills,  the  donor,  and  accepted  on  behalf 
of  the  State  of  California  by  Governor  George  Stoneman,  on  December 
22,  1883. 

DARIUS  OGDEN  MILLS  was  bom  in  North  Salem,  Westchester  County,  New 
York,  September  25,  1825.  He  was  descended  from  an  old  family  founded  in 
America  by  a  pioneer  who  came  from  the  north  of  England  near  the  Scottish  border.

before  the  American  Revolution  ;  received  his  education  at  the  North  Salem  Academy 
and  at  Mount  Pleasant  Academy  in  Sing-  Sing,  leaving  the  last  named  institution  at 
the  age  of  seventeen  to  begin  work  as  clerk  in  New  York.  In  1847  he  removed  to 
Buffalo  to  become  a  partner  in,  and  to  act  as  cashier  of,  The  Merchants'  Bank  of 
Erie  County. 

Retaining  his  interest  in  the  bank,  in  December,  1848,  he  left  Buffalo  for  Cali- 
fornia, arriving  in  June,  1849,  and  going  almost  immediately  to  Sacramento,  where, 
by  carrying  on  trade  with  the  miners,  he  had  by  November,  1849,  accumulated  about 
$40,000,  at  which  time  he  returned  to  Buffalo  to  sell  out  his  interest  for  the  purpose 
of  making  California  his  home. 

The  year   1850   found   him   again   in    business   in    Sacramento,   in   which  year  he 
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Started  The  Bank  of  E).  O.  Mills,  which  to  this  day  is  one  of  the  leading  banks  in 
Sacramento,  and  is  now  known  as  The  National  Bank  of  D.  O.  Mills  &  Co. 

At  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  Bank  of  California  he  became  its  president, 
and  remained  at  the  head  of  this  institution  until  1873.  In  1875  he  again  became 
president  of  the  bank,  retiring  in  1878. 

He  served  as  regent  and  treasurer  of  the  University  of  California  from  1874  to 
1881.  His  interest  in  the  University  was  demonstrated  by  his  endowment  of  a 
professorship  of  intellectual  and  moral  philosophy  and  civil  polity,  at  an  outlay  of 
$75,000,  which  has  since  increased  in  value  to  over  .$100,000. 

In  1880.  Mr.  Mills  transferred  his  home  and  a  portion  of  his  capital  to  the  city  of 
New  York,  of  which  city  he  was  thereafter  a  resident,  but  he  maintained  a  winter 
home  at  Millbrae.  California,  about  twenty  miles  south  of  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Mills 
died  at  Millbrae  on  January  3.  1010,  at  the  age  of  84  y^ars,  and  on  the  14th  of 
January  his  remains  were  interred  in  the  family  vault  in  Sleepy  Hollow  Cemetery, 
at  North  Tarry  town.  State  of  New  York. 

Two  magniticeut  buildings  erected  by  him,  each  bearing  his  name,  are  located  one 
in  San  Francisco  and  the  other  in  New  York.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Bank  of  New 
York  ;  trustee  of  the  Farmers'  Loan  and  Trust  Company  ;  of  the  Metropolitan  Trust 
Company ;  of  the  United  States  Trust  Company ;  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art :  of  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History  ;  member  of  the  American  Geo- 
graphical Society  :  founder  of  the  Training  School  for  Male  Nurses,  and  of  the  Mills 
Hotels  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4,  for  homeless  men  in  the  city  of  New  York.  Among  the 
many  charities  which  Mr.  Mills  encouraged,  these  hotels  alone  are  a  monument 
worthy  of  the  name  of  any  man. 

LARKIN  G.  MEAD,  the  sculptor,  was  born  in  Chesterfield,  New  Hampshire, 
January  3,  1835,  but  at  an  early  age  removed  to  Brattleboro,  Vermont.  His  early 
artistic  talent  attracted  the  attention  of  Nicholas  Longworth  of  Cincinnati,  father 
cf  the  present  Congressman  of  that  name  from  an  Ohio  district,  who  provided  for 
the  boy's  artistic  education.  After  executing  .several  notable  pieces  of  sculpture. 
Mead  moved  to  Florence  in  1802,  where  he  resided  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  His 
most  noted  works  are  his  statue  of  Ethan  Allen  in  the  Hall  of  Representatives,  in 
Washington,  and  his  magnificent  statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln  for  the  President's 
monument  in  Springfield,  Illinois.  Besides  these  noted  works,  the  "Recording 
Angel,"  "The  Green  Mountain  Boy,"  the  colossal  statue  of  "Vermont,"  which  crowns 
the  dome  of  the  State  Capitol  at  Montpelier,  the  statue  of  Ethan  Allen  in  the  State 
House  of  Vermont,  the  "Returned  Soldier,"  "Columbus's  Last  Appeal  to  Isabella" 
(the  subject  of  this  article),  "America,"  executed  for  the  soldiers'  monument  at  St. 
Johnsbury.  Vermont,  the  "Discovery  of  America,"  "Cavalry,"  "Infantry,"  "Artillery," 
"Navy,"  and  the  "Mississippi  River"  all  bear  witness  to  his  artistic  ability  and 
contribute  to  his  fame  as  one  of  America's  greatest  sculptors. 

CAPITOL  PARK. 

The  grounds  withiu  which  the  State  Capitol  stands  extend  from 
Tenth  street  on  the  west  to  Fifteenth  street  on  the  east,  and  from  L 
street  on  the  north  to  N  street  on  the  south,  taking  in  ten  blocks  in  all 
of  the  city  of  Sacramento,  including  the  space  which  would  otherwise 

Explanatory  References  to  Capitol  Illustrations. 

The  Capitol  (main  or  west  facade),  p.  12 — The  exterior  effects  of  the  reconstruc- 
tion work  on  the  building  appear  in  the  removal  of  the  numerous  pieces  of  sculpture 
which  formerly  were  conspicuous  upon  the  roof  ;  the  building  up  of  the  parapet  walls 
some  two  feet  and  the  raising  of  the  roof  to  meet  the  new  level,  thus  adding  to  the 
height  of  the  fourth  story  ;  the  row  of  upper  windows  cut  to  admit  light  and  air  to  the 
committee  rooms  in  the  front  and  the  library  department  in  the  rear  of  the  building 
on  the  fourth  floor.  The  heavy  growth  of  trees  in  the  park  is  noticeable  in  this 
picture. 

The  Capitol  (rs.a^u  on  east  side),  p.  14 — The  semicircular  wing  in  the  center  and 
all  of  the  fourth  story  on  this  side  is  occupied  by  the  State  Library.  The  wing  on  the 
left  or  south  end  contains  the  Senate  chamber,  and  the  Assembly  chamber  is  in  the 
wing  on  the  right  or  north  end  of  the  building. 

Senate  Chamber,  p.  16 — The  Supreme  Court  of  California  also  uses  this  room  when 
it  meets  in  bank  at  Sacramento  in  May  and  November  of  each  year. 

Assembly  Chamber,  p.  18 — Here  the  Senators  sit  with  the  Assembly  on  occa- 
sions when  the  Legislature  meets  in  joint  session  to  inaugurate  a  Governor  or  elect 
a  United  States  Senator.  Here  also  the  Presidential  Electors  meet  to  cast  the  vote  of 
California  for  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 

Capitol  Park,  p.  20. — A  glimpi-e  of  the  grounds  surrounding  the  Capitol,  a  popular 
resort  on  warm  summer  days.  A  portion  of  the  Park  is  reserved  exclusively  for  ladies, 
children,  and  their  escorts.

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be  occupied  by  intersecting  streets,  and  comprising  an  area  of  33.05 
acres.  The  portion  contained  within  the  area  lying  between  the  boun- 
dary of  the  south  line  of  L  street  to  the  north  line  of  N  street,  and  from 
the  east  line  of  Tenth  tstreet  to  the  west  line  of  Twelfth  street,  and 
containing  11.90  acres,  was  donated  to  the  State  by  the  city  of  Sacra- 
mento; the  portion  contained  within  the  area  lying  between  the 
boundary  of  the  south  line  of  L  street  and  the  north  line  of  N  street, 
and  from  the  west  line  of  Twelfth  street  to  the  west  line  of  Fifteenth 
street,  containing  21.15  acres,  was  purchased  by  the  State  for  the  sum 
of  $100,000. 

The  grounds  are  thickly  planted  with  trees  and  shrubs  of  over  one 
hundred  varieties,  procured  from  all  parts  of  the  world.     The  first  work 
of  making  the  park  was  commenced  about  the  time  of  the  occupancy  of 
the  State  Capitol,  in  1869,  and  the  growth  of  the  collection  has  since 
steadily  continued  under  the  direction  of  the  Capitol  Commissioners. 
The  identity  of  a  great  number  of  these  trees  and  shrubs  was  entirely 
lost,  and  no  systematic  and  thorough  effort  was  made  to  classify  them 
until  in  July,  1905.  when  the  Commission  secured  the  services  of  Miss 
Alice  Eastwood,  head  of  the  Horticultural  Department  of  the  Academy ; 
of  Sciences,  at  San  Francisco,  to  do  the  work.     Under  her  direction  the ' 
park  was  thoroughly  gone  over  and  its  growth  labeled  with  botanical  as  ■ 
well  as  common  names,  together. with  the  coimtries  of  nativity.     Here- 
with are  given  the  common  names  of  one  hundred  and  sixteen  varieties 
of  trees  and  the  principal  shrubs,  together  with  the  countries  of  their ' 
origin :

A  short  distance  east  of  the  State  Capitol  about  half  an  acre  of  the 
park  is  set  apart  as  a  memorial  grove,  dedicated  and  presented  to  the 
State  on  May  1,  1897,  by  the  ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
Department  of  California.  The  trees  forming  this  historic  grove  were 
transplanted  from  the  prominent  battlefields  of  the  Civil  War,  and  other 
places  noted  in  American  history.  Among  them  are  several  varieties 
not  named  in  the  foregoing  list,  such  as  the  water  oak,  maple,  mulberry, 
ash,  dogwood,  and  Texas  rosebud.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  my  sixth  biennial  report 
as  Secretary  of  State,  which  report  contains  a  statement  of  all  fees 
received  by  this  office,  namely,  by  the  Corporation  Department,  License 
Tax  Department,  and  Motor  Vehicle  Department,  from  July  1,  1908, 
to  June  30,  1910,  inclusive. 

The  report  also  includes  a  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  this 
department,  the  Fee  Bill  of  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  and  the 
Foreign  Corporations  Law. 

Aside  from  the  re^ilar  duties  of  the  office,  the  Secretary  of  State  is 
ex  officio  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  that  passes  upon 
all  claims  against  the  State,  counts  up  and  balances  the  money,  bonds, 
vouchers,  etc.,  in  the  state  treasury  once  a  month ;  the  State  Commission 
in  Lunacy,  that  has  supervision  over  the  state  hospitals;  the  State 
Forestry  Commission;  the  Ballot  Machine  Commission,  and  of  the 
State  Capitol  Commission,  that  has  charge  of  the  capitol  grounds.  He 
is  also  custodian  of  the  State  Capitol  Building. 

ACTS  OF  the  executive. 

The  records  of  this  office  show  that  the  Governor  has  granted  60 
pardons,  21  commutations  of  sentence,  and  15  reprieves ;  has  signed 
662  restorations  to  citizenship ;  has  issued  2  proclamations  offering 
rewards,  and  12  holiday  and  other  proclamations;  has  granted  1,427 
orders  of  release  of  prisoners  from  the  state  prisons  under  the  Goodwin 
act ;  has  signed  552  land  patents ;  has  commissioned  3,268  notaries  pub- 
lic and  20  commissioners  of  deeds;  has  made  572  executive  appoint- 
ments ;  has  approved  29  official  bonds,  and  has  granted  2  transfers  of 
prisoners.

During  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1910,  there  were  7,756  articles 
of  incorporation  filed,  recorded,  and  certificates  issued,  as  against  7,487 
during  the  two  years  preceding. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  office,  I  compiled  the  manu- 
script for  the  Blue  Book  (recently  issued),  which  is  a  much  larger  and 
better  book  that  the  edition  of  1907.  I  also  compiled  a  new  edition  of 
the  Corporation  Laws,  of  the  Election  Laws,  and  an  edition  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  of  California;  also  a 
list  of  the  incorporated  cities  and  towns^,  and  a  list  of  the  chauffeurs 
and  motor  vehicle  owners  in  this  State. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  financial  statement  it  wiU  be  seen  that 
$484,832.38  was  collected  in  the  last  two  fiscal  years  in  the  corporation 
department,  being  $21,380.69  less  than  the  two  years  previous.  This 
was  due  to  corporations  filing  articles  for  a  smaller  capital  stock  than 
in  previous  years,  to  lessen  the  amount  of  their  annual  corporation 
license  tax. 

The  collections  in  the  Corporation  License  Department  amounted  to 
$1,412,075  for  the  last  two  years,  against  $977,490  for  the  two  years 
previous,  being  a  gain  of  $441,585. 

The  collections  in  the  Motor  Vehicle  Department  for  the  last  two 
years  amounted  to  $51,960.50  as  against  $33,267.50  for  the  two  years 
previous,  being  a  gain  of  $18,673. 

In  the  appended  tables  will  be  found  a  statement  of  the  amount  of 
stationery  supplied  from  the  State  Janitor's  office  to  the  Legislature 
and  the  State  officers  for  the  two  fiscal  years,  also  a  copy  of  the  Fee 
Bill  of  the  Secretary  of  State's  office.

On  March  19,  1909,  a  new  section  was  added  to  the  license  tax  law, 

designated  as  section  2a.     This  section  went  into  effect  July  1,  1909, 

and  is  as  follows : 

Sec.  2a.  At  the  time  of  filing  a  certified  copy  of  articles  of  incorporation  of  any 
corporation  when  filed  on  or  between  the  first  day  of  July  and  the  thirtieth  day  of 
September,  in  any  year,  there  shall  be  paid,  in  addition  to  all  other  fees  required 
by  law  to  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  full  amount  of  the  license  tax  pro- 
vided to  be  paid  in  section  two  of  this  act ;  when  filed  on  or  between  the  first  day 
of  October  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  in  any  year,  a  sum  equal  to  three 
fourths  of  the  license  tax  provided  for  in  section  two  of  this  act  shall  be  paid ; 
when  filed  on  or  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March,  in  any  year,  a  sum  equal  to  one  half  of  such  license  tax  provided  for  in 
section  two  of  this  act  shall  be  paid,  and  when  filed  on  or  between  the  first  day  of 
April  and  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  in  any  year,  a  sum  equal  to  one  fourth  of  such 
license  tax  provided  for  in  section  two  of  this  act  shall  be  paid.  Upon  receipt  of 
such  full  or  fractional  license  tax  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  issue  a  license  receipt 
for  the  full  or  for  the  fractional  part  of  the  then  current  fiscal  year. 

On  March  19,  1909,  section  6  of  the  license  tax  law  was  amended, 

to  take  effect  immediately.    This  section  as  amended  is  as  follows : 

Sec.  6.  Any  corporation  which  failed  to  pay  the  license  tax  and  penalty  required 
by  the  act,  or  any  amendment  thereof,  and  of  which  this  is  amendatory,  may  pay 
all  the  said  license  taxes  and  penalties  prescribed  by  section  one  of  said  act  and  the 
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amendments  thereto,  and  the  license  taxes  and  penalties  that  would  have  accrued 
if  such  corporation  had  not  forfeited  its  charter  or  right  to  do  business  and  any 
such  corporation  making  such  payment  shall  be  relieved  from  the  forfeiture  pre- 
scribed by  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory,  and  all  persons  exercising  the 
powers  of  any  such  corporation  making  such  payments  shall  be  relieved  from  the 
provisions  of  section  nine  of  said  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory,  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  shall  immediately  after  the  first  day  of  December,  1909,  transmit  to 
the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  this  State  a  list  of  the  corporations  so  paying 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  which  list  shall  be  by  said  county  clerk 
filed  in  his  office:  provided,  the  rehabilitation  of  a  corporation  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  any  action,  defense  or  right  which  accrued 
by  reason  of  the  original  forfeiture ;  and  provided,  that  in  case  the  name  of  any 
corporation  which  has  suffered  the  forfeiture  prescribed  by  the  act  of  which  this  act 
is  amendatory,  or  a  name  so  closely  resembling  the  name  of  such  corporation 
as  will  tend  to  deceive,  has  been  adopted  by  any  other  corporation  since  the  date  of 
said  forfeiture  then  said  corporation  having  suffered  said  forfeiture  shall  be  relieved 
therefrom  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  section  of  this  act  only  upon  the  adoption 
by  said  corporation  seeking  revivor  of  a  new  name,  and  in  such  case  nothing  in  this 
act  contained  shall  be  construed  as  permitting  such  corporation  to  be  revived  or 
carry  on  any  business  under  its  former  name  ;  and  such  corporation  shall  have  the 
right  to  use  its  former  name  or  take  such  new  name  only  upon  filing  an  application 
therefor  with  the  Secretary  of  State  and  upon  the  issuing  of  a  certification  to  such 
corporation  by  the  Secretary  of  State  setting  forth  the  right  of  such  corporation  to 
take  such  new  name  or  use  its  former  name  as  the  case  may  be ;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  not  issue  any  certificate  permitting  any  corporation 
to  take  or  use  the  name  of  any  corporation  heretofore  organized  in  this  State  and 
which  has  not  suffered  the  forfeiture  prescribed  by  the  act  of  which  this  act  is 
amendatory  or  to  make  or  use  a  name  so  closely  resembling  the  name  of  such  cor- 
poration heretofore  organized  in  this  State,  as  will  tend  to  deceive.  The  provisions 
of  title  nine,  part  three  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Proceedure  in  so  far  as  they  confiict 
with  this  section  of  this  act  are  not  applicable  to  corporations  seeking  revivor  under 
this  act.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 
CAPITAL     STOCK    AND    BONDED    INDEBTEDNESS    OF     CORPORATIONS. 

Laws  should  be  enacted  compelling  a  corporation,  at  the  time  of  filing- 
its  articles,  to  state  definitely  in  its  articles  its  purposes,  and  limiting 
the  purposes  and  business  activities  of  each  corporation  to  certain 
definite  business  enterprises. 

Plain  and  unambiguous  laws  should  be  enacted  limiting  the  amount 
of  authorized  capital  stock  and  the  creation  of  a  bonded  indebtedness, 
and  to  protect  the  public  and  the  minority  stockholders  in  the  event 
of  the  reorganization  and  consolidation  of  public  serAdce  and  other 
corporations.  Many  states  require  a  specific  amount  of  the  capital 
stock  of  each  corporation  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  in  in  proportion 
to  the  capital  stock  authorized.  This  State  should  have  a  similar  law ; 
as  it  is  at  present,  many  corporations  having  a  large  capitalization 
only  have  a  nominal  amount  subscribed. 

The  law  governing  the  creation  of  bonded  indebtedness  is  ambiguous ; 

it  should  be  made  definite.    Article  XII,  section  11  of  the  constitution, 

provides  that : 

"No  coriDoration  shall  issue  stock  or  bonds,  except  for  money  paid,  labor  done,  or 
property  actually  received,  and  all  fictitious  increase  of  stock  or  indebtedness  shall 
be  void.  The  stock  and  bonded  indebtedness  of  corporations  shall  not  be  increased, 
except  in  pursuance  of  general  law,  nor  without  the  consent  of  the  persons  holding 
the  larger  amount  in  value  of  the  stock,  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  giving 
sixty  days'  public  notice,  as  may  be  provided  by  law." 

Notwithstanding  this  provision,  many  corporations  create  a  bonded 
indebtedness  covering  the  entire  amount  of  their  authorized  capital 
stock  while  only  a  small  amount  has  been  subscribed,  and  the  Secretary 
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of  State  is  compelled  to  file  the  same  and  issue  a  certificate,  as  under  an 
unreported  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  rendered  during  the  year 
1909  (Santa  Barbara  Gas  and  Electric  Company  vs.  Curry)  the  statute 
Avas  held  to  permit  corporations  to  create  such  a  bonded  indebtedness. 

In  some  states  both  domestic  and  foreign  corporations  doing  business 
in  the  state  are  required  to  file  annually  Avith  the  Secretary  of  State, 
or  some  other  officer,  a  report  showing  their  financial  condition  and  an 
epitomized  statement  of  their  receipts  and  disbursements. 

A  Public  Service  Commission,  with  powers  such  as  are  exercised  by 
the  New  York  Commission,  under  a  law  that  went  into  effect  July  1, 1907 
(N.  Y.  statutes  1907,  page  889  et  seq.,  would  prevent,  or  at  least  mini- 
mize, overcapitalization,  M^atering  of  stock,  excessive  bond  issues,  and 
combinations  of  public  utility  corporations  in  restraint  of  trade  and 
detrimental  to  the  public  welfare,  and  would  insure  economical  adminis- 
tration and  efficient  service  at  reasonable  rates  and  cost  to  the  public. 
I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  enactment  of  such  a  law^  I  do  this 
knowing  full  well  that  the  business  of  government  is  to  govern ;  its 
true  end  is  the  happiness,  advancement,  and  welfare  of  the  people ;  that 
the  best  government  for  the  higher  development  of  the  individual,  the 
country,  and  the  race  is  the  government  that  attempts  the  least  rather 
than  the  most  possible  regulation  by  legislation  of  the  personal  inter- 
course of  the  people;  that  the  only  legitimate  use  of  government  is  to 
protect  the  state  from  foreign  invasion  and  domestic  insurrection,  and 
to  protect  in  security  the  life,  liberty,  and  property  of  each  individual 
citizen ;  to  compel  him  to  deal  honestly  and  observe  the  dividing  line 
between  liberty  and  license — but  to  do  this  it  sometimes  becomes  neces- 
sary for  government  to  aid.  to  control,  or  to  conduct  such  ob.jects  and 
enterprises  of  general  and  public  utility  as  can  not  be  as  well  accom- 
plished by  unsupervised  individual  effort  and  private  corporate  enter- 
prise. Of  course  a  law  creating  a  Public  Service  Commission  in  this 
State  must  be  so  drawn  as  not  to  conflict  wath  the  powders  and  duties  of 
the  Railroad  Commission,  as  provided  for  in  section  22  of  article  XII, 
of  the  constitution  of  California. 

ELECTION   LAWS. 

I  anticipate  that  a  number  of  radical  changes  will  be  made  in  the 
general  election  laws  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature.  No  change 
should  be  made  without  careful  consideration ;  no  state  in  the  Union  has 
a  better  code;  few  have  as  good.  Under  its  provisions  election  frauds 
are  almost  impossible,  and  the  opportunity  to  commit  them  minimized. 
The  formation  of  the  ballot  and  the  system  of  voting,  counting,  and 
compiling  returns,  makes  it  easy  for  the  voter  to  secretly  and  safely 
express  his  opinion  at  the  polls  with  almost  the  certainty  that  his  vote 
will  be  counted  as  cast. 
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The  partisan  or  political  party  features  of  the  election  laws  and  of 
the  ballot  should  be  retained.  The  American  voter  is  and  ought  to  be 
a  political  partisan.  Good  government  in  the  city,  county,  state,  and 
nation  depends  to  a  great  extent  on  intelligent  partisanship  and  on 
the  mental,  moral,  and  physical  health  of  the  people.  The  California 
ballot  makes  it  easy  for  a  voter  to  vote  a  straight  ticket  and  also  easy 
for  him  to  scratch  or  vote  against  an  unworthy  candidate. 

The  direct  primary  election  law  will  undoubtedly  be  amended  and 
simplified.  The  provision  requiring  candidates  for  state  and  district 
nominations  to  circulate  petitions  in  not  less  than  a  certain  specified 
number  of  counties,  and  candidates  for  city  and  county  nominations  to 
circulate  petitions  in  a  certain  per  cent  of  the  voting  precincts  in  the  city 
or  county  is  without  reason  and  unnecessarily  burdensome.  So  long  as 
the  candidate  secures  the  requisite  number  of  petitions  of  his  con- 
stituents to  place  him  on  the  ballot,  he  should  be  permitted  to  obtain 
them  where  he  can  do  so  with  the  least  inconvenience. 

The  legal  time  for  the  circulation  of  nomination  petitions  should  be 
specified  in  the  law.  The  time  should  be  ample,  but  limited,  and  the 
dates  definitely  fixed. 

The  law  should  be  amended  so  as  to  definitely  make  it  the  duty  of 
the  county  clerks  to  send  the  results  of  the  primary  election,  tabulated 
by  precincts,  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  A  number  of  county  clerks 
hold  that  the  law  does  not  require  them  to  send  the  result  of  the  pri- 
mary thus  tabulated,  that  they  will  fully  comply  with  the  law  by  send- 
ing the  totals  of  the  votes  cast  for  the  several  candidates  in  their  coimty, 
and  some  county  clerks  have  been  thus  advised  by  their  district  attor- 
neys. That  construction  is  certainly  not  the  intent  of  the  law.  Under 
such  a  return  of  the  vote  the  Secretary  of  State  could  not  tabulate  and 
certify  the  advisory  vote  on  United  States  senator  by  senatorial  and 
assembly  districts,  and  in  a  close  vote  for  a  state  or  district  nomination, 
fraud  might  be  easily  committed  and  go  undetected.  All  of  the  county 
clerks  will  send  their  primary  election  returns  tabulated  by  precincts 
to  the  Secretary  of  State 's  office ;  some,  however,  have  made  it  plain  that 
they  will  do  so  onlj-  as  a  matter  of  accommodation  and  not  as  an  official 
duty  made  mandatory  by  the  law. 

COEPORATION   LICENSE   TAX   LAW. 

If  proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1  should  unfortunately 
be  defeated  by  the  people  at  the  general  election  on  November  8th  next, 
the  corporation  license  tax  law  can  be  amended  and  made  to  produce  a 
revenue  of  several  millions  of  dollars  annually  by  continuing  the  gradu- 
ation above  $5,000,000  capitalization  indefinitely,  and  by  increasing  the 
tax  on  large  corporations.     Under  the  present  law  the  small  corpora- 
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tions  pay  more  than  their  equitable  share  of  the  tax.  The  corporation 
license  tax  laws  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey  are  better  revenue  pro- 
ducers and  more  equitable  than  the  California  law,  although  both  are 
based  on  it. 

3IOTOR  VEHICLE  LAWS. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  law  be  amended  so  that  there  should  be 
at  least  some  evidence  of  the  capability  of  the  person  applying  for  a 
license  to  run  an  auto.  This  ought  not  to  apply  to  chauffeurs  only,  but 
also  to  owners  of  machines.  No  persons  should  be  allowed  to  run  auto- 
mobiles or  motorcycles  except  those  whose  abilities  have  been  tested  and 
proved  and  Avhose  mental  and  i^hysieal  powers  are  unimpaired.  No 
one  addicted  to  the  habitual  excessive  use  of  intoxicants  should  under 
any  circumstances  be  permitted  to  run  an  automobile ;  neither  should  a 
child  be  permitted  to  run  one  without  it  is  accompanied  by  an  adult 
authorized  under  the  state  law  to  run  a  motor  vehicle,  and  even  then 
the  adult  should  be  held  responsible  for  any  accident  occurring  while 
the  child  is  driving. 

The  Secretary  of  State  should  be  authorized  to  revoke  or  suspen'd  the 
license  and  registration  on  proper  showing  of  incapacity,  carelessness, 
or  intoxication  while  driving,  of  any  one  registered  in  his  office  as  an 
owner  or  chauffeur.  From  my  observation  of  the  laws  of  the  various 
states  on  this  subject,  I  believe  the  Connecticut  law  is  one  of  the  best, 
except  that  the  fees  of  that  state  are  annual  and  excessive,  and  that  the 
fees  ought  to  be  paid  into  the  general  fund,  as  they  are  now  in  this 
State,  and  not  into  a  special  road  fund,  as  they  are  in  Connecticut.  The 
California  motor  vehicle  law  was  not  intended  to  be  a  revenue  producer, 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  be.  Automobiles  and  chauffeurs 
are  registered  in  California  for  the  purpose  of  identification  only. 

WEIGHTS   AND   MEASURES. 

]\Iost  of  the  states  have  a  law  covering  this  subject,  and  I  believe  if 
a  proper  law  were  enacted  b^^  this  State  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of 
the  purchasing  public  and  the  shippers  of  merchandise  and  products. 
The  law  should  be  plain,  comprehensive,  and  carefully  drawn.  The 
several  attempts  of  this  State  to  enact  such  a  law  have  been  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  found  to  be  inoperative  for  one  cause  or  another. 
The  law  should  be  drawn  so  as  to  be  in  harmony  with  section  14  of 
article  XI  of  the  constitution  of  California,  and  also  in  harmony  with 
the  weights  and  measures  law  of  the  United  States.  Section  351  of  the 
Political  Code  makes  the  Secretary  of  State  ex  officio  State  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  ]\Ieasures.  During  the  incumbency  of  Hon.  Drury  Melone 
a  set  of  Aveights  and  measures,  as  provided  by  congress  for  each  state, 
was  furnished  the  Secretary  of  State 's  office  on  application  therefor  by 
Governor  Pacheco.     The  set  is  incomplete  and  was  incomplete  when  I 
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assumed  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Stevens,  who  was  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  during  the  term  of 
Hon.  E.  G.  Waite  (1891-1894),  says  the  set  was  incomplete  when 
Mr.  Waite  took  the  office.  Duplicates  of  the  few  missing  pieces  may 
undoubtedly  be  obtained  from  the  National  Government  on  proper 
application  by  the  Governor,  should  a  feasible  weights  and  measures 
law  be  enacted  in  this  State. 

STATE    AECHIVES. 

The  archives  and  records  of  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  are  valu- 
able beyond  estimation,  and  should  be  protected  against  any  possible 
danger  from  fire ;  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  wooden  boxes 
and  cases,  in  which  they  are  kept,  be  replaced  with  metal  cases  and 
■furniture. 

UNIFORM  SYSTEM   OF  BOOKKEEPING,   ETC. 

A  law  should  be  enacted  authorizing  and  empowering  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners,  together  with  the  Controller  and  State  Treasurer, 
to  draw  up,  adopt,  and  cause  to  be  used  a  uniform,  plain,  simple,  but 
comprehensive  system  of  bookkeeping,  accounting,  and  keeping  of 
records  by  all  state  and  county  offices,  commissions,  institutions,  and 
departments.

CHAPTER  281. 

An  act  to  amend  section  four  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  Political  Code, 
relating  to  the  fees  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

[Approved  March  18,  1907.] 
The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and  asseni- 

hly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  four  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  Political  Code 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  416.  The  Secretary  of  State,  for  services  performed  in  his  office, 
must  charge  and  collect  the  following  fees : 

1.  For  a  copy  of  any  law,  resolution,  record,  or  other  document  or 
paper  on  file  in  his  office,  twenty  cents  per  folio. 

2.  For  comparing  a  copy  of  any  law,  resolution,  record,  or  other 
document  or  paper  with  the  original,  or  the  certified  copy  of  the  origi- 
nal, on  file  in  his  office,  five  cents  per  folio. 

3.  For  affixing  certificate  and  seal  of  state,  unless  otherwise  provided 
for,  two  dollars. 

4.  For  filing  articles  of  incorporation,  if  the  capital  stock  amounts  to 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  or  less,  fifteen  dollars ;  if  the  capital  stock 
amounts  to  over  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  not  over  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars,  twenty-five  dollars;  if  the  capital  stock  amounts  to 
over  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  and  not  over  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  fifty  dollars ;  if  the  capital  stock  amounts  to  over  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  not  over  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  seventy- 
lDYe  dollars;  if  the  capital  stock  is  over  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  not  over  one  million  dollars,  one  hundred  dollars;  if  the  capital 
stock  is  over  one  million  dollars,  fifty  dollars  additional  for  every  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  or  fraction  thereof  of  capital  stock  over  and 
above  one  million  dollars;  for  filing  articles  of  incorporation  without 
capital  stock,  except  cooperative  associations,  five  dollars;  for  filing 
articles  of  incorporation  of  cooperative  associations,  formed  under  the 
act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  acts  supplementary  thereto 
or  amendatory  thereof,  fifteen  dollars. 

5.  For  recording  articles  of  incorporation,  twenty  cents  per  folio. 

6.  For  issuing  certificate  of  incorporation,  three  dollars. 
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7.  For  filing  certificate  of  increase  of  capital  stock,  five  dollars  for 
every  fifty  thousand  dollars  or  fraction  thereof  of  such  increase. 

8.  For  filing  certificate  of  decrea.se  of  capital  stock,  five  dollars. 

9.  For  filing  notice  of  removal  of  principal  place  of  business,  five 
dollars. 

10.  For  filing  amended  articles  of  incorporation,  unless  otherwise 
provided  for,  five  dollars. 

11.  For  filing  certificate  of  creation  of  bonded  indebtedness,  or 
increase  or  decrease  thereof,  five  dollars. 

12.  For  issuing  certificate  of  increase  or  decrease  of  capital  stock, 
three  dollars. 

13.  For  filing  certificate  on  continuance  of  existence,  five  dollars. 

14.  For  issuing  certificate  of  continuance  of  existence,  three  dollars. 

15.  For  filing  claim  to  trademark,  and  issuing  certificate  of  filing, 
five  dollars. 

16.  For  issuing  certificate  of  filing  of  any  document,  not  otherwise 
pro^^ded  for,  three  dollars. 

17.  For  filing  certificate  of  increase  or  decrease  of  number  of  direct- 
ors, five  dollars. 

18.  For  issuing  certificate  of  increase  or  decrease  of  number  of 
directors,  three  dollars. 

19.  For  receiving  and  recording  each  official  bond,  five  dollars. 

20.  For  filing  notice  of  appointment  of  agent,  five  dollars. 

21.  For  each  commission,  passport,  or  other  document  signed  by  the 
Governor  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  State  (pardons,  military 
commissions,  and  extradition  papers  excepted),  five  dollars. 

22.  For  each  patent  for  land  issued  by  the  Governor,  if  for  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres  or  less,  one  dollar;  and  for  each  additional  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres,  or  fraction  thereof,  one  dollar. 

23.  For  issuing  certificate  of  official  character,  two  dollars. 

24.  For  recording  miscellaneous  documents  or  papers,  twenty  cents 
per  folio. 

25.  For  filing  certified  copy  of  order  and  decree  of  court,  changing 
name,  or  certified  copy  of  order  and  decree  of  court,  dissolving  a  cor- 
poration, five  dollars. 

No  member  of  the  legislature  or  State  officer  shall  be  charged  for 
any  search  relative  to  matters  appertaining  to  the  duties  of  their  office ; 
nor  shall  they  be  charged  any  fee  for  a  certified  copy  of  any  law  or 
resolution  passed  by  the  legislature  relative  to  their  official  duties. 

All  fees  collected  by  the  Secretary  of  State  must,  at  the  end  of  each 
month,  be  paid  into  the  state  treasur3^  Five  thousand  dollars  of  such 
monthly  returns  shall  be  credited  to  and  constitute  the  State  Library 
fund,  and  the  balance  shall  be  paid  into  the  general  fund  of  the  State.

CHAPTER  VI.

Foreign  corporations,  fees  to  be  paid  by,  on  filing  certified  copies  of 
articles  of  incorporation. 

C.  C.  §  410.  Foreign  corporations,  penalty  for  failure  to  file  certified  copies  of  articles 
of  incorporation. 

§  405.  Every  corporation  other  than  those  created  by  or  under  the 
laws  of  this  State  must,  at  the  time  of  filing  the  certified  copy  of  its 
articles  of  incorporation,  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a 
designation  of  some  person  residing  within  the  State  upon  whom 
process  issued  by  authority  of  or  under  any  law  of  this  State  may  be 
served.  A  copy  of  such  designation,  duly  certified  by  the  Secretary  of 
State,  is  sufficient  evidence  of  such  appointment.  Such  process  may  be 
served  on  the  person  so  designated,  or,  in  the  event  that  no  such  person 
is  designated,  then  on  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  service  is  a  valid 
service  on  such  corporation. 

§  406.  Every  corporation  which  complies  with  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  is  thereafter  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  laws  of  this  State 
limiting  the  time  for  the  commencement  of  civil  actions,  but  no  cor- 
poration not  created  by  or  under  the  laws  of  this  State  is  entitled  to 
the  benefit  thereof,  nor  can  any  such  corporation  maintain  or  defend 
any  action  or  proceeding  in  any  court  of  this  State  until  the  corpora- 
tion has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding,  section.  In 
any  action  or  proceeding  instituted  against  any  body  styled  as  a  cor- 
poration, but  not  created  by  nor  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  evidence 
that  such  body  has  acted  as  a  corporation,  or  employed  methods  usually 
employed  by  corporations,  must  be  received  by  the  court  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proving  the  existence  of  such  corporation,  the  sufficiency  of 
such  evidence  to  be  determined  by  the  court  with  like  effect  as  in  other 
cases.  Every  corporation  which  has  complied  with  the  laws  then  in 
force,  requiring  it  to  make  and  file  a  designation  of  the  person  upon 
whom  process  against  it  may  be  served,  need  not  make  or  file  any  fur- 
ther designation.  Any  designation  heretofore  or  hereafter  made  may 
be  revoked  by  the  filing  by  the  corporation  with  the  Secretary  of  State 
of  a  writing  stating  ^uch  revocation.     Within  forty  days  after  the 
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death  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  person  designated  by  the  cor- 
poration, or  after  the  revocation  of  the  designation,  the  corporation 
mnst  make  a  new  designation,  or  be  snbjeet  to  the  provisions  and  penal- 
ties of  this  chapter. 

§  407.  Every  railway  or  other  corporation  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  freight  or  passengers  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  any  state  or  territory  thereof,  may  build  railroads, 
exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  and  transact  any  other  business 
which  it  might  do  if  it  were  created  and  organized  under  or  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  has  the  same  rights,  privileges,  and  immu- 
nities, and  is  subject  to  the  same  laws,  penalties,  obligations,  and  bur- 
dens as  if  created  or  organized  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  this 
State.  Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  exempt 
any  corporation  from  any  duty  or  liability  imposed  upon  it  by  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

§  408.  Every  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  another  state, 
territory,  or  of  a  foreign  country,  which  is  now  doing  business  in  this 
State,  or  is  maintaining  an  office  herein,  or  which  shall  hereafter  do 
business  in  this  State,  or  maintain  an  office  herein,  or  which  shall  enter 
this  State  for  the  purpose  of  doing  business  herein,  must  tile  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  California  a  certified 
copy  of  its  articles  of  incorporation,  or  of  its  charter,  or  of  the  statute 
or  statutes,  or  legislative,  or  executive,  or  governmental  act,  or  acts 
creating  it,  in  cases  where  it  has  been  created  by  charter,  or  statute, 
or  legislative,  or  executive,  or  governmental  act,  duly  certified  by  the 
Secretary  of  State,  or  other  officer  authorized  by  the  law  of  the  juris- 
diction under  which  such  corporation  is  formed  to  certify  such  copy, 
and  a  certified  copy  thereof,  duly  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
of  this  State,  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  where  its 
principal  place  of  business  is  located,  and  also  where  such  corporation 
owns  property. 

§  409.  For  filing  and  issuing  a  certified  copy  as  required  in  section 
four  hundred  and  eight  of  this  code,  corporations  formed  under  the 
laws  of  another  state,  or  of  a  territory,  or  of  a  foreign  country,  must 
pay  the  same  fees  as  are  paid  by  corporations  formed  under  the  laws 
of  this  State. 

§  410.  Every  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  another  state, 
territory,  or  of  a  foreign  country,  which  shall  neglect  or  fail,  within 
ninety  days  from  the  taking  effect  of  this  section,  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  of  sections  four  hundred  and  eight  and  four  hundred  and 
nine  of  this  code,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction ;  and  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  he  may  be  advised

that  corporations  are  doing  business  in  contravention  of  sections  four 
hundred  and  eight  and  four  hundred  and  nine  of  this  code,  to  report 
the  fact  to  the  Governor,  who  shall  instruct  the  district  attorney  of 
the  county  wherein  such  incorporation  has  its  principal  place  of  busi- 
ness, or  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State,  or  both,  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable, to  institute  proceedings  to  recover  the  fine  provided  for  in  this 
section,  and  the  amount  so  recovered  must  be  paid  into  the  state  treas- 
ury to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund  of  the  State ;  in  addition  to  which 
penalty,  no  foreign  corporation  which  shall  fail  to  comply  with  sections 
four  hundred  and  eight  and  four  hundred  and  nine  of  this  code  can 
maintain  any  suit  or  action  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  State  until  it 
has  complied  with  said  sections;  provided,  that  any  such  corporation 
which,  prior  to  the  8th  day  of  March,  1901,  shall  have  complied  with 
the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  'An  act  in  relation 
to  foreign  corporations,'  approved  April  1,  1872,"  approved  March  17, 
1899,  is  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  the  two  sec- 
tions next  preceding. 
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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  James  N.  Gillett, 

Governor  of  California. 

In  accordance  with  law  I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions 
m  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer  from  July  1,  1908,  to  June  30,  1910, 
inclusive,  covering  the  sixtieth  and  sixty-first  fiscal  years. 

The  receipts  and  payments  during  this  period  are  far  in  excess  of 
those  of  the  two  preceding  years.  The  total  of  the  receipts  (exclusive  of 
transfers)  was  $35,586,364.53,  exceeding  the  receipts  of  the  two  pre- 
ceding years  by  $5,433,064.64,  and  the  payments  (exclusive  of  transfers) 
were  $35,690,190.67,  exceeding  the  payments  of  the  two  preceding  years 
by  $6,333,993.93.  The  payments  exceeded  the  receipts  by  $103,826.14 
and  the  balance  on  hand  June  30,  1910,  was  $7,201,219.82. 

The  San  Francisco  Depot  Sinking  Fund. — This  fund  is  in  good  condi- 
tion, although  relatively  not  so  good  as  it  was  two  years  ago.  The 
United  States  Government  bonds,  in  which  this  fund  is  invested  as 
required  bj^  law,  have  depreciated  during  the  two  years  $25,913.75,  but 
the  interest  earnings  have  a  little  more  than  offset  this  depreciation. 
Statement  No.  32  shows  the  value  of  this  fund  to  be  $641,352.84.  This 
includes  the  premium  on  the  United  States  Government  bonds,  which 
amounts  to  $70,470.00.  Were  it  possible  to  sell  the  United  States 
bonds  at  this  time  and  retire  the  $600,000.00  of  the  Depot  bonds 
outstanding  the  sum  of  $41,352.84  could  be  returned  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Harbor  Improvement  Fund.  However,  should  the  United  States 
Government  bonds,  between  now  and  the  date  of  maturity  of  the 
Depot  bonds,  depreciate  in  value  to  the  extent  of  all  of  the  premium 
there  would  still  be  a  slight  excess  in  the  fund  when  the  Depot  bonds 
mature  because  of  the  interest  earnings  that  would  accrue. 

The  San  Francisco  Seawall  SinUing  Fund. — This  fund  is  in  first  class 
condition.  During  the  two  years  I  made  three  sales  of  the  Seawall  bonds 
as  follows :  January  6,  1909,  $500,000.00 ;  July  2,  1909,  $500,000.00 ;  and 
January  3,  1910,  $250,000.00.  These  sales,  together  with  those  made 
at  prior  dates,  dispose  of  the  entire  issue  of  $2,000,000.00.  During  the 
two  years  the  net  profit  through  interest  earnings  on  the  bonds  in  which 
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the  fund  is  invested  was  $5,824.68.  figriiring-  all  of  the  bonds  in  which 
the  fund  is  invested  at  par,  notwithstanding  premiums  aggregating 
$2,699.44  were  paid.  During  the  two  years  bonds  of  the  par  value  of 
$174,900.00  were  purchased  for  the  benefit  of  this  fund. 

Civil  Bonds  of  1857.— Home  interest  coupons  belonging  to  the  Civil 
bonds  of  1857  have  never  been  presented  at  this  office  for  payment  and 
the  sum  of  $140.00  had  been  held  in  trust  for  years  for  the  payment 
of  these  coupons.  In  order  to  make  proper  disposition  of  the  money  so 
held,  and  in  order  to  insure  the  payment  of  the  coupons  whenever  they 
might  be  presented,  I  caused  a  bill  to  be  introduced  in  the  last  regular 
session  of  the  legislature  authorizing  the  payment  of  said  money  into 
the  general  fund  of  the  state  treasury  and  providing  for  the  payment. 
of  the  coupons  whenever  they  might  be  presented.  This  bill  passed 
the  legislature  and  the  money  Avas  paid  into  the  treasury.  (Chapter 
505,  Statutes  1909). 

Central  Pacific  Bailroad  Bonds  of  1864.— There  were  also  a  number 
of  interest  coupons,  amounting  in  value  of  $1,085.00,  belonging  to  these 
bonds,  which  have  likewise  never  been  presented  for  payment  and  the 
same  action  was  taken  concerning  them  as  was  taken  in  reference  to  the 
Civil  Inmds  of  1857.     (Chapter  506,  Statutes  1909). 

Funded  Debt  Bonds  of  1873. — By  reference  to  Statement  No.  28  it 
will  be  seen  that  there  are  $2,277,500.00  of  these  bonds  outstanding. 
These  bonds  should  have  been  redeemed  in  1893,  but  provision  for  their 
redemption  was  never  made,  eonsetiuently  the  bonds  could  not  be 
redeemed,  although  they  were  all  bought  in  by  the  State  for  the  benefit  of 
the  State  School  Fund  and  the  T^niversity  Fund,  and  are  now  held  in 
trust  by  me  for  said  funds.  The  interest  thereon  is  paid  under  an  act  of 
the  legislature  adopted  in  1893.  While  these  bonds  are  not  exactly  an 
outstanding  ol)ligation  against  the  State,  they  do.  however,  cause  con- 
siderabU^  adverse  conniient  Avhenever  any  State  bonds  are  offered  for 
sale,  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  were  not  actually  redeemed  when  they 
became  due.  There  are  a  number  of  bond  propositions  to  be  voted  upon 
at  the  coming  election,  and  I  most  urgently  recommend  that  steps  be 
taken  for  the  retiring  of  these  bonds  in  order  that  the  best  possible 
market  may  be  had  for  the  sales  of  bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  the 
future. 

Deposit  of  iSiatc  Funds.— The  funds  on  deposit  in  banks  have 
increased  very  greatly  over  the  amount  on  deposit  two  years  ago.  On 
June  30,  1908.  the  deposits  aggresrated  $3,668,150.00  in  82  banks,  while 
on  June  30,  1910,  they  aggregated  $5,636,000.00  in  151  banks.     The 
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interest  earned  during  the  sixtieth  fiscal  year  was  $87,733.37  and  during 
the  sixty-first  fiscal  year  was  $101,915.99,  making  a  total  for  the  two 
years  of  $189,649.36.  The  actual  earnings  on  the  deposits  for  the  first 
three  full  years,  during  which  deposits  were  made,  amounted  to  over 
$250,000.00.  In  my  report  to  you  two  years  ago  I  recommended  that 
changes  be  made  in  the  laws  governing  the  handling  of  the  State's 
money  so  that  a  larger  amount  could  be  kept  on  deposit  and  the  ship- 
ments of  large  sums  of  gold  be  obviated  by  providing  for  the  handling 
of  the  State's  business  through  the  medium  of  depositary  banks.  At 
the  regular  session  of  the  legislature  held  in  1909  I  caused  certain 
measures  to  be  introduced  which  would  have  permitted  the  handling 
of  the  funds  in  the  manner  recommended,  but,  while  at  first  there  was 
practically  a  unanimous  sentiment  in  the  legislature  in  favor  of  the 
bills,  opposition  developed  from  some  unknown  source,  and  the  bills 
failed  of  passage.  I  am  still  as  strongly  of  the  opinion  as  I  was  then  that 
changes  should  be  made  in  the  manner  of  handling  the  public  money, 
and  I  insistently  recommend  that  legislation  be  adopted  that  will  admit 
of  such  changes. 

Monthly  Settlements  with  the  Treasurer. — One  thing  that  deprives  the 
State  of  considerable  income  is  the  present  method  of  making  payments 
into  the  state  treasury  monthly.  This  method  not  only  deprives  the 
State  of  considerable  income,  but  the  State  has  practically  no  security 
for  the  money  collected  while  it  is  under  the  control  of  the  officer  col- 
lecting the  same,  excepting  the  bond  of  such  officer ;  but  as  soon  as  it  is 
paid  into  the  treasury  and  deposited  under  the  law  permitting  such 
deposits,  the  money  is  secured  by  the  bonds  deposited  in  this  office. 
The  foregoing  objections  are  not  the  only  ones  that  can  be  brought 
against  the  present  method,  for,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  present  method 
is  an  imposition  on  the  officer  making  the  collections  for  the  reason  that 
there  is  no  provision  of  law  that  enables  him  to  properly  care  for  the 
money  so  collected.  I  most  urgently  recommend  that  changes  be  made 
in  the  law  so  that,  wherever  practicable,  all  payments  will  be  made 
directly  into  the  state  treasury,  and  wherever  it  is  not  practicable  to 
make  payments  directly  into  the  state  treasury,  daily  settlements  of  such 
collections  be  made  with  the  State  Treasurer  by  the  officer  making  the 
collections.  This  will  become  far  more  practical  if  my  recommenda- 
tions regarding  the  establishment  of  active  depositaries  in  different 
parts  of  the  State  be  adopted. 

Increase  of  Work. — The  amount  of  work  performed  in  this  office 
has  been  increased  so  much  by  reason  of  the  depositing  of  public 
funds  (to  say  nothing  of  the  natural  increase  in  the  volume  of  business) 
that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  compare  the  work  necessary  to  be 
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done  now  with  that  which  was  necessaiy  three  years  ago.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  increase  in  the  amount  of  work,  no  addition  to  the  office  force 
has  been  made.  No  bank  handling  the  volume  of  business  that  is 
handled  in  this  office,  including  all  of  the  details  of  properly  caring  for 
the  bonds  and  other  securities,  would  think  of  handling  it  with  a  force 
less  than  double  the  number  employed  here.  Without  the  proper  num- 
ber of  emploj^ees  it  is  impossible  to  operate  such  a  system  as  is  prac- 
tically imperative  in  an  office  such  as  this,  and  I  strongly  recommend 
an  increase  in  the  force  necessary  to  pro^^de  for  such  s^'stem.

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  law  report  is  hereby  made  to  you  of  the  con- 
duct of  the  Controller 's  Department  for  the  sixtieth  and  sixty- first  fiscal 
years,  beginning  July  1,  1908,  and  ending  June  30,  1910.  The  statis- 
tical information  required  by  statute  to  be  furnished  and  much  which  is 
additional  will  be  found  in  the  various  schedules  and  statements 
appended,  and  I  have  endeavored  also  to  comply  with  the  enactment 
which  requires  the  Controller  to  ' '  suggest  plans  for  the  improvement  and 
management  of  the  public  revenues."

The  most  comprehensive  of  the  sixty  or  more  funds  which  have  been 
created  by  law  for  the  proper  management  of  the  State 's  finances  is  the 
General  Fund,  into  which  pass  by  statutory  provision  all  moneys  not 

specifically  appropriated  to  other  funds,  and  from  which  are  met  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  State  Government,  not  including  those  charge- 
able against  the  State  School  Fund.

The  amount  apportioned  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  i 
in  the  sixtieth  fiscal  year  was  $4,353,293.76,  and  in  the  sixty-first  year, 
$4,530,248.48.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  amount  of  money  which  the  law 
requires  to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  common  school  purposes,  as  well  as  ; 
for  others,  is  always  exceeded,  because  of  the  statutory  requirement  that 
the  State  Board  of  Equalization  shall  make  an  allowance  of  five  per  cent 
for  delinquency,'  while  in  recent  years  the  real  delinquency  in  tax  pay- 
ments has  been  reduced  to  about  two  and  one  half  per  cent. 

Under  the  law  governing  apportionment  of  school  funds  which  wa& 
adopted  in  1905,  the  regular  semi-annual  apportionment  in  January  is  ; 
made  by  first  allowing  $250  for  each  teacher  and  then  dividing  the 
remaining  money  between  the  counties  in  proportion  to  average  daily 
attendance  on  the  schools.  The  following  apportionment,  in  July.  is. 
made  wholl}^  on  the  daily  attendance  basis. 

In  the  sixtieth  fiscal  year,  after  allowing  $250  for  each  of  8.351 
teachers,  there  was  a  total  apportionment  of  $10.13  for  each  pupil  in 
average  daily  attendance,  and  for  the  sixty-first  fiscal  year,  with  8,520  \ 
teachers,  there  was  a  total  apportionment  on  daily  attendance  of  $10.16 
per  pupil. 

According  to  the  school  census  of  1910,  duly  reported  to  the  Controller  ' 
by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  the  total  number  of  ' 
census  children  is  460,238,  an  increase  of  3,190  over  the  number  reported 
in  1908,  and  on  the  basis  of  $7  per  capita  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide 
for  each  of  the  next  two  fiscal  years,  the  sixty-third  and  sixty-fourth,  the 
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sum  of  $3,221,666.  This  will  exceed  by  only  about  $22,000  the  amount 
required  to  be  raised  for  the  sixty-first  and  sixty-second  years,  although 
a  much  greater  proportionate  increase  in  school  attendance  is  certain. 
The  explanation  is  found  in  new  and  stricter  census  methods,  which  have 
reduced  the  returns  from  several  counties.

Disbursements 369,250  60 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  the  daily  average  attendance 
on  the  high  schools  was  30,893,  being  an  increase  of  6,626  over  the 
average  of  the  preceding  two  years.  For  each  of  the  next  two  years  it 
will  be  necessary,  on  the  $15  per  capita  basis,  to  provide  for  high  school 
purposes  $463,395. 

THE  PERPETUAL  SCHOOL  FUND. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase,  as  compared  with  two  years 

since,,  in  both  the  receipts  of  interest  from  school  money  investments  and 

the   aggregate   amount  invested   or   available   for   investment.     These 

accumulations  constitute  the  "perpetual  fund"  referred  to  in  the  con- 
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stitution,  although  it  is  not  treated  as  one  of  the  regular  operative  funds 
of  the  state  treasury.  The  following  figures  show  by  two-year  periods 
the  progress  of  the  accumulation  and  the  results  of  its  investment :

In  the  total  of  the  fund  for  1910  there  are  included  bonds  of  the  face 
value  of  $269,000  belonging  to  the  Estates  of  Deceased  Persons  Fund 
and  $33,000  of  bonds  belonging  to  the  Dissolved  Savings  Bank  Fund; 
these  amounts  are  now  practically  a  part  of  the  perpetual  fund,  because 
the  interest  is  paid  into  the  State  School  Fund. 

At  the  close  of  the  sixty-first  fiscal  year  the  investment  of  school  fund 
mone^'^s  was  in  bonds  bearing  various  rates  of  interest,  from  6  per  cent 
to  3f  per  cent.     The  following  shows  the  proportion  at  each  rate:

The  actual  average  rate  of  interest  was  4.7  per  cent,  as  compared  with 
an  average  of  4.6  per  cent  at  the  end  of  the  sixtieth  year.  Leaving  out 
the  $1,526,000  of  State  bonds  paying  6  per  cent  interest,  the  average 
interest  rate  on  the  investment  at  the  close  of  the  sixty-first  year  was  4.3 
per  cent. 

It  should  hardly  be  necessary  to  say  that  in  the  investment  of  school 
funds  only  sound  bonds  bearing  the  highest  procurable  rate  of  interest 
ought  to  be  purchased.  All  of  the  securities  which  have  been  bought 
are  believed  to  be  perfectly  safe,  but  in  a  few  cases  bonds  have  been 
bought  as  a  favor  to  municipalities  when  other  bonds  equally  safe  but 
carrying  a  higher  rate  of  interest  could  have  been  obtained.  In  one 
notable  instance  the  State  yielded  to  importunities  and  invested  $500,000 
in  part  of  a  large  issue  of  4  per  cent  municipal  bonds,  almost  imme- 
diately after  which  the  rate  of  interest  on  the  remainder  of  the.  issue 
was  increased  to  4i  per  cent  in  order  to  attract  private  bond  buyers. 
This  transaction  was  a  slight  help  to  the  interested  municipality,  but  it 
reduced  the  income  which  might  have  been  obtained  for  the  schools  to 
the  extent  of  $2,500  a  year. 
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Among  the  principal  sources  from  which  the  increment  of  the  per- 
petual school  fund  has  been  derived  during  the  last  two  years  are  these : 
From  the  United  States  Government,  under  the  act  of  1906  for  the  pay- 
ment to  the  State  of  5  per  cent  of  the  proceeds  of  the  public  lands, 
$42,851.45  ($25,096.61  in  the  sixtieth  fiscal  year  and  $17,754.84  in  the 
sixty-first)  ;  from  transfer  of  $100,000  of  borrowed  money  from  the  San 
Francisco  Harbor  Improvement  Fund ;  from  sales  of  land  scrip  by  the 
Surveyor  General  under  the  law  of  1909,  $104,517.50 ;  from  proceeds  of 
other  land  sales,  $294,710.12.  • 

ESTATES  OF  DECEASED  PERSONS. 

Among  the  best  pieces  of  legislation  to  the  credit  of  the  legislature  of 
1909  are  the  acts  which  authorized  the  investment  of  the  moneys  in  the 
Estates  of  Deceased  Persons  Fund  and  the  act  retransferring  to  that 
fund  $80,000  which  had  been  borrowed  from  it  many  years  before. 
Although  both  the  former  and  the  present  constitutions  of  the  State 
contemplated  that  the  schools  should  profit  by  the  unclaimed  estates  of 
decedents,  and  although  moneys  from  this  source  had  been  accumulating 
slowly  for  half  a  century,  there  was  until  two  years  ago  no  law  for  their 
investment  and  not.  a  dollar  of  aid  from  this  source  had  actually  gone 
to  the  schools.  By  virtue  of  the  new  law  an  investment  of  approxi- 
mately a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  had  been  made  up  to  the  1st  of 
November,  1910,  and  the  interest  received  will  henceforth  be  appor- 
tioned annually  with  other  school  moneys. 

But  in  the  mean  time,  during  the  years  when  the  schools  were  deriving 
no  benefit  from  these  estate  moneys,  numerous  statutes  or  code  provisions 
were  adopted  diverting  to  other  uses,  not  authorized  by  the  constitution, 
many  small  estates.  For  example,  unclaimed  estates  of  persons  dying 
in  state  hospitals,  in  the  Veterans '  Home,  and  in  the  state  prisons  were 
by  operation  of  these  acts,  converted  to  the  uses  of  these  institutions,  and 
the  leavings  of  patients  dying  in  county  hospitals  have  been  used  for  the 
benefit  of  the  counties.  However  unobjectionable  such  disposition  of 
decedents'  estates  may  be  on  general  grounds,  it  is  manifest  that  it  con- 
flicts with  the  constitution,  and  therefore,  the  acts  in  question  should  be 
repealed,  and  all  unclaimed  estates  should  be  used,  as  the  constitution 
commands,  exclusively  for  the  support  of  the  schools. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  legislation  of  1909  this  office  has  made  a 
special  effort  to  cause  to  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  the  moneys  of 
this  character  which  have  accumulated  in  county  treasuries,  and  some  of 
which  have  remained  there  for  many  years ;  as  a  consequence  more  than 
a  hundred  thousand  dollars  has  been  paid  over  by  the  county  treasurers, 
but  in  a  few  instances  county  treasurers  have  not  yet  made  a  settlement 
because  they  have  been  advised  by  district  attorneys,  or  other  lawyers. 
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that  the  law  is  not  free  from  ambiguities.  It  is  desirable  that  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure  be  amended  to  make  clear  the  duty  of  county  treas- 
urers to  pay  into  the  state  treasury  the  proceeds  of  all  estates  to  which 
heirs  can  not  be  found,  the  right  being  reserved  to  the  heirs,  as  at 
present,  to  recover  when  they  may  appear  and  prove  their  claims. 


THE  STATE  REVENUES.

As  used  here  the  term  "revenue"  means  all  receipts  (not  including 
transfers)  except  the  counties'  share  of  the  railroad  taxes ;  but  there  are 
other  State  receipts  which  do  not  ■  constitute  revenues  in  the  proper 
sense,  as,  for  example,  receipts  from  redemption  of  bonds  belonging  to 
trust  funds,  sale  of  San  Francisco  seawall  bonds  and  certain  receipts 
from  the  United  States  Government  which  are  practically  trust  funds. 
The  sale  of  seawall  bonds  amounted  to  $1,005,025  in  the  sixtieth  year 
and  to  $753,025  in  the  sixty-first,  which  amounts  aided  materially  in 
swelling  the  total  receipts  during  those  j^ears.  As  the  term  is  used 
above,  property  tax  does  not  include  railroad  taxes,  but  only  the  taxes 
collected  in  the  several  counties  and  paid  over  to  the  State.

The  foregoing  receipts,  with  some  exceptions,  are  paid  into  the  General 
Fund  and  are  available  to  meet  ordinary  expenses  of  the  government. 
The  poll  tax  receipts  and  $250,000  of  the  inheritance  taxes  belong  to  the 
school  fund.  The  contingent  fund  receipts  are  expended  for  the  benefit 
of  the  several  institutions  which  collect  them.  Rapid  growth  of  these 
special  revenues,  as  they  may  be  called,  of  the  State  government,  will  be 
noted  in  every  column  of  the  table,  amounting,  between  the  fifty-second 
and  sixty-first  years,  to  83  per  cent  in  the  case  of  the  railroad  taxes,  60 
per  cent  in  poll  taxes,  263  per  cent  in  inheritance  taxes,  833  per  cent  in 
insurance  taxes,  and  316  per  cent  in  fees  and  miscellaneous  collections 
of  the  Secretary  of  State.  Some  of  the  increases  are  due  to  changes  in 
the  laws  as  much  as  to  natural  growth.  The  corporation  license  tax 
and  the  collection  of  interest  on  deposit  of  State  funds  are  entirely  new 
sources  of  revenue.  Included  with  the  other  collections  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  a^re  receipts  on  account  of  automobile  licenses  amounting  to 
$19,048  in  the  sixtieth  year  and  to  $30,495.50  in  the  sixty-first. 

There  has  been  a  perceptible  improvement  in  the  collection  of  the  poll 
tax  in  several  counties  which  made  a  poor  showing  two  years  ago,  but  it 
remains  a  fact  that  there  is  a  great  difference  between  assessors  in 
respect  to  the  diligence  with  which  they  gather  in  this  tax. 


INHERITANCE  TAXES. 

During  the  last  two  years  the  net  receipts  of  inheritance  taxes  were 
$1,820,712.91,  an  average  of  $910,356,455  per  year,  and  a  continuance 
j  of  revenue  from  this  source  in  about  the  same  proportion  may  be  antici- 
pated, although  variations  from  year  to  year  may  be  greater  than  in 
receipts  from  certain  other  sources.  A  principal  factor  in  determining 
the  amount  of  collections  is  the  number  of  large  estates  which  come  in 
for  taxation  within  the  year,  because  while  this  is  not  exclusively  a  tax 
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on  the  rich,  it  is  largely'  so.     The  number  and.  gross  value  of  estates 
taxed  during  the  last  three  fiscal  years  have  been  as  follows :

During  these  three  years  2,587  estates,  valued  less  than  $100,000  each, 
paid  an  average  tax  of  $250  per  estate. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-six  estates,  valued  from  $100,000  to  $500,000 
each,  paid  an  average  tax  of  $-1,044.20. 

Twenty-five  estates,  valued  from  $500,000  to  $1,000,000  each,  paid  an 
average  tax  of  $14,780.60:  and 
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Fifteen  estates,  valued  at  over  $1,000,000  each,  paid  an  average  tax  of 
$49,648.75  each. 

Costs  of  collecting  the  inheritance  tax  are  represented  almost  wholly 
by  the  commissions  allowed  to  county  treasurers  and  the  fees  paid  to 
appraisers.  The  percentages  of  the  gross  receipts  taken  by  these  two 
kinds  of  expense  have  been  as  follows :  For  1907-8,  .03719 ;  for  1908-9, 
.03113 ;  for  1909-10,  .03313. 

The  cost  of  collection  varies  a  good  deal  in  different  counties,  princi- 
pally because  of  the  appointment  of  special  appraisers  so  frequently  in 
certain  counties  and  so  infrequently  in  others.  For  1909-10  the  per- 
centages of  cost  in  five  of  the  most  populous  counties  have  been:  For 
San  Francisco,  .017 ;  for  Los  Angeles,  .0428 ;  for  Alameda,  .0867 ;  for 
Sacramento,  .032 ;  for  Santa  Clara,  .031.  The  remarks  which  were  made 
in  this  report  two  years  since  in  regard  to  abuses  growing  out  of  the 
power  to  appoint  appraisers  are  still  applicable. 

By  an  act  passed  by  the  legislature  of  1909  the  Controller  was  given 
an  inheritance  tax  deputy  to  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  and 
he  has  been  kept  busily  employed  in  detecting  and  preventing  evasions 
and  under-appraisements  and  in  rendering  assistance  to  district  attor- 
neys. Every  step  of  progress  in  the  enforcement  of  the  inheritance  tax 
law  has  been  marked  by  litigation,  and  it  will  probably  never  be  other- 
wise, for  there  appears  to  be  no  limit  to  the  number  of  questions  which 
can  arise  under  the  law ;  but  a  majority  of  the  decisions  rendered  during 
the  last  two  years  have  been  such  as  to  make  clearer  the  meaning  of  the 
law  and  to  assist  in  its  enforcement.  The  Controller  has  been  upheld  in 
his  method  of  computing  the  tax  by  the  California  Supreme  Court,  and 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  concurred  in  the  decision 
of  the  former  tribunal  that  the  community  property  passing  to  the  wife 
on  the  death  of  the  husband  is  taken  by  her  as  heir  and  therefor  is  tax- 
able. On  the  other  hand  our  Supreme  Court  has  ruled  that  probate 
homesteads  and  family  allowances  are  exempt  from  taxation. 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  this  office  that  New  York  and  Illinois 
and  other  states  have  greatly  increased  the  amounts  collected  from  their 
inheritance  taxes  by  a  more  rigid  enforcement  of  that  provision  of  law 
which  requires  trust  companies  and  corporations  to  secure  the  consent 
of  the  tax  authorities  before  transferring  the. contents  of  safe  deposit 
boxes  or  shares  of  corporate  stock.  In  this  State  a  few  trust  companies 
and  corporations  are  cooperating  with  our  county  treasurers  and  this 
office,  but  many  are  not.  The  methods  adopted  in  some  of  these  other 
states  to  prevent  this  kind  of  evasion  of  the  law  should  be  followed  here. 
We  are  losing  annually  thousands  of  dollars  because  of  the  unauthorized 
transfer  of  the  contents  of  safe  deposit  boxes  and  shares  of  corporate 
stock  belonging  to  non-residents  of  California.  Amendment  of  this  por- 
tion of  the  law  is  needed  to  make  it  enforceable. 
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THE  NEW  REVENUE  SYSTEM. 

By  the  ratification  of  the  constitutional  amendment  for  the  separation 
of  State  and  local  revenues  California  embarks  on  its  greatest  financial 
experiment.  Other  states  have  preceded  us  in  the  adoption  of  the  main 
features  of  the  plan,  but  they  have  approached  gradually  to  the  end  to 
which  California,  owing  to  the  peculiarities  of  its  fundamental  law,  was 
obliged  to  come  at  once  or  not  at  all.  It  is  almost  universally  conceded 
that  in  principle  the  new  plan  is  correct,  and  the  details  of  the  rates  of 
tax  and  the  general  method  of  their  application  have  been  studied  care- 
full}^  for  five  years  by  an  able  commission,  and  therefore  we  are  justified 
in  believing  that  the  ultimate  results  of  the  change  w^ill  be  good. 

But  the  administrative  methods  are  yet  to  be  worked  out,  practical 
difficulties  will  arise  at  almost  every  step  during  the  first  few  years,  and 
many  perplexing  legal  questions  may  be  anticipated.  Uncertainty  in 
regard  to  the  amount  of  revenue  which  the  special  taxes  will  produce  is 
bound  to  prevail  for  several  years,  and  during  that  time  it  will  be  the 
part  of  prudence  to  be  as  conservative  as  possible  in  all  branches  of  the 
State 's  financiering.  It  especially  behooves  the  legislature  to  be  careful 
in  making  appropriations,  which  during  the  next  two  years  ought  to  be 
limited  to  providing  for  the  State's  urgent  needs. 

Henceforth  the  revenues,  if  they  are  to  be  provided  only  by  the  specific 
taxes  set  aside  for  the  purpose,  will  no  longer  be  an  indefinite  sum,  to  be 
enlarged  or  diminshed  at  will  by  a  few  words  in  the  biennial  tax  levy 
bill,  but  wall  be  definitely  limited,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  legis- 
lature, at  everj^  session,  to  exercise  great  care  in  passing  appropriations 
to  be  paid  out  of  future  revenues,  lest  the  latter  be  exceeded  and  the 
treasury  involved  in  difficulties.  This  is  said  ou  the  assumption  that  a 
conscientious  effort  will  be  made  to  maintain  the  government  on  the 
special  taxes,  and  that  an  ad  valorem  property  tax  for  State  purposes 
will  not  be  resorted  to  except  in  the  event  of  absolute  necessity.  Such 
has  been,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  the  pledge  of  those  most  concerned 
in  securing  the  adoption  of  the  constitutional  amendment,  and  it  has 
also  been  the  understanding  of  the  great  majority  of  the  citizens  in 
voting  for  it. 

While  it  is  hoped  that  the  special  State  revenues  will  be  adequate  for 
all  needs,  this  can  not  be  known  until  it  has  been  demonstrated  through 
experience,  and,  meantime,  the  prudent  path  of  economy  is  the  only  one 
which  should  be  ventured  on. 

Another  fact  which  ought  to  be  recognized  at  the  outset  is  that  the  levy 
and  collection  of  the  new  taxes  are  bound  to  cost  the  State  a  considerable 
sum  of  money.  Heretofore  State  taxes,  excepting  those  paid  by  rail- 
roads operating  in  more  than  one  county,  have  been  levied  and  collected 
entirely  at  the  expense  of  the  counties,  but  such  will  no  longer  be  the 
case.     A  great  amount  of  work  is  involved  in  the  collection  of  the  neces- 
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sary  data  before  there  can  be  determined  exactly  how  much  is  due  from 
each  corporation,  and  this  is  especially  true  of  the  franchise  taxes ;  the 
earnings,  stock  values  and  physical  property  values  of  many  thousand 
corporations  must  be  ascertained ;  the  operative  and  non-opreative  prop- 
erties of  the  public  service  corporations  must  be  segregated ;  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  State  to  counties  on  account  of  withdrawal  from  local  assess- 
ment of  railroad  property  must  be  fixed,  and  also  the  obligations  to 
counties,  municipalities,  and  other  taxation  subdivisions,  numbering 
many  hundred,  on  account  of  existing  bond  debts.  The  difficulties  of 
the  new  system,  great  enough  in  themselves,  have  been  seriously  compli- 
cated by  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  tax,  which  during  the  next  four 
years  must  be  levied  and  collected  on  the  basis  of  the  old  system, 
although  the  new  system  has  been  substituted.  The  meaning  of  this  is 
that  for  four  years  the  State  will  have  two  revenue  systems,  and  that 
many  vexing  questions  are  bound  to  arise  out  of  that  dual  relation. 

Such  being  the  conditions,  the  only  hope  that  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  may  be  able  to  perform  creditably  the  heavy  duties  imposed 
upon  it  lies  in  it  being  given  the  best  expert  assistance  which  it  is  pos- 
sible to  secure,  and  the  legislature  should  not  be  niggardly  in  providing 
it,  because  in  the  end  such  assistance  will  prove  to  be  real  economy. 

But  the  direct  collection,  as  well  as  the  lew,  of  so  large  an  amount  of 
new  taxes,  is  going  to  necessitate  more  help  in  the  offices  of  the  Controller 
and  of  the  Treasurer,  and  this,  too,  must  be  provided  for. 

It  is  probable  that  the  legislature  will  require  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  revenue  w^hich  the  State  can  count  on  under  the  new  tax 
sj^stem  during  the  next  two  years,  and  such  estimate  this  department 
will  endeavor  to  furnish  at  a  later  date.  There  are  so  many  unknown 
factors  that  the  estimate  is  bound  to  be,  at  best,  merely  a  rough  approxi- 
mation, but  it  is  hoped  that  a  month  hence  certain  data  will  be  available 
which  can  not  be  had  at  the  present  writing.

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The  progressive  increase  in  expenditures  shown  in  this  table  has  con- 
siderably exceeded  the  rate  of  increase  of  population,  but  it  is  not  a 
greater  increase  than  that  which  has  taken  place  in  local  expenditures, 
if  as  great.  A  better  idea  of  the  real  increase  will  be  obtained  by  classi- 
fying the  expenditures  and  showing  what  the  increase  in  each  classifi- 
cation has  been  between  1900-1  and  1909-10.

In  this  classification  the  State  Board  of  Health,  Mining  Bureau,  Fish 
and  Game  Commission,  Horticultural  Commission,  and  several  others 
are  grouped  under  the  heading  ' '  Conservative, ' '  and  the  Institution  for 
Deaf  and  Blind  is  classed  with  other  educational  institutions.  The  large 
expenditures  on  account  of  San  Francisco  harbor  and  bond  purchases  in 
1909-10  are  exceptional,  and  while  1900-1  was  a  legislative  year,  1909-10 
was  not.  Making  allowance  for  these  differences,  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  has  been  very  little  change  in  the  general  purposes  of  State 
expenditure  during  the  decade. 


MAINTENANCE  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

While  the  foregoing  comparison  shows  in  what  departments  of  expen- 
diture the  greatest  increases  have  taken  place,  it  does  not  show  how  much 
of  the  money  spent  goes  for  maintenance,  or  operating  expenses,  and  how 
much  for  betterments  or  permanent  improvements.  In  the  figures  which 
follow  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  determine  the  respective  propor- 
tions of  these  two  classes  of  expenditure  during  the  last  four  years :

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The  amount  expended  in  1909-10  for  uses  whicli  were  in  the  nature  of 
permanent  improvements  was  three  times  as  great  as  in  1906-7  and  more 
than  twice  as  great  as  in  1907-8.  San  Francisco  harbor  improvements 
constituted  the  largest  single  item  of  betterments,  amounting  to  a  little 
more  than  $1,500,000,  and  the  important  building  operations  in  connec- 
tion with  Agnews  Hospital,  the  Southern  California  Hospital,  San 
Quentin  Prison,  the  San  Jose  Normal  School,  and  the  State  Agricul- 
tural Society  were  next  in  importance. 

Meantime,  the  ordinary  expenses  of  conducting  the  government, 
classed  as  maintenance,  increased  $1,764,834.07,  or  15  per  cent  in  three 
years'  time. 

EXPENDITURES  BY  APPROPRIATION. 

In  the  growth  of  the  appropriation  bills  passed  at  the  regular  biennial 
sessions  of  the  legislature  the  increase  of  expenditures  is  marked  as 
clearly  as  in  any  other  way.     The  following  is  the  record  since  1899  :

COST  OF  LEGISLATURE. 

The  saving  in  cost  of  legislative  sessions  effected  as  a  consequence  of 
the  constitutional  amendment  limiting  contingent  expenses  has  been 
somewhat  less  important  than  was  expected.  The  story  is  told  by  these 
figures,  which  give  the  total  expenditures  on  account  of  the  last  two 
regular  sessions,  one  held  before  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  and  the 
other  afterward:

It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  contingent  expenses  were  reduced  nearly 
a   hundred   thousand    dollars,    this    saving    was    so    largely    offset    by 
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increased  pay  of  members  and  pay  of  officers  and  clerks,  consequent  on 
•d  longer  session,  also  by  larger  printing  expenditures,  that  the  total 
reduction  was  but  $22,690.27,  which,  though  in  itself  considerable,  is 
only  about  a  third  of  the  estimate  commonly  made  while  the  amend- 
ment was  under  discussion.  By  a  little  effort  the  printing  and  con- 
tingent expenditures  for  the  next  session  could  be  held  down  to  smaller 
figures  than  those  for  1909. 

On  the  authority  of  an  opinion  by  the  Attorney  General,  the  Con- 
troller construed  the  limitation  of  expenditure  for  attaches  to  $500  per 
day  for  either  House  to  mean  a  daily  average  of  $500  for  the  whole  ses- 
sion, and  no  warrants  were  drawn  in  excess  of  that  amount.  In  the  end 
there  were  left  unpaid  a  number  of  claims  for  clerical  service  rendered 
after  the  session  closed,  these  claims  in  some  instances  being  statutory 
ones.  This  simply  shows  that  during  the  session  the  legislature  should 
spend  a  little  less  than  $500  a  day  for  each  House  if  it  wishes  to  have 
something  left  to  spend  in  paying  clerks  for  closing  up  the  business  and 
taring  for  the  records  after  adjournment. 

CREATION  OF  NEW  BOND  DEBTS. 

The  most  important  changes  of  financial  policy  which  the  State  has 
made  in  many  years  were  accomplished  at  the  general  election  in  Novem- 
ber, when  new  bond  issues  in  large  amounts  were  authorized,  and  at  the 
same  time  a  new  revenue  system  was  substituted  for  the  one  which  had 
existed  more  than  half  a  century.  It  is  probable  that  a  majority  of  the 
persons  who  voted  for  these  propositions  realized  only  imperfectly  how 
radical  a  departure  they  make  from  former  practice. 

Since  the  early  seventies,  a  period  of  nearly  forty  years,  California 
has  avoided  the  creation  of  State  debts,  with  the  exception  of  two  issues 
of  San  Francisco  harbor  bonds,  one  of  $600,000  in  1893  for  the  union 
ferry  building,  and  the  other  of  $2,000,000  in  1905  for  seawall  con- 
struction, and  special  provision  was  made  for  the  payment  of  interest 
and  principal  of  these  bonds  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  Harbor  Com- 
mission. 

But  at  the  recent  election  there  were  authorized  not  only  new  bond 
issues  of  the  same  general  character  amounting  to  $11,500,000,  but  also 
an  issue  of  highway  bonds  of  $18,000,000,  which  will  be  a  charge,  at  least 
in  the  first  instance,  against  the  general  revenues  of  the  State.  Again, 
there  was  also  assumed,  by  an  overwhelming  vote,  an  obligation  to  raise 
$5,000,000  by  direct  tax  during  the  next  four  years  in  aid  of  the  Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition,  this  last  amount  being  five  times  as  great  as 
Pennsylvania  gave  for  the  Centennial  Exposition,  Illinois  for  the 
Columbian  Exposition  in  Chicago,  or  Missouri  for  the  World's  Fair  in 
St.  Louis.     The  total  of  the  financial  obligations  assumed  in  this  one 
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election  was,  therefore,  $34,500,000.  The  ease  with  which  all  of  the 
propositions  were  carried  indicates  a  remarkable  change  of  public  senti- 
ment jn  relation  to  debt  within  the  short  space  of  a  few  years. 

The  fact  that  three  harbor  bond  issues,  one  of  $9,000,000  and  a  second 
of  $1,000,000  for  the  San  Francisco  harbor  development,  and  a  third  of 
$1,500,000  to  develop  the  harbor  of  San  Diego,  are  expected  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  collections  made  at  those  ports,  should  not  be  suffered  to 
obscure  the  fact  that  the  obligation  assumed  is  that  of  the  State.  Should 
the  harbor  receipts,  for  any  reason,  prove  insufficient,  the  State  would  be 
bound  morally  and  legally  to  protect  the  bondholders.  Indeed,  the  acts 
declare  explicitly  that  the  bonds  "shall  be  and  constitute  a  valid  and 
binding  obligation  upon  the  State  of  California. ' ' 

There  is  a  limit  to  the  receipts  of  the  San  Francisco  Harbor  Commis- 
sion, and  care  should  be  exercised  lest  the  ffnanciering  of  the  next  few 
years  involve  the  treasury  in  troublesome  liabilities.  As  regards  the  San 
Diego  harbor  bond  issue,  the  situation  is  more  serious,  because  the 
revenues  of  that  harbor  up  to  this  time  have  been  merely  nominal — 
about  $6,000  a  year,  which  entire  amount  has  been  consumed  by  salaries 
and  incidental  expenses.  No  way  has  been  made  known  by  which  those 
receipts  can  be  largely  increased  in  the  near  future,  but  it  is  evident 
that  a  bond  issue  of  $1,500,000  can  not  properly  be  put  out  until  these 
conditions  have  been  materially  changed. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  several  acts  all  of  the  bonds,  $29,500,000  in 
amount,  are  to  be  signed,  countersigned,  and  endorsed  by  the  Governor, 
Controller,  and  Treasurer,  at  one  time,  but  they  are  to  be  sold  only  from 
time  to  time  as  the  Governor  may  direct.  In  the  case  of  the  highway 
bonds,  however,  the  act  requires  that  "the  Governor  of  the  State  shall 
issue  to  the  State  Treasurer  such  direction  immediately  after  being 
requested  so  to  do,  through  and  by  a  resolution  duly  adopted  and  passed 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  advisory  board  of  the  department  of  engineer- 
ing. ' ' 

In  general,  the  prudent  management  of  these  bond  issues  is  a  subject 
which  demands  careful  study  by  all  who  are  responsible  for  the  out- 
come. 

THE  HIGHWAY  ACT. 
While  other  states  have  been  content  to  begin  the  construction  of  a 
system  of  state  highways  by  making  annual  appropriations  of  $50,000 
or  $100,000,  California,  with  characteristic  boldness,  has  commenced 
with  a  bond  issue  of  $18,000,000,  with  no  preliminary  experimentation. 
New  York  experimented  for  several  years,  and  then  voted  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $50,000,000,  but  left  it  to  the  legislature  to  authorize  the  issue 
of  these  bonds  in  installments,  year  by  year.  The  highway  bond  issue 
of  this  State  has  been  placed  under  the  exclusive  control  of  a  single 
executive  department,  and  financial  and  engineering  responsibility  cen- 
3-c 
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tralized  to  an  extraordinary  degree.  Selection  of  routes,  acquirement 
of  rights  of  way.  choice  of  materials,  drawing  of  plans,  letting  of  con- 
tracts, and  all  other  questions  are  referred  to  that  sole  authority, 

The  entire  cost  of  construction  in  the  tirst  instance,  as  well  as  of 
subsequent  maintenance,  is  to  be  borne  by  the  State,  instead  of  being 
shared  with  the  counties  and  towns,  as  is  usual  elscAvhere.  The  counties, 
however,  are  to  be  assessed  with  the  interest,  each  county  paying  in  pro- 
portion to  the  sum  spent  for  construction  within  its  boundaries. 

:Many  questions  are  left  undetermined  by  the  act,  as  for  example, 
whether  any  of  the  bond  money  shall  be  spent  for  bridging,  and  whether 
the  State  will  pay  for  expensive  cutting  or  filling,  which  would  use  up 
large  amounts  of  money  on  short  stretches  of  road;  but  the  general 
supposition  has  been  that  the  money  will  be  spent  in  making  well-drained 
and  smooth-surfaced  roads,  capable  of  enduring  all  kinds  of  traffic, 
while  bridging  and  other  expensive  engineering  undertakings  will  be  left 
to  local  enterprise,  as  heretofore. 

State  mainte'uance  as  well  as  construction  of  the  highways  ought  to 
insure  more  careful  preservation  of  the  improvements  made,  but  it 
plunges  the  State  into  expenses  which  are  bound  to  be  very  large.  Sev- 
eral good-roads  states  have  recently  reported  that  an  annual  expendi- 
ture of  .$400  or  .$500  per  mile  is  none  too  much  to  keep  their  highways 
in  first  class  condition. 

A  section  of  the  act  provides  that ' '  there  shall  be  collected  annually  in 
the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  other  State  revenue  is  collected, 
such  a  sum,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  revenues  of  the  State,  as  shall 
be  required  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  as  herein 
pro^nded."  This  provision  was  framed  at  a  time  when  the  old  revenue 
system  Avas  in  force,  but  its  meaning,  now  that  a  new  method  of  securing 
State  revenues  has  been  adopted  which  does  not  contemplate  the  raising 
of  special  levies,  is  left  somewhat  vague,  if  indeed  it  has  any  meaning 
whatever. 

THE  BONDS  OF  1873. 

The  inauguration  of  the  new  revenue  system,  which  renders  neces- 
sary new  legislation  in  regard  to  the  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund,  makes 
timely  a  reference  to  the  funded  debt  bonds  of  1873,  which  amount  to 
$1,726,500,  and  which  matured  in  1893  but  have  not  been  paid.  A  good 
many  years  before  that  date  the  State  had  bought  them  in  as  invest- 
ments for  the  University  Fund  and  the  State  School  Land  Fund,  using 
for  that  purpose  the  proceeds  of  land  grant  sales. 

In  1892  the  rofimding  of  the  bonds  was  submitted  to  popular  vote 
and  defeated  through  lack  of  thorough  understanding  of  the  situation. 
Thereupon  the  legislature  of  1893  passed  an  act  pledging  the  faith  of    ■ 
the  State  anew  to  the  payment  of  the  bonds,  and  directing  the  levy  each   | 
year  of  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  due  to  the  funds  mentioned.    \ 
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Since  the  new  revenue  system  does  not  contemplate  the  levy  of  ad 
valorem  taxes,  even  for  bond  purposes,  some  other  kind  of  provision  must 
be  substituted  for  the  act  of  1893. 

On  general  grounds  that  act,  without  regard  to  the  new  condition 
which  has  arisen,  could  not  be  regarded  as  a  permanent  or  satisfactory 
adjustment  of  the  important  subject  with  which  it  dealt.  It  came  near 
giving  California's  credit  a  serious  blow,  because  in  some  quarters  it  was 
misunderstood.  In  certain  parts  of  the  country  there  are  laws  forbid- 
ding banks  to  invest  in  bonds  of  states  which  have  defaulted,  and  the 
fact  that  California  had  not  paid  off  her  bonds  ^'hen  they  fell  due  gave 
rise  to  the  idea  that  there  had  really  been  a  default.  Misunderstandings 
of  that  kind  are  met  with  occasionally  even  at  this  late  day. 

In  another  way  the  transaction  has  given  rise  to  a  dangerous  mis- 
understanding among  our  own  people.  It  has  been  frequently  said  that 
the  State  is  out  of  debt,  because  the  holding  by  the  State  of  its  own  bonds 
is  regarded  as  a  mere  debt  fiction,  and  it  has  sometimes  been  proposed  to 
abolish  the  so-called  bookkeeping  fiction  and  wipe  the  slate  clean  of  the 
bonds.  The  school  and  University  moneys  are  trust  funds,  which  the 
State,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  invested  in  these  bonds,  but  that 
could  not  justify  the  State  in  canceling  the  bonds.  The  State  as  a 
trustee  has  no  more  moral  right  to  confiscate  the  trust  fund  than  any 
other  trustee  would  have  to  violate  the  conditions  of  his  trust. 

Good  financial  practice  demands  that  the  present  anomalous  situation 
be  terminated,  either  by  refunding  the  bonds  or  by  paying  them  ofi. 


GROWTH  OF  STATE  ASSETS. 

Two  years  ago  this  department  undertook  the  task  of  securing,  for 
the  first  time,  an  appraisement  of  the  property  owned  by  the  State  in 
connection  with  its  various  institutions,  offices,  and  commissions,  and  the 
total  reached  the  large  sum  of  $51,965,852.85.  Although  great  accuracy 
was  not  possible,  it  was  believed  that  the  valuations  were  generally  con- 
servative, and  that  the  aggregate  did  not  exceed  the  facts.  Another 
appraisement  has  been  made  this  year,  following  the  same  method  pur- 
sued in  1908,  and  it  shows  a  fine  increase  of  values,  for  the  total  is 
$61,912,281.06,  an  advance  of  nearly  ten  million  dollars  over  the  figures 
of  two  years  since. 

Almost  every  department  and  every  institution  shows  an  increase,  but 
the  largest  increases  are  found  in  the  estimates  of  the  Universitj^ — from 
$10,029,536.76  to  $12,641,802.24— and  of  the  San  Francisco  Harbor 
Commission— from  $9,237,876.68  to  $12,038,061.87.  One  million  dollars 
of  the  University's  gain  is  represented  by  the  Kearney  estate  of  5,400 
acres  and  improvements,  situated  in  Fresno  County,  which  is  now  listed 
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for  the  first  time  as  State  property.  The  buildings  and  other  improve- 
ments actually  used  for  University  purposes  have  increased  in  value 
from  $1,764,252.47  to  $2,587,074.98. 

The  water  front  improvements  under  control  of  the  Harbor  Commis- 
sion are  at  present  valued  at  $7,060,105  as  compared  with  $5,237,162  in 
1908,  and  the  seawall  lots  are  estimated  to  have  increased  in  value  from 
$3,616,000  in  1908  to  $4,603,385  in  1910. 

The  buildings  of  Agnews  Hospital,  almost  entirely  new  since  the 
former  report,  are  valued  at  $930,264,  and  the  construction  work  at  the 
San  Jose  Normal  School  has  increased  the  value  of  that  property  from 
$155,690  to  $449,190.  In  the  case  of  the  Stockton  Hospital  there  has 
been  an  estimated  growth  of  land  values  from  $372,125  to  $604,360, 
while  another  handsome  increase  of  the  same  kind  is  the  advance  in 
value  of  the  property  of  the  Sixth  District  Agricultural  Association, 
situated  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  from  $400,680  to  $700,000. 

One  of  the  few  decreases  noted  is  in  the  estimated  value  of  unsold 
school  lands,  of  which  there  were  477,660  acres  in  1908  and  only  298,272 
in  1910;  the  supposed  value  of.  what  is  left  is  $372,840,  as  against 
$597,075  in  1910. 

SUPPORT  OF  COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

An  amendment  of  the  basic  law  for  the  support  of  the  common 
schools,  which  has  stood  practically  unaltered  since  1874,  being  one  of 
the  most  nearly  permanent  pieces  of  fiscal  legislation  the  State  has 
had,  is  finally  made  necessary  through  the  radical  change  recently 
effected  in  the  revenue  system. 

A  continuing  appropriation  of  $7  per  census  child,  coupled  with  the 
requirement  for  an  annual  levy  on  all  property  sufficient  to  produce  the 
necessary  amount,  has  been  the  main  provision  for  common  school  sup- 
port; but  hereafter  the  means  to  make  such  an  appropriation  must  be 
supplied  by  the  specific  taxes  to  be  collected  from  the  corporations.  The 
constitution  as  amended  recites :  ' '  Out  of  the  revenues  from  the  taxes 
provided  for  in  this  section,  together  with  all  other  state  revenues,  there 
shall  be  first  set  apart  the  moneys  to  be  applied  by  the  State  to  the 
support  of  the  public  school  system  and  the  State  University." 

The  apparent  meaning  of  the  sentence  quoted  is  that  the  legislature 
shall  determine  how  much  money  ought  to  be  devoted  to  these  uses  and 
shall  enact  such  laws  as  will  give  the  necessary  preference  to  the  educa- 
tional appropriations. 

If  the  rate  of  $7  per  census  child  is  not  to  be  exceeded,  and  it  would 
not  be  safe  to  do  that  so  long  as  the  present  uncertainty  exists  concerning 
the  aggregate  product  of  the  new  taxes,  the  obvious  procedure  will  be 
to  provide  that  annually,  on  certain  dates,  the  Controller  and  Treasurer 
shall  make  transfers  from  the  General  Fund  to  the  State  School  Fund  of 
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the  needed  amounts.  At  the  same  time  the  legislature  can  adopt  what- 
ever legislation  may  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  School  Fund  in  its  right 
of  possession  of  certain  other  receipts,  viz. :  the  poll  taxes,  $250,000 
from  the  receipts  from  the  inheritance  tax,  the  interest  on  unpaid  prin- 
cipal of  public  land  sales,  and  the  income  from  invested  trust  funds. 

As  set  forth  elsewhere  in  this  report  the  estimated  product  of  the  $7 
school  levy  for  the  sixty-first  fiscal  year  was  $3,199,336,  while  the 
amount  actually  raised  was  $3,362,544.02.  With  the  addition  of  receipts 
from  all  other  sources  the  total  amount  available  for  apportionment  was 
$4,622,725.40.  This  was  equivalent  to  $9.85  per  census  child;  it  was 
$14.81  per  pupil  enrolled,  and  $18.89  per  pupil  in  average  daily  attend- 
ance. 

According  to  the  statistics  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, the  cost  of  the  elementary  schools  per  pupil  was  $30.18  in  1908-9 
and  $31.98  in  1909-10.  The  State's  contribution  being  $14.81,  it  is 
paying  a  little  more  than  45  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  elementary 
schools,  if  buildings  and  sites  are  not  included ;  but  including  these  the 
cost  of  the  elementary  schools  is  $42.42  per  pupil  enrolled,  and  on  this 
basis  the  State 's  contribution  is  less  than  35  per  cent  of  the  whole. 

All  of  the  schools  are  costing  relatively  more  than  they  did  a  few  years 
since,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  growth  in  expenditure 
will  in  the  future  be  even  more  rapid.  With  the  present  tendency 
toward  industrial  training,  public  school  education  becomes  considerably 
more  expensive,  though  doubtless  more  useful  also. 

At  the  present  time  the  average  rate  of  county  taxation  for  common 
school  purposes  is  not  far  from  25  cents  on  the  $100,  while  this  year  the 
State  rate  for  the  School  Fund  is  but  14.2  cents.  But  the  true  extent 
of  the  burden  on  the  counties  is  not  appreciated  unless  the  large  and 
growing  burden  of  special  district  taxes,  in  some  of  the  counties  at  least, 
be  taken  into  consideration.  There  are  districts  where  the  special  school 
taxes  amount  to  $1  or  more  on  $100,  and  there  are  counties  in  which 
nearly  all  of  the  districts  are  paying  special  taxes  of  some  kind.  In 
Los  Angeles  County,  for  example,  136  districts  enumerated  show  this 
record :  Special  school  tax  levies  to  the  number  of  73 ;  bond  taxes,  66 ; 
high  school  taxes,  67 ;  high  school  building  taxes,  55 ;  special  high  school 
taxes,  70.  Adding  all  of  these  taxes  and  averaging  them  for  the  136 
districts,  the  average  of  the  special  rates  is  found  to  be  56.59  cents 
en  $100.  In  San  Diego  County  116  districts  show  an  average  of 
special  taxes  amounting  to  40.64  cents  on  $100. 

HIGH   SCHOOL   EXPENDITURES. 

State  aid  to  high  schools  since  its  beginning  with  the  law  of  1903 
has  increased  rapidly  in  amount,  because  the  schools  have  had  a  marvel- 
ous growth,  but  the  State  pays  a  relatively  small  part  of  the  total  cost. 
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In  1909-10  the  total  expenditures  on  acconnt  of  high  schools  were  more 
than  $4,000,000,  including  buildings,  and  not  far  from  $3,000,000, 
excluding  buildings.  The  State,  on  the  basis  of  $15  per  pupil  in  average 
daily  attendance,  contributed  in  1909-10  $369,250.60  of  the  total  amount 
spent.  In  the  high  schools  the  cost  per  pupil  enrolled  is  $74.85  per  year, 
or  39  cents  per  day.  as  against  $31.98  per  year  and  19  cents  per  day  in 
the  elementary  schools. 

FINANCES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

The  University  of  California,  in  relation  to  the  financial  transactions 
of  the  state  government,  occupies  a  position  of  semi-independence,  owing 
to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  the  organic  act  passed  by  the 
legislature.  The  University 's  endowment  is  placed  under  the  exclusive 
control  of  its  Board  of  Regents ;  its  funds  are  put  in  charge  of  its  own 
treasurer,  instead  of  being  kept  in  the  general  treasury  of  the  State, 
and  usually  the  appropriations  made  for  its  benefit  are  drawn  in  advance 
of  use  and  as  soon  as  they  become  available. 

In  addition  to  the  appropriations  made  biennially  by  the  legislature, 
the  University  has  heretofore  received  support  from  the  State  through 
three  standing  acts  of  appropriation,  as  follows : 

1.  Under  the  act  of  1893  for  the  payment  of  $49,845  annually,  as 
interest  on  funded  debt  bonds  of  1873  held  in  trust. 

2.  Under  act  of  1901  for  the  payment  of  $100,000  annually  for  sup- 
port and  maintenance  of  the  University. 

3.  Under  act  of  1909  for  the  payment  of  the  proceeds  of  a  tax  of  three 
cents  per  $100  levied  on  all  taxable  property.  This  tax  was  first  levied 
in  1887,  when  the  rate  was  one  cent;  in  1897  an  addition  of  one  cent 
was  made,  and  in  1909  the  two  former  acts  were  repealed  and  a  rate  of 
three  cents  was  substituted.  It  was  provided,  further,  that  during  the 
first  ten  years  not  less  than  one  fourth  of  the  total  proceeds  of  this 
three-cent  tax  should  be  placed  in  a  special  fund  and  devoted  to  build- 
ings and  other  permanent  improvements. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents  there  has 
been  obtained  the  following  statement  of  the  receipts  of  the  University 
from  various  sources  during  the  last  five  fiscal  years  and  also  a  partial 
statement  of  expenditures :

Of  recent  building  operations  of  the  University  a  large  part  has  been 
paid  for  out  of  gifts  and  bequests.  The  expenditure  of  $136,593.01 
charged  to  University  farm  for  the  year  1906-7  represents  the  purchase 
of  the  land  and  incidentals ;  in  all  subsequent  years  the  expenditures  on 
account  of  the  farm  are  included  under  the  general  head  ' '  agriculture. ' ' 
With  the  adoption  of  the  revenue  amendment  to  the  constitution  it  will 
be  necessary  to  make  a  different  kind  of  provision  for  the  University, 
since  the  three-cent  tax  law  is  practically,  if  not  explicitly,  repealed. 
For  1909-10  that  tax  produced  $730,987.87,  as  compared  with 
$399,607.14  in  1908-9,  the  last  year  of  the  two-cent  rate.  For  the  cur- 
rent year  the  receipts  from  this  source  will  be  only  a  little  less  than  in 
1909-10. 

THE  NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

During  the  two  fiscal  years  covered  by  this  report  the  State  expended 
about  $800,000  on  account  of  five  normal  schools  which  have  been  estab- 
lished for  the  training  of  teachers.  Of  this  amount  approximately 
$500,000  was  for  maintenance  and  the  remainder  for  buildings  and  other 
improvements.  These  five  schools,  through  their  presidents  and  boards 
of  trustees,  have  asked  for  appropriations  for  maintenance  and  improve- 
ments during  the  next  two  years  amounting  to  $876,800,  of  which 
$571,800  is  for  maintenance  and  the  remainder  for  permanent  improve- 
ments. 

The  last  legislature  established  a  sixth  normal  school,  situated  in  Santa 
Barbara,  and  know^n  as  a  "normal  school  of  manual  arts  and  home 
economics."  An  appropriation  of  only  $10,000  was  made  for  the  sup- 
port of  this  school  during  two  years,  but  in  the  mean  time  it  has 
acquired  a  site  by  donation,  and  asks  for  appropriations  aggregating 
$225,000,  of  which  $200,000  is  for  building  and  the  purchase  of  land  and 
equipment.  So,  the  aggregate  of  normal  school  appropiriatons  requested 
exceeds  a  million  dollars. 

For  many  years  the  normal  schools  were  about  the  least  expensive  of 
the  public  institutions,  educational  or  otherwise ;  but  in  late  years  they 
have  increased  their  training  school  departments  and  introduced 
new  courses  entailing  larger  expense  for  instructors  and  equipment. 
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Several  special  buildings  have  been  erected  and  others  are  called  for. 
The  trend  is  in  the  direction  of  training  teachers  for  industrial  instruc- 
tion. This  is  peculiarly  the  field  of  the  new  normal  school  at  Santa  Bar- 
bara, but  the  others  are  endeavoring  to  cultivate  the  same  field,  and 
there  is  the  appearance  of  a  conflict  in  policy. 

The  schools  at  San  Jose  and  Los  Angeles  are  the  oldest  and  largest, 
and  their  maintenance  charges  are  proportionately  less  than  those  of 
the  others.  It  has  been  figured  out  on  the  basis  of  last  year's  operations 
that  one  of  these  two  schools  has  cost  $193  per  graduate,  and  the  other 
$244,  while  in  the  newer  and  smaller  schools  the  cost  has  been  $402,  $468, 
and  $629,  respectively. 

A  suggestion  has  been  made  which  possesses  business,  if  not  educa- 
tional merit,  to  the  effect  that  the  control  of  all  the  normal  schools  be 
centralized  in  a  board  of  regents,  which  would  take  the  place  of  the 
six  boards  of  trustees  now  existing. 

COST  OF  THE  COMMISSIONS. 

Several  of  the  state  boards  and  commissions  have  increased  their 
expenditures  more  within  the  last  four  years  than  during  any  other  cor- 
responding period,  and  the  following  comparisons  have  been  arranged 
to  show  where  the  recent  increases  have  taken  place.  In  most  instances 
the  figures  show  only  cost  of  maintenance,  or  operation,  and  where 
there  have  been  extraordinary  expenditures  the  proper  explanation  is 
given. 

There  unquestionably  is  a  demand  for  more  and  better  service  at  the 
hands  of  these  various  branches  of  the  state  government,  and  most  of 
the  added  expense  is  attributable  to  such  expansion  of  official  activities.

The  Railroad  Commission  was  reorganized  by  the  act  of  1909,  salaries 
were  increased,  and  additional  duties  were  imposed  on  the  commis- 
sioners. 

Following  the  San  Francisco  disaster  of  1906  and  consequent  increase 
of  work  in  the  office  of  Insurance  Commissioner,  a  large  increase  was 
made  in  the  allowance  for  expenses. 

A  complete  reorganization  of  the  banking  department  followed  the 
legislation  of  1909,  and  increase  of  duties  was  accompanied  by  a 
doubling  of  expenses.     This  commission,  like  the  Building  and  Loan 
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Commission,  is  not  a  charge  against  the  taxpayers,  the  expenditures 
being  met  by  assessments  upon  the  financial  institutions  under  its  super- 
vision. 

In  1909  the  legislature  made  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  to  cover  the 
cost  of  special  investigations  by  the  Board  of  Equalization,  and  they 
were  conducted  during  the  last  two  fiscal  years.

The  State  Board  of  Health,  formerly  very  restricted  in  its  activities, 
now  tends  to  grow  into  great  importance  as  a  department  of  the  govern- 
ment, this  being  in  strict  accordance  with  similar  progress  elsewhere. 
Naturally,  the  cost  grows  as  rapidly  as  the  expansion  of  the  work. 

New  duties  have  been  assigned  to  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  and 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  it  conducted  a  special  investigation  relative 
to  Japanese  immigration  which  accounts  for  $8,530  of  the  added  expense.

Included  in  the  expenditures  of  the  State  Board  of  Forestry  is  the 
cost  of  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  California  Eedwood  Park, 
which  amounted,  for  improvements  alone,  to  $8,467.04  in  1907-8, 
$4,778.51  in  1908-9  and  $10,021.81  in  1909-10. 

Since  the  great  increase  has  been  made  in  the  revenues  of  the  Fish 
and  Game  Commission,  by  reason  of  the  hunting  license  and  of  certain 
other  licenses,  it  has  employed  a  much  larger  force  in  some  branches  of 
its  work.  At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  about  the  only  appro- 
priation granted  to  this  commission  was  one  of  $40,000  for  maintenance 
of  fish  hatcheries,  and  the  same  appropriation  has  been  asked  this  year. 
It  seems  possible,  through  an  amendment  of  the  law  which  will  permit 
the  license  money  collected  to  be  used  for  maintenance  of  the  hatcheries, 
to  abolish  the  need  for  appropriations  in  aid  of  this  commission  and 
to  require  it  to  live  within  its  own  resources. 
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STATE  HOSPITALS. 

The  six  great  hospitals,  five  for  the  insane  and  one  for  feeble-minded 
persons,  which  are  maintained  by  the  State  government,  have  grown  to 
such  magnitude  that  last  year  the  average  number  of  their  inmates  was 
7,475,  and  it  is  estimated  the  number  will  be  8,800  before  the  end  of 
the  term  for  which  the  coming  legislature  will  make  appropriations. 
These  six  hospitals  absorb  a  large  share  of  the  money  appropriated  at 
each  session,  and  their  cost  is  growing  rapidly.  At  the  last  session, 
especially,  the  hospital  appropriations  assumed  proportions  previously 
unknown,  although  the  estimates  submitted  for  the  next  two  years  are 
still  larger. 

The  following  figures,  taken  from  the  books  of  the  Controller's  office, 
show  the  hospital  expenditures,  both  for  maintenance  and  for  improve- 
ments during  each  of  the  last  four  years :

In  the  foregoing  the  expenditures  for  contingent  funds  are  included, 
and  the  proper  proportions  of  the  same  as  reported  by  the  hospital 
superintendents  have  been  assigned  to  maintenance  and  to  improve- 
ments. Of  the  total  impr£)vement  expenditures  in  1908-9  $552,190.00 
was  for  reconstruction  of  Agnews  Hospital,  and  in  1909-10  $356,323.82 
Avas  spent  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  average  cost  per  year  of  patients  in  the  hospitals  for  the  insane 
is  $181.02  and  in  the  Sonoma  Home  $200.09.  These  .averages  of  cost 
are  somewhat  greater  than  the  corresponding  averages  for  the  prisons, 
but  less  than  for  the  Whittier  and  Preston  schools  and  also  less  than 
for  the  Home  for  the  Adult  Blind  and  the  Institution  for  Deaf  and 
Blind. 

Increased  cost  of  food  and  other  supplies  is  one,  but  only  one,  of 
the  reasons  for  the  growing  expensiveness  of  the  hospitals.  All  of  the 
conditions  tend  to  larger  expenditures — better  care  of  the  inmates,  neces- 
sitating the  emploATuent  of  more  numerous  attendants,  the  pa]:tial  sub- 
stitution of  tlie  cottage  system  for  the  old  style  of  ward  buildings,  and 
the  establishment  of  special  receiving  and  treatment  buildings.  The 
latter  have  now  been  added  to  all  of  the  hospitals,  and  hydrothera- 
peutic  treatment  is  given  in  accordance  with  the  latest  scientific  ideas. 
Theoretically  the  improved  treatment,  combined  with  the  parole  system, 
should  tend  to  diminish  the  rate  of  increase  in  inmates,  but  nevertheless 
the  numl)er  of  these  is  now  growing  more  rapidly  than  before. 
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The  contingent  fund  receipts  of  the  five  hospitals  for  insane,  repre- 
senting principally  collections  on  account  of  pay  patients,  amounted 
last  year  to  $150,660.08,  which  constitutes  a  little  more  than  ten  per  cent 
of  the  cost  of  supporting  these  establishments. 

A  COSTLY  PRISON  POLICY. 

Two  years  ago  the  legislature  appropriated  $999,000  for  the  main- 
tenance of  San  Quentin  and  Folsom  prisons,  besides  $42,000  for  improve- 
ments; and  it  will  be  necessary  at  the  coming  session  to  appropriate 
even  larger  sums,  for  the  number  of  prisoners  is  growing  and  the  pro- 
portionate cost,  also,  is  increasing.  It  is  seriously  proposed,  for  reforma- 
tory reasons,  to  establish  a  third  prison,  which,  if  done,  will  involve  a 
large  outlay  at  the  start  and  a  very  large  expense  for  maintenance  after- 
wards. 

Of  the  many  problems  of  penology  in  California  this  report  is  con- 
cerned only  with  the  financial  and  industrial  one,  which  is  serious.  In 
its  two  great  prisons  the  State  is  feeding  a  gigantic  white  elephant, 
which  every  year  grows  bigger  and  demands  more  feed.  "Whatever  they 
may  be  on  the  reformatory  side,  our  prisons  are  industrial  absurdities, 
made  so  through  deliberately  adopted  policy,  and  they  constitute  a  huge 
imposition  on  our  tax-burdened  people.  While  the  prisons  of  other 
states  are  largely  self-supporting,  and  in  a  few  instances  profitable, 
California's  prisons  have  been  reduced  to  such  industrial  impotence  that 
free  citizens  are  taxed  a  million  dollars  every  two  years  to  support  con- 
victs who  ought  to  work  out  their  own  salvation. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  only  regular  industries  permitted, 
manufacturing  jute  bags  at  San  Quentin  and  crushing  macadam  rock 
at  Folsom,  have  been  conducted  without  profit,  or  at  an  actual  loss.  In 
other  words,  the  eight  or  nine  hundred  men  employed  in  the  jute  mill, 
at  the  end  of  two  years '  labor,  are  found  to  have  produced  nothing  of 
value,  while  the  taxpayers  have  paid  out  $300,000  to  maintain  them,  not 
in  idleness,  but  in  unprofitable  employment. 

It  is  true  that  the  condition  of  the  jute  goods  market  was  responsible 
for  the  particularly  bad  outcome  during  the  last  two  years,  but  in  other 
years  the  jute  mill  has  not  averaged  a  profit  of  $50,000  a  year,  and, 
indeed,  the  policy  has  not  been  to  make  money  out  of  the  jute  factory. 
Possibly  it  could  not  be  made  profitable,  since  it  costs  about  twice  as 
much  to  feed  a  prisoner  here  as  the  entire  wages  received  by  a  factory 
operative  in  Calcutta. 

At  Folsom  a  few  thousand  tons  of  rock  are  each  year  crushed  and 
sold  at  45  cents  per  ton,  while  near  by  the  dredging  companies  are 
crushing  hundreds  of  thousands  of  tons  and  selling  the  product  at  75 
cents  per  ton.     With  a  small  and  antiquated  plant  the  State  turns  out 
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the  rock  at  relatively  high  cost,  but  it  would  be  idle  to  spend  money  on 
a  better  plant  unless  the  product  is  allowed  to  be  sold  at  a  price  which 
will  bring  a  profit. 

In  short,  the  industrial  policy  of  the  State  in  relation  to  its  prisons  is 
a  suicidal  one  and  ought  to  be  changed.  It  is  not  right  to  make  the  tax- 
payers the  victims  of  such  folly.  At  present  it  costs  about  fifty  cents  a 
day  to  support  a  prisoner,  and  he  earns  on  the  average,  not  over  five 
cents  of  it.  To  change  this  condition  it  is  necessary  to  supply  the 
prisons  with  industries  which  they  can  operate  with  a  hope  of  profit. 

RECENT  SALARY  INCREASES. 

By  the  constitutional  amendment  adopted  in  1908  there  were  made 
salary  increases  amounting  to  $83,400  per  year,  of  which  $62,400  con- 
sisted of  increased  compensation  for  Senators  and  Assemblymen,  while 
the  other  $21,000  was  divided  among  eight  elected  officers.  This  was 
followed  by  legislative  action  making  direct  salary  increases  to  the  total 
amount  of  $47,060.  This  sum  does  not  include  the  $2,000  increase  in 
salary  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  takes  effect  January 
2,  1911 ;  the  $1,200  increase  in  salaries  of  the  Building  and  Loan  Com- 
missioners, which  is  paid  out  of  their  fund,  or  any  other  increases  not 
paid  out  of  the  General  Fund.  In  addition,  the  legislature  created  new 
salaried  positions  to  the  extent  of  $73,640;  but  $19,140  of  this  repre- 
sented employees  formerly  compensated  in  a  different  manner,  so  that 
the  net  increase  on  new  positions  was  $54,500.  The  aggregate  of  all 
these  increases  was  $184,960  yearly. 

In  making  the  usual  biennial  appropriations  for  hospitals,  prisons, 
normal  schools,  and  other  institutions,  the  legislature  increased  the 
allowances  for  salaries  $310,759,  or  $155,379.50  per  year.  Adding  this 
to  the  before  mentioned  amounts  gives  a  grand  total  of  $340,339.50. 

The  entire  appropriations  for  all  purposes  in  1909  exceeded  those 
made  in  1907  by  $2,075,136,  so  that  about  16  per  cent  of  this  increase 
went  into  salaries.  But  since  at  least  half  of  the  total  represented  new 
positions  created  either  by  the  legislature  or  by  boards  of  managers  and 
trustees,  the  actual  increase  in  existing  salaries  could  not  have  exceeded 
8  per  cent  of  the  total  increase  of  expenditures  in  two  years'  time. 

Prior  to  1909  there  had  been  no  very  large  or  general  salary  increases 
for  a  good  many  years,  the  main  reason  being  that  so  long  as  the 
salaries  of  the  elected  State  officers  did  not  exceed  $3,000  a  year,  it  was 
hardly  possible  ito  increase  the  pay  of  the  deputies  and  clerks,  and,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  adoption  of  the  constitutional  amendment  naturally 
led  to  tlip  statutory  increases. 

But  while  there  was  a  salary  increase  by  the  legislature  of  1909,  there 
was  not  an  equalization  of  salaries,  and  there  will  not  be  any  until  for 
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the  hit-or-miss  methods  of  legislating  on  these  matters  which  have  pre- 
vailed up  to  this  time  there  is  substituted  a  proper  grading  and  classi- 
fication of  the  service. 

While  the  legislature  legislates  direct,  either  in  special  bills  or  in  the 
general  appropriation  bill,  on  a  certain  portion  of  the  salaries  paid,  and 
is  strict  both  as  to  number  and  amount,  the  larger  number  of  State 
salaries  is  fixed  by  about  a  score  of  commissions  and  boards,  of  course 
after  the  legislature  has  made  a  lump-sum  appropriation  for  salary  pur- 
poses. As  a  matter  of  practical  fact— whatever  the  theory  may  be — 
there  is  no  direct,  and  often  little  indirect,  legislative  consideration  of 
this  latter  class  of  salaries,  which  in  aggregate  amount  considerably 
exceeds  the  other  class.  While  in  many  instances  the  salaries  fixed  by 
commissions  or  boards  are  on  about  the  same  scale  as  those  fixed  by  the 
legislature,  there  are  often  instances  in  which  they  are  not,  and  the  ten- 
dency is  toward  a  little  greater  liberality  when  salaries  are  not  directly 
regulated  by  the  legislature.  It  is  worth  considering  whether  it  would 
not  be  a  proper  move  in  the  direction  of  centralizing  financial  responsi- 
bility to  require  that  all  non-legislative  salary  increases  and  all  new 
salaries  shall  be  approved  by  the  Governor,  or  by  the  State  Board  of 
Examiners,  before  taking  effect. 

PUBLIC  ACCOUNTING. 

Two  years  ago  this  report  called  attention  to  the  lack  of  any  system 
of  periodical  examination  of  the  accounts  of  state  officers  and  of  most 
state  institutions,  and  also  to  the  desirability  of  having  an  improved, 
and,  so  far  as  possible,  uniform  system  of  accounting  established  in  not 
only  all  departments  of  the  state  government,  but  also  in  counties  and 
cities.  An  attempt  to  procure  legislation  at  the  session  of  1909  failed, 
objection  being  offered  on,  among  other  grounds,  the  score  of  expense. 
Meantime,  the  University,  the  San  Francisco  Harbor  Commission,  and 
the  State  Board  of  Prison  Directors  already  employ  expert  accountants, 
and  nearly  all  county  and  municipal  governments  consider  it  necessary 
to  have  examinations  made  as  a  guaranty  of  official  integrity  and 
accuracy. 

In  every  well  managed  business  correct  accounting  is  regarded  as 
a  present  expense  which  means  a  permanent  economy,  and  this  should 
apply  equally  to  the  State,  whose  business  concerns  have  become  so 
vast  and  various.  There  are  departments  of  this  government  which 
handle  large  sums  of  money  annually  practically  without  check  by  which 
dishonesty  could  be  detected.  This  is  not  safe  or  sensible.  In  the  recent 
election  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  legislature  were  chosen  by 
a  party  which  conunitted  itself  to  a  platform  pledge  in  favor  of  improved 
public  accounting,  and  it  is  fair  to  believe  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  legis- 
lation. 


46  REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  COXTROLLER. 

SALES  FOR  TAX  DELINQUENCY. 

During  the  last  two  years  the  Controller's  office  issued  46,235  tax 
redemption  receipts,  which  exceeded  by  nearly  15,000  the  number  for 
the  two  preceding  years.  The  number  of  sales  of  property  to  the  State 
for  non-payment  of  taxes  was  43,898,  being  slightly  smaller  than  the 
number  of  sales  during  1906-8,  which  affords  some  ground  for  hope 
that  the  evil  of  tax  delinquency  will  henceforth  tend  to  diminish.  This 
evil  is  mainly  serious  for  the  owners  of  property,  inasmuch  as  the 
State  and  the  counties,  through  the  penalties  and  interest  charges 
imposed,  make  a  profit  on  the  carelessness  of  the  owners. 

During  the  last  two  years  the  amount  paid  in  to  State  and  county  for 
redemption  of  taxes  was  $709,027.41,  of  which  $493,038.09  represented 
the  taxes  proper,  and  $215,989.32  was  the  sum  of  interest  and  penalties. 

Fairly  good  progress  has  been  made  in  reselling  the  property  sold 
and  deeded  to  the  State  and  not  redeemed.  The  Controller  has  issued 
authorizations  for  the  sale  of  3,158  tracts,  most  of  which  were  either 
sold  or  redeemed.  With  the  growing  confidence  in  tax  titles,  since  the 
Supreme  Court  has  rendered  so  many  favorable  decisions,  buyers  are 
on  the  watch  for  property  in  most  of  the  counties,  and  the  very  large 
areas  of  land  held  by  the  State  on  tax  deeds  are  in  a  fair  way  to  be 
reduced,  notwithstanding  the  continued  subdivision  of  tracts,  v\^hich 
does  so  much  to  promote  delinquencA-.  A  striking  example  of  the  effect 
on  the  delinquent  roll  of  cutting  up  land  into  small  ownerships  is  fur- 
nished by  Los  Angeles,  in  which  county  in  the  last  two  years  there 
were  more  than  15,500  sales  to  the  State,  out  of  the  43,000  odd  in  the 
State  as  a  whole. 

The  principal  amendment  to  the  law  which  is  suggested  by  expe- 
rience is  one  which  would  permit  a  county  board  of  supervisors,  if  it 
should  choose  to  do  so,  to  initiate  sale  proceedings  by  assuming  responsi- 
bility for  advertising  costs  and  directing  the  tax  collector  to  obtain 
the  Controller's  authorization  of  sale.  This  would  sometimes  force 
sales  or  redemptions  in  counties  where,  owing  to  peculiar  local  condi- 
tions, there  are  few  applications  for  purchase  under  the  present  law. 

An  unfortunate  incident  to  the  operation  of  the  law  is  the  occasional 
sale  by  the  State,  through  error,  of  property  to  which,  in  spite  of  the 
tax  sale  and  deed,  it  held  no  valid  title.  This  is  bound  to  occur  occa- 
sionally, because  it  is  not  practicable  for  the  State  to  search  the  titles 
to  all  the  tax-delinquent  property,  and  many  intending  purchasers  neg- 
lect to  investigate.  As  the  law  stands,  there  is  no  way  to  refund  the 
money  of  the  purchaser  who  buys  without  a  search  and  subsequently 
discovers  that  the  State  had  no  real  title  which  it  could  pass  to  him. 
The  size  of  the  delinquent  tax  roll  and  the  number  of  sales  to  the 
State  are  largely  a  matter  of  advertising,  and  to  a  considerable  extent 
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they  are  within  the  control  of  the  tax  collector.  In  some  counties  the 
tax  collectors  take  extraordinary  pains  to  notify  taxpayers  when  the 
date  of  delinquency  and  date  of  sale  approach,  with  the  natural  result 
that  the  number  of  sales  is  very  small.  From  this  point  of  view  any 
improvement  which  can  be  made  in  the  method  of  giving  notice  to 
owners  of  property  is  important,  and  perhaps  one  such  improvement 
would  be  the  printing  at  the  head  of  every  delinquent  tax  list  adver- 
tised an  alphabetical  index  of  th£  owners  named  therein. 

GROWTH  OF  DEPOSIT  SYSTEM. 

Deposit  in  bank  of  public  moneys,  which  was  inaugurated  in  1907, 
as  a  substitute  for  the  hoarding  plan  which  formerlj^  prevailed,  con- 
tinues to  grow  in  favor,  as  shown  by  Statement  No.  18  in  this  report. 

On  June  30,  1908,  the  State  had  on  deposit  in  bank  $3,668,150.00  and 
on  June  30,  1910,  $5,636,000.00,  an  increase  exceeding  50  per  cent.  In 
1908  the  county  deposits  amounted  only  to  $5,148,163.16,  while  in  1910 
they  were  $14,563,676.51,  an  increase  of  180  per  cent.  In  the  former 
year  thirty-two  out  of  the  fifty-eight  counties  reported  deposits,  and 
in  1910  forty-one  did  so. 

At  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  1909,  following  payment  of  the  first 
installment  of  taxes,  more  than  $43,000,000  of  cash  had  accumulated  in 
the  hands  of  the  State  and  county  governments,  in  addition  to  Targe 
amounts  in  city  treasuries.  The  locking  up  of  such  a  vast  sum  of 
money  might  well  have  involved  serious  consequences  to  business,  and 
it  is  fortunate  that  the  law  permitted  it  to  be  turned  back  at  once  into 
the  channels  of  trade,  through  deposits  on  the  security  of  public  bonds. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  State  received  for  interest  on  deposits 
in  excess  of  $100,000,  and  the  counties  about  $225,000. 

AN  EMERGENCY  APPROPRIATION. 

The  following  letter,  written  on  behalf  of  the  State  Board  of  Exam- 
iners, presents  a  proposition  which  is  well  worthy  of  serious  considera- 
tion by  the  legislature : 

State  Board  of  Examiners. 

Sacramento,  California,  November  10,  1910. 
Hon.  a.  B.   Nye,  State  Controller.  Sacramento,   California. 

Dear  Sir  :  This  Board  _  has  heretofore  suggested  the  advisability  of  an  appro- 
priation for  an  "Emergency  Fund"  of  .$100,000.00.  or  such  other  amount  as  you 
may  deem  proper,  said  fund  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  or 
under  the  joint  control  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  and  the  Controller.  The  usefulness 
of  such  a  fund  is  so  apparent  as  to  hardly  require  argviment. 

It  will  be  conceded  that,  regardless  of  how  much  care  is  exercised  in  making  the 
figures,  it  is  impossible  in  all  instances  for  the  Controller  to  estimate  and  recom- 
mend to  the  legislature  the  exact  amount  necessary  and  proper  for  the  support  of 
each  institution  and  department  for  two  years,  and,  admitting  that  the  Controller's 
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figures  are  approximately  correct,  the  leisislature  can  not  always  be  depended  upon 
to  adopt  them.  It  follows  that  this  Board  is  frequently  called  upon  to  allow  deficien- 
cies, and  while  we  have  always  discouraged  this  practice  and  often  refused  to 
allow  deficiencies  asked  for,  still  it  occasionally  happens  that  it  is  clearly  right 
and  proper  that  a  deficiency  should  be  allowed,  and  in  such  cases  we  have  not 
hesitated  to  allow  them. 

It  is  not  unusual  for  the  amount  of  such  deficiencies  to  reach  $30,000.00  or  more 
in  a  single  year. 

These  claims  are  recommended  to  the  legislature  and  in  due  course  appropria- 
tions made  for  their  payment,  often  many  months  after  the  liability  accrued.  No 
saving  is  made  by  the  delay,  and  all  of  such  claims  could  be  paid  from  the  proposed 
Emergency  Fund  with  distinct  profit  and  ccTnvenience  to  all  parties  concerned. 

The  proposed  fund  would  be  particularly  useful  in  case  of  loss  by  fire,  where 
some  institution  might  lose  a  building  that  was  absolutely  essential  to  the  conduct 
of  the  institution  and  for  the  reconstruction  of  which  no  funds  of  the  institution  were 
available. 

Many  other  occasions  might  arise  where  the  fund  could  be  used  to  advantage, 
but  we  respectfully  suggest  that  the  foregoing  reasons  are  sufficient  to  warrant  the 
establishment  of  the  fund. 

In  order  that  the  fund  may  be  preserved  for  real  emergencies,  it  might  be  advisa- 
ble to  require  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  and  Controller 
before  a  claim  could  be  allowed.

All  of  the  reasons  given  by  Mr.  Deming  for  the  making  of  an 
emergency  appropriation  appear  to  me  to  be  sound  ones,  but  there 
are  other  arguments  equally  valid.  Uncertainty  as  to  the  amount  of 
money  which  will  be  needed  by  a  given  department  does  not  always 
result  in  too  little  money  being  appropriated ;  sometimes  it  leads  to  the 
appropriation  of  more  than  is  really  necessary,  and  when  that  occurs 
the  whole  amount  is  apt  to  be  expended.  A  good  many  appropriations 
could  be  trimmed  closer  if  the  legislature  could  know  that  a  possible 
shortage  would  be  made  up  from  an  emergency  fund  provided  for  the 
purpose.  In  the  State  offices,  as  in  other  employments,  the  amount  of 
work  to  be  performed  is  greater  at  some  times  than  at  others,  but  the 
tendency  is  to  authorize  as  many  salaried  employees  as  are  needed  when 
the  work  is  at  its  maximum,  and  to  keep  that  fixed  number  the  year 
around.  Considerable  economy  could  be  attained  if  an  arrangement 
were  made  whereby  extra  employees  could  be  put  on  at  the  times  when 
most  needed,  since  thereby  fewer  permanent  increases  of  force  would 
be  required. 

These  different  ends  might  all  be  measurably  attained  through  an 
emergency  appropriation,  provided  it  could  be  constitutionally  made 
in  the  general  appropriation  bill,  and  also  provided  that  such  appro- 
priation, after  being  secured,  be  properly  handled. 
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GROWTH  OF  COUNTY  EXPENDITURES. 

The  subject  of  county  taxation  and  expenditures  in  California  has 
never  been  studied  in  a  comprehensive  way,  owing  to  the  lack  of  com- 
plete statistics, — a  lack  which  this  report  aims  to  supply  in  part.  For 
the  first  time  a  complete  statement  of  county  receipts  and  expenditures 
bas  been  obtained  and  will  be  found  embodied  in  Statement  No.  20. 
Thanks  are  due  to  the  county  auditors  who  furnished  these  statistics, 
in  many  cases  at  much  expenditure  of  time  and  labor. 

Prior  to  the  collection  of  these  detailed  reports,  the  amounts  of  taxes 
charged  up  for  county  purposes,  though  not  representing  the  entire 
revenues  or  expenditures  of  the  counties,  were  the  best  data  obtainable, 
and  they  are  sufficient  to  show  in  an  interesting  way  the  steady  and 
at  times  rapid  increase  in  county  outlays.  The  following  figmres  give 
the  aggregate  of  taxes  for. county  purposes  only  in  the  years  named:

Between  1890  and  1900  the  increase  in  county  taxes  charged  up 
was  a  little  less  than  41  per  cent,  and  between  1900  and  1910  it  was 
a  little  more  than  118  per  cent.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  San 
Francisco,  which  is  a  combined  city  and  county,  is  included,  and  the 
figures  therefore  cover  all  of  the  increase  of  municipal  as  well  as  purely 
county  expenditures  in  that  instance. 

The  county  taxes  charged  up  in  San  Francisco  were  $3,104,811.81 
in  1890,  $4,622,356.17  in  1900,  and  $8,482,512.80  in  1910.  Eliminating 
these,  we  find  that  the  rate  of  increase  for  the  other  counties  was  37 
per  cent  between  1890  and  1900,  and  136  per  cent  between  1900  and 
1910.  The  latter  figure  shows  that  during  the  last  decade  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  other  counties  have  increased  faster  than  those  of  San 
Francisco. 

In  the  following  table  is  shown  the  simple  average  of  all  of  the 
county  tax  rates  (state  and  district  taxes  not  included)  for  different 
years  since  1871  (using  the  outside  rates,  which  include  road  tax)  :

It  will  be  observed  that  while  the  total  amount  of  county  taxes  raised 
increased  much  more  rapidly  between  1900  and  1910  than  during  the 
preceding  decade,  the  increase  in  the  rate  was  greater  between  1890 
and  1900  than  during  the  ten  years  following,  this  result  being 
accounted  for  by  the  great  increase  in  assessable  property  in  recent 
years.  The  averages  of  the  rates  for  the  six  counties  were  .715  in  1890, 
1.1244  in  1900,  and  1.296  in  1910.  The  increase  of  the  average  rate 
between  1890  and  1900  was  57  per  cent,  and  between  1900  and  1910 
it  was  15  per  cent. 

The  most  conspicuous  reason  for  increase  of  county  tax  rates,  not- 
withstanding the  large  growth  of  the  assessment  rolls,  is  the  increased 
expenditures  for  road  purposes.  It  may  be  said,  in  a  general  way,  that 
the  rate  of  tax  for  roads  has  doubled  within  a  period  of  a  few  years. 
There  has  been  some  increase,  also,  in  county  school  tax  rates,  but  not  in 
the  same  proportion. 

But  the  explanation  of  the  growth  of  county  expenditures  is  not 
found  in  any  one  cause  or  in  two  or  three  causes;  there  were  many, 
and,  in  fact,  the  county  governments,  like  all  other  governments,  are 
driven  forward  in  the  path  of  increasing  public  expenditures  by  the 
irresistible  popular  demand  for  more  and  more  functions  at  the  general 
expense. 

Waste  and  extravagance  are  frequent  charges  against  the  county 
governments,  and  no  doubt  there  are  instances  in  which  the  charges  are 
justified;  but  the  financial  pressure  on  the  county  governments  is 
severe,  and  the  more  the  subject  is  studied  the  more  clearly  it  appears 
that  the  drift  is  a  perfectly  natural  one.    The  only  thing  to  be  done  is 
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to  try  to  retard  as  much  as  possible  a  movement  which  cannot  be  pre- 
vented. 

The  immediate  danger  in  connection  with  county  taxation  is  that 
the  abolishment  of  ad  valorem  taxes  for  state  purposes  will  be  followed 
by  largely  increased  county  taxes — in  other  words,  that  the  total  rate 
will  be  kept  about  the  same  as  before.  This  would  defeat  the  purpose 
of  separation  of  state  and  county  taxation,  and  such  a  result  ought  to 
be  opposed  by  every  means  possible. 

OBJECTS    OF    COUNTY    EXPENDITURES. 

The  major  portion  of  the  expenditures  of  the  county  govermnent  for 

county  and  district  purposes  are  classified  as  follows:

In  these  figures  the  public  schools  are  treated  as  a  county  expense, 
because  the  expenditures  are  directed  by  county  or  district  officers, 
although  a  large  part  of  the  cost  is  really  born  by  the  State.  The  same 
is  true  of  county  expenditures  for  orphan  support. 


MUNICIPAL  STATISTICS. 

Publication  of  municipal  statistics,  which  was  commenced  two  years 
since,  is  continued  in  this  report,  the  figures  of  assessment  rolls,  tax 
rates,  bond  debts,  receipts  and  expenditures  for  133  cities  and  towns 
being  presented  in  considerable  detail.  Similar  statistics  were  gathered 
in  1909  and  published  at  the  time  in  another  form.  There  is  no  law 
regulating  the  gathering  of  such  municipal  data,  and  the  Controller 
is  indebted  wholly  to  the  courtesy  of  city  auditors  and  city  clerks  for 
the  information  furnished. 

No  exact  basis  for  the  comparison  of  the  returns  for  the  several  years 
exists,  because  some  of  the  smaller  cities  and  towns  have  dropped  out 
of  the  tables  this  year  and  been  replaced  by  others;  but  nevertheless 
the  comparative  figures  are  of  considerable  value.  The  most  remark- 
able and  even  startling  fact  brought  out  is  the  increase  of  bond  debts, 
although  the  increase  of  expenditures  has  been  almost  as  noteworthy. 
The  comparative  figures  are  as  follows :

This  large  aggregate,  so  much  exceeding  the  figures  of  the  former 
census  report,  doubtless  includes  certain  classes  of  disbursements  which 
the  latter  did  not  treat  as  expenditures.  In  the  case  of  the  cities,  there 
are  included  the  disbursements  on  account  of  certain  public  utility 
plants  which  may  be  a  means  of  profit  rather  than  a  source  of  expense. 
But  after  every  explanation  of  this  kind  has  been  made,  it  still  remains 
a  fact  that  there  has  been  an  astonishing  increase  of  public  expendi- 
tures in  California,  and  no  doubt  it  is  also  true  that  our  various  govern- 
ments are  conducted  with  a  liberality  of  outlay  elsewhere  unknown, 
save  in  one  or  two  of  the  most  populous  and  wealthy  states. 

Another  factor  is  the  great  amount  of  bond  debt  which  has  been 
assumed  by  cities,  counties,  and  districts  since  the  census  of  1900,  and 
which  has  largely  increased  the  aggregate  expenditures.  This  is  an 
era  of  public  borrowing  in  California,  and,  as  remarked  elsewhere  in 
this  report,  former  prudent  policies  have  been  reversed.  Industry  is 
being  heavily  burdened  by  these  large  debts  and  vast  expenditures,  and 
it  is  of  vital  importance  to  be  able  to  recognize  the  danger  point  and 
stop  before  passing  it.

In  the  statements  of  sinking  funds  above  given  the  bond  holdings  are 
given  at  par,  but  on  July  1,  1910,  the  premium  on  the  United  States 
bonds  in  the  San  Francisco  Depot  Fund  amounted  to  $70,470,  accord- 
ing to  the  report  of  the  State  Treasurer.  The  depot  bonds  are  redeem- 
able January  1,  1912. 

The  Civil  Bonds  of  1857  and  1860  are  supposed  to  have  been  lost  or 
destroyed,  never  having  been  presented  for  payment.  Interest  has 
ceased. 

Of  the  Funded  Debt  Bonds  of  1873  the  State  Treasurer  holds  in  trust 
for  the  University  of  California  $751,000,  and  for  the  State  School  Fund 
$1,526,500,  the  entire  issue  being  held  by  the  State. 

The  State  Treasurer  also  holds  in  trust  for  the  State  School  Fund 
$200,000  of  the  $600,000  issue  of  San  Francisco  Depot  Bonds,  the  other 
$400,000  being  in  the  hands  of  private  holders. 

The  $2,000,000  issue  of  Seawall  Bonds  was  sold  to  individual  holders. 

Four  additional  issues  of  State  bonds,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
$29,500,000,  were  authorized  at  the  general  election  on  November  8, 
1910,  the  purposes  and  amounts  being  as  follows : 

For  improvement  of  San  Francisco  harbor  by  building  seawall,  etc., 
$9,000,000  of  4  per  cent  bonds,  to  bear  date  of  July  2,  1911. 

For  the  acciuisition  of  India  tidal  basin,  San  Francisco  harbor, 
$1,000,000  of  4  per  cent  bonds,  to  bear  date  of  January  2,  1911.  . 

For  improvement  of  San  Diego  harbor,  $1,500,000  of  4  per  cent  bonds, 
to  bear  date  of  July  2,  1911. 

For  a  system  of  state  highways,  $18,000,000  of  4  per  cent  bonds,  to 
bear  date  of  July  3,  1911. 
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FOREST  RESERVES  AND  LAND  SALES. 

Some  28,000,000  acres  of  land  in  this  State  are  now  held  in  forest 
reserves,  and  25  per  cent  of  the  reserve  earnings  are  paid  over  by  the 
United  States  to  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  counties  containing 
reserve  lands.  During  the  last  two  fiscal  years  these  payments  amounted 
to  $99,840.73,  an  average  of  $49,920.36  a  year.  The  earnings  of  the 
reserves  are  small,  though  showing  some  increase  year  by  year.  Last 
year  they  amounted  in  all  to  less  than  one  per  cent  per  acre,  and  to  the 
State  less  than  a  fifth  of  a  cent.  It  is  no  doubt  true  that  in  an  indirect 
way  the  State  profits  much  more  largely  from  the  reserves. 

Within  the  last  two  fiscal  years  the  United  States  Government,  under 
the  law  giving  the  State  5  per  cent  of  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  public 
iands,  paid  into  the  state  treasury  the  sum  of  $42,851.45.  This  amount 
becomes  a  part  of  the  State  School  Land  Ftind. 


TAX  AND  OTHER  LITIGATION. 

Three  suits  in  all  for  recovery  of  the  taxes  levied  in  1907,  1908,  and 
1909  upon  the  Pullman  Company  were  instituted  by  the  Controller's 
Department.  Recently  the  company  paid,  under  protest,  its  state  and 
county  taxes  for  1910,  and  from  recent  information  it  is  believed  the 
corporation  will  decide  to  abandon  the  litigation  and  pay  the  back 
taxes,  with  penalties.  The  original  amount  of  the  three  years'  taxes 
was  $89,418.40,  and  the  amount  sued  for  was  $99,760.57. 

Action  was  also  instituted  to  recover  the  1909  taxes  of  the  Ocean 
Shore  Railway,  amounting  to  $2,204.96.  This  road  will  be  sold,  subject 
to  taxes,  at  receiver's  sale,  now  set  for  January  18,  1911.  It  is  expected 
that  after  such  sale  the  taxes,  both  for  1909  and  1910,  will  be  paid. 

A  suit  against  Charles  Bantel,  former  treasurer  of  San  Francisco, 
for  the  recovery  of  $14,162.96,  tax  money  due  from  the  San  Francisco 
and  San  Mateo  Railroad  Company  to  the  State,  has  been  tried  and 
submitted,  but  is  not  yet  decided. 

In  the  case  of  Emma  Mullen  Lukens  et  al.  vs.  A.  B.  Nye,  Controller, 
the  Supreme  Court  affirmed  a  judgment  for  $22,808.15,  and  the  same 
has  been  paid. 

There  has  been  a  long-standing  controversy  between  the  State  and  the 
county  of  San  Benito  concerning  the  liability  of  the  latter  for  support 
of  inmates  committed  to  the  Sonoma  Home.  A  suit  brought  by  the 
State  to  recover  the  amount  due,  some  $4,700,  is  now  in  court,  and  it- 
is  hoped  it  will  soon  come  to  trial. 
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THE  STATE  AGRICULTURAL  SOCIETY. 

Within  the  last  six  years  the  State  Agricultural  Society  has  received, 
through  appropriations,  for  maintenance  the  sum  of  $205,673.64, 
and  for  purchase  of  land  and  erection  of  buildings  it  has  received 
$232,985.84,  most  of  the  latter  amount  also  being  derived  from  appro- 
priations, although  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  former  agricultural 
park  and  of  a  building  are  included. 

The  law  organizing  the  State  Agricultural  Society  has  not  been 
revised  or  amended  since  it  was  passed  in  1880.  The  society  has  never 
fully  conformed  with  the  general  plan  of  State  finance,  and  some 
legislation  on  the  subject  is  expedient.  At  least  the  principal  salaried 
positions  should  be  made  statutory,  and  a  contingent  fund  should  be 
established  in  order  to  enable  the  society  to  reclaim  certain  of  its  receipts 
after  they  have  been  paid  into  the  treasury. 

STATE  CO-OPERATION  WITH  COUNTIES  AND  PROPERTY 

OWNERS. 

Within  the  last  year,  or  a  little  over,  State  Engineer  Nathaniel 
EUery  has  paid  into  the  treasury  the  sum  of  $39,564.79,  which  has  been 
contributed  by  parties,  generally  landowners,  who  were  interested  in 
river  improvement,  and  who  were  willing  to  pay  a  portion  of  the 
expense  if  the  State  would  pay  the  remainder  of  it.  In  two  instances 
eounty  governments  appropriated  a  part  of  the  money.  In  addition, 
the  State  Engineer  received  and  expended  direct  $7,057.48,  making 
his  total  collections  from  these  sources  $46,622.27. 

In  almost  every  case  of  levee  or  bank  improvement  private  interest 
is  united  with  public  advantage,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  private 
interest  should  not  be  required  to  bear  its  part  of  the  cost  of  the  work. 
The  policy  which  Mr.  EUery  has  initiated  on  his  own  responsibility 
appears  to  be  a  good  one  for  the  State  to  adopt  officially  and  apply  in 
making  appropriations  for  this  class  of  improvements. 

River  work  is  not  the  only  kind  of  improvement  to  which  the  policy 
of  division  of  expense  between  State  and  county,  or  State  and  commu- 
nity, might  be  applied  with  advantage.  It  has  already  been  adopted 
in  the  construction  of  mountain  highways  in  a  few  instances,  and  it 
might  well  be  resorted  to  in  others. 
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PURE   WINE   LABELS. 

As  long  ago  as  1887  the  legislature  passed  a  law  for  the  printing  and 
sale  by  the  State  through  the  Controller's  office  of  "Pure  Wine"  labels, 
and  the  act  stated  that  it  was  "desired  and  required"  that  these  labels 
should  be  used  by  all  producers  of  pure  California  wines.  But  the 
Supreme  Court  decided  that  the  use  of  the  labels  was  not  obligatory, 
and  for  many  years  past  but  few  wine  makers  or  bottlers  have  pur- 
chased them.  In  the  last  four  years  there  have  been  but  five  sales  of 
the  labels,  and  the  total  amount  taken  in  therefor  was  but  $75. 

The  act  having  failed  of  its  purpose,  it  is  recommended  that  it  be 
repealed. 

A  BETTER  STATE   BUDGET. 

The  legislature,  in  the  session  of  1909,  passed  a  bill  introduced  by 
Assemblyman  Bohnett,  which  looks  to  the  further  systematizing  of  appro- 
priation legislation.  It  requires  the  Controller  to  request  from  heads 
of  administrative  departments  and  of  institutions,  as  well  as  from 
Senators  and  Assemblymen-elect,  such  statements  as  will  show  the 
amount  and  purpose  of  all  appropriations  which  will  be  asked  for,  and 
within  ten  days  after  the  commencement  of  the  session  to  submit  a 
report  embodj'ing  all  of  this  information  and  showing  the  total  for 
each  department  or  institution,  as  well  as  the  grand  total.  In  addi- 
tion, it  is  required  that  all  claim  bills  be  similarly  reported. 

Steps  have  been  taken  to  comply  with  this  statute  at  the  opening  of 
the  coming  session,  and  thus  the  legislature  will  have  before  it,  almost 
at  the  start,  a  specific  statement  of  proposed  appropriations,  and  can 
proceed  with  more  light  than  it  has  had  before  to  deal  with  the  finan- 
cial problem. 

In  view  of  the  rapid  increase  of  demands  against  the  state  treasury, 
made  manifest  at  each  succeeding  session,  it  would  be  well  if  the  excel- 
lent beginning  made  by  this  new  law  should  be  followed  up  by  the 
collection  of  additional  data  which  wiU  be  of  value  to  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  and  especially  data  on  Avhich  special  appropriation  bills  can 
be  based.  The  Controller  furnishes  the  basis  for  the  general  appro- 
priation bill  by  making  an  estimate  of  the  amounts  needed  for  main- 
tenance during  the  succeeding  two  years,  but  this  does  not  include 
improvements  which  call  for  special  appropriations  or  for  new  legisla- 
tion. Bills  of  the  latter  character  are  usually  made  up  by  the  managers 
or  trustees  of  institutions,  who  place  them  in  the  hands  of  their  local 
members  of  the  legislature  for  passage. 

It  frequently  happens  that  the  managers  or  trustees  are  so  zealous 
for  their  institutions  that  they  project  improvement  propositions  which 
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are  not  strictly  necessarj^,  or  are. framed  upon  a  too  ambitious  scale, 
and  quite  as  frequently  it  happens  that  no  accurate  estimate  has  been 
secured  to  show  the  cost  of  even  the  necessary  improvements.  Under, 
these  circumstances  it  is  diificult  for  the  legislature,  in  the  short  time 
in  which  its  work  must  be  done,  to  decide  which  among  the  many 
improvement  proposals  presented  are  the  most  meritorious  or  how  much 
any  of  them  will  cost.  There  was  a  good  illustration  of  the  latter 
difficulty  during  the  last  two  years  when  many  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  buildings  proved  to  be 
inadequate. 

It  would  be  perfectly  practicable  to  require  that  each  institution 
contemplating  building  operations  or  other  improvements  should  be 
prepared  to  present  to  the  legislature,  along  with  its  request  for  an 
appropriation,  a  preliminary  plan  of  the  work  and  a  careful  estimate 
of  cost  made  or  approved  by  the  State  architect  and  engineer.  This 
would  lead  to  economy  of  the  time  of  the  legislative  committees  and 
to  avoidance  of  mistakes. 

It  would  be  a  further  step  in  the  right  direction  if  the  judgment  of 
the  local  board  on  the  policy  or  necessity  of  the  improvement  could 
be  reviewed,  before  the  session,  by  somebody  officially  authorized  so 
to  do.  Institutions  maintained  at  the  cost  of  the  whole  State,  and 
intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  State,  should  not  be  treated  as 
in  any  sense  local  concerns,  and  the  State's  business  should  be  as 
thoroughly  organized  as  any  other,  and  as  responsibly  supervised. 

The  State  owns  several  hundred  buildings,  of  one  kind  and  another, 
and  is  continually  building  more.  Last  year  it,  expended  at  least 
$1,000,000  in  building  operations,  and  probably  $200,000  in  making 
ordinary  repairs  and  minor  improvements.  For  many  years  there  was 
little  organization  and  no  centralization  of  responsibility,  but  advance- 
ment has  been  made  through  the  establishment  of  the  Commission  in 
Lunacy,  which  has  jurisdiction  over  six  great  hospitals,  and  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Engineering  Department,  which  has  been  given  almost 
entire  control  of  construction  work.  The  latter  department  may  have 
made  mistakes,  but  they  should  not  be  made  an  excuse  for  going  back 
to  the  old  plan  of  exclusive  control  by  local  boards. 

In  the  same  way  the  creation  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and 
Corrections,  though  it  is  an  advisory  and  not  an  administrative  body, 
was  a  distinct  advance  in  the  direction  of  better  business  organization 
and  responsibility.  Had  this  board  been  given  the  consideration  which 
the  character  of  its  work  entitles  it  to,  it  would  have  been  realized  that 
its  statistical  reports  and  its  recommendations  are  a  valuable  aid  to 
the  legislature  in  making  up  the  biennial  budget. 
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CONTINUING  APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  statutes  enacted  in  recent  years  show  an  increasing  tendency 
toward  making  appropriations  not  merely  for  two  years  but  for  indefinite 
periods,  and  it  is  something  which  the  legislature  ought  to  watch  closely. 
Continuing  appropriatioiLs  are  recognized  by  the  courts  as  being  valid, 
but  the  power  to  enact  them  may  be  used  wisely  or  unwisely.  No  one 
would  think  of  disputing  the  fact  that  it  was  an  act  of  wisdom  when  the 
legislature  made  a  continuing  appropriation  for  the  public  schools,  the 
amount  increasing  automatically  with  the  growth  of  the  school  popula- 
tion. There  are  equally  good  reasons  for  making  continuing  or  perma- 
nent, appropriations  for  payment  of  bond  debts  and  for  some  other  pur- 
poses. 

But  the  general  policy  of  the  State  calls  for  the  review  and  justifica- 
tion of  expenditures  of  public  money  at  each  session  of  the  legislature, 
and  expenditures  which  renew  themselves  automatically  do  not  have  to 
undergo  the  same  close  scrutiny  as  others  which  rest  entirely  on  clauses 
contained  in  the  general  appropriation  bill.  It  is  for  precisely  this 
reason  that  there  is  manifested  such  a  common  desire  to  get  as  far  as 
possible  away  from  the  general  appropriation  bill,  by  making  fixed  and 
continuing  appropriations  by  statute,  and  in  the  interest  of  necessary 
economy  these  statutes,  as  before  said,  should  be  closely  watched. 

For  some  six  years  the  legislature  made  biennial  appropriations  for 
cooperative  work  by  the  State  and  Federal  governments  in  the  inves- 
tigation of  water  and  forest  resources,  but  the  last  legislature  con- 
verted this  into  an  automatic  appropriation  of  $30,000  a  year,  and  it 
is  doubtful  whether  this  was  a  judicious  exercise  of  legislative  power. 
There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  it  is  a  misuse  of  the  power  when  one 
of  the  minor  boards  or  commissions  is  given,  in  violation  of  precedent, 
a  liberal  continuing  appropriation  for  its  contingent  expenses. 

Another  tendency  which  deserves  to  be  considered  carefully  because, 
like  the  one  before  mentioned,  it  makes  for  increased  expenditure,  is 
that  toward  legislation  enabling  each  board  and  commission  to  use  for 
its  own  purposes  instead  of  turning  into  the  general  fund  all  its  fees 
and  collections.  No  matter  how  large  the  collections  so  used  may 
become,  these  boards  and  commissions  usually  expect  to  receive  as  much 
as  before  through  direct  appropriation. 

REPORT  OF  COLLECTIONS  AND  FINES. 

There  is  a  general  statute  which  requires  boards,  commissions,  and 
officers  to  make  monthly  reports  of  their  collections  and  to  pay  them 
into  the  state  treasury.  But  special  statutes  have  been  held  to  consti- 
tute exceptions,  and  so  it  happens  that  certain  boards  report  but  once 
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a  year,  or  never  report;  and  in  instances  of  the  latter  kind  there  is  no 
public  record  of  the  financial  transactions  of  these  bodies,  or  at  least 
their  collections  do  not  figure  in  reports  of  State  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, which  are  assumed  to  be  complete.  This  is  a  condition  which 
ought  to  be  changed. 

Certain  laws  have  been  passed  providing  that  fines  imposed  for  viola- 
tion of  the  purse  food,  drug,  forest  fire,  and  other  laws  shall  be  paid, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  into  the  state  treasury.  But  a  great  many  of  the 
fines  are  paid  into  county  or  city  treasuries,  and  their  recovery  by  the 
State  often  proves  to  be  difficult  or  impossible.  In  the  aggregate  the 
loss  which  occurs  in  this  way  is  a  rather  large  one,  and  there  should 
be  some  way  of  putting  a  stop  to  it.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Controller 
might  be  authorized  to  charge  up  to  counties,  in  the  semi-annual  settle- 
ments, all  fines  which  it  can  be  proved  have  been  collected  and  errone- 
ously paid  into  the  county  treasuries. 

ESTIMATES  OF  EXPENDITURES. 

The  estimates  for  the  general  appropriation  bill  which  follow  have 
been  compiled  on  the  same  general  plan  which  was  followed  in  former 
years.  That  is  to  say,  expenditures  which  are  statutory,  whether  the 
same  be  for  salaries  or  otherwise,  are  included  as  legally  fixed,  and  no 
estimate  is  made  for  new  positions,  though  it  is  believed  some  will  be 
regarded  by  the  legislature  as  necessary. 

A  great  many  requests  have  been  made  by  heads  of  departments  for 
enlarged  appropriations,  and  strong  reasons  have  been  offered  in  many 
instances  to  justify  these  increases.  Were  they  all  included  the  total 
would  be  nearly  a  million  and  a  half  of  dollars  in  excess  of  the  corre- 
sponding appropriations  made  two  years  since.  In  view  of  the  great 
uncertainty  regarding  the  amount  of  the  revenues  under  the  new  system 
of  taxes  for  State  purposes,  I  have  felt  compelled  to  limit  the  increases 
recommended  to  those  w^hich  appear  strictly  necessary,  though  under 
other  conditions  a  more  liberal  policy  would  be  justifiable. 

In  consequence  of  the  change  of  system  made  by  the  revenue  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution,  direct  tax  levies  will  no  longer,  it  is  assumed, 
be  made  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  State  School  Fund,  the  State  High 
School  Fund,  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund,  or  the  State  University,  and 
if  the  amounts  needed  for  these  purposes  are  to  be  provided  for  in  the 
general  appropriation  bill  the  aggregate  amount  carried  therein  will  be 
greatly  increased.  Other  increases  will  be  made  necessary  as  direct  or 
indirect  consequences  of  the  state  highway  bond  issue.  The  present 
estimates  include  a  provision  of  $100,000  for  repair  of  highways.  The 
State  has  undertaken  to  maintain  the  highways  it  constructs  or 
acquires,  and  it  is  poor  policy  ever  to  have  highways  without  the  means 
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to  maintain  them.  Payment  of  the  interest  on  these  bonds  in  the  first 
instance  is  provided  for  in  the  bond  act  through  transfers  from  the 
General  Fund,  but  ultimately  the  interest  is  to  be  collected  from  the 
counties  in  a  manner  to  be  determined  by  the  legislature. 

In  estimating  the  legislative  expenditures  for  1913  the  allowance  for 
printing  is  fixed  on  the  basis  of  what  has  been  spent  in  recent  years, 
and  it  is  recommended  that  appropriations  be  so  made.  Heretofore 
each  legislature  has  appropriated  as  printing  money  for  its  successor 
$2,500,  or  some  similarly  inadequate  sum,  knowing  that  the  actual 
expenditure  would  be  $80,000  or  $90,000,  and  assuming  that  the  defi- 
ciency would  be  made  up  by  transfers.  This  does  not  appear  to  be  a  good 
policy  to  pursue  henceforth. 

For  reasons  which  have  already  been  stated,  there  is  proposed  an 
emergency  appropriation  of  $100,000,  to  be  drawn  upon  only  by  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  and  the  Controller.  On  the 
other  hand,  no  estimate  has  been  reported  under  the  head  of  "printing 
for  various  boards  and  offices,"  as  heretofore  made,  although  the  Board 
of  Examiners  asked  for  $20,000  for  that  purpose.  If  the  general 
emergency  appropriation  of  $100,000  is  not  allowed,  the  emergency 
printing  appropriation  ought  to  be  restored. 

Increased  appropriations  will  be  necessary  for  the  Board  of  Equal- 
ization, the  Controller,  and  Treasurer,  if  they  are  to  be  made  responsible 
for  the  levy  and  collection  of  the  new  taxes,  but  until  the  statutes  have 
been  drawn  which  will  control  these  matters  it  is  impossible  to  estimate 
how  much  will  be  needed. 

The  Adjutant  General  has  presented  an  estimate  of  expenditures  for 
the  National  Guard  amounting  to  $523,525,  which  I  have  felt  com- 
pelled, by  reason  of  revenue  conditions  already  mentioned,  to  reduce 
considerably.  The  legislature  of  1907  adopted  a  code  amendment 
providing  for  pay  of  enlisted  men  at  joint  maneuver  encampments, 
but  made  no  appropriation  therefor,  and  the  legislature  of  1909  added  a 
code  provision  to  require  payment  of  officers  and  men  for  attendance  at 
drills,  but  again  no  appropriation  was  made  to  carry  out  the  law.  Under 
these  circumstances  the  Adjutant  General's  estimates  to  cover  these  two 
demands,  amounting  in  one  case  to  $61,920  and  in  the  other  to  $37,500, 
have  not  been  included  in  the  figures  of  this  office.  This  may,  perhaps, 
be  deemed  an  exception  to  the  general  rule. 

Increases  have  been  recommended  for  the  Board  of  Health  in  its 
support  appropriations  for  the  bacteriological  laboratory  and  for  the 
pure  food  and  drug  laboratory,  this  being  done  upon  the  theory  that 
protection  of  the  public  health  is  as  strictly  necessary  as  any  official 
activity  can  be.  A  number  of  other  increases  asked  for  by  the  Board 
are  of  a  statutory  nature  and  can  not  be  included  in  these  estimates. 
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The  State  Board  of  Forestry,  State  Mining  Bureau,  Labor  Commis- 
sioner, Commissioner  of  Horticulture,  and  State  Dairy  Bureau  have  all 
asked  increases,  which  are  not  included  in  these  estimates.  In  some 
cases  they  are  omitted  because  they  would  require  statutory  changes, 
and  in  other  instances  they  have  not  been  recommended,  because  it 
was  felt  that  the  state  of  the  revenues  would  not  permit.  But  all  are 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  legislature  for  careful  consideration. 

In  respect  to  support  for  the  State  University,  it  is  understood  the 
Board  of  Regents  have  under  consideration  a  legislative  proposal  which 
they  will  present  later  as  a  substitute  for  the  3-cent  tax,  which  is  practi- 
cally repealed  by  the  constitutional  amendment.  An  appropriation 
of  $700,000  a  year,  or  $1,400,000  for  two  years,  which  is  included  in 
these  estimates,  is  to  be  regarded  as  only  a  tentative  suggestion  pending 
more  definite  proposals. 

Under  the  statute  the  oifice  of  Code  Commissioner  expires  by  limita- 
tion October  1,  1911,  and  hence  the  estimate  is  made  only  up  to  that 
date. 

The  estimates  for  the  state  hospitals  have  been  made  by  estimating 
the  average  population  of  each  for  the  next  two  fiscal  years  and  mul- 
tiplying the  same  by  the  estimated  per  capita  expense  for  support  and 
salaries,  afterwards  deducting  from  the  total  thus  obtained  a  moderate 
amount,  to  be  charged  up  against  contingent  fund  receipts.  In  most 
instances  these  estimates  are  considerably  below  the  amounts  asked 
for  by  the  several  institutions,  which  usually  request  the  legislature  to 
make  appropriations  sufficient  to  meet  all  of  their  needs,  leaving  the 
contingent  funds  intact  for  improvement  purposes,  or  for  meeting 
emergencies  which  are  unforeseen.  But  in  a  majority  of  instances  it 
turns  out  that  more  or  less  contingent  fund  money  is  actually  used  for 
support  and  salaries.  Such  large  amounts  are  now  collected  by  some 
of  the  hospitals  that  it  appears  quite  proper  to  take  them  into  considera- 
tion in  fixing  the  support  and  salary  appropriations.

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REPORT  or  THE  STATE  BOARD  OE  EQUALIZATION. 


To  His  Excellency,  James  N.  Gillett^  Governor. 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  submits  the  following  report  covering  the  assessment  years 
of  1909  and  1910. 


THE    STATE    ASSESSMENT    ROLL. 

The  net  increase  in  the  total  assessment  of  property  in  the  State 
(exclusive  of  railroads  assessable  by  this  board)  since  our  last  report 
(1908)  is  $370,630,940.  The  present  board  assumed  office  in  January, 
1907,  when  we  found  the  total  assessment  of  the  State  as  made  by 
county  assessors  (1906)  to  be  $1,513,220,756;  this  total  has  been  swelled 
to  $2,244,145,379  (1910)— an  increase  of  $730,924,623,  and  conceded 
to  be  an  excellent  showing. 

In  the  past  two  years  the  assessments  made  by  this  board  of  railroad 
property  have  been  increased  from  $116,698,162  (1908)  to  $129,751,713 
(1910)— an  increase  of  $12,053,551.

The  assessment  for  1909  was  very  materially  augmented  by  some 
heav3^  increases  by  this  board  of  county  rolls.  The  difference  between 
the  1909  and  1910  assessments  was  caused  chiefly  by  the  items  of  per- 
sonal property  and  improvements  assuming  their  normal  assessments 
after  the  heavy  increases  noted. 

A  splendid  showing  is  made  to  the  taxpayers  by  the  steady  decline 
in  the  State  tax  rate  in  the  last  eight  years,  covering  the  administrations 
of  Governors  Pardee  and  Gillett,  as  the  following  table  will  show :

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But,  notwithstanding  this  decrease  of  nearly  twenty-one  cents  in  the 
State  tax  rate  in  the  last  eight  years,  it  is  notorious  that  the  county 
and  local  rates  have  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  most  property  is 
paying  decidedly  more  taxes  now  than  it  did  in  1903. 

NEW    RAILROADS. 

Since  our  last  report  some  577  miles  of  new  railroad  have  come  into 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  board  for  assessment,  about  500  miles  being  in 
new  roads,  and  the  remainder  constituting  extensions  of  old  lines.  The 
Western  Pacific  Railway  is  now  operating  a  transcontinental  line  from 
Oakland  tidewater  to  Salt  Lake  City,  a  distance  of  927  miles,  of  which 
388  miles  are  laid  in  California.  This  line  did  not  commence  full  and 
complete  operation  until  August,  1910,  hence  the  earning  power  of 
the  road  is  yet  undetermined. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company,  by  its  subsidiary  company,  the 
Nevada  and  California  Railway  Company,  has  commenced  the  construc- 
tion of  an  interstate  railway  running  from  a  junction  with  the  main 
line  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  at  Mojave  to  connect  at  some  point 
in  the  State  of  Nevada  with  a  broad-gauge  line,  thereby  giving  to  the 
line  a  transcontinental  association.  Of  this  road  133  miles  have  been 
completed  and  put  in  operation. 

The  two  electric  roads  forming  the  "Napa  Valley  Route"  from 
Vallejo  to  St.  Helena  have  been  merged,  and  now  constitute  a  con- 
tinuous holding  of  some  35  miles. 

The  Stone  Caiion  Pacific  Railroad.  22  miles  in  length,  is  also  a  new 
acquisition.  This  road,  like  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway,  has  been  unfor- 
tunate at  the  outset,  both  now  being  in  the  hands  of  receivers. 

RAILROAD  REHEARINGS. 

The  Pullman  Company  came  before  the  board  after  the  levy  of  the 
1909  assessment  and  again  in  1910,  asking  for  correction  and  reduc- 
tion of  the  assessments  as  made.  The  pleas  for  reduction  were  not 
granted.  This  company  is  indebted  to  the  State  and  counties  for  all 
taxes  le\aed  upon  this  board's  assessments  for  the  last  four  years. 
Suits  for  recovery  of  such  taxes  for  the  years  1907,  1908,  and  1909  are 
now  pending,  as  will  more  fully  appear  by  reference  to  the  report  of 
the  State  Controller. 

After  the  1910  assessment  the  San  Pedro,  Los  Angeles,  and  Salt 
Lake  Railroad  Company  filed  a  protest  against  such  assessment  and  a 
request  for  modification  and  reduction  thereof.  The  matter  was  duly 
heard  by  the  board  on  an  appointed  day.  It  appearing  that  the  road 
had  suffered  serious  loss  in  earnings  and  had  also  lost  over  one  hun- 
dred miles  of  its  roadway,  roadbed,  and  rails  because  of  heavy  floods, 
by  reason  of  which  operation  as  an  interstate  road  had  been  suspended 
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for  more  than  six  months,,  the  board  ordered  a  reduction  of  the  assess- 
ment from  $16,827.31  per  mile  to  $14,000,  thereby  reduring  the  aggre- 
gate assessment  $644,428. 

MORTGAGE  ASSESSMENTS. 
After  thirty-one  years  the  provision  for  the  assessment  of  mortgages 
has  been  stricken  from  the  State  constitution,  and  the  popular  vote 
which  accomplished  that  result  has  registered  the  verdict  of  experience 
that  the  framers  of  the  organic  law  made  a  mistake  when  they  inserted 
in  it  the  mortgage  tax  requirement.  From  the  very  inception  of  this 
tax  the  money  lender  began  its  evasion  by  raising  the  rate  of  interest 
to  such  per  cent  as  would  insure  a  return  of  all  taxes  paid  on  the 
money  loaned,  and  not  only  that,  but  in  most  instances  the  interest  rate 
was  made  high  enough  to  cover  anticipated  increase  or  the  levy  of 
special  taxes.  It  is  notorious  that  out  of  nearly  every  loan  the  lender 
recouped  from  the  borrower  from  one  half  of  one  per  cent  to  one  per 
cent  in  interest  more  than  he  paid  out  in  taxes.  By  the  adoption  at 
the  recent  election  of  Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  11,  sec- 
tion 1  of  article  XIII  of  the  constitution  is  amended  by  the  insertion  of 
a  proviso  "that  a  mortgage,  deed  of  trust,  contract,  or  other  obligation 
by  which  a  debt  is  secured  when  land  is  pledged  as  security  for  the 
payment  thereof,  together  with  the  money  represented  by  such  debt, 
shall  not  be  considered  property  subject  to  taxation."  At  the  same 
time  section  4  of  said  article  XIII  was  repealed.  This  was  the  effective 
section,  and  contained  the  constitutional  machinery  providing  the  mode 
for  the  assessment  of  those  instruments  securing  the  repayment  of 
borrowed  money. 

THE  CHANGE  IN  OUR  TAXATION  LAWS. 

By  the  ratification  of  Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1  at 
the  recent  election  California  adopts  a  new  method  entirely  for  gather- 
ing revenue  for  support  of  the  state  government.  The  commonwealth 
now  enters  upon  an  experiment  of  great  importance,  and  which  it  is 
hoped  will  end  in  giving  it  a  modern,  progressive  revenue  system,  fully 
abreast  with  that  of  the  most  advanced  of  the  Eastern  states. 

The  burden  of  interpretation  and  enforcement  of  the  new  plan  of 
taxation  falls  upon  this  board,  and  we  enter  upon  these  responsible 
duties  with  serious  thought  for  the  many  intricate  problems  to  be 
solved  and  the  laborious  task  so  suddenly  placed  upon  us.  The  time 
allowed  to  put  into  effect  the  many  requirements  of  the  new  law  is 
specially  limited  by  the  act  itself,  as  the  first  assessments  under  it  must 
be  made  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  first  Monday  in  March,  and 
before  that  action  can  be  taken  many  statutes  must  be  drawn  and 
enacted  and  a  vast  amount  of  data  collected.    An  immense  amount  of 
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constructive  work  is  necessary  to  be  crowded  into  a  limited  space  of 
time. 

Xo  other  state  has  undertaken  that  which  California  now  under- 
takes, namely,  at  once  to  so  rearrange  its  revenue  affairs  that  it  will 
not  be  necessary  to  call  upon  the  common  forms  of  property — land, 
improvements,  tangible  and  intangible  personal  property — to  con- 
tribute toward  the  maintenance  of  the  state  government.  Other  states 
have  achieved  this  end,  some  partially,  others  wholly,  only  through  a 
gradual  transition  covering  periods  of  many  years. 

Those  who  are  responsible  for  the  compilation  of  this  law.  who  have 
given  the  subject  years  of  study  and  research,  have  stated  in  their 
writings  and  public  addresses  that  the  earnings  of  the  so-called  public 
service  corporations  are  at  this  time  sufficient  to  make  it  possible  to 
apply  the  basic  percentages  to  such  earnings  and  reap  the  full  amount 
of  revenue  required.  If  the  new  system  shall  stand  that  test,  if  it 
shall  furnish  the  several  millions  of  dollars  annually  required  to  con- 
duct our  schools,  universities,  prisons,  reform  schools,  hospitals,  and 
public  offices,  or  if  it  shall  come  close  to  that  mark,  then  indeed  the 
momentous  experiment  will  be  a  demonstrated  success. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  new  law  this  board  is  called  upon  to 
perform  its  entire  task  of  enforcement  between  the  first  ^Mondays  in 
March  and  July.  ]\Iuch  will  depend  upon  the  attitude  of  the  public 
service  corporations,  which  by  ready  compliance  with  the  recjuirements 
and  by  cordial  cooperation  can  expedite  the  work  or  by  obstructive 
tactics  can  embarrass  and  delay  it.  "We  trust  that  they  will  take  the 
broader  view  and  that  the  inauguration  of  the  new  system  will  not  be 
attended  by  any  such  struggles  over  corporation  assessments  as  embit- 
tered the  first  years  under  the  present  constitution. 

Although  the  state  government  is  now  to  have  its  own  separate 
revenues,  much  data  will  be  required  from  the  county  assessors  and 
other  officers,  and  we  feel  that  those  officers  will  readily  and  promptly 
respond  to  our  requests  for  official  information.  All  provisions  of  the 
constitutional  amendment  are  made  self-executing,  but  this  does  not 
do  away  with  the  need  for  a  mass  of  statutory  law  which  wdll  explain 
the  constitutional  declarations  and  define  the  procedure  to  be  followed. 
The  Tax  Commission  will  presumably  be  prepared  to  place  before  the 
legislature  at  the  earliest  date  possible  a  draft  of  these  laws,  and  we 
earnestly'  urge  upon  the  senators  and  assemblymen  the  importance  of 
immediate  consideration  and  passage  of  these  enactments.  In  fact, 
this  board  must  at  once  outline  a  procedure,  and  it  must  commence 
the  work  of  enforcement  as  quickly  as  legislative  sanction  therefor  can 
be  secured. 

The  new  taxation  provision  of  our  constitution  is  as  follows : 
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Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1. 

A  resolution  to  propose  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  an  amendment  to  the- 
constitution  of  the  State  of  California  providing  for  the  separation  of  state  and 
local  taxation,  providing  for  the  taxation  of  public  service  and  other  corporations- 
for  the  ienefit  of  the  state,  and  to  that  end  adding  to  article  thirteen  a  neiv  sec- 
tion to  he  numbered  section  fourteen,  amending  section  ten  of  article  thirteen, 
and  repealing  section  ten  of  article  eleven  thereof,  all  relating  to  revenue  and 
taxation. 

[Ratified  November  S,  1910.] 

Whereas,  It  is  deemed  desirable  to  separate  the  sources  of  revenue  for  state 
purposes  from  the  sources  of  revenue  for  county  and  municipal  purposes ;  now, 
therefore, 

The  legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  at  its  extraordinary  session,  commenc- 
ing on  the  third  day  of  October,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  two  thirds  of  all  the 
members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses  of  said  legislature  voting  in  favor  thereof, 
hereby  proposes  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  California  the  following 
amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California  : 

First.  There  is  hereby  added  to  article  thirteen  a  new  section  to  be  numbered 
fourteen  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  14.  Taxes  levied,  assessed  and  collected  as  hereinafter  provided  upon 
railroads,  including  street  railways,  whether  operated  in  one  or  more  counties ; 
sleeping  car,  dining  car,  drawing-room  car  and  palace  car  companies,  refrigerator,  oil, 
stock,  fruit,  and  other  car-loaning  and  other  car  companies  operating  upon  railroads 
in  this  state  ;  companies  doing  express  business  on  any  railroad,  steamboat,  vessel 
or  stage  line  in  this  state ;  telegraph  companies ;  telephone  companies ;  companies 
engaged  in  the  transmission  or  sale  of  gas  or  electricity ;  insurance  companies ; 
banks,  banking  associations,  savings  and  loan  societies,  and  trust  companies ;  and 
taxes  upon  all  franchises  of  every  kind  and  nature,  shall  be  entirely  and  exclusively 
for  state  purposes,  and  shall  be  levied,  assessed  and  collected  in  the  manner  here- 
inafter provided.  The  word  "companies"  as  used  in  this  section  shall  include  per- 
sons,  partnerships,   joint-stock   associations,    companies,   and   corporations. 

(a)  All  railroad  companies,  including  street  railways,  whether  operated  in  one 
or  more  counties ;  all  sleeping  car,  dining  car,  drawing-room  car,  and  palace  car 
companies,  all  refrigerator,  oil,  stock,  fruit  and  other  car-loaning  and  other  car 
companies,  operating  upon  the  railroads  in  this  state ;  all  companies  doing  express 
business  on  any  railroad,  steamboat,  vessel  or  stage  line  in  this  state ;  all  telegraph 
and  telephone  companies ;  and  all  companies  engaged  in  the  transmission  or  sale 
of  gas  or  electricity  shall  annually  pay  to  the  state  a  tax  upon  their  franchises, 
roadways,  roadbeds,  rails,  rolling  stock,  poles,  wires,  pipes,  canals,  conduits,  rights 
of  way,  and  other  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  used  exclusively  in  the  operation 
of  their  business  in  this  state,  computed  as  follows  :  Said  tax  shall  be  equal  to  the 
percentages  hereinafter  fixed  upon  the  gross  receipts  from  operation  of  such  com- 
panies and  each  thereof  within  this  state.  When  such  companies  are  operating 
partly  within  and  partly  without  this  state,  the  gross  receipts  within  this  state  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  all  receipts  on  business  beginning  and  ending  within  this  state,  and 
a  proportion,  based  upon  the  proportion  of  the  mileage  within  this  state  to  the 
entire  mileage  over  which  such  business  is  done,  of  receipts  on  all  business  passing 
through,  into,  or  out  of  this  state. 

The  percentages  above  mentioned  shall  be  as  follows  :  On  all  railroad  companies, 
including  street  railways,  four  per  cent ;  on  all  sleeping  car,  dining  car,  drawing- 
room  car,  palace  car  companies,  refrigerator,  oil,  stock,  fruit  and  other  car-loaning 
and  other  car  companies,  three  per  cent ;  on  all  companies  doing  express  business 
on  any  railroad,  steamboat,  vessel  or  stage  line,  two  per  cent ;  on  all  telegraph  and 
telephone  companies,  three  and  one  half  per  cent ;  on  all  companies  engaged  in  the 
transmission  or  sale  of  gas  or  electricity,  four  per  cent.  Such  taxes  shall  be  in 
lieu  of  all  other  taxes  and  licenses,  state,  county  and  municipal,  upon  the  property 
above  enumerated  of  such  companies  except  as  otherwise  in  this  section  provided : 
provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  release  any  such  company  from 
the  payment  of  any  amount  agreed  to  be  paid  or  required  by  law  to  be  paid  for 
any  special  privilege  or  franchise  granted  by  any  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  this 
state. 

(b)  Every  insurance  company  or  association  doing  business  in  this  state  shall 
annually  pay  to  the  state  a  tax  of  one  and  one  half  per  cent  upon  the  amount  of 
the  gross  premiums  received  upon  its  business  done  in  this  state,   less  return  pre- 
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miums  and  reinsurance  in  companies  or  associations  authorized  to  do  business  in 
this  state;  provided,  that  there  shall  be  deducted  from  said  one  and  one  half  per 
cent  upon  the  gross  premiums  the  amount  of  any  county  and  municipal  taxes  paid 
by  such  companies  on  real  estate  owned  by  them  in  this  state.  This  tax  shall  be 
in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  and  licenses,  state,  county  and  municipal,  upon  the  prop- 
erty of  such  companies,  except  county  and  municipal  taxes  on  real  estate,  and  except 
as  otherwise  in  this  section  provided ;  provided,  that  w^hen  by  the  laws  of  any  other 
state  or  country,  any  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  licenses,  fees,  deposits  of  money,  or 
of  securities,  or  other  obligations  or  prohibitions,  are  imposed  on  insurance  com- 
panies of  this  state,  doing  business  in  such  other  state  or  country,  or  upon  their 
agents  therein,  in  excess  of  such  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  licenses,  fees,  deposits  of 
money,  or  of  securities,  or  other  obligations  or  prohibitions,  imposed  upon  insurance 
companies  of  such  other  state  or  country,  so  long  as  such  laws  continue  in  force,  the 
same  obligations  and  prohibitions  of  whatsoever  kind  may  be  imposed  by  the  legis- 
lature upon  insurance  companies  of  such  other  state  or  country  doing  business  in 
this  state. 

(c)  The  shares  of  capital  stock  of  all  banks,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  other  state  and  located  in  this  state,  shall 
be  assessed  and  taxed  to  the  owners  or  holders  thereof  by  the  state  board  of  equaliza- 
tion, in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law,  in  the  city  or  town  where  the  bank 
is  located  and  not  elsewhere.  There  shall  be  levied  and  assessed  upon  such  shares 
of  capital  stock  an  annual  tax,  payable  to  the  state,  of  one  per  centum  vipon  the 
value  thereof.  The  value  of  each  share  of  stock  in  each  bank,  except  such  as  are 
in  liquidation,  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  amount  paid  in  thereon,  together  with  its 
pro  rata  of  the  accumulated  surplus  and  undivided  profits.  The  value  of  each  share 
of  stock  in  each  bank  which  is  in  liquidation  shall  be  taken  to  be  its  pro  rata 
of  the  actual  assets  of  such  bank.  This  tax  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  and 
licenses,  state,  county  and  municipal,  upon  such  shares  of  stock  and  upon  the  prop- 
erty of  such  banks,  except  county  and  municipal  taxes  on  real  estate  and  except 
as  otherwise  in  this  section  provided.  In  determining  the  value  of  the  capital  stock 
of  any  bank  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  value,  as  defined  above,  the  value, 
as  assessed  for  county  taxes,  of  any  real  estate,  other  than  mortgage  interests  therein, 
owned  by  such  bank  and  taxed  for  county  purposes.  The  banks  shall  be  liable  to 
the  state  for  this  tax  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  by  them  on  behalf 
of  the  stockholders  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  and  they  shall 
have  a  lien  upon  the  shares  of  stock  and  upon  any  dividends  declared  thereon  to 
secure  the  amount  so  paid. 

The  moneyed  capital,  reserve,  surplus,  undivided  profits  and  all  other  property 
belonging  to  unincorporated  banks  or  bankers  of  this  state,  or  held  by  any  bank 
located  in  this  state  which  has  no  shares  of  capital  stock,  or  employed  in  this  state 
by  any  branches,  agencies,  or  other  representatives  of  any  banks  doing  business 
outside  of  the  State  of  California,  shall  be  likewise  assessed  and  taxed  to  such 
banks  or  l^ankers  by  the  said  board  of  equalization,  in  the  manner  to  be  provided 
by  law,  and  taxed  at  the  same  rate  that  is  levied  upon  the  shares  of  capital  stock 
of  incorporated  banks,  as  provided  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  subdivision.  The 
value  of  said  property  shall  be  determined  by  taking  the  entire  property  invested  in 
such  business,  together  with  all  the  reserve,  surplu.s,  and  undivided  profits,  at  their 
full  cash  value,  and  deducting  therefrom  the  value  as  assessed  for  county  taxes  of 
any  real  estate,  other  than  mortgage  interests  therein,  owned  by  such  bank  and 
taxed  for  county  purposes.  Such  taxes  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  and  licenses, 
state,  county  and  municipal,  upon  the  property  of  the  banks  and  bankers  mentioned 
in  this  paragraph,  except  county  and  municipal  taxes  on  real  estate  and  except  as 
otherwise  in  this  section  provided.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  paragraph  that  all 
moneyed  capital  and  property  of  the  banks  and  bankers  mentioned  in  this  paragraph 
shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  at  the  same  rate  as  an  incorporated  bank,  provided  for 
in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  subdivision.  In  determining  the  value  of  the  moneyed 
capital  and  property  of  the  banks  and  bankers  mentioned  in  this  subdivision,  the 
said  state  board  of  equalization  shall  include  and  assess  to  such  banks  all  property 
and  everything  of  value  owned  or  held  by  them,  which  go  to  make  up  the  value  of 
the  capital  stock  of  such  banks  and  bankers,  if  the  same  were  incorporated  and 
had  shares  of  capital  stock. 

The  word  "banks"  as  used  in  this  subdivision  shall  include  banking  associations, 
savings  and  loan  societies  and  trust  companies,  but  shall  not  include  building  and  loan 
associations. 

(d)  All  franchises,  other  than  those  expressly  provided  for  in  this  section,  shall 
be  assessed  at  their  actual  cash  value,   in  the  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  and 
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shall  be  taxed  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum  each  year,  and  the  taxes  collected 
thereon  shall  be  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of  the  state. 

(e)  Out  of  the  revenues  from  the  taxes  provided  for  in  this  section,  together  with 
all  other  state  revenues,  there  shall  be  first  set  apart  the  moneys  to  be  applied 
by  the  state  to  the  support  of  the  public  school  system  and  the  state  university.  In 
the  event  that  the  above  named  revenues  are  at  any  time  deemed  insufiicient  to  meet 
the  annual  expenditures  of  the  state,  including  the  above  named  expenditures  for 
educational  purposes,  there  may  be  levied,  in  the  manner  to  be  provided  by  law^,  a 
tax,  for  state  purposes,  on  all  the  property  in  the  state,  including  the  classes  of 
property  enumerated  in  this  section,  sufficient  to  meet  the  deficiency.  All  property 
enumerated  in  subdivisions  a,  h,  and  d  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  taxation, 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law^,  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  bonded 
indebtedness  created  and  outstanding  by  any  city,  city  and  county,  county,  tovpn, 
township  or  district,  before  the  adoption  of  this  section.  The  taxes  so  paid  for 
principal  and  interest  on  such  bonded  indebtedness  shall  be  deducted  from  the  total 
amount  paid  in  taxes  for  state  purposes. 

(/)  All  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  self-executing,  and  the  legislature 
shall  pass  all  laws  necessary  to  carry  this  section  into  effect,  and  shall  provide  for  a 
valuation  and  assessment  of  the  property  enumerated  in  this  section,  and  shall  pre- 
scribe the  duties  of  the  state  board  of  equalization  and  any  other  officers  in  connection 
with  the  administration  thereof.  The  rates  of  taxation  fixed  in  this  section  shall 
remain  in  force  until  changed  by  the  legislature,  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  each  of  the  two  houses  voting  in  favor  thereof.  The  taxes  herein  provided  for  shall 
become  a  lien  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  of  each  year  after  the  adoption  of  this 
section  and  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  thereafter. 
The  gross  receipts  and  gross  premiums  herein  mentioned  shall  be  computed  for  the 
year  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  prior  to  the  levy  of  such  taxes  and 
the  value  of  any  property  mentioned  herein  shall  be  fixed  as  of  the  first  Monday 
in  March.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  any  tax  levied  or  assessed  prior 
to  the  adoption  of  this  section ;  and  all  laws  in  relation  to  such  taxes  in  force  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  this  section  shall  remain  in  force  until  changed  by  the 
legislature.  Until  the  year  1918  the  state  shall  reimburse  any  and  all  counties  which 
sustain  loss  of  revenue  by  the  withdrawal  of  railroad  property  from  county  taxation 
for  the  net  loss  in  county  revenue  occasioned  by  the  withdrawal  of  railroad  property 
from  county  taxation.  The  legislature  shall  provide  for  reimbursement  from  the 
general  funds  of  any  county  to  districts  therein  where  loss  is  occasioned  in  such 
districts  by  the  withdrawal  from  local  taxation  of  property  taxed  for  state  purposes 
only. 

(g)  No  injunction  shall  ever  issue  in  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding  in  any  court 
against  this  state  or  against  any  officer  thereof  to  prevent  or  enjoin  the  collection 
of  any  tax  levied  under  the  provisions  of  this  section ;  but  after  payment  action  may 
be  maintained  to  recover  any  tax  illegally  collected  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time 
as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  provided  by  law. 

Second.  Section  ten  of  article  thirteen  of  said  constitution  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

Section  10.  All  property,  except  as  otherwise  in  this  constitution  provided, 
shall  be  assessed  in  the  county,  city,  city  and  county,  town  or  township,  or  district 
in  which  it  is  situated,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Third.     Section  ten  of  article  eleven  of  said  constitution  is  hereby  repealed. 

PUBLICATION  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  REVENUE  LAWS. 
The  legislature  should  make  an  ample  appropriation  for  the  publica- 
tion and  distribution  of  the  revenue  laws  of  the  State.  The  last  pub- 
lication of  such  laws  was  made  in  1907,  but  the  funds  available  did  not 
permit  the  printing  of  more  than  a  very  limited  edition,  and  it  was 
early  exhausted.  This  publication  is  eagerly  sought,  not  only  by  our 
own  people,  but  by  residents  of  other  states  who  desire  it  for  study  and 
comparison  with  their  own  tax  laws.  Repeated  demands  have  been 
made  by  the  students  in  our  universities  and  high  schools  for  copies, 
but  we  have  been  able  to  supply  this  demand  only  in  small  part. 
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though  few  better  uses  could  be  made  of  public  funds  than  in  placing 
in  the  hands  of  students  the  means  of  acquainting  themselves  with 
the  machinery  through  which  taxes  are  laid  and  collected.  Again, 
assessors,  auditors,  tax  collectors,  and  other  revenue  officers  must  be 
supplied  with  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  for  themselves  and  all  their 
deputies. 

By  the  adoption  of  Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1  a  radical 
change  is  wrought  in  our  laws  relative  to  collection  of  taxes ;  a  majority 
of  the  sections  of  the  Political  Code  now  constituting  our  revenue  sys- 
tem must  be  remodeled.  A  greater  demand  than  ever  will  be  made 
for  the  pamphlet.  Inasmuch  as  this  board  compiles  all  the  revenue 
laws  and  annotates  them  without  additional  expense  to  the  State,  it 
would  appear  that  the  legislature  should  not  hesitate  to  provide  for 
printing  a  liberal  edition. 

EXPERT    SERVICE. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  State  has  no  public  examiner  of  accounts, 
under  the  new  system  of  taxation  for  state  purposes  it  will  be  the  duty 
of  this  board  to  annually  check  up  and  expert  the  accounts  of  the 
several  public  service  corporations  taxed  thereunder.  It  will  be  a 
physical  impossibility  for  the  members  of  this  board  personally  to  per- 
form this  task  in  conjunction  with  their  other  duties.  It  will,  there- 
fore, be  necessary  to  employ  assistance  to  do  such  work.  It  is  patent 
that  the  State  must  check  up  and  prove  the  accounts  and  reports  of  gross 
earnings  of  these  several  corporations  to  the  end  that  the  State  may 
have  fair  treatment.  To  properly  do  this  work  will  require  the  expendi- 
ture of  a  considerable  sum  of  money. 

In  former  years  this  board  has  gotten  along  with  the  assistance  only 
of  a  secretary,  but  under  the  new  order  of  things  the  members  of  the 
legislature  will  readily  see  that  quite  an  additional  force  will  be  neces- 
sary, particularly  between  the  months  of  February  and  July.  In  order 
to  properly  enforce  this  law  and  ta  enable  the  board  to  complete  the 
assessments  in  the  short  time  allowed  by  law  therefor,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  legislature  will  make  a  fair  appropriation  to  meet  the  necessities 
of  the  case.

READING   OF   PAPERS   AND   DISCUSSIONS. 

Assessor  Ed  J.  Kay  of  Sacramento  County  presented  and  read  the 
following  paper,  subject,  "Assessment  of  Merchandise  Stock": 

Mr.  President,  Memhers  of  the  State  Board,  and  Brother  Assessors: 

On  October  1st  of  this  year  I  received  a  communication  from  our  worthy  president, 
Mr.  George  E.  Mitchell,  requesting  me  to  prepare  and  read  a  paper  before  this  con- 
vention on  "Assessment  of  Merchandise  Stock." 

Just  why  the  genial  George  selected  me  as  the  individual  to  enlighten  you  on 
this  subject  is  beyond  my  comprehension,  as,  in  my  opinion,  I  am  the  least  fitted 
of  all  this  assemblage  to  lead  you  out  of  the  wilderness  on  this  or  any  other  taxation 
matter. 

However,  George  likes  a  joke,  likewise  we  all  like  George,  and  as  a  request  from 
the  president  of  this  association  is  equivalent  to  a  command,  if  you  will  pardon  the 
presumption,  I  will,  as  briefly  as  possible,  outline  the  method  pursued  in  Sacramento 
County  in  arriving  at  a  uniform  assessment  of  this  class  of  personal  property. 

Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  system  now  in  vogue  the  assessments  on  merchandise 
stocks,  etc.,  had  long  been  unsatisfactory ;  not  only  to  the  persons  directly  concerned, 
but  to  all  other  classes  of  taxpayers  as  well.  One  merchant  would  contend  that 
while  he  made  a  fair  return  for  purposes  of  taxation,  it  was  barely  possible  there 
were  some  persons  not  as  mindful  of  their  oaths  ;  while  still  other  taxpayers  could 
be  found,  and  easily  found,  without  the  assistance  of  a  Lick  telescope,  who  would 
assert  that  the  personal  property  of  none  of  the  merchants  was  assessed  at  the  same 
percentage  as  real  estate. 

County  boards  of  equalization  took  a  hand,  and  on  numerous  occasions  merchants 
were  cited,  both  by  the  assessor  and  the  county  board,  to  appear  and  show  cause. 
No   definite    results    followed.      Meanwhile,    of   course,    the    main    "fall   guy"    of   the 

county,  sometimes  designated  as  the  assessor,  more  often  designated  as  that  • 

,  came  in  for  his  usual  share  of  abuse  on  the  grounds  of  favoritism 

and  other  shortcomings. 

It  was  at  this  very  interesting  juncture  that  we  decided,  figuratively  speaking, 
to  grasp  the  bull  by  the  horns,  take  nothing  for  granted,  and  yearly  make  a 
personal  and  detailed  inspection  of  the  inventory,  sale,  cash,  and  credit  books  of 
each  firm  carrying  a  stock  of  over  three  thousand  dollars. 

I  first  visited  and  explained  to  each  manager  or  proprietor  the  method  we  here- 
after intended  to  pursue,  quoted  those  sections  of  the  revenue  laws  that  related 
to  this  particular  class  of  assessments,  and  assured  them  that  while  the  many  items 
going  to  make  up  the  whole  would  be  treated  as  confidential,  the  sum  total  would 
be  placed  on  file  for  the  inspection  of  any  taxpayer.  Almost  invariably  the  same 
reply  was  returned :  "Kay,  if  you  treat  every  business  house  in  the  city  in  the 
manner  that  you  propose,  /  surely  can  offer  no  complaint."  It  was  necessary  to 
invoke  the  assistance  of  the  law  in  but  two  cases.  Aside  from  these  two  instances 
all  those  concerned  freely  threw  open  their  books  and  permitted  the  most  thorough 
examination. 

In  March  of  the  year  1907  the  sj^stem  was  inaugurated.  A  competent  accountant, 
who  was  engaged  exclusivelj-  during  the  period  from  March  to  July  in  this  work,  was 
employed.     The  assessments  of  some  seventy-five  firms  were  involved. 

In  July  we  caused  to  be  published  in  the  daily  papers  the  names  and  assessments 
placed  on  the  personal  property  of  these  same  firms  so  that  all  taxpayers  affected 
could  satisfy  themselves  that  no  favoritism  was  employed. 

The  results  were  eminently  satisfactory.  The  assessed  values  of  stocks  of  mer- 
chandise were  materially  increased ;  real  estate  owners  and  other  classes  of  taxpayers 
expressed  their  satisfaction,  and  the  merchants,  in  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to 
ascertain,  heartily  approved  the  plan.  It  is  with  a  feeling  of  great  pride  that  I 
again  reiterate  "that  no  more  loyal  or  uncom.plaining  group  of  taxpayers  exists  in 
any  community  than  in  this  same  county  of  Sacramento." 
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Attached  to  this  paper  is   a   blank,   prepared   for   this   class   of  work,   which   we 
have  ascertained  covers  the  ground  very  nicely.

The  following  paper,  "Grading  of  City  Keal  Estate  For  Assessment 
Purposes,"  was  presented  by  Assessor  Henry  P.  Dalton  of  Alameda 
County,  and  read  by  his  chief  deputy.  Thos.  M.  Kobinson : 

The  subject  handed  me  by  your  Honorable  Chairman,  "Grading  of  Citj-  Real 
Estate  for  A.ssessment  Purposes."  is  a  very  complex  one  to  handle,  as  no  two 
cities  appear  to  me  to  be  similarly  located  or  builded  upon  the  same  general  plan. 

Some  cities  have  a  business  center,  with  high  valuations,  and  from  such  centers 
values  decrease  gradually  until  the  property  is.  in  fact,  not  city,  but  farming 
property.  Other  cities,  while  they  have  one  general  business  center  with  highest 
\alues.  yet  have  business  centers  with  lesser  values,  which  centers  must  be  con- 
sidered within  themselves.  It  is  the  exception  to  the  rule  where  you  can  take  the 
point  of  highest  values  and  gradually  reduce  values  on  a  per  cent  basis. 

Without  going  into  the  discussion  as  to  a  general  plaii  for  the  valuing  of  real 
estate  for  assessment  purposes,  will  confine  my  remarks  to  the  principal  city  in  the 
county  which  I  personally  have  to  deal  with. 

We  have  in  the  office  a  map  in  blank,  that  is.  a  map  showing  all  the  property 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  drawn  to  a  scale,  noting  the  streets  and  avenues,  for 
a  basis  of  location.  These  streets  and  avenues  are  marked  as  to  their  improvement, 
that  is.  if  graded,  macadamized,  bituminized,  or  sidewalked.  also  if  occupied  by 
railroad,  steam  or  electric.  My  deputies  in  the  field  locate  in  their  plat  books 
whether  the  property  is  below,  on.  or  above  the  official  grade.  With  this  foundation, 
we  next  proceed  to  ascertain  the  values  by  first  establishing  the  several  points  of 
highest  or  greatest  values,  always  taking  into  consideration  rental  as  well  as  sale 
values.  Business  centers,  being  property  of  large  values,  must  be  considered  from 
their  points  of  greatest  value  down  to  semi-business  and  then  to  residential  property. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  in  growing  cities  prices  are  at  all  times  changing, 
increasing  or  decreasing,  which  requires  constant  watching,  necessitating  reappraise- 
ment  for  assessment  purposes.  The  basis  of  assessment  is  reckoned  on  a  selling  or 
market  value  of  100  per  cent,  which  100  per  cent  is  made  up  as  nearly  as  possible 
from  actual  sales,  recorded  agreements  to  buy  or  sell,  confirmation  of  sales  by  the 
court,  and  to  a  certain  degree  upon  the  appraisements  of  property  when  made  for 
the  purpose  of  sale  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  distribution  to  heirs.  Mortgages  do  to 
a  certain  extent  help  to  establish  values,  but  are  as  a  rule  not  reliable.  We  find  it 
very  difficult  to  .secure  the  actual  considerations  paid  for  property,  as  the  considera- 
tion in  the  recorded  instruments  shows  only  a  nominal  value,  giving  as  the 
consideration  paid  $5.00,  or  $10.00:  but  through  the  kindness  of  one  or  two  of  our 
real  estate  agents  we  do  at  times  learn  the  actual  consideration  paid.  Recorded 
agreements  to  buy  or  sell  real  property  at  a  given  price  is  a  very  fair  way  of 
arriving  at  the  market  value  of  property.  To  show  to  what  extent  agreements  to 
sell  or  buy  cut^  in  arriving  at  an  approximate  market  value,  will  state  that  in 
Alameda  County  for  the  months,  of  March  and  April.  1909.  there  were  recorded 
224  such  instruments,  showing  a  value  of  $607,881.00.  Taking  this  value  as  100  per 
cent  and  on  checking  same  with  the  assessed  values  for  the  year  1909.  we  find  an 
assessed  value  of  $437.9(X).00.  or  a  little  over  62  per  cent,  which  is  a  fraction 
greater  per  cent  than  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  in  equalization 
of  counties. 

As  regards  improvements.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  this  office  to  assess  all  new 
improvements  at  or  above  a  60  per  cent  value  of  cost.  Permits  to  build  is  not 
an  item  for  consideration  :  but  recorded  contracts  to  build  should  be  considered  in 
arriving  at  an  assessable  value.  For  example,  during  the  mouths  of  March  and 
April.  1909.  there  were  filed  in  this  county  140  building  contracts  with  the  county 
recorder,  showing  a  building  value  of  $740,527.00.  These  140  buildings  have  been 
appraised  for  assessment  purposes  for  the  year  1910  by  our  building  inspector  at 
$460,650.00.  or  a  little  over  63  per  cent. 

As  to  the  assessment.  After  the  100  per  cent  value  is  ascertained  as  hereinbefore 
stated,  the  same  is  noted  on  our  blank  or  valuation  map  on  the  front  foot  basis,  and 
then  the  assessed  value  is  made  on  a  60  per  cent  basis  of  the  selling  or  market 
value,  and  from  there  entered  on  the  plat  books  and  then  into  the  assessment  roll. 
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It  has  been  my  aim  to  make  this  article  brief,  yet  give  the  process  of  grading 
city  realty  for  assessment  purposes  so  far  as  same  relates  to  the  largest  city  in 
Alameda  County. 

Assessor  C.  E.  Jarvis  of  Amador  County  read  the  following  paper; 
subject,  "Taxation  of  Timber  Lands": 

In  the  taxing  of  timber  land  and  forested  lands  too  much  study  and  care  can  not 
be  given  to  taxation  to  get  the  best  results,  and  yet  at  the  same  time  be  just  to  both 
the  owners  of  timber  land  and  the  public  at  large. 

I  have  taken  up  the  subject  of  "Timber  Taxation"  and  written  this  article,  trust- 
ing that  the  crude  ideas  I  have  thrown  together  in  a  simple  way  will  be  thoroughly 
discussed,  that  we  as  a  convention  of  assessors  of  the  State  of  California,  assembled 
in  Chico,  will  gain  much  by  the  individual  ideas  that  may  be  advanced,  for  many  of 
the  valuable  achievements  of  this  State  and  Nation  are  but  the  crude  ideas  of  some 
one.  There  are  many  good  reasons  why  we  should  give  this  matter  deep  thought  and 
study  in  making  up  our  rolls. 

I  am  thoroughly  convinced  in  the  State  of  California  we  are  not  yet  too  late  to 
conserve  our  forests,  as  we  are  yet  but  a  young  State  and  able  to  profit  by  the  costly 
experiences  of  other  nations  and  of  the  older  United  States,  who  are  now  suffering 
from  forest  devastation. 

It  is  quite  true  that  many  acres  of  our  own  great  State  has  been  devastated,  yet 
there  remains  many  thousands  of  acres  of  timber  lands.  I  think,  as  assessors  of 
California,  we  should  study  out  some  method  of  taxation  that  will  assist  in  the 
restoration  of  our  timber  and  help  the  policy  of  conservation  so  wisely  started  by 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt  during  his  administration. 

Forestry  is  practiced  in  every  civilized  country  in  the  world  except  China  and 
Turkey.  It  was  discussed  two  thousand  years  ago,  and  it  has  been  studied  and 
applied  with  increasing  thoroughness  ever  since. 

Countries  that  have  experienced  a  timber  famine  have  been  brought  to  a  realiza- 
tion, and  are  now  growing  timber  as  though  it  was  an  agricultural  crop,  which  must 
be  harvested  and  made  to  grow  again. 

Under  the  method  of  Prussia's  management  it  has  multiplied  threefold  in  seventy- 
five  years,  and  the  quality  of  the  product  improved  with  the  quantity  and  the 
percentage  of  saw  timber  rose  from  19  per  cent  to  54  per  cent. 

It  is  a  striking  fact  in  this  connection  that  in  the  United  States  at  the  present 
time  we  are  using  three  times  as  much  timber  as  our  forests  grow,  and  the  govern- 
ment experts  tell  us  that  in  just  thirty-three  years  we  will  have  our  forests  com- 
pletely cut  at  the  rate  of  the  present  cutting.  The  United  States  is  now  exporting 
1,020,000  tons  per  year,  standing  sixth  in  the  nations  that  export  timber. 

If  we  were  everywere  practicing  forestry  with  equal  success  to  Prussia  our  forests 
would  be  growing  as  much  as  we  use.  In  Saxony  the  net  yearly  revenue  is  .$.j.30  per 
acre  and  the  yearly  expense  .$3.00  per  acre. 

These  figures  are  in  striking  contrast  with  the  corresponding  ones  in  the  United 
States.  We  spent  on  our  national  forests  last  year  nine  and  three  tenths  mills  per 
acre,  and  our  net  revenue  from  them  was  less  than  seven  eighths  of  a  mill  per  acre. 

In  Germany  a  nuftiber  of  private  forests  are  managed  with  great  success,  and  it 
has  been  found  that  the  average  net  revenue  per  acre  from  good,  bad,  and  indifferent 
land  was  .$2.40  per  year. 

The  forests  of  France  after  they  were  denuded  caused  such  torrents  that  over 
800,000  acres  of  farm  land  was  ruined,  the  population  forced  to  immigrate,  and  the 
district  became  poverty  stricken.  In  1860  France  took  up  reforestation.  An  attempt 
was  made  to  check  the  torrents  by  sodding  instead  of  by  forest  planting.  l)ut  this 
proved  to  be  a  failure. 

The  state  then  took  up  the  burden  of  expense  in  forest  planting.  Already  103  of 
the  torrents  have  been  controlled,  654  are  beginning  to  show  the  controlling  effects 
on  their  watersheds. 

France  .and  Germany  have  state  forests  of  IL.IOO.OOO  acres  against  our  national 
forests  of  160,000,000  acres.  France  and  Germany  spend  on  their  forests  $11,000,000 
a  year  and  get  a  net  return  of  .$30,000,000,  while  the  United  States  spent  on  national 
forests  last  year  .$1,400,000  and  secured  a  net  return  of  less  than  $130,000. 

In  Austria  private  forestry  is  further  encouraged  by  the  system  of  forest  taxation, 
which  relieves  forests  in  which  forestry  is  practiced.  In  Austria  taxes  were  remitted 
for  periods  of  years,  advice  was  given,  and  plant  material  as  well  as  money  supplied. 

In  Russia,  where  forests  are  planted  on  shifting  sands  to  protect  the  shores  of 
rivers,  canals,  and  other  waters  as  well  as  those  which  serve  to  prevent  erosion  and 
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a  year  and  get  a  net  return  of  $30,000,000,  while  the  United  States  spent  on  national 
growth  protection  forests  are  free  from  taxes  forever  ;  if  planted  they  are  not  taxed 
for  thirty  years. 

In  Japan  private  forests  are  under  government  supervision  ;  where  they  protect 
mountain  slopes  they  can  not  be  cleared  without  permission,  but  must  be  handled  so 
as  to  keep  the  forest  cover  intact. 

Chinese,  by  forest  waste,  have  brought  upon  themselves  two  costly  calamities — 
flood  and  water  famine. 

I  give  you  these  above  facts  from  reliable  data  gathered  by  our  Government,  and 
I  am  using  it  as  a  reason  why  we  should  pause  a  moment  and  consider  the  taxation 
of  our  most  valuable  asset — timber  forests. 

I  have  always  taken  the  stand  that  timber  land  should  receive  a  low  rate  of 
taxation,  and  in  my  own  county  I  have  carried  out  that  idea,  although  I  must  say  I 
raised  the  timber  lands  in  Amador  County  from  $2.50  per  acre  to  $5.00  per  acre 
this  last  year,  making  an  increase  of  100  per  cent  in  the  timber  belt.  The  small 
timber  and  second  growth  I  am  taxing  at  $2.50  per  acre ;  denuded  land  used  for 
grazing  at  $1.25  per  acre.  At  the  present  time  the  timber  in  Amador  is  not  market- 
able for  lack  of  transportation,  and  there  is  not  a  sawmill  in  operation  in  the  county. 

In  Amador  County  there  has  been  some  timber  sold  to  lumber  companies  and  the 
land  retained  by  the  original  owners,  who  at  the  present  time  are  paying  the  taxes 
on  same  per  agreement.  I  think  that  this  timber  should  be  taxed  as  personal 
property. 

Now,  if  denuded  or  waste  land  is  replanted  to  timber,  I  would  be  in  favor  of 
exempting  the  tax  on  said  lands  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years,  and  during  this 
time  no  trees  should  be  cut  while  it  is  exempt  from  taxes. 

Each  and  every  land  owner  should  have  for  his  own  use  a  wood  lot  of  a  certain 
number  of  acres,  and  it  exempt  from  taxation,  provided  he  would  keep  it  replanted. 

I  believe  it  a  good  policy  for  all  owners  of  timber  lands  to  form  associations 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  their  timber  from  fire  and  anything  that  will  have 
a  tendency  to  retard  or  destroy  its  growth,  and  the  intelligent  cutting  of  timber  to 
obtain  the  best  results,  say  plant  two  trees  for  every  one  that  is  cut  for  timber. 
If  these  holders  of  timber  lands  show  a  disposition  to  help  in  this  preservation, 
it  would  be  some  encouragement  for  the  assessors  to  give  these  properties  a  lower 
rate  of  taxation.  But  when  timber  has  become  marketable  it  then  should  be 
taxed  liberally  and  at  a  rate  that  would  be  commensurate  with  its  exact  value. 

I  think,  too,  that  in  each  county  where  there  is  timber  land  that  the  supervisors 
should  have  the  acreage  cruised  and  then  an  assessor  could  place  a  just  tax  on 
each  property  holder  at  so  much  rate  per  1.000  board  feet.  It  would  then  set  aside 
the  complaint  that  their  neighbor  has  better  timber,  etc.,  and  they  should  not  be 
assessed  so  high.  Some  of  these  complaints  are  just,  for  mountain  timber  does  not 
average  always  the  same.  Then  if  we  can  encourage  forestry  by  a  lower  rate  of  taxa- 
tion it  will  have  a  tendency  to  let  the  large  timber  owners  hold  their  lands  and  not 
force  them  to  cut  the  timber  to  realize  on  their  investment  before  it  is  all  consumed 
in  taxes.  I  am  sure  that  the  time  will  soon  be  here  when  our  Government  will  take 
up  this  matter  like  Japan  and  tell  which  trees  can  be  cut,  and  so  regulated  that  no 
timber  area  can  be  devastated. 

By  encouraging  the  timber  owner  to  hold  his  timber  land  in  reserve  we  protect 
the  lowland  property  owner,  for  his  land  will  not  be  destroyed  by  erosion,  and  it 
will  guarantee  him  more  water,  better  irrigation — then  the  assessors  of  the  lowlands 
will  reap  an  increased  valuation,  where  we  maj'  lose  who  have  mountain  areas. 
But  assessors  of  mountain  counties  will  not  lose  by  a  moderate  rate  of  taxation  on 
timber,  for  we  then  guarantee  to  some  extent  more  water,  and  more  water  means 
more  water  power  and  electricity,  and  in  these  timber  districts  all  the  large  rivers 
rise  and  find  their  sources.  We  will  then  get  assessments  from  these  power  companies 
that  will  offset  our  loss  on  timber  valuation.  We  should  not  only  get  a  valuation  on 
the  improvements  of  these  power  companies,  but  a  small  tax  on  each  horse  power 
developed.  I  believe  in  some  of  the  counties  of  this  State,  if  they  now  owned  the 
water  rights  they  have  given  away  for  nothing,  they  could  derive  revenue  enough  from 
these  rights  to  pay  the  taxes  of  the  county  government  in  which  they  are  situated 
without  assessing  the  other  property  holders  at  all. 

I  claim  this,  for  these  power  companies  bring  this  water  to  high  points  to 
develop  power  and  drop  it  to  lower  levels  where  it  can  not  be  used  for  irrigation 
in  the  counties  that  furnish  it,  and  the  electricity  carried  to  distant  points. 

I  trust  that  this  article  will  cause  some  debate,  that  from  said  debate  we  will 
all  be  benefited,  and  better  prepared  to  give  a  just  timber  assessment. 

I  leave  this  now  for  your  individual  consideration  and  own  personal  decision. 
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The  subject-matter  of  Assessor  Jarvis'  paper  was  discussed  at  con- 
siderable length  in  a  very  instructive  manner  by  Controller  A.  B.  Nye, 
members  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  Alex.  Bro^^^l,  J.  Harry 
Scott,  and  Thos.  M.  Eby,  and  by  assessors  Dr.  AVashington  Dodge. 
C.  E.  Jarvis,  M.  D.  Lack,  Geo.  E.  Mitchell,  G.  P.  Cummings,  and 
Frank  E.  Dowd. 

Controller  A.  B.  Nye,  by  reque.st  of  the  association,  introduced  and 

read  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved.  That  iu  the  judgment  of  the  Assessors'  Association,  the  cruising  of  tim- 
ber lands  is  a  necessity  to  the  making  of  equitable  assessments,  and  for  that  reason 
we  recommend  to  boards  of  supervisors  in  counties  having  timber  lauds,  that  they 
arrange  at  their  earliest  convenience  for  the  cruising  of  the  same. 

State  Controller  A.  B.  Nye  presented  and  read  the  following  paper ; 
subject.  "Cooperation  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  with  County 
Assessors — the  Cooperation  which  is  a  Necessity  iu  the  ^Matter  of  Good 
Assessments " ' : 

The  a.ssessment  of  property  for  purposes  of  taxation  was  formerly  an  almost  purely 
local  function,  and  it  was  perfoi'med  by  township  or  other  petty  officers.  That  plan 
worked  fairly  well  before  the  days  of  great  corporations,  when  property  ownership 
was  an  almost  wholly  local  matter.  Most  of  the  Eastern  states  still  retain  the  town- 
ship assessore.  though  the  system  no  longer  meets  modern  conditions,  with  vast  cor- 
porations owning  property  distributed  through  many  townships,  counties,  and  even 
states.  In  order  to  cope  with  the  new  and  difficult  situation,  these  states  are  resort- 
ing to  various  systems  of  state  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  local  assessore.  Cen- 
tralization is  the  keynote  of  all  the  different  plans  being  tried. 

California  was  fortunate  in  escaping  the  township-assessor  system  and  enjoying 
more  centralized  administration  of  the  law  by  county  assessors.  From  the  very 
beginning  it  was  recognized  that  some  revision  of  the  work  of  the  assessors  was 
needed,  and  in  the  revenue  act  of  18."iO  it  was  provided  that  either  the  county  courts 
or  the  boards  of  county  supervisors  should  act  as  boards  of  equalization.  In  1870 
the  first  State  Board  of  Equalization,  consisting  of  two  members  appointed  b.v  the 
Governor  and  of  the  Controller,  was  created  by  act  of  the  legislature.  But  this  board 
was  shorn  of  most  of  its  powei-s  by  the  courts,  which  also  interfered  a  good  deal  with 
the  work  of  the  county  boards. 

In  the  constitutional  convention  of  1879  great  stress  was  laid  upon  the  organization 
of  a  .strong  State  Board  of  Equalization,  and  extravagant  hopes  were  entertained  of 
reforms  to  be  worked  by  it.  It  was  expected  to  ijerfect  the  taxation  system.  Almost 
twenty-five  years  later  the  State  Commission  on  Revenue  and  Taxation  went  so  far 
iu  the  other  direction  as  to  say  that  equalization  doe.s  not  and  can  not  equalize;  that 
a  fair  distribution  of  the  burdens  of  taxation  need  not  be  looked  for  through  equaliza- 
tion. 

Meanwhile,  Eastern  states  which  have  been  experimenting  with  equalization  have 
reached  about  the  same  conclusions  as  California.  If  anything,  the  experiences  of 
these  states  have  been  less  satisfactory  than  California's ;  they  have  found  that  while 
the  power  to  raise  or  lower  the  whole  assessment  roll  of  a  county  is  no  doubt  a 
necessary  power,  one  that  must  be  lodged  somewhere  and  exercised  occasionallj' — it  is 
far  from  being  a  remedy  for  all  of  the  ills  of  unequal  assessments. 

In  such  great  states  as  Iowa  and  Illinois  the  state  boards  of  equalization  have 
practically  abandoned  the  work  of  equalizing,  but  in  the  states  of  Indiana,  Kansas. 
Minnesota,  and  Wisconsin  a  better  way  has  been  found.  It  is  a  combination  of 
cooperation  and  supervision.  The  central  state  authority,  whether  exercised  through 
a  board  of  equalization  or  a  tax  commission,  works  on  the  principle  of  helping  the 
assessors  to  make  a  good  assessment  rather  than  to  reform  a  bad  one  after  it  has 
been  made.  It  is  in  this  direction  that  the  tax  laws  of  California  are  almost  certain 
to  be  amended,  ijrovided  the  constitutional  amendment  to  separate  state  and  local 
revenues  be  not  adoi)ted  by  the  people.  But  even  without  change  in  the  laws  there 
are  abundant  opportunities  for  the  state  board  and  the  county  assessors  to  work 
cooperatively    for   the   improvement   of   assessments    throughout    the    State.      A   well 
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devised  plan  for  gathering  and  disseminating  information  concerning  property  values, 
especially  in  relation  to  large  corporations,  would  alone  do  much  to  secure  uniformity 
and  fairness  of  taxation.  But  the  oiSce  of  the  state  board  should  be  a  clearing- 
house of  information  of  all  kinds  to  facilitate  the  work  of  assessors,  and  the  latter 
should  at  all  times  be  kept  in  touch  with  one  another's  work  through  the  medium  of 
the  board,  which  should  be  the  balance  wheel  and  regulator  of  the  whole  system. 

BANK  ASSESSMENTS. 

Hon.  Theodore  A.  Bell  arrived  at  the  convention  at  3.30  p.  m.,  and 
1  as  per  prearrangment  by  the  Committee  on  Programme  and  Order 
'of  Business,  to  discuss  the  subject  of  "Bank  Assessments"  with 
':  Mr.  John  Ginty  of  the  French-American  Bank  of  San  Francisco. 
i  Mr.  Bell  was  escorted  to  the  platform  and  introduced  to  the  convention. 
:  Mr.  Bell  stated  that  owing  to  important  business  matters  he  had  had 
[but  little  time  to  prepare  for  debate  upon  the  subject  presented,  but 
I  would  discuss  the  subject  in  a  general  way,  and  that  Mr.  Ginty  or  any 
!  member  of  the  Association  could  feel  at  perfect  liberty  to  ask  questions 
j  or  question  any  part  of  his  argument  at  any  time  during  his  remarks. 
The  subject  of  "Bank  Assessments"  was  discussed  at  some  length 

in  all  its  phases ;  but  the  portion  of  the  debate  which  brought  forth 
I  questions  to  the  speaker  was  on  the  point  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
I  bank's  book  known  as  "Depositors'  Ledger,"  was  subject  to  the  inspec- 
i  tion  of  the  assessor.     Another  important  point  was,  had  the  banks  the 

right  to  claim  deduction  on  the  amount  of  money  invested  in  bonds 

'  in  arriving  at  the  assessable  value  of  their  shares  of  stock  of  the  bank. 

Mr.  Bell  took  the  position  that  the  "depositors'  ledger"  was  open 

to  inspection  of  the  assessor,  and  that  the  banks  could  not  deduct  the 
:  amount  of  investments  in  bonds  in  arriving  at  the  assessable  value  of 
:  their  bank  stock  shares. 

Mr.  Ginty,  following,  took  the  opposite  views  advanced  by  Mr.  Bell 

as  to  the  inspection  of  the  ' '  depositors '  ledger ' '  and  deduction  of  bond 

investments  in  arriving  at  the  assessable  value  of  shares  of  stock  of 

the  bank. 

The  subject  was  further  discussed  by  assessors  Dr.  Dodge  and  Cum-" 

mings  and  by  Mr.  Eby  of  the  State  Board,  coinciding  with  the  views 

of  Mr.  Ginty.     The  debate  was  very  instructive  and  much  appreciated. 
On  motion  of  Assessor  Dowd,  seconded  by  Chairman  Brown  of  the 

State  Board,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Mr.  Bell  and  Mr.  Ginty 

for  their  very  able  and  instructive  discussion  of  bank  assessments.

assessors'  SALARIES:  METHODS  OF  ASSESSMENTS. 

President  Kay  called  Chairman  Alex.  Brown  of  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  to  the  chair  as  per  report  of  the  Committee  on  Programme 
and  Order  of  Business. 

Chairman  Brown  addressed  the  convention,  and  said  in  part  as 
follows : 

He  recommended  the  plans  of  the  assessment  of  personal  property  as 
outlined  by  Assessor  Ed  J.  Kay  of  Sacramento  in  his  paper  "Assess- 
ment of  Merchandise  Stock, ' '  presented  and  read  to  this  convention. 

He  then  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  building  permits  (which 
he  had  learned  from  actual  experience)  do  not  show,  as  a  rule,  the 
actual  cost  of  new  improvements,  but  that  by  a  careful  examination  of

the  recorded  contract,  the  assessor  will  get  nearer  to  the  actnal  cost 
value. 

He  then  took  up  the  question  of  assessors'  salaries,  stating  that 
he  believed  that  there  were  many  assessors  in  the  State  who  do  not 
receive  sufficient  salary  to  properly  conduct  the  affairs  of  their  office,  in 
gathering  of  material  and  data  to  aid  in  the  proper  valuation  of  prop- 
erty for  assessment  purposes.  That  this  work  can  only  be  done 
properly  where  sufficient  help  is  allowed  the  assessor  to  work  up  and 
complete  his  roll  in  accordance  with  the  law,  doing  justice  to  his  serv- 
ice and  to  the  taxpayer.  He  promised  to  investigate  and  to  use  his 
influence  toward  an  increase  of  the  salary  of  the  assessor  where,  in 
his  judgment,  the  compensation  of  that  officer  is  not  sufficient. 

Dr.  Washington  Dodge,  assessor  of  San  Francisco,  addressed  the 
convention,  and  speaking  on  salaries  stated  that  when  the  proposition 
of  the  increase  of  his  salary  as  assessor  was  placed  before  the  electors 
of  San  Francisco  County,  it  was  carried  hy  several  thousand  votes  more 
than  a  two-thirds  vote,  as  is  required  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco.  That  he  heartily  approved  the  attitude 
of  Chairman  Brown,  and  believed  that  it  was  time  that  this  convention, 
which  had  always  been  modest  in  the  matter  of  salaries,  should  take 
up  the  matter,  and  that  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  should  do  all 
in  its  power  to  have  the  legislature  revise  and  properly  adjust  the 
salaries  of  the  assessors  of  the  State,  for  in  many  cases  they  should  be 
materially  increased.  The  assessor  is  the  revenue  producing  agent  of 
the  State  and  county,  and  for  the  proper  performance  of  his  work  he 
should  be  properly  compensated  by  salary  and  sufficient  help. 

J.  Harry  Scott  and  R.  E.  Collins  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization 
spoke  on  the  question  of  salaries  of  assessors,  agreeing  with  the  previous 
speakers  and  promised  assistance  along  those  lines. 

Controller  A.  B.  Nye  stated  that  w^hile  he  w^as  considered  the  watch 
dog  of  the  treasury  he  would  gladly  lend  any  assistance  he  could 
where  he  believed  sufficient  compensation  w^as  not  allowed  the  assessor.

Assessor  G.  P.  Cummings  was  called  upon  and  gave  a  very  compre- 
hensive talk  upon  the  methods  pursued  by  him  in  the  manner  of 
j  arriving  at  the  assessment  values  of  country  real  estat,e  and  making 
assessments  in  his  county. 

Assessor  Louis  A.  Spitzer  of  Santa  Clara  County,  following,  stated 
that  the  methods  used  by  him  were  about  the  same  as  outlined  by 
Assessor  G-.  P.  Cummings. 

Assessor  C.  E.  Jarvis  of  Amador  explained  the  manner  of  fixing 
assessment  values  in  his  county.

INTRODUCTION. 


History  of  the  Commission. 

This  commission  as  originally  constituted  was  created  by  an  act  of 
the  legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  entitled : 

An  act  authorising  the  governor  to  appoint  an  expert  in  taxation  and  puilic  finance, 
to  sit  as  a  memher  of  a  commission  to  he  composed  of  himself  and  a  general  com- 
mittee of  the  senate  and  assembhf  of  the  thirty-sixth  session  of  the  legislature  of 
the  State  of  California,  of  which  commission  the  governor  shall  he  ex  officio  a 
memher  and  chairman,  to  investigate  the  system  of  revenue  and  taxation  in  force 
in  this  state,  and  to  recommend  a  plan  for  the  revision  and  reform  thereof ;  to  pro- 
vide for  the  creation  of  said  commission,  and  to  define  its  powers/,  and  making  an, 
appropriation  therefor. 

[Approved  March  20,  1905.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and  assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

Section  1.  If  and  when  the  senate  and  assembly  of  the  thirty-sixth  session  of 
the  legislature  of  the  State  of  California  shall  provide  for  the  appointment,  and 
there  shall  be  appointed  pursuant  to  said  provision,  a  joint  committee  of  said  senate 
and  assembly  to  investigate  the  system  of  revenue  and  taxation  in  force  in  this  state, 
and  to  recommend  a  plan  for  the  revision  and  reform  thereof,  the  governor  is  author- 
ized to  appoint  an  expert  in  taxation  and  public  finance,  to  sit  with  said  committee, 
and  with  said  committee  to  constitute  a  commission  upon  the  revision  and  reform  of 
the  system  of  revenue  and  taxation  in  force  in  this  state.  The  governor  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  member  of  said  commission  and  shall  be  chairman  thereof. 

Sec.  2.     Said  expert  shall  hold  his  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  governor. 

Sec.  3.  The  compensation  of  said  expert  shall  be  fixed  by  the  said  commission  in 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month. 

Sec.  4.  Said  commission  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  any  and  all  things 
necessary  to  make  a  full  and  complete  investigation  of  the  matters  and  things  here- 
inabove enumerated,  and  to  that  end  to  employ  all  necessary  clerical  and  expert 
assistance,  and  that  said  commission  be  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered 
to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  to  take  all  necessary  means  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  and  testimony ;  and  the  members  of  said  commission  are, 
and  each  of  them  is,  hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths ;  and  that  all  the  pro- 
visions of  article  eight,  of  chapter  two,  title  one,  part  three  of  the  Political  Code 
of  this  state,  relative  to  the  "attendance  and  examination  of  witnesses  before  the 
legislature  and  committees  thereof,"  shall  apply  to  the  commission ;  and  that  the 
sergeant-at-arms  of  either  the  senate  or  the  assembly  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  serve  [any]  and  all  subprenas  and  orders  or  other  process  that  may  be 
issued  by  the  chairman  of  said  commission,  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  said  chair- 
man. 

Sec.  5.  The  members  of  said  commission,  other  than  the  chairman  and  the  mem- 
ber appointed  by  the  governor,  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10.)  per  diem 
and  their  necessary  expenses,  while  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties  as  prescribed  in  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  general  fund,  not  otherwise 
appi'opriated,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

As  provided  in  the  above  act,  the  legislature  of  1905  adopted  Assembly 

Concurrent  Resolution  No.  21,  as  follows : 

Resolved  hy  the  assembly  of  the  State  of  California,  the  senate  concurring,  That  a 
joint  committee  of  the  senate  and  assembly,  consisting  of  four  members,  be  appointed, 
two  by  the  president  of  the  senate  and  two  by  the  speaker  of  the  assembly,  to  examine 
into  and  report  upon  all  matters  connected  with  or  in  any  way  appertaining  to  the 
system  of  revenue  and  taxation  in  this  state ;  and  to  further  report  such  constitu- 
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tional  and  legislative  measures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  the  revision  and 
reform  of  said  system  of  revenue  and  taxation. 

Resolved,  That  said  joint  committee  be  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered 
to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  to  make  a  full  and  complete  investigation  of  the  mat- 
ters and  things  hereinabove  enumerated,  and  to  that  end  to  employ  all  necessary  clerical 
and  expert  assistants,  and  that  said  joint  committee  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  to  take  all  necessary  means  to  procure 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  testimony ;  and  the  members  of  said  joint  com- 
mittee are,  and  each  of  them  is,  hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths ;  and  that  all 
the  provisions  of  article  eight,  of  chapter  two,  title  one,  part  three,  of  the  Political 
Code  of  this  state,  relative  to  the  "attendance  and  examination  of  witnesses  before 
the  legislature  and  committees  thereof,"  shall  apply  to  the  joint  committee  appointed 
under  this  i-esolution,  and  that  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  either  the  senate  or  the 
assembly  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  serve  any  and  all  subpoenas  and  orders 
or  other  process  that  may  be  issued  by  the  chairman  of  said  joint  committee,  when 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  said  chairman. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  event  provision  is  made  by  law  for  the  existence  of  a  com- 
mission for  the  revision  and  reform  of  the  system  of  revenue  and  taxation  in  force 
in  this  state,  of  which  the  aforementioned  committee  is  to  be  a  constituent  part,  then 
and  in  that  event,  the  joint  committee  aforesaid  and  the  members  thereof  are  author- 
ized to  act  as,  and  be  an  integral  part  and  portion  of,  said  commission. 

The  president  of  the  senate  appointed  as  members  of  the  commission 
from  the  senate,  Senators  J.  B.  Curtin  and  M.  L.  Ward,  and  the  speaker 
of  the  assembly  appointed  upon  the  commission  from  the  assembly, 
Assemblymen  H.  S.  G.  McCartney  and  E.  F.  Treadwell,  and  His  Excel- 
lency George  C.  Pardee,  then  governor,  appointed  Professor  Carl  C. 
Plehn,  as  expert  on  taxation  and  public  finance  as  provided  for  in  said 
act. 

Thereafter  the  commission  met  and  organized,  and  early  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1905,  began  its  work  of  gathering  data  with  a  view  of  reporting 
to  the  legislature  such  changes  in  the  laws  of  this  state  relative  to 
revenue  and  taxation  as  the  result  of  its  labors  might  suggest.  In 
August,  1906,  the  commission  published  a  preliminary  report  of  71 
pages,  which  was  submitted  to  the  members  of  the  legislature,  and  which 
served  the  double  purpose  of  announcing  the  plan  of  tax  reform  and 
of  securing  criticism.  In  December,  1906,  the  commission  completed 
its  labors  and  made  its  final  report  to  the  legislature.  This  report  was 
printed  at  the  State  Printing  Office,  and  comprises  296  pages.  The 
commission  was  then  of  a  unit  in  saying  that  the  present  system  of 
taxation  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California, 
does  not  equally  distribute  the  burden  of  taxation  and  that  the  burden 
can  not  equally  be  distributed  by  ad  valorem  taxation,  but  that  burden 
could  be  more  equally  distributed  by  separating  the  revenues  of  the 
state  and  county  so  that  the  state  would  get  its  revenue  from  public 
service  and  other  corporations  and  the  counties  their  revenue  from 
the  remaining  property.  To  that  end  it  proposed  a  constitutional 
amendment  for  the  consideration  of  the  legislature  at  its  session  in 
January,  1907,  and  the  amendment  thus  proposed  was  acted  upon  by 
the  legislature  and  amended  in  some  particulars,  which  did  not  affect 
the  structure  of  the  amendment  as  recommended  by  the  commission,  and 
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the  same  was  submitted  for  consideration  to  the  voters  at  the  session  of 
the  legislature  in  January,  1907.  The  amendment  as  submitted  is  as 
follows : 

The  Amendment  Voted  on  in  1908. 

Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1. — A  resolution  to  propose  to  the  people  of 
the  State  of  California  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia providing  for  the  separation  of  state  and  local  taxation,  providing  for  the 
taxatioti  of  puMic  service  and  other  corporations  for  the  ienefit  of  the  state,  and 
to  that  end  amending  sections  one,  nine,  ten  and  eleven  of  article  thirteen  and 
adding  to  article  thirteen  two  new  sections  to  he  numbered  sections  fourteen  and 
fifteen,  and  repealing  section  ten  of  article  eleven  thereof,  all  relating  to  revenue 
and  taxation. 

[Adopted  March  9,  1907.] 

Whebeas,  It  is  deemed  desirable  to  ultimately  separate  the  sources  of  revenue  for 
state  purposes  from  the  sources  of  revenue  for  county  and  municipal  purposes  ;  now, 
therefore, 

The  legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  at  its  regular  session,  commencing  the 
seventh  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  two  thirds  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses  of  said  legislature  voting  in  favor  thereof,  hereby 
proposes  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  California  the  following  amendment 
to  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California  : 

First.  Sections  one,  nine,  ten  and  eleven  of  article  thirteen  are  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  : 

Section  1.  All  property  in  the  state  except  as  otherwise  in  this  constitution 
provided,  not  exempt  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  taxed  in  propor- 
tion to  its  value,  to  be  ascertained  as  provided  by  law,  or  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  word  "property,"  as  used  in  this  article  and  section,  is  hereby  declared  to  include 
moneys,  credits,  bonds,  stocks,  dues,  franchises,  and  all  other  matters  and  things, 
real,  personal  and  mixed,  capable  of  private  ownership ;  provided,  that  property 
used  for  free  public  libraries  and  free  museums,  growing  crops,  property  used  exclu- 
sively for  public  schools,  and  such  as  may  belong  to  the  United  States,  this  state, 
or  to  any  county  or  municipal  corporation  within  this  state  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation.  The  legislature  may  provide,  except  in  the  case  of  credits  secured  by 
mortgage  or  trust  deed,  for  a  deduction  from  credits  of  debts  due  to  bona  fide  resi- 
dents of  this  state. 

Sec.  9.  A  state  board  of  equalization,  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  con- 
gressional district  in  this  state,  as  the  same  existed  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-nine,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  their  respective  districts,  at 
the  general  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ten,  and  at 
each  gubernatorial  election  thereafter,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  four  years. 
The  controller  of  state  shall  be  ex  ofiicio  a  member  of  the  board.  Said  board  shall 
be  the  successor  of  the  present  state  board  of  equalization  whose  members  shall  con- 
tinue in  ofiice  until  their  successors,  as  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  elected  and 
shall  qualify.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  redistrict  the  state  into  four  dis- 
tricts, as  nearly  equal  in  population  as  practical,  and  to  provide  for  the  election  of 
members  of  said  board  of  equalization.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  assess 
and  levy  the  taxes  provided  for  in  section  fourteen  of  this  article  and  to  perform  such 
other  duties  in  relation  to  taxation  as  this  constitution  or  the  legislature  may  pre- 
scribe. The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  of  the  state  shall  constitute 
boards  of  equalization  for  their  respective  counties,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  equalize 
the  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  in  the  county  for  the  purposes  of  taxation. 
Such  county  boards  of  equalization  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  under  such 
rules  of  notice  as  they  may  prescribe,  to  raise  or  lower  any  assessment  contained  in 
the  assessment  roll  so  as  to  equalize  the  assessment  of  the  property  contained  in 
said  assessment  roll,  and  make  the  assessment  conform  to  the  true  value  in  money 
of  the  property  contained  in  said  roll.  But  no  board  of  equalization  shall  raise  any 
mortgage,  deed  of  trust,  contract  or  other  obligation  by  which  a  debt  is  secured, 
money,  or  solvent  credit,  above  its  face  value. 

Sec.  10.  All  property,  except  as  otherwise  in  this  constitution  provided,  shall  be 
assessed  in  the  county,  city,  city  and  county,  town,  township,  or  district  in  which  it 
is  situated,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  11.  Income  taxes  may  be  assessed  to  and  collected  from  persons,  corpora- 
tions, joint-stock  associations,  or  companies  resident  or  doing  business  in  this  state, 
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except  those  provided  for  in  subdivisions  («),  (b)  and  (c)  of  section  fourteen  of  this 
article,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  in  such  cases  and  amounts,  and  in  such  manner, 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Second.  There  is  hereby  added  to  article  thirteen  two  new  sections  to  be  numbered 
fourteen  and  fifteen  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  14.  Taxes  levied,  assessed  and  collected  as  hereinafter  provided  upon  rail- 
roads, including  street  railways,  whether  operated  in  one  or  more  counties ;  sleeping 
car,  dining  car,  drawing-room  car  and  palace  car  companies,  refrigerator,  oil,  stock, 
fruit,  and  other  car-loaning  and  other  car  companies  operating  upon  railroads  in  this 
state  :  every  company  doing  express  business  on  any  railroad,  steamboat,  vessel  or 
stage  line  in  this  state ;  telegraph  companies,  telephone  companies ;  companies  engaged 
in  the  transmission  or  sale  of  gas  or  electricity ;  insurance  companies,  banks,  banking 
associations,  savings  and  loan  societies,  and  trust  companies ;  and  taxes  upon  all 
franchises  of  every  kind  and  nature,  shall  be  entirely  and  exclusively  for  state  pur- 
poses, and  shall  be  levied,  assessed  and  collected  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
The  word  "companies"  as  used  in  this  section  shall  include  persons,  partnerships, 
joint-stock  associations,  companies,  and  corporations.  All  property,  not  exempt  from 
taxation,  except  those  classes  of  property  enumerated  in  this  section,  shall  be  subject 
to  assessment  and  taxation,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law.  for  county,  city  and 
county,  city,  town,  township,  and  district  purposes ;  provided,  that  until  the  year 
1914  the  state  shall  reimburse  San  Bernardino,  Placer  and  Yuba  counties  for  the  net 
loss  in  county  revenues  occasioned  by  the  withdrawal  of  railroad  property  from 
county  taxation. 

(a)  All  railroad  companies,  including  street  railways,  whether  operated  in  one 
or  more  counties ;  all  sleeping  car,  dining  car,  drawing-room  car,  and  palace  car  com- 
panies, all  refrigerator,  oil.  stock,  fruit  and  other  car-loaning  and  other  car  com- 
panies, operating  upon  the  I'ailroads  of  this  state ;  all  companies  doing  express 
business  on  any  railroad,  steamboat,  vessel  or  stage  line  in  this  state ;  all  telegraph 
and  telephone  companies ;  and  all  companies  engaged  in  the  transmission  or  sale  of 
gas  or  electricity  shall  annually  pay  to  the  state  a  tax  upon  their  franchises,  road- 
ways, roadbeds,  rails,  rolling  stock,  poles,  wires,  pipes,  canals,  conduits,  rights  of 
way,  and  other  proi^erty  used  in  the  operation  of  their  business  in  this  state,  computed 
as  follows  :  Said  tax  shall  be  equal  to  the  percentages  hereinafter  fixed  upon  the  gross 
receipts  from  operation  of  such  companies  and  each  thereof  within  this  state.  When 
such  companies  are  operating  partly  within  and  partly  without  this  state,  the  gross 
receipts  within  this  state  shall  be  deemed  to  be  all  receipts  on  business  beginning  and 
ending  within  this  state,  and  a  proportion,  based  upon  the  proportion  of  the  mileage 
within  this  state  to  the  entire  mileage  over  which  such  business  is  done,  of  receipts 
on  all  business  passing  through,  into,  or  out  of  this  state.  Such  taxes  shall  be  in 
lieu  of  all  other  taxes  and  licenses,  state,  county,  and  municipal,  upon  the  property 
above  enumerated  of  such  companies :  provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed 
to  release  any  such  company  from  the  payment  of  any  amount  agreed  to  be  paid  or 
required  by  law  to  be  paid  for  any  special  privilege  or  franchise  granted  by  the 
municipal  authorities  of  this  state. 

The  percentages  above  mentioned  shall  be  as  follows :  On  all  railroad  companies, 
including  street  railways,  four  per  cent ;  on  all  sleeping  car,  dining  car,  drawing- 
room  car,  palace  car  companies,  refrigerator,  oil,  stock,  fruit  and  other  car-loaning 
and  other  car  companies,  three  per  cent ;  on  all  companies  doing  express  business  on 
any  railroad,  steamboat,  vessel  or  stage  line,  two  per  cent ;  on  all  telegi-aph  and  tele- 
phone companies,  three  and  one  half  per  cent ;  on  all  companies  engaged  in  the  trans- 
mission or  sale  of  gas  or  electricity,  four  per  cent. 

(h)  Every  insurance  company  or  association  doing  business  in  this  state  shall 
annually  pay  to  the  state  a  tax  of  one  and  one  half  per  cent  upon  the  amount  of  the 
gross  premiums  received  upon  its  business  done  in  this  state,  less  return  premiums 
and  reinsurance  in  companies  or  associations  authorized  to  do  business  in  this  state ; 
provided,  that  there  shall  be  deducted  from  said  one  and  one  half  per  cent  upon  the 
gross  premiums  the  amount  of  any  county  and  municipal  taxes  paid  by  such  com- 
panies on  real  estate  owned  by  them  in  this  state.  This  tax  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all 
other  taxes  and  licenses,  state,  county  and  municipal,  upon  the  property  of  such 
companies,  except  county  and  municipal  taxes  on  real  estate ;  provided,  that  when 
by  the  laws  of  any  other  state  or  country,  any  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  licenses,  fees, 
deposits  of  money,  or  of  securities,  or  other  obligations  or  prohibitions,  are  imposed 
on  insurance  companies  of  this  state,  doing  business  in  such  other  state  or  country, 
or  upon  their  agents  therein,  in  excess  of  such  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  licenses,  fees, 
deposits  of  securities,  or  other  obligations  or  prohibitions,  imposed  upon  insurance 
companies  of  such  other  state  or  country,  so  long  as  such  laws  continue  in  force,  the 
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same  obligations  and  prohibitions  of  whatsoever  kind  may  be  imposed  by  the  legis- 
lature upon  insurance  companies  of  such  other  state  or  country  doing  business  in 
this  state. 

(c)  The  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  all  banks,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  or  of  the  Ignited  States,  or  of  any  other  state  and  located  in  this  state,  shall 
be  assessed  and  taxed  to  the  owners  or  holders  thereof  by  the  state  board  of  equaliza- 
tion in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law,  in  the  city  or  town  where  the  bank  is 
located  and  not  elsewhere.  There  shall  be  levied  and  assessed  upon  such  shares  of 
capital  stock  an  annual  tax.  payable  to  the  state,  of  one  per  centum  upon  the  value 
thereof.  The  value  of  each  share  of  stock  in  each  bank,  except  such  as  are  in  liqui- 
dation, shall  be  taken  to  be  the  amount  paid  in  thereon,  together  with  its  pro  rata 
of  the  accumulated  surplus  and  undivided  profits.  The  value  of  each  share  of  stock 
in  each  bank  which  is  in  liquidation  shall  be  taken  to  be  its  pro  rata  of  the  actual 
assets  of  such  bank.  This  tax  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  and  licenses,  state, 
county  and  municipal,  upon  such  shares  of  stock  and  upon  the  property  of  such  banks, 
except  taxes  on  real  estate.  In  determining  the  value  of  the  capital  stock  of  any 
bank  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  value,  as  defined  above,  the  value,  as  assessed 
for  county  taxes,  of  any  real  estate  other  than  mortgage  interests  therein,  owned 
by  such  bank  and  taxed  for  county  purposes.  The  banks  shall  be  liable  to  the  state 
for  this  tax  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  by  them  on  behalf  of  the  stock- 
holders in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  and  they  shall  have  a  lien 
upon  the  shares  of  stock  and  upon  any  dividends  declared  thereon  to  secure  the 
amount  so  paid. 

The  moneyed  capital,  reserve,  surplus,  undivided  profits  and  all  other  property 
belonging  to  unincorporated  banks  or  bankers  of  this  state,  or  held  by  any  bank 
located  in  this  state  which  has  no  shares  of  capital  stock,  or  employed  in  this  state 
by  any  branches,  agencies  or  other  representatives  of  any  banks  doing  business  out- 
side of  the  State  of  California,  shall  be  likewise  assessed  and  taxed  to  such  banks 
or  bankers  by  the  said  board  of  equalization,  in  the  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  and 
taxed  at  the  same  rate  that  is  levied  upon  the  shares  of  stock  of  incorporated  banks, 
as  provided  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  subdivision.  The  value  of  said  property 
shall  be  determined  by  taking  the  entire  property  invested  in  such  business  together 
with  all  the  reserve,  surplus  and  undivided  profits,  including  the  good  will  of  the 
business,  at  their  full  cash  value,  and  deducting  therefrom  the  value  as  assessed  for 
county  taxes  of  any  real  estate  other  than  mortgage  interests  therein,  owned  by  such 
bank  and  taxed  for  county  purposes.  Such  taxes  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes 
and  licenses,  state,  county  and  municipal,  upon  the  property  of  the  banks  and  bankers 
mentioned  in  this  paragraph,  except  taxes  on  real  estate.  It  is  the  intention  of  this 
paragraph  that  all  moneyed  capital  and  property  of  the  banks  and  bankers  mentioned 
in  this  paragraph  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  at  the  same  rate  as  an  incorporated 
bank,  provided  for  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  subdivision.  In  determining  the 
value  of  the  moneyed  capital  and  property  of  the  banks  and  bankers  mentioned  in 
this  subdivision,  the  said  state  board  of  equalization  shall  include  and  assess  to  such 
banks  all  property  and  evei'ything  of  value  owned  or  held  by  them,  which  would  go 
to  make  up  the  value  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  banks  and  bankers,  if  the  same  were 
incorporated  and  had  shares  of  capital  stock. 

The  word  "banks"  as  used  in  this  subdivision  shall  include  banking  associations, 
savings  and  loan  societies  and  trust  companies. 

(d)  Every  corporation  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  excepting  the 
corporations  mentioned  in  the  preceding  subdivisions  of  this  section,  and  excepting  all 
educational,  religious  and  charitable  corporations  and  all  corporations  which  are  not 
organized  for  pecuniary  profit,  shall  pay  an  annual  tax  to  the  state  upon-its  franchise 
to  be  a  corporation,  and  every  corporation  incorporated  elsewhere  and  doing  business 
in  this  state,  other  than  the  corporations  mentioned  in  the  preceding  subdivisions  of 
this  section,  shall  pay  an  annual  tax  to  the  state  upon  its  right  to  do  business  in  this 
state,  as  follows :  when  the  authorized  capital  stock  of  the  coiTporation  does  not 
exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  the  tax  shall  be  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  ;  when 
the  authorized  capital  stock  exceeds  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  but  does  not 
exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  the  tax  shall  be  fifteen  dollars  ($15.00)  ; 
when  the  authorized  capital  stock  exceeds  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  but  does 
not  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  the  tax  shall  be  twenty  dollars  ($20.00)  ; 
when  the  authorized  capital  stock  exceeds  fifty  thousand  dollars  (.$50,000)  but  does 
not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  the  tax  shall  be  twenty-five 
dollars  ($25.00)  ;  when  the  authorized  capital  stock  exceeds  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($100,000)  but  does  not  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($250,000)  the  tax  shall  be  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  ;  when  the  authorized  capital  stock 
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exceeds  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000)  but  does  not  exceed  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000)  the  tax  shall  be  seventy-five  dollars  ($75.00)  ; 
when  the  authorized  capital  stock  exceeds  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000) 
but  does  not  exceed  two  million  dollars  ($2,000,000)  the  tax  shall  be  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00)  :  when  the  authorized  capital  stock  exceeds  two  million  dollars 
($2,000,000)  but  does  not  exceed  five  million  dollars  ($5,000,000)  the  tax  shall  be 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  ;  when  the  authorized  capital  stock  exceeds  five  million 
dollars  ($5,000,000)  the  tax  shall  be  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00). 

(e)  All  franchises  other  than  those  expressly  provided  for  in  this  section,  shall  be 
assessed  by  the  state  board  of  equalization  at  their  actual  value,  and  shall  be  taxed 
at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum  thereon  each  year,  and  the  taxes  collected  thereon  shall 
be  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of  the  state. 

(/)  All  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  bo  self-executins,  but  the  legislature 
may  pass  all  laws  necessary  to  carry  this  section  into  effect.  The  taxes  herein  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  levied  and  assessed  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  of  each  year  after 
the  adoption  of  this  amendment  and  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the  first  Monday 
in  June  thereafter.  The  gross  earnings  and  gross  premiums  herein  mentioned  shall 
be  computed  for  the  year  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  prior  to  the  lev.y 
6f  such  taxes  and  the  value  of  any  property  mentioned  herein  shall  be  fixed  as  of  the 
date  of  said  levy.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  any  tax  levied  or  assessed 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  section  and  all  laws  in  relation  to  such  taxes  in  force  at 
the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  section  shall  remain  in  force  until  changed  by  the 
legislature. 

Sec.  15.  No  suit,  action,  or  proceeding  shall  ever  be  maintained  in  any  court 
against  this  state,  or  against  any  officer  thereof,  to  have  any  tax,  levied  under  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  declared  invalid  or  to  prevent  or  enjoin  the  collection  thereof 
until  such  tax  has  been  actually  paid ;  but  after  such  payment,  action  may  be  main- 
tained to  recover  any  tax  illegally  collected  in  such  manner  and  within  such  time  as 
may  now  or  hereafter  be  provided  by  law. 

Third.     Section  ten  of  article  eleven  of  said  constitution  is  hereby  repealed. 

Upon  this  amendment  there  were  cast  202,081  votes,  of  which  87,977 
were  in  favor  of  the  adoption  and  114,104  against  it.  Although  the 
subject  is  an  intricate  one  and  one  which  the  ordinary  voter  does  not 
readily  understand,  yet  the  defects  in  the  present  existing  system  were 
so  apparent  and  injustice  so  often  done  to  the  taxpayer  that  there  has 
been  a  general  demand  for  the  revision  of  the  revenue  laws  of  this  state. 
This  amendment  occupied  the  public  attention  to  a  considerable  extent 
shortly  prior  to  the  election  in  November,  1908,  and  three  defects  were 
pointed  out  and  were  the  controlling  factors  in  the  defeat  of  the  amend- 
ment.   Those  defects  w^ere: 

First — Under  the  amendment,  if  the  revenues  of  the  state  to  be 
derived  from  the  operation  of  the  new  system  were  insuificient,  there 
would  be  no  way  of  meeting  the  deficit  without  again  amending  the 
constitution,  and  therefore  the  amendment  was  deemed  too  inflexible. 

Second — Its  provisions  were  held  not  to  be  clear  as  to  whether  or  not 
public  service  corporations  were  exempt  from  paying  their  share  of 
past  bonded  indebtedness,  and  as  many  counties  in  the  state  had  incuiTcd 
a  bonded  indebtedness  and  did  so  upon  the  faith  that  all  the  property 
then  in  the  counties  and  cities,  respectively,  would  be  subject  to  taxation 
for  its  fair  share  of  that  indebtedness,  to  relieve  those  public  service 
corporations  of  that  indebtedness  would,  it  was  thought,  shift  too  great 
a  burden  upon  the  remaining  property. 

Third — That  if  a  deficiency  ad  valorem  tax  should  ever  be  necessary 
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the  corporations  taxed  for  state  purposes  would  not  be  required  to  pay 
any  portion  of  this  deficiency  but  it  would  fall  on  the  remaining  prop- 
erty taxed  for  county  purposes  and  this  was  deemed  unfair  and  regarded 
as  an  objection  to  the  amendment. 

Fourth — That  no  provision  was  made  in  that  amendment  for  chang- 
ing an}'^  of  the  rates  should  it  be  found  that  the  rates  were  inadequate  or 
in  any  manner  unfair,  and  for  that  reason  the  amendment  was  too 
inflexible. 

Other  minor  defects  were  suggested,  but  they  were  not  of  controlling 
importance  and  the  commission  believed  they  had  but  little  influence 
in  molding  public  sentiment  as  to  the  merits  or  demerits  of  this  amend- 
ment and  were  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  matter  should  be 
again  submitted  to  the  legislature,  and  therefore  proposed  another 
amendment  which  obviated  all  the  objections  that  were  raised  to  the 
former  amendment.  This  amendment  was  very  carefully  considered 
hy  the  legislature  and  was  adopted  and  is  known  as  Senate  Constitu- 
tional Amendment  No.  1,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Amendment  to  be  Voted  on  in  November,  1910. 

Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  JS^o.  l.^A  resolution  to  propose  to  the  people  of 
the  State  of  California  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California 
providing  for  the  separation  of  state  and  local  taxation,  providing  for  the  taxation 
of  puhJic  service  and  other  corporations  for  the  benefit  of  the  state,  and  to  that 
end  adding  to  article  thirteen  a  new  section  to  he  numbered  section  fourteen^ 
amending  section  ten  of  article  thirteen,  and  repealing  section  ten  of  article  eleven 
thereof,  all  relating  to  revenue  and  taxation. 

[Adopted  March  19,  1909.] 

Whereas,  It  is  deemed  desirable  to  separate  the  sources  of  revenue  for  state  pur- 
poses from  the  sources  of  revenue  for  county  and  municipal  purposes ;  now,  therefore, 

The  legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  at  its  regular  session,  commencing  on  the 
fourth  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  two  thirds  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses  of  said  legislature  voting  in  favor  thereof,  hereby 
proposes  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  California  the  following  amendment 
to  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California  : 

First.  There  is  hereby  added  to  article  thirteen  a  new  section  to  be  numbered 
fourteen  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  14.  Taxes  levied,  assessed  and  collected  as  hereinafter  provided  upon  rail- 
roads, including  street  railways,  whether  operated  in  one  or  more  counties ;  sleeping 
car,  dining  car,  drawing-room  car  and  palace  car  companies,  refrigerator,  oil,  stock, 
fruit,  and  other  car  loaning  and  other  car  companies  operating  upon  railroads  in  this 
state ;  companies  doing  express  business  on  any  railroad,  steamboat,  vessel  or  stage 
line  in  this  state  ;  telegraph  companies ;  telephone  companies  ;  companies  engaged  in 
the  transmission  or  sale  of  gas  or  electricity  ;  insurance  companies  ;  banks,  banking 
associations,  savings  and  loan  societies,  and  trust  companies ;  and  taxes  upon  all 
franchises  of  every  kind  and  nature,  shall  be  entirely  and  exclusively  for  state  pur- 
poses, and  shall  be  levied,  assessed  and  collected  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
The  word  "companies"  as  used  in  this  section  shall  include  persons,  partnerships, 
joint-stock  associations,  companies,  and  corporations. 

(a)  All  railroad  companies,  including  street  railways,  whether  operated  in  one  or 
more  counties  ;  all  sleeping  car,  dining  car,  drawing-room  car,  and  palace  car  com- 
panies, all  refrigerator,  oil,  stock,  fruit,  and  other  car-loaning  and  other  car  com- 
panies, operating  upon  the  railroads  in  this  state ;  all  companies  doing  express  busi- 
ness on  any  railroad,  steamboat,  vessel  or  stage  line  in  this  state  ;  ajl  telegraph  and 
telephone  companies ;  and  all  companies  engaged  in  the  transmission  or  sale  of  gas  or 
electricity  shall  annually  pay   to  the  state  a  tax  upon  their  franchises,  roadways, 
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roadbeds,  rails,  rolling  stock,  poles,  wires,  pipes,  canals,  conduits,  rights  of  way,  and 
other  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  used  exclusively  in  the  operation  of  their  busi- 
ness in  this  state,  computed  as  follows  :  Said  tax  shall  be  equal  to  the  percentages 
hereinafter  fixed  upon  the  gross  receipts  from  operation  of  such  companies  and  each 
thereof  within  this  state.  When  such  companies  are  operating  partly  within  and 
partly  without  this  state,  the  gross  receipts  within  this  state  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
all  receipts  on  business  beginning  and  ending  within  this  state,  and  a  proportion,  based 
upon  the  proportion  of  the  mileage  within  this  state  to  the  entire  mileage  over  which 
such  business  is  done,  of  receipts  on  all  business  passing  through,  into,  or  out  of  this 
state. 

The  percentages  above  mentioned  shall  be  as  follows :  On  all  railroad  companies, 
including  street  railways,  four  per  cent ;  on  all  sleeping  car,  dining  car,  drawing- 
room  car.  palace  car  companies,  refrigerator,  oil.  stock,  fruit  and  other  car-loaning 
and  other  car  companies,  three  per  cent ;  on  all  companies  doing  express  business  on 
any  railroad,  steamboat,  vessel  or  stage  line,  two  per  cent :  on  all  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone companies,  three  and  one  half  per  cent ;  on  all  companies  engaged  in  the  trans- 
mission or  sale  of  gas  or  electricity,  four  per  cent.  Such  taxes  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all 
other  taxes  and  licenses,  state,  county  and  municipal,  upon  the  property  above 
enumerated  of  such  companies  except  as  otherwise  in  this  section  provided  ;  provided, 
that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  release  any  such  company  from  the  payment 
of  any  amount  agreed  to  be  paid  or  required  by  law  to  be  paid  for  any  special  privilege 
or  franchise  granted  by  any  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  this  state. 

(ft)  Every  insurance  company  or  association  doing  business  in  this  state  shall 
annually  pay  to  the  state  a  tax  of  one  and  one  half  per  cent  upon  the  amount  of  the 
gross  premiums  received  upon  its  business  done  in  this  state,  less  return  premiums 
and  reinsurance  in  companies  or  associations  authorized  to  do  business  in  this  state ; 
provided,  that  there  shall  be  deducted  from  said  one  and  one  half  per  cent  upon  the 
gross  premiums  the  amount  of  any  county  and  municipal  taxes  paid  by  such  com- 
panies on  real  estate  owned  by  them  in  this  state.  This  tax  shall  he  in  lieu  of  all 
other  taxes  and  licenses,  state,  county  and  municipal,  upon  the  property  of  such  com- 
panies, except  county  and  municipal  taxes  on  real  estate,  and  except  as  otherwise  in 
this  section  provided  ;  provided,  that  when  by  the  laws  of  any  other  state  or  country, 
any  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  licenses,  fees,  deposits  of  money,  or  of  securities,  or  other 
obligations  or  prohibitions,  are  imposed  on  insurance  companies  of  this  state,  doing 
business  in  such  other  state  or  country,  or  upon  their  agents  therein,  in  excess  of  such 
taxes,  fines,  penalties,  licenses,  fees,  deposits  of  money,  or  of  securities,  or  other 
obligations  or  prohibitions,  imposed  upon  insurance  companies  of  such  other  state  or 
country,  so  long  as  such  laws  continue  in  force,  the  same  obligations  and  prohibitions 
of  whatsoever  kind  may  be  imposed  by  the  legislature  upon  insurance  companies  of 
such  other  state  or  country  doing  business  in  this  state. 

(c)  The  shares  of  capital  stock  of  all  banks,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  other  state  and  located  in  this  state,  shall 
be  assessed  and  taxed  to  the  owners  or  holders  thereof  by  the  state  board  of  equaliza- 
tion in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law.  in  the  city  or  town  where  the  bank  is 
located  and  not  elsewhere.  There  shall  be  levied  and  assessed  upon  such  shares  of 
capital  stock  an  annual  tax,  payable  to  the  state,  of  six  tenths  of  one  per  centum 
upon  the  value  thereof.  The  value  of  each  share  of  stock  in  each  bauk,  except  such 
as  are  in  liquidation,  shall  be' taken  to  be  the  amount  paid  in  thereon,  together  with 
its  pro  rata  of  the  accumulated  surplus  and  undivided  profits.  The  value  of  each 
share  of  stock  in  each  bank  which  is  in  liquidation  shall  be  taken  to  be  its  pro  rata 
of  the  actual  assets  of  such  bank.  This  tax  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  and 
licenses,  state,  county  and  municipal,  upon  such  shares  of  stock  and  upon  the  prop- 
erty of  such  banks,  except  county  and  municipal  taxes  on  real  estate  and  except  as 
otherwise  in  this  section  provided.  In  determining  the  value  of  the  capital  stock  of 
any  bank  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  value,  ns  defined  above,  the  value,  as 
assessed  for  county  taxes,  of  any  real  estate  other  than  mortgage  interests  therein, 
owned  by  such  bank  and  taxed  for  county  purposes.  The  banks  shall  be  liable  to 
the  state  for  this  tax  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  by  them  on  behalf  of 
the  stockholders  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  prescribed  by  law.  and  they  shall 
have  a  lien  upon  the  shares  of  stock  and  upon  any  dividends  declared  thereon  to 
secure  the  amount  so  paid. 

The  moneyed  capital,  reserve,  surplus,  undivided  profits  and  all  other  property 
belonging  to  unincorporated  banks  or  bankers  of  this  state,  or  held  by  any  bank 
located  in  this  state  which  has  no  shares  of  capital  stock,  or  employed  in  this  state 
by  any  branches,  agencies,  or  other  representatives  of  any  banks  doing  business  outside 
of  the   State  of  California,  shall  be  likewise  assessed  and   taxed  to  such  banks  or 
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bankers  by  the  said  board  of  equalization,  in  the  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  and 
taxed  at  the  same  rate  that  is  levied  upon  the  shares  of  capital  stock  of  incorporated 
banks,  as  provided  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  subdivision.  The  value  of  said 
property  shall  be  determined  by  taking  the  entire  property  invested  in  such  business 
together  with  all  the  reserve,  surplus,  and  undivided  profits,  at  their  full  cash  value, 
and  deducting  therefrom  the  value  as  assessed  for  county  taxes  of  any  real  estate 
other  than  mortgage  interests  therein,  owned  by  such  bank  and  taxed  for  county 
purposes.  Such  taxes  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  and  licenses,  state,  county 
and  municipal,  upon  the  property  of  the  banks  and  bankers  mentioned  in  this  para- 
graph, except  county  and  municipal  taxes  on  real  estate  and  except  as  otherwise  in 
this  section  provided.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  paragraph  that  all  moneyed  capital 
and  property  of  the  banks  and  bankers  mentioned  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  assessed 
and  taxed  at  the  same  rate  as  an  incorporated  bank,  provided  for  in  the  first  para- 
graph of  this  subdivision.  In  determining  the  value  of  the  moneyed  capital  and 
property  of  the  hanks  and  bankers  mentioned  in  this  subdivision,  the  said  state  board 
of  equalization  shall  include  and  assess  to  such  banks  all  property  and  everything  of 
value  owned  or  held  by  them,  which  go  to  make  up  the  value  of  the  capital  stock  of 
such  banks  and  bankers,  if  the  same  were  incorporated  and  had  shares  of  capital 
stock. 

The  word  "banks"  as  used  in  this  subdivision  shall  include  banking  associations, 
savings  and  loan  societies  and  trust  companies,  but  shall  not  include  building  and 
loan  associations. 

(d)  All  franchises,  other  than  those  expressly  provided  for  in  this  section,  shall 
be  assessed  at  their  actual  cash  value,  in  the  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  and  shall 
be  taxed  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum  each  year,  and  the  taxes  collected  thereon  shall 
be  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of  the  state. 

(e)  Out  of  the  revenues  from  the  taxes  provided  for  in  this  section,  together  with 
all  other  state  revenues,  there  shall  be  first  set  apart  the  moneys  to  be  applied  by  the 
state  to  the  support  of  the  public  school  system  and  the  state  university.  In  the 
event  that  the  above  named  revenues  are  at  any  time  deemed  insufficient  to  meet  the 
annual  expenditures  of  the  state  including  the  above  named  expenditures  for  educa- 
tional purposes,  there  may  be  levied,  in  the  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  a  tax,  for 
state  purposes,  on  all  the  property  in  the  state  including  the  classes  of  property 
enumerated  in  this  section,  sufficient  to  meet  the  deficiency.  All  property  enumerated 
in  subdivisions  a,  b,  and  d  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  taxation,  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law,  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  bonded  indebtedness  created 
and  outstanding  by  any  city,  city  and  county,  county,  town,  township  or  district, 
before  the  adoption  of  this  section,  the  taxes  so  paid  for  principal  and  interest  on 
such  bonded  indebtedness  shall  be  deducted  from  the  total  amount  paid  in  taxes  for 
state  purposes. 

(/)  All  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  self-executing,  and  the  legislature 
shall  pass  all  laws  necessary  to  carry  this  section  into  effect,  and  shall  provide  for  a 
valuation  and  assessment  of  the  property  enumerated  in  this  section,  and  shall  pre- 
scribe the  duties  of  the  state  board  of  equalization  and  any  other  officers  in  con- 
nection with  the  administration  thereof.  The  rates  of  taxation  fixed  in  this  section 
shall  remain  in  force  until  changed  by  the  legislature,  three  fourths  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses  voting  in  favor  thereof.  The  taxes  herein  pro- 
vided for  shall  become  a  lien  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  of  each  year  after  the 
adoption  of  this  section  and  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the  first  Monday  in 
July  thereafter.  The  gross  receipts  and  gross  premiums  herein  mentioned  shall  be 
computed  for  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  prior  to  the  levy  of  such  taxes  and  the 
value  of  any  property  mentioned  herein  shall  be  fixed  as  of  the  first  Monday  in  March. 
Nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  any  tax  levied  or  assessed  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  this  section  and  all  laws  in  relation  to  such  taxes  in  force  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  section  shall  remain  in  force  until  changed  by  the  legislature.  Until 
the  year  1918  the  state  shall  reimburse  San  Bernardino  and  Placer  counties  for  the 
net  loss  in  county  revenue  occasioned  by  the  withdrawal  of  railroad  property  from 
county  taxation.  The  legislature  shall  provide  for  reimbursement  from  the  general 
funds  of  any  county  to  districts  therein  where  loss  is  occasioned  in  such  districts  by 
the  withdrawal  from  local  taxation  of  property  taxed  for  state  purposes  only. 

iff)  No  injunction  shall  ever  issue  in  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding  in  any  court 
against  this  state  or  against  any  officer  thereof  to  prevent  or  enjoin  the  collection  of 
any  tax  levied  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  until  such  tax  has  been  actually 
paid  ;  but  after  such  payment  action  may  be  maintained  to  recover  any  tax  illegally 
collected  in  such  manner,  and  at  such  time  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  provided 
by  law. 
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Second.  Section  ten  of  article  thirteen  of  said  constitution  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

Section  10.  All  property,  except  as  otherwise  in  this  constitution  provided,  shall  be 
assessed  in  the  county,  city,  city  and  county,  town  or  township,  or  district  in  which  it 
is  situated,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Third.     Section  ten  of  article  eleven  of  said  constitution  is  hereby  repealed. 

The  reorganization  of  the  commission. 

The  governor  of  this  state,  who  is  chairman  of  the  commission,  believed 
it  advisable  that,  as  the  main  work  of  the  commission  had  been  com- 
pleted, and  as  it  was  onlj^  necessary  to  show  the  effect  of  the  proposed 
amendment  in  its  operation,  the  commission  should  be  reduced  in 
number,  and  therefore  recommended  that  the  act  creating  the  commis- 
sion be  amended  by  providing  for  the  appointment  of  only  one  com- 
missioner. The  legislature,  therefore,  amended  that  act  by  an  act 
approved  March  25,  1909,  as  follows  : 

An  act  to  proi-ide  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  carry  out  the  work  men- 
tioned and  provided  for  in  an  act  entitled  ''An  act  authorizing  the  governor  to 
appoint  an  expert  in  taxation  and  public  finance,  to  sit  as  a  member  of  a  com- 
mission to  he  composed  of  himself  and  a  general  committee  of  the  senate  and 
assembly  of  the  thirty-sixth  session  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  of 
which  commission  the  governor  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  and  chairman,  to 
investigate  the  system  of  revenue  and  taxation  in  force  in  this  state  and  to  recom- 
mend a  plan  for  the  revision  and  reform  thereof ;  to  provide  for  the  creation  of 
said  commission  and  to  define  its  powers  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor," 
approved  March  20,  1905,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

[Approved  March  25,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and  assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  governor  of  this  state  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
appoint  one  person  versed  in  matters  relating  to  taxation,  and  a  secretary,  who  shall 
be  an  expert  on  the  science  of  finance  and  taxation,  to  carry  on  the  work  provided 
for  in  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  California  entitled  "An  act  authorizing 
the  governor  to  appoint  an  expert  in  taxation  and  public  finance,  to  sit  as  a  member 
of  a  commission  to  be  composed  of  himself  and  a  general  committee  of  the  senate  and 
assembly  of  the  thirty-sixth  session  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  of 
which  commission  the  governor  shall  be  ex  ofiicio  a  member  and  chairman,  to  investi- 
gate the  system  of  revenue  and  taxation  in  force  in  this  state,  and  to  recommend  a 
plan  for  the  revision  and  reform  thereof ;  to  provide  for  the  creation  of  said  com- 
mission and  to  define  its  powers  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor,"  approved 
March  20,  1905,  and  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  carry  on  the  work  mentioned  in 
this  section  and  shall  constitute  said  commission  and  the  governor  shall  be  ex  oflScio 
chairman  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  work  mentioned  and  provided  for  in  this 
act ;  said  money  shall  be  expended  and  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  members  of  said  commission  while  engaged  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties,  and  for  the  salary  of  the  expert  herein  mentioned,  and  for  all  necessary 
clerical,  printing  and  other  expenses  connected  with  the  work  of  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  The  claims  for  each  shall  be  audited  and  approved  by  the 
board  of  examiners,  in  the  manner  provided  bj'  law.  and  when  so  approved,  the  state 
controller  is  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  therefor,  and  the  treasurer  is  directed 
to  pay  the  same. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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In  pursuance  of  the  above  act  the  governor  on  June  8,  1910,  appointed 
Senator  J.  B.  Curtin,  commissioner,  and,  subsequently,  appointed 
Professor  Carl  C.  Plehn,  secretary,  to  carry  out  the  work  provided  for 
in  the  last  mentioned  act  of  the  legislature. 

The  commission  thereupon  set  to  w^ork  and  has  carried  on  the  work 
ever  since  in  the  compilation  of  the  data  to  illustrate  how,  if  the  amend- 
ment had  been  in  force  during  the  year  1909,  it  would  have  atfected  the 
revenue  of  each  county  in  this  state,  and  to  ascertain  whether  the  state 
would  obtain  revenue  sufficient  for  its  maintenance  if  the  amendment 
iad  been  in  force  during  the  year  1909.

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SECTION  I. 

ANALYSIS  or  THE  PROVISIONS  Or  THE  AMENDMENT. 

As  the  preamble  states,  the  amendment  opens  the  way  for  a  separation 
of  state  from  local  taxation.  To  this  end  it  adds  a  new  section  to  article 
XIII  of  the  constitution,  which  article  is  the  one  dealing  with  revenue 
and  taxation.  It  leaves  the  old  sections  unchanged,  except  in  so  far  as 
they  are  modified  by  the  provisions  of  the  new  section.  Section  10  of 
article  XI,  a  section  in  the  article  relating  to  counties,  cities  and  towns, 
is  repealed  because  it  prohibits  separation. 

The  amendment  provides  that  certain  taxes  on  the  property  of  certain 
classes  of  companies,  as  named  and  described  below,  shall  be  exclusively 
for  state  purposes.  It  leaves  the  old  system  of  ad  valorem  taxation  on 
property  in  general,  other  than  that  of  the  classes  named,  for  the  use  of 
the  counties,  cities,  school  and  other  districts.  The  term  "companies" 
is  defined  to  include  persons,  partnerships,  joint-stock  associations, 
companies  and  corporations. 

The  taxes  reserved  for  the  state  are : 

(1)  On  the  operative  property  of  railroad  companies,  including  street 
railways,  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  of  their  gross  receipts  annually. 

(2)  On  the  property  of  sleeping  car,  refrigerator  car,  and  all  other 
car  companies,  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  of  their  gross  profits 
annually. 

(3)  On  the  property  of  express  companies  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent 
of  their  gross  receipts  annuallj^ 

(4)  On  the  property  of  telegraph  and  telephone  companies  at  the 
rate  of  three  and  one  half  per  cent  of  their  gross  receipts  annually. 

(5)  On  the  operative  propertj^  of  all  light,  heat  and  power  companies 
at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  of  their  gross  receipts  annually. 

All  the  non-operative  property  of  the  above  corporations  is  left  sub- 
ject to  local  taxation. 

Street  car  companies  must  pay,  as  now,  the  two  per  cent  of  their  gross 
receipts  to  the  cities  under  the  Broughton  act  for  the  enjoyment  of 
their  franchises  in  the  public  streets,  and  this  is  in  addition  to  the  four 
per  cent  paid  to  the  state. 

(6)  Insurance  companies  are  to  pay  one  and  one  half  per  cent  of 
their  gross  premiums.  The  real  estate  of  insurance  companies  is  to  be 
taxed  locally  as  now. 

(7)  Banks  are  to  pay  six  tenths  of  one  per  cent  on  their  capital  stock, 
surplus  and  undivided  profits,  but  there  is  to  be  deducted  from  the 
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capital  stock  the  assessed  value  of  their  real  estate,  which  will  be  taxed 
locally  as  now. 

(8)  All  franchises  other  than  those  included  in  the  property  taxed 
as  above  are  to  be  valued  and  taxed  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent  ad 
valorem. 

The  rates  of  taxation  set  down  in  the  amendment  can  be  changed  only 
by  a  three  fourths  vote  of  the  legislature. 

The  gross  receipts  upon  which  the  taxes  are  to  be  computed  are 
defined  in  accordance  with  the  law  that  has  been  in  force  in  Minnesota 
for  over  half  a  century  and  which  is  supported  by  numerous  decisions 
of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  state  courts. 

The  state  board  of  equalization  is  made  the  board  of  assessment  for 
banks.  But  it  is  left  to  the  legislature  to  determine  who  shall  administer 
the  other  taxes. 

The  amendment  makes  it  obligatory  on  the  legislature  to  continue  the 
present  contributions  from  the  state  funds  for  the  common  schools  and 
other  educational  purposes.  It  provides  that  the  property  of  the  classes 
mentioned  shall  be  subject  as  heretofore  to  taxation  to  meet  the  interest 
and  principal  of  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  cities,  counties, 
school  districts,  etc.,  where  such  property  is  located. 

It  provides  further  that  in  case  the  state  revenues  from  the  taxes 
named  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  state's  needs  there  may  be  a  state 
ad  valorem  tax  on  all  property  including  property  of  the  classes  named. 

To  tide  over  the  period  of  change  and  readjustment,  two  counties,  San 
Bernardino  and  Placer,  are,  until  the  year  1918,  to  be  reimbursed  by  the 
state  for  what  they  lose  in  railroad  taxes,  and  any  districts  which  may 
suffer  by  the  sudden  change  are  to  be  aided  from  the  county  general 
funds. 

The  legislature  is  required  to  pass  the  laws  necessary  to  carry  the 
new  system  into  effect. 

In  explanation  of  the  above  rates  it  may  be  stated  that  they  are  fixed 
on  the  theory  that  these  proportions  of  the  gross  receipts  will  in  each 
case  equal  the  average  burden  of  taxation  on  other  classes  of  property. 
The  method  of  arriving  at  the  different  rates  is  explained  in  detail  in 
the  1906  report  of  this  commission. 
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SECTION  II. 

THE  fINDINGS. 

The  method  of  collecting  the  data. 

Beginning  in  June,  1909,  the  commission  entered  into  correspondence 
with  every  one  of  the  assessors  in  the  state  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
from  the  assessment  rolls  the  data  necessary  for  determining  how  the 
new  ^lan  of  taxation  would  work.  Owing,  however,  to  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  assessors  did  not  have  a  comprehensive  understanding  of 
what  the  new  plan  involved  and  owing  further  to  the  fact  that  on  the 
rolls  of  none  of  the  counties  are  the  segregations  made  as  contemplated 
in  the  amendment,  it  was  found  impractical  to  secure  the  necessary 
information  by  correspondence.  It,  therefore,  became  necessary  to  send 
an  agent  into  the  field  to  visit  the  county  seats  and  secure  the  needed 
data.  The  agent  went  through  the  indexes  to  the  assessment  rolls  and 
took  off  the  name  of  every  corporation  of  the  classes  affected  by  the 
amendment.  He  then  took  from  the  assessment  rolls  the  valuations 
assessed  against  each  company  and  all  the  taxes  paid  thereon.  This 
affords  the  basis  for  the  computation  of  the  effect  of  the  amendment 
on  each  county.  In  a  few  counties  not  visited  by  the  agent  the  data 
was  furnished  by  the  assessor  and  in  every  case  certified  to  by  him  as 
correct  and  complete. 

The  commission  then  wrote  to  each  of  the  corporations  of  the  classes 
affected  whose  names  had  been  found  on  the  assessment  rolls,  and 
obtained  from  them  a  statement  of  their  gross  receipts  for  the  year  1909. 
The  gross  receipts  of  the  railroads  assessed  by  the  state  board  of  equali- 
zation were  obtained  from  the  sworn  reports  on  file  with  that  board  and 
of  the  accuracy  of  which  that  board  had  satisfied  itself.  In  other  eases 
they  were  obtained  over  the  signature  of  the  responsible  officers  of  the 
companies  and  verified  in  many  cases  by  reference  to  the  printed  reports 
to  stockholders,  etc.,  by  reference  to  the  reports  to  the  interstate  com- 
merce commission,  to  the  bank  commissioner,  to  the  insurance  commis- 
sioner, by  the  returns  of  the  United  States  census  and  by  every  other 
source  of  information  to  which  the  commission  had  access.  The  com- 
mission is  satisfied  that  the  returns  are  correct  and  that  the  computations 
based  thereon  are  reliable.  In  some  few  cases  companies  were  inclined 
to  be  recalcitrant  and  to  refuse  the  information,  but  a  sharp  letter 
citing  the  plenary  powers  with  which  the  commission  is  vested  invari- 
ably brought  forth  the  information  required. 

To  give  some  idea  of  the  immense  amount  of  work  involved  it  may 
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be  stated  that  the  data  taken  from  the  assessment  rolls  covers  some  five 
hundred  sheets  14  by  17  inches,  with  thousands  of  entries,  and  that  over 
three  thousand  letters  were  written  to  the  different  companies,  etc.,  for 
information.  It  may  be  added  that  this  is  the  third  time  this  herculean 
task  has  been  undertaken  by  the  commission. 

The  effect  on  each  of  the  counties ;  how  computed. 

If  complete  separation  of  state  from  local  taxation  is  attained  under 
the  amendment  there  will  be  no  state  tax  on  property  subject  to  local 
taxation.  This  is  the  gross  gain  to  the  counties  or  rather  to  the  tax- 
payers therein.  But  as  the  property  of  the  companies  that  are  to  be 
taxed  for  state  purposes  is  withdrawn  from  local  taxation  the  remaining 
property  will  have  to  make  good  the  amount  of  taxes  formerly  paid 
thereon  in  order  to  raise  the  same  amount  of  money  for  local  purposes. 
The  difference  between  these  two  is  the  net  gain,  or  loss,  to  the  county. 
To  make  this  clear  the  following  example  is  cited.  In  Alameda  county 
the  companies  pay  to  the  county,  school  districts  and  so  on,  $151,154.81. 
Deducting  that  from  the  $704,858.34  which  property  owners  other  than 
those  of  the  companies  named  in  the  amendment  pay  in  state  taxes,  and 
which  they  would  save  under  the  amendment,  leaves  $553,703.53  net  gain. 
In  other  words  that  county  can  raise  the  same  amount  of  money  for  all 
local  purposes  with  an  average  tax  rate  28.6  cents  less  than  was  imposed 
in  1909. 

The  three  following  tables  show  the  computations  for  1905,  1908  and 
1909.  In  1908  the  attempt  was  made  to  collect  the  data  for  the  year 
in  which  the  amendment  was  to  be  voted  on.  But  the  assessment  is  not 
completed  until  after  the  first  of  September  and  the  time  between  that 
date  and  the  election  in  November  was  extremely  short  for  the  large 
amount  of  work  involved.  In  fact,  the  tabulation  was  not  printed  until 
within  a  very  short  time  before  the  election.  Too  short,  in  fact,  to  have 
it  properly  placed  before  the  voters.  This  undoubtedly  contributed  to 
the  defeat  of  the  amendment  in  that  year,  as  many  voted  "  no "  simply 
for  lack  of  information.  This  also  explains  why  in  three  counties  the 
information  was  incomplete  for  that  year.

The  effect  on  cities. 

In  1908  we  undertook  to  ascertain  in  detail  the  effect  of  the  amend- 
ment on  cities,  within  the  counties.  This  was  unnecessary  in  1909  as 
the  new  amendment  provides  that  the  counties  shall  provide  out  of 
their  general  funds  for  any  special  losses  incurred  by  districts  within 
their  boundaries.  It  should  be  pointed  out  in  this  connection  that  part 
of  the  $1,000,000  gain  made  by  the  county  of  Los  Angeles  will,  under 
this  provision,  go  to  equalize  the  burden  between  cities  in  that  county. 
In  the  end  the  net  gain  in  that  county  will  be  about  the  same  as  in  San 
Francisco,  which  is  a  city  and  county  in  one. 

On  the  sufficiency  of  the  state  revenues  under  the  amendment. 

The  State  of  California  derives  revenue  from  many  sources.  The 
most  important  are:  (1)  The  general  property  tax;  (2)  the  poll  tax; 
(3)  the  inheritance  tax;  (4)  the  fees  of  the  secretary  of  state;  (5)  the 
corporation  license  tax;  (6)  the  insurance  commissioner's  fees  and 
taxes;  (7)  the  income  from  state  property,  interest  on  investments,  and 
the  earnings  of  state  institutions.  The  only  one  of  these  that  is  affected 
by  the  amendment  is  the  first,  namely,  the  income  afforded  by  the 
general  property  tax.  The  purpose  of  the  amendment  is  to  abolish  the 
state  tax  on  property  in  general  and  to  supply  the  state's  need  from 
other  sources,  namely,  the  gross  earnings  taxes  on  public  service  cor- 
porations and  on  insurance  companies  and  the  percentage  tax  on  the 
stock  of  banks.  The  question,  therefore,  arises  as  to  whether  the  new 
sources  proposed  will  be  adequate  to  meet  the  state's  needs. 

The  legislature  at  each  biennial  session  passes  the  so-called  tax  levy 
bill,  in  which  it  fixes  the  total  amount  to  be  raised  by  an  ad  valorem 
tax  for  each  of  the  two  succeeding  fiscal  years.  This  is  divided  into  two 
parts:  (1)  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  the  general  fund,  covering  the 
expenses  of  the  regular  departments  of  the  state  government  and  the 
state  institutions,  and  (2)  the  amount  for  each  of  the  three  great  school 
funds.  The  latter  increases  steadily  as  the  number. of  school  children 
increases,  or  about  four  per  cent  per  annum.  The  former  increases 
from  year  to  year  with  the  needs  of  the  state  institutions;  as,  for 
example,  the  increase  of  the  inmates  of  prisons  and  asylums,  and  varies 
as  the  requirements  for  new  buildings,  etc.,  appeal  to  the  legislature. 
It  is  usually,  but  not  always,  true  that  the  tax  levy  is  larger  in  the  first 
of  the  two  years  after  a  session  of  the  legislature  than  in  the  second, 
because  the  legislature  makes  certain  appropriations  available  in  the 
first  year,  which  are  not  repeated  in  the  second.  The  following  table 
shows  the  tax  levies  from  the  fifty-first  to  the  sixty-second  fiscal  years, 
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namely,  from  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  to  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1911:

The  average  for  the  first  ten  years  in  the  table  is,  in  round  numbers, 
$6,600,000,  or  about  the  same  as  the  first  year;  the  average  of  the  last 
five  years  is  $7,300,000,  or  about  the  same  as  the  last  year.  As  nearly, 
therefore,  as  can  be  stated  the  increase  in  twelve  years  is,  in  round 
numbers,  $700,000,  or  roughly  ten  per  cent.  Adding  to  the  $7,300,000 
the  $700,000  raised  by  the  three-cent  tax  for  the  university  we  get 
$8,000,000  in  round  numbers  as  the  amount  required. 

The  following  tables  show  what  the  new  taxes  would  have  yielded  in 
each  of  the  three  years  for  which  the  investigations  have  been  made :

Discussion  of  the  tables. 

In  comparing  these  three  tables,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  some 
of  the  rates  in  the  amendment  of  1910  are  slightly  lower  than  those  in 
the  amendment  of  1908. 

As  was  explained  above,  the  figures  in  the  foregoing  table  are  accu- 
rate and  reliable.  The  gross  receipts  of  the  steam  railroads  are  as 
reported  to  the  state  board  of  equalization  and  checked  over  by  them. 
The  names  of  the  other  railroads  and  of  the  street  railroads,  also  of  the 
power  companies,  telephone  and  telegraph  companies,  car  companies, 
and  express  companies  were  taken  from  the  assessment  rolls  and  the 
gross  receipts  were  reported  to  the  commission  by  the  auditor,  president 
or  some  other  responsible  officer  of  each  company.  These  returns  were 
again  checked  by  comparison  with  the  returns  in  this  year's  published 
statements,  and  every  other  source  of  information.  The  returns  on  the 
banks  were  obtained  from  the  superintendent  of  banks,  who  transmitted 
them  in  the  following  letter:

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The  total  capital,  surplus  and  undivided  profits  reported  by  the 
superintendent  of  banks  amounts  to  $166,099,193.18,  from  which  is  to 
be  deducted  $16,281,148.00  of  real  estate  assessed  by  the  assessors,  leav- 
ing $149,818,045.18  of  capital  taxable  by  the  state,  upon  which  the  six 
tenths  of  one  per  cent  tax  gives  $898,908.30. 

The  data  concerning  the  insurance  taxes  were  taken  from  the  books 
of  the  insurance  commissioner.  The  gross  premiums  collected  were 
$34,110,664.21,  upon  which  the  taxes  at  one  and  one  half  per  cent  would 
amount  to  $511,659.96.  From  this  we  deduct  $408,200.58,  the  taxes  now 
paid  by  the  insurance  companies,  giving  the  increase  of  $103,459.38, 
which  alone  is  carried  into  our  estimate  of  revenue. 

The  probable  revenue  from  the  one  per  cent  tax  on  the  value  of  fran- 
chises has  been  estimated  on  the  following  basis.  The  assessors  in  1909 
returned  $19,907,353  as  the  assessment  placed  on  franchises  other  than 
those  of  banks,  and  public  service  corporations  named  in  the  amend- 
ment. That  this  is  vei\y  inadecjuate  and  far  Ijelow  the  requirements  of 
the  law  is  a  well  known  fact.  In  twenty-eight  counties  no  such  fran- 
chise assessments  were  returned.  The  reason  for  the  inadequate  assess- 
ment of  franchises  is  also  well  known.  The  present  revenue  law  (see 
section  3628,  Political  Code)  provides  that  "Other  franchises  (other, 
that  is,  than  the  franchises  of  railroads  operated  in  more  than  one 
county)  if  granted  by  the  authorities  of  a  county,  city,  or  city  and 
county,  must  be  assessed  in  the  county,  city,  or  city  and  county  within 
which  they  are  granted;  if  granted  hy  any  other  authority,  they  must 
he  assessed  in  the  county  in  which  the  corporations,  fii*tns,  or  persons 
owning  or  holding  them  have  their  principal  place  of  business."  This 
provision  was  originally  intended  to  prevent  double  taxation ;  that  is, 
the  taxation  of  the  franchise  in  several  counties,  but  it  has  become  a 
means  of  enabling  the  companies  to  evade  any  tax  on  their  franchises. 
For  example,  in  1907  the  assessor  of  San  Francisco  assessed  the  Asso- 
ciated Oil  Company  for  $200,000  on  its  franchise,  and  before  the  next 
assessment  day  the  company  moved  its  "principal  place  of  business"  to 
Oil  Center,  Kern  county,  California.  In  1910  the  Associated  Oil  Com- 
pany Avas  assessed  in  Kern  county  for  its  real  estate  there  and  for  $8,700 
worth  of  personal  property,  but  no  assessment  was  found  against  the 
franchise,  unless  the  same  is  included  in  the  $8,700.*  There  are  many 
other  similar  instances  which  might  be  cited. 

In  the  leading  ease  of  Spring  Valley  Water  Worlis  vs.  Schottler,  62 
Cal.  69,  and  other  cases  following  it,  the  supreme  court  has  repeatedly 

*It  must  be  distinctly  understood  that  the  commission  does  not  intend  to  cast  any 
discredit  upon  any  assessor.  The  assessor  wlio  does,  and  the  one  wlio  does  not.  assess 
franchises  is  each  acting  fully  within  the  limits  of  the  discretionary  power  conferred 
upon  him  by  law.  It  is  an  open  question  whether  merely  changing  on  the  books  of 
the  secretary  of  state  the  technical  location  of  the  "principal  place  of  business"  moves 
any  property,  from  one  place  to  another.  But  it  does  bar  the  assessor  at  a  place 
where  the  principal  place  of  business  is  not,  from  making  any  assessment  on  the 
franchise.

approved  of  the  following  method  for  making  a  valuation  of  the  fran- 
chises of  every  class  of  corporation  for  purposes  of  taxation.  This 
method  consists  in  (1)  ascertaining  the  total  market  value  of  all  out- 
standing securities,  and  (2)  deducting  therefrom  the  assessed  value  of 
any  visible  or  tangible  property  which  belongs  to  the  corporation.  The 
amendment  makes  no  change  except  to  transfer  the  administration  of 
the  law  from  the  counties,  which  have  not  succeeded  in  collecting  these 
taxes,  to  the  state,  which  can  do  so  with  certainty  and  uniformity.  The 
commission  considers  this  one  of  the  strongest  features  of  the  new  plan. 
The  superintendent  of  licenses  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state 
reports  that  there  are  15,011  corporations  in  the  state  subject  to  this 
tax.  That  number  is  exclusive  of  banks,  insurance  companies,  and  the 
public  service  corporations  whose  franchises  are  otherwise  taxed  under 
the  amendment.  These  corporations  have  an  aggregate  capitalization  of 
$220,765,350.*  Making  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  franchises  of  each  of 
these  corporations  and  not  valuing  any  of  them  over  $4,000,  which  is 
certainly  very  conservative,  we  obtain  a  total  valuation  of  $79,190,840. 
Adding  to  that  $19,907,353,  we  obtain  the  total  of  $99,098,193,  of  which 
the  one  per  cent  tax  is  $990,982. 

On  the  grow^th  of  these  revenues. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  new  plan  will  afford  growing  revenues 
to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  state. 

As  was  clearly  demonstrated  in  the  1906  report  of  this  commission, 
both  by  the  experience  of  other  states  and  by  a  demonstration  of  what 
would  have  been  the  experience  of  this  state  with  gross  earnings  taxes 
had  they  been  in  force  up  to  that  time  (see  pages  166  ff.  of  said  report), 
taxes  on  gross  earnings  grow  faster  and  more  steadily  than  an  ad 
valorem  tax  on  property.  When  we  remember  that  by  the  time  this 
amendment  goes  into  effect  we  shall  have  another  transcontinental  rail- 
way in  operation,  that  the  great  power  companies  are  but  just  coming 
into  their  full  earning  capacity  (their  earnings  grew  from  $13,540,000 
in  1908  to  $27,300,000  in  1909)  ;  that  correspondingly  the  street  and 
electric  roads  will  be  extended  (the  earnings  of  the  twenty-nine  street 
and  electric  railways  reported  by  the  United  States  census  in  1907  as 
$20,700,000  grew  to  $27,200,000  in  1909)  ;  that  the  use  of  oil  as  fuel  and 
of  power  from  the  mountains  is  rapidly  enlarging  all  our  industries 
and  consequently  enlarging  the  business  of  all  our  public  service  cor- 
porations and  that  of  the  banks  (the  capital  of  the  banks  grew  from 
$150,000,00  in  1905  to  $166,000,000  in  1909)  ;  that  the  completion  of 
the  Panama  Canal  will  have  the  same  effect;  then  we  can  not  but  be 
convinced  that  these  taxes  will  be  adequate  to  continue  the  state 's  expend-

law. 
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itures  along  all  the  present  lines  and  to  meet  their  growth.  It  must 
furthermore  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  sources  of  state  revenue  undis- 
turbed by  the  amendment,  notably  the  inheritance  tax,  the  corporation 
license  taxes  and  the  poll  tax,  have  been  growing  in  the  past  few  years 
so  fast  that  the  amount  required  by  the  state  from  the  property  tax,  for 
which  the  new  taxes  are  to  be  substituted,  has  been  practically  station- 
ary. This  is  shown  by  the  steady  decrease  in  the  tax  rate  from  an 
average  of  about  fifty  cents  before  1905  to  36.4  cents  in  1909.  Even  if 
in  some  one  of  the  first  few  years  when  the  new  system  is  being  fitted 
into  its  place  there  should  be  a  deficit,  it  can  certainly  not  reach  a 
million  dollars,  and  a  million  dollars  means  only  a  four-cent  tax  rate. 
That  is  not  enough  to  disturb  the  benefits  of  separation.  But  unless  the 
coming  legislature  makes  some  very  unusual  and  very  large  appropria- 
tions there  will  be  no  deficit,  as  the  result  of  our  investigation  shows.

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SECTION  III. 

DISCUSSION  or  THE  EffECT  OE  THE  AMENDMENT. 

A.     Upon  local  taxation  in  the  counties. 

It  has  been  clear  for  years  to  every  one  familiar  with  the  working  of 
the  old  revenue  laws  that  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  the  undervaluation 
of  property  and  of  the  great  inequalities  between  individuals  is  the 
imposition  of  a  state  tax  on  top  of  the  county  and  other  local  taxes.  If 
the  state  tax  can  be  removed  entirely  or  reduced  to  a  minimum,  the 
excessive  burden  of  taxation  on  agricultural  real  estate  and  on  the 
smaller  real  estate  holdings  in  cities  will  be  removed. 

The  saving  to  the  taxpayers  in  the  counties  is  an  important  but  by 
no  means  the  most  important  consideration.  That  saving  comes  from 
the  fund  created  by  the  increased  taxation  of  public  service  corpora- 
tions, and  is  in  itself  one  measure  of  the  injustice  and  inequality  of  the 
present  system.  The  distribution  of  this  fund  among  the  counties  shows 
further  by  its  very  irregularity  the  inequities  of  the  present  system. 

If  the  state  tax  is  removed  the  assessor  can  value  the  property  at  its 
full  cash  value  without  as  now  fearing  either  that  his  constituents 
would  have  to  pay  too  much  state  tax  or  that  the  state  board  would 
discredit  him  by  reducing  his  valuation.  That  this  would  be  conducive 
to  greater  equality  between  individual  taxpayers  is  obvious.  But  it 
has  other  advantages.  For  example,  in  some  of  the  counties  that  are 
trying  to  raise  money  for  irrigation  and  to  attract  settlers  to  the  irri- 
gated lands,  the  lands  are  assessed  for  $10  or  $14  per  acre,  for  which 
the  owners  are  asking  from  $100  to  $200  per  acre.  Furthermore,  the 
bonds  for  irrigation  purposes  can  not  be  sold  in  the  amounts  necessary 
because  of  the  underassessment  of  the  lands.  When  the  would-be 
colonist  or  the  would-be  investor  looks  at  the  low  assessed  value  and 
compares  therewith  the  high  price  asked,  and  learns  that  the  tax  rates 
aggregate  $3  to  $4  per  hundred  he  is  naturally  very  loath  to  settle  or  to 
invest.  Make  the  assessment  conform  to  the  true  value,  make  them  tell 
the  truth,  and  thereby  reduce  the  tax  rates  to  the  lowest  possible  mini- 
mum and  these  difficulties  all  disappear. 

Not  least  among  the  advantages  would  be  the  removal  of  the  necessity 
for,  or  at  least  the  large  significance  of,  equalization  by  the  state  board. 
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In  1909  the  state  board  raised  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  following 
counties  by  the  percentages  set  opposite  to  them :

The  effect  on  the  property  owners  in  some  of  these  counties  was  fore- 
told by  the  state  board  in  its  report  of  1907-8  in  these  words : 

"The  duties  of  the  state  board  of  equalization  in  the  matter  of  a.ssessment 
equalization  are  such  as  to  excite  the  antagonism  of  nearly  every  property 
holder  in  the  state,  at  least  in  those  counties  where  the  delinquencies  of 
assessors  call  for  action  of  the  board  in  increasing  the  rolls  of  the  county." 

If  there  were  no  state  tax  there  would  be  no  feeling  whatever  about 
such  action  by  the  state  board.  A  raise  would  be  regarded  as  a  compli- 
ment and  a  reduction  only  mildly  resented. 

The  saving  of  the  annoyance,  friction  and  expense  of  state  equaliza- 
tion alone  will  be  of  the  utmost  importance. 

If  some  system  of  separation  is  not  adopted,  far  more  drastic  methods 
of  eciualization  must  be  de\ased.  The  injustices  of  the  present  sj'Stem 
will  not  be  tolerated  much  longer.  For  efficient  equalization  the  state 
board  must  be  granted  far  greater  powers  than  it  now  has.  It  must 
have  control  over  the  assessors.  In  states  like  Indiana,  Kansas,  and 
New  Jersey,  which  instead  of  adopting  separation  have  tried  to  patch 
up  the  old  general  property  tax,  the  assessors  have  been  placed  abso- 
lutely under  the  command  of  state  boards,  who  give  them  detailed 
instructions  and  orders  which  if  disobeyed  entail  the  dismissal  of  the 
assessors  from  office.  In  some  states  the  central  board  virtually  makes 
€very  assessment  and  the  local  assessors  are  appointed  by  the  board.  If 
separation  be  not  adopted  some  such  methods  must  be.  But  the  com- 
mission believes  that  it  is  better  to  leave  the  counties  to  manage  their 
own  financial  affairs.  The  county  assessor  can  not  serve  two  masters; 
he  is  the  servant  of  his  constituents  and  he  can  not  at  the  same  time 
serve  the  state. 
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Distribution  of  gains  and  losses  between  counties. 

The  distribiition  of  the  gains  and  losses  between  the  counties  appears 
to  be  very  uneven  and  varies  from  time  to  time  as  shown  in  the  tables. 
Thus,  some  counties  which  gain  in  one  year  lose  in  another,  and  the 
proportionate  gain  or  loss  varies  from  year  to  year.  This  may  require 
explanation.  The  fundamental  reason  for  this  is  to  be  found  in  the 
inequalities  and  irregularities  of  the  present  system.  The  inequalities 
between  the  counties  vary  from  year  to  year.  In  one  year  certain 
counties  succeed  in  evading  their  state  taxes  in  large  part.  But  per- 
haps the  next  year  other  counties  follow  their  example  and  cut  away 
the  advantages  won  by  the  former  the  year  before.  Then  the  state 
board  steps  in  and  by  its  attempts  at  equalization  changes  the  gains  and 
losses.  To  compare  a  uniform  and  equitable  system  such  as  that  pro- 
posed in  Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1  with  an  ever  shifting, 
ununiform,  irregular  and  inequitable  system  like  the  present  one,  and  to 
criticise  the  new  one  whenever  it  produces  a  result  unfavorable  to  a 
certain  set  of  taxpayers  is  illogical.  The  comparison  in  all  such  cases 
will  show  only  the  defects  of  the  old  system.  He  who  loses  under  the 
new  system  is  losing  that  which  was  never  rightfully  his. 

When  in  1909  the  state  board  raised  certain  counties  it  increased 
their  state  tax  and  correspondingly  increased  the  amount  those  counties 
would  have  saved  under  a  system  of  separation.  Correspondingly  it 
reduced  the  amount  the  other  counties  would  have  saved. 

In  like  manner  the  increase  in  the  assessment  of  railroads  by  the 
state  board  diminishes  the  gain  in  many  counties  or  in  a  few  increases 
the  loss.  The  reason  for  this  may  be  stated  in  either  of  two  ways. 
First,  the  increase  in  the  taxation  of  the  corporations  diminishes  the 
fund  out  of  which  alone  the  gain  can  come ;  or,  it  increases  the  amount 
which  the  counties  must  make  up  from  other  property. 

It  ought,  therefore,  to  be  apparent  that  the  figures  for  the  gain  or 
loss  to  any  particular  county  have  no  permanency.  An  increase  of  the 
state  tax  rate  or  a  raise  in  valuation  will  increase  the  benefit  of  separa- 
tion of  state  from  county  taxes  to  each  county,  while  a  decrease  in  the 
state  rate  of  taxation  will  decrease  the  benefit  to  each  county  under  the 
present  ad  valorem  system.  If  for  purely  selfish  reasons  one  county 
which  would  gain  under  the  1905  assessment  might  favor  the  amend- 
ment, that  same  county  might  lose  under  the  1909  assessment,  and 
therefore  be  opposed  to  the  amendment.  Each  varying  assessment  of- 
railroad  property  or  change  of  state  rate  of  taxation  would  change 
the  amount  of  gain  or  loss  to  each  county,  and  therefore  the  merits  or 
demerits  of  this  amendment  should  be  considered  from  the  broad  stand- 
point of  the  utter  failure  of  the  present  system  of  taxation  to  distribute 
the  burden  of  taxation  equally,  or  anywhere  near  equally,  while  the 
3 — RT 
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proposed  amendment  will  more  equally  distribute  the  burden  of  tax- 
ation and  provide  a  method  of  taxation  by  which  a  large  amount  of 
property  that  can  not  be  taxed  at  all  under  the  present  system  will  be 
reached. 

The  counties  have  no  just  complaint  to  make  against  the  withdrawal 
of  the  property  of  public  service  corporations  from  local  taxation  when 
in  return  they  are  granted  exemption  from  the  state  tax.  All  of  the 
property  withdrawn  is  property  of  state-wide  use;  none  of  it  is  local. 
The  real  estate  of  banks  is  still  to  be  subject  to  local  taxation,  the  stock 
is  at  present  not  taxed.  In  return  the  state  not  only  exempts  local 
property  from  state  taxation  but  it  contributes  over  one  half  its  income 
to  the  support  of  the  local  schools ;  it  cares  for  the  criminal,  the  insane, 
and  orphans  for  every  locality  and  in  many  ways  relieves  the  local 
finances  of  expenses.  It  is  sometimes  argued  that  the  counties  are  put 
to  expense  in  protecting  property  of  the  classes  withdrawn  from  local 
taxation.  This  argument  overloolvs  the  great  share  of  local  expenses 
borne  by  the  state.  Out  of  a  total  of  $13,931,997.56  collected  from  all 
sources  by  the  state  in  the  fifty-ninth  fiscal  year,  $6,832,277.71  was 
spent  in  ways  which  directly  lessen  local  expenses ;  that  is,  for  the  com- 
mon schools,  the  state  hospitals,  and  prisons,  and  the  like,  which  but  for 
the  state 's  bounty  would  be  normally  a  purely  local  expense.  The  coun- 
ties contributed  toward  this  by  the  general  property  tax  $7,761,821.99, 
but  received  back  from  the  state  $1,557,782.72  in  railroad  taxes,  leaving 
only  $6,204:,039.22.  In  short,  the  state  gave  the  counties  services  cost- 
ing it  $6,832,277.71  for  a  cost  to  them  of  $6,204,039.22,  or  $600,000  less. 

E.     The  effect  on  corporations. 

Each  of  the  taxes  proposed  for  each  of  the  different  classes  of  corpo- 
rations is  a  more  just  and  a  more  effective  tax  for  that  class  of  corpora- 
tions than  the  ad  valorem  tax  noAv  in  force.  Let  us  examine  them  indi- 
vidually. 

First— The  great  railroads.  Under  the  present  system  the  stat| 
board  of  equalization  is  required  to  make  a  valuation  of  the  roadway,! 
roadbed,  rails,  rolling  stock,  and  franchises  of  all  railroads  operating! 
in  more  than  one  county,  while  the  assessors  are  required  to  value  the! 
stations  and  other  structures,  real  estate  off  the  right  of  way  (160  feet 
wide),  and  the  personal  property  other  than  rolling  stock  and  fran- 
chises. The  task  set  the  state  board  alone,  if  the  full  intent  or  hopes  of 
the  framers  of  the  constitution  were  to  be  carried  out,  is  one  of  the  great- 
est difficulty.  Great  railway  systems  can  not  be  valued  by  the  simple 
methods  used  for  valuing  live  stock.  Even  the  great  banking  houses 
and  financial  s^^ndicates  which  handle  railway  stocks  and  bonds  do  not, 
with  all  their  resources  in  the  way  of  expert  engineers  and  highly  paid 
accountants,  ever  undertake  so  intricate  a  task,  yet  the  state  lays  this 
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task  on  the  shoulders  of  five  men  elected  by  the  people  and  as  a  sort  of 
by-play  to  other  very  arduous  and  important  duties.  Until  recently  the 
board  counted  the  miles  of  track,  the  number  of  locomotives  and  cars,  and 
guessed  at  their  value,  then  guessed  again  at  the  value  of  the  franchises 
and  reached  a  total — such  as  it  was.  What  wonder  that  they  gladly 
adopted  the  suggestion  of  this  commission  that  if  they  made  such  a 
valuation  that  the  total  taxes  would  equal  four  per  cent  of  the  gross 
earnings  they  would  be  doing  effective  justice.  Since  1906  the  assess- 
ment of  railroads  has  been  made  by  the  application  of  a  mathematical 
rule,  and  guess  work  has  stopped. 

Moreover,  the  board  can  now  defend  its  work  both  as  against  the 
criticisms  of  the  railroads'  tax  agents  and  before  the  public,  which  it 
could  not  do  before.  That  the  assessors,  in  turn,  can  know  nothing 
about  the  value  of  a  station  building  used  as  part  of  a  great  transconti- 
nental transportation  plant  is  too  obvious  to  need  mention. 

Then  there  is  the  difficulty  of  apportioning  these  taxes.  At  present 
the  assessed  valuation  is  apportioned  among  the  counties  on  a  mileage 
basis  and  taxed  by  the  counties  as  they  please.  That  sparsely  popu- 
lated rural  districts  should  levy  tolls  on  passing  commerce  sufficient  to 
enable  them  to  meet  all  their  local  expenses  is  too  rankly  unjust  to  be 
tolerated.  The  proceeds  of  the  taxes  on  the  great  agencies  of  commerce 
belong  by  right  to  the  people  of  the  state  as  a  whole. 

For  example,  in  1909  San  Bernardino  county  received  from  the  state 
treasury  $213,747.37  in  railroad  taxes  collected  in  her  behalf.  She 
paid  into  the  state  treasury  on  the  general  property  tax  $86,633.34,  or 
$127,114.03  less.  In  the  twelve  years  from  1899  to  1910  that  county 
received  from  the  state  in  railroad  taxes  and  for  the  common  schools, 
high  schools,  and  orphans,  a  total  of  $2,240,905.01,  and  she  paid  into 
the  state  treasury  in  poll  tax,  property  tax,  inheritance  tax,  sale  of 
school  lands,  and  all  other  sources,  only  $1,213,604.69.  In  short,  in 
twelve  years  the  rest  of  the  state  has  contributed  $1,037,300.32  to  the 
support  of  local  government  in  San  Bernardino  county.  (For  details 
see  table  at  the  end  .of  this  report.) 

On  the  other  hand,  the  gross  earnings  tax  on  railroads  is  simple  of 
administration,  can  not  be  evaded,  and  can  be  enforced  without  the 
exercise  of  judicial  discretion  on  the  part  of  any  official.  It  is  always 
in  exact  proportion  to  the  ability  of  the  companies  to  pay,  and  the 
returns  increase  as  the  state's  needs  increase. 

What  has  just  been  said  as  to  steam  railroads  applies  equally  to  street 
railroads.  Even  an  assessor  of  great  ability  and  unusual  experience 
can  only  guess  approximately  at  the  value  of  these  complex  properties. 
The  attempted  valuations  are  always  in  dispute  and  the  subject  of  end- 
less squabbles  and  scandals.     This  is  all  unnecessary  when  a  simple, 
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effective,  and  just  method  of  taxation  is  available,  namely,  a  tax  in 
proportion  to  gross  earnings. 

Turning  now  to  the  great  power  companies.  Here  we  have  a  new 
development  that  is  far  outside  the  present  plan  of  taxation,  and  has 
sprung  up  since  it  was  adopted.  In  1880  the  assessment  of  railroads 
was  turned  over  to  a  state  board,  because  it  was  obvious  that  they  should 
be  valued  as  a  whole  and  not  in  odd  sections  bj^  counties.  Had  the 
great  power  companies,  which  now  stretch  from  the  Sierras  to  the 
ocean,  been  in  existence  then  we  might  very  appropriately  have  treated 
them  the  same  way.  Clearly  the  county  assessor  can,  by  scanning  the 
wires  as  they  cross  the  fields  in  his  county,  learn  little  of  their  value  in 
relation  to  the  whole  plant.  ^Moreover,  it  is  hard  to  see  why  the  counties 
where  the  power  is  made  should  have  the  lion's  share  of  the  taxes,  small 
as  they  are  under  the  present  system,  while  the  counties  where  the  power 
is  bought  and  used  and  whose  money  goes  to  pay  the  taxes,  get  little  or 
nothing.  Here,  again,  the  proceeds  of  the  taxes  levied  should  clearlj^ 
go  to  the  state  at  large.  And  the  simplest,  easiest,  and  most  just  way 
of  taxing  these  companies  is  on  gross  earnings. 

The  express  companies  have  served  as  the  stock  illustration  of  the 
absurdity  of  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  a  great  going  concern.  In  the  famous 
"Ohio  Express  Company  eases,"  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  points  out  the  absurdity  of  "taxing  a  business  that  earned 
$275,446  in  a  single  year  on  the  basis  of  $23,400  worth  of  horses,  wagons, 
and  safes. ' ' 

The  car  companies  are  on  all  fours  with  the  express  companies.  The 
Pullman  Companj^,  with  89  standard  and  46  tourist  cars  in  the  state,  in 
1908  earned,  according  to  the  state  board's  estimate,  over  $1,200,000. 
Until  the  state  board  applied  the  gross  earnings  method  to  the  assess- 
ment of  this  company  its  taxes  were  absurdly  low.  Cattle  car  com- 
panies earn  from  $200  to  $240  per  car  per  summer,  as  ascertained  by 
the  United  States  commissioner  of  corporations,  and  fruit  refrigerator 
and  oil  ears  earn  more.     Their  taxes  are  trivial  under  the  old  system. 

Exactly  the  same  is  true  of  the  telegraph  and  telephone  companies 
as  of  the  railroads  and  power  companies,  so  we  need  not  repeat  it. 

How  lamentably  our  tax  system  breaks  down  when  applied  to  banks 
is  well  known.  The  national  banks  are  not  really  taxable  at  all.  What 
they  do  pay  is  a  gift  of  free  will.  The  state  commercial  banks  can  easily 
evade  taxation  almost  entirely,  and  probably  two  thirds  of  what  they 
pay  is  a  free  gift,  while  the  whole  amount  is  insignificant.  The  savings 
banks,  on  the  other  hand,  are  "soaked,"  to  use  a  slang  term,  to  the 
full  extent  of  the  law.  Yet  many  of  our  sister  states  consider  that 
savings  banks  should  be  more  tenderlj^  handled  in  tax  matters  than  any 
other  classes  of  banks,  because  thej-  promote  thrift  and  house  the  savings 
of  the  workers. 
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We  have,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  no  choice  of  method  as  to  how  banks 
shall  be  taxed  unless  we  are  willing  to  let  the  national  banks  go  untaxed. 
Congress  has  decreed  to  the  states :  "  if  you  tax  national  banks  you  shall 
tax  them  thus  and  so;  and  furthermore,  if  you  do  not  tax  your  state 
banks,  also,  thus  and  so,  and  precisely  in  the  same  way  that  you  tax 
national  banks,  you  shall  not  tax  national  banks  at  all. ' '  Fortunately, 
the  method  prescribed  is  a  most  just  and  equitable  one,  and  one  at  once 
simple  and  easy  of  enforcement.  A  tax  on  the  capital  stock  is  a  tax  on 
what  the  bank  as  a  corporation  owns,  and  as  the  law,  public  opinion, 
and  business  necessities  require  that  the  capital  shall  be  in  proportion 
to  the  business,  such  a  tax  is  as  fair  between  bank  and  bank  as  any  tax 
can  possibly  be.  It  is  also  fair  to  the  rest  of  the  taxpayers,  as  it  covers 
all  that  the  bank  owns.  There  was  a  difference  of  opinion  between  the 
banks  and  the  commission  as  to  what  the  rate  should  be,  and  the  legis- 
lature sitting  in  judgment  between  us  decided  "to  split  the  difference." 
The  commission  is  ready  to  admit  that  the  bankers  presented  a  very 
strong  argument. 

As  to  the  insurance  companies,  they  are  not  now  subject  to  the  ad 
valorem  'tax,  and  the  amendment  does  not  change  the  present  system 
except  in  so  far  as  it  proposes  to  extend  the  same  method  and  the  same 
rate  to  all.  Although  the  old-fashioned  insurance  agent,  especially  the 
life  insurance  solicitor,  was  once  prone  to  argue  that  insurance  should 
not  be  taxed  at  all,  it  is  now  generally  admitted  that  the  insurance 
companies  should  be  taxed,  and  that  the  premiums  collected  are  the 
proper  basis  of  such  taxation. 

As  to  franchises  we  have  already  explained  (page  28)  why  it  is  im- 
practicable to  assess  these  locally.  They  should  be  taxed  by  the  state 
by  one  uniform  method. 

As  to  the  adequacy  of  the  rates  of  taxation  proposed  we  may  refer  to 
the  long  and  detailed  discussion  of  all  the  points  involved  which  was 
given  in  the  1906  report  of  this  commission.  Nothing  has  been  brought 
out  in  the  four  years '  discussion  to  lead  us  to  feel  that  the  rates  were  in 
any  case  too  low. 
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SECTION  IV. 

DEfKTS  Of  THE  PROPERTY  TAX  AND  GENERAL  ARGUMENT 

fOR  SEPARATION. 

Faults  of  the  old  system. 

The  report  of  this  commission  in  1906  gave  full  details  as  to  the  faults 
of  the  present  system  and  discussed  them  at  great  length.  The  sum- 
niaiy  of  them  is  reprinted  here  for  convenience. 

1.  In  soncra!.  the  pros'^ct  .system  of  taxation  does  not  meet  the  demands  made 
npou  ii.  It  is  antiqnnted,  htiviuti-  been  adopted  fifty  years  ago,  and  has  not  been 
rev"spd  to  keep  pace  wiih  mo.lern  conditions. 

2.  It  is  full  of  inequalities,  v.hioh  impose  a  handicap  on  the  growth  of  the  state, 
a  handicap  wh'ch  only  llie  vicov  ard  inexhaustible  energy  of  onr  people  can  carry. 

These  in{>qnalities  t\Yist  and  distort  onr  industries  and  prohibit  a  symmetrical 
uevelopmesit  of  o'lr  resoiM-cs.  Tliey  place  an  undue  burden  upon  agriculture  espe- 
cially; thj  fonndifioa  of  our  wo.ilth,  the  one  industry  which  most  fully  exploits  the 
great  natural  icsouvcs  of  the  slate. 

3.  The  taxes  paid  by  farmers  in  California  are  equivalent  to  an  income  tax  of 
10  per  cent.  This  is  in  contrast  to  many  other  industries;  for  example,  the  taxes 
paid  by  manufacturers,  which  amount  only  to  2  per  cent  on  income.  Tfte  persons 
engaged  in  agriculture,  with  an  average  yearly  income  of  about  $500.  pay  .$50  per 
capita  per  annum  in  taxes.  The  persons  engaged  in  manufactures,  with  an  average 
annvial  income  of  $870,  pay  $17.50  per  capita  per  annum. 

■  4.  Our  chief  tax.  called  a  general  property  tax,  has  in  fact  become  a  real  estate 
tax.  Onlj'  from  15  per  cent  to  18  per  cent  of  the  entire  taxes  are  levied  on  personal 
property. 

5.  The  amount  of  personal  propertj^  on  the  tax  rolls  to-day  is  hardly  larger  than 
it  was  in  1872. 

G.  National  banks  pay  no  taxes  at  all,  except  on  real  estate,  of  which  they  are 
not  permitted  to  hold  much,  by  the  provisions  of  the  federal  laws. 

7.  State  commercial  banks,  subject  to  our  tax  laws,  are  badly  handicapped  by 
the  competition  of  the  untaxed  national  banks.  Many  of  them  have  become  national 
banks  partly  for  the  reason  that  they  would  not  then  be  subject  to  taxation. 

8.  State  commercial  banks,  to  live  at  all,  in  the  face  of  this  competition,  are 
forced  to  evade  taxation  whenever  possible  and  are  hampered  in  their  investments  by 
unwise  provisions  of  our  tax  laws. 

9.  Savings  banks,  which  harbor  the  savings  of  the  workers,  and  which  are, 
in  many  states,  granted  special  rebates  in  taxation  on  that  account,  are  the  only 
class  of  banks  which  pay  their  full  quota  of  taxes. 

10.  "Equalization,"  so  called,  does  not  equalize,  and  in  the  nature  of  things,  can 
not  equalize.  After  the  officers  have  exhausted  their  best  efforts  in  this  direction 
there  are  inequalities — glaring  ones — between  real  estate  and  personal  property ; 
between  different  classes  of  personal  property ;  between  county  and  county ;  between 
city  and  city  ;  between  city  and  country ;  between  man  and  man.  All  of  which  are 
rarely  removed  and  often  intensified  by  so-called  equalization. 

11.  The  original  inequalities  in  the  assessment  are  intensified  by  the  constant 
piling  up  of  tax  on  tax  on  the  same  base.  If  a  city  has  a  rate  of  $1.00,  which  may 
lie  "reasonable"  enough,  there  often  comes  on  top  of  that  a  county  tax  of  another 
$1.00.  a  few  special  .school  taxes,  or  a  sewer  tax,  or  a  tax  for  bonds,  or  a  levee  tux, 
or  a  drainasie  tax.  etc.,  etc.,  until  the  effects  of  any  inequalities  in  the  original  assess- 
ment have  been  multiplied  anywhere  from  two  to  five  fold.  Aggregate  tax  rates  fall- 
ing on  city  property  range  from  $1.G5  per  $100  to  $5.00  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation. 

12.  Counties  with  relatively  undeveloped  resources  often  have  very  high  tax  rates 
on  relatively  high  valuations,  while  some  of  the  richest  counties  enjoy  a  low  tax  rate 
on  low  valuations. 

13.  The  present  system  takes  the  revenue  derivable  by  taxation  from  large  general 
organizations,  like  the  railroads,  which  revenue  belongs  by  right  to  the  people  of  the 
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state  at  large,  and  di'?tributes  it  most  inequitably  among  the  local  divisions  of  the 
state  which  have  no  proper  claim  to  it  whatsoever. 

14.  Under  the  prrscnt  system  it  is  impossible  to  adjust  the  burden  of  taxation 
■equitably  between  different  classes  of  corporations. 

Some  further  illustrations  and  examples  of  the  seriousness  of  these 
faults  may  be  of  value. 

The  valuation  of  property  in  different  localities  is  very  unequal  and 
.as  long  as  there  is  a  heavy  state  tax  to  be  apportioned  on  the  basis  of 
assessed  valuations  it  will  continue  to  be  unequal.  There  is  but  one 
effective  remedy  available  and  that  is  to  remove  or  greatly  reduce  the 
state  tax  on  property  in  general.  Let  us  give  some  examples.  In  1909 
the  state  board  of  equalization,  in  the  crude  way  in  which  alone  it  can 
proceed,  raised  the  valuations  placed  by  the  assessor  on  property  in 
Ventura  county  100  per  cent,  or  from  $11,094,360  to  $22,188,720.  This 
year,  as  though  to  admit  the  justice  of  this  drastic  action,  the  assessor 
has  returned  the  valuation  placed  by  the  board  and  added  $600,000 
thereto.  The  state  rate  last  year  was  the  lowest  on  record,  36.4  cents. 
If  the  valuation  placed  by  the  assessor  had  not  been  raised  Ventura 
county  would  have  saved,  even  with  this  low  rate,  some  $40,000  in  state 
taxes  w^hich  other  counties  would  have  had  to  pay.  Incidentally,  one 
may  ask  the  question  whether  part  of  the  $600,000  of  new  valuation 
found  by  the  assessor  is  not  new  capital  which  has  ventured  into  the 
county  since  the  tax  rate  w^as  reduced  from  2%  per  cent  in  1908  to 
1.4  per  cent  in  1909.  Another  example :  Los  Angeles  county  was  raised 
40  per  cent  in  1909.  The  raise  was  bitterly  opposed,  but  the  state  board 
presented  uncontrovertable  figures  shoAving  the  justice  of  their  action. 
So  the  meaning  of  it  is  that  Los  Angeles  county  was  trying  to  unload 
nearly  $600,000  of  taxes  on  other  counties.  In  the  last  five  years  Los 
Angeles  has  saved  over  $2,750,000  in  state  taxes  by  this  method,  Avhich 
amount  has  been  paid  by  other  counties.  One  more  example  from  the 
multitude  available.  San  Bernardino  countj^  not  only  virtually  receives 
a  large  bonus  each  year  in  the  way  of  taxes  on  railroads,  but  according 
to  the  state  board  was  last  year  33 1/^  per  cent  undervalued.  The 
assessor  met  the  raise  and  added  $4,000,000  more  this  year,  showing 
that  in  his  opinion  the  raise  was  just.  Had  the  assessment  stood  that 
county  w^ould  have  robbed  other  counties  of  $30,000  last  year. 

Probably  90  per  cent  of  the  voters  in  these  great  communities  do  not 
know  that  they  are  plundering  their  fellow  citizens  in  other  communi- 
"ties  in  this  manner  and  would  repudiate  it  if  they  could.  But  the  old 
•system  not  only  permits  and  rewards  it  but  practically  forces  it  on  the 
assessors.  The  state  board  said  in  their  report  of  1908:  "The  strife 
between  counties  to  keep  their  assessments  down  to  the  lowest  notch  on 
account  of  the  state  tax  is  just  as  much  a  feature  to-day  as  it  has  been 
at  any  period  in  the  state 's  history. ' ' 
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Equalization  no  remedy. 

The  supposed  remedy  for  these  conditions,  namely,  equalization  by 
the  state  board,  is  no  remedy.  It  is  a  punitive  measure  having  but 
little  good  effect  and  involves  great  evils  in  itself.  It  intensifies  existing 
inequalities  between  man  and  man.  The  board  can  only  raise  or  lower 
the  valuation  of  a  county  as  a  whole.  Yet  they  say  in  their  report  of 
1908:  "It  is  within  the  knowledge  of  members  of  the  state  board  that 
in  certain  counties  for  years  past  one  or  more  species  of  property  have 
been  grossly  underassessed  as  compared  with  other  species  of  property 
in  the  same  county;  time  after  time  attention  has  been  called  to  these 
discrepancies,  with  little  effect  in  securing  a  correction  of  the  same. 
Even  in  aggravated  cases  of  the  kind  the  state  board  is  naturally  averse 
to  raising  a  whole  county  assessment,  simply  because  one  class  or  species 
of  property  is  undervalued,  when  it  is  obvious  that  a  horizontal  raise 
will  do  serious  injustice  to  property  owners  who  are  already  assessed 
high  enough." 

Many  classes  of  property  undertaxed. 

Many  classes  of  property,  especially  those  held  by  public  service  cor- 
porations and  that  of  the  commercial  banks,  are  not  adequately  taxed. 
The  underhung  reason  for  this  is  not  corrupt  politics,  as  many  persons 
are  prone  to  assume,  but  the  simple  fact  that  these  classes  of  property 
or  the  methods  by  which  they  are  held  have  grown  up  since  our  now 
antiquated  tax  plan  was  devised  and  can  not  in  the  nature  of  things  be 
taxed  adequately  by  so  crude  a  method.  The  difficulty  is  not  peculiar 
to  California ;  it  exists  in  every  state  in  the  Union.  In  fact,  very  similar 
problems  confront  every  civilized  country  in  the  world.  The  bitter 
struggle  over  the  English  budget  turns  on  the  same  issue.  Germany, 
M'hose  tax  system  was  pronounced  ideally  perfect  in  1890,  is  already 
stri\dng  by  new  taxes  to  reach  the  new  resources  which  during  the  past 
twenty  years  of  rapid  industrial  development  have  grown  up  outside 
the,  in  1890,  perfect  tax  system. 

Again,  let  us  take  concrete  examples:  When  the  commission  made 
its  first  careful  study  of  the  existing  conditions  in  1906  it  held  that  the 
classes  of  corporations  covered  by  this  amendment  were  undertaxed 
some  $4,000,000  and  more  annually.  Conversely,  of  course,  other 
property  paid  too  much.  Since  then  the  state  board  has  by  a  rough 
method  made  the  great  steam  railroads  pay  what  the  commission 
believes  they  should  pay,  and  in  a  few  cases  the  assessors  have  done  the 
same  with  street  railroads.  But  that's  a  bare  fourth  of  the  amount. 
The  agitation  of  this  question  has  in  four  years  poured  into  the  public 
coffers  some  $5,000,000  of  taxes  heretofore  escaped.  But  there  is  a  lot 
more  to  be  had,  and  we  can  have  it  right  away  if  the  amendment  is 
adopted. 
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THE   MEANING  OF  SEPARATION. 

(Reprinted  from  the  1906  Report.) 

Introduction  and  definition. 

The  separation  of  state  from  local  taxation  as  to  sources  of  revenue  has  come  to 
be  generally  recognized  as  the  one  feasible  pathway  for  tax  reform. 

As  this  commission  uses  the  term  "separation  of  sources"  it  means  that  the  coun- 
ties and  local  governments  shall  tax  only  the  private  or  individual  real  estate  and 
tangible  property  within  their  boundaries,  property,  that  is,  which  is  clearly  and  dis- 
tinctly localized.  This  class  of  property  has  a  distinctly  local  situs  and  beneiits 
obviously  and  directly  by  local  government.  Upon  this  class  of  property  there  shall 
ultimately  be  no  state  tax.  The  state,  on  the  other  hand,  shall  tax  all  those  indus- 
tries, and  classes  of  property  sometimes  called  "corporate"  to  distinguish  them  from 
the  "private  or  individual"  industries  and  properties.  Such  property  does  not  have, 
in  the  same  sense,  a  local  situs  ;  it  extends  over  many  communities,  serves  all,  and  all 
contribute  to  its  income.  Steam  and  electric  railroads,  telegraph  and  telephone  com- 
panies, express  companies,  insurance  companies,  banks,  trust  and  loan  companies, 
light,  heat,  and  power  companies,  all  of  these  have  no  distinct  local  situs,  as  does  a 
piece  of  land,  or  a  business  block.  The  characteristic  of  all  such  corporate  enterprise 
is  that  the  value  of  the  business  which  they  carry  on  in  any  particular  municipality 
is  more  or  less  intimately  dependent  upon  the  business  carried  on  by  them  in  one 
or  more  other  municipalities,  rural  or  urban,  and  can  not,  therefore,  be  properly  esti- 
mated or  taxed  in  any  one  place,  or  even  in  a  series  of  places.  Such  property  and 
industries  are  general.  They  belong  to  the  people  of  the  state  as  a  whole,  not  to 
any  particular  community  in  which  by  accident  their  rails,  wires,  or  ofEces  may  be. 

The  general,  non-local,  character  of  corporate  property  is  so  obvious  that  it  seems 
almost  superfluous  to  argue  that  the  taxes  thereon  do  not  belong  to  the  localities. 
But  as  this  idea  is  comparatively  new  in  practice  it  may  need  illustration.  A  car 
load  of  butter  and  cheese  may  be  shipped  from  Humboldt  county  by  water  to  San 
Francisco  and  thence  by  rail  to  New  Orleans.  On  its  way  it  will  pass  through  many 
counties.  We  should  hold  it  robbery  if  each  county  erected  toll  gates  and  collected 
tolls  on  that  car  load  of  Humboldt  products.  But  that  is  practically  what  we  allow 
when  we  permit  the  counties  to  tax  the  railroads.  Or,  again,  a  vineyardist  in  Napa 
may  ship  a  cargo  of  wine  to  London ;  a  San  Francisco  bank  buys  the  bill  and 
"finances"  the  operation.  San  Francisco  in  taxing  the  banks  virtually  levies  a  toll 
on  the  Napa  vineyardist's  goods.  Every  year  the  banks  bring  in  large  sums  of  money 
to  "move  the  crops."  This  money  goes  all  over  the  state,  even  into  localities  where 
there  are  no  banks.  Every  producer  in  the  state  contributes  to  the  profit  which  the 
banks  make  on  the  transaction.  Why  should  this  business  be  taxed  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, Stockton,  Sacramento  or  Los  Angeles  only?  The  business  is  general,  and  the 
taxes  on  it  should  be  for  the  support  of  the  state  government,  which  represents  all 
the  people  and  all  parts  of  the  state  alike.  Does  the  fact  that  San  Bernardino  county, 
Nevada  county,  and  Siskiyou  county  sit  at  the  gateways  through  which  the  railroads 
enter  the  state  give  them  a  right  to  tax  every  yard  of  cloth,  every  box  of  crackers, 
every  plow,  and  all  the  other  multitudinous  wares  which  the  people  of  this  common- 
wealth bring  in?  Many  counties  not  situated  on  the  line  of  any  railroad  nevertheless 
contribute  to  its  traffic.  By  what  right  are  they  to  be  deprived  of  the  taxes  levied 
on  this  traffic?  If  the  railroads  are  taxed  by  the  state  alone  and  for  state  purposes 
alone,  every  dollar  of  taxable  property  in  the  state,  whether  on  the  line  of  the  railroad 
or  not,  is  benefited,  for  the.  amount  paid  into  the  state  treasury  from  this  source 
lessens  the  tax  on  all  property  in  the  state. 

The  right  to  do  business  that  is  enjoyed  by  corporations  is  a  privilege  granted  by 
the  state,  and  not  by  the  cities  or  counties.  Therefore,  any  tax  that  may  be  levied 
upon  the  revenues  derived  from  the  enjoyment  and  use  of  the  state  privileges  used  by 
corporations,  especially  public  service  corporations,  ought  to  be  paid  into  the  state 
treasury  for  the  support  of  the  state  government,  from  which  the  privileges  are 
derived,  rather  than  into  city  and  county  treasuries. 

Obviously  there  is  a  perfectly  clear  line  of  demarcation  between  property  local 
in  character  which  would  be  subject  to  local  taxation  and  propertj'  or  industries 
general  in  character  which  should  be  subject  to  general  or  state  taxation. 

To  accomplish  separation  it  is  necessary  to  define  clearly  and  sharply  the  boundary 
line  between  state  and  local  powers  of  taxation.  This  boundary  line  having  been 
once  defined,  neither  of  the  two  parties  shall  trespass  upon  the  territory  set  apart  for 
the  other.     It  implies  that  there  shall  be  an  end  to  the  everlasting  piling  up  of  rate 
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on  rate  ou  the  same  subjects  or  the  same  foundation,  which  is  the  bane  of  our  present 
system  of  taxation. 

Separation  will  give  the  counties  substantial  home  rule  in  matters  concerning  their 
own  taxation,  and  to  the  same  extent  there  will  be  home  rule  in  matters  concerning 
city  taxation. 

Within  strictly  defined  limits  the  county,  or,  respectively,  the  city,  should  be  per- 
mitted to  determine  its  own  policy  concernina:  the  raising  of  revenue.  This  does 
not  preclude  general  laws  intended  to  bring  about  a  certain  amount  of  uniformity 
as  to  methods,  but  it  does  preclude  that  constant  deference  to  the  effect  of  state  or 
other  sur-taxes  which  tends  to  divert  the  attention  of  the  assessing  officers  from  their 
primary  duty,  which  is  to  establish  uniformity  and  equality  of  taxation  between  man 
and  man.  It  is  indisputable  that  separation  would  abolish  the  chief  incentive  to 
and  cause  for  undervaluations  and  remove  the  chief  source  of  the  existence  of  dis- 
criminations. 

Separation  would  at  once  abolish  all  the  evils  which  "equalization"  is  intended  to 
prevent,  but  which  it  unfortunately  fails  to  remedy. 

The  crude  assumption  that  each  and  every  interest  should  be  taxed  in  the  same 
way  in  proportion  to  the  property  which  it  uses  is  one  of  the  fundamental  iniquities 
of  our  present  system.  This  it  is  which  prevents  us  from  taxing  each  interest  in 
accordance  with  its  ability  to  pay. 

Theoretical  Considerations. 

The  theoretical  principle  for  the  separation  of  state  from  local  taxation  is  found 
in  part  in  the  natural  distribution  of  functions  between  state  and  local  governments. 
The  activities  of  the  local  govei'uments,  such  as  the  protection  of  property  by  the 
police,  the  fire  departments,  the  local  courts,  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
roads,  streets,  bridges,  and  the  like ;  the  provision  for  schools,  the  care  of  the  sick 
and  of  the  poor,  redound  distinctly,  directly,  and  peculiarly  to  the  benefit  of  local 
real  estate  owners,  or  local  industries,  and  enhance  and  sustain  the  value  of  real 
estate  and  of  other  tangible  property  in  the  localities.  This  has  always  been  the 
ground  for  making  local  governmental  expenses  a  local  charge.  Separation  makes 
no  change  in  this  respect,  but  it  does  propose  to  relieve  local  property  from  state  taxes 
and  from  the  expenses  of  general  activities,  the  benefits  of  which  are  not  directly 
traceable  to  the  activities  of  the  local  government. 

In  the  counties  outside  of  the  cities,  the  chief  local  industry  is  agriculture,  and 
it  seems  peculiarly  fitting  that  the  local  industries  should  bear  the  expenses  of  its 
own  protection  and  support  the  local  charges.  There  is  probably  no  better  way  of 
apportioning  the  taxes  among  a  group  of  farmers  for  the  support  of  the  charges  of 
the  local  government  than  by  the  taxation  of  real  estate.  The  property  tax  originated 
as  a  neighborhood  tax.  and  works  best  when  used  to  apportion  neighborhood  charges 
among  neighbors.  It  can  be  made  effective  only  among  a  group  of  pei'sons  who  know 
each  the  other's  affairs  to  a  large  extent,  and  where  deception  and  concealment  is 
not  easy. 

In  cities,  generally,  it  is  the  growth  of  the  city  that  gives  value  to  real  estate. 
This  may  be  admitted  without  going  the  full  length  of  the  claims  of  the  single  taxers, 
that  it  is  the  activities  of  the  city  alone  which  give  value  to  real  estate.  From 
either  point  of  view  it  seems  proper  that  such  property  should  bear  the  greater  part 
of  the  expenses  of  the  city  which  creates  its  value.  Strong  arguments  have  been 
advanced  in  support  of  the  contention  that  the  local  expenses  should  be  limited  to 
the  amount  which  the  local  real  estate  can  afford  to  pay;  whether  these  arguments 
are  valid  or  not,  they  point  the  conclusion  that  real  estate  should  pay  the  local 
expenses. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  activities  of  the  state  are  all  broad  and  general.  This 
is  uniformly  recognized  in  the  constitutional  provisions  now  found  in  almost  all  state 
constitutions  prohibiting  local  or  special  laws.  The  duties  of  the  state  are  mainly 
legislative.  It  provides  a  uniform  code  of  laws,  the  same  throughout  its  entire 
territory.  It  provides  laws  under  which  business  is  conducted.  It  grants  charters 
to  industrial  and  other  corporations.  It  administers  such  public  institutions  as  are 
in  no  sense  local  in  character.  In  general,  the  state  cares  for  all  those  interests 
that  are  too  broad  or  too  large  for  the  local  governments  to  handle. 

Corresponding  almost  precisely  to  the  general  activities  of  the  state  government, 
we  find  the  properties  and  business  of  the  great  public  service  coiTJorations  which 
pervade  the  whole  state,  such  as  the  railroads,  the  telegraph  and  telephone  companies, 
the  express  companies,  and.  of  late,  the  light,  heat,  and  power  companies,  which  have 
spun  their  wires  like  a  spider's  web  over  many  communities,  or  the  insurance  com- 
panies and  the  banks,  whose  business  is  in  no  sense  confined  to  one  locality.     These 
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industrial  corporations  are  distinctly  and  peculiarly  the  creatur's  of  the  state,  and 
it  is  to  the  state  and  not  to  the  counties  or  the  cities,  thTt  'vp  raar-Vlv  turn  foi-  thc>ir 
regulation  and  control.  They  serve  the  people  of  the  state  ns  a  whole,  and  are  pro- 
hibited from  bestowing  favors  on  any  one  community.  There  is  little  or  nothing 
localized  about  them,  nor  do  they  benefit,  save,  possibly,  in  so  far  as  their  local  fran- 
chises are  concerned,  in  the  same  peculiar  and  direct  manner  as  does  private  indi- 
vidual real  estate  by  the  activities  of  the  local  government. 

There  is,  thus,  ample  theoretical  ground  for  ma'  in'--  a  separation  as  to  the  sources 
of  state  taxation  from  those  of  local  taxation.  Th"  oeneral  clas^s^s  of  corporations 
which  we  have  had  under  consideration  are  so  broad  in  their  activit'es.  their  stock- 
holders, and,  including  for  the  nonce  the  oft  forgotten  consumers  of  thrir  products, 
or  of  their  services,  are  so  widely  scattered  that  the  propriety  of  taxing  th°m,  where. 
by  some  accident  of  organization  or  of  legal  enactment,  their  head  ofBce  may  be  or 
their  property  may  lie,  is  clearly  illogical. 

Practical  Considerations. 

The  practical  reasons  for  the  separation  of  state  from  Io?al  taxation  are: 

1.  Complete  separation  will  abolish  at  once  the  expi'nse,  friction,  and  annoyance 
of  the  vain  attempt  to  equalize  between  the  different  counties.  PnrMal  s'^parntion 
will  lessen  this  evil,  because  as  the  proportion  of  state  tax:,^s  to  tli^  total  tax  br,i-du;i 
on  each  citizen  is  reduced  the  inducement  to  undervaluation  is  reJ.v.cel  in  like  pro- 
portion. 

A  large  part  of  the  inequalities  in  the  assessment  have  their  origin  in  the  attempt 
of  assessors  to  save  part  of  the  state  burden  to  the  county  by  undervaluation. 

2.  When  separation  is  permitted  it  is  possible  to  place  each  tax  in  the  hands  of 
that  branch  of  the  government  which  is  best  adapted  to  administer  it.  The  taxa- 
tion of  public  service  corporations,  for  example,  whose  business  pervades  the  whole 
state,  can  not  be  adequately  handled  by  the  local  assessors.  In  every  case,  in  order 
to  obtain  any  sort  of  equality,  uniformity,  and  justice  in  the  treatment  of  these 
great  corporations,  it  is  necessai-y  to  call  in  the  assistance  of  a  state  board,  even  if 
the  resulting  taxes  are  distributed  among  the  localities.  This  is  one  of  the  several 
points  at  which  the  general  property  tax  breaks  down,  and  in  which  our  present 
administrative  organization  in  California  is  especially  weak.  If  we  have  separation 
of  sources  the  state  alone  would  deal  with  these  corporations.  This  would  save  a 
great  amount  of  friction  and  more  or  less  expense. 

The  different  classes  of  corporations  can  not  all  be  successfully  taxed  by  one  and 
the  same  method.  That  has  been  partly  recognized  in  California  already  in  the 
taxes  imposed  on  the  premiums  of  insurance  companies.  The  local  assessors  and 
other  administrative  officers,  engaged,  as  they  necessarily  will  be,  largely  in  the 
administration  of  the  local  taxes,  can  not  safely  or  wisely  be  intrusted  with  the 
administration  of  several  other  sorts  of  taxes.  Nor  have  these  officers  in  the  past 
shown  any  ability  to  handle  the  administration  of  broader  matters  concerning  taxa- 
tion. What  is  needed  is  separate  machinery  for  the  administration  of  each  of  the 
different  taxes. 

Separation  in  other  states. 

Many  of  tlie  eastern  states  have  achieved  tax  reform  along  the  lines 
very  similar  to  those  proposed.  That  is  by  separation.  The  details  of 
the  plan  vary  in  each  case  with  historical  and  local  conditions ;  no  two 
are  exactly  alike.  But  the  main  features  are  the  same.  The  general 
property  tax  has  been  relegated  to  use  for  local  purposes  and  the  state 
keeps  its  hands  off.  The  public  service  corporations  are  taxed  for  state 
purposes.  Pennsylvania  and  Connecticut  are  regarded  as  the  pioneers 
in  this  movement,  having  had  separation  for  many  years.  New  York, 
after  twenty-five  years  of  striving,  achieved  separation  about  1903. 
Wisconsin  reached  the  goal  after  many  years  of  effort  in  1909,  and  Min- 
nesota in  1910.  But  each  of  these  two  states  had  so  nearly  eliminated 
the  state  tax  some  years  ago  that  it  was  not  an  important  feature.    Vir- 
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ginia  achieved  separation  by  revision  in  1902,  but  allowed  five  years 
for  a  transition  period.

The  editor  of  this  summary  states  the  ' '  significant  features ' '  of  these 
reports  in  the  following  language : 

SIG^'IT'ICANT  FEATURES. 

A  reA'iew  of  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  several  commissions,  as  shown  in  the 
summary,  reveals  the  following  significant  facts  : 

(a)  A  general  recognition  of  the  necessity  of  adjusting  tax  systems  to  meet 
changing  conditions. 

(6)  The  general  property  tax  is  denounced  by  a  large  majority  of  the  commis- 
sioners as  primitive,  ineffective,  unadapted  to  present  industrial  conditions,  and 
the  greatest  obstacle  in  the  way  of  revenue  reform. 

(c)  Constitutional  restrictions  on  revenue  methods  in  most  of  the  states  are 
declared  unnecessarily  rigid,  and  harmful ;  efforts  are  being  made  in  many  toward 
amendments. 

(d)  The  separation  of  the  sources  of  state  and  local  revenues  is  generally  favored, 
and  being  widely  adopted. 

{g\    ****** 

if)  A  recognition,  all  but  unanimous,  that  all  kinds  of  pi-operty  can  not  be  prop- 
erly taxed  by  the  same  methods  ;  that  classification  of  subjects  for  taxation  is  wise 
and  equitable,  and  sanctioned  by  the  highest  courts. 

(g)  An  increasing  tendency  to  apply  railroad  and  other  corporation  taxes  (includ- 
ing those  on  franchise  values),  and  license  fees,  to  state  purposes,  these  being  assessed 
by  state  boards,  leaving  local  assessments  for  county  and  municipal  purposes. 

The  ]\Iissouri  commission  of  1906,  of  which  Frederick  N.  Judson,  the 
author  of  the  leading  legal  text-book  on  the  "Law  of  Taxation,"  was 
chairman,  said: 

We  are  all  agreed  that  the  first  ^tep  in  any  tax  reform  is  the  separation  of  the 
sources  of  state  and  local  revenues. 
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Professor  Seligman  of  Columbia  University  is  recognized  as  the  lead- 
ing authority  on  taxation  in  this  country.    As  long  ago  as  1895  he  said : 

Slowly,  but  surely,  we  are  moving  toward  a  readjustment  of  the  American  system 
of  taxation.  Its  ultimate  form  can  already  be  faintly  discerned ;  separation  of  state 
and  local  revenues  ;  state  revenues  derived  chiefly  from  corporation  and  inheritance 
taxes  ;  local  revenues  derived  from  real  estate  and  from  the  other  elements  of  tax- 
able faculty. 

Thirteen  years  later,  with  the  development  of  that  period  under 
review,  he  said: 

What,  then,  are  the  chief  difficulties  in  our  tax  system  which  are  coming  more 
and  more  to  be  recognized  everywhere  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
land.     I  should  sum  them  up  under  eight  hands. 

First  and  foremost  is  the  breakdown  of  the  general  property  tax,  which  is  almost 
everywhere  still  the  chief  reliance  of  state  and  local  government.  The  general  prop- 
erty tax  works  well  only  amid  most  primitive  economic  conditions  for  which  alone 
it  was  calculated.  Almost  everywhere,  for  reasons  which  it  is  unnecessary  here  to 
recapitulate,  and  which  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  prevent,  personalty  is  slipping 
from  under.  The  administration  of  the  general  property  tax  is  everywhere  attended 
with  increasing  difficulty,  and  in  our  large  industrial  centers  it  has  become,  to  use 
the  words  of  a  recent  tax  report,  "a  howling  farce."  Everywhere,  north  and  south, 
east  and  west,  although  in  varying  degree,  comes  the  cry  that  the  attempt  to  enforce 
the  general  property  tax,  whether  by  listing  bills  or  tax  ferrets,  by  oaths  or  by 
inquisitors,  is  doing  much  to  force  upon  the  average  citizen  habits  of  falsehood  and 
corruption. 

Second,  a  growing  lack  of  equality  in  tax  burdens,  not  only  as  between  classes  in 
the  community,  but  as  between  individuals  of  the  same  class.  Where  land,  for 
instance,  is  assessed  at  20  per  cent  of  its  value  in  certain  counties,  and  at  80  per 
cent  or  100  per  cent  in  other  counties,  it  is  obvious  that  the  contribution  to  the 
state  tax  is  grossly  unequal  and  unfair. 

Third,  the  application  to  general  purposes  of  what  was  intended  to  be  only  a  local 
revenue.  All  direct  taxation  was  originally  local  in  character,  and  the  assessment 
of  property  for  local  taxation  was  at  the  outset  a  comparatively  simple  matter. 
When  the  need  for  state  revenues  made  itself  felt,  it  was  obviously  expedient  to  tack 
on  to  this  local  taxation  a  quota  for  general  purposes.  But  with  the  great  develop- 
ment of  state  functions,  and  with  the  breakdown  of  the  local  barriers  of  commerce 
and  industry,  what  was  originally  equal  soon  turned  into  inequality,  and  the  attempt 
to  fetter  interlocal  or  even  interstate  business  conditions  by  the  bonds  of  purely  local 
assessment  has  proved  to  be  a  fruitful  source  of  difficulty. 

Fourth,  the  failure  to  make  modern  corporations  bear  their  fair  share  of  taxation. 
The  corporation  is  a  growth  of  the  last  half  century.  It  was  unknown  when  the 
present  framework  of  our  tax  system  was  established.  The  attempt  to  force  the 
new  wine  into  the  old  bottles  is  not  only  spoiling  the  wine,  but  cracking  the  bottles. 

Fifth,  the  failure  to  secure  adequate  compensation  from  individuals  and  corpora- 
tions alike  for  the  franchises  and  privileges  that  are  granted  by  the  community.  An 
earnest  effort  is  being  made  at  present  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
land  to  repair  this  defect.  But  with  the  historic  system  as  it  has  come  do^vn  to  us 
in  this  country  of  estimating  wealth  in  terms  of  property  rather  than,  as  abroad,  in 
terms  of  income,  we  have  been  plunged  into  the  vortex  of  the  assessment  of  fran- 
chises, and  have  thus  been  compelled  to  attack  a  problem  which  does  not  even  exist 
in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

Sixth,  the  undue  burden  cast  upon  the  farmer.  Practically,  this  is  the  problem 
of  taxation  in  many  of  our  rural  districts  and  in  all  agricultural  communities  where 
the  failure  of  an  adequate  revenue  system  and  of  the  readjustment  of  social  resources 
makes  it  impossible  to  secure  good  schools  or  fairly  decent  roads  without  over- 
burdening what  is,  after  all,  the  chief  source  of  American  prosperity. 

Seventh,  the  interference  with  business,  due  to  the  partial  and  spasmodic  enforce- 
ment of  antiquated  laws.  Witness  the  attempt  in  some  states  suddenly  to  levy  the 
mortgage  tax,  as  recently  in  New  York,  where  the  entire  building  industry  was 
thrown  into  confusion ;  or  the  attempt  in  other  states  to  enforce  now  this  and  now 
that  kind  of  property  tax  on  businesses  which  led  to  a  change  in  the  location  of  the 
business  rather  than  to  any  increase  of  revenue.     The  harassing  of  the  individual 
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business  or  the  fear  of  harassment  is  becoming  less  and  less  defensible  in  the  deli- 
cately adjusted  mechanism  of  modern   business  society. 

Eighth,  the  failure  to  make  great  wealth  contribute  its  due  share.  In  former 
times,  where  property  was  fairly  equally  distributed  and  conditions  simple,  inequal- 
ities in  tax  burdens  were  slight  and  unperceived.  Before  the  huge  aggregations 
of  modern  wealth,  the  crude  tax  machinery  of  earlier  days  stands  impotent.  And 
yet  we  hug  ourselves  with  the  delusion  that  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  patch  up  the 
old  machinery,  whereas  what  is  really  needed  is  to  throw  the  old  machinery  on  the 
scrap  heap  and  to  utilize  entirely  new  and  modern  instruments  and  processes. 

His  conclusion  was : 

The  separation  of  state  and  local  revenues  is  therefore  a  matter  of  vital  impor- 
tance in  the  American  commonwealths  of  to-day,  not  so  much  because  it  forms  in 
itself  any  solution  of  the  problem,  but  because  it  is  the  indispensable  initial  step 
to  any  substantial  progress.  The  separation  of  state  and  local  revenues  is  not  a 
cure,  but  it  alone  will  make  a  cure  possible.  It  is  from  this  point  of  view  that  we 
must  addi'ess  ourselves  to  the  problem. 

The  problems  of  taxation  in  the  United  States  are  becoming  every  year  more 
complex.  In  order  to  solve  them  we  must  keep  in  mind  the  ultimate  goal,  and  be 
prepared  to  take  the  first  step.  The  ultimate  goal  is  the  accommodation  of  fiscal 
methods  to  our  changed  economic  conditions.  The  first  step  is  the  separation  of 
state  and  local  revenues. 

The  International  Tax  Association  is  an  organization  formed  in  1906. 
Its  membership  comprises  all  the  leading  tax  experts  in  the  country, 
including  university  professors  of  taxation,  state  tax  commissioners, 
representatives  of  the  legal  profession  interested  in  taxation,  and 
many  special  students  of  tax  problems.  It  holds  an  annual  conference 
attended  by  delegates  appointed  by  the  governors  of  the  states  and  by 
the  presidents  of  the  leading  universities,  and  by  others  selected  for 
their  knowledge  of  tax  problems. 

At  the  conference  held  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  November  23-24,  1907,  at 
which  thirty-three  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  three  provinces 
of  Canada,  and  thirty-two  universities  were  represented,  the  following 
resolutions  were  passed : 

STATE   CONSTITUTIONS. 

Whereas,  The  greatest  inequalities  have  arisen  from  laws  designed  to  tax  all  the 
widely  different  classes  of  property  in  the  same  way,  and  such  laws  have  been 
ineffective  in  the  production  of  revenue ;  and 

Whereas,  The  appropriate  taxation  of  various  forms  of  property  is  rendered 
impossible  by  the  restrictions  upon  the  taxing  power  contained  in  the  constitutions 
of  many  of  the  states ; 

Resolved,  That  all  state  constitutions  requiring  the  same  taxation  of  all  property, 
or  otherwise  imposing  restraints  upon  the  reasonable  classification  of  property, 
should  be  amended  by  the  repeal  of  such  restrictive  provisions. 

HOME  RULE. 

Whereas,  The  reliance  by  state  governments  for  revenue  upon  the  taxes  ordinarily 
imposed  on  property  as  assessed  by  local  oflicials  has  produced  sectional  injustice 
and  jealousy  and  local  inequality ;  and 

Whereas,  The  general  property  tax  as  a  source  of  state  revenue  enforces  a  rigid 
uniformity  which  can  take  no  account  of  actual  conditions ;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  state  and  local  revenue  systems  should  be  so  far  divorced 
that  by  general  laws  the  appropriate  local  governing  bodies  may,  if  deemed  expedient, 
be  granted  certain  limited  and  carefully  prescribed  powers  over  the  licensing  of  occu- 
pations and  the  selection  of  subjects  of  local  taxation  and  the  rate  of  assessment 
upon  such  subjects. 
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Another  leading  authority,  Professor  Daniels  of  Princeton  Univer- 
sity, says : 

The  remedy  for  the  first  evil  is  not  difficult  to  find.  It  is  the  abolition  of  the 
state  tax  on  real  estate.  The  basis  of  assessment  upon  which  this  tax  is  now 
imposed  is  unfair  as  between  different  sections.  This  basis  of  assessment  is  also 
incapable  of  any  very  material  improvement  through  the  machinery  of  state  boards 
of  equalization.  In  most  of  our  states,  however,  the  entire  abolition  of  common- 
wealth taxation  upon  real  estate  seems  feasible. 

In  another  connection  he  says  of  the  general  property  tax : 
Some  states  have  sought  to  uncover  personal  property  through  the  machinery  of 
oaths,  affidavits,  and  the  like.  The  effectiveness  of  such  laws  is  inconsiderable.  If 
Jove  laughs  at  lovers'  vows,  he  probably  guffaws  at  taxpayers'  oaths.  Even  the 
Psalmist's  hasty  allegation  of  universal  mendacity  needs  little  qualification  in  this 
province  of  finance.  Where  the  taxpayer's  conscience  is  tender  he  finds  (as  one 
has  put  it)  that  virtue  is  perforce  its  own  reward.  This  phase  of  the  system  is 
described  in  one  tax  report  as  "a  tax  upon  ignorance  and  honesty"  ;  and  in  another 
report  we  are  told  that  "the  payment  of  the  tax  on  personalty  is  almost  as  volun- 
tary and  is  considered  in  pretty  much  the  same  light  as  donations  to  the  neighbor- 
hood church  or  Sunday-school." 

A  Previous  Califopnia  Report. 

In  1899  a  special  committee  of  the  state  senate  was  appointed  "to  investigate 
the  subject  of  state,  county,  and  municipal  taxation."  The  committee  was  composed 
of  Senator,  now  Congressman  S.  C  Smith  of  Kern  county.  Senator  E.  K.  Taylor 
of  Alameda  county,  and  Senator  J.  C.  Sims  of  Sonoma  county.  This  committee 
rendered  a  report  in  1901.  It  said:  "From  Maine  to  Texas  and  from  Florida  to 
California  there  is  but  one  opinion  as  to  the  workings  of  the  present  system  of  taxa- 
tion. That  is,  that  it  is  inequitable,  unfair,  and  positively  unjust."  It  recommended 
the  adoption  of  "occupation  taxes,"  or  taxes  on  business  to  supplement  the  property 
tax.     No  action  was  taken  by  the  legislature  in  response  to  this  report. 

The  farmers  are  the  worst  sufferers.  The  master  of  the  State  Grange 
of  Ohio,  in  an  address  before  the  above  mentioned  National  Tax  Asso- 
ciation, said : 

For  two  generations  the  fanners  of  the  United  States  have  in  large  majority 
cherished  the  belief  that  a  uniform  rate  upon  all  property  at  its  true  value  in  money 
was  the  highest  conception  of  fairness  and  justice  between  man  and  man.  It  sounds 
fair,  but  experience  and  all  history  prove  that  its  fairness  begins  and  ends  in  sound. 
For  it  to  be  entirely  fair,  one  must  go  back  to  a  period  when  all  property  was  visible 
and  equally  productive.  So  soon  as  property  became  diversified,  yielding  different 
incomes,  giving  rise  to  intangible  property,  the  general  property  tax  became  unsound 
from  an  economic  standpoint  and  unjust  as  between  individuals.  When  this  system 
of  taxation  was  embedded  in  the  constitution  of  Ohio  and  the  older  states,  it  had  less 
to  condemn  it,  as  the  proportion  of  visible  property  was  much  greater.  It  was  not  a 
correct  principle,  however,  then,  and  it  is  entirely  false  now. 

The  farmer  more  nearly  than  any  class  of  taxpayers  has  his  property  invested  in 
things  visible,  in  stock,  herds,  implements,   land  and  improvements. 

The  farmers  of  our  own  state  have  spoken  in  no  uncertain  tones. 
W  The  State  Grange,  after  many  years  of  discussion,  appointed  a  permanent  com- 
mittee on  taxation  in  1903.    This  committee  has  rendered  several  reports  advocating 
the  general  line  of  reform  embodied  in  the  amendment.     At  the  annual  meeting  held 
at  San  Jose,  October,  1907,  the  following  resolutions  were  passed : 

"Resolved  by  the  l^tate  Grange,  P.  of  H.  of  California,  That  we,  after  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  same  by  our  Committee  on  Taxation  and  by  this  State  Grange, 
hereby  express  our  approval  of  the  proposed  revenue  law,  and  of  the  proposed  con- 
stitutional amendment,  essential  to  its  enactment ;  and  we  recommend  the  approval 
thereof  Ijy  the  people  of  this  state  and  the  further  necessary  enactment  into  our 
state  and  county  revenue  system  of  it  by  the  legislature  at  its  next  session. 

"Resolved,  The  Executive  Committee  of  this  State  Grange,  P.  of  H.,  send  a  copy 
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of  this  report  and  resolutions  to  Governor  Gillett  and  request  liim,  on  belialf  of  the 
Patrons  of  Husbandry,  the  agriculturalists  and  the  land  owners  of  California,  to 
give  his  approval  and  support  to  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  revenue  system  for 
this  state." 

In  the  course  of  the  discussion  of  the  amendment  voted  on  in  1908 
the  city  assessor  of  Los  Angeles  county  sneered  at  the  tax  reform  plan 
"as  fine  for  the  cow  counties."  The  Pacific  Rural  Press  took  up  the 
challenge  and,  while  lamenting  the  interjection  of  a  class  issue  into  the 
discussion  of  a  problem  that  should  be  considered  solelj^  from  the  point 
of  view  of  justice  to  all,  said : 

We  rather  regret  this  appeal  to  farmers  as  a  class  to  do  what  is  industrially 
good  for  them,  because  enlightened  farmers  are  the  last  of  all  people  to  make  class 
issues.  They  may  be  charged  with  them  on  the  basis  of  some  things  which  are 
being  done  now  and  then  in  the  name  of  agriculture,  but  when  you  come  to  consider 
them  as  a  whole,  farmers  are  the  first  of  all  the  nation  to  forget  class  claims  and 
to  merge  their  own  intei-ests  in  patriotism,  philanthropy  and  humanitarianism. 
*  *  *  We  are  rather  ashamed  then  to  appeal  to  farmers  to  support  a  measure 
upon  the  ground  that  it  is  good  for  them  as  a  class,  because  of  the  danger  of  weaken- 
ing it  in  their  regard.  But  what  else  can  we  do  when  the  effort  is  boldly  made  to 
prejudice  the  measure  and  win  urban  negatives  by  branding  it  as  a  selfish  rural 
issue?  What  else  can  we  do  when,  as  currently  reported,  the  city  assessor  of  Los 
Angeles  denounces  the  amendment  because  it  is  "fine  for  the  cow  counties."  Fine 
for  the  cow  counties,  indeed ;  fine  for  the  orange  counties  and  the  lemon  counties 
and  walnut  counties,  also,  no  doubt.  And  this  shortsighted  official  forgot,  of 
course,  how  much  rural  property  is  owned  by  the  residents  of  Los  Angeles,  and  how 
they  have  been  unjustly  taxed  for  it. 

This  issue,  then,  of  the  rural  benefits  of  the  amendment  is  not  of  our  making, 
but  we  are  righteously  inflamed  by  it,  as  other  ruralists  should  be.  Where  would 
any  great  city  in  California  be  but  for  its  environment  of  agricultural  property? 
Who  would  have  carried  millions  into  Los  Angeles  if  the  citrus  lands  of  its  own 
county  and  of  adjacent  counties,  if  the  orange  had  not  stood  forth  as  the  exponent 
of  health  and  gold  in  southern  California,  or  if  the  oil  had  not  flowed  from  wells 
in  rural  fields  and  canyons?  If,  however,  some  city  men  are  to  impeach  this  amend- 
ment and  secure  urban  votes  against  it  by  the  reflection  that  it  is  a  class  measure, 
we  must  fight  the  issue  with  the  same  fire  in  the  veins  of  the  rural  population.  Let 
our  farmers  understand,  then,  clearly  that  it  is  good  for  farm  property.  The  Com- 
mission on  Revenue  and  Taxation  shows  clearly  by  its  recent  publications  that  the 
reform  would  have  reduced  the  state  tax  this  year  on  rural  properties  over  IS  cents 
per  $100  assessed  valuation — that  is,  under  the  amendment,  ownere  of  rural  proi)erty 
would  pay  22  cents  instead  of  40  cents,  as  they  will  this  year.  But  the  state  tax 
this  year  is  the  lowest  but  one  in  the  whole  history  of  the  state.  For  the  last  ten 
years  it  has  averaged  49%  cents,  and  the  reduction  from  such  a  tax  would  be  nearly 
28  cents.  Surely  it  is  "fine  for  the  cow  counties."  We  accept  it  that  way,  if  the 
issue  is  made  on  that  ground. 

Now,  why  does  it  come  out  that  way?  It  does  not  mean,  of  course,  that  the  state 
will  have  less  money  to  support  its  desirable  and  progressive  institutions.  The 
fa'rmer  would  not  for  a  moment  accept  a  measure  which  would  injure  the  name  of 
his  state  nor  make  it  an  inferior  home  for  his  children,  nor  would  a  statesmanlike 
commission  think  of  such  a  proposition.  There  will  be  no  less  money  for  public 
purposes,  but  the  farmer  will  only  pay  his  just  share  toward  such  purposes.  Here, 
again,  perhaps  we  can  claim  that  the  issue  is  a  rural  one,  because  it  has  long  been 
a  rural  conviction  and  complaint  that  property  not  so  easily  seen  and  measured  as 
the  farmers'  acres,  improvements  and  live  stock  was  escaping  its  share  of  public 
burdens ;  that  people  who  were  pulling  down  fine  plums  of  fortune  were  paying 
relatively  less  taxes  than  he.  and  that  if  all  productive  property  paid  its  share,  his 
share  would  be  less.  He  has  always  believed  that  great  corporations  largely  escaped 
taxation,  that  very  profitable  franchises  escaped,  that  millions  of  productive  capital 
rolled  out  of  sight  on  the  ides  of  March.     And  so  indeed  it  was,  and  is. 
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Conclusion. 

.  In  the  event  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  by  the  people  in  the 
coming  election,  it  devolves  upon  the  legislature  to  pass  the  laws  neces- 
sary to  put  the  new^  system  into  effect.  Not  the  least  part  of  the  labors 
of  this  commission  as  directed  by  law  has  been  the  preparation  of  a 
draft  of  the  laws  necessary  to  that  end.  We  have  been  engaged  upon 
this  steadily  since  June,  1907,  or  a  period  of  over  two  years.  We  have 
examined  the  statutes  of  other  states  bearing  upon  a  similar  method  of 
taxation.  We  have  read  all  the  court  decisions  upon  these  laws.  We 
have  in  gathering  data  become  familiar  with  every  difficulty  that  will 
confront  the  assessing  boards  or  officials  in  the  administration  of  the 
new  tax  system.  We  have  succeeded  in  outlining  in  the  law  the  methods 
by  which  each  of  these  difficulties  can  be  met.  These  laws  will  be  ready 
for  submission  to  the  legislature  when  it  convenes  next  January.

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REPORT  Of  THE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL 


^  San  Francisco,  September  15,  1910. 

To  His  Excellency,  James  N.  Gellett, 

Governor  of.  California,  Sacramento,  California. 

Sir  :  Complying  with,  the  requirements  of  the  law,  I  herewith  trans- 
mit to  you  a  report  of  the  business  of  this  office  for  the  two  years  ending 
September  15,  1910. 

The  duties  of  this  office  involve  litigation  and  proceedings  in  behalf 
of  the  State  of  diversified  character,  but  the  principal  branches  of  the 
work  may  be  segregated  under  the  following  headings : 

First — Civil  actions  for  the  State  and  the  various  departments  of 
the  State  government; 

Second — Opinions  to  State  officers  and  boards  and  District  Attor- 
neys; 

Third — Criminal  cases  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  Dis- 
trict Courts  of  Appeal ; 

Fourth — Investigations. 

To  this  report  I  append  a  detailed  statement  showing  the  present 
status  of  all  civil  and  criminal  cases  conducted  by  this  office;  also,  a 
tabulated  statement  of  all  felony  cases  as  shown  by  the  reports  of  the 
jl   various  District  Attorneys  of  the  State. 

I. 

CIVIL  LITIGATION. 

During  the  last  two  years  this  office  has  appeared  for  the  State  in 

eighty-seven  new  civil  cases.    These,  together  with  one  hundred  and  ten 

\   civil  cases  pending  and  undisposed  of  at  the  date  of  my  last  report, 

I  make  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  civil  cases  in  the  disposi- 

'\  tion  of  which  this  office  has  been  engaged.     Of  these  cases,  ninety-six 

i  have  been  finally  settled,  and  one  hundred  and  one  are  now  pending. 

Special  mention  is  made  of  some  of  the  most  important  of  these  cases, 

as  follows : 

San  Pedro  Harior  Cases.  In  the  year  1908,  after  a  careful  investi- 
gation of  the  law,  I  advised  Surveyor  General  Kingsbury  of  my  opinion 
that  the  State  was  without  power  to  convey,  for  private  purposes,  lands 
lying  beneath  navigable  waters,  or  between  the  lines  of  ordinary  high 
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and  ordinary  low-water  mark,  and  that  the  State  had  power  to  sell  such 
lands  only  in  aid  of  navigation  and  commerce.  Acting  upon  such 
advice,  the  Surveyor  General  has  since  refused  to  file  applications  for 
the  purchase  of  lands  of  such  character. 

Early  in  the  year  1908  my  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  many 
years  ago  patents  had  been  issued  by  the  State  to  various  individuals 
and  corporations,  conveying  to  them  practically  the  entire  bed  of  Wil- 
mington Bay,  as  well  as  the  tide  lands  bordering  upon  the  channel 
leading  from  Wilmington  Bay  to  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

Entertaining  grave  doubts  as  to  the  validity  of  these  patents  and  the 
power  of  the  State  to  issue  them,  I  commenced  some  twelve  actions  in 
the  name  of  the  People  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Los  Angeles  County, 
with  the  object  of  securing  a  judgment  canceling  such  patents.  In 
October  and  November,  1909,  these  cases  were  tried,  briefed,  and  sub- 
mitted, and  decisions  are  due. 

Should  the  State  be  successful  in  these  cases,  it  will  follow  that 
Wilmington  Bay  will  be  released  from  all  claims  of  private  ownership, 
and  the  benefits  of  a  free  public  harbor  secured  to  southern  California. 

An  action  of  similar  character,  involving  a  part  of  the  water  front 
of  the  city  of  Vallejo,  Solano  County,  is  pending  in  the  Superior  Court 
of  said  county,  awaiting  the  decision  in  the  San  Pedro  cases. 

Grand  Trunk  Western  Railway  Co.  vs.  Curry. 

Lewis  vs.  Curry.  These  cases  involved  the  constitutionality  and 
operation  of  the  Corporation  License  Tax  Law.  The  first  case  above 
cited  was  instituted  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  and  the 
second  was  an  original  proceeding  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State. 
In  both  courts,  the  contentions  of  the  State,  as  to  the  constitutionality 
and  operation  of  the  law,  were  fully  sustained. 

Pullman  Company  Tax  Cases.  Since  my  last  report,  two  additional 
actions  have  been  instituted  against  the  Pullman  Company  to  recover 
delinquent  taxes.  These  actions  were  filed,  one  in  June,  1909 ;  another 
June,  1910.  In  support  of  the  State's  claim,  much  testimony  has  been 
taken  by  deposition,  and  the  cases  are  set  for  trial  in  December.  They 
involve  about  $100,000.00  of  tax  money.  The  defendant  is  contesting 
the  cases,  claiming  a  lack  of  jurisdiction  in  the  State  Board  of  Equali- 
zation to  assess  it. 

Alameda  County  vs.  Nye.  This  case  involves  a  claim  on  the  part  of 
Alameda  County  against  the  State  for  some  $62,000.00.  The  claim  is 
based  upon  the  wording  of  sections  3696  and  3713  of  the  Political  Code 
as  those  sections  read  prior  to  1909,  the  contention  being  that  the  term 
''costs  of  collection,"  as  used  therein,  was  intended  to  act  as  an  appro- 
priation to  repay  to  the  various  counties  of  the  State  the  expense  sus- 
tained in  collecting  State  taxes  by  the  county  authorities.  The  case 
has  been  argued  and  submitted. 
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In  re  Frank  O'Shea.  This  case  involved  the  constitutionality  of 
the  anti-race  track  law,  and  resulted  in  a  decision  by  the  District 
Court  of  Appeal  sustaining  the  law. 

Leave  to  sue  cases.  I  have,  in  the  past  two  years,  entertained 
twenty-seven  applications  for  leave  to  sue  in  the  name  of  the  People 
of  the  State  of  California.  The  applications,  in  most  instances,  were 
accompanied  by  voluminous  briefs  upon  the  part  of  the  applicants,  and 
those  resisting  the  applications,  requiring  careful  investigation. 

In  twenty-three  instances  the  leave  to  sue  was  granted,  and  in  four 
cases  denied.  Of  those  granted,  ten  cases  have  been  decided  in  favor 
of  the  People;  in  three  cases  judgment  went  for  the  defendants,  and 
ten  cases  are  now  pending  and  undecided. 


II. 

OPINIONS  AND  REPORTS. 

During  the  past  two  years  I  have  rendered  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  written  opinions  to  the  various  State  officers,  boards,  and  District 
Attorneys. 

The  new  primary  election  law  brought  from  all  parts  of  the  State 
innumerable  requests  for  interpretation  by  this  office  of  the  various 
provisions  of  the  law.  In  addition  to  the  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
opinions  above  referred  to,  one  hundred  and  fifty  opinions  were 
rendered  by  this  office  concerning  the  requirements  and  legal  intend- 
ments of  the  law. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  I  have  passed  upon  the 
sufficiency  of  all  contracts  for  the  erection  of  State  buildings.  All  of 
these  contracts  are  now  prepared  under  the  provisions  of  the  new  act 
regulating  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  State  in  making  public  improve- 
ments, now  under  the  sole  control  of  the  Department  of  Engineering, 
thus  taking  the  matter  out  of  the  hands  of  the  various  State  boards  and 
commissions. 

There  has  been  no  difficulty  regarding  State  contracts  during  the 
period  covered  by  this  report,  with  the  single  exception  of  the  contract 
of  the  San  Francisco  Rebuilding  Company  with  the  Industrial  Home 
for  the  Adult  Blind,  Oakland,  California. 

In  this  instance,  the  contractor,  the  San  Francisco  Eebuilding  Com- 
pany, failed  to  meet  its  obligations  in  full,  but  a  good  and  sufficient 
form  of  bond,  prepared  by  this  office,  has  been  required  in  the  execution 
of  all  these  contracts,  and,  in  this  instance,  it  is  probable  that  a  settle- 
ment will  be  effected  through  the  aid  of  the  bondsmen  without  the 
necessity  of  litigation. 
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Various  deeds  for  right  of  way  for  the  State  have  been  prepared  in 
this  office,  and  we  have  examined  abstracts  of  title  to  several  parcels  of 
land,  which  the  State  has  purchased,  including  the  abstract  for  the 
school  site  purchased  hy  the  Santa  Barbara  State  Normal  School  of 
Manual  Arts  and  Home  Economics,  at  Santa  Barbara. 

Bond  issues.  I  have  also  passed  on  the  sufficiency  of  all  abstracts 
of '  proceedings  relative  to  bond  issues  purchased  by  the  State.  The 
following  table  shows  the  issues  approved  in  the  last  two  years,  and 
purchased  by  the  State  after  such  examination :

III. 


CRIMINAL   APPEALS. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  criminal  appeal  cases  during  the  last 
two  years  has  been  extraordinary,  and  has  nearly  doubled  the  work 
of  this  office  on  that  branch  of  duties.  I  attribute  this  condition  mainly 
to  the  new  procedure  governing  appeals,  adopted  in  1909.  The  follow- 
ing table  will  give  you  the  situation  as  compared  with  four  preceding 
years :

At  the  date  of  my  last  report  there  were  forty  criminal  appeals 
pending,  all  of  which  have  since  been  disposed  of.  As  above  noted, 
this  office,  in  the  last  two  years,  has  briefed  and  argued  two  hundred 
and  eighteen  criminal  appeals.  In  fifty-two  cases  petitions  for  rehear- 
ing in  the  Supreme  Court  were  filed.  This  office  prepared  petitions 
or  replies  in  thirty  of  such  cases.  Eleven  petitions  for  rehearing  were 
granted,  supplemental  briefs  prepared  and  filed  therein,  and  the  cases 
argued  before  the  Supreme  Court,  thus,  for  all  practical  purposes, 
increasing  the  number  of  cases  to  two  hundred  and  twenty -nine. 

In  addition  to  these  cases,  there  have  been  several  cases  of  certiorari 
and  habeas  corpus,  not  included  in  those  above  noted.

Three  criminal  cases  have  been  taken  to  the-  Supreme  Court  of  the 

United  States  during  the  same  period,  viz. :  People  vs.  Collins,  People 

vs.  Finley,  and  People  vs.   Oppenheimer.     The  first  named  case  has 

been  disposed  of,  resulting  in  a  judgment  for  the  People,  and  the  last 

I  two  are  now  pending.     These  two  cases  involve  the  constitutionality 

!  of  the  law  imposing  death  sentence  for  assaults  by  life  term  convicts. 

I  They  are  set  for  hearing  in  January,  1911,  in  said  court. 

From  the  reports  of  the  various  District  Attorneys  you  will  note 
they  have  conducted  during  the  past  two  years  three  thousand  five 
hundred  and  fifty-five  felony  cases,  which  have  resulted  in  three 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  convictions,  or  pleas  of  guilty, 
and  three  hundred  and  twenty-nine  acquittals. 
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IV. 

INVESTIGATIONS. 

Since  my  last  report  to  you  numerous  investigations  have  been  con- 
ducted by  this  office  concerning  State  matters  and  properties,  among 
which  may  be  noted  the  investigation  of  the  shortage  in  the  office  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  resulted 
in  uncovering  a  shortage  of  some  $92,000.00,  a  part  of  which  was 
property  of  the  State.  This  shortage  occurred  between  April,  1906, 
and  January,  1908. 

I  have  also  investigated  the  affairs  of  the  Monterey  Coal  Company, 
and  conducted  the  hearing  of  charges  preferred  against  C.  C.  Van 
Liew,  President  of  the  Chico  State  Normal  School,  pursuant  to  your 
instructions. 

In  November,  1903,  there  was  deposited  in  the  Treasurer's  office  of 
San  Francisco  the  sum  of  $364,572.79,  subject  to  the  decision  of  the 
court,  in  United  Railroads  vs.  Colgan.  Shortly  after  such  deposit  was 
made,  $327,000.00  of  said  moneys  were  ordered  by  the  court  to  be  paid 
partly  to  the  State  and  partly  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  balance  of  $37,572.79  remained  on  deposit  with  the  Treasurer 
until  about  the  time  of  the  fire  of  April  18,  1906.  The  destruction  of 
some  of  the  public  records  of  San  Francisco  at  that  time  apparently 
led  those  concerned  in  ^the  asportation  of  the  money  to  the  belief  that 
apprehension  would  be  impossible,  and,  in  pursuance  of  such  belief, 
there  was  taken,  between  April,  1906  and  January,  1908,  from  the 
moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  the  sum  of  about  $92,000.00. 
The  books  and  records  of  the  Treasurer's  office  were  falsified  to  cover 
these  discrepancies,  and  no  discovery  of  the  loss  was  made  until  about 
April  1,  1908,  when  the  case  of  United  Railroads  vs.  Colgan  was  decided 
by  the  Supreme  Court,  and  demand  was  made  for  the  balance  due  the 
county  and  State,  supposedly  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  It  was 
then  found  that  there  was  insufficient  money  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  to  meet  the  demand,  and  an  investigation  was  instituted  by 
this  office  which  led  to  the  apprehension  and  conviction  of  at  least  one 
of  the  persons  concerned  therein. 

The  methods  which  in  that  investigation  we  found  were  being  fol- 
lowed in  the  handling  of  the  public  funds,  together  with  the  techni- 
cal points  that  have  been  raised  in  the  criminal  prosecution  of  the 
person  concerned  in  the  shortage  and  in  the  civil  litigation  which  has 
been  instituted  for  the  recovery  of  the  money  due  the  State,  leads  me 
to  very  strongly  recommend  that  there  should  be  legislation  compelling 
a  uniform  system  of  accountancy  in  the  counties  of  the  State,  and 
some  authoritative  and  accurate  examination  and  checking  at  frequent 
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intervals,  of  the  accounts  of  all  officers  handling  or  keeping  accounts 
of  the  funds  of  the  State  and  counties. 

The  result  of  the  investigation  of  the  Monterey  Coal  Company  and 
the  Chico  Normal  School  matter  has  been  heretofore  placed  in  your 
hands  in  the  regular  course  of  business. 

RAILROAD   LEGISLATION. 

I  took  occasion,  in  my  report  to  you,  under  date  of  September  15, 
1908,  to  call  attention  to  the  necessity  for  legislation  in  respect  to 
common  carriers,  in  furtherance  of  the  powers  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission, and,  with  a  view  of  preventing  and  punishing  discrimination. 
Since  that  time,  there  has  been  some  legislation  along  the  lines  sug- 
gested.    (Chapter  312,  Statutes  1909.) 

The  legislation  noted  has  been  in  operation  since  March  20,  1909, 
and  has,  in  many  ways,  served  a  useful  purpose.  Experience,  how- 
ever, has  demonstrated  that  the  statute  in  question  is  inadequate  in 
several  particulars. 

Under  its  operation,  the  making  of  moving  rates  is  initiated  by  the 
common  carrier,  and  no  power  is  given  to  the  Commission  to  suspend 
the  operation  of  the  rate  pending  an  investigation  into  the  reasonable- 
ness of  the  proposed  rate.  This  is  a  power  that  has  recently  been  con- 
ferred upon  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  its  benefit  has 
"been  most  thoroughly  demonstrated  in  the  last  few  months.  In  this 
•connection,  the  Commission  has,  at  present,  no  power  to  fix  the  moving 
rate, — being  restricted  .to  establishing  a  maximum  charge  only,  thus 
leaving  the  rates  within  the  maximum  charge  a  matter  of  discretional 
fluctuation  at  the  will  of  the  carrier. 

Again,  the  matter  of  discrimination,  to  which  I  called  attention,  is 
not  adequately  covered.    In  my  report  of  September  15,  1908,  I  said : 

"The  only  remedy  for  discrimination  given  by  this  statute  exists  in  favor  of 
an  injured  shipper,  but  before  an  injured  shipper  can  recover,  he  must  prove  that 
lie  was  obliged  to  ship  at  the  published  tariif,  while  a  more  favored  shipper  was 
permitted  to  transport  similar  commodities  between  the  same  points  at  a  rate  less 
than  published  tarifli. 

It  is  thus  apparent  that  the  shippers  of  the  State  are  practically  helpless,  as 
the  required  evidence  in  any  case  will  be  most  difficult,  and,  in  most  cases,  impos- 
sible of  procurement." 

The  Regulation  Act  of  1909  has  not  changed  this  condition  of  proof 
nor  relieved  the  shipper  from  complying  with  the  requirement  above 
noted,  if  he  hopes  to  prove  his  charge  of  discrimination. 

By  the  Regulation  Act  of  1909,  the  burden  of  proof  in  demonstrating 
that  a  rate  is  unreasonable,  or  in  endeavoring  to  enforce  an  order  of 
the  Commission,  is  placed  upon  the  shipper.  I  question  whether  there 
should  be  any  "burden  of  proof"  concerning  such  matters.  At  any 
Tate,  it  would  seem  apparent  that  the  common  carrier  inaugurating  a 
rate  was  certainly  the  one  best  in  position  to  demonstrate  its  reason- 
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ableness,  and  tliat  a  common  carrier  complaining  of  an  order  of  the 
Commission  was  best  eqnipped  to  prove  the  unreasonableness  of  such 
order.  As  the  law  now  reads,  the  common  carrier  may  refuse  to  obey 
an  order  of  the  Commission,  and  the  injured  shipper  must  appeal  to 
the  courts  to  enforce  such  order,  with  the  burden  of  proof  resting  upon 
him  to  establish  his  contention,  while  to  establish  such  contention  he  is 
obliged  to  rely,  largely,  upon  evidence  in  the  possession  of  the  carrier. 

The  Commission  should  also  have  power  and  funds  with  which  to 
ascertain  the  physical  value  of  the  properties  of  the  carriers.  The 
value  of  the  carrier's  property  always  enters  into  a  question  of 
reasonable  rates  of  charge,  and,  once  ascertained,  would  be  established 
as  an  official  record  for  all  time,  betterments  and  abandonments 
thereon  noted  each  year,  and  used  in  all  rate  hearings,  thus  doing  away 
with  the  expensive  necessity  of  ascertaining  such  value  in  each  case 
when  complaint  is  made  of  a  rate. 

There  should  also  be  some  legislation  looking  to  the  proper  segre- 
gation of  revenues  and  expenses  of  common  carriers,  and  their  appli- 
cation as  factors  in  rate  making,  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a  basis 
for  establishing  reasonable  rates.  This  is  also  an  important  feature 
requiring  attention  in  connection  with  taxation,  as  it  has  become  cus- 
tomary to  look  to  revenues  and  operating  expenses  as  an  aid  in  fixing 
such  property  values  for  assessment,  and  should  Senate  Constitutional 
Amendment  No.  1  be  adopted  by  the  people  at  the  coming  election, 
the  matter  of  segregating  and  applying  operating  expenses  will  have 
a  vital  bearing  upon  the  revenues  of  the  State. 

The  present  law  does  not  adequately  cover  the  subject  of  free  and 
reduced  transportation,  and  should  be  amended  so  that  no  ambiguity 
may  be  pleaded  in  defense  of  possible  offenses  in  j:his  regard. 

The  Commission  should  be  authorized  to  conduct  hearings  by  the  same 
methods  as  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  Under  our  present 
statute,  our  Commission  is  compelled  to  proceed  to  a  stated  number  of 
cities  in  a  body,  hold  a  session  in  each  place,  and  inquire  for  grievances 
concerning  transportation  matters.  This  should  be  changed  so  that  any 
one  or  more  Commissioners  would  be  authorized  to  hold  such  meetings 
wherever  convenient  or  necessary  and  take  testimony,  such  testimony 
to  be  thereafter  submitted  to,  and  the  decision  rendered  by,  the  Com- 
mission as  a  whole.  By  this  method,  at  least  three  cases  could  be  heard 
in  different  parts  of  the  State  concurrently,  and  the  business  of  the 
Commission  and  adjustment  of  wrongs  greath'  expedited. 

I  am  strongly  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion having  its  own  legal  advisor  just  as  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission does.  The  law  of  railroad  regulation  is  one  of  great  importance 
and  a  science  by  itself.  Few  attorneys  have  occasion  to  deal  with  this 
branch  of  the  law  in  their  practice,  and  very  few  are  familiar  with  the 
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rules  and  decisions  that  govern  the  subject.  The  Eailroad  Commission 
of  this  State  has,  and  will  have,  a  great  amount  of  work  to  do  in  the 
proper  adjustment  of  transportation  matters  under  the  new  statutes 
that  have  been  or  may  be  adopted. 

INSURANCE  MATTERS. 

There  has  been  the  usual  activity  in  insurance  matters  submitted  to 
this  office  during  the  last  two  years,  in  which  period  we  have  furnished 
the  Insurance  Commissioner  with  approximately  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five  opinions  and  reports.  This  does  not  include  various  insur- 
ance papers,  bonds,  and  documents  which  have  been  examined  in  this 
office,  approved,  and  returned  to  the  Insurance  Commissioner. 

Action  was  instituted  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Alameda  County  by 
F.  H.  Hilliker  against  the  California  Mutual  Livestock  Insurance  Asso- 
ciation, to  recover  certain  sums  alleged  to  be  due  from  said  corporation 
to  said  Hilliker  for  services  rendered.  Examination  of  the  affairs  of 
said  company  by  the  Insurance  Commissioner  disclosed  the  fact  that 
said  company  was  insolvent,  whereupon  this  office  intervened  in  said 
action,  and,  upon  a  hearing,  a  receiver  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of 
the  affairs  of  said  corporation  and  wind  up  the  business  thereof. 

This  office  has  also  enforced  the  payment,  by  several  County  Clerks, 
to  the  State  Controller  of  over  $2,000.00  for  the  sale  of  hunting  licenses, 
which  moneys  had  been  withheld  by  said  County  Clerks. 

I  have  collected  and  turned  over  to  Adjutant  General  J.  B.  Lauck 
the  cash  shortage  of  a  former  officer  of  the  Naval  Militia  at  Eureka, 
California,  amounting  to  $712.59. 

I  have  brought  suit  for  the  collection  of  the  taxes  due  the  State  from 
the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company.  This  property  is  to  be  sold  on 
January  18,  1911,  subject  to  taxes,  and  upon  the  sale  of  the  property 
the  taxes  will  be  paid.

LETTER  OF  TRANSMIHAl. 


His  Excellency,  James  N.  Gillett,  Governor  of  California. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  Twenty-fourth  Bien- 
nial Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  as  directed  by 
law. 

You  will  observe  that  this  follows  the  plan  of  my  last  report  in  being 
issued  in  successive  sections,  so  that  it  may  be  more  digestible  and  more 
serviceable  to  the  people  of  the  State.  These  sections  are  six  in  number, 
viz. : 

Section  1.  Letter  of  Transmittal  and  Educational  Directory. 

2.  Elementary  Schools. 

3.  High  Schools. 

4.  Higher  Education. 

5.  Summary  of  Statistics. 

6.  State  Text-Books. 

In  all  of  these  an  effort  has  been  made  to  omit  compendious,  unmean- 
ing details,  giving  rather  summaries  and  salient  totals,  together  with 
some  attempt  to  interpret  these  totals  and  point  out  their  significance. 
It  is  only  in  some  such  way  as  this  that  tabular  statistics  can  be  made 
of  use  to  the  people  in  general. 

During  the  two-year  period  covered  by  this  report  my  office  has 
entered  upon  an  unusual  activity  in  the  way  of  giving  publicity  to  school 
affairs.  This  has  been  done  by  special  publications  issued  from  the 
office  and  by  enlisting  the  assistance  of  the  good  newspapers  and 
periodicals  of  the  State.  The  object  of  it  is  to  arouse  the  interest  of  the 
people  in  their  schools,  to  disseminate  widely  the  newest  and  best  edu- 
cational ideas,  and  to  stimulate  backward  communities  into  coming  up 
to  the  firing  line.  Thanks  and  gratitude  are  due  to  the  press  of  Cali- 
fornia for  its  generous,  enthusiastic,  and  unpaid  labor  in  this  direction. 
Without  this  help,  comparatively  little  could  have  been  accomplished. 

So  far  as  cur  limited  printing  fund  would  allow,  copies  have  been 
sent  to  school  officers,  civic  associations,  chambers  of  commerce,  news- 
papers, and  persons  interested  in  the  education  of  the  young,  some  few 
of  them  going  outside  the  State.  All  this  works  to  stir  up  an  active 
public  interest  and  to  add  to  California's  educational  prestige  abroad.

More  than  four  hundred  periodicals  have  favorably  commented  on 
our  methods.  The  Handbook  on  Architecture,  containing  photographs 
and  plans  of  the  better  schoolhouses  of  the  State,  and  issued  at  the 
express  request  of  the  Superintendents'  Annual  Convention,  has  had 
widespread  recognition.  It  has  been  in  part  reproduced  by  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Education  for  distribution  throughout  the  United 
States.  It  has  been  used  for  lantern  slides  in  Virginia.  It  has  attracted 
attention  in  places  so  widely  apart  as  ^Mexico  and  Sweden,  and  is  being 
used  b}^  twenty-five  educational  leaders  in  the  Southern  States  to 
improve  the  ideals  of  school  conditions  there.  This  recognition  of  the 
California  schoolhouses  is  very  gratifying  to  the  people  who  build 
them. 

One  little  bulletin,  No.  8  above,  had  a  remarkable  reception  in  the 
Eastern  States.  The  departments  of  education  in  the  states  of  New 
Hampshire  and  North  Carolina  each  adopted  picture  and  all  and  use  it

A  second  bulletin  on  agricultural  and  industrial  education  devoted  to  boys'  and 
girls'  clubs,  school  gardens,  and  liarvesting  the  fruit  crop  Is  in  course  of  preparation, 
and  will  be  Issued  about  December  1,   1910. 
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i'or  stereopticon  lecture  tours.  It  was  reprinted  in  full  in  Wisconsin 
Journal  of  Education,  New  York  Motor,  National  Magazine,  The  Path- 
finder (Washington,  D.  C),  Suburban  Life  (Pennsjdvania),  Successful 
Farmer  (Iowa),  and  the  Volta  Review  (Washington). 

No.  2  above  was  reproduced  by  the  Bureau  of  Municipal  Research 
in  New  York  City  for  general  distribution. 

The  Manual  of  Conservation,  No.  3,  drew  approving  articles  and 
letters  from  such  sources  as  the  New  York  Evening  Post,  the  Russian 
Minister  of  Education,  the  Department  of  Education  in  Hawaii,  the 
National  Conservation  Commission,  Gifford  Pinchot,  Stewart  Edward 
White,  and  former  President  Eliot  of  Harvard. 

All  of  the  above  leaflets,  bulletins,  pamphlets,  and  handbooks  were 
published  by  the  State  Printing  Office,  in  most  skillful  and  workman- 
like manner. 

Better  than  all  this,  they  are  improving  the  school  conditions  for  the 
children  of  California.  Everything  good  that  is  done  anywhere  has  its 
beginning  in  a  sentiment  in  some  one's  mind.  The  planting  of  good 
sentiments  is  a  powerful  and  practical  enterprise.  Showing  some  of  the 
best  and  most  beautiful  schoolhouses  in  California  to  all  the  people  is 
wonderfully  improving  many  other  schoolhouses.  Calling  attention  to 
the  advanced  schools  with  ten-acre  grounds  is  giving  many  other  ten- 
acre  grounds  to  the  children  of  the  State.  If  a  circular  costing  $100 
can  stir  a  thousand  minds  toward  decent  closets,  good  lighting, 
abundant  air,  it  is  money  well  expended.  It  is  worth  while  to  tell  all 
the  people  of  the  State  about  the  new  ideas  of  agriculture  and  industry 
that  are  so  affecting  the  education  of  the  continent.  The  central  school 
office  of  the  State  can  not  do  a  better  thing  than  to  bring  itself  into 
close  and  intimate  connection  with  all  the  school  people  within  its 
sphere  of  action  by  publicity  in  school  affairs,  a  policy  of  taking  the 
public  into  its  confidence. 

I  ask  your  kind  permission  to  print  the  accompanying  report  for 
distribution  to  the  school  people  of  the  State,  and  to  continue  the  same 
general  plans  for  the  future.

PUBLIC  INTEREST  KEEPING  STEP 

WITH  GROWTH  OF  STATE  SCHOOLS. 


Practical    Subjects    Taught    in    Modern    Buildings   Indication   of 
California's  Desire  to  Train  Good  Citizens. 


FIGURES  SHOW  GREAT  ADVANCE  IN  TWO  YEARS. 


GROWTH  of  the  California  schools  during  the  past  two  years,  as 
shown  by  the  statistical  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  has  been  accompanied  by  an  intense  and  deep  seated 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  the  State.  There  is  no  other  one 
thing  that  touches  so  many  people  as  the  public  school  system. 

A  most  encouraging  symptom  is  manifested  by  the  strong  under- 
current of  public  opinion  setting  toward  such  things  as  practical  edu- 
cation, agricultural  education,  care  of  the  health  of  school  children, 
improved  sanitarj"  conditions,  better  and  more  hygienic  school  buildings, 
more  commodious  grounds,  vacation  schools,  playgrounds,  recreation 
movements,  and  other  activities  that  are  indicated  in  the  statistics  and 
reports  that  have  come  in  during  the  past  two  years. 

The  law  requires  that  the  various  school  officers  of  the  whole  State 
shall  prepare  and  collate  the  facts  and  figures  of  the  territory  for  which 
they  are  responsible,  and  forward  them  at  the  end  of  certain  periods  to 
the  central  school  office  at  the  capital  of  the  State. 

Unless  these  figures  thus  sent  in  can  be  so  digested  and  interpreted 
to  be  intelligible  to  the  people  in  general,  and  to  teach  some  lesson, 
the}'  are  worthless  and  the  labor  of  collecting  them  is  in  vain. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  assimilate  the  accumulations  of  figures 
for  the  past  biennial  period,  to  summarize  them,  and  to  present  their 
noteworthy  features  in  such  a  way  that  they  may  be  understood  and 
may  be  translated  into  action  for  the  future. 

Increases  in  the  enrollment,  the  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils, 
and  in  the  number  and  salaries  of  teachers,  indicate  not  only  the  growth 
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of  the  State,  but  also  a  greater  appreciation  of  the  teacher's  work  and 
a  greater  desire  to  take  advantage  of  the  benefits  offered  by  the  public 
schools. 

For  the  better  assimilation  and  understanding  of  the  data  contained 
in  the  statistical  summaries,  the  report  is  this  year  for  the  first  time 
issued  in  sections.  This  section,  the  first  of  the  series,  is  devoted  to  the 
elementary  schools. 

Normal  Growth  in  School  Districts. 

The  State's  growth  in  population  and  the  settlement  of  many  new 
sections  has  brought  about  in  the  last  year  an  increase  in  the  nimiber 
of  school  districts  from  3,234  to  3,250.  While  the  fear  is  sometimes 
entertained  that  the  liberality  of  California  in  providing  school  facili- 
ties might  lead  to  an  overmultiplication  of  school  districts,  thus 
encouraging  the  organization  of  weak  districts,  the  fact  that  there  has 
been  a  net  increase  of  but  16  districts  shows  that  there  is  no  great 
danger  in  this  direction. 

Many  Splendid  Schools  Built. 

While  52  new  buildings  have  been  added  to  the  school  equipment  of 
the  State  in  various  districts,  bringing  the  total  number  of  structures, 
wood,  brick,  stone,  and  concrete,  up  to  3,897,  the  size  and  value  of  the 
schoolhouses  have  been  greatly  increased.  Better  architectural  ideas 
are  permeating  the  State  and  large  and  splendid  buildings,  with  com- 
modious grounds,  are  becoming  common.  j\Iany  of  these  are  being  built 
in  the  Mission  style,  so  uniquely  Calif ornian,  as  well  as  conducive  to  the 
carrying  cut  of  the  modern  idea  that  children  must  have  air,  and  light, 
and  sunshine  inside  as  well  as  outside  of  the  school  room. 

Ten  Acres  now  for  School  Grounds. 

The  suggestion  that  ten-acre  sites  should  be  set  aside  for  school 
grounds,  emphasized  in  the  "^lanual  of  School  Architecture  and  Im- 
provement in  California,"  prepared  at  the  recpiest  of  the  county  super- 
intendents for  the  use  of  school  trustees  in  drawing  plans  for  buildings, 
has  been  carried  out  in  many  places  throughout  the  State.  The  number 
of  brick  and  concrete  buildings  is  increasing,  and  as  the  timber  supply 
diminishes  the  future  will  see  more  and  more  buildings  constructed  of 
this  stable  material. 

Women  Teachers  on  Increase. 

The  proportion  of  men  to  women  in  the  teaching  force  of  the  ele- 
mentary schools  is  apparently  decreasing.  The  decrease  in  the  ratio 
last  year  amounted  to  1-10  of  1  per  cent.  The  number  of  men  in  the 
elementary  schools  of  the  State  last  year  was  less  than  10  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  of  teachers.    That  is,  on  the  basis  of  enrollment,  there 
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was  cne  man  to  350  boys  and  girls,  while  the  ratio  of  women  teachers 
to  pnpils  was  one  to  every  37  children. 

The  proportion  of  male  to  female  teachers  is  a  subject  that  has  been 
discussed  C|uite  vehemently  by  educational  writers  and  speakers  for  a 
number  of  years.  i\Iany  school  officers  make  strenuous  efforts  to  obtain 
male  teachers,  though  not  always  with  the  best  results.  It  is  not  only 
a  male  teacher  that  is  needed,  but  a  live,  redblooded  man.  A  good 
woman  teacher  is  better  than  a  weak  or  inefficient  man.  More  men  in 
the  profession  is  greatly  to  be  desired,  but  the  Cjuestion  seems  to  be  an 
economic  one,  that  can  not  be  affected  by  agitation  or  legislation. 

Teachers  Keep  Pace  with  Enrollment. 

Keeping  pace  wth  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils,  the  teaching 
force  has  also  advanced  so  that  California  maintained  during  last  year 
an  average  of  one  teacher  to  every  34  children.  The  number  of  teachers 
increased  from  9,078  to  9,450,  a  gain  of  372.  The  number  of  men 
increased  from  901  to  920,  a  gain  of  19,  but  the  number  of  women 
increased  from  8,177  to  8,530,  an  increase  of  453. 

Average  Salary  Slowly  Growing. 

IMore  than  a  half -million  increase  in  teachers'  salaries  was  made  in 
the  last  year,  the  increase  amounting  to  $527,635,  while  the  total  paid 
was  $7,927,081.  The  distribution  of  this  increase  made  a  raise  of 
$56.79  in  the  average  salary  paid  per  year  to  men,  and  of  $25.95  in  the 
average  yearly  salary  of  the  women. 

The  average  salary  paid  male  teachers  is  still  under  the  $1,000  per 
year  mark,  being  $927.08.  The  average  salary  paid  women  per  year 
in  the  schools  is  $697.96. 

High  Standard  of  Certification. 

The  tendency  is  to  raise  rather  than  lower  the  standard  of  certifica- 
tion of  teachers  in  California,  and  is  calculated  to  put  in  the  schoolroom 
efficient  and  well  prepared  instructors.  The  number  -of  certificates 
issued  increased  from  2,131  to  2,601,  in  which  the  predominant  showing 
is  made  by  women. 

Institutes  cost  $15,746  during  the  year,  of  which  the  largest  share  by 
far  was  paid  to  special  instructors.  They  were  attended  by  9,152  of 
the  9,450  elementary  school  teachers. 

The  number  of  books  in  school  libraries  is  rapidly  increasing,  now^ 
being  2,049,629.  The  books  in  the  teachers'  libraries  of  the  offices  of 
the  county  superintendents  number  51,835. 

Number  of  Children  per  Family  Decreases. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  points  brought  out  by  the  last  school 
census  is  that  the  number  of  children  per  family  is  decreasing.  The 
census  showed  an  increase,  of  4,178  in  the  number  of  families  Avith 
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children  under  17  years  of  age,  the  total  being  289,465,  bnt  the  ratio 
of  children  per  family"  decreased  from  2.21  to  1.59. 

The  census  shows  that  the  total  number  of  children  in  the  State  under 
17  years  of  age  has  increased  to  634,963.  But  the  number  of  census 
children,  that  is,  between  the  ages  of  5  and  17,  decreased  from  469,472 
to  460,238.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for  in  large  part  by  the  more 
strict  and  more  accurate  method  of  taking  the  census,  which  required 
the  parent  or  person  giving  the  data  to  swear  to  the  statements. 

Japanese-  and  Chinese  Increasing. 

The  number  of  Asiatic  children — Chinese  and  Japanese — is  gaining, 
and  rose  from  3,738  to  4.048  children  on  the  census  rolls.  The  number 
of  Indian  census  children  is  3,289;  of  Negro  children,  2,714;  and  of 
white  children,  450,187. 

The  number  of  foreign  born  children  in  California  under  17  years 
of  age  i.s  less  than  3  per  cent  of  the  total.  Deaf  children  numbered  501, 
children  not  vaccinated  number  211,167  and  children  under  17  years 
of  age  who  work  for  wages  in  California  number  15,739. 

Of  the  460,238  census  children,  343,642  were  enrolled  in  the  public 
schools,  32,802  were  in  private  schools,  and  83,794  were  in  no  school. 
The  large  number  of  children  classified  under  the  "no  school"*  heading 
includes  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  six,  who  though  rated  as 
census  children,  can  not  by  law  be  permitted  to  attend  school  until 
they  are  six  years  of  age.  The  number  of  children  under  five  years  is 
174,725. 

Enrollment  Mounts  10,139  in  Year. 

While  the  school  census  is  an  important  matter  because  every  child 
on  the  school  census  is  worth  $7  from  the  state  school  fund  to  the 
district,  the  enrollment  is  a  vital  point,  as  regards  the  school's  sphere 
of  influence,  for  it  registei's  the  number  of  boys  and  girls  that  come 
within  gunshot  of  the  educational  plant.  There  was  an  increase  of 
10,139  children  in  the  enrolbnent  last  year,  mounting  from  312,222  to 
322,361. 

Girls  Lead  Boys  in  Upper  Grades. 

Although  the  number  of  boys,  168.803,  outnumbered  that  of  the  girls. 
153,558,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  enrollment  by  grades  shows  that 
while  the  boys  outnumber  the  girls  in  the  lower  grades  the  ditference 
gradually  diminishes  until  at  a  certain  point  the  girls  outnumber  the 
boys. 

Thus  in  the  first  grade  last  year  there  were  5,635  more  boys  than 
girls ;  in  the  sixth  grade  there  were  only  296  more  boys  than  girls.  In 
the  seventh  the  number  of  girls  outnumbered  that  of  the  boys  by  184, 
and  in  the  eighth  grade  the  lead  of  the  girls  was  increased  to  1,162. 
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Practical  Subjects  and  Methods  Remedy. 

A  gradual  decrease  in  the  number  of  pupils  from  the  first  grade  to 
the  eighth  is  also  shown  as  follows :  First  grade,  67,859 ;  second  grade, 
41,107;  third  grade,  41,023;  fourth  grade,  39,582;  fifth  grade,  37,796; 
sixth  grade,  33,982 ;  seventh  grade,  29,998 ;  eighth  grade,  26,618. 

The  conditions  which  produce  this  decrease,  and  the  dropping  out  of 
pupils  in  the  upper  grades  are  general  to  all  schools  in  all  states,  and 
are  most  marked  in  the  large  cities  where  the  necessities  of  life  compel 
children  to  work.  They  demand  the  best  attention  of  the  school  people, 
and  are  to  be  remedied  in  part  by  the  introduction  of  practical  subjects 
and  practical  methods  of  teaching  which  will  hold  the  boys,  particu- 
larly, in  school,  until  they  have  a  fair  education  at  least. 

The  number  of  graduates  from  the  elementary  schools  last  year  was 
17,632,  a  notable  increase  of  1,519,  and  was  made  up  of  8,103  boys  and 
9,529  girls. 

Daily  Attendance  Shows  Efficiency. 

Representing  the  average  number  of  pupils  in  school  each  day  of  the 
school  year,  the  average  daily  attendance  of  252,321  shows  in  a  large 
degree  the  efficiency  of  the  schools.  This  is  an  increase  of  7,680  over 
the  preceding  year.  The  average  daily  attendance  is  very  important 
to  the  school  district  from  the  financial  standpoint,  as  the  apportion- 
ment of  school  funds  is  made  semiannually  in  part  on  this  basis. 

That  the  State  is  giving  more  schooling  each  year  to  its  pupils  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  the  schools  were  open  last  year  on  an  average 
of  173  days,  one  more  than  the  year  previous.  There  were  very  few 
districts  that  maintained  school  for  less  than  120  da^'s.  Nearly  3,000 
districts  maintained  school  from  160  to  200  days  or  more. 

California  Liberal  to  its  Schools. 

California's  liberality  and  interest  in  her  common  schools  is  demon- 
strated by  the  financial  statement  which  shows  receipts  from  apportion- 
ments, taxes,  and  bonds  of  $17,275,821  during  the  year,  of  which 
$13,674,214  was  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  schools. 

Of  the  total  expenditures,  $7,927,081  was  paid  for  salaries,  $2,254,071 
for  contingent  expenses  and  supplies,  $3,365,907  for  sites,  buildings, 
and  furniture,  and  $127,154  for  books  and  school  apparatus. 

The  total  valuation  of  the  property  of  the  elementary  schools  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1909-1910  was  $34,714,167. 

The  average  rate  of  tax  for  the  elementary  schools  was  .2413  as  com- 
pared with  .254  for  the  previous  year. 

Costs  19  cents  per  Day  per  Child. 

While  the  expenditures  for  school  purposes  may  seem  large,  they  are 
really  very  small  when  compared  to  the  great  sums  the  State  is  com- 
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pelled  to  expend  for  its  criminal  classes.  It  cost  the  State  last  year  an 
average  of  $31.98  per  pupil.  On  the  basis  of  173  average  number  clays 
school  was  maintained,  this  was  less  than  19  cents  per  day  per  child. 
Thus  an  average  smoker  could  maintain  a  child  in  school  for  less  than 
he  spends  on  cigars.    It  is  less  than  the  cost  of  two  cocktails  per  day. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  jails,  penitentiaries,  courts,  far  outweighs 
the  cost  of  education.  The  State  can  very  well  aiford  to  spend  a  large 
sum  on  the  education  of  a  boy  if  it  will  tend  to' make  him  a  law  abiding 
citizen. 

Two  Cities  Add  Kindergartens. 

The  kindergarten  idea  continues  to  maintain  its  hold  in  the  school 
system,  the  number  of  cities  maintaining  kindergartens  having  increased 
from  14  to  16.  In  these  schools  are  employed  208  teachers,  all  women, 
with  an  enrollment  of  3,118  boys  and  1,197  girls,  a  total  of  6,915.  The 
average  daily  attendance  for  the  3'ear  ending  June  30,  1910,  was  3,530. 
The  increases  are:  Teachers,  33;  enrollment,  1,157;  attendance,  369. 

The  average  salarj'^  paid  kindergarten  teachers  per  year  has  increased 
from  $735.32  to  $768.28.  The  expenditure  for  the  maintenance  of 
kindergartens  for  the  year  1909-1910  was  $165,336,  representing  a  cost 
per  year  for  each  pupil  enrolled  of  $22.80.

Of  RECENT  EDUCATIONAL  MOVEMENTS. 


THE  RISE  of  the  High  School  is  undoubtedly  the  newest  and  most 
striking  of  recent  educational  movements.  In  California  its  growth 
has  been  peculiarly  rapid.  The  idea  appeals  to  the  people,  and 
they  respond  to  it  with  a  promptness  and  generosity  that  should  incite 
the  educational  forces  to  the  most  loyal  and  enthusiastic  efforts  for 
genuine  success. 

Splendid  buildings,  elegant  equipments,  magnificent  sites,  are  being 
provided  up  and  down  the  State.  More  than  twice  as  much  monej^  is 
spent  for  the  education  of  each  high  school  student  than  for  each  pupil 
of  the  elementar.v  schools. 

Only  three  counties  have  no  high  school.  Large  classes  of  young 
people  are  entering  these  schools,  not  only  those  who  are  aspiring  to 
college  and  the  learned  professions,  but  those  who  must  soon  drop  out 
to  fill  the  ranks  in  shop  and  farm  and  mine  and  mill.  The  high  school 
must  be  shaped  for  all  its  people,  not  for  the  intellectual  section  of  them 
alone.  It  must  be  made  attractive  and  desirable  for  the  common  people, 
taking  them  all  in,  and  helping  them  to  live  happier  and  more  useful 
lives.  Its  ideal  must  not  be  too  coldly  scholastic,  freezing  out  or  driving 
away  all  those  whose  brains  do  not  meet  some  conventional  standard. 
To  be  honest,  it  must  spend  as  much  time  and  effort  and  money  in 
teaching  the  ditch  digger  how  to  live  as  it  does  the  doctor  or  teacher  or 
engineer.  The  high  school  must  be  human,  must  be  helpful,  attractive, 
cheerful,  warm-hearted ;  must  admit  and  enter  into  the  life  of  its  sur- 
rounding people ;  must  show  its  reason  for  being  in  helping  those  people 
to  live  in  the  future. 

It  is  in  such  ways  as  tliis  that  the  high  school  must  shoAv  its  fitness  for 
existence.  In  such  ways  as  this  it  may  rise  to  the  occasion,  may  meet 
the  hopes  of  the  people  who  are  welcoming  it,  giving  it  their  support, 
spending  their  money  on  it  with  lavish  hand.  If  it  can  not  rise  to  meet 
them,  it  can  not  hope  to  endure  as  an  institution  of  the  future. 

Tendency  to  Consolidate  Districts. 

There  was  an  increase  of  17  in  the  number  of  high  school  districts 
during  the  year  1909-1910,  bringing  the  total  up  to  214.  Of  this 
increase  ten  were  for  union  high  schools  and  three  were  for  county  high 
schools,  indicating  that  the  tendency  is  to  consolidate  to  form  more 
powerful  districts  capable  of  providing  better  equipment  and  attracting 
stronger  teachers. 
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At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  1,711  teachers,  an  increase  of  221 
over  the  preceding  year.  There  were  649  men  teachers  and  1,062  women 
teachers,  the  number  of  women  having  increased  at  a  faster  rate  than 
that  of  the  men.  On  the  basis  of  enrollment  the  ratio  of  the  number  of 
women  to  the  number  of  high  school  pupils  was  one  to  37,  while  that  of 
men  was  one  to  60. 

More  Teachers :   More  Individual  Attention. 

The  teaching  force  in  the  high  schools  is  proportionately  much  larger 
to  the  number  of  pupils  than  in  the  elementary  schools.  In  the  sec- 
ondary schools  there  is  one  teachers  to  every  22  pupils,  while  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools  there  is  one  teacher  to  every  37  pupils.  By  having 
more  teachers,  this  means  that  the  students  will  receive  more  individual 
attention. 

The  average  yearly  salary  of  men  teachers  in  the  high  schools  last 
year  was  $1,465.85,  a  decrease  of  $3.74  as  compared  to  the  preceding 
year.  The  average  yearly  salary  paid  women  in  the  high  school  was 
$1,026.27,  an  increase  of  $50.17. 

Girls  Outnumber  the  Boys. 

The  enrollment  increased  from  34,298  to  39,115,  a  gain  of  4,817 
pupils.  Of  the  total  enrollment  the  boys  numbered  17,680,  while  the 
number  of  girls  was  21,435.  The  girls  outnumber  the  boys  in  each  of  the 
four  years  of  the  high  school.  The  average  daily  attendance  last  year 
was  30,879,  the  increase  being  4,340.  The  number  graduated  from  the 
high  schools  of  the  State  last  June  totaled  4,247,  an  increase  of  471. 

Enrollment  Decreases  Near  End. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  the  enrollment  is  very  large  in  the  first 
year  of  the  high  school,  but  that  it  decreases  with  the  succeeding  years. 
Here  are  the  figures :

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  approximately  the  number  of 
pupils  in  the  second  year  of  the  high  school  is  one  half  that  in  the  first 
year;  that  the  number  in  the  third  year  is  one  third  that  in  the  first 
year ;  and  that  the  number  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  high  school  is  one 
fourth  that  in  the  first  year. 

This  striking  mortality  in  the  high  school,  whereby  only  one  fourth 
of  those  who  enter  the  first  year  live  to  go  into  the  fourth  year,  deserves 
our  most  serious  attention.  More,  it  deserves  careful  study  and  strenu- 
ous efforts  to  remedy.  Why  should  it  be  so  ?  Probably  the  chief  cause 
lies  in  the  fact  that  we  have  not  yet  found  out  how  to  make  the  high 
school  seem  luorth  staying  in  to  the  students,  their  friends,  and  their 
surrounding  world.    The  remedy  lies  in  so  organizing  the  high  school,  so 
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breathing  life  and  action  and  enthusiasm  into  it,  so  filling  it  with  the 
real  things  that  real  men  are  doing  in  the  world  to-day,  that  the  boys 
and  girls  who  enter  can  not  stay  away! 

Average  Term  Is  191  Days. 

The  average  length  of  the  school  term  last  year  was  191  days.  The 
average  tax  rate  levied  in  support  of  the  high  schools  was  $0,292  on  the 
$100,  nearly  5  cents  in  excess  of  the  rate  for  the  year  before.  The 
receipts  for  high  school  purposes  amounted  to  $5,968,446,  and  of  this 
amount  $4,090,967  was  expended  in  the  maintenance  of  these  schools 
throughout  the  State.  The  total  valuation  of  high  school  property  in 
the  State  is  $9,601,274. 

Costs  39  cents  per  Day  per  Pupil. 

The  cost  per  pupil  in  1908-1909  was  $70.99  while  in  1909-1910  it  was 
$74.85,  an  increase  of  $3.86.  On  the  basis  of  the  enrollment  the  average 
cost  per  day  per  high  school  pupil  was  39  cents.

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SECTION  FOUR. 


GENEROUS  PROVISION  MADE  FOR 

HIGHER  EDUCATION  IN  CALIFORNIA. 


CALIFORNIA  is  enterprising  and  generous  in  its  provision  for 
higher    educational   institutions    as    well    as    the    regular    public 
schools.    The  educational  institutions  supported  by  the  State  other 
than  those  comprised  in  its  public  school  system  are : 

The  State  University  at  Berkeley. 

The  six  State  Normal  Schools  at  San  Jose,  San  Francisco,  Los  An- 
geles, Chico,  San  Diego,  and  Santa  Barbara. 

The  University  Farm  School  at  Davis. 

The  California  Polytechnic  School  at  San  Luis  Obispo. 

The  California  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  at  Berkeley, 

The  two  reformatory  schools  at  lone  and  Whittier. 

The  orphanages  which  receive  State  aid. 

During  the  year  1909-1910  there  were  3,860  students  enrolled  in  the 
University  of  California,  of  whom  2,465  were  men  and  1,395  were 
women.  The  increase  over  the  previous  year  was  410.  A  total  of  4,911 
men  and  women  attended  the  summer  session  of  1910  at  Berkeley. 

The  total  number  of  professors  and  instructors  in  the  faculty  of  the 
State  University  in  1910  was  297,  of  whom  six  were  women.  The 
spring  semester  term  was  129  days,  and  the  fall  semester  was  128  days. 

In  1909  the  graduates  numbered  398,  of  whom  246  were  men  and 
152  were  women.  In  1910  the  graduates  numbered  479 — 309  men  and 
170  women. 

The  total  income  of  the  University  of  California  for  the  vear  ending 
June  30,  1910,  was  $2,725,222.57,  of  which  $1,060,125  was  received 
from  the  State.  The  expenditures,  excluding  those  for  building  opera- 
tions, amounted  to  $1,160,948.51. 

The  six  normal  schools  employed  during  the  last  year  a  total  of  133 
teachers,  of  whom  37  were  men  and  96  were  women.  The  increase  in 
the  number  of  teachers  was  9. 

The  total  number  of  students  enrolled  in  these  schools  during  the 
past  year  was  2,321,  an  increase  of  only  3,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a 
new  normal  school  has  been  added  to  the  State 's  equipment  during  the 
year.  Of  the  enrollment  105  were  men,  a  decrease  of  17,  and  2,216 
were  women,  an  increase  of  20.  In  the  training  departments  of  the 
several  schools  there  were  2,508  pupils. 

The  number  of  graduates  from  the  five  normal  schools  of  San  Jose, 
Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  Chico,  and  San  Diego  was  743,  of  whom 
28  were  men  and  715  were  women.  The  increase  was  67.  The  total 
number  of  graduates  from  all  normal  schools  in  the  history  of  the  State 
is  9,632,  of  which  8,797  were  women  and  835  were  men. 
3— PI 
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During  the  year  1909-1910  the  receipts  of  the  normal  schools 
amounted  to  $388,058.58.  the  expenditures  being  $280,210.51.  The 
valuation  of  normal  school  propertv  and  equipment  in  the  State  is 
$1,147,910. 

The  California  Pohi;echnic  School,  located  at  San  Luis  Obispo,  is  the 
equivalent  of  a  State  high  school,  preparing  boys  and  girls  for  agri- 
cultural and  industrial  life.  At  the  close  of  the  school  year  ending 
June  30.  1910.  there  were  173  students  in  this  school,  with  a  corps  of 
14  teachers.

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Support  and  Education  of  Orphan  Children. 

Section  22  of  article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  California  gives  the 
authority  to  the  legislature  to  make  appropriations  for  the  support  of 
orphans,  half  orphans,  and  abandoned  children  in  two  ways.  These 
children  may  be  cared  for  in  institutions  provided  for  this  purpose  or 
they  may  be  cared  for  by  the  county  in  families.  In  the  last  named 
case  the  parent  often  cares  for  the  children  and  receives  so  much  per 
child  each  month.  This  allowance  is  given  by  the  board  of  supervisors 
to  the  f  amil.y  direct  and  later  is  returned  by  the  State.  During  the  year 
beginning  July  1,  1908,  and  ending  June  30,  1909,  the  counties  were 
reimbursed  for  the  support  of  50  foundlings,  2,060  half  orphans,  and 
146  whole  orphans,  at  a  total  cost  to  the  State  of  $116,433.77.  The  large 
number  of  half  orphans  indicates  the  method  of  support.  A  mother  is 
left  with  several  children.  This  aid  from  the  county  often  enables  her 
to  keep  her  little  family  together,  to  send  them  to  school  and  to  provide 
a  home  for  herself  at  the  same  time.  Unfortunately,  this  is  often  looked 
on  as  charity  and  the  mother  often  objects  to  this  support.  If  this  is 
charity,  then  the  whole  system  of  public  education  is  charity.  The 
State  is  protecting  itself  and  providing  good  citizens  for  future  work 
by  giving  these  children  support  and  education.  There  is  little  telling 
the  value  of  a  well  developed  man  or  woman  to  the  State;  there  is  no 
estimating  the  real  injury  to  the  State  of  a  criminal  who  is  allowed  to 
grow  up  and  trained  in  the  schools  of  vice  to  annoy  the  people  of  the 
State  and  to  call  for  large  expenditures  of  money  for  trying  him  and 
for  caring  for  him  in  the  State's  prisons.  For  the  year  closing  June  30, 
1909,  the  net  cost  of  supporting  the  two  prisons  in  this  State  was 
$727,408.62,  which  is  $255.85  per  prisoner — there  being  2,843  im- 
prisoned.   This  cost  is  in  addition  to  the  earnings  of  the  prisons. 

Section  2283  of  the  Political  Code  appropriates  $100  per  year  for 
each  whole  orphan,  $75  per  year  for  each  half  orphan  or  abandoned 
child.  Each  foundling  under  the  age  of  eighteen  months  shall  receive 
$12.50  per  month  till  such  child  is  adopted  or  till  it  is  eighteen  months 
of  age. 

Subdivision  8  of  section  1532  of  the  Political  Code  makes  it  the  duty 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  visit  all  orphan  asylums 
receiving  State  aid  and  inquire  into  the  course  of  study  outlined  for  the 
instruction  of  the  children.  The  intention  of  the  legislature  in  passing 
this  law  evidently  was  to  insure  the  proper  education  of  the  children 
in  these  schools.

SECTION  FIVE. 


TEN  YEARS'  REVIEW  OF  SCHOOL  STATISTICS 

REVEALS  CALIFORNIA'S  GREAT  DEVELOPMENT. 


IN  A  REVIEW  of  the  school  statistics  for  the  ten  years  comprised  in 
the  period  1900-1910  there  are  many  surprising  evidences  of  great 
growth  in  the  educational  part  of  the  State's  development.  In 
attendance,  in  the  number  of  teachers,  in  the  amounts  expended  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  various  departments,  the  figures  show  increases 
ranging  from  25  to  100  per  cent  and  greater.  The  most  remarkable 
increases  are  to  be  found  in  the  high  schools. 

In  the  last  decade  the  number  of  teachers  in  the  elementary  schools 
increased  from  7,119  to  9,658,  a  gain  of  more  than  2,500,  or  36  per  cent. 
"While  the  number  of  women  teachers  increased  45  per  cent,  there  has 
been  a  falling  off  of  16  per  cent  in  the  number  of  male  teachers.  Ten 
years  ago  the  roll  call  of  men  in  the  schools  showed  1,101  at  work.  The 
number  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  1909-1910  was  less  than  1,000 — 920 
to  be  exact. 

In  the  high  schools  the  number  of  men  increased  160  per  cent,  and 
the  number  of  women  350  per  cent.  The  total  number  of  teachers  in 
the  high  schools  has  advanced  from  486  to  1,711,  which  is  more  than 
two  and  one  half  times  the  number  employed  ten  years  ago.  In  the 
normal  schools  the  number  of  teachers  was  increased  from  101  to  133. 

One  of  the  remarkable  showings  of  the  census  statistics  is  that  the 
number  of  Mongolian  children  enumerated  in  the  census  has  increased 
43  per  cent,  as  compared  with  27  per  cent,  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  w^hite  children.  Ten  years  ago  there  were  2,815  Mongolian  children. 
The  census  of  1910  showed  4,048  Chinese  and  Japanese  children  in  the 
State — nearly  double  the  former  number.  The  gain  in  the  number  of 
census  children,  which  in  1900  was  361,153,  is  nearly  100,000,  or  more 
than  27  per  cent. 

A  large  gain  in  the  number  of  children  attending  private  schools 
is  also  shown.  The  per  cent  of  increase  is  41.  While  the  number  of 
native  born  children  increased  31  per  cent,  the  increase  in  foreign  born 
children  is  153  per  cent,  indicating  in  a  degree  the  immigration  to  this 
State.  The  number  of  children  that  attend  no  school  at  all  is  also 
on  the  increase.  The  rate  of  increase  is  18  per  cent.  The  1909  census 
showed  that  there  were  83,795  children  who  had  not  been  enrolled  in 
any  school  at  any  time  during  the  year.  Gf  course  a  large  number  of 
these  children  are  between  five  and  six  years  of  age,  and  are  required 
to  be  enumerated  on  the  census,  but  who  can  not,  according  to  law,  be 
admitted  to  school  until  they  are  six  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  enrolled  in  the  elementary  schools  last  year 
was  nearly  one  third  more  than  the  number  enrolled  ten  years  ago. 
It  was  329,276  as  compared  with  257,557.  The  gain  in  the  enrollment 
of  the  high  schools  is  much  higher,  showing  that  more  than  two  and 
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one  fifth  as  many  students  were  on  the  rolls  of  the  high  schools  last  year 
than  ten  years  ago.  The  normal  schools  show  an  increase  of  282.  or  9 
per  cent,  in  their  enrollment. 

In  average  daily  attendance,  which  means  the  average  number  of 
boys  and  girls  who  attend  school  throughout  the  year,  the  elementary 
schools  increased  36  per  cent;  that  is,  from  188,420  to  255,851.  The 
high  schools  show  a  gain  of  244  per  cent;  that  is,  from  8,975  to  21.904. 

In  the  elementary  schools  the  expenditures  and  the  valuation  of 
school  property  have  more  than  doubled.  In  the  high  schools  the 
expenditures  for  their  maintenance  are  now  more  than  four  and  one 
half  as  much  as  they  were  ten  years  ago,  and  the  valuation  of  school 
property  is  more  than  three  ancl  one  half  times  what  it  was  then.

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SECTION  SIX. 


STATE  TEXT-BOOK  PLAN  REVIEWED; 
SYSTEM  UNIQUE;  PROBLEMS  TO  BE  SOLVED. 


CALIFORNIA  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  state  in  the 
Union  to  manufacture  its  own  text-books  for  the  public  schools. 
This  plan  was  inaugurated  by  the  Perry  amendment  to  the  state 
constitution,  adopted  in  1887.    It  has  thus  been  in  operation  for  about  a 
quarter  of  a  century. 

The  problem  is  a  most  complex,  difficult,  and  vexatious  one.  It  is 
not  yet  solved.  How  to  get  the  best  books  at  the  lowest  expense  to  the 
children  is  not  by  any  means  an  easy  task.  It  is  surrounded  by  a 
thousand  exasperating  difficulties  and  impossibilities  that  no  one 
dreams  of  until  he  is  in  actual  contact  with  the  enterprise.  Like  all 
public  business  it  is  complicated  by  ignorance,  jealousy,  cupidity,  and 
politics.  Years  of  observation,  study,  and  effort  have  resulted  in  some 
visible  improvement,  but  there  is  still  much  to  be  done.  Although 
twenty-five  years  of  age,  it  is  yet  in  the  experimental  stage  and  has  not 
reached  ideal  conditions  by  any  means.  The  following  facts  and  figures 
are  given  for  those  who  may  wish  to  enter  into  the  problem : 

First  Plan  Discarded  After  Trial. 

The  first  plan  followed  after  the  adoption  of  the  constitutional 
amendment  for  state  text-books  was  the  writing  of  books  by  teachers  of 
the  State,  employed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  their  publi- 
cation by  the  State  Printing  Office.  This  continued  for  some  ten  years, 
and  resulted  in  such  bitter,  widespread  and  continuous  complaint  from 
the  educational  people  of  the  State  that  the  condition  was  simply 
intolerable.  This  universal  complaint  and  abuse  grew  from  different 
causes.  The  very  newness  of  the  plan  naturally  provoked  stubborn 
opposition  in  conservative  people.  Some  of  the  books  were  naturally 
poor  and  unsuitable,  since  the  best  of  teachers  may  be  the  poorest  of 
book  writers.  Naturally  again,  the  great  publishing  houses,  with  agents 
frequenting  every  quarter  of  the  State,  were  opposed  to  any  such  plan. 
The  retail  book  dealers  found  their  profits  cut  off,  so  naturally  they  too 
joined  the  chorus.  All  this  conspired  to  arouse  one  universal  cry  of  con- 
demnation upon  the  state  series  text-books  that  could  not  be  resisted. 
Many  revisions  and  rewritings  of  the  books  were  made,  but  to  no  avail. 
Some  radical  change  of  plan  had  to  be  made. 

Books  Chosen  From  Best  in  Market. 

At  last,  the  Attorney  General  rendered  a  legal  opinion  to  the  effect 
that  although  all  state  text-books  constitutionally  must  be  printed  and 
manufactured  in  the  State  Printing  Office,  the  subject-matter  for  the 
books  might  be  leased  or  bought  outside  the  State.  Whereupon,  the 
State  Board  of  Education  opened  negotiations  with  the  publishers  of 
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the  well-recognized  and  standard  lines  of  text-books  for  the  lease  of  their 
plates  on  a  royalty  basis,  in  the  hope  of  producing  satisfactory  books  by 
choosing  from  the  best  that  the  markets  of  the  world  afford.  This  plan 
has  continued  until  the  present  daj'',  and  it  is  still  in  operation.  It  has 
resulted  in  greatly  improving  the  books  and  in  lessening  the  complaints. 
Under  it,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  securing  of  the  best  text-boolvs 
that  are  produced  anywhere ;  but  there  is  opportunity  to  work  in  future 
toward  the  reduction  of  the  cost.  This  can  be  accomplished  in  two 
directions :  the  reduction  of  roj-alties,  and  lowering  the  cost  of  manu- 
facture. 

Later  Contracts  Reduce  Royalties. 

The  first  royalties  paid  were  from  25  per  cent  to  331/3  per  cent  of  the 
list  prices  of  the  books.  In  the  case  of  the  McMaster  United  States 
History,  this  amounted  to  30  cents  for  each  copy  sold  by  the  State ;  for 
the  Natural  Geography  28  cents ;  and  so  on.  During  the  past  few  years 
a  stead}^  effort  has  been  made  to  reduce  these  royalties,  with  the  result 
that  all  later  contracts  are  about  15  per  cent,  every  one  Ijeing  lowered 
with  the  exception  of  the  new  primer,  which  is  a  larger  book  than  the 
former  one,  but  which  was  adopted  at  the  same  royalty. 

The  reductions  in  royalty  for  books  adopted  under  new  contracts 
follow : 

Primer    Same.

Second  Reader .0195 

Third    Reader    .04 

Fourth    Reader   .03 

First  Book  in  Arithmetic .0175 

Grammar  School  Arithmetic .04 

Gi-ammar    School    History    .15 

Introductory    Geography    .035 

Grammar    School    Geography    .13 

The  full  significance  of  the  figures  does  not  dawn  upon  one  unless  he 
observes  that  some  of  them  are  reduced  50  per  cent,  nor  unless  he  knows 
that  every  cent  reduced  means  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  aggregate, 
and  that  the  saving  thus  effected  eventuall}^  mounts  into  the  hundreds 
of  thousands. 

Saving  to  Pupils  Shown. 

Among  the  books  on  which  the  largest  reductions  in  price  to  pupils 
liave  been  made  are : 

The  Advanced  Geography,  which  was  reduced  from  $1.20  to  95  cents, 
a  saving  of  25  cents. 

The  United  States  History,  which  was  reduced  from  95  cents  to  80 
cents,  a  saving  of  15  cents. 

The  Advanced  Arithmetic,  which  was  reduced  from  60  cents  to  50 
cents,  a  saving  of  10  cents. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  new  advanced  geography,  89,362  copies 
have  been  sold,  at  a  total  to  pupils  of  $84,893.80.  At  the  former  price 
thev  would  have  cost  $107,234.40.  The  saving  effected  is,  therefore, 
$22,340.60. 

Of  the  new  brief  history  43,123  copies  have  been  sold  to  pupils  at 
$34,500.40.  At  the  old  price  they  would  have  cost  the  pupils  $40,966.85. 
The  saving  is  $6,466.45. 
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Of  the  new  advanced  arithmetic,  which  has  been  on  sale  less  than  a 
month  at  the  time  of  printing  this  report,  9,325  copies  have  been  sold  to 
pupils  at  $4,662.50.    At  10  cents  per  book  this  is  a  saving  of  $932.50. 

The  task  for  the  future  is  to  make  corresponding  reductions  in  the 
manufacture  of  the  books.  It  ought  to  he  possible  for  California  to 
produce  the  best  school  hooks  extant  at  lower  prices  than  paid  hy  the 
children  of  any  other  state. 

Reductions  Forced  Through  Changes. 

There  is  a  popular  idea  that  the  cost  of  school  books  is  largely 
increased  by  "frequent  changes."  This  often  becomes  a  slogan  for 
political  orators.  So  far  as  the  state  text-books  in  California  are  con- 
cerned, it  is  a  fallacy.  The  State  books  can  not  be  changed  in  less  than 
four  years,  usually  are  not  in  less  than  eight  years,  and  sometimes  not 
for  twenty  years.  Moreover,  it  is  only  by  changes  or  threatened 
changes  that  prices  can  be  lowered.  A  policy  of  no  change  would  be 
extravagant  and  unbusinesslike  in  the  extreme.  The  actual  cost  of  a 
change  is  now  reduced  to  a  minimum,  too,  by  giving  a  year  or  more  for 
the  transfer  to  be  gradually  made  and  by  urging  all  teachers  to  complete 
the  subject  in  the  old  books,  so  that  no  child  will  need  to  discard  his  old 
book  in  order  to  purchase  a  new  one.  The  real  cause  of  complaints  of 
this  nature  lies  not  in  the  books  furnished  hj  the  State,  but  in  the  high 
school  books  and  the  supplemental  books  that  are  under  local  juris- 
dictions. 

How  Books  Are  Selected. 

The  present  manner  of  choosing  a  state  text-book  may  be  worth 
recording.  The  choice  is  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  a 
body  of  ten  ex  officio  members.  This  board  has  a  standing  State  Text- 
Book  Committee,  with  a  salaried  secretary.  It  is  composed  of  the 
Governor,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  one  other 
member  elected  by  the  board.  This  committee  has  direct  charge  of  all 
text-book  affairs,  under  direction  of  the  board.  When  the  contract  for 
the  plates  of  a  text-book  is  about  to  expire,  this  committee  invites  bids 
from  publishing  houses  for  suitable  books,  renewing  or  substituting  the 
contract. 

Half  a  dozen  or  more  expert  teachers  of  the  State  are  designated  as 
readers,  to  make  a  detailed  study  of  all  books  offered.  The  State  Board 
meets  and  considers  the  various  books,  giving  opportunity  for  the  agents 
of  the  books  to  present  arguments,  hearing  the  reports  of  the  readers, 
and  admitting  any  other  testimony  or  opinion  that  may  be  offered. 
Then  it  chooses  the  book  by  ballot  and  instructs  the  Text-Book  Com- 
mittee to  make  contract  accordingly.  The  complete  plates  in  duplicate 
are  furnished  to  the  State  Printer  by  the  publishing  company  gratis, 
all  changes  desired  by  the  committee  being  incorporated. 

The  books  are  then  manufactured  in  the  State  Printing  Office  and 
sold  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  the  dealers  and 
school  officers  of  the  State.  The  publishers  are  paid  quarterly  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  sales,  so  much  royalty  for  each  book  sold.  This  royaltj^ 
of  course,  represents  the  author's  commission,  the  cost  of  the  plates,  the 
editing,  illustrating,  and  trying  out  of  a  successful  and  established 
book.  In  a  way,  it  also  represents  the  cost  of  other  books  on  the  same 
subject  that  were  tried,  found  wanting,  and  thrown  away. 
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Tables  Show  Sales  for  Two  Years. 

The  following  table.s  show  the  sales  of  text-books  for  1908-1909,  and 
1909-1910;  the  royalties  paid;  a  summary  of  text-book  sales,  etc,  from 
the  inception  of  the  present  system,  and  also  the  text-books  that  are 
now  in  official  use.

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HOW  STATE  TEXT-BOOKS  ARE  SOLD. 

State  text-books  are  sold  through  the  text-book  department  of  the 
office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  at  Sacramento  to 
dealers  throughout  the  State,  to  county  superintendents  of  schools, 
and  to  school  trustees  in  whose  vicinity  there  is  no  dealer  who  handles 
school  books. 

Before  a  dealer  can  buy  books  from  the  State  office  he  must  sign  an 
affidavit  by  which  he  agrees  that  he  will  not  sell  the  books  at  a  price 
higher  than  that  fixed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  also  that 
he  will  not  sell  the  books  to  purchasers  outside  the  State.  The  blank 
for  this  affidavit  can  be  secured  upon  application  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction.  Upon  signing  it,  the  dealer  must  forward  it  to 
his  county  superintendent,  who,  in  turn,  must  endorse  it  and  forward  it 
to  the  State  office. 

Upon  receiving  the  affidavit,  properly  signed,  witnessed,  and  endorsed 
by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  the  text-book  department 
sends  to  the  dealer  an  order  blank,  on  which  are  printed  the  prices  of 
the  boolvs,  as  well  as  instructions  regarding  their  sale. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  dealer's  order  for  books,  which  under  the  law 
must  be  accompanied  by  cash  in  full  for  the  amount  of  the  order 
(which  may  be  bj"  postoffice  order,  Wells-Fargo  order,  draft,  or  certi- 
fied check,  or  stamps),  the  text-book  department  draws  a  requisition 
upon  the  State  Printer  for  the  books  ordered.  The  shipment  of  books 
is  made  by  the  State  Printing  Office. 

Shipment  is  made  according  to  the  order  of  the  dealer  to  him  per- 
sonally, or  by  mail,  freight,  boat,  wagon,  or  express.  Under  the  law 
there  is  no  pro\asion  for  the  exchange  of  books. 

A  duplicate  set  of  the  sales  of  text-books  is  kept,  one  by  the  office  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  one  by  the  State  Printer.

Sir:  Pursuant  to  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  hand  you  herewith  my 
annual  report  of  the  business  of  the  State  Printing  Office  for  the 
sixtieth  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  1909. 


LEGISLATIVE  PRINTING— THIRTY-EIGHTH  SESSION. 

The  Legislature,  thirty-seventh  session,  appropriated  $2,000  for  the 
preliminary  work  of  the  thirty-eighth  session,  and  at  the  beginning  of 
the  sixtieth  fiscal  year  that  appropriation  was  entirely  exhausted. 

The  Legislature,  thirty-eighth  session,  appropriated  $93,000,  in  three 
installments,  of  $50,000,  $33,000,  and  $10,000,  respectively.  I  rendered 
bills  against  the  said  appropriations,  for  labor  and  material,  amounting 
to  $92,704.70.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  with  the  addition  of  three  Mergenthaler 
machines  in  the  composing  room  (making  seven  in  all)  and  two  Miehle 
pre.sses  in  the  pressroom  (making  six)  that  this  department  is  now 
giving  the  varions  departments  of  the  state  government  more  printing 
for  the  money  than  ever  before  since  the  establishment  of  the  State 
Printing  Office.  Binding  and  ruling,  too,  owing  to  an  additional  ruling 
machine  and  labor-saving  machinery  in  the  bindery,  is  now  done  in  a 
better  and  more  workmanlike  manner  and  at  less  cost  than  ever  before. 
Jobs  having  considerable  composition  and  long  runs  of  presswork  are 
now  charged,  in  some  instances,  more  than  fifty  per  cent  less  than  what 
was  charged  for  the  same  class  of  work  heretofore.  The  decrease  in 
the  cost  of  binding  and  ruling  has  been  almost  as  great. 

The  8tate  is  now  possessed  of  an  excellent  printing  and  bookmaking 
l)lant.  but  it  is,  I  regret  to  state,  inadequately  housed.  The  State 
should  own  a  modern  printing  office'  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  next 
Legislature  will  appropriate  money,  and  that  the  Oovernor  will  sign 
the  bill,  for  the  erection  of  such  building,  and  that  the  people  of  Sacra- 
mento who  are  opposed  to  the  placing  of  a  manufacturing  establish- 
ment on  the  State  Capitol  grounds  will  take  the  initiative  early,  and  be 
in  a  position  to  donate  a  site  to  the  State  for  the  erection  of  such 
building  immediately  upon  the  convening  of  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature.

The  State  of  California  is  the  largest  manufacturer  of  school  books  on 
the  Pacific  coast,  and  the  best  evidence  that  the  State  is  wise  in  manu- 
facturing its  school  books  is  shown  by  the  statement  that  every  book 
manufactured  during  my  administration  is  sold  to  the  pupil  at  least 
five  cents  less  than  the  Eastern  manufacturers'  list  price  for  the  same 
book,  and  in  one  instance,  at  least,  that  price  is  twenty  cents  less. 

With  the  installation  of  a  gathering  machine,  which  is  ordered  and  is 
now  on  the  way,  I  hope  in  my  next  report  to  show  a  still  further  reduc- 
tion in  the  cost  of  school  books.

I  have  sold  paper  cuttings  and  scraps  to  the  amount  of  $291.83,  all 
of  which  was  deposited  in  the  state  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  School 
Book  Fund.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  for  two  years 
ending  June  30,  1898,  as  required  by  law,  and  in  addition  the  report  to 
September  1,  1898. 

NEW  COMPANIES. 
The  Board  of  Location  and  Organization,  on  June  25,  1897,  authorized 
the  mustering  in  of  an  additional  division  of  the  Naval  Battalion,  at 
Santa  Barbara  to  be  known  as  the  Sixth  Division  (mustered  in  July  10, 
1897),  and  also  the  organization  of  an  Engineer  Division  at  San  Fran- 
cisco (mustered  in  August  30,  1897),  and  the  organization  of  a  company 
of  infantry  at  Grass  Valley,  to  be  known  as  Company  I  of  the  Second 
Infantry  (mustered  in  July  14,  1897). 

MUSTERED  OUT. 

For  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  Company  F,  Second  Infantry,  located 
at  Woodland,  Cal.,  was  on  July  8,  1898,  mustered  out  of  the  State 
service. 

UNIFORMS. 

Under  the  appropriation  of  $32,480,  made  by  the  last  Legislature, 
3,593  blouses,  3,657  trousers,  3  overcoats,  74  caps,  and  2,058  campaign 
hats,  chevrons,  stripes,  etc.,  and  315  shirts,  315  pantaloons,  and  293 
caps  for  the  Naval  Battalion,  have  been  purchased  at  a  total  cost  of 
$26,918.85,  leaving  a  balance  at  this  time  of  $5,516.15.  The  uniforms, 
purchased  under  contract  from  Pettibone  Bros.  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, were  of  exceptionally  good  quality,  and  have  given  splendid  satis- 
faction. These  uniforms  were  nearly  all  turned  over  to  the  General 
Government  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war  with  Spain. 

The  Uniform  Board,  N.  G.  C,  consists  of  the  following  members: 
Major  General  J.  H.  Dickinson,  Colonel  J.  F.  Smith,  First  Infantry, 
and  Lieutenant  Colonel  H.  C.  Piatt,  retired,  and  it  is  under  the  able 
management  of  this  Board  that  such  good  results  have  been  achieved.

TARGET  PRACTICE. 
During  the  last  two  years  a  departure  from  the  old  method  of  target 
practice  has  been  inaugurated.  Instead  of  confining  the  shooting  to  two 
hundred  yard  ranges,  the  distance  has  been  increased  to  three  hundred 
and  five  hundred  yard  ranges,  and  skirmish  firing  at  silhouette  targets 
has  been  introduced,  with  greatly  increased  practical  results.  During 
this  time  the  cost  to  the  Guard  for  reloading  the  ammunition  has  been 
reduced  from  an  average  of  $17.50  per  thousand  to  $12.00  per  thousand. 
Much  of  the  success  obtained  in  this  department  is  due  to  the  pains- 
taking labor  of  Colonel  Park  Henshaw,  late  Inspector  General  of  Rifle 
Practice,  whose  long  service  and  particular  attention  to  the  subject  of 
small  arms  firing  have  rendered  him  peculiarly  adapted  to  this  line  of 
work. 

THE  SANITARY  CORPS. 

The  bill  organizing  the  present  Sanitary  Corps  was  approved  April  1, 
1897.  This  bill  was  drafted  by  Surgeon  General  W.  E.  Hopkins,  and 
the  efficiency  of  this  organization  is  well  kno^Aoi.  At  the  outbreak  of  the 
present  war  with  Spain,  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  Army 
telegraphed  for  a  loan  of  the  sanitary  equipments  of  this  State  for 
the  use  of  the  United  States  Volunteer  Army.  This  I  consider  the 
highest  compliment  that  could  be  paid  an  organization.  The  Sanitary 
Corps,  as  organized  in  the  National  Guard  of  this  State,  was  accepted 
almost  in  its  entirety  in  the  United  States  Volunteer  Army. 

There  have  been  invented,  and  now  being  used  by  the  corps  in  the 
United  States  Volunteer  Army,  the  Gallwey  litter,  the  Hansen  field 
chest,  the  orderly  field  pouch,  and  the  McCarthy  pouch,  the  product  of 
the  inventive  genius  of  the  officers  of  the  corps. 
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The  high  efficiency  of  this  organization  is  due  to  Colonel  W.  E.  Hop- 
kins, Surgeon  General,  N.  G.  C,  and  his  able  assistant,  Colonel  John 
Gallwey,  Division  Surgeon,  and  the  able  corps  of  brigade  and  regimental 
surgeons  and  intelligent  members  of  the  corps.  Too  much  credit  can 
not  be  given  Colonel  W.  E.  Hopkins,  Surgeon  General,  N.  G.  C,  Colonel 
John  Gallwey,  Division  Surgeon,  Major  G.  F.  Hansen,  Surgeon  Second 
Brigade,  and  Major  W.  McCarthy,  Surgeon,  First  Infantry,  N.  G.  C, 
for  the  skill  they  have  displayed  in  designing  and  inventing  the  most 
modern  and  complete  medical  and  hospital  appliances  now  in  the  service. 

NAVAL  MILITIA. 
The  Naval  Battalion  now  consists  of  seven  divisions  (or  companies)  ^ 
under  command  of  Captain  L.  H.  Turner  of  San  Francisco.  Two  divi- 
sions, one  located  in  Santa  Barbara,  and  an  Engineer  Division  at  San 
Francisco,  have  been  added  since  my  last  report,  by  the  Board  of  Loca- 
tion. The  last  Legislature  amended  the  Naval  Militia  laws,  which  has 
been  of  very  material  benefit  to  that  branch  of  the  service.  Since  my 
last  report,  the  State  has  secured  from  the  Navy  Department  the 
U.  S.  S.  "Marion,"  which  is  of  very  great  advantage  and  benefit  to  the 
three  divisions  located  in  San  Francisco,  not  only  in  the  matter  of 
drills,  etc.,  but  it  allows  these  divisions  to  have  their  armory  on  board 
the  ship,  as  well  as  Battalion  Headquarters.  We  have  also  received 
from  the  Navy  Department  the  U.  S.  S.  "Pinta, "  which  is  now  located 
at  San  Diego,  and  is  utilized  by  the  Third  Division  of  the  Naval  Militia 
as  its  headquarters  and  armory.  Both  of  these  vessels  can  be  used  for 
encampment  purposes  by  the  Naval  Militia.  The  old  Monitor  "Com- 
anche ' '  has  been  returned  to  the  Navy  Department  at  Mare  Island.  The 
last  Legislature  appropriated  $5,000  for  coaling  and  other  incidental 
expenses  of  the  Naval  Militia  boats,  which  has,  and  will  in  the  future, 
give  them  a  chance  to  take  cruises  and  drill,  thereby  becoming  much 
more  proficient. 

UNIVERSITY  CADETS. 
Since  my  last  report,  Lieutenant  Frank  L.  Winn,  Professor  of  Mili- 
tary Science  and  Tactics  of  the  University  of  California,  has  been 
retired,  and  Lieutenant  S.  A.  Cloman  appointed  in  his  place.  In  the 
selection  of  Lieutenant  Cloman  for  this  position  the  Board  of  Regents 
are  certainly  to  be  congratulated,  for  no  more  efficient  officer  could  have 
been  found.  The  discipline  of  the  corps  is  most  excellent  and  certainly 
is  deserving  of  most  hearty  commendation.  Lieutenant  Cloman 's  last 
report  shows  the  number  of  cadets  receiving  military  instructions  to 
have  been  five  hundred  and  seventv-three. 
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SPANISH   WAR. 
FIRST  CALL. 

On  April  21.  1898.  the  war  with  Spain  was  commenced,  and  on 
April  23,  1898,  the  President  issued  a  call  for  125.000  troops  (mailed 
copy  of  the  order  of  the  War  Department  was  received  on  ]\Iay  2, 
1898),  of  which  California's  pro  rata  was  3,238  officers  and  men.  Cali- 
fornia furnished  under  this  call  (between  May  6th  and  11th)  two  twelve 
company  regiments  (First  and  Seventh  California  Volunteer  Infantry), 
one  regiment  of  eight  companies  (Sixth  California  Volunteers),  and 
the  First  Battalion  Heavy  Artillery,  four  batteries,  aggregating  3,343 
officers  and  men.  and  in  addition  a  Signal  Detachment  of  3  officers  and 
20  men,  or  128  more  men  than  the  pro  rata,  all  of  the  above  first  call 
being  furnished  from  the  National  Guard  of  California,  excepting  three 
batteries  of  heavy  artillery,  of  which  arm  of  the  service  California  had 
none  among  her  National  Guard. 

SECOND  CALL. 

The  second  call  for  75,000  troops  (of  which  California's  pro  rata  to 
be  furnished  was  1,943  officers  and  men)  was  issued  by  the  President 
on  May  25,  1898,  and  under  this  call  California  furnished  1.016  recruits 
to  fill  up  to  the  maximum  number  allowed  by  law,  the  companies  already 
in  the  field  (under  the  first  call)  and  one  complete  regiment  (the  Eighth 
California  Volunteers)  of  twelve  companies,  and  1,294  officers  and  men, 
aggregating  2,310  officers  and  enlisted  men,  or  367  more  officers  and  men 
than  her  pro  rata  under  the  second  call,  or  a  total  of  495  more  officers 
and  men,  under  the  first  and  second  calls,  than  the  pro  rata  required 
from  this  State.  In  addition  to  the  above  troops  furnished  to  the 
Volunteer  Army,  California  furnished  twelve  officers  and  eighty  men 
to  the  United  States  Auxiliary  Naval  Forces,  for  the  protection  of  the 
Pacific  coast.  This  makes  a  total  of  48  companies  furnished  by  Cali- 
fornia to  the  General  Government,  of  which  44  companies  were  taken 
from  the  National  Guard  of  this  State,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  reorgan- 
ization of  the  National  Guard  by  your  Excellency  into  the  three  bat- 
talion regimental  formation,  on  December  7  and  9.  1895  (G.  0.  17  and 
18,  series  of  1895.  A.  G.  0.),  was  at  once  apparent  when  the  call  for 
actual  service  of  the  Guard  was  made.  California 's  troops  were  at  that 
time  reorganized  according  to  the  Infantry  Drill  Regulations  of  the 
United  States  Army,  and  when  the  President's  c^tll  for  troops  was 
received,  California 's  quota  was  turned  over  to  the  Government  at  once, 
being  the  first  twelve  company  regiment  complete,  and  fully  organized 
and  officered  almost  entirely  as  when  in  the  State's  National  Guard 
service.  The  regular  United  States  army  itself,  on  the  other  hand,  was 
organized  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war  under  an  old  congressional  act 
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that  was  in  many  respects  obsolete,  and  a  new  act  of  Congress  was  neces- 
sary to  be  passed  after  war  was  declared  before  the  army  could  be 
placed  on  a  proper  war  footing. 

The  promptness  and  satisfactory  manner  in  which  California 's  Volun- 
teers were  turned  over  to  the  General  Government  has  received  the  com- 
mendation of  officers  high  in  authority  in  the  United  States  Army,  and 
this  result  has  been  accomplished  chiefly  through  your  Excellency's 
untiring  personal  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Guard  and  energetic  applica- 
tion to  the  details  of  this  work.  In  addition  to  the  ready  response  of 
the  National  Guard  to  the  country's  call  for  troops,  there  are  on  file 
in  the  Adjutant  General's  office  in  Sacramento  applications  from  the 
patriotic  citizens  of  California  to  raise  over  50,000  additional  troops 
for  the  volunteer  service.  This  patriotic  response  of  California  to  the 
call  of  the  National  Guard  in  its  hour  of  need  must  ever  redound 
to  her  credit  in  our  nation's  history,  and  will  be  an  example  for  future 
emulation. 

EQUIPMENTS. 
The  State  had  the  regulation  equipments  for  all  the  men  then  in  the 
Guard  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  except  that  there  was  a  shortage  of 
overcoats  and  blankets,  and  there  were  no  shelter  tents  or  knapsacks. 
The  equipments  were  those  used  by  the  United  States  Army,  and  were 
in  very  fine  condition,  except  the  Springfield  rifles,  caliber  .45,  with 
which  the  men  were  armed.  These  had  been  in  use  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  nearly  all  were  exchanged  as  soon  as  the  troops  were 
mustered  into  the  United  States  service  for  new  Springfield  rifles, 
caliber  .45. 

TOTAL  STRENGTH. 
At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  with  Spain  on  April  21,  1898;  the 
total  strength  of  the  National  Guard  was  as  follows :  Infantry,  49  com- 
panies, consisting  of  213  officers  and  3,453  enlisted  men;  four  troops 
cavalry,  consisting  of  14  officers  and  236  enlisted  men ;  one  battalion  of 
naval  militia,  under  command  of  Captain  Turner,  consisting  of  36 
officers  and  485  men.  Three  signal  corps,  one  for  each  brigade,  con- 
sisting of  5  officers  and  99  men;  all  constituting  a  division  under 
command  of  Major  General  John  H.  Dickinson,  consisting  of  three 
brigades,  the  First  Brigade  under  command  of  Brigadier  General 
C.  F.  A.  Last,  headquarters  at  Los  Angeles ;  the  Second  Brigade  under 
command  of  Brigadier  General  R.  H.  Warfield,  headquarters  at  San 
Francisco ;  the  Third  Brigade  under  command  of  Brigadier  General 
M.  W.  Muller,  headquarters  at  Fresno. 
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CALIFORNIA'S  VOLUNTEERS. 

When  the  President  on  April  23,  1898,  issued  his  call  for  troops,  in 
the  war  with  Spain,  Your  Excellency,  following  the  axiom  that  a 
peace  soldier  should  at  all  times  be  a  good  war  soldier,  ordered  out  the 
National  Guard  in  response  to  that  call,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that 
the  California  volunteer  has  met  every  requirement  of  an  exacting 
service  manfully,  whether  facing  the  bleak  winds  of  the  Presidio,  per- 
forming the  dull  routine  of  garrison  duty,  or  realizing  the  soldier's 
highest  ambition,  seeking  glory  at  the  cannon's  mouth  in  far  away 
Manila,  and  in  every  sphere  of  duty  has  maintained  the  soldier's 
reputation — the  peer  of  any  troops — second  to  none.

Making  a  total  of  48  companies,  and  aggregating  206  officers,  and 
5,431  enlisted  men.  Add  to  this  the  12  officers  and  80  enlisted  men 
of  the  Auxiliary  Navy  of  the  United  States.  Of  the  206  officers  184 
were  members  of  the  National  Guard,  and  of  the  remaining  22  officers 
12  were  attached  to  the  National  Guard  in  times  past. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  the  number  of  men  per  company  in  the 
Guard  would  average  about  sixty.  Your  Excellency  at  that  time  ruled 
that  men  of  family,  and  members  of  the  Guard  with  families,  and  upon 
whom  a  family  was  dependent  for  support,  need  not  be  ordered  into 
active  service  at  the  compensation  paid  by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  were  so  manv  men  without  families 
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dependent  upon  them  who  were  willing  to  enter  the  volunteer  service. 
The  companies  of  the  Guard,  after  these  men  who  could  not  con- 
sistently volunteer  had  been  eliminated,  then  filled  up  their  companies 
with  recruits  to  the  maximum  number  required,  this  being  eighty-four 
officers  and  men  under  the  first  call,  for  the  infantry  companies,  and  109 
under  the  second  call,  and  150  and  200  respectively  for  the  Heavy 
Artillery. 

RECORDS. 

The  records  of  the  California  Volunteers  during  the  war  with  Spain 
are  now  being  written  up  by  this  office.  This  entails  a  large  amount  of 
clerical  work,  which  will  have  to  be  continued  during  all  the  time  the 
California  troops  remain  in  the  United  States  service.  The  preparation 
of  a  complete  index  of  these  troops  is  contemplated,  so  that  a  complete 
history  of  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  of  the  California  Volunteers 
can  be  readily  obtained. 

The  records  of  the  office  are  continually  increasing,  and  it  will  be 
but  a  short  time  before  additional  room  for  the  same  will  be  required 
by  the  office. 

To  enable  this  department  to  keep  up  mth  the  volume  of  work  now 
necessary  to  be  done,  the  service  of  two  additional  clerks  not  now 
authorized  by  law  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Since  assuming  control  of  the  office  in  1895,  all  of  the  records  per- 
taining to  the  National  Gruard  have  been  promptly  and  correctly 
entered  by  this  department.  There  is,  however,  a  considerable  period 
of  time  antedating  this,  the  records  of  which  have  never  been  written 
up,  and  this  will  require  several  months  additional  work,  and  the  same 
should  be  done.  This  will  rec[uire  additional  clerical  help,  as  the  force 
now  allowed  by  law  is  inadequate  to  properly  fulfill  the  duties  of  this 
department,  and  write  up  this  additional  "dead  work"  on  the  records. 
I  most  respectfully  ask  that  an  additional  appropriation  be  made  by 
the  Legislature  for  this  purpose.

I  desire  also  to  extend  my  most  sincere  thanks  to  Captain  F.  de  L. 
Carrington,  of  the  United  States  Army,  who  while  on  detail  as  Inspector 
and  Instructor  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  has  ever  been 
earnest  and  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  his  work,  and  his  aim  has  always 
been  to  bring  the  National  Guard  of  California  up  to  the  standard  of 
that  of  any  state ;  and  his  courtesy  to  the  officers  and  men  has  been  of 
such  a  character  that  he  will  always  be  lield  in  the  highest  esteem  by 
them. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

First.  I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  the  National 
Guard  be  reorganized  at  once,  to  the  same  strength  as  it  was  before 
the  war. 

Second.  I  recommend  that  hereafter  no  equipments  or  uniforms  be 
purchased  for  the  National  Guard  of  California,  except  such  as  are 
adopted  and  used  in  the  regular  army. 

Third.  '  I  recommend  that  steps  be  at  once  taken  to  reuniform  the 
National  Guard  of  California,  and  that  each  man  be  supplied  with  an 
overcoat  and  one  pair  of  blankets,  as  our  recent  experience  in  mustering 
troops  into  active  service  demonstrated  the  absolute  necessity  of  these 
equipments ;  and  I  recommend  that  the  Legislature  make  the  necessary 
appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  the  same. 

Fourth.  I  recommend  that  the  infantry  branch  of  the  National 
Guard  of  California  be  equipped  with  the  Merriam  pack,  which  was 
demonstrated  to  be  the  best  knapsack  or  pack  in  use  during  the  late 
war  with  Spain,  both  for  the  convenience  and  the  healthfulness  of  the 
soldiers.  A  Board  of  Officers,  appointed  by  General  Headquarters, 
consisting  of  Colonel  W.  E.  Hopkins,  Surgeon  General,  N.  G.  C, 
Colonel  John  Gallwey,  Division  Surgeon,  N.  G.  C,  and  Colonel  W.  R. 
Smedburg,  retired,  after  a  careful  examination  have  strongly  recom- 
mended the  adoption  and  purchase  of  the  Merriam  pack  for  the  National 
Guard  of  California. 

Fifth.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  all  of  the  companies  of  the  National 
Guard  were  occupying  armories  under  leases  at  the  time  of  their  being 
called  into  the  IT.  S.  Volunteer  Service,  and  as  no  provision  could  be 
made  to  pay  any  part  of  their  rent  during  their  absence,  and  as  some  of 
the  companies  are  about  to  return  to  their  homes,  and  the  advisability 
of  mustering  other  companies  into  the  Guard  to  take  the  place  of  those 
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remaining  in  the  volunteer  service  is  being  considered,  and  they  will 
occupy  the  armories  that  have  been  heretofore  built  for  that  purpose, 
and  as  the  parties  who  built  and  furnished  them  have  to  some  extent  a 
claim  in  equity,  I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  the  owners 
of  these  armories  be  partly  reimbursed  by  a  reasonable  appropriation 
of  the  Legislature  during  the  time  they  were  not  in  use  by  the  full 
companies  of  the  National  Guard  (although  much  of  the  State  and 
company  propert.y  has  been  kept  in  them  and  some  of  the  members  of 
companies  have  used  them  as  meeting  places). 

Sixth.  I  earnestly  recommend  that  the  Legislature  pass  an  act, 
granting  to  all  the  officers  and  men  who  went  into  the  volunteer  service 
the  right  of  having  their  time  of  service  continuous  in  the  N.  Q.  C,  for 
many  of  them  had  nearly  served  the  time  required  for  their  exemption, 
and  I  think  the  State  should  appreciate  their  service  by  at  least  granting 
them  continuous  service. 

Seventh.  I  most  respectfully  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of 
$80,000  be  made  for  encampments  for  the  next  two  years.  The  value 
of  appropriating  money  for  this  purpose  can  not  be  too  highly  esti- 
mated, for  one  of  the  most  important  things  for  us  to  do  is  to  have  our 
National  Guard  thoroughly  drilled  and  disciplined  in  camp  duties  and 
instruction. 

Eighth.  Experience  has  taught  us,  in  the  six  months  of  the  war.  the 
great  necessity  of  having  an  emergency  fund  to  be  used  in  case  troops 
are  called  into  active  service,  when  we  would  not  have  to  go  to  our 
people  and  heg  credit  until  the  Legislature  could  meet  and  act  on  the 
claims.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $100,000  be  appro- 
priated by  the  Legislature  as  a  revolving  fund  to  be  disposed  of  under 
the  supervision  of  the  State  Board  of  ]\Iilitary  Auditors  and  the  Board 
of  Examiners. 

I  would  state  in  passing  that  this  is  in  line  with  your  Excellency's 
recommendation  to  the  Legislature  in  your  biennial  message  in  January, 
1897.  which  was  that  the  sum  of  $30,000  annually  be  set  aside  as  an 
emergency'  fund. 

Ninth.  I  renew  my  recommendation  in  my  last  biennial  report,  that 
the  State  build  and  own  its  own  armories  in  the  larger  cities  of  the  State. 

Before  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  extend  to  you  my  most  hearty 
and  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  kindly  feeling  and  generous 
support  which  you  have  always  given  to  me  and  to  my  office.  And  again 
permit  me  to  say  that  in  you  the  National  Guard  of  California  has  a 
true  and  loyal  friend,  who  is  ever  interested  in  and  working  for  its 
welfare  and  interests.

REPORT  Of  ENCAMPMENTS, 


FIRST  BRIGADE. 
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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  FIRST  BRIGADE. 


San  Bernardino,  Cal.,  September  20,  1897. 
To  the  Inspector  General, 

National  Guard  of  California,  Sacramento,  California. 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  your  personal  direction  I  have  the  honor 
of  herewith  submitting  my  report  on  the  camp  of  the  First  Brigade 
held  at  Santa  Monica,  Los  Angeles  County,  California,  from  the  4th  to 
the  14th  of  August,  1897,  inclusive,  and  designated  as  "Camp  Santa 
Monica."  The  fact  that  I  was  detached  from  active  staff  duty  the 
first  day  of  camp,  and  assumed  immediate  command  of  a  provisional 
squadron  of  cavalry,  composed  of  Troop  D,  Cavalry,  and  the  Signal 
Corps,  First  Brigade,  which  I  commanded  throughout  the  camp,  makes 
it  impossible  for  me  to  render  that  detailed  report  on  the  merits  and 
demerits  of  the  camp  which  I  know  you  would  prefer,  and  find  it 
possible  only  to  speak  in  a  general  way. 

Without  question,  the  camp  was  the  best  I  have  ever  seen.  The  dis- 
cipline of  officers  and  men  was  excellent.  The  former  vied  with  each 
other  in  furnishing  examples  for  the  latter  to  emulate,  while  the  men 
clearly  established  the  fact  that  they  realize  that  there  is  a  serious 
importance  attached  to  the  service.  Heretofore  in.  camps  in  which  I 
have  been,  there  has  been,  in  the  best  of  them,  more  or  less  horseplay, 
inconsistent  with  their  real  intent.  There  has  been  blanket  tossing  and 
foolishness,  hardly  creditable  to  an  association  of  boys,  much  less  to  an 
organization  whose  solemn  portent  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent 
each  year.  Officers  have  not  shown  that  dignity  and  seriousness  which 
their  positions  demand  of  them,  while  the  men  have  looked  upon  the 
camp  as  a  seaside  or  country  outing  for  the  relief  of  their  pent  up 
spirits,  with  military  instruction  as  a  flimsy  pretext  for  obtaining  the 
financial  aid  from  the  State  necessary  to  meet  the  expense  of  nightly 
hops  in  camp  and  liquid  receptions  in  the  daytime.  There  has  been  too 
much  of  the  spirit  of  the  oldtime  independent,  semi-social,  semi- 
political  and  quasi-military  organizations,  which,  known  by  high-sound- 
ing and  euphonious  names,  have  in  the  past  loaded  their  guns  with 
cigarettes  and  cigars  and  their  canteens  with  beer  and  whisky,  and 
with  their  lady  friends  have  hired  a  boat  or  a  train  to  go  into  a  military 
camp,  where  the  biggest  political  gun  in  the  village  was  the  most  honored 
guest,  and  where  shooting  matches  for  kegs  of  beer  and  boxes  of  cigars 
have  taken  the  place  of  battalion  drills,  and  the  whirl  of  the  dance  was 
the  only  substitute  for  battle  exercises.  Fortunately  in  this  brigade, 
this  spirit  has  been  for  years  nothing  but  a  phantom  reminiscence,  and 
each  recurring  camp  has  been  better  and  more  soldierly  than  its  prede- 
cessor, until  this  year  the  ten  days  of  instruction  at  Santa  Monica  was 
actually  prolific  of  much  military  good  to  all.  To  be  sure  the  officers 
and  the  men  had  their  amusement,  but  it  was  obtained  outside  of  camp 
and  during  the  hours  allotted  to  recreation.  Even  then  there  was  but 
little  silliness,  scarcely  more  than  I  have  seen  carried  on  by  men  of  the 
regular  army  when  released  from  restraint  and  the  confines  of  the  gar- 
rison.   That  this  was  apparent  to  the  citizens  'of  the  town  is  evidenced 
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by  their  general  congratulations  and  thorough  friendliness,  and  their 
unanimous  expression  that  they  were  sorry  the  men  had  to  go  so  soon, 
and  that  they  wanted  them  next  year.  In  a  conversation  with  City 
Marshal  Dexter,  that  official,  than  whom  none  had  a  better  opportunity 
of  judging  of  the  conduct  of  the  men  out  of  camp,  said  to  me :  "  I  have 
not  had  to  chide  one  single  soldier  during  this  camp,  nor  have  I  heard 
of  a  single  complaint  from  our  people.  I  never  saw  young  men,  of 
whom  I  really  expected  some  nonsense,  more  manly  and  orderly. ' ' 

]\Iueh  of  this  I  attribute  to  the  example  set  from  Brigade  Head- 
cparters.  In  all  respects  those  there  attached  were  required  to  comport 
themselves  precisely  as  those  less  favored  and  without  shoulder  straps. 
Each  staff  officer  personally  supervised  the  duties  of  his  respective 
department  without  a  host  of  supernumeraries  to  do  the  work  and 
transfer  the  glory.  The  entire  staff  was  present  throughout  the  tour  of 
duty,  and  lived  in  camp  on  camp  fare.  ]\Iost  of  them  were  new  to  their 
duties,  and  some  of  them  made  mistakes,  which  experience  M-ill  correct 
in  the  future.  All  were,  however,  studious  and  zealous.  The  same 
spirit  permeated  all  arms  of  the  service — infantry,  cavalry  and  signal 
corps — so  that  the  result  could  hardly  be  other  than  it  was. 

Camp  Santa  Monica  was,  strictly  speaking,  a  working  camp.  From 
reveille,  which  was  sounded  at  5  a.  m.,  until  evening  mess  at  6  :30  p.  m., 
five  and  one  half  hours  were  devoted  to  camp  policing,  drills  and 
extended  order  exercises,  and  one  hour  and  a  half  to  dress  parades,  guard 
mounting,  reviews,  etc.,  while  only  four  and  one  half  hours  were  given 
to  meals  and  recreation.  The  time  actuall.y  consumed  in  formal  reviews 
was  very  small,  my  records  showing  that  only  three  were  held  during  the 
entire  camp,  as  follows :  one  in  honor  of  the  Major  General,  another  in 
honor  of  the  Adjutant  General,  and  the  third  a  review  of  the  Brigade  by 
the  General  Commanding,  it  being  General  Last's  policy  to  devote  as 
little  time  to  these  purely  ceremonial  matters  as  is  consistent  with  the 
necessities  of  the  occasion.  He  preferred  rather  to  devote  every  moment 
to  actual  work  in  practical  drill  instruction.  To  this  end,  every  man  not 
actually  engaged  in  other  work  or  in  the  hospital,  was  required  to  drill. 
And  while  the  work  was  considerable,  it  w^as  cheerfully  done,  and  with 
an  apparent  endeavor  to  accomplish  something.  The  officers  of  the 
Seventh  Infantry,  which  formed  the  bulk  of  the  camp,  especially  the 
battalion  commanders,  were  hard  working  and  very  efficient.  In  some 
instances  the  personnel  of  the  line  officers  might,  perhaps,  be  improved 
upon.  Ignorance  and  lack  of  experience  were  their  principal  faults, 
faults  which  I  am  inclined  to  think  have  been  very  materially  remedied 
by  the  camp  experience.  Colonel  Berry's  staff  officers  are  more  than 
ordinarily  efficient,  and  each  in  his  own  particular  line  did  everything 
required  of  him,  and  did  it  well.  Without  particularizing  too  much,  I 
feel  as  though  special  mention  should  be  made  of  Lieut.  C.  C.  Thaxter's 
work  at  the  target  ranges.  From  early  until  late  he  was  at  the  shooting 
stands  giving  instruction  to  all  who  desired  it,  and  distributing  without 
limit  the  valuable  lessons  he  has  learned  in  the  years  that  he  has  been 
a  devotee  of  the  rifle  and  the  revolver.  I  consider  that  the  interest  in 
shooting  matters  in  the  regiment,  which  has  received  such  an  impetus 
since  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Thaxter  as  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice, 
aided  very  materially  in  making  the  camp  what  it  was.  Men  who  ordi- 
narily might  have  gone  down  town  stayed  at  camp  because  the  butts  were 
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close  at  hand,  and  practiced  without  leaving  the  grounds.  They  did 
considerable  work  as  markers,  and  thereby  wasted  much  valuable  time 
which  might  have  been  devoted  to  practice  had  markers  been  provided 
from  the  outside.  I  would  strongly  recommend  that  in  future  camps 
some  provision  be  made  by  the  State  for  the  hiring  of  markers  at  a 
small  per  diem,  so  that  the  soldiers  will  have  all  their  time  and  energies 
for  practice.  The  officers  of  the  cavalry  troop  and  the  Signal  Corps  are 
thoroughly  efficient,  and  pulled  together  for  the  success  of  the  encamp- 
ment. Throughout  the  entire  Brigade  the  non-commissioned  officers  in 
general  are  as  intelligent,  alert  and  soldierly  as  any  I  have  seen. 

In  the  matter  of  appearance,  the  camp  would  have  looked  better  and 
more  orderly  if  all  of  the  companies  used  uniform  articles  of  furniture. 
For  instance,  some  had  cots  and  others  were  provided  with  canvas  bed- 
ticks.  Some  used  the  Buzzacott  oven  outfit  in  their  kitchens,  while 
others  used  stoves  and  ranges.  Some  have  camp  chests,  but  most  have 
none.  Some  companies  in  the  past  have  painted  their  campstools,  camp- 
buckets  and  tent  poles  a  vivid  color,  and  it  is,  to  say  the  least,  decidedly 
incongruous  to  find  two  companies  facing  each  other  on  the  same  com- 
pany street — one  with  everything  painted  a  light  blue,  and  the  other 
with  sea-green  as  a  distinctive  color.  Fortunately,  instances  of  this 
were  rare,  and  I  believe  none  of  this  promiscuous  decorating  has  been 
done  during  the  past  two  or  three  years.  In  my  judgment,  the  State 
should  issue  all  of  these  various  articles  with  many  others  that  are 
generally  used,  and  commanding  officers  should  be  allowed  to  draw  their 
allowance,  or  as  much  thereof  as  necessary,  in  such  things  as  they  need 
at  a  greatly  reduced  price.  This  plan  would  insure  a  uniformity 
throughout  the  service  in  the  State,  which  it  will  be  hard  to  obtain 
otherwise  without  pecuniary  loss.  By  that  I  mean,  that  if  certain 
models  and  specifications  were  prescribed,  the  manufacturers  thereof, 
without  the  restraining  influence  of  a  wholesale  contract,  would  charge 
what  they  pleased,  and  commanding  officers  would  have  to  pay  their 
price. 

Great  interest  was  taken  by  officers  and  men  in  the  problem  of  minor 
tactics  given  out  by  Captain  Carrington.  The  only  regret  expressed 
being  that  the  lack  of  time  precluded  the  possibility  of  having  more  of 
them.  Should  the  Brigade  go  into  camp  in  1898,  with  the  preliminary 
work  it  had  this  year,  there  is  no  doubt  but  what  it  would  be  ripe  for 
continued  work  and  plenty  of  it,  along  the  line  of  practice  marches  and 
theoretical  engagements.  The  men  take  great  interest  in  these  drills  as 
being  entirely  different  from  the  ordinary  evolutions  of  drill  regula- 
tions, and  savoring  so  much  of  actual  service. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  call  particular  attention  to  the  excellent 
work  of  Colonel  Berry  of  the  Seventh  Infantry,  done  both  previous  to 
and  during  the  encampment.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  upon  the  sub- 
sistence of  your  Brigade,  while  in  camp  at  Santa  Monica,  August  2d  to 
14th,  inclusive,  of  the  current  year. 

As  the  advance  detail  was  ordered  to  be  on  the  grounds  on  ^londay, 
August  2d,  and  consisted  of  representatives  from  all  the  organizations 
in  the  Brigade,  except  the  troop  at  Salinas,  I  proceeded  to  the  camp 
on  the  morning  of  Monday,  August  2d,  to  be  present  and  give  my 
attention  to  the  victualing  of  the  same. 

I  made  use  of  the  kitchen  quarters  of  Troop  D.  Cavalry,  and  employed 
their  cooks,  as  they  were  already  upon  the  ground,  so  that  the  entire 
detail  could  be  fed  in  one  mess. 

The  provisions  for  the  camp  were  purchased  in  Santa  ]\Ionica,  with  the 
exception  of  125  pounds  of  coffee,  as  I  found  upon  investigating  that  I 
could  purchase  in  Santa  IMonica  at  as  low  a  cost  as  I  could  elsewhere, 
freight  considered,  while  had  I  purchased  in  Los  Angeles  I  should  have 
been  compelled  to  run  a  wagon  for  the  camp  from  the  depots.  As 
further  reason  for  purchasing  in  Santa  Monica,  I  mention  the  fact 
that  the  dealers  there  agreed  to  take  back  from  me  all  unbroken  and 
unconsumed  stores  at  the  end  of  the  term,  so  that  nothing  was  wasted. 

At  this  point,  I  must  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  command 
consumed  far  more  than  the  average  ration  per  man,  as  prescribed  m 
the  U.  S.  Army  Regulations.  For  the  first  two  days  I  attempted  to 
limit  the  men  to  the  cjuantity  and  character  of  food  prescribed  by  the 
Army  Regulations,  but  found  that,  owing  perhaps  to  the  change  of  air, 
or  the  amount  of  labor,  or  the  climate  of  the  seacoast,  the  troops  com- 
jdained  of  scarcity  of  food.  It  was  not  an  uncommon  occurrence  during 
the  first  days  of  the  camp  for  a  company  to  consume  in  two  meals 
their  entire  quantity  of  meat  and  sugar  allowed  for  a  whole  day. 

I  had  not  at  the  beginning  intended  to  furnish  both  sugar  and  syrup, 
as  the  army  rules  allow  but  one  at  a  time,  but  during  the  entire  camp 
the  men  consumed  about  one  third  more  than  their  full  allowance  of 
sugar,  and  an  additional  allowance  of  half  a  ration  of  syrup  to  the  man. 
This  I  was  compelled  to  furnish,  as  it  was  not  desirable  to  have  the  men 
complain  too  much. 

In  much  the  same  way,  the  cooks  would  make  fresh  bread  for  the 
messes,  thus  adding  an  additional  amount  to  the  allowance  for  bread- 
stuffs  for  each  man.

Dividing  the  total  expense,  $2,594.35,  by  6,973,  the  total  number  of 
daily  rations  issued,  gives  as  the  approximate  expense  of  feeding  each 
man  in  the  Brigade  for  one  day.  the  sum  of  thirty-seven  and  one  fifth 
cents,  or  about  twelve  and  two  fifths  cents  per  meal. 

This  cost  is  a  trifle  higher  than  it  need  have  been,  as  the  majority  of 
the  kitchens  consumed  the  food  of  the  companies  in  entertaining  outside 
friends. 

A  further  reduction  might  have  been  made  in  furnishing  a  cheaper 
grade  of  cofl^ee,  as  the  majority  of  the  companies  would  have  preferred 
a  coffee  costing  not'  more  than  20  cents  per  pound,  whereas  the  coffee 
furnished,  with  the  exception  of  one  case,  cost  32  cents  per  pound,  and 
was  a  Mocha  and  Java  blend,  the  best  the  market  afforded. 

One  company  of  the  Seventh  Regiment,  complained  of  this  coffee 
and  were  furnished  for  three  meals  with  an  inferior  grade  of  coffee, 
which  they  afterward  reported  was  excellent. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  food  furnished  to  the  men 
in  the  entire  Brigade  was  the  best  that  the  market  afforded,  and  that 
all  messes,  officers  and  privates,  were  served  with  the  same  provisions 
throughout,  care  being  taken  to  see  that  no  favors  were  shown  to  any 
person  or  mess  by  reason  of  rank.

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REPORTS  OF  ENCAMPMENTS. 

FIRST  BRIGADE. 

Headquarters  First  Brigade,  N.  6.  C,

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following : 

The  site  for  Camp  Santa  ]Moniea  was  selected  in  one  of  the  blocks 
forming  part  of  the  town  of  Santa  ]\Ionica.  which  block  is  bounded  on 
the  west  by  Nevada  avenue  and  on  the  south  by  Eleventh  street.  The 
location  of  this  site  was  most  favorable.  Nevada  avenue  is  the  main  road 
leading  from  Santa  Monica  to  the  Soldiers'  Home.  Six  hundred  feet 
to  the  east  of  the  camp  is  the  line  of  the  Pasadena  and  Pacific  electric 
road,  leading  from  Los  Angeles  to  Santa  ]\Ionica.  and  three  quarters  of 
a  mile  to  the  east  is  the  line  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad,  leading 
from  Los  Angeles  to  Santa  ]\Ionica.  The  site  is  three  cjuarters  of  a  mile 
from  the  bluff  aligning  the  Pacific  Ocean ;  the  depot  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Railroad  is  one  and  one-quarter  miles,  and  the  depot  of  the 
Santa  Fe  Railroad,  which  runs  from  Santa  Monica  to  Los  Angeles,  is 
one  and  a  half  miles  distant.  Port  Los  Angeles,  the  shipping  point  for 
Santa  Monica,  consisting  of  a  pier  over  a  mile  in  length,  lies  about  three 
miles  to  the  northwest  of  the  camp.  It  is  reached  by  the  Southern 
Pacific  Railroad  Company's  tracks. 

The  water  for  the  camp  was  supplied  bj"  means  of  tapping  the  street 
main  running  along  Nevada  avenue,  the  reservoir  which  supplies  the 
town  of  Santa  Monica  being  situated  about  a  mile  northerly  from  the 
camp. 

The  camp  was  on  a  comparatively  level  plane,  having  a  gentle  slope 
from  north  to  south,  and  practically  level  from  east  to  west,  permitting 
of  excellent  drainage. 

There  were  roads  leading  in  all  directions  to  and  from  the  camp.  The 
elevation  of  the  camp  is  about  125  feet  above  sea  level.  The  general 
description  of  the  territory  lying  to  the  north  and  northwest  of  the 
camp  would  be  gentle,  undulating  territory,  and  three  miles  northwest 
of  the  site  is  encountered  the  Santa  ^Monica  Canyon,  an  almost  impass- 
able ravine,  having  a  depth  of  100  feet. 

To  the  south,  gently  sloping  ground  extends  to  the  bluff  facing  the 
Pacific  Ocean ;  to  the  east  for  a  mile,  level  stretch  of  ground,  beyond 
which  are  encountered  rolling  hilLs. 

A  few  fences  are  the  only  obstacles  to  interfere  with  the  free  and 
rapid  movement  of  troops  in  all  directions  from  the  camp,  save  in  the 
direction  of  the  town,  which  lies  to  the  south  and  southeast  of  the  camp. 

There  is  a  great  scarcity  of  water  in  this  territory.  There  are  no 
natural  growths  of  trees  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  camp  site. 
There  are  a  few  sycamore  trees  lying  to  the  north  of  camp,  aligning 
the  edges  of  a  few  ravines,  but  apart  from  these  there  is  no  natural 
growth  of  timber  in  the  vicinity  until  Santa  ^Monica  Canyon  is  reached. 
Eucalyptus  trees  are  planted  along  the  streets  of  the  town. 
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The  parade  ground  was  put  on  the  northeast  side  of  the  camp,  as  the 
lay  of  the  land  was  comparatively  level,  and  afforded  a  clean  sweep  for 
at  least  a  mile  northeasterly  and  southeasterly. 

The  camp  was  laid  out  parallel  with  Eleventh  street  as  a  base  line, 
the  company  and  troop  kitchens  were  placed  adjoining  the  parade 
ground,  and  formed  the  outermost  row  of  structures.  The  Brigade 
Headquarters  were  placed  next  to  Eleventh  street  and  facing  the  parade 
ground. 

The  guardhouse  was  located  at  the  corner  nearest  to  the  railroads 
and  the  town,  and  was  the  point  which  naturally  would  be  first  reached 
by  any  \dsitor.  The  stables  for  the  Signal  Corps,  troops,  staff  and 
field  officers  were  placed  on  the  east  side,  to  the  extreme  right  of  all. 
The  sinks  for  the  men  were  placed  on  the  right.  The  hospital  was  placed 
on  the  extreme  left  of  the  Brigade  row,  thus  receiving  the  protection  of 
the  trees  planted  along  the  street,  would  receive  the  wind  first,  and  what- 
ever noise  arose  would  be  carried  from  it  instead  of  towards  it.  The 
reason  for  this  location  was  that  the  breeze  coming  from  the  west  would 
strike  the  camp  quartering  at  its  southwest  corner.  Its  arrangement 
was  such  that  all  odors  were  carried  from  the  camp,  and  no  line  of  tents 
would  be  exposed  to  anything  disagreeable  which  could  be  carried  by 
the  prevailing  winds. 

A  telephone  line  was  instituted  from  the  camp  to  the  telephone 
exchange  in  Santa  Monica,  which  permitted  of  direct  communication 
between  the  camp  and  all  portions  of  the  State. 

In  compliance  with  General  Orders  No.  7,  <  I  proceeded  to  Santa 
Monica  early  on  the  morning  of  August  2d,  and  superintended  the 
erection  of  the  tents  by  the  details  which  had  been  assigned  to  report 
to  me.  The  kitchens,  stables  and  sinks  had  already  been  erected  on  the 
ground  by  the  citizens  of  Santa  Monica.  The  kitchens  and  the  stables 
were  built  of  wood,  and  on  account  of  shortage  of  lumber  some  of  the 
stables  and  kitchens  were  roofed  with  muslin.  The  kitchens,  14  by  20 
feet,  Avere  boarded  up  to  a  height  of  eight  feet  on  three  sides,  the  side 
next  to  the  mess  tents  being  left  open.  As  few  nails  as  possible  were 
driven  into  the  lumber,  so  as  to  permit  of  its  use  in  the  future. 

The  sinks  were  built  over  pits  two  feet  in  width,  six  feet  deep,-  and 
two  feet  shorter  in  length  than  the  structure  which  served  as  the  privy. 
The  seat  was  practically  a  4  by  4  inch  rail,  rounded  and  planed.  An 
opening  was  made  by  omitting  one  board  on  the  back  of  the  privy,  so 
that  soil  could  be  thrown  into  the  pit  every  morning.  The  dirt  thrown 
out  by  excavating  was  placed  to  the  rear  of  the  priv;^^  so  as  to  be 
handy  for  use.  The  officers'  sinks  had  the  ordinary  board  seats  with 
holes  cut.  Screens  were  built  at  each  end  of  the  privies,  so  as  to  require 
two  right  angle  turns  before  the  sink  was  reached. 

I  found  that  some  of  the  tent  poles  were  too  long  for  the  tents.  This 
difficulty  was  removed  by  digging  a  hole  in  the  ground  to  the  depth  of 
the  excess  length  of  the  pole,  thus  saving  the  cutting  of  the  pole.  The 
men  very  quickly  learned  how  to  set  up  the  tents,  and  took  to  the  work 
with  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm.  Some  of  the  companies  had  portable 
board  floors,  and  some  were  not  so  provided. 

I  placed  seven  tents  to  the  extreme  right,  next  to  the  Signal  Corps, 
for  the  temporary  quarters  of  the  Naval  Reserve.  The  position  of  these 
tents  is  located  by  dotted  lines  on  the  plan  hereunto  annexed. 
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In  connection  with  the  Brigade  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice,  Major 
Last,  I  laid  out  and  measured  the  following  ranges : 

Pistol  range  50.  75  and  100  yards ;  rifle  range  200,  300  and  500  yards 
distant ;  silhouettes  250.  300.  350.  400.  500  and  600  yards.  The  ranges 
were  located  on  comparatively  level  ground,  lying  to  the  northwest  of 
camp,  and  lying  westerly  of  Nevada  avenue  and  northerly  of  Eleventh 
street.  The  ranges  were  just  across  from  camp,  with  the  firing  point 
resting  against  Nevada  avenue. 

The  background  consisted  of  gently  rolling  liills,  which  intercepted 
ever}'  shot  that  passed  the  target.  No  main  traveled  roads  crossed  the 
range. 

Two  rough  field  sketches  of  the  terrain  covered  liy  the  field  move- 
ments of  August  ]2th  were  furnished  l)y  me.  one  to  each  of  the  com- 
manding officers  of  the  Blues  and  Grays,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Schreiber 
and  ]\Iajor  Prescott. 

In  compliance  with  official  orders  dated  Camp  Santa  Monica.  August 
8,  1897,  I  laid  out  the  program  and  measured  off  the  distance  for  the 
field  sports,  the  result  of  which  I  have  communicated  in  a  previous 
report. 

On  the  morning  of  the  14th  instant,  at  the  time  of  the  breaking  up  of 
camp,  all  of  the  tents  fell  within  a  period  of  three  seconds  from  the 
instant  that  the  signal  was  given. 

I  herewith  enclose  a  blue  print  copy  of  the  plan  of  the  camp.  The 
Company  Officers '  street,  which  is  marked  on  this  print,  is  20  feet  wide, 
but  in  future  camps  it  should  be  not  less  than  30  feet  wide,  as  the  street 
was  unnecessarily  crowded;  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  flaps  erected 
in  front  of  the  officers'  tents  took  up  so  much  room,  it  Avas  almost 
impossible  to  walk  along  the  same  without  stepping  over  some  of  the 
guy  ropes.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  inspection  of  the  camp  of  instruc- 
tion of  the  Fifth  and  First  regiments  of  Infantrv,  Second  Brigade, 
N.  G.  C. 

Fifth  Regiment  at  Camp  Shaffer,  Santa  Cruz.  July  18th  to  July  25th, 
inclusive. 

First  Regiment.  Camp  Macdonald,  LTkiah.  August  21st  to  August  29th, 
inclusive. 

Fifth  Bcgimcnt,  Col.  D.  B.  Fairbanks. 

The  locality  of  the  camp  Avas  near  the  sea  beach ;  from  a  sauitary 
standpoint  was  of  the  best,  but  not  space  enough  to  carry  out  the  minor 
tactics  as  programmed,  although  with  this  disadvantage,  minor  tactics. 
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battalion  drills,  etc.,  were  splendidly  carried  out  nnder  the  supervision 
of  Captain  Carrington,  U.  S.  A. 

Officers  and  men  responded  to  duty  cheerfully;  discipline  was  excel- 
lent ;  the  proper  courtesy  between  officers  and  men  was  properly 
exchanged ;  guard  mount,  reviews  and  dress  parades  were  well  executed. 
I  was  present  two  mornings  at  reveille  and  witnessed  roll  call;  men 
were  promptly  on  the  line,  armed  and  equipped.  A  ten-minute  drill  in 
the  manual  of  arms  followed  roll  call ;  guard  formed  from  details  from 
each  company  daily ;  the  quarters,  the  camp  in  general,  were  well 
policed,  tents  well  ventilated,  neat  and  orderly,  especially  at  the  mess 
tables  and  cook  house.  Special  mention  is  due  to  Commissary  Sergeant 
Riley  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  conducted  his  department.  1 
made  a  careful  inspection  of  the  subsistence  and  the  manner  it  was 
cooked ;  fresh  meat  and  all  other  kinds  of  food  were  fresh  and  of  the 
best  quality,  cleanliness  was  excellent,  the  men  were  well  satisfied  with 
the  meals  served,  the  mess  was  regimental.  Captain  Rottanzi,  Assistant 
Surgeon,  took  special  care  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  camp.  The 
greatest  care  was  given  the  sinks,  they  being  free  from  bad  odors  and 
very  clean,  which  is  very  essential  in  all  camps;  there  were  very  few 
men  sick.  The  regiment  appeared  in  service  uniforms  for  reviews, 
dress  parades  and  guard  mount.  Great  interest  was  manifested  in 
silhouette  target  practice.  There  were  no  tent  decorations  in  camp,  no 
social  features  to  speak  of ;  provost  guard  was  sent  out  at  night ;  there 
was  no  drunkenness,  the  general  behavior  of  the  men  in  and  out  of 
camp  v^^as  excellent.  Sentinels  were  not  very  well  instructed  in  chal- 
lenging. The  camp  in  all  respects  was  essentially-  military  and  of 
instruction. 

Colonel  Fairbanks  directed  the  affairs  of  his  camp  efficiently  and 
with,  zeal,  with  credit  to  himself  and  his  regiment.

The  location  of  the  camp  was  about  one  mile  distant  from  Ukiah,  well 
adapted  for  a  military  camp,  healthy  and  plenty  of  ground  for  field 
maneuvers ;  battalion  drill  and  instruction  in  minor  tactics  by  Captain 
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Carrington  were  the  field  exercises  during  camp  week,  which  ended 
with  good  results.  Small  detachments  under  command  of  non-commis- 
sioned officers  were  sent  out  several  miles  from  camp  on  reconnoitering 
expeditions  with  instructions  to  take  notes  of  observations  with  maps  of 
the  country.  I  have  seen  some  of  the  notes  and  maps  of  observations 
which  Avere  very  good.  This  kind  of  field  work  gives  the  non-commis- 
sioned officer  an  idea  of  his  importance  in  times  of  war. 

The  regiment  appeared  in  fatigue  uniform  for  reviews,  dress  parade 
and  guard  mount.  These  ceremonies  were  well  performed.  The  regi- 
ment made  a  very  good  appearance  on  these  occasions,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  some  of  the  companies  were  very  weak  in  numbers.  Guard 
mount  was  by  detail  from  each  company  dailj'.  At  reveille  men  were 
brought  on  the  line ;  a  ten  minutes  drill  in  the  manual  of  arms  followed 
roll  call.  The  camp  was  clean  and  well  policed,  sinks  clean  and  odorless, 
tents  were  well  ventilated,  neat  and  orderly;  policing  around  the  mess 
tables  and  company  kitchens  was  very  bad.  The  mess  was  by  com- 
panies, each  company  was  provided  with  a  Buzzacott  oven;  it  did  not 
give  satisfaction  the  first  few  days  of  camp,  as  the  working  of  the  oven 
was  not  understood  by  the  cooks ;  a  U.  S.  Army  cook  was  sent  for,  who 
got  the  oven  in  working  order,  after  which  the  cooking  went  on  all  right. 
The  subsistence  w^as  good  and  fresh.  Each  captain  was  looking  out  for 
the  welfare  of  his  men  at  the  mess.  Officers  ate  with  the  men;  all  the 
men  expressed  themselves  well  satisfied  with  meals  served  them. 

There  was  no  sickness  in  camp,  except  from  prostration  from  exces- 
sive heat ;  eight  men  were  carried  off  the  field  prostrated  from  the  heat 
Avhile  at  drill.  The  medical  corps  of  this  regiment  is  well  organized 
and  complete.  Great  credit  is  due  these  officers  for  the  zeal  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  they  performed  the  duties  of  their  department,  under 
the  supervision  of  ]\Iajor  ^IcCarthy;  Captains  O'Brien.  Somers, .and 
Ferrall  are  the  battalion  surgeons;  patients  were  treated  while  being 
carried  off  the  field  on  litters. 

Great  interest  was  also  manifested  by  this  regiment  in  silhouette 
target  practice.  The  discipline  was  very  good,  the  behavior  of  the 
men  in  and  out  of  camp  was  excellent;  the  courtesy  between  officers 
and  men  was  duly  and  properly  observed.  Officers  and  men  were  very 
attentive  to  their  duties.  There  were  no  decorations  in  camp,  nor  any 
social  events ;  the  camp  was  strictly  military  and  of  instruction,  this 
being  the  first  time  that  the  twelve  companies  camped  together  as  a 
regiment;  they  got  along  very  well.  Colonel  Smith  administered  the 
affairs  of  the  camp  efficiently,  with  credit  to  himself  and  the  regiment.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Uniformity  should,  without  doubt,  prevail  in  all  military  bodies. 

First.  Some  sort  of  bedding,  healthy  and  most  convenient  for  camp 
purposes,  should  be  adopted  by  the  regiment,  to  be  used  by  all  the  com- 
panies; as  it  is,  each  company  has  a  different  style  of  bedding;  the 
medical  officers  could  assist  greatly,  and  recommend  some  suitable  plan 
for  the  above  purpose. 

Second.  All  camp  equipage  should  be  stamped  if  iron,  and  branded 
if  wood,  and  left  in  its  original  color;  at  present  each  company  has 
them  painted  either  green,  red,  blue,  or  some  other  color.  This  mode  of 
designating  companj^  property  gives  the  camp  an  unmilitary  appear- 
ance ;  the  former  way  of  marking  property  will  prevent  the  loss  of 
them  just  as  well  as  if  painted. 

Third.  A  tent  gun  rack  should  be  adopted,  of  the  same  pattern  for 
each  company. 

Fourth.  All  hand  and  superfluous  camp  baggage  should  be  dispensed 
with ;  nothing  but  regular  camp  equipage  should  be  taken  to  camp ; 
knapsacks  should  be  procured  for  the  men,  which  are  just  as  necessary 
as  haversacks  and  canteens.  A  man  can  place  in  his  knapsack  all  he 
requires  for  an  eight  days'  camp,  and  more,  too,  if  he  wishes,  blankets 
rolled  and  placed  on  top  of  the  same ;  this  would  reduce  a  great  deal  of 
needless  expense,  confusion,  time,  and  labor. 

Fifth.  Guard  mount  in  the  morning  would  give  more  satisfaction 
than  in  the  afternoon,  as  a  great  deal  of  time  is  taken  up  in  the  afternoon 
with  reviews  and  dress  parades,  and  to  follow  with  guard  mount  makes 
the  dinner  hour  too  late  for  the  men,  especially  for  the  old  and  new 
guards;  furthermore,  in  case  there  are  no  prisoners  to  police  the  camp. 
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that  duty  could  be  performed  by  the  old  guard  immediately  after  being 
relieved;  it  is  not  proper  to  take  members  of  the  guard  for  police  work, 
which  has  been  done ;  it  would  greatly  facilitate  the  policing  of  a  camp 
by  using  a  horse  and  cart  to  take  away  the  rubbish  in  place  of  men  using 
a  wheelbarrow  or  carrying  it  to  a  pile  in  burlaps,  which  I  have  witnessed 
at  both  the  Fifth  and  First  regiment  camps.

THIRD   BRIGADE. 

Bakersfield,  Cal.,  September  1,  1897. 

To  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General, 

Third  Brigade,  X.  G.  C,  Fresno,  Cal. 

Sir  :  In  conformity  with  instructions  received  from  the  Brigade  Com- 
mander, I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  relative  to  the 
encampment  of  the  Third  Brigade.  N.  G.  C,  held  between  the  15tli  and 
22d  of  August,  1897. 

The  encampment  (designated  in  orders  as  "Camp  Budd, "  in  honor  of 
the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  National  Guard  of  California)  was 
located  in  close  proximity  to  the  beach,  and  within  a  short  distance  of 
the  Sea  Beach  Hotel,  at  Santa  Cruz.  California. 

The  location  of  the  camp  Avas  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city 
of  Santa  Cruz.  and.  except  as  to  the  accompanying  social  advantages, 
and  the  proximity  of  the  encampment  to  the  ocean  beach,  was  anything 
but  satisfactory ;  and  it  is  much  to  be  doubted  whether  Santa  Cruz  can 
hereafter  be  regarded  as  an  eligible  site  for  the  location  of  a  Brigade 
encampment  of  the  Guard.  In  fact,  it  is  questionable  whether  it  is 
adapted  even  to  the  encampment  of  a  military  force  as  large  as  a  regi- 
ment of  infantry. 

The  requirements  of  the  new  drill  regulations,  and  the  rapid  increase 
in  the  effective  range  of  modern  artillery  and  infantry  fire,  renders 
absolutely  necessary,  for  purposes  of  instruction,  that  the  territory  to 
be  embraced  within  the  zone  of  operations  of  a  force  as  large  as  that 
of  a  Brigade  should  be.  at  least,  in  extent  from  four  to  five  miles  square ; 
otherwise  the  impressions  conveyed  to  the  troops  in  the  school  of  war 
must  prove  to  a  large  extent  misleading. 

Still  further,  the  facilities  for  field  evolutions,  target  practice,  and 
extended  order  drill,  both  by  battalions,  regiments  and  brigades,  should 
be  so  near  at  hand  that  there  would  be  the  minimum  loss  of  time  in 
going  to  and  from  the  camp  to  the  drill  ground. 

The  lack  of  these  facilities  was  one  of  the  greatest  defects  of  the  late 
encampment.  The  field  was  limited  in  every  particular.  While  there 
was  sufficient  room,  with  careful  management  on  the  part  of  the  colonels 
in  command,  for  the  evolutions  of  one  regiment  of  infantry  in  close 
order,  there,  was  no  available  space  beyond  this,  and  whenever  two  or 
more  organizations,  larger  than  a  company,  were  brouoht  upon  the 
space  allotted  for  drill  purposes  the  necessity  for  more  room  became  at 
once  apparent. 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  ground  when  used  for  purposes  of 
review.     The  front  was  scarcely  sufficient  to  permit  the  formation  of 
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the  Brigade  in  line  of  masses,  and  gave  no  extra  room  whatever  on  the 
flanks  of  this  line,  while  the  depth  of  the  parade  ground  was  so  shallow 
as  to  force  the  reviewing  officer  to  take  position  at  less  than  half  the 
normal  distance  in  front  of  the  center  of  the  line. 

The  camp  itself  was  very  much  crowded — ^so  much  so  that  if  it  had 
been  extended  as  to  time  beyond  ten  days,  there  is  little  doubt  but  that 
much  sickness  would  have  resulted,  due  to  the  proximity  of  the  latrines 
and  sinks  to  the  men. 

The  tents  were  placed  in  such  close  juxtaposition  that  passage  between 
them  was  almost  impossible ;  the  tents  of  the  company  officers  were  from 
necessity  placed  in  line  with  those  of  the  enlisted  men.  and  those  of 
the  field  and  staff  of  regiments  were  altogether  too  close  to  those  of  the 
companies,  while  the  tents  of  the  Sanitary  Corps  were  forced  into  a 
space  so  narrow  and  contracted  in  every  way  that  it  was  impossible  for 
the  camp  of  the  corps  to  present  a  creditable  appearance. 

Although  practically  impossible  to  place  them  in  any  other  position, 
the  latrines  and  wash  sinks  for  the  men  could  not  well  have  been 
located  in  worse  positions.  Many  of  them  were  close  to  the  kitchens  and 
mess  tents  of  the  companies — in  some  cases  the  distance  not  being  over 
a  few  feet — and  in  consequence  of  this  fact,  the  stench  in  a  few  instances 
became  unbearable,  necessitating  the  arbitrary  closing  of  the  latrines 
by  order  of  the  medical  officers  in  charge. 

There  appears  not  to  have  been  any  very  systematic  supervision  exer- 
cised in  the  laying  out  of  the  camp.  The  placing  of  the  stables  of  Troops 
"  B  "  and  "  C  "  in  such  close  proximity  to  the  tents  of  the  main  camp  was 
a  serious  error  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  officer  who  directed  the 
erection  of  these  stables,  which  should  have  been  corrected  by  the 
Engineer  Officer  charged  by  the  Brigade  Commander  with  the  laying 
out  of  the  camp,  regardless  of  the  expense  that  would  have  been 
incurred  in  so  doing. 

The  facing  of  the  tents  on  the  interior  flanks  of  the  Second  and  Sixth 
regiments  toward  the  main  camp  street,  and  of  those  on  the  exterior 
flanks  of  the  same  regiments  toward  the  exterior  line  of  sentinels,  was 
also  an  error  that  should  have  been  corrected  by  the  Engineer  in  charge. 

The  Engineer  charged  by  the  commanding  officer  with  the  pitching  of 
camp  should  always  be  the  first  officer  on  the  ground ;  and  instructions 
should  be  issued  in  advance  from  headquarters  to  all  concerned  that  his 
directions  relative  to  the  location  of  the  various  tents,  stables,  etc..  be 
strictl}"  conformed  to. 

The  cavalry  camp  should,  under  the  circumstances,  and  in  vievr  of  the 
limited  space  available  for  the  infantry,  have  been  detached  from  the 
main  command,  the  best  natural  location  for  the  stables  being  along  the 
bank  of  the  river,  into  which  the  manure  could  have  been  pitched,  to 
be  carried  out  by  the  tide.  This  would  have  opened  up  the  flank  of  the 
infantry  camp  next  the  parade  ground,  and  would  also  have  offered 
increased  facilities  for  the  extension  of  the  front  of  the  camp. 

The  regular  cavalry  camp  was  excellently  located,  on  the  high  ground 
immediately  in  rear  of  Brigade  Headquarters,  and  the  site  was  by  all 
odds  the  most  pleasant  and  available  for  a  single  troop  camp  to  be  found 
anywhere  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

Doubtless  maps  drawn  to  proper  scale  will  be  submitted  by  the 
Engineer  Officer  along  with  his  report,  and  will  explain  the  situation  as 
above  referred  to. 
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The  main  body  of  the  troops  composing  the  Brigade  arrived  at  Santa 
Cruz  about  6  a.  m.  on  Sundej',  August  15,  1897,  and  proceeded  directly 
to  the  camp,  Avhich  had  been  previously  pitched  by  details  from  the  com- 
panies sent  on  in  advance. 

Under  the  peculiar  circumstances,  the  pitching  of  the  tents  prior  to 
the  arrival  of  the  troops  was  undoubtedly  the  best  thing  to  do ;  as,  due 
to  the  small  space  allotted  for  the  tents,  it  would  have  been  impossible 
to  have  pitched  the  camp  with  order  and  regularity  after  the  arrival  of 
the  command. 

In  future  encampments,  however,  this  should  be  avoided.  Where  the 
ground  selected  for  the  camp  is  sufficient  in  extent  for  the  pitching  of 
the  tents  in  regular  order  and  with  the  proper  intervals,  only  the 
officers,  guard,  and  mess  tents  should  be  pitched,  while  the  company 
tents  should  be  placed  in  position  upon  the  ground,  and  all  be  raised  and 
lowered  together  at  command.  This  can  be  very  easily  provided  for  by 
stretching  cords  along  the  company  fronts,  with  stakes  driven  at  the 
proper  intervals  indicating  the  position  of  the  front  and  rear  tent  poles. 
Pitching  and  striking  camp  in  this  manner  would  prove  an  excellent 
method  of  instruction  for  the  men  in  castrametation,  and  should  not  be 
lost  sight  of  in  future  encampments  of  the  Brigade. 

The  routine  camp  duties  were  performed  practically  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  General  Orders  No.  4,  current  series,  from  Head- 
quarters Third  Brigade,  to  which  order  reference  is  hereby  made. 

In  the  performance  of  these  duties  there  was  observable  great  improve- 
ment over  previous  encampments  attended  by  the  Brigade  Inspector. 
As  an  example,  at  the  encampment  of  the  Provisional  Brigade  at  Santa 
Cruz,  in  1891,  and  the  first  reveille,  it  was  forty  minutes  between  the 
sounding  of  the  assembly  and  the  time  when  the  Adjutant  of  the  Sixth 
Infantry  received  his  final  report  from  company  commanders.  At  the 
fii*st  reveille  roll  call  at  Camp  Budd  six  companies  out  of  the  eight  of  the 
Sixth  Infantry  were  in  line  at  the  sounding  of  the  assembly,  and  the  last 
report  received  by  the  Adjutant  was  not  to  exceed  ten  minutes  after  the 
call — a  very  noticeable  improvement. 

At  the  commencement  of  camp  the  Second  Infantry  was  not  equal  to 
the  Sixth  in  promptness  at  roll  call — there  being  no  company  in  line  at 
the  sounding  of  the  assembly  on  Monday,  the  16th.  From  day  to  day, 
however,  there  was  marked  improvement  in  the  Second,  until  at  the  last 
it  exceeded  the  Sixth  in  efficiency  in  this  respect.  This  decrease  of 
efficiency  in  the  Sixth  and  increase  in  the  Second  is  attributable  almost 
entirely  to  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers — in  the  Second  the 
standard  of  efficiency  constantly  impro\ang,  while  in  the  Sixth,  in  two 
or  three  companies  particularly,  the  standard  of  efficiency  has  noticeably 
deteriorated.  This  is  much  to  be  regretted,  as  a  standard  once  gained 
should  be  maintained  with  persistency. 

The  promptness  and  regularity  with  which  stated  calls  were  sounded 
and  responded  to  was  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the  excellent  service 
rendered  by  the  regular  bugler  assigned  to  duty  at  Brigade  Head- 
quarters by  the  Commanding  General,  Department  of  California.  This 
bugler  is  a  most  excellent  one,  and  performed  his  duties  in  a  manner 
entirely  above  criticism. 

For  purposes  of  instruction,  the  two  troops  of  cavalry  of  the  Guard 
(B  of  Sacramento  and  C  of  Salinas)  were  placed  under  the  orders  of 
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Captain  J.  A.  Lockett,  Fourth  U.  S.  Cavalry,  who,  with  his  Troop  I,  by 
direction  of  his  Department  Commander,  was  assigned  to  duty  in  con- 
nection with  the  encampment. 

In  his  capacity  as  squadron  commander,  Captain  Lockett  rendered 
vahiable  service  to  the  cavalry  of  the  Guard — service  the  benefits  of 
which  will  long  remain  with  Troops  B  and  C.  From  the  very  beginning 
of  the  encampment  the  good  effect  of  this  association  with  Lockett 's 
command  was  clearly  evident,  as  the  troopers  of  the  Guard  appeared  to 
be  constantly  striving  to  emulate  the  good  example  set  them  by  the 
regulars. 

While  comparisons  should  be  made  with  care,  especiall}^  when  there 
was  such  evident  desire  on  the  part  of  all  to  do  duty  well,  it  is  not 
thought  improper  to  make  especial  reference  to  the  excellent  work  of 
Troop  C — particularly  to  that  of  the  first  platoon  of  this  troop.  Con- 
sidering the  short  time  the  troop  has  been  in  service,  and  that  it  was 
its  first  encampment,  the  march  of  its  first  platoon  in  review  at  the  walk, 
trot  and  gallop  w^as  something  surprising,  while  its  work  on  the  drill 
ground  was  also  of  a  first-class  order.  This  especial  commendation  is 
not  intended  as  a  reflection  upon  the  work  of  the  other  platoons  and 
troops.  Under  the  circumstances,  all  performed  creditable  work,  both 
on  parade  and  at  drill. 

The  personality^  of  Captain  Lockett  eminently  fits  him  for  association 
with  the  citizen  soldiery.  In  addition  to  the  fact  that  he  is  himself  every 
inch  a  soldier,  both  in  personal  appearance  and  deportment,  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties  and  in  his  method  of  imparting  military  informa- 
tion to  others  there  is  a  geniality  of  disposition  about  the  man  as  an 
individual  that  counts  for  much  when  he  is  brought  into  association  with 
those  who,  while  desirous  of  securing  instruction  of  a  military  nature, 
also  stand  much  in  need  of  that  bonhomie  characteristic  of  the  thorough 
gentleman.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Third  Brigade  has  not  seen  the 
last  of  Captain  Lockett  and  his  gallant  troop. 

The  "Cossack  Drill"  of  Troop  I,  Fourth  U.  S.  Cavalry,  proved  a  great 
attraction,  and  was  much  enjoyed  by  the  members  of  the  command,  as 
well  as  by  the  large  crowd  of  citizens  assembled  to  witness  it.  And  this, 
too,  proved  a  school  of  instruction  for  the  Guard  troopers,  who  were 
subsequently  observed  vaulting  at  their  drills.  Of  Troop  C,  the  entire 
command,  except  some  four  or  five,  were  able  to  vault  successfully,  which 
is  considered  a  very  creditable  showing  under  the  circumstances. 

The  work  of  the  infantry  at  drill,  on  parade,  and  in  the  field  was 
fairly  well  done  throughout,  and  constant  improvement  was  noted  as  the 
exercises  progressed.  As  stated  above,  the  limited  drill  ground  at  the 
disposal  of  the  command  rendered  maneuvers  at  times,  even  in  close 
order,  difficult,  and  movements  in  extended  order,  except  by  company 
and  battalion,  altogether  out  of  question. 

Considering  the  limited  duration  of  the  encampment,  and  the  conse- 
quent short  space  of  time  available  for  the  practical  work  in  hand,  it  is 
my  opinion  that  too  much  time  was  taken  up  in  reviews  and  preparation 
for  the  same;  yet  it  is  hard  to  see  how  this  can  be  avoided,  where  the 
officials  entitled  to  the  ceremony  of  review  present  themselves  and  do  not 
decline  the  ceremony.  The  time  set  aside  for  regimental  evolutions  on 
Monday  and  Tuesday  mornings  was  taken  up  entirely  in  preparing  the 
command  to  properly  execute  the  review;  the  Second  Regiment  was  at

target  practice  three  miles  away  on  Thursday ;  the  Sixth  was  on  the  same 
duty  on  Friday ;  while  the  A^'hole  command  was  engaged  at  the  field  exer- 
cises at  Cowell's  Hill  on  Saturday.  Being  necessarily  engaged  else- 
where, the  Brigade  Inspector  is  unable  to  say  what  was  done  l)y  way  of 
regimental  evolutions  by  the  Sixth  on  Thursday  or  the  Second  on  Friday. 
Presumably,  they  were  drilled  in  the  extended  order,  preparatory  to  the 
field  exercises  of  Saturday.  The  only  regimental  evolutions  observed 
were  performed  by  the  Second  Infantry  on  Wednesday  morning,  and 
these  evolutions  were  executed  in  a  very  creditable  manner. 

It  is  a  very  delicate  matter  for  the  Brigade  Inspector  to  encroach 
upon,  and,  perhaps,  is  entirely  out  of  his  province;  but  in  the  interest 
of  the  Guard  alone,  and  not  in  a  spirit  of  fault-finding  or  insubordina- 
tion, it  is  offered  as  a  suggestion  that  if  it  could  be  generally  arranged 
and  understood  that  there  would  be  but  one  official  review  at  each 
encampment — to  be  given  in  honor  of  such  oifieer  as  might  be  determined 
upon  beforehand — and  that  all  other  officers  entitled  to  review  the  com- 
mand be  recognized  on  arrival  in  camp  by  the  salute  due  their  rank,  and 
not  given  a  review,  that  much  better  practical  results  would  ensue. 
And.  as  the  best  practical  result  is  what  we  are  all  aiming  at,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  some  solution  of  this  somewhat  vexed  cjuestion  as  that  above 
suggested  may  be  arrived  at  in  future  encampment  of  the  Guard. 

The  drilling  in  close  order  was  almost  entirely  by  company  and  bat- 
talion— principally  the  latter.  While  distance  was,  as  a  rule,  not  well 
preserved  between  subdi\nsions  at  the  start,  the  improvement  in  the 
duties  of  officers,  guides  and  file  closers  was  subject  of  favora]:)le  com- 
ment as  the  drills  progressed. 

The  improvement  from  day  to  day  in  general  appearance  and  align- 
ment of  the  men  on  parade  and  review  was  also  cpiite  marked ;  and  the 
last  re\new,  given  the  Division  Commander  on  Friday  evening,  would 
have  done  credit  to  almost  any  command. 

Guard  mounting  was  well  executed,  particularly  on  the  last  days  of 
the  encampment.  Generally  speaking,  the  intervals  were  better  pre- 
served in  the  Sixth  than  in  the  Second — in  the  latter  the  guard  being 
usually  formed  wnth  its  right  so  close  to  the  band  that  in  column,  when 
marching  in  review,  the  effect  of  the  movement  was  somewhat  marred. 

Guard  duty  was  only  fairly  performed.  There  was  evident  disposi- 
tion on  the  part  of  nearly  all  sentinels  to  do  their  duty  as  they  under- 
stood it;  but  there  was  also  evident  a  lamentable  lack  of  uniformity  in 
the  instructions  received  by  the  sentinels.  This  shows  a  want  of  sys- 
tematic instruction  in  the  company  armories  prior  to  encampment.  It 
should  not  be  necessary  to  instruct  sentinels  as  to  their  general  orders 
while  in  camp.  In  fact,  the  time  allotted  to  an  encampment  is  alto- 
gether too  limited  for  anything  of  the  kind.  What  should  be  done  by 
the  captains  of  companies  is  to  see  that  each  corporal  has  his  men 
thoroughly  instructed  in  the  theoretical  part  of  their  guard  duties  before 
starting  for  camp.  This  Avould  relieve  the  officers  and  non-commissioned 
officers  of  the  guard  in  camp  of  the  necessity  of  devoting  so  much  time 
to  instruction  of  sentinels  in  their  general  orders,  and  enable  them  to 
devote  more  time  to  other  duties  that  are  ecjually  imperative,  and  that 
otherwise  Avould  have  to  be  neglected. 

In  nearly  all  cases  the  calling  of  the  hours  at  night  by  sentinels  was 
incorrectly  given.     In  challenging,  the  sentinels  rarely  gave  the  proper 
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challenge,  and  as  rarely  advanced  the  person  challenged  in  the  proper 
manner.  This  also  shows  lack  of  instruction  at  home,  and  does  not  mili- 
tate so  much  against  the  individual  sentinels,  who,  as  above  stated,  in 
nearly  all  instances,  appeared  to  be  desirous  of  doing  their  duty  well. 

The  greatest  defect  in  guard  duty  observed  during  the  daytime  was 
in  the  carelessness  with  w^hieh  the  pieces  were  carried  by  many  of  the 
sentinels  Mobile  on  post.  Any  position  of  the  piece  was  taken  at  times 
rather  than  the  correct  one,  and  the  neiv  movements  of  the  "Manual" 
executed  in  this  connection  were  too  varied  to  receive  here  particular 
illustration.  This  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  sentinels  was  very 
reprehensible,  and  should  have  received  instant  correction  from  the  offi- 
cers and  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  Guard,  wherever  observed. 

The  firing  at  silhouette  targets  took  place  on  Thursday  and  Friday 
mornings  at  the  foot  of  the  hills  some  three  miles  from  camp — the 
Second  Infantry  on  Thursday  and  the  Sixth  on  Friday.  The  Brigade 
Inspector  attended  the  firing  on  Thursday,  but  was  prevented  by  assign- 
ment to  other  duty  from  witnessing  the  work  of  the  Sixth  on  Friday.  It 
is  understood  that  the  record  of  the  Third  Brigade  at  silhouette  firing 
is  not  equal  to  that  of  the  First.  It  is  believed  that  this  is  in  a  large 
measure  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Third  Brigade  has  had  little  or  no 
practice  in  this  method  of  firing.  It  was  also  noticed  on  the  firing  line 
that  in  many  instances  sufficient  interval  was  not  given  between  the 
cautionary  command  and  the  command  of  execution  in  volley  firing,  to 
enable  the  men  to  take  the  proper  position  for  aiming.  This  can  only  be 
corrected  by  the  use  of  great  care  on  the  part  of  the  officer  in  command 
in  giving  his  commands,  and  on  the  part  of  the  men  by  systematic 
practice  in  aiming  and  firing  in  the  prone  position,  which  is  new  to  most 
members  of  the  Third  Brigade. 

It  was  noted  with  pleasure  that  Company  E  of  the  Sixth  Infantry 
sustained  its  well-known  reputation  as  a  crack  shooting  organization. 

Full  reports  of  these  firings  will  doubtless  be  rendered  Brigade  Head- 
quarters by  the  commanding  officers  of  regiments,  and  reference  in  this 
connection  is  invited  to  such  reports. 

The  bands  of  the  Second  and  Sixth  regiments  rendered  good  service, 
and  are  worthy  of  especial  commendation.  This  statement  is  made  with 
pleasure,  as  it  is  much  more  agreeable  to  commend  than  to  condemn. 

I  deemed  it  my  imperative  duty  at  the  inspection  at  Stockton  in  May 
last  to  severely  criticise  the  band  of  the  Sixth  Infantry.  This  band,  how- 
ever, can  now  consider  that  it  has  redeemed  its  reputation  in  the  estima- 
tion of  the  Brigade  Inspector,  in  consecjuence  of  the  excellent  work  per- 
formed by  it  at  Camp  Budd.  So  far  as  noted,  every  duty  in  each  band 
was  cheerfully  performed,  with  no  protest  or  grumbling.  There  was 
also  considerable  friendly  rivalrj^  apparent  between  the  two  organiza- 
tions, each  appearing  anxious  to  outdo  the  other  in  the  performance  of 
duty.  Their  promptness  at  reveille,  day  by  day,  with  every  man  in 
ranks  on  time,  and  with  blouses  buttoned  to  the  chin,  was  a  cheering 
sight  to  a  soldier,  and  would  have  done  credit  to  almost  any  band  in  the 
regular  service. 

The  band  of  the  Second  is  an  excellent  one,  and  excels  at  concert 
work ;  that  of  the  Sixth  is  rather  the  better  in  the  field,  as  the  weight  of 
its  metal  is  somewhat  greater,  adapting,  it  more  to  martial  and  parade 
music.

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The  encampment  was  under  especial  obligation  to  the  division  of  the 
Naval  Reserve,  stationed  at  Santa  Crnz.  which  rendered  efficient  service 
both  in  camp,  on  review,  and  in  connection  with  the  field  exercises  of 
Saturday.  The  reveille  and  sunset  gurus  were  fired  under  its  supervision 
with  perfect  regularity,  and  salutes  fired  in  honor  of  the  \asiting  officials 
entitled  to  the  same  were  very  creditable.  The  entire  division  with  its 
two  guns  turned  out  and  took  part  in  the  review  of  Thursday,  given  in 
honor  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  constituting  a  very  pleasant  feature 
of  the  ceremony. 

The  general  discipline  in  camp,  as  a  rule,  was  good.  Improvement  in 
this  respect  was  especially  noticeable  in  the  Second  Infantry  as  the  camp 
progressed.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  is  worthy  of  especial  commenda- 
tion, and  evidences  the  ability  of  the  officers  and  non-commissioned 
officers  of  that  regiment  to  maintain  control  of  their  men  under  circum- 
stances that  at  times  were  .somewhat  trying.  Nothing  more  fully  demon- 
strates the  discipline  of  a  command  than  to  see  its  members  maintaining 
good  order  while  disorder  is  going  on  about  them.  Reference  in  this 
connection  is  made  to  the  miscellaneous  discharges  of  the  pieces  of 
the  men  of  the  Sixth  Infantry  on  Sunday'  morning  just  prior  to  church 
call  and  the  breaking  up  of  camp.  So  far  as  was  observed,  but  five  shots 
were  fired  in  the  Second  during  this  morning,  and  this  evidence  of  a  dis- 
orderly spirit  in  the  men  was  promptly  checked  by  the  colonel,  with  the 
assistance  of  his  officers.  In  the  Sixth,  however,  a  large  numljer  of  shots 
.were  fired,  and  the  officers  of  the  regiment  seemed  unable  to  stop  the 
fusillade ;  in  fact,  expressed  to  the  Brigade  Commander  their  inability  to 
do  so. 

This  exhibition  of  insubordination  was  not  universal  throughout  the 
Sixth ;  in  fact,  it  was  confined  almost  exclusively  to  two  or  three  com- 
panies. But  in  matters  of  this  sort,  the  sins  of  commission  of  the  guilty 
must  be  borne  by  the  innocent  as  well,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that 
the  prestige  of  the  Sixth  has  sufi^ered  from  the  lack  of  discipline  and 
good  order  displaved  at  Camp  Budd  on  the  morning  of  Sundav, 
August  22.  1897. 

No  decorations  of  company  streets  or  tents  were  observed,  and  in  this 
respect  the  orders  of  the  Brigade  Commander  were  strictly  adhered  to. 
The  command  was  uniformly  eciuipped  throughout,  so  far  as  observed, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  IX,  General  Orders 
No.  4,  above  referred  to.  Several  of  the  companies  were  short  over- 
coats and  blankets  of  their  own.  but  their  deficiencies  were  supplied  by 
loans  kindly  made  the  captains  by  companies  of  the  Fifth  Infantry — ■ 
favors  which  will  doubtless  long  be  remembered  and  cheerfully  recipro- 
cated should  occasion  ever  offer. 

The  appearance  of  the  Brigade  in  line  was  therefore  very  creditable. 
There  was  but  one  thing  noticed  in  this  connection  that  needs  correction. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  men  took  both  hats  and  caps  into  camp,  there 
was  little  uniformity  as  to  head  covering  at  stated  roll  calls  and  duties 
other  than  drill,  parade  and  guard-mounting.  Instructions  should  have 
been  issued  designating  exactly  the  times  and  the  formations  when  hats 
or  caps  were  to  be  worn,  and  thus  have  avoided  the  ununiform  appear- 
ance the  command  presented  in  this  respect  at  various  times. 

So  far  as  observed,  but  one  company  in  the  command  appeared  out  of 
the  uniform  directed  in  General  Orders  No.  4  during  the  encampment — 
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Company  A  of  Stockton.  Several  members  of  this  company — the  com- 
Taissionecl  officers  prominently — appeared  frequently  when  off  duty  in  a 
suit  of  white  duck,  which,  although  certainly  pleasing  to  the  eye  on 
account  of  its  neatness  and  cleanliness,  is  certainly  not  a  part  of  the  uni- 
form of  the  Guard  of  this  State,  and,  so  far  as  is  known,  was  not  author- 
ized by  any  orders  issued  from  Brigade  Headquarters. 

The  policing  of  camp  was  fairly  well  performed ;  and  after  Tuesday, 
Tip  to  which  time  there  appeared  to  be  some  trouble  in  getting  rid  of  the 
debris  that  was  constantly  accumulating  in  camp,  the  company  streets 
and  other  avenues  of  the  encampment  were  kept  in  cj-editable  condition 
by  the  police  details  and  prisoners,  with  the  assistance  of  garbage  carts 
and  wagons  hired  for  the  purpose. 

The  Sanitary  Corps  was  a  new  and  not  unimportant  feature  of  the 
encampment.  Much  interest  appeared  to  be  taken  in  its  development 
by  both  the  officers  and  men  comprising  it ;  and  in  \"iew  of  the  fact  that 
the  corps  has  only  recently  been  organized,  and  that  nearly  all  its 
members  are  new  to  the  service  and  its  duties,  it  carried  out  its  func- 
tions very  well.  So  far  as  observed,  the  sick  were  carefully  and 
efficiently  attended  to,  and  the  duties  of  the  surgeons,  as  the  guardians 
of  the  health  of  the  command,  were  generally  well  performed. 

The  exact  official  status  of  this  new  branch  of  the  service  is,  however, 
subject  for  consideration.  Certainly,  at  the  encampment  just  closed, 
this  status  was  not  definitely  determined,  resulting  in  no  little  dissatis- 
faction among  several  of  the  parties  at  interest. 

If  the  surgeon  on  duty  at  Brigade  Headquarters  is  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  the  Brigade  Commander,  and  under  his  orders,  by  assignment 
from  the  Surgeon  General 's  office,  or  elsewhere,  analogy  would  certainly 
seem  to  demand  that  the  surgeons  doing  duty  with  and  responsible  for 
"the  medical  care  of  regiments,  should  constitute  a  part  of  the  regi- 
mental commanders '  staff,  and  be  under  their  orders ;  unless,  per- 
chance, it  is  proposed  to  organize  this  corps  subject  to  no  particular 
jurisdiction  other  than  that  of  the  commander  of  the  whole  force  as  a 
unit.  Post  Surgeons  in  the  regular  service  are  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Post  Commander,  and  subject  to  his  orders  in  all  things  per- 
taining to  good  order,  administration  and  military  discipline.  No . 
matter  what  interpretation  is  to  be  given  the  law  in  this  matter,  it  is 
highly  advisable  that  steps  should  be  immediately  taken  to  accurately 
define  the  duties  and  status  of  this  corps  in  the  military  establishment 
of  this  State,  or  more  serious  complications  than  those  that  arose  dur- 
ing the  encampment  just  closed  will  almost  certainly  result. 

The  messes,  both  for  officers  and  men,  were  well  conducted,  and  less 
complaint  was  heard  regarding  this  particular  feature  of  the  encamp- 
ment than  any  other.  The  food,  as  a  rule,  was  good,  and  the  bread 
supplied  by  the  bakeries  at  Santa  Cruz  of  excellent  ciuality.  The  water 
was  also  good,  being  conveyed  to  the  camp  from  the  city  water  system 
i;hrough  the  pipes  laid  for  that  purpose. 

The  Brigade  Headciuarters  mess  was  conducted  by  the  Brigade  Com- 
missary in  a  highly  creditable  manner.  In  fact,  the  bill  of  fare  was  the 
best  and  the  best  served  of  any  that  it  has  ever  been  the  pleasure 
of  the  writer  to  partake  while  doing  duty  in  camp.  It  was  forcibly 
Ibrought  to  his  mind,  however,  on  several  occasions  that  it  was  not  such 
a  mess  as  would  ordinarily  be  conducted  by  a  headc[uarters '  staff  in  the 
£eld,  and  that  as  a  model  upon  which  to  have  organized  other  and 
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subordinate  messes  in  the  camp  it  can  not  be  regarded  as  having  formed 
a  proper  criterion.  "With  the  citizen  soldiery,  more  than  with  any 
other  form  of  military  establishment,  it  is  the  force  of  example  that 
counts ;  and  the  proposition  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  members  of 
the  Brigade  Statf  whether  or  not  the  Brigade  Headquarters  mess  at 
Camp  Budd  was  such  a  one  as  they  would  recommend  to  the  companies 
of  the  command.  If  so,  my  premises  are  wrong ;  but  if  not,  then  I  again 
respectfully  submit  that  this  mess  did  not  properly  fulfill  one  of  the 
functions  that  should  have  characterized  it. 

The  Second  Regiment  messed  in  one  body — regimental  officers  occupy- 
ing one  table ;  non-commissioned  staff  and  band  another ;  and  the  several 
companies  each  being  seated  at  one  table. 

The  regimental  commissary  being  absent,  the  duties  of  this  officer 
were  delegated  to  Captain  Nihell  of  Nevada  Citj^  As  regimental  com- 
missary he  purchased  all  the  supplies  of  the  command — beef  by  the 
carcass,  and  all  other  supplies  at  wholesale  rates.  These  supplies  he 
had  stored  in  one  building  under  lock  and  key,  and  issues  were  made 
from  this  storehouse  by  the  commissary  sergeant,  much  the  same  as  in 
the  regular  service.  An  experienced  butcher  was  brought  with  the 
regiment,  and  the  beeves,  etc.,  were  properlj^  cut  up  and  issued  in  due 
proportion  as  to  equality  and  quantity  to  the  different  companies. 

After  the  supplies  left  the  commissary  storehouse,  the  regimental 
commissary  had  nothing  more  to  do  with  their  preparation  for  the 
table,  further  than  that,  as  the  officer  immediately  responsible  for  the 
rationing  of  the  regiment,  he  exercised  a  general  supervision  over  the 
company  kitchens,  and  saw  that  they  were  kept  in  good  order  and 
policed.  He  also  had  direct  charge  of  the  regimental  officers'  mess,  and 
that  of  the  non-commissioned  staff  and  band.  The  company  messes  were 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  captains;  and  there  appeared  to  be 
considerable  uniformity  and  system  about  the  mess  tables.  All  the 
companies  of  the  Second,  except  F  of  "Woodland,  had  tinware  table 
furniture — some  of  them  using  the  regulation  meat  cans  for  plates. 
The  Woodland  company  was  the  only  one  supplied  with  china  plates, 
cups  and  saucers. 

When  seated  at  table,  under  one  common  roof  of  canvas,  this  com- 
mand presented  a  uniform  and  militarj^  appearance  very  pleasing  to 
the  eye. 

The  messing  of  the  Sixth  Regiment  was  not  conducted  on  exactly 
the  same  plan  carried  out  by  the  Second.  At  the  start  the  system 
adopted  was  practically  the  same  as  in  that  regiment ;  but  after  the 
second  day  Companies  A.  B,  C.  F.  and  D  ran  their  messes  separateh', 
and  made  their  own  purchases  entire,  leaving  the  messes  of  the  officers, 
non-commissioned  staff  and  band,  and  Companies  E,  G,  and  H  under 
the  general  direction  of  the  regimental  commissary. 

So  far  as  observed,  all  these  messes  were  conducted  satisfactorily, 
there  being  evident  considerable  rivalry  between  the  different  com- 
panies as  to  which  should  produce  the  best  results. 

The  comparative  cost  of  messing  in  the  two  regiments  can  not  at 
present  be  ascertained ;  but  data  upon  this  point  will  doubtless  be 
furnished  by  the  various  commissaries  to  their  commanding  officers, 
from  which  compilation  and  report  can  be  made. 

All  the  companies  of  the  Sixth,  except  E  of  Visalia  and  G  of  Bakers- 
field,  were  supplied  with  chinaware  plates,   cups  and  saucers.     The

companies  named  were  supplied  with  tin  plates  and  cups,  which  con- 
stitute a  much  preferable  messing  outfit  with  which  to  take  the  field. 

The  cavalry  of  the  Guard  messed  by  troop,  and  the  regular  cavalry 
subsisted  upon  the  Government  ration,  and  in  the  simple  style  inci- 
dental to  regular  troops  in  the  field. 

The  Sanitary  Corps  was  rationed  with  other  organizations,  the 
officers  and  men  being  distributed  among  the  several  headquarters  and 
company  messes.  It  is  understood  to  be  the  determination  of  the 
Brigade  Surgeon  to  see  that  in  future  encampments  the  Sanitary  Corps 
shall  have  its  OAvn  messing  outfit;  and  this  would  undoubtedly  be  the 
proper  course  to  pursue,  as  the  Sanitary  Corps'  cooking  outfit  should  not 
only  be  prepared  to  ration  its  own  men,  but  also  at  all  times  be  ready 
to  supply  necessary  nourishment  for  the  sick  in  its  charge,  including 
those  broths,  etc.,  so  essential  to  the  invalid,  and  not  readily  obtainable 
at  the  ordinary  mess  table. 

The  Buzzacott  oven,  which  was  used  throughout  the  messes  of  both 
regiments,  proved  a  success.  All  cooks  consulted  regarding  this  oven, 
without  exception,  spoke  in  its  praise.  Apparently  anything  could  be 
cooked  in  it.  The  only  objection  offered  to  it  was  that  it  was  a  great 
consumer  of  fuel.  This  defect,  however,  can  in  a  measure  be  obviated 
by  providing  wind-guards  to  shut  off  the  draft.  Such  guards  can  easily 
be  improvised,  and  the  objectionable  features  removed. 

From  the  criticisms  above  indulged  in,  I  do  not  wish  it  to  be  inferred 
that  Camp  Budd  is  not  considered  by  me  to  have  been  a  success.  On  the 
contrary,  I  regard  it  as  one  of  the  hardest  working  camps  that  has  been 
held  by  the  National  Guard  since  1890.  With  very  few  exceptions, 
every  officer  and  man,  from  the  Brigadier  General  down  to  the  private 
in  the  ranks,  was  hard  at  work  from  reveille  to  retreat.  The  idle 
moments  were  few  for  any,  and  the  instruction  gained  will  doubtless 
prove  of  great  benefit  to  the  command.  There  was  a  cheerfulness  dis- 
played on  all  sides  in  the  performance  of  duty,  at  times  verj^  irksome, 
that  was  most  commendable,  and  the  Third  Brigade  has  every  reason 
to  be  proud  of  its  record  taken  as  a  whole. 

In  this  connection,  without  desiring  to  make  any  invidious  distinction 
against  the  other  officers  of  the  Brigade  Staff,  all  of  whom  performed 
good  duty,  I  wish  to  invite  particular  attention  to  the  conscientious  and 
painstaking  manner  in  which  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Brigade  performed  his  duties,  which,  owing  to  circumstances  entirely 
beyond  his  control,  were  onerous  in  the  extreme.  It  would  have  been 
very  hard  indeed  for  the  Brigade  Commander  to  have  secured  another 
officer  from  among  his  staff,  or  from  any  other  staff,  for  that  matter, 
who  would  have  done  as  hard  and  conscientious  service. 

As  stated  above,  the  crying  need  of  the  encampment  was  for  more 
room  for  drilling  purposes.  In  this  respect  the  camp  can  not  be  con- 
sidered a  success.  The  ground  immediately  available  was  altogether  too 
limited,  and  the  distance  that  the  troops  had  to  march  to  target  practice 
and  field  exercises  was  too  great  and  consumed  much  time  that  might 
otherwise  have  been  profitably  employed  in  drills  and  maneuvers.  The 
ground  selected  for  the  field  exercises  of  Saturday  was  also  too  limited 
in  extent,  necessitating  the  retention  of  the  troops  on  the  offensive  en 
masse  at  not  to  exceed  1,000  yards  from  the  defensive  line,  which  dis- 
tance is  within  the  limit  of  effective  infantry  fire,  to  say  nothing  of  artil- 
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lerv.  As  a  consequence,  the  instruction  imparted  in  this  connection  was 
misleading;  and,  except  as  a  demonstration  for  the  edification  of  the 
citizens  of  Santa  Cruz  assembled  to  view  the  "Sham  Battle,"  as  it  was 
locally  termed,  these  particular  field  maneuvers  are  not  believed  to  have 
been  of  any  practical  benefit  either  to  officers  or  men,  as  they  were  not 
carried  on  under  conditions  such  as  would  ordinarily  have  to  be 
encountered.  Under  such  circumstances  it  would  have  been  far  better 
to  have  devoted  the  day  to  extended  order  drill  on  the  parade  adjacent 
to  the  encampment,  and  also  in  the  field  ordinarily  used  by  the  cavalry 
for  its  maneuvers. 

The  Guard  of  California  will  not  be  able  to  reach  the  proper  standard 
of  efficiency  under  modern  conditions  until  the  State  shall  have  pre- 
sented it  with  a  permanent  camping  site  of  extent  sufficient  to  enable 
the  whole  division  to  develop  an  attack  as  it  would  have  to  do  in  actual 
service.  The  terrain  at  Santa  Cruz  is  not  adapted  to  such  a  camping 
site ;  and  the  general  consensus  of  opinion,  so  far  as  ascertained,  is  that 
we  must  look  elsewhere  for  a  suitable  location. 

This  is  much  to  be  regretted,  as  the  citizens  of  Santa  Cruz  have  always 
been  loyal  to  the  Guard,  and  at  each  and  every  encampment  held  there 
have  shown  the  citizen  soldiery  everj^  courtesy,  and  extended  to  them 
every  facility  possible. 

In  making  such  selection  several  requirements  are  absolutely  essential : 

I.  The  extent  of  territory  should  be  ample — say  one  square  mile  for 
the  encampment  proper,  and  a  tract  of  country  over  which  operations 
could  be  conducted  of  not  less  than  five  miles  square  should  be  secured. 
It  would  not  be  necessary  to  secure  by  purchase  outright  such  a  large 
tract  of  land  as  that  last  mentioned,  but  arrangements  should  be  made  to 
secure  right  of  way  over  the  territory  during  such  time  as  the  troops 
might  be  in  camp,  with  provision  for  boards  of  arbitration  to  determine 
and  fix  damages  that  might  accrue  to  property  during  such  maneuvers. 

II.  The  ground  selected  should  be  centrally  located  as  to  the  several 
brigade  districts,  and  should  also  be  close  to  some  base  of  supplies, 
where  everything  needful  could  be  secured  with  cheapness  and  dispatch. 

III.  The  terrain  should  be  well  adapted  to  camping  purposes — not 
too  hilly  and  broken,  and  yet  not  so  fiat  as  to  prevent  good  drainage ; 
and,  if  practicable,  the  camping  ground  should  be  located  near  a  well- 
wooded  tract  of  land,  which  the  men  could  take  advantage  of  while  rest- 
ing from  their  arduous  duties,  and  under  the  shade  of  the  trees  hold 
their  games  and  other  entertainments. 

IV.  The  site  should  also  be  selected  with  reference  to  a  good  water 
supply;  and  the  facilities  for  drainage  and  getting  rid  of  the  offal  of 
the  camp  should  be  carefully  considered.  Permanent  latrines,  if  practi- 
cable, connected  with  cesspools  located  at  a  distance  bj'  means  of  ample 
sewers,  should  be  provided  for,  and  everything  tending  to  the  health  of 
the  troops  should  receive  careful  attention. 

V.  Proximity  to  town  or  city  is  not  particularly  desirable  for  many 
reasons,  as  the  men  can  not  be  kept  under  as  good  control  as  when 
camped  at  a  distance  from  the  attractions  of  a  city.  The  social  features 
of  an  encampment  are  certainly  very  pleasant,  but  it  will  be  admitted 
on  all  hands  that  they  add  nothing  whatever  to  its  discipline  or  effi- 
ciency. The  members  of  the  Guard  have  on  an  average  but  three  and  a 
half  days  a  year  to  devote  to  camp  life  and  its  duties,  and,  in  order 
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that  they  should  benefit  by  it  to  the  full,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
there  should  be  eliminated  from  future  encampments,  as  far  as  possible, 
that  which  certainly  has  a  tendency  to  draw  attention  away  from  the 
serious  work  in  hand.  In  this  matter  the  officers  will  have  to  take  the 
lead.  The  fault  here  lies  with  them  more  than  with  the  men.  There  will 
be  no  trouble  whatev^^  in  bringing  the  men  up  to  their  work,  if  the 
officers  will  only  put  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel  and  do  their  part. 

The  evenings  in  camp  should  be  devoted  by  the  officers  to  theoretical 
work — study  and  review  of  the  work  of  the  day  just  passed  and  pre- 
paratory study  of  the  duties  of  the  day  to  come.  Particularly  should 
the  major  of  each  battalion  have  his  officers  under  instruction,  and  the 
Battalion  Adjutant  should  also  have  the  non-commissioned  officers  and 
guides  at  school.  The  men.  instead  of  seeking  amusement  in  the  ball- 
room or  other  resort,  should  be  encouraged  in  every  way  to  organize 
athletic  exercises,  games,  concerts,  and  other  entertainments  in  camp 
which  will  not  exhaust  them  and  render  them  unfit  for  the  duties  of  the 
morrow,  but  rather  serve  to  promote  good  health  and  that  feeling  of 
comradeship  so  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  esprit  de  corps  of 
any  military  organization.  This  end  can  be  best  secured  by  locating 
the  permanent  camping  ground  for  the  Guard  away  from  the  centers  of 
populations. 

It  is  believed  that  there  are  a  ninnber  of  such  sites  in  either  Alameda 
or  Contra  Costa  counties — sites  of  gentle  declivity,  well  wooded,  well 
watered,  away  from  the  attractions  that  detract  from  the  strict  per- 
formance of  military  duty,  and  jet  so  close  to  the  markets  of  the  city 
and  railroad  communication  as  to  render  supplies  of  all  kinds  cheap 
and  readily  attainable.  Several  such  sites  exist,  without  doubt,  in  the 
Livermore  Valley  itself,  which  presents  an  extent  of  territory  excel- 
lently adapted  to  the  movement  of  a  large  body  of  men. 

To  render  this  section  of  advantage  for  camping  purposes,  however, 
the  dates  fixed  for  encampment  should  be  changed  to  later  in  the 
season — say  the  first  of  October,  a  date  it  is  believed  that  would  prove 
much  preferable  to  members  of  the  Guard  stationed  in  the  interior  as 
by  that  time  the  harvesting  is  practically  over,  and  the  work  for  the 
succeeding  season  has  not  as  a  rule  gained  full  headway. 

It  is  much  to  be  doubted  whether  midsmnmer  is  the  best  season  of 
the  year  in  which  to  camp  the  troops  of  the  Guard  any  way,  and  it  is 
believed  that  a  change  in  the  date,  as  above  suggested,  would  prove 
very  beneficial  and  produce  better  average  results. 

As  a  matter  of  economy  of  administration  it  is  also  suggested  that 
on  those  years  that  encampments  are  held  of  the  several  .brigades,  the 
annual  inspection  of  the  companies  at  their  armories  be  dispensed  with, 
and  that  the  troops  be  inspected  in  due  form,  at  the  camps  of  instruction. 

In  the  interest  of  the  comfort  of  the  men,  it  is  also  recommended  that 
hereafter,  where  inspections  are  ordered  at  the  company  armories,  the 
date  be  fixed  not  later  than  the  first  of  April,  especially  in  the  interior 
valleys  of  the  State. 

These  latter  recommendations  are  not  directly  connected  with  the 
encampment  just  closed;  but  as  this  report  is  to  be  considered  in  a 
measure  as  supplemental  to  the  regular  annual  inspection  report  ren- 
dered your  office  on  May  24,  1897,  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  embodying 
them  herein. 
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If  the  foregoing  pages  contain  any  strictures  that  are  considered 
by  those  interested  as  undeserved,  the  attention  of  the  party  so  offended 
is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  Inspector's  lot  is  not  altogether  a  happy 
one,  and  to  perform  his  duty  without  fear,  favor  or  affection  is  cer- 
tain to  bring  him  face  to  face  with  derelictions  that  should  not  pass 
unnoticed.  Such  criticism,  however,  as  has  been  passed  is  offered  in  the 
kindest  spirit,  and  as  I  believe  for  the  good  of  the  service.

MISCELLANEOUS  REPORTS. 

Report  of  Acting  Surgeon,  Third  Brigade,  N.  G.  C,  showing  service  rendered  by  Sanitary 
Corps  at  Camp  Budd,  Santa  Cruz.  August,  1897, 

To  the  Acting  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  Third  Brigade,  N.  G.  C. 

Sir:  As  Acting  Surgeon  of  the  Third  Brigade,  N.  G.  C,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  service  rendered  by  the 
Sanitary  Corps  at  Camp  Budd,  Santa  Cruz,  from  August  15th  to  22d. 

General  Orders  No.  4,  establishing  a  military  camp  for  instruction, 
were  dated  June  25,  1897. 

Prior  to  that  date  the  Third  Brigade  had  never  had  a  Sanitary  Corps. 
The  certainty  of  a  Brigade  Camp  gave  the  first  impetus  to  the  move- 
ment for  organization.  At  the  outset  organization  was  retarded  by  the 
uncertainty  as  to  the  basis  of  enlistment,  the  relation  of  the  proposed 
corps  to  existing  organizations  and  its  official  strength. 

Correspondence  and  consecpient  delay  finally  resulted  in  the  enlist- 
ment of  thirty-four  men,  being  two  men  to  each  company  in  the  Brigade, 
eighteen  at  Sacramento  and  sixteen  at  Fresno.  At  Fresno,  obedient  to 
instructions,  one  enlisted  man  was  appointed  a  Sergeant  and  one  a 
Corporal.  By  a  misunderstanding,  such  appointments  were  not  made 
at  Sacramento.   . 

In  accordance  with  instructions,  each  detachment  was  organized  as 
a  regimental  corps,  and  each  went  into  camp  feeling  that  they  were 
attached  to  the  respective  regiments.  In  attempting  to  carry  out  the 
plan  of  a  Brigade  Sanitary  Corps,  an  anomalous  situation  was  pre- 
sented. Two  hospitals  completely  furnished,  each  officered  by  a  full 
complement  of  medical  officers,  and  an  enlisted  corps  were  on  the 
ground.  Upon  the  only  available  space  on  the  camp  site,  I  camped  the 
"Brigade  Corps,"  divided  into  a  first  and  second  detail,  and  put  each 
detail  in  charge  of  a  ward  tent  with  necessary  stores.  The  poor  location 
of  the  corps,  and  its  close  proximity  to  company  tents,  may  be  par- 
tially excused  by  a  recognition  of  the  fact  that  temporary  encampments 
of  military  forces  must  necessarily  conform  to  local  exigencies. 

By  continuous  effort  and  attention,  entailing  sacrifice  of  much  time 
on  the  the  part  of  the  Surgeon  General  and  Division  Surgeon,  uniforms 
and  equipments  Avere  forwarded  in  time  for  camp.  These,  added  to  the 
field  chests  and  hospital  furniture  purchased  by  me,  enabled  the  corps 
to  present  a  very  good  appearance,  and  to  discharge  their  duties  in  a 
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creditable  manner.  The  chests  proved  themselves  worthy  of  the  time 
and  care  expended  in  their  evolution.  The  litters,  while  light  and 
strong,  can  be  improved  by  using  bars  having  less  spring.  They  were 
put  to  frequent  test,  and  did  good  service.  The  pouches  are  well 
arranged,  but  are  made  of  entirely  too  light  a  material  to  be  durable. 
Economy  suggests  a  heavier  material,  one  capable  of  more  strain  at 
the  point  where  clasps  and  belt  loops  are  attached. 

All  property  coming  into  my  hands,  prior  to  and  during  the  camp, 
was  issued  in  two  equal  portions  to  Majors  F.  L.  Atkinson  and  P.  N. 
Kussell,  their  receipts  taken  for  the  same,  and  on  returning  from  camp 
they  were  instructed  to  have  said  property  stored. in  a  safe  place. 

During  the  camp,  the  Sanitary  Corps  had  present  for  duty  six 
medical  officers  and  twenty-nine  enlisted  men.  Nearly  all  were  for  the 
first  time  experiencing  camp  life  and  its  duties.  The  majority  of  the 
men  had  enlisted  within  thirty  days,  and  military  discipline  naturally 
encountered  some  opposition.  In  the  main,  there  was  evident  a  desire 
to  learn,  a  willingness  to  discharge  duty,  and  such  an  observance  of 
military  etiquette  as  could  be  reasonably  expected.  Too  much  military 
precision  should  not  be  expected  from  thirty-day  recruits  who  have 
had  but  half  a  dozen  armory  drills,  and  yet  the  one  great  and  first  duty 
of  a  soldier,  obedience  to  authority,  is  rightfully  expected  of  men 
intelligent  enough  to  seek  and  accept  enlistment  in  any  organization  of 
the  National  Guard  of  California. 

The  forenoons,  until  eleven  o'clock,  were  devoted  to  drilling  in 
marching,  use  of  litter,  and  in  first  aid  to  the  wounded.  Forty-five 
minutes  each  day  were  devoted  to  didactic  instruction  of  the  corps  in 
general  antisepsis,  bandaging,  management  of  hemorrhage,  use  of  first 
aid  packet,  the  pouch  and  its  contents,  etc.  This  instruction,  given  by 
the  medical  officers,  proved  both  interesting  and  profitable,  while  the 
field  drills,  under  Sergeant  Legge  of  the  Division  Sanitary  Corps,  were 
of  much  benefit,  giving  the  men  practical  application  of  their  prescribed 
duties. 

By  courtesy  of  Captain  Lockett,  Troop  I,  U.  S.  Cavalry,  I  had  the 
use  of  his  U.  S.  Army  ambulance  on  three  days.  In  charge  of  a  medical 
officer  and  a  litter  squad,  it  rendered  needful  service  on  the  target 
practice  marches,  and  upon  the  day  of  the  general  field  maneuvers. 

The  daily  average  number  of  men  in  the  entire  camp  was  nine 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  notwithstanding  the  limited  space  upon 
which  they  camped,  the  work  they  did,  and  the  further  fact  that  they 
were  wholly  unacclimated,  the  health  of  the  camp  was  excellent.  But 
few  accidents  occurred,  and  those  were  in  no  instance  serious.  Though 
nearly  three  hundred  calls  were  made  at  the  hospital  during  the  week, 
they  were  generally  for  very  trivial  affections.  No  special  diseases 
were  at  any  time  prevalent.  Indiscretions  in  diet  and  sea-bathing  were 
responsible  for  a  majority  of  ailments.  Malarial  fever  furnished  eight 
cases,  cephalolgia  eleven,  laryngitis  five,  bronchitis  six,  sunburn,  diar- 
rhea and  constipation  were  the  most  in  evidence,  the  two  latter  con- 
ditions being  almost  entirely  attributable  to  the  carelessness  of  the  men. 
The  absence  of  proper  blanks  for  detailed  daily  reports  was  greatly  to 
be  regretted,  and  the  early  issuance  of  the  same  will  add  materially  to 
the  statistical  value  of  future  medical  records.  A  medical  officer  was 
constantlv  on  dutv  and  the  service  rendered  was  effective  in  the  highest 
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degree,  but  two  men  being  confined  to  the  hospital  more  than  a  few 
hours. 

The  sinks  and  latrines  were  badly  located.  The  sinks  were  not  well 
eontructed.  Cramped  for  room,  and  subject  to  city  ordinances  of 
Santa  Cruz  preventing  removal  of  garbage  by  day,  I  found  it  impossible 
to  maintain  desirable  sanitary  conditions.  No  future  camp  should  be 
held  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city,  while  so  many  much 
better  sites  remain  unoccupied. 

While  sea-bathing  within  proper  limits  may  be  healthful  and  enter- 
taining to  the  soldier  from  the  interior  valleys,  yet  when  camped  upon 
the  beach  he  is  inclined  to  indulge  far  beyond  what  is  conducive  to  good 
digestion  and  athletic  vigor. 

I  can  not  conclude  this  report  wathout  reference  to  the  present  unde- 
fined status  of  the  newly  organized  Sanitary  Corps.  The  purpose  to 
make  the  Medical  Department  an  independent  organization  doubtless 
had  its  origin  in  a  desire  to  better  the  service.  That  there  was  need  of 
some  decided  improvement  in  the  way  of  more  definite  regulations  no 
one  doubted,  but  the  propriety  of  so  radical  a  move  as  independent 
organization  may  Avell  be  questioned.  The  actual  duties  of  the  corps 
are  so  limited,  the  number  of  men  so  sm-all  and  the  mobilization  of 
troops  so  infrequent,  that  the  entire  divorcement  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment from  the  other  organizations,  necessitating  separate  maintenance, 
and  its  itemized  detail  of  accounts,  seems  hardly  advisable.  No  harm 
can  result  if,  under  proper  regulations,  regimental,  brigade  and  division 
commanders  be  permitted  to  select  the  medical  officers  and  retain  them 
on  their  respective  staffs.  In  volunteer  service,  with  due  regard  for 
efficiency,  it  is  best  to  promote  harmony,  and  harmony  knows  no  better 
basis  than  fellowship. 

^Medical  officers  of  the  National  Guard  are  seldom  ciualified  to  com- 
mand or  drill  an  independent  organization,  and  the  standard  of  pro- 
fessional ability  is  sure  to  suffer  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
technical  military  duty  added.  Upon  the  basis  of  two  men  to  the 
company,  each  regiment  can  easily  maintain  a  sanitary  corps  of  enlisted 
men,  the  non-commissioned  officers  of  which  should  report  direct  to  the 
regimental  commander.  Medical  officers  should  be  at  all  times  subject 
to  detail  within  the  limits  of  the  organization  to  which  they  are  attached. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  earnest  and  constant 
effort  of  the  Surgeon  General  and  Division  Surgeon  in  behalf  of  the 
Sanitary  Corps. 

To  the  medical  officers  of  the  Corps,  as  Avell  as  to  the  Regimental  and 
Brigade  Commanders  and  Captain  Lockett,  Fourth  U.  S.  Cavalry,  I  am 
under  obligations  for  their  kind  cooperation.

Fresno,  September  8,  1897. 
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report  of  cruise  of  the  naval  militia. 

Headquarters  Naval  Battalion,  N.  G.  C, 
San  Francisco,  July  29,  J  897. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  cruise  of  the  Naval  Militia 
upon  the  monitor  "Comanche"  began  upon  the  3cl  of  July,  pursuant 
to  the  provision  of  Division  Special  Orders  No.  8,  c.  s.,  and  General 
Orders  No.  5,  c.  s.,  and  terminated  at  10  a.  m.,  July  11th,  when  the 
members  of  the  militia  landed  at  Mission-street  wharf  from  the  steamer 
" Monticello, "  after  leaving  the  "Comanche"  at  Mare  Island  Navy 
Yard,  as  ordered.  It  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  First  and  Second  divisions  of  the  Naval  Militia,  that  this  cruise, 
upon  their  own  vessel,  under  their  own  officers,  constituting  the  sole 
and  only  crew  of  the  ship,  has  been  the  means  of  teaching  them  much 
more  than  any  other  cruise  they  have  ever  taken ;  and  it  is  my  personal 
opinion  that  it  has  been  productive  of  greater  good  to  the  divisions, 
teaching  them  the  actual  duties  devolving  upon  each  rating  of  the  crew, 
by  the  actual  necessity  of  performing  the  duties,  and  demonstrating  to 
them  the  need  of  each  duty  performed,  and  showing  themx  how  all  were 
interdependent  one  upon  the  other  for  their  comfort  and  safety,  for  if 
the  Quartermaster,  for  instance,  failed  to  perform  his  duties  properly, 
all  hands  had  to  be  called  to  rectify  his  error,  or  if  the  mess  man 
neglected  his  duties,  the  mess  lost  some  portion  of  their  meal,  and  thus 
making  it  plain  to  all  that  each  should  know  and  perform  his  special 
duty. 

It  also  demonstrated  to  the  people  of  the  State  that  the  Naval  Militia 
are  not  naval  in  name  only,  but  are  able  at  any  time  to  perform  naval 
duty,  and  are  capable  of  manning,  navigating  and  even  fighting  the  old 
"Comanche,"  or  any  other  vessel.  And  I  also  believe  it  can  but  be 
placed  to  our  credit  by  the  Navy  Department. 

In  strict  obedience  to  your  orders,  no  purchases  chargeable  to  the 
"Comanche"  appropriations  were  made  until  after  the  beginning  of 
the  month  of  July,  and  therefore  all  preparation  was  made  in  a  great 
hurry,  and  on  the  third  great  quantities  of  provisions  and  stores  of  all 
kinds  were  rushed  on  board,  and  at  7 :  30  p.  m.  the  last  squad  was 
received  on  board,  the  boats  were  hoisted  in,  the  moorings  let  go,  and 
the  "Comanche"  forged  slowly  ahead  under  a  starboard  helm,  full 
speed  ahead.  The  law  requiring  that  a  buoy  left  in  the  bay  must  be 
flagged  by  day  and  lighted  by  night,  it  was  necessary  to  hire  a  scow  to 
lay  at  the  moorings  during  the  ' '  Comanche 's ' '  absence ;  the  scow 
"Nathalie"  was  hired  for  the  purpose  at  $3.50  per  day.  Scarcely  had 
we  cleared  our  moorings  and  turned  up  the  bay.  than  the  ferry  steamer 
"Piedmont"  was  seen  approaching  from  the  starboard  side;  two  whistles 
were  immediately  given  him  as  required  by  law,  but  as  he  continued  to 
approach  without  answering,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  endanger  a 
collision,  two  whistles  were  again  blown  for  him ;  without  answering  he 
continued  to  approach,  and  finally,  when  so  near  as  to  render  a  collision 
imminent,  the  "Piedmont,"  in  direct  violation  of  the  law  in  the  case, 
answered  the  ' '  Comanche 's ' '  two  whistles  with  one,  or  a  "  cross  whistle. ' ' 
The  ' '  Comanche 's ' '  engines  were  then  stopped  and  reversed,  full  speed 
astern,  and  three  short  whistles  given,  to  notify  the  "Piedmont"  of  the 
fact.    The  ' '  Piedmont ' '  did  the  same,  the  ' '  Comanche ' '  then  went  ahead 
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again  on  her  course,  and  the  first  exciting  incident  of  the  cruise  was 
closed.  The  captain  of  the  "Piedmont"  stated,  in  the  daily  paper,  that 
he  could  not  hear  the  'Comanche's"  whistle;  the  assertion  is  very 
probably  true,  as  the  ' '  Comanche ' '  only  carries  25  pounds  of  steam,  and 
her  whistle  is  placed  behind  instead  of  in  front  of  the  smokestack,  thus 
muiBing  the  sound  very  materially. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  relate  in  detail  the  events  of  the  entire 
cruise,  and  therefore  will  generalize  by  saying  that  ship  routine  as 
followed  in  the  navy,  and  as  indicated  by  the  Naval  Regulations  and 
the  Naval  ]\Iilitiaman 's  Handbook,  was  rigorously  enforced  during  the 
entire  cruise,  and  each  day  various  drills  were  given,  in  the  time  allotted 
for  "extra  drills"  by  the  routine,  and  each  man  in  his  rating,  from  the 
Captain  to  Jack-o '-the-dust,  was  expected  to  execute  the  duties  belong- 
ing to  his  position  for  the  benefit  of  the  ship  and  her  company.  The 
attendance  was  very  good,  the  interest  of  all  well  sustained,  the  duties 
well  performed,  and  the  ship,  in  all  her  departments,  well  manned  and 
well  handled. 

The  monotony  of  having  everything  go  just  right  was  varied  twice 
during  the  cruise  (besides  the  nearness  to  collision  at  the  beginning, 
already  described),  once  when  a  seaman  fell  overboard,  and  the  dread 
cry  of  "Man  overboard!"  was  raised  throughout  the  ship.  Having  had 
"life  boat"  drill  in  the  morning,  everybody  was  well  informed  how  to 
act  in  just  this  emergency,  and  although  the  seaman  could  not  swim  a 
stroke  in  less  time  than  it  takes  to  tell  of  it  he  was  rescued  and  brought 
on  board  for  treatment  by  the  Surgeon's  staff.  Again  at  9  o'clock  of  the 
7th.  in  a  heavy  rush  of  the  ebb  tide,  the  ship  began  to  drag  the  anchor ; 
the  fact  was  immediately  reported  by  the  Quartermaster  on  the  bridge 
to  the  officer  of  the  deck,  and  by  his  messenger  to  the  Captain ;  circum- 
stances being  favorable  for  the  instruction  it  afforded  the  crew,  I 
allowed  her  to  drag  until  all  had  an  opportunity  to  note  the  particulars 
of  the  affair,  and  then  had  steam  raised  from  the  bankecl  fires,  the 
anchor  hove  up.  the  foul  hawser  cleared,  steamed  back  to  the  anchorage, 
and  anchored  again.  All  these  occurrences,  being  just  what  can  be 
expected  to  occur  at  any  moment  in  actual  service,  lent  a  realistic 
aspect  to  the  cruise  that  was  never  present  in  any  of  our  cruises  in  a 
U.  S.  ship,  for  on  board  her  we  were  at  best  but  supernumeraries,  and 
without  any  responsibility  in  anything  that  happened,  and  therefore 
little  interest  was  taken  and  little  learned. 

Recei%ang  the  letter  from  the  Navy  Department,  transmitted  to  me 
from  your  Headquarters,  ordering  the  "Comanche"  delivered  at  the 
Mare  Island  Navy  Yard  on  the  12th  instant,  she  was  gotten  under  way 
on  the  morning  of  the  10th.  and  after  swinging  ship  for  correction  of 
compass,  she  was  steamed  to  her  moorings  at  San  Francisco ;  the 
secondary  battery,  with  a  good  supply  of  ammunition,  landed  at  the 
Battalion  boathouse.  and  at  half  an  hour  after  noon  the  trip  to  Mare 
Island  M'as  begun.  At  7  o'clock  p.  m.  we  passed  the  receiving  ship 
"Independence,"  parading  the  marine  guard;  and,  blowing  the  ruffles 
in  salute  to  the  Admiral's  flag  as  we  pa.ssed,  we  continued  up  the 
channel ;  at  7 :  30  picked  up  the  moorings,  and  completed  the  cruise  so 
far  as  the  "Comanche"  was  concerned. 

]\Iy  aid.  in  full  uniform,  immediately  waited  upon  the  Admiral, 
presented  my  compliments,  and  reported  the  "Comanche"  arrived,  and 
informed  the  Admiral  that  I  would  wait  upon  him  at  his  convenience. 
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The  Admiral  told  Mr.  Elliot  that  business  for  the  week  at  the  yard  was 
closed,  and  that  he  would  receive  Captain  Turner  on  Monday  morning 
at  9  o'clock.  Important  business  making  it  impossible  for  me  to  be  at 
Mare  Island  on  Monday  morning  with  the  crew,  I  left  the  ' '  Comanche ' ' 
on  Sunday  morning  on  the  steamer  for  San  Francisco.  IMr.  Gray  of 
the  Engineer  Corps,  with  three  paid  firemen,  and  the  three  U.  S.  men  of 
the  crew,  were  left  until  Sunday  evening  to  finish  cleaning  the  ship. 
The  ship,  on  the  departure  of  the  Engineer  and  firemen,  was  in  charge 
of  Coxswain  John  Lund.  I  returned  to  the  yard  with  Lieutenant  Cecil 
C.  Dennis  on  Thursday  morning,  and  in  full  uniform  we  called  upon 
the  Admiral,  presented  our  respects,  and  formally  and  officially  reported 
the  "Comanche"  to  him  to  be  docked.  He  asked  for  my  crew  to  be 
present  when  the  ' '  Comanche ' '  was  docked  on  the  following  Wednesday, 
July  21st,  to  clean  her  bottom.  I  informed  him  that  that  was  absolutely 
impossible,  as  my  people  were  at  their  various  occupations.  In  conversa- 
tion with  him,  I  found  that  he  had  received  no  instructions  from  the 
Department  as  to  what  was  to.be  done  to  the  ship  further  than  that  she 
was  to  be  docked.  I  supposed  the  Commander-in-Chief  had  reciuested  the 
Department  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  upon  her,  of  which  she  is  in 
such  great  need.  The  Admiral  advised  me  to  write  immediately  to  the 
Department,  or  rather  to  him,  recommending  what  I  considered  neces- 
sary to  be  done,  and  get  it  to  him  as  soon  as  possible ;  he  said  he  would 
endorse  it  and  forward  it  at  once  to  the  Department,  with  recom- 
mendations of  the  Naval  Constructor  regarding  the  feasibility  and  cost 
of  any  recommendations  I  might  make.  Considering  the  urgency  of  the 
matter,  I  availed  myself  of  the  permission  to  communicate  directly  on 
such  occasions,  and  returned  to  the  city,  wrote  the  suggested  letters, 
and  mailed  them  to  the  Admiral  that  same  evening.  (Copies  of  those 
letters  are  enclosed  for  your  information.)  The  "Comanche"  was 
docked  on  "Wednesday,  July  21st,  and  at  time  of  writing  this  she  is 
still  in  dock,  though,  as  you  know,  I  am  ordered  to  Mare  Island  to 
receive  her  on  Monday  next.  I  shall  go  to  the  Navy  Yard  to-morrow 
(Sunday)  to  see  what,  if  anything,  has  been  done  to  her,  and  if  the 
Admiral  insists  on  having  her  removed  from  the  Yard  on  Monday,  I 
of  course  will  do  so,  but  as  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  get  the  unorganized 
Engineer  Corps  to  leave  their  businesses  to  bring  her  down  on  that  day, 
I  wall  have  to  hire  men  for  the  purpose,  or  have  her  towed  to  the  city. 
I  have  written  the  Admiral  (copy  of  letter  enclosed)  asking  permission 
to  leave  her  at  a  buoy  until  next  Sunday,  at  which  time  I  can  get  mem- 
bers of  the  Naval  Militia  to  bring  her  down  under  her  own  steam. 

Returning  to  the  "report  of  the  cruise,"  I  again  express  it  as  my 
opinion  that  the  members  of  the  organization  have  learned,  and  always 
will  learn,  far  more  on  a  cruise  upon  their  own  ship,  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  their  own  officers,  and  I  earnestly  recommend  that  short  cruises, 
from  Saturday  night  to  Sunday  night,  be  of  frequent  occurrence. 

Regarding  the  expenditures  made  upon  this  cruise,  I  desire  to  call 
to  your  attention  the  fact  that  though  the  aggregate  may  appear  large, 
it  must  be  borne  constantly  in  mind  that  75  or  80  per  cent  of  those  on 
the  ship  are  in  the  nature  of  permanent  stores,  such  as  will  not  have  to 
be  bought  again,  and  that  the  coal  now  purchased  will  last  for  many 
such  short  cruises,  and  for  the  use  of  the  launch,  and  for  turret  drill 
for  several  (three  or  four)  years.    I  trust  the  money  for  the  payment 
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of  the  bills  incurred  will  soon  be  forwarded,  that  the  bills  may  be  paid. 
Copies  of  all  bills,  and  a  statement  will  be  forwarded  next  week. 

I  take  pleasure  in  forwarding  for  your  acceptance,  under  separate 
cover,  photographs  of  the  officers  and  of  the  crew  of  the  "Comanche," 
taken  during  the  cruise. 

In  connection  with  the  cruise,  I  have  to  report  that  on  all  occasions, 
and  at  all  times,  all  the  officers  present  rendered  to  me  the  most  ready 
obedience,  and  cooperated  with  me  in  the  fullest  sense  to  make  the 
cruise  successful  and  instructive  to  the  seamen,  working  early  and  late, 
studying  earnestly,  and  they  deserve  the  special  mention  I  now  make  of 
their  services.  It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  report  specially,  the  name  of 
Petty  Officer  John  Meyer,  of  the  First  Division,  highly  commending 
him  for  his  promptitude  and  presence  of  mind,  that  contributed  largely 
to  the  rescue  from  drowning  of  seaman  ]\Iiller.  when  he  fell  overboard.

The  following  Firing  Regulations  for  Small  Arms  having  been  adopted  by  the 
officers  mentioned  in  Section  2031.  Political  Code,  and,  having  received  the  approval 
of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  will  govern  in  the  future  target  practice  of  the  Guard  : 

FIRING  regulations  FOR  SMALL  ARMS  FOR  THE   NATIONAL  GUARD  OF   CALIFORNIA. 

1  Rifle  practice  is  an  important  part  of  the  school  of  the  soldier,  and  its  princi- 
ples will  be  taught  to  each  recruit  by  the  squad  drill  officers.  Outdoor  practice  will 
be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  under 
the  supervision  of  an  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice.       ,    ,,  .       ,  ^,        .  _ 

o  Target  practice  in  the  National  Guard  shall  be  held  in  the  months  of  January, 
May,  September,  and  October,  and  at  200,  300  and  500  yard  ranges,  and  skirmish 
firing. 
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3.  Each  officer  and  enlisted  man  will  be  allowed  annually  50  rounds  of  ammuni- 
tion, and  the  same  will  be  fired  as  follows : 

One  score  of  five  shots  at  each  of  the  200.  300  and  500  yard  ranges  in  January. 

One  score  of  five  shots  at  each  of  the  200,  300 -and  500  yard  ranges  in  September. 

One  score  of  five  shots  at  each  of  the  200,  300  and  500  yard  ranges  in  October. 

Provided,  that  each  officer  and  enlisted  man  must  make  a  score  of  at  least  15 
at  the  200-yard  range  before  he  will  be  permitted  to  fire  at  the  300-yard  range  ;  and 
he  must  make  a  score  of  at  least  15  shots  at  the  800-yard  range  before  he  will  be  per- 
mitted to  fire  at  the  500-yard  range ;  also  one  score  of  ten  shots  at  skirmish  firing 
in  May. 

4.  Classification. 

Marksman — A  total  annual  score  of  at  least  52  points  out  of  a  possible  75  at  the 
200-yard  range,  and  45  points  out  of  a  possible  75  at  the  300-yard  range. 

Rifleman — A  total  annual  score  of  at  least  52  points  out  of  a  possible  75  at  the 
•200-yard  range  ;  45  points  out  of  a  possible  75  at  the  300-yard  range,  and  45  points 
out  of  a  possible  75  at  the  500-yard  range. 

Bliarpshootf;y — A  total  annual  score  at  the  three  ranges  of  at  least  ISO  points 
out  of  a  possible  225. 

Distinguished  marksman — A  total  annual  score  at  the  three  ranges  of  at  least  192 
out  of  a  possible  225. 

Only  '"distinguished  marksmen"  will  be  permitted  to  participate  in  the  contest 
for  what  has  been  heretofore  known  as   State  "sharpshooters'  medals." 

5.  In  all  target  practice  or  contests,  ammunition  furnished  by  the  State,  or 
such  as  is  approved  by  General  Headquarters,  shall  be  used. 

6.  Skirmish  firing  will  be  at  siljiouetles  at  unknown  distances  between  GOO  and 
200  yards ;  individual  skirmishers  will  fire  at  the  group  composed  of  D,  E,  and  F 
targets :  company  skirmishing  will  be  at  target  G,  as  provided  in  paragraph  390. 
B hint's  Small  Arms  Firing  Regulations. 

7.  All  line  officers  will  make  themselves  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  system 
of  instruction  adopted  for  the  troops,  as  well  as  with  all  regulations  for  carrying 
out  the  practice. 

8.  Rifle  practice  in  armories  will  be  as  frequent  as  other  duties  will  permit ;  it 
will  be  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  officers  or  uon-commissioned  officers 
of  the  company,  or  such  other  officers  as  may  be  detailed  therefor,  and  according 
to  the  system  recommended  by  the  Department  of  Rifle  Practice. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  in  charge,  either  at  the  field  or  armory  ranges, 
to  see  that  after  practice  no  cartridges  or  shells  are  left  in  the  hands  of  the  men 
or  in  the  rifles,  but  are  collected  and  turned  in  to  the  proper  persons. 

10.  The  names  of  all  National  Guardsmen  who  have  attended  60  per  cent  of  the 
drills  for  the  year  ending  .June  30th,  and  who  have  qualified  in  any  of  the  classifi- 
cations, will  be  announced  in  orders  by  the  Adjutant  General,  and  be  published  in 
his  report. 

11.  The  Division.  Brigade,  Regimental,  and  Battalion  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  prescribed  by  the  Inspector 
General  of  Rifle  Practice,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

12.  The  Division,  Brigade,  and  Regimental  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice  will  have 
supervision  of  all  matters  appertaining  to  that  portion  of  military  instruction 
within  the  limits  of  their  respective  commands,  under  the  direction  of  the  Inspector 
General  of  Rifle  Practice  and  their  commanding  officers.  They  will  also  inspect, 
or  cause  to  be  inspected,  from  time  to  time,  all  ranges  or  practice  grounds  over 
which  practice  is  held  bj'  authority  of  law.  or  competitions  between  the  troops,  for 
State  or  other  prizes ;  and  see  that  the  necessary  regulations  for  rifle  practice  are 
carried  out,  and  the  proper  returns  thereof  are  made,  and  report  to  the  Inspector 
General  of  Rifle  Practice,  from  time  to  time,  as  directed  bj'  him,  the  condition  of 
rifle  practice  within  their  respective  commands,  and  what  practice  has  been  carried 
on  therein  within  any  period,  together  with  all  other  matters  appertaining  to  their 
duties.  If,  at  the  conclusion  of  any  inspection  of  any  range  or  practice  ground  by 
any  Inspector,  he  shall  find  any  property  or  range  unsafe  or  deficient  in  any  respect, 
or  that  such  practice  ground  is  dangerous,  he  shall  forthwith  report  the  facts  in 
relation  thereto  to  his  commanding  officer.  They  shall  also  attend  the  competition 
between  the  troops  for  State  or  other  prizes,  and  see  that  the  same  are  conducted 
with  fairness  and  according  to  the  prescribed  regulations,  and  report  to  the  Inspector 
General  of  Rifle  Practice  the  result  of  all  such  competitions,  with  names  of  the  win- 
ners, together  with  such  suggestions  as  they  may  see  fit  to  make.  All  Inspectors  of 
Rifle  Practice  are  authorized,  from  time  to  time,  to  examine  the  officers  of  their 
commands  upon  the  subject  of  rifle  practice. 

Regimental  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice. 

13.  The  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  aids  and  assists  the  commanding  officers  of 
companies  in  all  matters  relating  to  rifle  practice,  both  in  the  field  and  in  the 
armory ;  and  is  charged  with  the  care,  safe-keeping  and  good  order  of  all  the 
materials  and  appliances  used  for  rifle  practice  in  the  armory  range.  He  sees  that 
the  necessary  targets  and  markers  are  in  readiness  at  the  time  prescribed  for  the 
practice  by  the  different  classes ;    that  the  different  companies  and  classes  practice

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without  interference  with  each  other  or  with  other  persons  using  the  range ;  that 
the  scores  are  properly  taken  and  kept,  and  thnt  sjjecial  care  is  taken  to  secure 
safety.  He  acts  as  umpire  in  his  regiment  in  case  of  disputed  hits.  He  prepares- 
all  returns  upon  the  subject  of  rifle  practice  required  to  be  made  by  his  regiment  or 
battalion,  together  with  all  reports  or  other  information  required  1)y  his  command- 
ing officer,  the  Brigade,  Division,  and  General  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice. 

14.  He  will  require  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  who  is  intoxicated  upon  the  range, 
or  who.  by  carelessness  or  otherwise,  endangers  others,  to  desist  from  tiring,  leave 
thejange.  and  shall  at  once  cause  charges  to  be  preferred  against  such  offender. 

15.  The  percentage  of  each  company  is  annually  announced  in  orders  1)y  the 
Adjutant  General,  and  constitutes  the  measure  of  efficiency  by  all  organizations 
in  rifle  practice. 

16.  The  target  practice  of  all  unattached  organizations  and  the  Naval  Battalion 
will  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  General  of  Rifle  Practice. 

17.  Ranges  should  be  selected  with  regard  to  the  following  conveniences:  Con- 
venience of  access  :  as  level  as  possible  between  firing  points  and  butts  :  place  poles 
with  sti'eamere  at  intervals  of  50  yards  between  targets  and  firing  points,  as 
indicators  of  the  wind :  if  a  wind-gauge  is  erected,  fewer  flags  will  serve.  The 
firing  point  should  be  made  level. 

18.  The  marker  must  be  supplied  with  red  danger  flags,  and  the  instant  one  i& 
displayed  the  firing  must  cease,  and  must  not  be  resumed  until  it  is  lowered. 

Windage. 

19.  A  side  wind  frequently  depresses  the  bullet,  in  addition  to  moving  it  side- 
ways ;  a  front  wind  retards  it  and  requires  a  greater  elevation  ;  a  rear  wind  carries 
it  and  reduces  the  elevation.  Allowance  for  wind  must  be  increased  with  the 
distance  to  be  shot  over. 

20.  Classification  of  winds. 
Four  miles  an  hour. 
Ten  miles  an  hour. 
Twenty  miles  an  hour. 
Thirty-five  miles  an  hour. 
Fifty  miles  an  hour. 
Eighty  miles  an  hour. 

A  most  important  requisite  to  good  shooting  is  a  correct  record  of  every  shot  fired 
marked  on  the  plan  of  the  target,  with  a  note  of  the  time  of  the  day,  kind  of  light 
and  direction  and  force  of  wind. 

Government  of  men  and  ranges. 

21.  The  men  must,  on  practice  days,  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer  or  non- 
commissioned officer.     They  will  presen-e  quietude  at  the  firing  point. 

22.  Those  not  firing  will  be  placed  a  sufficient  distance  to  the  rear  to  prevent 
comment  being  heard  by  the  man  firing. 

23.  No  man  should  be  allowed  at  the  firing  point  when  the  danger  signal  is  dis- 
played, with  the  chamber  of  his  rifle  closed.  The  instant  the  red  flag  goes  up,  the 
chamber  should  be  opened.  Never  load  except  at  the  firing  point,  and  then  keep 
the  muzzle  always  toward  the  target. 

24.  In  all  practice  at  ranges,  the  first  and  most  important  dutj'  is  that  which  will 
render  the  firing  safe,  not  only  to  the  men  engaged,  but  to  lookers-on  as  well.  The 
men  must  watch  the  red  flags,  and  the  markers  must  use  them  carefully  and  quickly. 
When  the  flag  is  raised,  the  marker  should  not  rush  out  at  once,  but  allow  an  interval 
to  elapse,  so  as  to  be  safe  from  any  mistake  at  the  firing  point. 

25.  All  practice,  either  private  or  in  regular  course,  should  be  carried  on  manfully, 
earnestly,  and  with  one  end  in  view — improvement. 

26.  The  rules  now  in  use  by  the  United  States  Army  will  be  the  basis  for  all 
practice  in  the  National  Guard  of  this  State,  except  when  the  same  may  conflict 
with  these  rules  and  regulations.  >,        ,  ,        ,      o,  ^ 

27.  No  arms  but  those  regularly  issued  to  the  National  Guard  by  the  State  of 
California  shall  be  used  at  any  target  practice  required  by  law. 

Use  of  the  sights. 

28.  Be  careful  to  keep  the  sights  perfectly  perpendicular  when  firing,  as  a  slight 
variance  from  it  to  right  or  left  will  cause  the  ball  to  take  a  corresponding  direction. 

29.  Be  sure  the  rear  sight  is  properly  elevated.  In  aiming  use  the  rear  sight, 
through  the  notch  of  which  find  the  target,  and  then,  and  not  till  then,  bring  the  fore 
sight  to  bear  on  it  by  glancing  along  the  top.  Don't  make  the  mistake  of  using  the 
fore  sight  before  vou'r  eye  is  fixed  on  the  target.  ■,       ^, 

30  At  point-blank  distance,  which  is  one  hundred  yards,  aim  a  trifle  under  the 
object  to  be  fired  at,  at  the  same  time  drawing  a  fine  sight,  as  the  elevation  will  be  too 
great  if  more  than  the  very  point  of  the  front  sight  is  peen.  .     .  ,        ■ 

31.  The    front    sight   may    be   blackened    or   painted,    but   no    filing    of    sights    is 

allowable.  ,  ^  i      ^.v      j-      i- 

32.  No  rifle,  carbine  or  pistol  shall  be  taken  apart,  except  by  the  direction  or 
under  the  supervision  of  a  commissioned  officer. 
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33.  Be  careful  to  place  the  piece  in  the  rack  gently,  as  the  barrel  may  become 
indented  or  marred ;  once  this  happens,  the  piece  is  useless  for  accuracy.  Never  sit 
•on  the  piece  or  use  it  for  carrying  weights. 

34.  Bring  the  piece  gently  to  the  ground  in  "order  arms,"  as  a  heavy  shock  is  apt 
to  loosen  the  screws  and  split  the  woodwork.  The  piece  must  never,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, be  used  for  applauding  by  striking  the  butt  on  the  ground,  and  com- 
manding officers  will  see  that  this  rule  is  strictly  enforced. 

35.  See  that  the  sights  are  in  good  order.  The  front  sights  should  be  specially 
guarded. 

36.  If  any  obstruction  should  find  its  way  into  the  barrel,  leaving  an  air  space 
between  it  and  the  cartridge,  remove  it  before  firing ;  the  barrel  is  liable  to  burst 
if  fired  under  such  circumstances. 

37.  The  range  is  the  place,  not  to  learn,  but  to  put  in  practice  what  has  been 
learned  in  drill.  Pointing  and  aiming  drill  in  barracks  or  quarters  is  the  foundation 
■of  successful  shooting  on  the  range  or  at  the  target.  Take  one  man  and  let  him  shoot 
at  the  target,  say  twenty  times  without  preliminary  drill,  and  he  will  probably  miss 
nearly  every  shot ;  take  the  same  man,  and  let  him  for  one  month  practice  aiming  and 
pointing  in  his  room  ;  then  go  on  the  range,  and  out  of  twenty  shots  he  will  make 
probably  fifteen  hits.  Skill  in  marksmanship  can  be  taught  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  manual  of  arms,  and  the  same  exact  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  different 
positions  required  in  firing  as  in  manual.  Among  soldiers  it  is  customary  to  put  a 
small  target  in  the  barrack  yard,  and  from  the  door  or  window  of  barracks  aim  at 
this,  standing,  kneeling,  and  lying  down. 

38.  For  lying  down,  heads  to  target,  the  belly  is  on  the  ground,  and  toes  of  feet 
turned  out.  On  the  back,  what  is  known  as  the  "Texas  grip"  is  best.  The  left  leg 
is  passed  through  between  gun  and  sling,  above  knee,  and  stock  drawn  back ;  the 
left  hand,,  back  up,  is  placed  under  the  head,  and  over  heel  of  the  butt.  The  right 
hand  is  reversed,  finger  in  rear  of  hammer,  thumb  on  trigger,  elbow  resting  on 
ground.  In  this  position,  one  can  lie  and  fire  all  day ;  the  gun,  not  resting  on 
stomach  or  lungs,  is  free  from  being  affected  by  breathing.  It  is  customary  to  draw 
before  firing  three  or  four  long  breaths,  and  then  hold  or  take  a  gentle  breath. 

Aiming. 

.39.  Draw  a  full  sight  on  lower  corner  of  bull's-eye,  to  the  left  or  one  side,  giving 
full  view  of  same  ;  the  drift  will  be  more  apt  to  carry  the  bullet  into  the  bull's-eye. 
If  the  wind  is  from  the  right,  and  more  than  balances  the  drift,  aim  to  the  right  of 
the  bull's-eye. 

40.  By  full  sight  is  meant  seeing  all  the  sight  in  front  through  the  rear  sis;ht. 
Ton  must  not  see  the  stud  upon  which  the  sight  is  put.  Then  if  you  shoot  high 
you  can  take  a  fine  sight ;  that  is,  see  less  of  the  front  sight.  It  is  best  to  do  this 
and  not  change  the  elevation  till  you  find  it  necessary.  Be  careful  to  look  through  the 
rear  sight.  If  you  neglect  that,  the  gun  will  shoot  high,  and  you  will  never  be  able 
to  ascertain  how  much  of  the  front  sight  you  see  every  time.  The  gun  must  not  be 
held  too  tight  in  the  hands  or  against  the  shoulder.  This  tends  to  high  shooting,  and 
the  pulsations  of  the  body  give  it  unsteadiness.  The  right  hand  should  grasp  the 
small  of  the  stock,  the  thumb  and  fingers  touching.  Passing  both  the  first  and  second 
fingers  in  front  of  the  trigger,  the  second  resting  on  it.  the  end  touching  stock,  gives 
a  good  way  of  pulling  a  hard  trigger ;  in  fact,  by  a  gradual  contraction  of  the  hand, 
the  trigger  becomes, almost  a  hair  one.  The  eye  and  mind  should  act  together  with 
finger  in  firing  the  gun. 

Sun. 

41.  Upon  observing  its  effect,  good  or  bad  shooting  results.  If _  the  sights  are  not 
blackened,  the  sun  shining  on  the  front  sight  makes  a  glare,  which,  if  on  right  of  front 
sight,  makes  the  shooting  to  the  left ;  if  on  left  of  front  sight,  shooting  will  be  to  the 
right.  The  range  being  north,  the  best  usual  direction  shooting  in  the  morning,  with  a 
bright  sight  will  be  to  the  left,  or  with  no  wind  will  about  balance  the  drift.  In  the 
afternoon  shooting  will  l^e  to  the  right,  and  this  added  to  the  drift  will  make  the  shots 
go  still  farther  to  the  right.  Hence  the  necessity  of  having  the  front  sights  blackened. 
On  a  bright  day  a  lower  elevation  is  needed  than  on  a  dull  day.  But  unless  the  gun 
is  .kept  clean,  as  powder  cakes  and  fouls  the  gun  more  easily  on  a  dry  than  damp 
day.  a  greater  elevation  will  be  required.  A  hot  or  foul  barrel  drops  a  shot  or  shoots 
low.  A  clean  barrel  raises  a  shot,  or  shoots  high.  On  a  cloudy  day.  if  the  sun 
appears  and  lights  up  the  target,  the  shooter  being  in  the  shade,  use  less  elevation.  If 
the  target  is  in  the  shade,  and  the  shooter  in  the  sun.  increase  the  elevation.  The 
more  moisture  in  the  atmosphere,  the  less  elevation  is  rquired.  Best  shooting  is  done 
on  damp,  gray  days  not  too  dark. 

Wind. 

42.  A  front  wind,  or  one  in  the  face,  retards  the  bullet ;  one  from  the  side  does 
also,  in  addition  to  throwing  bullets  off  the  target ;  so  in  both  cases  greater  elevation 
is  required.  A  wind  from  the  rear  helps  a  bullet,  and  therefore  less  elevation  is 
required.     Winds  are  called  twelve  o'clock,  three,  six.  nine.  etc..  depending  upon  their 

•  directions.     The  direction  of  the  wind  is  expressed  by  a  watch-face  notation,  the  watch 
being  held  with  the  figure  XII  toward  the  target;  a  wind  blowing  from  the  left  is 
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called  a  "twelve  o'clock  wind,"  one  from  the  left  a  "nine  o'clock  wind,"'  one  from 
the  right  a  "three  o'clock  wind."  and  so  on. 

43.  The  wind  gauge  is  on  the  rifle  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  gun  point  and 
shoot  to  one  side.  Practice  will  determine  how  much  to  aim  to  the  right  or  left. 
Pushing  the  wind  gauge  to  the  right  makes  the  gun  shoot  to  the  right :  to  the  left,  the 
left.  Not  counting  wind,  generally  to  allow  for  drift — that  is,  the  bullet's  tendency, 
owing  to  the  rifling  of  the  gun  or  twist,  to  go  to  the  right  of  the  point  aimed  at — the 
wind  gauge  has  to  be  moved  one  sixth,  one  third,  one  half,  to  one  point  to  the  left 
for  distances  from  two  hundred  yards  up  to  six  hundred.  If  the  wind  is  a  three 
o'clock,  it  may  just  balance  the  drift,  so  the  wind  gauge  should  remain  even.  If 
from  the  left,  or  a  nine  o'clock,  this,  with  the  drift,  will  require  the  wind  gauge  to  be 
moved  still  farther  to  the  left.  The  bullet  striking  to  the  right  or  left,  and  low,  is 
often  caused  by  the  sights  or  piece  not  being  level.  A  gun  leaning  to  the  left  will  shoot 
low  and  to  the  left ;  leaning  to  the  right,  low  and  to  the  right.  A  small  spirit-level  should 
be  placed  in  front  of  the  breech-block,  till  the  man  learns  how  to  "level  his  piece."  At 
long  distances  this  is  of  the  greatest  importance  for  successful  shooting.  Outers  will 
always  be  made  without  it.  The  sights  should  be  evenly  divided — that  is,  looking 
through  rear  sights,  an  equal  amount  of  front  sight  should  be  seen  on  each  side  of  it. 
The  eye  will  soon  detect  if  the  sights  are  not  vertical  or  straight  up  and  down. 

Drift. 

44.  With  the  500-grain  service  bullet  the  drift  is  1.  3.  5,  S,  11,  16,  22,  28.  36, 
and  43  inches  from  one  hundred  to  one  thousand  yards,  and  from  regular  tables,  know- 
ing the  value  of  a  point  on  the  wind  gauge,  we  know  how  far  to  shove  the  gauge  to 
the  left.  With  the  405-grain  bullet,  the  drift  up  to  five  hundred  yards  is  less,  and 
beyond  that  greater.  The  greater  the  charge  of  powder,  the  flatter  the  trajectory  or 
line  of  flight  of  bullet,  and  more  accuracy  of  fire,  and  more  hits  made. 

Ranges. 

45.  These  should  he  laid  off  so  as  to  shoot  towards  the  north,  or  to  have  the  pre- 
vailing wind  from  front  or  rear,  and  not  from  the  side,  and  sun  toward  your  rear. 
If  toward  the  east  or  west,  firing  will  have  to  be  regulated  so  that  the  sun  will  not 
shine  in  one's  face.  Stakes  should  be  driven  every  fifty  yards  from  butts  to  firing 
stands  ;  this  gives  a  line  of  fire  and  prevents  shooting  on  wrong  targets.  At  long  dis- 
tances, with  ground  not  level,  firing  stands  will  have  to  be  raised  by  making  a  crib- 
work  of  logs,  and  filling  with  dirt.  Grass  should  be  planted,  so  as  to  make  a  green 
surface  for- the  eye.  If  a  canvas  has  to  be  used,  it  should  be  jiaiuted  some  dark 
color — the  dazzle  from  the  white  is  very  bad  for  the  eyes.  In  firing,  men  should  not 
strain  their  eyes  by  looking  to  see  the  effect  of  shots.  These  will  be  called  out  to 
them  as  made.  P»ehind  each  butt,  if  an  officer  can  not  be  spared,  a  non-commissioned 
officer,  in  addition  to  the  company  detail,  should  be  required  from  a  company  other 
than  the  one  firing,  so  as  to  prevent  at  any  time  the  questioning  of  a  score  made. 

The  rifle. 

46.  Should  Ije  carefully  cleaned  with  a  wooden  wiping-rod  and  rags,  so  as  to 
remove  the  lead,  which  makes  l)ad  shooting ;  the  passing  of  a  rag  through  is  not 
enough.  Opening  the  breech-block  and  ejecting  shell  immediately  after  firing  should 
be  done,  and  blowing  through  the  barrel  is  a  good  plan  to  keep  powder  from  caking. 
Each  man  should  handle  his  own  gun  carefully,  to  prevent  rubbing  of  sights  or  injury 
to  the  barrel.  No  two  guns  shoot  exactly  alike,  so  each  one  should  learn  how,  and 
always  shoot  his  own  gun.  A  soldier  desirous  of  learning  more  must  study  manuals 
on  rifle  practice.  ("Blunt's  Firing  Regulations  for  Small  Arms"  is  now  the  standard 
work  on  rifle  practice,  and  has  been  adopted  by  the  War  Department.  V.  S.  A.,  for 
use  in  the  Army  and  National  Guard.) 

47.  Every  time  a  man  reads  he  will  gain  some  information  ;  then  he  should 
practice  daily  what  he  reads.  By  this  means  he  will  become,  if  not  an  expert,  at 
least  a  first-class  shot,  and  able  to  make  from  time  to  time  the  required  marksman's 
score,  with  good  general  averages.  By  following  the  above,  the  result  of  experience 
and  information  compiled  from  books  not  always  accessible  to  the  enlisted  man, 
rapid  improvement  will  follow,  and  the  soldier  will  have  confidence  in  his  gun,  and 
know  at  all  times  just  what  he  can  do  with  it. 

48.  From  practice  it  has  been  found  that  firing  with  the  40r)-grain  bullet  at  two 
hundred  yards,  for  the  first  shot  fix  your  elevation  at  one  hundred  and  seventy-five, 
the  second  at  one  hundred  and  eighty-five,  the  third  at  two  hundred  yards,  and  remain 
at  that  during  firing,  the  gun  not  being  cleaned.  Firing  with  the  500-grain  bullet 
at  two  hundred  vards,  for  the  first  shot  your  elevation  at  two  hundred  yards,  the 
second  at  about  two  hundred  and  twelve  yards,  and  the  third  at  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  yards,  and  so  continue.  The  same  principle  should  be  followed  at  three 
hundred  yards.  The  first  shot  is  always  higher  than  the  others,  and  hence  for  the 
second  shot  vou  must  increase  your  elevation.  If  the  barrel  is  blown  through  after 
every  shot,  the  cleaning  out  of  the  gun  is  not  considered  necessary,  as  the  moisture 
from  the  breath  keeps  the  powder  from  caking,  and  the  gun  cleans  itself  out. 
Using  too  much  lubricant,  except  wetting  bullet  from  the  mouth,  is  not  good.  If  oil 
is  used,  dip  the  bullet  and  shake  it  so  the  surface  will  be  equally  covered.     Handle 
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your  gun  daily,  when  not  on  range,  by  aiming  at  some  object,  and  success  will 
follow.  Aiming  and  pointing  drill  is  well,  but  it  becomes  tiresome.  Gallei-y  practice 
is  always  of  interest,  every  shot  made  showing  the  error  in  aiming,  and  men,  if  left 
to  themselves,  would  keep  it  up  all  day.  Any  barrack  room  is  suitable  ;  one  of  fifty 
feet  is  always  attainable ;  for  this  a  reduced  target  is  made  for  one  hundred,  two 
hundred,  three  hundred  and  six  hundred  yards.  To  do  this,  divide  the  different 
dimensions  of  the  targets  by  the  quotient  arising  from  dividing  the  length  of  the 
field  range  by  that  of  the  gallery  range.  For  example,  two  hundred  yards,  or  six 
hundred  feet,  divided  by  fifty  feet,  gives  twelve.  Now,  dividing  the  different  dimen- 
sions of  target  by  twelve,  gives  the  bull's-eye,  centers  and  inners,  and  size  of  your 
reduced  target  for  a  fiftj'-foot  range  ;  or  paste  a  bull's-eye  and  center  on  a  piece  of 
paper,  the  diameter  of  bull's-eye  being  about  seventy-five  hundredths  of  an  inch,  and 
center  a  little  over  two  inches.  Now  paste  this  target  on  the  outside  of  an  oil  can 
filled  with  sand,  one  on  each  side,  and  on  top  and  bottom,  the  sand  to  stop  stray 
bullets,  or  with  iron  or  heavy  board  for  backing.  Let  the  bull's-eye  be  from  four 
feet  to  four  and  one  half  from  floor,  the  leaf  of  sight  at  one  hundred  yards  and  gun 
aimed  at  lower  edge  of  bull's-eye  will  cover  the  distance  of  one  hundred  or  two 
hundred  yards  corresponding  to  the  reduced  targets,  or  for  standing  up  offhand 
practice.  For  three  hundred  yards,  put  one  target  with  a  bull's-eye  only,  so  that  the 
center  of  it  will  be  two  feet  six  inches  from  the  floor.  Above  this  put  your  reduced 
target,  so  that  the  center  of  its  bull's-eye  shall  be  five  inches  above  the  lower  one, 
or  two  feet  and  eleven  inches  from  the  floor.  With  the  leaf  raised  to  three  hundred 
yards,  and  aim  taken  on  lower  edge  of  lower  bull's-eye,  hits  will  be  made  on  the 
proper  target. 

Position,  kneeling. 

For  six  Jiundred  yards,  lying  down  on  the  floor  (range  fifty  feet  long),  put  a  bull's- 
eye,  its  center  twelve  inches  from  the  floor ;  above  this  your  reduced  target,  with  the 
center  of  its  bull's-eye  twelve  inches  from  the  center  of  the  lower  one,  or  twenty-four 
inches  from  the  floor,  sight  adjusted  for  six  hundred  yards,  and  aim  at  the  lower 
edge  of  the  lowest  bull's-eye.  Hit  will  be  made  on  the  upper  target.  For  five  hundred 
yards,  the  center  of  the  bull's-eye  on  the  upper  target  should  be  ten  and  one-quarter 
inches  above  the  center  of  the  Tower  or  sighting  target  (range  being  fifty  feet  long). 
In  fixing  sights,  owing  to  the  peculiarities  of  sighting,  some  have  to  be  below,  some 
above.  This  will  be  determined  by  experience.  Light  should  be,  if  possible,  from 
overhead.  If  not,  it  should  be  from  both  sides,  so  as  to  shine  on  both  sides  of  the 
sight,  and  stronger  at  the  target  than  at  the  firing  point.  Any  windows  between 
the  firing  point  and  the  target  should  be  darkened,  so  as  not  to  have  cross  shadows. 
From  three  to  four  grains  of  powder  is  used  for  fifty  feet ;  four  to  six  for  one 
hundred  feet — about  as  much  powder  as  can  be  taken  up  between  the  thumb  and 
finger.  The  bullet  should  be  the  forty-five  caliber  pistol  bullet,  about  half  an  inch 
long,  and  should  be  inserted  in  the  end  of  the  shell  with  the  hand,  and  not  pushed 
down  to  the  powder. 

49.  (a)  Aiming  drills  and  gallery  practice  will  be  conducted  as  prescribed  by 
Blunt's  Small  Arms  Firing  Regulations.  (5)  The  position  for  firing  will  be  the 
same  as  prescribed  by  Blunt's  Small  Arms  Firing  Regulations,  except  that  from  the 
500-yard  range  the  firing  will  be  from  any  position  lying  down,  either  prone,  or 
on  the  side  or  back,  except  that  no  form  or  rest  for  the  person  or  rifle,  other  than  may 
be  afforded  by  the  body,  will  be  allowed. 

50.  Targets  used  will  be  the  same  as  prescribed  for  the  United  States  Army. 

Points  or  counts  on  all  targets. 

51.  Five  for  the  bull's-eye  (i.e..  the  smallest  circle)  ;  four  for  the  "center"  (i.e., 
the  ring  embraced  between  the  bull's-eye  and  the  outside  circumference  of  the  next 
larger  circle)  ;  three  for  the  "inner"  (i.e..  the  ring  between  the  outside  circumference 
of  the  second  and  third  circles,  for  targets  "A"  and  "B."  and  between  the  outside 
circumference  of  the  second  circle  and  the  vertical  lines  for  target  "C")  ;  two  for 
the  "outer"  (i.e.,  the  space  outside  the  largest  circles  of  targets  "A"  and  "B,"  and 
outside  the  vertical  lines  for  target  "C").  For  "ricochet"  hits  (i.e.,  shots  which 
strike  some  other  object  before  the  target)  no  credit  is  given,  except  in  silhouette 
firing,  as  allowed  by  Blunt's  Small  Arms  Firing  Regulations.  If  a  bullet  touches 
the  outside  edge  of  the  bull's-eye.  or  one  of  the  lines,  it  is  counted  the  same  as 
though  it  went  inside. 

52.  Each  company  commander  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  all  target  practice 
held  in  his  company.  He  shall  make  for  the  Regimental  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice 
four  copies  of  the  practice  held  in  January,  May.  September,  and  October,  on  blank 
forms  furnished  by  the  Adjutant  General.  The  Regimental  Inspector  of  Rifle 
Practice  shall  carefully  examine  and  certify  to  the  correctness  of  these  reports, 
and  within  five  days  after  the  completion  of  the  practice  shall  forward  three  copies 
to  the  Brigade  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice,  who  shall  verify  said  reports,  and  within 
ten  days  after  their  receipt  by  him  forward  two  copies  to  the  Division  Inspector  of 
Rifle  Practice,  who  shall  within  fifteen  days  after  their  receipt  by  him  forward  one 
copy  to  the  Inspector  General  of  Rifle  Practice,  together  with  his  report. 

53.  Officers  of  troops,  batteries,  companies,  and  divisions  will  practice  with  the 
arm  of  their  commands.  Field  and  staff  officers  will  practice  with  such  revolvers 
as  are  furnished  by  the  State. 
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54.  Target  practice  with  the  revolver  will  be  held  at  the  "A"  target,  distance  50 
yards. 

55.  Classification  for  revolver  practice. 

Ten  shots  will  be  fired  at  each  of  the  practices  held  in  January.  Mav,  September. 
and  October,  and  those  firing  will  be  classed  as  follows  : 

Average  of  90  per  cent First      class 

Average  of  SO  per  cent Second  class 

Average  of  70  per  cent Third     class 

Average  of  60  per  cent Fourth  class 

The  names  of  those  averaging  less  than  GO  per  cent  for  the  four  shoots  will  not 
be  announced  in  orders,  and  only  first-class  men  will  be  permitted  to  compete  for  the 
State  medal  for  revolver  practice. 

56.  These  regulations  will  be  in  force  after  June  30.  1S97.

To    define    the    duties    of   Inspectors    of   Rifle   Practiee    of    the    yational    Guard   of 

(Jalifornia. 

(Approved  March  30,  1S78.) 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  As^enihli/.  do  enact 

as  folloics: 

Inspector  General  of  Rifle  Practice;  duties  of.  etc. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  General  of  Rifle  Practice  to  exer- 
cise general  supervision  over  the  rifle  practice  of  the  National  Guard ;  to  inspect,  or 
cause  to  be  inspected,  from  time  to  time,  all  ranges  and  practice  grounds,  and  see  that 
all  prescribed  regulations  for  rifle  practice  are  carried  out  by  the  National  Guai'd.  and 
that  the  proper  returns  thereof  are  made  out:  to  report"  direct  to  General  Head- 
quarters, from  time  to  time,  the  improvement  in  marksmanship  among  the  uniformed 
forces,  together  with  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  his  duties.  Commandants  of 
brigades,  regiments,  and  companies  shall  furnish  to  the  Inspector  General  of  Rifle 
Practice  such  information  as  he  shall  require,  in  regard  to  the  rifle  practice  of  their 
commands,  and  as  to  the  number  and  condition  of  all  targets  or  other  military  prop- 
erty of  the  State,  issued  to  their  respective  commands  for  use  in  rifle  practice ;  and 
if  at  the  conclusion  of  his  inspection  of  any  armory,  range  or  practice  ground,  he 
shall  flnd  any  property  appertaining  to  rifle  practice,  which  ought  to  be  kept  therein, 
missing,  injured,  unfit  for  use,  or  deficient  in  any  respect,  or  that  such  range  or 
practice  ground  is  dangerous,  he  shall  forthwith  report  the  facts  in  respect  thereto  to 
General  Headquarters.  He  may.  from  time  to  time,  examine  the  officers  upon  the 
theory  and  practice  of  marksmanship,  and  upon  the  system  of  instruction  of  rifle 
practice.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend  as  far  as  possible,  all  general  competitions  in 
marksmanship  among  the  National  Guard,  and  see  that  such  competitions  are  con- 
ducted with  fairness  and  according  to  prescribed  regulations.  He  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  General  Headquarters,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  result  of  all 
competitions  in  marksmanship,  with  the  names  of  the  winners,  together  with  such 
suggestions  as  he  may  see  tit. 

Brigade  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice;  duties  of,  etc. 

Sec.  2.  The  Brigade  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice  shall  have  supervision  of  all 
matters  appertaining  to  rifle  practice  within  the  limits  of  their  respective  brigades, 
under  the  direction  of  the  brigade  commander,  as  above  prescribed  for  the  Inspector 
General  of  Rifle  Practice.  They  shall  report  to  such  Inspector  General  of  Rifle 
Practice  whenever  required  by  him.  the  condition  of  rifle  practice  in  their  respective 
brigades,  and  what  practice  of  that  description  has  been  carried  on  during  any  period, 
and  shall  also,  at  his  request,  report  to  him  upon  any  matter  relating  to  rifle  practice 
which  may  require  examination  within  their  resijective  brigades.  They  shall  attend 
the  competition  for  any  prizes  that  may  be  offered  l)y  the  State  to  the  command  to 
which  they  are  attached,  or  that  may  be  arranged  between  any  of  the  companies  of 
their  brigades,  and  see  that  the  same  are  conducted  with  fairness  and  according  to 
the  prescribed  regulations  for  such  competitive  matches  and  report  to  the  Inspector 
General  of  Rifle  Practice  the  result  of  all  such  competitions,  with  the  names  of  the 
winners,  together  with  such  suggestions  as  they  maj'  see  fit  to  make. 

Regimental  and  Battalion  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice;  duties  of.  etc. 

Sec.  3.  Regimental  and  Battalion  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice  shall  have  super- 
vision of  all  matters  appertaining  to  rifle  practice  in  their  respective  regiments  or 
battalions,  as  prescribed  for  the  Brigade  Inspector  of  Rifle  I'ractice.  They  shall 
report  to  said  Brigade   Inspector  of  their  respective  brigade.s   the  condition  of   rifle

practice  in  their  respective  regiments  or  battalions,  and  what  practice  has  been  carried 
on  during  any  period,  and  shall  also,  at  his  reqiiest,  report  to  him  upon  any  matter 
relating  to  rifle  practice  which  may  require  examination  within  their  respective  regi- 
ments or  battalions.  They  shall  attend  the  competitions  for  any  prize  that  may  be 
offered,  or  that  may  be  arranged  between  the  companies  of  their  respective  battalions 
or  regiments,  and  see  that  the  same  are  conducted  with  fairness  and  according  to  the 
prescribed  regulations  for  such  competitive  matches,  and  report  to  the  Brigade 
Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  the  result  of  all  such  competitions,  with  the  names  of  the 
winners,  together  with  such  suggestions  as  they  may  see  flt. 

Sec.  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Chapter  CII. 

An  act  entitled  an  act  to  amend  section  two  thousand  and  three  of  the  Political  Code. 

(Approved  March  11,  1897.) 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  iienate  and  Assenibh/,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  thousand  and  three  of  the  Political  Code  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

20()3.  The  National  Guard  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby  organized  into  three 
brigades,  each  commanded  by  a  brigadier  general,  the  limits  of  each  brigade  to  be  fixed 
by  the  commander-in-chief.  Brigadier  generals  and  their  staff  officers,  colonels  and  their 
staff  officers  and  all  regimental  and  company  officers  deprived  of  their  office  by  reason 
of  the  reorganization  herein  provided  for.  or  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the 
Legislature,  approved  March  twenty -sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  entitled 
"An  act  to  amend  sections  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  nineteen,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-two.  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  forty-two,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-two,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  seventy,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  eighty-three,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty'-four.  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eighty-five,  one  thousaml  nine  hundred  and  ninety,  two  thousand  and 
three,  two  thousand  and  four,  two  thousand  and  seven,  two  thousand  and  twenty- 
two,  two  thousand  and  twenty-four,  two  thousand  and  twenty-seven,  two  thousand 
and  forty,  two  thousand  and  forty -eight,  two  thousand  and  seventy-six.  two  thousand 
and  eighty-three,  two  thousand  and  ninety-four  of  the  Political  Code  of  the  State  of 
California,  and  to  add  one  new  section  thereto,  to  be  known  and  numbered  as  section 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-one.  and  to  repeal  sections  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and  two  thousand  and  five,  all  relating  to  the  National 
Guard  of  California."  and  all  officers  mustered  out  of  the  service  by  reason  of  such 
reorganization  under  general  orders  from  the  Adjutant  General's  office  of  the  State 
of  California,  numbers  eight,  ten.  eleven,  thirteen  and  seventeen,  series  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  (Jeneral  Orders  Nos.  2  and  3,  series  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six.  respectively  (provided,  such  officers  shall  have  served  as  com- 
missioned officers  at  least  five  years  in  the  National  Guard  of  California)  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  placed  upon  the  retired  list  with  their  rank  ;  provided,  that  such 
officers  shall  make  application  to  be  placed  on  the  retired  list,  in  accordance  with 
subdivision  three  of  section  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-three  of  the  Political  Code, 
and  that  all  enlisted  men  mustered  out  of  the  service  under  the  provisions  of  the 
reorganization  of  the  National  Guard  of  California,  mentioned  in  section  one  of  this 
act.  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  entitled  to  all  of  the  privileges  and  exemptions 
mentioned  in  section  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  the  Political  Code,  upon 
making  a  proper  application  therefor;  provided,  such  enlisted  men  shall  have  served 
at  least  five  vears  in  the  National  (iuard  of  California. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 
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Chapter  CCLXI.

(Approved  April  1,   1897.) 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assemhly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the  Political  Code  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

1895.  Every  able-bodied  male  citizen  of  this  State,  except  Mongolians  and  Indians, 
between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  not  exempt  by  law,  is  subject  to 
military  duty.  But  no  alien  is  obliged  to  serve  or  bear  arms  against  the  State  to 
which  his  allegiance  is  due. 

Sec.  2.  Section  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1897.  The  county  assessor  of  each  county  in  this  State  must,  at  the  same  time 
each  year  when  he  prepares  a  roll  containing  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  his  district 
or  county,  enroll  all  the  inhabitants  thereof  subject  to  military  duty,  two  copies  of 
which  roll  must  be  sworn  to  by  him,  and  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors at  the  same  time  he  delivers  the  assessment  roll.  In  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco,  the  tax  collector  must  perform  the  duties  by  this  section  imposed 
upon  assessors. 

Sec.  3.  Section  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1898.  If  any  assessor,  or  the  tax  collector  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
neglects  or  refuses  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  chapter,  he 
is  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as  are  provided  by  law  for  a  neg'lect  or  refusal  to 
perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  in  the  assessment  of  taxes,  and  in  addition 
forfeits  not  less  than  three  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  to  be  sued 
for  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State,  by  the  district  attorney  of  the  respective 
counties,  and  when  recovered  to  be  paid  into  the  military  fund  of  the  State.  If  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  equalization  neglects  or  refuses  to  deliver  to  the  brigadier  general 
of  the  brigade  to  which  his  county  belongs  a  copy  of  the  military  assessment  roll,  as 
directed  in  this  chapter,  he  forfeits  not  less  than  three  hundred  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  sued  for,  recovered  and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  4.  Section  nineteen  hundred  of  the  Political  Code  of  California  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1900.  The  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  must  deliver  to  the  brigadier  general 
of  the  brigade  to  which  his  county  belongs  a  copy  of  such  roll,  certified  by  him,  within 
ten  days  after  the  board  of  equalization  have  completed  their  corrections. 

Sec.  5.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

1912.  The  organized  uniformed  militia  of  the  State  of  California  are  known  as 
the  National  Guard  of  California.  This  force  shall  not  exceed  sixty-five  companies 
of  which  fifty-six  companies  shall  be  cavalry,  artillery  or  infantry,  as  the  board  of 
location  may  direct,  and  five  divisions  of  the  naval  battalion,  and  the  other  four 
companies  shall  be  distributed  to  such  arms  of  the  service  as  the  board  of  location 
may  direct.  The  National  Guard  must  be  located  throughout  the  State,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  military  wants  thereof,  means  of  concentration,  and  other  military 
requirements.  The  word  "division"  as  used  in  this  section  in  connection  with  the 
naval  battalion,  shall  have  the  same  meaning  and  effect  as  company  when  used  in 
connection  with  the  infantry. 

Sec.  6.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

1913.  The  commander-in-chief,  major  general  and  adjutant  general  constitute  a 
board  of  location  and  organization  of  the  National  Guard,  with  power  to  transfer, 
attach,  consolidate  or  disband  companies,  and  to  reorganize  at  pleasure  regiments 
and  battalions. 

Sec.  7.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
is  herebj'  amended  to  read  as  follows :

>.  The  commander-m-chief.  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Senate,  must  apooint 
ajor  general,  and  for  each  brigade  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  one 
brigadier  general,  who  must  be  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  and 
have  served  at  least  four  years  as  officers  of  the  National  Guard  of  California'  two 
years  of  which  service  shall  have  been  as  a  field  officer:  and  the  brigadier  generals 
must  be  residents  of  the  localities  within  the  brigades  for  which  thev  are  appointed 
They  take  rank  according  to  the  date  assigned  them  in  their  commissions,  which  date 
shall  be  from  the  time  of  their  appointment,  and  hold  their  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed  and  qualified. 

_    Sec.  8.     Section  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
IS  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

1919.     All  staff  officers  shall  be  citizens  of  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  9.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1924.  All  commissioned  officers,  of  regiments,  battalions,  troops,  batteries  and 
companies  of  the  National  (iuard  must  take  rank  according  to  thp  date  assigned 
them  by  their  commissions,  which  date  shall  be  from  the  time  of  their  election  or 
appointment ;  and  when  two  of  the  same  grade  are  of  the  same  date  their  rank  must 
be  determined  by  length  of  previous  military  service  in  the  state  :  and  if  of  equal 
service  then  Iiy  lot.  Officers  of  regiments,  battalions,  troops,  batteries  and  com- 
panies of  the  National  Guard,  in  all  cases,  are  of  superior  rank  to  officers  of  the 
enrolled  militia  of  the  same  grade,  irrespective  of  the  date  of  their  commissions. 

Sec.  lU.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  thirtj--six  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

V.iP.Ct.  All  officers,  musicians  and  privates  of  the  National  Guard  who  comply  with 
all  military  duties  as  provided  in  this  chapter,  are  entitled  to  the  followinjr  privileges 
and  exemptions,  viz.:  exemption  from  road  tax.  and  head  tax  of  every  description 
except  the  poll  tax  provided  for  in  article  thirteen,  section  twelve^  of  theconstitution, 
exemption  from  jury  duty,  and  service  on  any  posse  comitatus.  All  officers,  uon- 
cornmissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates,  who  have  faithfully  served  in  the 
military  service  of  the  State  for  the  space  of  seven  consecutive  years,  and  received 
the  certificate  of  the  adjutant  general  certifying  the  same,  are  thereafter  exempted 
from  further  military  aind  jury  duty,  except  in  time  of  war.  And  the  adjutant  gen- 
eral must  issue  such  certificate  of  exemption  when  it  appears  that  the  party  applying 
is  entitled  to  same. 

Sec.  11.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereliy  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

1945.  The  State  shall  provide  a  l)rouze  service  medal,  with  a  bronze  bar  attached 
thereto,  for  ten  years'  active  service  :  for  fifteen  years'  active  service,  a  silver  bar  shall 
be  attached  :  and  for  twenty  years"  active  service  a  gold  bar  shall  he  attached  to  the 
same  medal.  There  shall  be  no  other  or  different  medals  for  service.  Such  medals 
shall  be  prepared  and  issued  by  the  adjutant  general  only  upon  application  of  the 
party  entitled  thereto,  and  upon  proof  of  such  service  from  the  records  of  the  National 
Guard. 

Sec.  12.  A  new  section  is  hereJjy  added  to  the  Political  Code  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, to  be  known  as  section  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six  thereof,  to  read  as 
follows  : 

194(;.  The  insignia  of  the  Veterans  of  the  Mexican  War.  the  Military  Order  of 
the  Loyal  Legion,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repuljlic.  and  of  armies  or  army  coriJS 
indicating  actual  service  in  the  field,  and  badges  indicating  long  and  faithful  services 
in  the  National  Guard  of  this  and  other  states,  and  state  marksmen  badges,  may  be 
worn  by  officers  and  men  of  the  National  Guard  of  California,  entitled  to  them,  upon 
the  left  lireast.  in  one  line,  on  the  uniroini  coat  or  service  blouse,  the  top  of  the 
ribbons  on  a  line  with  the  arm-pit.  in  the  order  named  above,  from  right  to  left.  No 
other  minlals.  l)adges.  riblions,  or  decorations  shiUl  be  worn. 

Sec.  13.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-two  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

1902.  The  companies,  troops  and  batteries  of  the  National  Guard  shall  be  com- 
posed of  officers  and  men  as  follows  : 

1.  Each  company  of  infantry  shall  have  not  less  than  fifty,  nor  more  than  one,  hun- 
di'ed  and  three  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates,  which  must  include 
one  commissioned  officer,  and  may  include  one  captain,  one  first  lieutenant,  one  second 
lieutenant,  one  first  sergeant,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  four  sergeants,  eight  cor- 
porals and  two  musicians. 

2.  Each  troop  of  cavalry  shall  have  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
and  three  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates,  which  must  include  one 
commissioned  officer,  and  may  include  one  captain,  two  first  lieutenants,  one  second 
lieutenant,  one  first  sergeant,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  four  sergeants,  eight  cor- 
porals, two  trumpeters,  two  farriers,  and  one  saddler. 

3.  Each  foot  battery  shall  have  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and 
three  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates,  which  must  include  one  com- 
missioned officer,  and  may  include  one  captain,  one  first  lieutenant,  one  second  lieu- 
tenant, one  sergeant,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  four  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  and 
two  trumpeters. 
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4.  Each  field  battery  shall  have  not  less  than  sixty-one,  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
and  forty-nine  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates,  which  must  include 
one  commissioned  officer,  and  may  include  one  captain,  two  first  lieutenants,  one 
second  lieutenant,  one  first  sergeant,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  sis  sergeants,  eight 
corporals,  two  trumpeters,  two  farriers  and  one  saddler. 

5.  The  numerical  strength,  rank,  titles  and  insignia  of  rank  of  the  companies,  troops 
and  batteries,  and  their  officers  and  men  of  the  National  Guard,  shall  conform  to  the 
laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  United  States  Army  and  Navy,  the  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  National  Guard  shall  cause  the  same  changes  to  be  made  in  the 
National  Guard  to  correspond  thereto,  so  far  as  they  may  be  effectively  applicable  as 
aforesaid. 

6.  Each  company,  troop,  battery  or  division  naval  militia,  may  have  not  to  exceed 
ten  honorary  members,  who  shall  pay  fifty  dollars  per  annum  each  into  the  company, 
troop,  battery  or  naval  division  treasury,  and  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  all  the 
exemptions  to  which  men  on  the  active  list  are  entitled,  and  shall  not  be  required  to 
drill  or  perform  any  military  ditty  by  reason  of  such  membership. 

7.  The  naval  militia  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  shall  be  commanded  by 
a  captain.  There  shall  also  be  allowed  to  the  naval  militia  the  following  commis- 
sioned officers,  viz.  :  One  executive  officer  with  rank  of  lieutenant  commander  ;  one 
chief  engineer  with  rank  of  lieutenant  commander ;  one  navigating  officer  with  rank 
of  lieutenant ;  one  paymaster  who  shall  be  the  mustering  officer  of  the  naval  militia  ;  one 
ordnance  officer :  one  surgeon  and  one  aide,  each  with  rank  of  lieutenant ;  one  assist- 
ant surgeon  with  i^ank  of  lieutenant  junior  grade,  and  one  signal  officer  with  rank  of 
ensign.  Each  division  shall  be  commanded  by  a  lieutenant,  and  shall  contain  one 
lieutenant  junior  grade,  two  ensigns,  and  not  less  than  fifty,  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred petty  officers  and  men.  And  each  division  located  outside  of  San  Francisco  shall 
be  allowed  an  assistant  surgeon,  with  rank  of  ensign.  There  may  be  three  warrant 
officers,  viz.  :  boatswain,  gunner  and  carpenter.  The  petty  officers  of  the  naval  militia 
shall  be  one  apothecary,  one  chief  master-at-arms,  one  chief  signal  quartermaster, 
one  chief  bugler,  one  chief  coxswain,  one  engineer's  yeoman,  one  paymaster's  yeoman  ; 
and  there  may  be,  not  to  exceed,  two  others  of  such  ratings  as  the  exigencies  of  the 
service  may  dictate.  The  divisional  petty  officers  shall  be  rated  as  in  the  United 
States  navy. 

8.  The  organizations  of  the  naval  militia  shall  conform  generally  to  the  provisions 
of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  :  and  the  system  of  discipline  and  exercise  shall 
conform,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  that  of  the  navy  of  the  United  States,  as  it  now 
is,  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  Congress.  When  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
the  government  of  the  naval  militia  shall  be  controlled  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Political  Code  relating  to  the  National  Guard  of  California,  and  the  Governor  shall 
have  power  to  alter,  divide,  annex,  consolidate  or  disband  the  same,  whenever  in  his 
judgment,  the  efficiency  of  the  state  forces  will  thereby  be  increased,  and  he  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  deemed  proper  for  the  use, 
government  and  instruction  of  the  naval  militia  ;  but  such  rules  and  regulations  shall 
conform  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  those  governing  the  United  States  navy. 

9.  The  duty  of  the  naval  militia  required  by  law.  or  any  part  of  it,  may  be  per- 
formed afloat  in  United  States  vessels.  Officers  and  men  of  the  naval  militia  mus- 
tered temporarily  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  for  instruction  and  drill,  and 
receiving  compensation  therefor  from  the  United  States,  shall  not,  during  the  same 
term,  be  entitled  to  compensation  from  the  state. 

10.  The  governor  is  authorized  to  apply  to  the  president  of  the  United  States  for 
the  detail  of  commissioned  and  petty  officers  of  the  navy,  to  act  as  inspectors  and 
instructors  in  the  art  of  naval  warfare. 

11.  The  naval  militia  battalion  and  divisions  shall  receive  the  same  allowance  from 
the  state  as  infantry  battalions  and  companies. 

Sec.  14.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1965.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  troop,  battery,  company,  naval  division,  or 
signal  corps  mitst  give  such  bonds  and  security  as  may  be  required  by  the  adjutant 
general  to  secure  the  state  and  the  company  from  loss  on  account  of  misuse  or  mis- 
application of  any  state  property  or  funds.  Said  bond  must  be  with  two  or  more 
good  and  sufficient  sureties  conditioned  upon  his  faithful  performance  of  all  duties, 
and  accounting  for  all  property  and  moneys,  both  state  and  company  funds,  of  which 
the  commander,  as  ex  officio  treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian. 

Sec.  15.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1966.  Such  bonds  being  to  his  satisfaction,  and  on  receiving  duplicate  receipts 
from  such  officer,  the  adjutant  general  must  make  the  issue. 

Sec.  16.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia, is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

1970.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  order  an  annual  inspection  and  muster  of  the 
National  Guard  between  January  first  and  June  thirtieth,  each  year ;  the  dates  of 
inspection  and  details  thereof,  shall  be  determined  b.v  the  division,  brigade  and  naval 
battalion  commanders,  respectively ;  and  the  commanding  officer  of  each  company  must 
make  out  and  certify  the  necessary  muster  rolls,  showing  the  names  and  number  of 
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the  members  of  the  company,  the  ofBcers  in  the  order  of  their  rank,  and  the  privates 
in  alphabetical  order,  and  also  a  list  of  the  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  clothing  and 
other  property  in  the  state,  in  the  possession  of  the  company.  He  must  transmit, 
through  the  proper  military  channels,  one  copy  of  the  roll  and  list  attached  to  each 
superior  headquarters. 

Sec.  17.  Section  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy-three  of  the  Political 
Code  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereljy  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

1973.  1.  Any  commissioned  officer  who  has  become  disabled  and  incapable  of  longer 
performing  the  active  duties  of  his  office  may,  upon  his  own  application,  be  placed 
upon  the  retired  list ;  pioi-idcd,  that  such  disability  may  have  been  incurred  while 
in  the  performance  of  duty. 

2.  If  an  officer,  for  either  of  the  above  reasons,  desires  to  be  placed  upon  the  retired 
list,  he  shall  make  application  to  his  brigade  commander  to  appoint  a  board  of 
surgeons,  who  shall  examine  him  as  to  his  disability,  and  if  such  disability  has  not 
been  incurred  by  reason  of  any  dereliction,  they  shall,  if  they  deem  proper,  recom- 
mend that  his  application  be  granted  ;  and  upon  approval  of  such  application  by  the 
brigade  commander  and  the  commander-in-chief,  the  adjutant  general  shall  issue 
orders  retiring  such  officer. 

3.  Any  commissioned  officer,  who  shall  have  served  as  such  in  the  National  Guard 
of  this  state  for  a  continuous  period  of  eight  years,  or  for  a  period  not  continuous 
of  ten  years,  may,  upon  his  own  application,  be  placed  upon  the  retired  list,  and 
withdrawn  from  active  service  and  command  with  the  rank  held  by  him  at  the  time 
such  application  is  made.  And  any  commissioned  officer,  Avho  shall  have  at  any  time 
heretofore  served  as  such  in  the  militia  or  National  Guard  of  this  state  for  a  con- 
tinuous period  of  eight  years  shall,  upon  his  own  application  and  due  proof  of  such 
service,  be  placed  upon  the  retired  list  with  the  rank  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  the 
expiration  of  his  commission.  Upon  application,  as  above  provided,  being  duly  made 
and  approved,  the  commander-in-chief  shall  cause  orders  to  be  issued  retiring  the 
officer  who  makes  application  therefor  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion :  provided,  hoicever.  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  permit 
the  placing  upon  the  retired  list  of  any  officer  who  shall  have  been  dishonorably  dis- 
missed the  service. 

4.  The  officers  on  the  retired  list  shall  only  be  subject  to  detail  for  duty  by  orders 
from  the  commander-in-chief :  and  he  shall  cause  to  be  issued  such  orders  as  he  may 
deem  necessary,  detailing  them  for  duty  upon  boards  of  officers  for  military  purposes, 
courts-martial,  and  courts  of  inquiry,  and  for  such  other  military  duties  as.  in  his 
judgment  may  be  advisable.  When,  however,  officers  upon  the  retired  list  are 
"detailed  for  active  duty  other  than  upon  boards  of  officers,  courts-martial,  and  courts 
of  inquirv,  thev  shall  only  be  entitled  to  the  rank  which  properly  belongs  to  the  office, 
the  duties  of  which  they  are  detailed  to  perform.  When  the  duty  ends,  or  the  detail 
is  canceled,  the  officer  shall  again  return  to  the  retired  list,  with  his  former  retired 
rank.  A  roster  of  all  officers  on  the  retired  list  shall  be  kept  in  the  adjutant's 
general's  office,  division  headquarters,  and  at  the  brigade  headquarters. 

5.  Officers  on  the  retired  list  shall,  on  all  occasions  of  duty,  and  all  occasions  of 
ceremonv,  take  rank  next  to  officers  of  like  rank  upon  the  active  list. 

Sec.  is.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-four  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1974.  1.  Every  elected  or  staff  officer  of  the  National  Guard,  must  upon  his 
appointment  or  reappointment,  election  or  reelection  to  any  office  in  the  National 
Guard,  appear  before  an  examining  board  for  examination  as  to  his  qualifications 
for  the  office  to  which  he  has  been  appointed  or  reappointed,  elected  or  reelected  ; 
provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  do  not  apply  to  surgeons,  judges-advocate, 
chaplains,  or  the  staff  of  the  commander-in-chief. 

2.  Such  boards  shall  consist  of  three  officers  for  each  brigade,  three  officers  for  the 
naval  battalion,  and  three  officers  for  the  division  staff.  All  such  boards  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  commander-in-chief  and  to  be  removable  at  his  pleasure. 

3.  The  officer  duly  appointed  to  preside  at  any  election  shall,  immediately  after 
declaring  the  result"  of  such  election,  notify  the  officer  or  officers  elected  that  they 
must  appear  before  the  examining  board  for  examination,  when  notified  by  that  board. 

4.  If  the  officer  elected  or  reelected,  and  duly  notified,  does  not  appear  before  the 
said  examining  board  when  summoned  by  them,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined 
his  commission,  and  there  shall  be  another  election  ordered.  The  filing  of  a  proper 
certificate  of  said  l)oard  with  the  officer  ordering  the  election,  that  the  officer  has  failed 
to  pass  an  examination,  or  declined  to  appear  before  the  board  when  notified,  shall 
lie  deemed  sufficient  for  ordering  a  new  election.  ^    .  .     ,  ^    ,       .  r^  ^■ 

Sec.  19.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  Political  Code  ot  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

197G.  Applications  or  propositions  for  membership  in  any  troop,  battery,  naval 
division,  or  company  of  the  National  Guard  shall  be  made  only  at  a  regular  weekly 
meeting  or  assemblage  of  such  organization  ;  and  the  names  of  such  applicants  shall 
be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  its  headquarters  or  armory,  until  the  next  suc- 
ceeding regular  weekly  meeting  or  assemblage  of  such  organization,  at  which  time, 
and  not  before,  such  applicants  may  be  balloted  for.  .  .  r^  ,.. 

Sec.  20.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
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1980.  There  shall  be  mustered  in  and  attached  to  the  National  Guard  a  detach- 
ment of  signalmen,  which  shall  be  divided  into  three  signal  corps,  each  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  twenty,  or  more  than  forty-five  men  ;  provided,  that  each  corps  shall  be 
located  in  its  entirety  at  one  place.  Each  corps  of  forty  men  or  over  shall  be  officered 
by  one  captain,  one  first  lieutenant,  three  sergeants  and  four  corporals.  Each  corps 
'of  less  than  forty  men  shall  be  officered  by  one  first  lieutenant,  three  sergeants  and 
four  corporals.  The  commissioned  officers  shall  be  elected,  -qualify  and  serve  as  is 
provided  for  other  officers  of  the  line.  The  non-commissioned  officers  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  brigade  commander  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  brigade  signal 
officer.  The  brigade  signal  officer  shall  have  direct  supervision  of  the  detachment  of 
signal  corps,  and  the  corps  commander  shall  report  to  him  direct.  Whenever  the 
signal  corps  shall  be  mounted  in  the  performance  of  active  duty,  each  officer  and  man 
shall  receive  a  per  diem  of  two  dollars  during  the  time  of  such  service.  Whenever 
a  state  appropriation  shall  be  made  for  supplying  horses  to  mounted  officers  and 
command,  the  signal  corps  shall  receive  a  proportionate  allowance  from  said  fund ; 
provided,  that  mounted  service  is  being  performed  by  the  corps  at  such  time. 

Sec.  21.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1981.  Each  brigadier  general  commanding  a  brigade,  with  the  consent  of  the 
commander-in-chief  may  muster  in  and  attach  to  it  a  hospital  and  ambulance  corps, 
consisting  of  not  to  exceed  twelve  men  for  each  regiment  in  his  brigade.  Such  corps 
«hall  have  such  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers  as  the  commander-in- 
chief  shall  prescribe,  and  shall  report  directly  to  the  brigade  commander,  who  shall 
appoint  such  non-commissioned  officers  as  may  be  prescribed.  When  for  drill,  or  in 
the  performance  of  duty,  any  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  any  such  corps,  such 
expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  state ;  provided,  that  the  same  shall  have  been  first 
authorized  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  brigade,  afterward  approved  by  such 
commanding  officer  and  superior  officers,  as  provided  by  law  in  the  case  of  other 
commands. 

Sec.  22.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-two  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1982.  A  regiment  of  the  National  Guard  consists  of  not  less  than  eight,  nor  more 
than  twelve  companies.  Each  regiment  shall  be  divided  into  battalions,  of  not  less 
than  four  companies. 

Sec.  23.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-four  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1984.  The  field  officers  of  a  regiment  are  one  colonel,  one  lieutenant  colonel  and 
one  major  for  each  battalion.  The  field  officer  of  a  battalion  is  one  major.  No 
person  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  a  field  officer  unless  he  shall  have  served  at 
least  two  years  in  the  National  Guard  of  this  state  as  a  line  officer. 

Sec.  24.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  the  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1986.  Such  presiding  officer  must  make  return  in  duplicate  of  the  election  held, 
to  the  officer  ordering  the  election,  who  shall  forward  one  copy  of  said  election  return 
to  the  examining  board  of  such  organization,  and  shall  retain  the  other  copy  at  his 
headquarters.  Upon  receiving  notice  from  the  examining  board  that  the  officer  or 
-officers  elect  have  passed  a  successful  examination,  which  notice  shall  be  endorsed 
upon  the  return  of  election  sent  to  said  board,  he  shall  forward  the  same  through 
regular  military  channels  for  approval  to  the  adjutant  general,  who,  upon  finding 
the  same  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  orders  and  regulations,  must 
notify  the  commander-in-chief  thereof  for  his  consideration,  who,  if  he  approves, 
■shall  issue  the  commission.  In  all  elections  for  commissioned  officers,  a  majority  of 
the  votes  of  those  present  (a  majority  of  those  entitled  to  vote  being  present)  shall 
be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

Sec.  25.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1990.  The  staff  of  a  colonel  commanding  a  regiment  consists  of  one  surgeon  with 
the  rank  of  major ;  one  adjutant  with  the  rank  of  captain ;  one  assistant  surgeon  for 
■each  battalion  with  the  rank  of  captain ;  such  surgeons  to  be  appointed  as  prescribed 
by  section  two  thousand  and  nine  of  the  Political  Code ;  one  chaplain  with  the  rank 
■of  captain;  one  battalion  adjutant  for  each  battalion,  one  quartermaster  (who  shall 
also  act  as  paymaster),  one  commissary,  one  inspector  of  rifle  practice  (who  shall 
be  ordnance  officer),  each  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant;  one  sergeant  major,  one 
principal  musician,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  one  commissary  sergeant,  one  hos- 
pital steward,  two  color  sergeants,  one  battalion  sergeant  major  for  each  battalion, 
■one  drum  major.  All  of  whom,  except  the  surgeons,  shall  be  appointed  by,  and  hold 
•office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  colonel,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified.  The  staff  of  a  major  commanding  an  unattached  battalion  consists  of  one 
adjutant,  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant;  one  assistant  surgeon  with  the  rank  of 
captain;  one  commissary  (who  shall  also  be  quartermaster),  one  inspector  of  rifle 
practice  (who  shall  also  be  ordnance  officer)  each  with  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant; 
'One  sergeant  major,  one  commissary  sergeant  (who  shall  also  be  quartermaster  ser- 
geant), one  hospital  steward  and  two  color  sergeants.  All  of  whom,  except  the 
surgeon,  shall  be  appointed  by  such  commanding  officer,  and  hold  office  at  their 
ipleasure,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 
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Sec.  26.  Section  two  thousand  and  three  of  the  Political  Code  of  the  State  of 
California  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

2003.  The  National  Guard  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby  organized  into 
three  brigades,  each  commanded  by  a  brigadier  general ;  the  limits  of  each  brigade 
to  be  fixed  by  the  commander-in-chief.  All  officers  deprived  of  office  by  reason  of 
the  act  approved  March  twenty-six,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  are  hereby 
placed  upon  the  retired  list,  with  the  rank  held  by  each  one  when  said  act  went  into 
effect. 

Sec.  27.  Section  two  thousand  and  six  of  the  Political  Code  of  California  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

2006.  The  staff  of  the  major  general  consists  of  one  assistant  adjutant  general, 
with  the  rank  of  colonel,  who  shall  be  chief  of  staff ;  one  engineer  officer,  one  division 
inspector,  one  quartermaster,  one  commissary,  one  paymaster,  one  ordnance  officer, 
one  judge  advocate,  one  inspector  of  rifle  practice,  and  one  signal  officer,  each  with  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  colonel ;  one  surgeon  with  the  rank  of  colonel,  two  aids-de-camp 
with  the  rank  of  major,  and  four  staff  orderlies  with  the  rank  of  sergeant  major. 
All  of  whom,  except  the  surgeon,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  major  general,  and  hold 
office  at  his  pleasure,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  The 
surgeon  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  be  appointed  as  prescribed  by  section  two 
thousand  and  nine  of  the  Political  Code. 

Sec.  28.  Section  two  thousand  and  seven  of  the  Political  Code  of  California,  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

2007.  The  staff  of  the  brigadier  general  consists  of  one  assistant  adjutant  gen- 
eral, with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel,  who  shall  be  chief  of  staff ;  one  engineer 
officer,  one  brigade  inspector,  one  quartermaster  (who  shall  act  as  paymaster)  one 
commissary,  one  judge  advocate,  one  inspector  of  rifle  practice  (who  shall  also  act 
as  ordnance  officer),  and  one  signal  officer,  each  with  the  rank  of  major;  one  sur- 
geon with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel ;  two  aids-de-camp  with  the  rank  of  captain, 
and  two  staff  orderlies  with  the  rank  of  surgeon  major.  All  of  whom,  except  the 
surgeon,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  brigadier  general,  and  hold  office  at  his  pleasure, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  The  surgeon  appointed  in  this 
section  shall  be  appointed  as  prescribed  by  section  two  thousand  and  nine  of  the 
Political  Code. 

Sec.  29.  A  new  section  is  hereby  added  to  the  Political  Code  of  California,  to  be 
known  as  section  two  thousand  and  eight  thereof,  to  read  as  follows  : 

2008.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  general  of  rifle  practice  to  exercis<> 
general  supervision  over  the  rifle  practice  of  the  National  Guard  ;  to  inspect,  or  cause 
to  be  inspected,  from  time  to  time,  all  ranges  and  practice  grounds,  and  see  that  the 
prescribed  regulations  for  rifle  practice  are  carried  out  by  the  National  Guard  ;  to 
inspect,  or  cause  to  be  inspected  from  time  to  time,  all  ranges  and  practice  grounds, 
and  see  that  the  prescribed  regulations  for  rifle  practice  are  carried  out  by  the 
National  Guard,  and  that  the  proper  returns  thereof  are  made  out ;  to  report  direct 
to  general  headquarters  from  time  to  time,  the  improvement  in  marksmanship  among 
the  uniformed  forces,  together  with  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  his  duties.  Com- 
manders of  brigades,  regiments  and  companies  shall  furnish  to  the  inspector  general 
of  rifle  practice,  such  information  as  he  shall  require  in  regard  to  the  rifle  practice 
of  their  commands,  and  as  to  the  number  and  condition  of  all  targets  or  other  military 
property  of  the  state  issued  to  their  respective  commands  for  use  in  rifle  practice  ; 
and  if,  at  the  conclusion  of  his  inspection  of  any.  armory,  range  or  practice  ground, 
he  shall  find  any  property  appertaining  to  rifle  practice  which  ought  to  be  kept 
therein,  missing,  injured,  unfit  for  use,  or  deficient  in  any  respect,  or  that  such  range 
or  practice  ground  is  dangerous,  he  shall  forthwith  report  the  facts  in  respect  thereto 
to  general  headquarters.  He  may,  from  time  to  time,  examine  the  officers  upon  the 
theory  and  practice  of  marksmanship,  and  upon  the  system  of  instruction  of  rifle 
practice.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend,  as  far  as  practicable,  all  general  competitions 
in  marksmanship  among  the  National  Guard,  and  see  that  such  competitions  are  con- 
ducted with  fairness  and  according  to  prescribed  regulations.  He  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  general  headquarters,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  result  of  all  com- 
petitions in  marksmanship,  with  the  names  of  the  winners,  together  with  such  sug- 
gestions as  he  may  see  fit.  The  brigade  inspectors  of  rifle  practice  shall  have 
supervision  of  all  matters  appertaining  to  rifle  practice  within  the  limits  of  their 
respective  brigades,  under  the  direction  of  the  brigade  commander,  as  above  pre-- 
scribed  for  the  inspector  general  of  rifle  practice.  They  shall  report  to  such  inspector 
general  of  rifle  practice,  whenever  required  by  him,  the  condition  of  rifle  practice  in 
the  respective  brigades,  and  what  practice  of  that  description  has  been  carried  on 
during  any  period,  and  shall  also,  at  his  request,  report  to  him  upon  any  matter 
relating  to  rifle  practice  which  may  require  examination  within  their  respective 
brigades.  They  shall  attend  the  competition  for  any  prizes  that  may  be  offered  by 
the  state  to  the  command  to  which  they  are  attached,  or  that  may  be  arranged 
between  any  of  the  companies  of  their  brigades,  and  see  that  the  same  are  conducted 
with  fairness,  and  according  to  the  prescribed  regulations  for  such  competitive 
matches,  and  report  to  the  inspector  general  of  rifle  practice  the  result  of  such  com- 
petitions, with  the  names  of  the  winners,  together  with  such  suggestions  as  they 
may  see  fit  to  make.  Regimental  and  battalion  inspectors  of  rifle  practice  shall 
have  supervision  of  all  matters  appertaining  to  rifle  practice  within  the  limits  of  their 
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respective  regimeuts  or  battalions,  as  prescribed  for  the  brigade  inspector  of  rifle 
practice.  They  shall  report  to  said  brigade  inspector  of  their  several  brigades,  the 
condition  of  rifle  practice  in  their  respective  regiments  or  battalions,  and  what 
practice  has  been  carried  on  during  any  period,  and  shall  also,  at  his  request,  report  to 
him  upon  any  matter  relating  to  rifle  practice  which  may  require  examination  within 
their  respective  regiments  or  battalions.  They  shall  attend  the  competitions  for  any 
prize  that  may  be  offered,  or  that  may  be  arranged  between  the  companies  of  their 
respective  regiments  or  battalions,  and  see  that  the  same  are  conducted  with  fair- 
ness and  according  to  the  prescribed  regulations  for  such  competitive  matches,  and 
report  to  the  brigade  inspector  of  rifle  practice  the  result  of  all  such  competitions, 
with  the  names  of  the  winners,  together  with  such  suggestions  as  they  may  see  fit 
to  make. 

Sec.  30.  A  new  section  is  hereby  added  to  the  Political  Code  of  California,  to  be 
known  as  section  two  thousand  and  nine  thereof,  to  read  as  follows  : 

2009.  1.  The  medical  department  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  is  hereby 
organized  into  a  sanitary  corps  which  shall  consist  of  one  surgeon  general,  with 
rank  of  colonel,  who  shall  be  executive  head  of  the  corps,  and  such  number  of  com- 
missioned officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  privates  as  may  be  required  to  fur- 
nish an  efficient  service  for  the  organized  strength  of  the  National  Guard. 

2.  The  commissioned  strength  of  the  sanitary  corps  shall  be  determined  by  the 
organization  of  the  National  Guard,  to  wit :  To  each  organized  division,  one  chief 
surgeon  with  the  rank  of  colonel :  to  each  organized  brigade,  one  chief  surgeon  with 
rank  of  lieutenant  colonel :  to  each  organized  regiment,  one  surgeon  with  the  rank  of 
major ;  and  a  surgeon,  with  the  rank  of  captain,  for  each  battalion. 

3.  The  appointment  of  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  sanitary  corps  shall  be  made 
by  the  commander-in-chief,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  division,  brigade,  regi- 
mental or  battalion  commanders. 

4.  The  commander-in-chief  is  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  enlisted  men  of  the 
National  Guard  to  the  sanitary  corps,  or  cause  to  be  enlisted  for  the  same  as  many 
hospital  sergeants,  hospital  corporals  and  privates  as  the  service  may  require,  who 
may  be  mounted  and  permanently  attached  to  the  sanitary  corps,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  commander-in-chief  may  prescribe. 

5.  No  person  shall  receive  the  appointment  of  surgeon,  unless  he  is  a  licensed 
graduate  of  a  medical  school,  and  unless  he  shall  have  been  examined  and  approved 
by  a  medicaj  board  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  surgeons,  designated  by  the 
commander-in-chief,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  general. 

6.  No  person  shall  be  transferred  to  or  enlisted  into  the  sanitary  corps  unless 
he  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  as  to  his  qualifications,  before  a 
board  of  medical  officers,  to  be  appointed  by  the  commander-in-chief,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  surgeon  general. 

7.  Assignments  of  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the 
sanitary  corps  shall  be  made,  and  their  duties  prescribed  by  the  commander-in-chief, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  general. 

8.  Privates  of  the  sanitary  corps  shall  do  duty  as  cooks,  nurses  and  attendants  in 
hospitals,  and  as  stretcher-bearers  and  ambulance-drivers  and  attendants  in  the 
field,  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  them  by  proper  authoritj'. 

9.  The  pay  and  emoluments  of  members  of  the  sanitary  corps  shall  be  the  same  as 
provided  by  law  for  the  pay  of  troops  of  the  National  Guard ;  they  shall  be  subject 
to  detail  by  the  surgeon  general. 

10.  The  sanitary  corps  shall  be  equipped  and  uniformed  the  same  as  the  same 
department  in  the  United  States  army.  The  funds  to  be  expended  by  this  depart- 
ment, shall  be  expended  by  the  authority  of  the  commander-in-chief,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  surgeon  general. 

Sec.  31.  Section  two  thousand  and  eighteen  of  the  Political  Code  of  California  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

2018.     The  National  Guard  of  California  must  parade  in  each  year  as  follows  : 

1.  On  the  fourth  of  July. 

2.  For  target  practice  at  such  times  as  may  be  designated  by  the  commander-in- 
chief,  and  at  least  once  in  each  year. 

8.  These  parades  shall  be  made  by  brigade,  regiment,  battalion,  or  company,  as  may 
be  deemed  most  advisable  by  the  commander-in-chief,  who  shall  issue  orders  to  the 
National  Guard  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  32.  Section  two  thousand  and  twenty-two  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

2022.  The  commander-in-chief  may  annually  order  an  encampment  for  discipline 
and  drill,  either  by  division,  brigade,  regiment,  battalion  or  unattached  company, 
and  all  troops  assembled  or  encamped  under  command  of  the  commander-in-chief, 
for  not  less  than  seven  days,  shall  receive  a  sum  equal  to  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  day  for  each  officer  and  man  regularly  on  duty  in  such  camp  ;  provided,  thg,t 
the  aggregate  for  each  company  of  such  last-mentioned  allowance  of  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents  per  day  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  per 
company  ;  all  ofiicers  and  men  shall  receive  in  addition  to  the  above  allowance,  the 
actual  fare  to  and  from  the  place  of  encampment :  and  provided  further,  that  when 
the  division  or  a  brigade  is  regularly  assembled  and  encamped  for  discipline  and 
drill   for  not  less  than   seven  days,   then,   in   addition   to   the   above   allowance,    the 
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major  general,  brigadier  general,  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  commander-in-chief 
and  each  staff  officer  on  the  general  staff,  shall  receive  from  the  state  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  day  while  regularly  on  duty  in  such  camp  •  and 
proridrd  further,  that  m  any  camp  held  in  imrsuance  of  orders  from  the  commander- 
in-chief,  all  mounted  officers  and  enlisted  men  shall  receive  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
per  day  for  each  horse  necessarily  used  by  them  at  such  encampment;  and  provided 
further,  that  by  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  companies  of  the  naval  battalion 
such  services  may  be  performed  afloat.  Aforesaid  allowances  shall  be  paid  only 
when  appropriations  are  made  sufficient  for  that  purpose. 

_  Sec.  33.  Section  two  thousand  and  seventy-six  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
IS  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

2076.     The  following  officers  may  appoint  courts-martial : 

1.  The  commander-in-chief  for  the  trial  of  general  officers,  retired  officers,  and  all 
officers  of  the  staff  of  the  commander-in-chief. 

2.  The  major  general  for  the  trial  of  all  staff  officers  of  the  division  and  brigades, 
and  of  field  officers  of  regiments  and  battalions. 

3.  The  brigadier  general  for  the  trial  of  officers  and  soldiers  in  their  respective 
brigades. 

4.  The  commanding  officers  of  regiments  and  unattached  battalions  for  the  trial  of 
enlisted  men  in  their  respective  commands.  For  the  trial  of  enlisted  men  of  regi- 
ments or  battalions,  the  commanding  officer  thereof,  may,  at  any  time,  appoint  a 
summary  court-martial,  to  consist  of  one  officer  whose  rank  is  not  below  that  of 
captain.  For  the  trial  of  enlisted  men  of  unattached  companies,  troops  or  batteries, 
the  brigade  commander  may.  at  any  time,  appoint  a  summary  court-matrial,  to  consist 
of  a  first  lieutenant  of  such  company,  troop  or  battery. 

5.  The  officer  appointing  said  court,  shall  fix  the  day  on  which  it  shall  convene, 
and  when  convened  the  court  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  as  shall  become  neces- 
sary for  the  transaction  of  business ;  but  the  whole  session  of  the  court,  from  the 
day  on  which  it  shall  convene  until  its  dissolution,  shall  not  exceed  forty-five  days, 
and  in  case  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  court,  or  a  new  court  shall  be  required, 
the  officer  ordering  the  court,  or  his  successor  in  command,  may  fill  such  vacancy  or 
order  a  new  court. 

6.  The  officer  constituting  such  court,  shall,  before  he  enters  on  his  duties  as  such, 

take  the  following  oath:  "I,  ;■  do  swear   (or  affirm)    that  I  will  well  and 

truly  try  and  determine,  according  to  evidence,  all  matters  between  the  people  of  the 
State  of  California  and  any  person  or  persons  who  may  come  before  t+ie  summary 
court-martial  to  which  I  have  been  appointed."  And  such  oath  shall  be  taken  by 
him  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  or  a  field  officer, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  justice  of  the  peace  or  field  officer  to  administer  the 
oath  without  fee  or  reward. 

7.  Such  court  may  direct  a  non-commissioned  officer,  or  other  fit  person  or  persons; 
to  be  by  him  designated,  to  summon  all  delinquents  and  parties  accused  to  appear 
before  the  court,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  by  him  appointed.  Service  shall  be  : 
(1)  Personal:  or  (2)  If  personal  service  be  impossible,  by  leaving  such  summons 
at  the  residence  of  the  accused  or  delinquent;  (3)  If  service  can  not  be  effected  in 
either  of  the  ways  above  mentioned,  then  by  depositing  in  a  United  States  post  office, 
postage  paid,  said  summons  addressed  to  last  known  place  of  residence. 

8.  Such  non-commissioned  officer,  or  other  person  or  persons,  so  designated,  shall 
make  a  verified  return  of  the  service  made. 

9.  The  court  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  summary  courts-martial 
are  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  have  the  trial  of  all  offenses, 
delinquencies  and  deficiencies  that  occur  in  the  regiment  or  battalion  for  which  it 
shall  have  been  appointed,  and  also  of  any  that  occur  in  the  separate  companies, 
troops,  or  batteries:  and  the  said  court  shall  have  power  to  impose  or  direct  to  be 
levied  all  the  fines  or  penalties  to  which  enlisted  men  are  declared  to  be  subject  by 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

10.  The  proceedings  and  sentence  of  any  such  court  shall,  without  delay  be 
delivered  to  the  officer  ordering  the  court,  who  shall  approve  or  disapprove  the  same 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  shall  give  notice  of  his  approval  or  disapproval  to 
the  president  thereof ;  and  from  the  sentence  of  any  such  court  imposing  a  fine  or 
penalty  for  any  offense,  delinquency,  or  deficiency,  an  appeal,  if  made  within  twenty 
days  after  the  fine  or  penalty  was  made  known  to  the  person  fined,  shall  be  allowed 
to  the  officer  ordering  the  court,  or  to  his  successor  in  command,  and  he  may  remit 
or  mitigate  such  penalty  or  fine. 

Sec.  34.  Section  two  thousand  and  eighty-four  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

2084.  Every  sheriff  and  constable  must  serve  all  orders,  subpoenas,  or  process 
delivered  to  him  for  that  purpose  by  any  member  of  a  court-martial,  or  court  of 
inquiry,  and  shall  receive  for  such  service  the  same  fee,  in  the  same  manner,  and 
account  for  the  same  as  provided  by  law  in  criminal  cases. 

Sec.  85.  Section  two  thousand  and  ninety-four  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

2094.  There  must  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  board  of  military  auditors,  and 
T)aid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  military  purposes,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  state 
controller,  to  the  commanding  officer  of  each  infantry  or  artillery  company  of  the 
National   Guard,   the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  month ;   to  the  commanding 
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officer  of  each  light  battery  having  not  less  than  four  guns,  with  which  they  regularly 
drill  and  parade,  and  to  the  commanding  officer  of  each  troop  of  cavalry,  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  per  month ;  and  to  the  commanding  officer  of  each  division  of 
the  naval  battalion,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  month ;  the  sum  so  paid  to 
be  used  for  armory  rent,  care  of  arms,  and  proper  incidental  expenses  of  the  company. 
There  must  also  be  audited,  allowed  and  paid,  out  of  the  same  appropriations,  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  or  battalion,  the  sum  of  six  dollars  per  month 
for  each  company  in  his  command,  for  clerical  expenses,  stationery,  printing  and 
postage ;  and  if  the  regiment  or  battalion  has  more  than  four  companies,  and  has 
attached  to  it  an  organized  and  uniformed  band  of  not  less  than  twenty  people,  the 
additional  sum  of  thirty-five  dollars  per  month  for  such  band ;  to  the  major  general 
six  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  to  the  brigadier  general  of  each  brigade  five  dollars 
per  month  for  each  company  in  his  brigade,  and  to  each  company  a  sum  necessary  for 
uniforms,  and  to  keep  the  same  in  repair,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  annum ;  and  to  .the  adjutant  general  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  to  be 
expended  by  him  in  promoting  rifle  practice.  There  shall  also  be  paid,  from  the 
military  appropriations  of  the  state,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  the 
first  year  of  its  existence,  to  the  brigadier  general  for  a  hospital  and  ambulance 
corps  in  their  respective  brigades,  which  sum  shall  be  expended  in  the  purchasing  of 
proper  supplies,  equipments  and  medicines  for  such  corps,  and  thereafter  to  such 
corps  there  shall  be  paid  a  sum,  for  the  same  purpose,  of  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  36.  Section  two  thousand  and  ninety-nine  of  the  Political  Code  of  California, 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

2099.  The  annual  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  must  be  audited  by  the 
board,  and  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  military  purposes,  to  each  company  of 
the  National  Guard  of  fifty  members  or  over,  and  an  amount  in  proportion  to  every 
company  of  less  than  fifty  members.  The  amount  so  audited  and  allowed  must  be 
paid  to  the  commanding  officers  of  such  companies,  for  the  use  thereof. 

Sec.  37.  Section  twenty-one  hundred  and  one  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  38.  Section  twenty-one  himdred  and  five  of  the  Political  Code  of  California 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

2105.  There  must  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  board  of  military  auditors,  and 
paid  out  of  the  appropriations  for  military  purposes,  to  the  commanding  officer  of  each 
signal  corps  in  the  National  Guard,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  per  month  for  each 
member  of  said  corps,  the  sum  so  paid  to  be  used  for  armory  rents,  care  of  arms, 
and  proper  incidental  expense  of  the  signal  corps  ;  provided,  that  no  allowance  shall 
be  made  for  more  than  forty  men  to  any  one  signal  corps.

The  National  Guard  of  California  consists  of  three  regiments  (thirty- 
six,  companies)  of  infantry,  organized  into  one  brigade;  also,  three 
troops  of  cavalry,  liwo  companies  of  signal  corps,  a  coast  artillery  corps, 
comprising  nine  companies,  and,  in  addition,  the  following  staff  depart- 
ments and  corps : 

Adjutant  General's  Department, 
Inspector   General's   Department, 
Judge  Advocate  General's  Department, 
Quartermaster 's  Department, 
Subsistence  Department, 
Pay  Department, 
Ordnance  Department, 
Medical  Department, 
Corps  of  Engineers, 
Signal  Corps. 
The  brigade  known  and  designated  as  the  First  Brigade  is  commanded 
by  Brigadier  General  Robert  Wankowski,  with  headquarters  at  Los 
Angeles. 

Troops  B,  C,  and  D,  Cavalry,  are  considered  as  separate  organiza- 
tions, 'and  are  attached  to  general  headquarters,  reporting  to  The 
Adjutant  General.  For  administrative  purposes,  the  Commanding 
General,  First  Brigade,  exercises  supervision  over  these  three  organiza- 
tions, as  well  as  over  Companies  A  and  B,  Signal  Corps,  all  returns, 
reports,  correspondence,  and  other  papers  passing  through  brigade 
headquarters. 

The  National  Guard  of  California  is  a  serviceable  body,  and  in  drill, 
discipline,  equipment,  and  efficiency  compares  very  favorably  with  the 
best  organized  militia  in  any  of  the  states. 
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Since  my  last  report,  under  instructions  from  the  War  Department, 
a  very  important  movement  has  been  inaugurated  in  the  creation  of  a 
coast  artillery  corps.  According  to  an  agreement  had  between  the  War 
Department  and  the  Adjutant  General  of  California,  sixteen  companies 
of  coast  artillery  are  to  be  organized  in  this  State,  fourteen  to  be  placed 
in  San  Francisco,  and  two  to  be  located  in  San  Diego.  Nine  of  these 
companies  have  so  far  been  organized,  seven  of  them,  together  with  the 
headquarters  and  band,  being  stationed  in  San  Francisco,  and  two  being 
located  at  San  Diego.  It  is  believed  that  the  remaining  seven  companies 
can  be  organized  within  the  coming  year,  provided  building  operations 
in  connection  with  the  proposed  armory  at  San  Francisco  are  started 
in  the  near  future.  It  is  known  that  one  or  two  companies  could  be 
organized  at  an  early  date  if  there  were  suitable  and  adequate  armory 
accommodations  for  them.

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NAVAL  MILITIA. 

This  branch  of  the  State  troops  consists  of  eight  divisions,  under  the 
command  of  Captain  George  W.  Bauer,  with  headquarters  and  a  band 
at  San  Francisco. 

The  U.  S.  S.  "Alert"  proving  too  small  and  inadequate  for  the  needs 
of  the  Naval  Militia  of  this  State,  upon  application  to  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment permission  was  obtained  to  return  this  ship  to  the  United  States 
Government.  This  was  accomplished  on  March  21,  1910,  and  in 
exchange  therefor  the  U.  S.  S.  "Marblehead"  was  turned  over  to  the 
State  for  the  use  of  its  Naval  Militia.  The  "Marblehead"  is  a  com- 
paratively modern  vessel,  of  more  tonnage  and  with  accommodations 
for  a  much  larger  crew  than  the  "Alert,"  and  affords  excellent  facil- 
ities for  a  training  ship. 

Steps  are  being  taken  by  the  Navy  Department  to  eventually  place 
the  Naval  Keserves  of  the  several  states  on  the  same  footing  as  the 
Organized  Militia  or  National  Guard  of  the  different  states,  which  will 
materially  increase  their  efficiency  for  active  service. 

SMALL   ARMS   PRACTICE. 

The  reports  of  small  arms  practice  for  the  past  two  years  show  a 
constant  and  marked  improvement  and  much  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
service.  Most  of  the  organizations  are  provided  with  outdoor  ranges 
up  to  and  including  500  yards,  a  few  of  these  having  600,  800,  and 
1,000  yard  ranges.  The  target  ranges  are,  however,  in  many  instances, 
inadequate,  a  difficulty  well-nigh  impossible  to  overcome  with  the  limited 
State  appropriation  for  small  arms  practice  and  the  very  high  and  the 
almost  prohibitive  price  of  land  prevailing  in  many  localities ;  further- 
more, in  some  cases  a  range  is  situated  at  such  a  distance  from  the 
armory  of  the  one  or  more  organizations  using  it  as  to  render  the  matter 
of  transportation  very  expensive. 

The  teams  representing  this  State  in  the  national  rifle  matches  at 
Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  in  1908  and  1909,  made  a  marked  improvement  in 
record  over  previous  years,  in  the  latter  year  making  a  total  score  of 
3,560  points  to  its  credit,  and,  out  of  forty-eight  competing  teams, 
finishing  in  fifteenth  place.  The  California  team  received  fourth  prize 
in  Class  "  B, "  thus  placing  it  in  Class  "  A  "  for  the  next  year. 
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JOINT  CAMP  OP  INSTRUCTION,  ATASCADERO,  CAL.,  NINETEEN  HUNDRED 

AND  EIGHT. 

The  mobile  land  forces  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  partici- 
pated with  troops  of  the  United  States  Army  in  field  exercises  (small 
maneuvers),  at  Atascadero,  Cal.,  October  4  to  15,  1908,  inclusive.  The 
organizations  that  took  part  in  these  exercises  were : 

Commanding  General,  First  Brigade,  and  Staff. 

First  and  Second  companies,  Signal  Corps. 

Troops  B,  C,  and  D,  Cavalry. 

Second  Infantry,  including  Detachment  Hospital  Corps. 

Fifth  Infantry,  including  Detachment  Hospital  Corps. 

Seventh  Infantry,  including  Detachment  Hospital  Corps. 

The  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  and  ten  other  officers  of  staff  corps 
and  departments  participated  in  the  exercises  in  various  capacities. 

The  troops  left  their  home  stations  October  4,  arriving  at  the  camp 
at-  various  hours  throughout  the  following  day.  The  troops  of  the 
Regular  Army  had  been  in  camp  at  Atascadero  for  several  weeks  pre- 
vious to  the  arrival  of  the  State  troops,  and  wagon  transportation 
furnished  by  the  Chief  Quartermaster  of  the  camp  was  at  hand  at  the 
detraining  point  to  carry  the  baggage,  etc.,  of  the  State  troops  to  the 
camp,  a  distance  of  about  one  mile.  Taking  into  consideration  the 
very  few  occasions  that  the  troops  of  this  State  are  called  upon  to 
journey  by  train,  and  therefore  the  consequent  inexperience  of  both 
officers  and  men  in  entraining  and  detraining,  the  detraining  of  the 
organizations  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  at  this  camp  was 
accomplished  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  In  some  instances  delay  was 
due  to  the  neglect  of  officers  to  select  the  baggage  details  before  the 
arrival  of  their  train  at  the  detraining  point,  and,  also,  because  supplies 
and  equipage  were  often  packed  in  boxes  or  chests  too  large  to  be  easily 
handled  by  two  or  three  men.  Apropos  of  this  matter,  I  desire  to  say 
that  it  is  the  intention  of  this  department  to  provide  packing  boxes 
of  suitable  size  to  be  used  hereafter  for  the  extra  field  equipment  of 
organizations. 

The  camps  of  the  several  organizations  were  established  within  a 
reasonably  short  time.  The  location  of  the  camp,  as  a  whole,  was  much 
better  than  that  of  1904,  being  upon  high  ground  to  the  east  of  the  plain 
upon  which  the  1904  camp  was  situated.  It  was  sheltered  by  the  trees, 
and  was,  therefore,  more  comfortable  during  the  heat  of  the  day.  The 
drainage  was  also  better,  and  the  plain  remained  available  for  drill  pur- 
poses. The  water  supply  was  good,  and  bathing  facilities  ample  for 
both  officers  and  enlisted  men.  The  supply  station  and  detraining  point 
was  at  Atascadero,  several  miles  nearer  to  the  camp  than  in  1904,  thus 
making  a  much  shorter  haul  for  equipage  and  supplies. 
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Wagon  transportation  was  not  always  to  be  had  for  the  necessary 
hauling,  partly  because  the  National  Guard  quartermasters  did  not 
always  know  just  how  to  get  it.  If  possible,  wagons  should  be  assigned 
to  each  regiment  at  the  ratio  of  one  for  regimental  headquarters  and  one 
for  each  battalion,  one  for  brigade  headquarters,  and  one  each  to  the 
cavalry  and  signal  corps.  All  wagons,  however,  would  necessarily  be  at 
the  disposal  of  the  chief  quartermaster  of  the  camp  during  a  general 
movement  of  the  troops  or  for  use  during  problems. 

The  sanitation  of  the  camp  could  not  very  well  have  been  improved 
upon,  the  absence  of  flies  and  odors  being  evidence  of  the  careful  atten- 
tion paid  to  sanitation.  Also,  the  small  percentage  of  officers  and  men 
on  sick  report  indicated  almost  perfect  sanitary  arrangements.  For 
this  all  credit  is  due  to  the  officers  of  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  Army  on 
duty  at  the  camp. 

The  method  of  issuing  commissary  supplies  by  the  officers  of  the 
Subsistence  Department  of  the  Army  was  most  excellent.  Army  cooks 
were  detailed  to  instruct  and  assist  the  cooks  of  the  National  Guard 
organizations,  and  in  this  manner  cooks  who  were  not  accustomed  to 
handling  the  Army  ration  were  able  to  conserve  and  prepare  it  in  such 
a  way  that  it  proved  more  than  ample.  At  previous  camps  where  the 
straight  Army  ration  only  was  used  complaint  has  been  made  that  it  was 
not  sufficient  for  militia  troops,  especially  for  the  first  few  days,  because 
of  the  abnormal  appetities  of  the  men ;  but  the  experience  in  this  regard 
at  this  camp  proved  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that  the  Army  ration,  if 
properly  handled,  is  ample  for  the  proper  subsistence  of  all  troops. 
Excellent  bread  was  supplied  from  the  camp  bakery,  which  was  estab- 
lished by  the  Subsistence  Department  of  the  Army,  and  militia  organ- 
izations participated  in  the  profits  thereof  in  the  same  manner  as  did 
organizations  of  the  Army.  Lectures  upon  the  proper  methods  of 
handling  the  ration  were  frequently  given  by  officers  of  the  Subsistence 
Department  of  the  Army,  and  must  have  proved  of  considerable  value 
to  those  who  attended  them. 

The  scheme  of  instruction  for  the  State  troops  afforded  the  companies, 
battalions,  and  regiments  an  opportunity  to  have  some  close  order  drill, 
which  was  an  excellent  idea,  as  the  organizations  of  this  State  are  so 
widely  separated,  as  a  rule,  that  they  can  seldom  be  assembled  for  bat- 
talion drills  or  regimental  evolutions.  The  preliminary  drills  in  close 
and  extended  order  put  the  organizations  in  shape  to  better  participate 
in  and  comprehend  the  more  advanced  problems  given  later  on.  Owing 
to  the  short  period  of  the  encampment,  regimental  commanders  had  very 
little  opportunity  to  handle  their  regiments  in  field  exercises,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  hereafter  similar  encampments  will  cover  a  period  of  at  least 
fifteen  days,  so  that  there  will  be  time  to  have  two  or  three  exercises 
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involving  entire  regiments.  While  it  is,  perhaps,  most  essential  that 
attention  be  given  to  the  instruction  of  officers  of  the  lower  grades  and 
to  the  enlisted  men,  yet  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  field 
officers  of  the  National  Guard,  particularly  regimental  commanders, 
have  little  or  no  opportunity  to  drill  their  commands  except  at  encamp- 
ments. The  officers  of  the  Army  detailed  with  each  National  Guard 
regiment  at  this  camp  were  of  invaluable  assistance  to  the  officers  of 
such  regiments.  They  were  also  the  means  of  bringing  into  closer  rela- 
tionship the  officers  of  the  Army  and  the  National  Guard  of  this  State. 
The  various  exercises  which  the  State  troops  were  called  upon  to  take 
part  in  proved  of  much  interest  and  benefit  to  all,  and  were  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  be  easily  comprehended  by  those  participating  therein. 
Not  once  did  the  interest  of  officers  or  enlisted  men  flag,  thus  showing 
the  very  careful  consideration  given  to  the  preparation  of  the  exercises. 
However,  the  necessity  of  National  Guard  troops  giving  more  attention 
to  exercises  in  minor  tactics  and  officers  to  map  reading  was  very 
apparent.  It  is  certain  that  too  much  attention  is  given  to  close  order 
movements,  and  altogether  too  little  time  devoted  to  outpost,  advance, 
and  rear  guard  duty,  patrols,  etc. 

In  practically  every  way  the  camp  was  a  success,  due  principally  to 
the  untiring  interest  and  efforts  of  Colonel  M.  P.  Maus,  U.  S.  A.,  who 
commanded  the  camp,  and  to  the  other  officers  of  the  Army  on  duty  at 
the  camp.  All  National  Guard  organizations  broke  camp  on  October 
]4th,  arriving  at  their  home  stations  on  the  15th. 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  reports  of  Colonel  A.  W. 
Bradbur}',  The  Assistant  Ad.jutant  General  of  California,  and  the  com- 
manding officers  of  the  Second,  Fifth,  and  Seventh  Regiments  of 
Infantry,  pertaining  to  this  camp. 

CAMP  OP  INSTRUCTION  FOR  INFANTRY  OFFICERS  AT  MONTEREY,   CAL. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  a  camp  of  instruction  for 
infantry  officers  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  was  established  at 
the  Presidio  of  Monterey,  Monterey,  Cal.,  June  12  to  19,  1910,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  8,  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral's Office,  State  of  California,  May  2,  1910.  This  camp  was  com- 
manded by  Lieutenant  Colonel  Robert  L.  Bullard,  Eighth  Infantry. 
U.  S.  Army.  In  addition  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Bullard,  the  Command- 
ing General,  Department  of  California,  U.  S.  Army,  assigned  seven 
captains  and  two  lieutenants  of  the  Army  as  instructors.  Eighty-eight 
officers  of  the  infantry  branch  of  the  National  Guard  of  California 
attended  this  camp  for  the  entire  period.  The  course  of  instruction 
followed  at  this  camp  was  productive  of  great  benefit  to  those  officers 
-who  were  in  attendance,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  matters  can  be  so 
arranged  that  such  a  camp  may  be  held  each  year.     In  his  report  for 
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the  year  1910,  the  Commanding  General,  Department  of  California, 
U.  S.  Army,  had  the  following  to  say  relative  to  the  camp : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  4,  War  Department, 
January  12,  1910,  the  authorities  of  the  State  of  California  having-  signified  tlicir 
willingness  to  assemble  the  infantry  officers  of  the  State  in  a  camp  of  instruction, 
such  a  camp  was  established  at  the  Presidio  of  Monterey,  California,  June  12  to 
19,  1910. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Robert  L.  Bullard.  Eighth  Infantry,  was  in  charge  of  the 
camp.  Eighty-eight  infantry  officers  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  attended 
as  students.  Brigadier  General  Wankowski  and  Assistant  Adjutant  General  Brad- 
bury attended  as  visiting  officers.  A  comprehensive  course  of  instruction  was 
outlined  in  orders  from  these  headquarters.  Enthusiasm  and  interest  by  the 
National  Guard  officers  and  thoroughness  of  instruction  by  the  officers  of  the 
Regular  Army  marked  the  entire  period  of  the  camp. 

Report  of  the  operations  of  the  camp,  by  Colonel  Bullard,  was  forwarded  to  the 
\*/ar  Department.     Colonel  Bullard  concludes  his  report  as  follows : 

"The  zeal,  earnestness  and  industry  of  officers  in  general,  both  students  and 
instructors,  left  little  to  be  desired.  With  one  or  two  exceptions,  and  these  not 
exaggerated,  the  spirit  displayed  by  students  was  excellent.  They  were  anxious 
to  learn  and  ready  to  do.  There  was  no  trifling,  no  picnicking.  Instruction  was 
received  intelligently,  eagerly,  and  gratefully.  The  order  and  routine  of  the  camp 
were  obeyed  unquestioningly  and  with  alacrity.  Interest  was  maintained  to  rhe 
end.  Indeed,  the  last  day's  work  was  the  liveliest  and  best  of  all,  and  the  camp 
ended  in  genuine  enthusiasm." 

These  camps  of  instruction  are  in  the  right  direction,  and  should  be  continued. 
A  progressive  course  might  be  prescribed  by  the  War  Department,  covering,  say. 
a  period  of  three  years.  National  Guard  officers  who  have  taken  the  prescribed 
course  and  who  are  declared  proficient  to  be  excused  from  further  attendance. 
These  camps,  if  properly  conducted,  should  aid  the  National  Guard  officers  in  their 
preparation  for  the  maneuver  camps.

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xiRMGRIES.- 

No  armories  are  owned  by  the  State,  counties,  or  municipalities,  and 
but  in  two  or  three  instances  are  armories  owned  by 'the  military  organ- 
izations occupying  them.  A  rental,  usually  ranging  from  $55  to  $60  a 
month,  is  paid  by  organizations  from  the  quarterly  allowance  received 
from  the  State  for  "armory  rent,  care  of  arms,  and  proper  incidental 
expenses. ' ' 

The  importance  of  suitable  armories,  which  should  be  owned  by  the 
State,  or  by  the  county,  or  municipality  in  which  the  National  Guard 
organization  or  organizations  are  located,  is  more  and  more  apparent 
each  year.  Under  present  conditions,  most  of  the  armories  are  recon- 
structed buildings  with  inadequate  drill  halls  and  storerooms  more  or 
less  unsuitable  and  often  unsafe  for  property  in  case  of  fire.  Many  of 
the  drill  halls  are  used  for  social  purposes,  and  the  waxed  floors  are 
unsatisfactory  and  even  dangerous  for  drill  purposes. 

The  Adjutant  General,  fully  realizing  the  importance  of  this  matter, 
has,  as  mentioned  in  the  last  biennial  report  of  this  department,  been 
endeavoring  to  inaugurate  a  movement  for  the  construction  of  suitable 
armories  in  localties  having  one  or  more  military  organizations.  The 
most  notable  results  so  far  obtained  have  been  the  passage  by  the  last 
Legislature  of  laws  containing  the  following  provisions : 

1.  The  creating  of  a  State  Armory  Board,  to  consist  of  The  Adjutant 
General,  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  the  Inspector  General,  the 
Judge  Advocate  General,  and  the  Brigade  Commander;  said  board  to 
have  control  of  all  armories  or  arsenals  built  by  the  State,  or  that  may 
come  into  possession  of  the  State,  or  any  building  or  buildings  that  may 
be  erected,  purchased,  or  provided  by  any  town,  city,  county,  or  city 
and  county,  for  armory  or  arsenal  purposes. 

2.  The  securing  of  a  site  for  an  armory  for  the  National  Guard  organ- 
izations in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  and  making  available 
and  reappropriating  certain  moneys  for  the  purchase  of  said  site  and 
the  erection,  equipment,  completion,  and  furnishing  of  said  armory  at  a 
total  cost  of  not  to  exceed  $420,000. 

3.  The  building,  equipping,  and  furnishing  of  an  armory  for  the 
National  Guard  organizations  in  Los  Angeles,  and  making  an  appropria- 
tion of  $100,000  therefor. 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  armory  for  Los  Angeles,  it  should 
be  said  that  the  State  Engineering  Department  reports  that  the  amount 
available  for  this  purpose  is  entirely  inadequate.  It  is,  therefore,  recom- 
mended that  an  additional  sum  of  $150,000  be  appropriated  therefor. 

It  can  hardly  be  expected,  however,  that  the  Legislature  will  appro- 
priate sufficient  money  to  insure  the  erection  of  suitable  armories  in  all 
localities  where  there  is  need  therefor.     As  a  feasible  solution  of  this 
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problem,  it  is  believed  a  law  should  be  enacted  similar  to  that  in  force 
in  the  state  of  New  York,  nnder  the  provisions  of  which  it  is  incumbent 
upon  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  to  furnish  ' '  a  suitable  and 
convenient  armory,  drill  room,  and  place  of  deposit  for  the  safekeeping 
of  the  arms,  equipments,  accoutrements,  uniforms,  and  other  military 
property"  issued  to  each  National  Guard  organization,  the  expenses 
incident  to  purchasing  land  for  the  location  of  such  armory  and  for 
the  building,  ecjuipping,  and  furnishing  of  same  being  a  portion  of  the 
county  charge  of  the  county  in  which  said  armory  is  located,  and  levied, 
collected,  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  count}^  charges  are 
IcA'ied,  collected,  and  paid. 

If  organizations  are  to  be  maintained  at  the  proper  standard  of 
efficiency,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned  that  armories  should  be 
provided  for  them  either  by  the  State  or  by\  counties,  as  is  the  case  in 
the  state  of  New  York. 

EMERGENCY   FUND. 

For  a  number  of  years  this  department  has  emphasized  the  necessity 
and  importance  of  provision  being  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the 
establishment  of  an  "Emergency  Fund,"  for  the  pay,  travel,  and  suli- 
sistence  of  the  State  military  forces,  or  any  portion  thereof,  when  called 
into  the  active  service  of  the  State.  This  persistency  of  effort  finallv 
bore  fruit  in  the  passage  by  the  Legislature  on  April  12,  1909,  of  an  act 
making  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  the  expenses  of  the  National 
Guard  in  case  of  insurrection,  invasion,  tumult,  riot,  or  imminent  dan- 
ger thereof,  this  fund  to  be  used  only  upon  the  order  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Governor. 

STATE    military:   LAW. 

A  number  of  necessary  and  desirable  modifications  and  amendments 
to  the  State  military  law  were  effected  by  the  Legislature  of  1909.  as 
a  result  of  which  its  provisions  now  fully  conform  to  the  "Dick  Militia 
Law,"  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  May  27,  1908. 
The  few  minor  discrepancies  in  organization  previously  existing  have, 
in  consequence,  been  corrected,  and  the  Governor  is  now  vested  with 
authority  to  make  such  changes  in  organization  from  time  to  time  as 
may  be  necessary  to  conform  to  the  organization  of  the  Army  and  as 
may  be  required  by  the  War  Department. 

OLD   WAR  FLAGS. 

In  the  treatment  of  the  very  important  subject  of  the  preservation 
and  display  of  the  colors  of  the  California  United  States  Volunteers, 
I  can  do  no  better  than  to  emphasize  and  reiterate  what  was  said  in  a 
former  report  from  this  office : 

The  preservation  of  our  State  battle  flags  should  appeal  to  the  patriotism  of 
every  citizen,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  standards 
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of  all  the  regimental  organizations  that  served  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  and 
the  Spanish-American  War  will  be  represented  in  the  collection  of  flags  in  the  State 
Capitol,  instead  of  being  permitted  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  private  individuals 
and  societies.  Some  special  provision  should  be  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the 
care  of  the  flags  already  possessed.  It  is  suggested  that  instead  of  ■  occupying 
cramped  quarters  in  The  Adjutant  General's  office,  they  be  placed  in  a  suitable 
depository  in  the  rotunda  of  the  Capitol,  where  they  can  be  viewed  by  the  public 
at  all  times,  and  each  flag  can  be  displayed  by  itself  Avith  a  distinct  and  suitable 
inscription  detailing  its  history. 

CONVENTION  OP  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD  ASSOCIATION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 

The  eleventh  annual  convention  of  the  National  Guard  Association  of 
the  United  States  was  held  in  Convention  Hall,  Hotel  Alexandria,  Los 
Angeles,  Cal.,  September  27,  28,  and  29,  1909,  with  delegates  represent- 
ing the  following  states,  territories,  etc. : 

Alabama,  Arizona,  California,  Colorado,  Delaware,  District  of  Colum- 
bia, Florida,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Kansas,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Massachusetts. 
Maine,  Maryland,  Michigan,  Nebraska,  New  York,  North  Dakota,  New 
Mexico,  Oklahoma,  Oregon,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Texas,  Virginia,  Wash- 
ington, Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming. 

In  addition  to  the  delegates  present,  the  convention  was  honored  by 
the  presence  of  the  following  officers  of  the  Regular  Army,  who  were 
in  attendance  b}^  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War : 

Colonel  E.  M.  Weaver,  Chief,  Division  of  Militia  Affairs ; 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Robert  R.  Stevens,  Quartermaster's  Department ; 

Captain  Fredrick  L.  Knudson,  Eighth  Infantry  ; 

Captain  Frederick  W.  Stopford,  Subsistence  Department ; 

Captain  James  L.  Bevans,  Medical  Corps  ; 

First  Lieutenant  Paul  W.  Beck,  Signal  Corps. 

All  of  these  officers  read  very  interesting  and  instructive  papers 
dealing  with  their  respective  departments  and  branches  of  the  service. 

Much  important  business  was  transacted  by  the  convention,  includ- 
ing recommendations  to  Congress  relative  to  legislation  affecting  the 
Eegular  Army  and  the  National  Guard. 

An  elaborate  program  of  entertainment  was  provided  for  the  visiting 
officers  and  their  friends  by  the  citizens  of  Los  Angeles  and  Pasadena 
through  the  efforts  of  Brigadier  General  Robert  Wankowski,  command- 
ing First  Brigade,  N.  G.  C,  and  other  officers  of  the  National  Guard 
residing  in  one  or  the  other  of  these  two  cities. 

The  convention  adjourned  on  September  29th  to  meet  at  St.  Louis. 
Missouri,  on  a  date  to  be  selected  by  the  executive  committee. 

OFFICE   BUSINESS. 

The  close  relations  established  and  existing  between  the  War  Depart- 
ment and  the  National  Guard  under  the  operation  of  the  United  States 
Militia  Law,  has  necessarily  entailed  much  additional  work  and  cor- 
respondence in  conducting  the  military  department  of  the  State. 
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The  following  will  give  some  idea  of  tlie  volume  of  merely  routine

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  respectfully  make  the  following  recommendations : 

First — I  desire  to  renew  and  emphasize  the  recommendation  pre- 
viously made  that  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  be  provided  for  the 
building  of  an  armory  and  State  arsenal  in  the  city  of  Sacramento.  The 
building  at  present  occupied  as  an  armory  by  the  National  Guard 
organizations  located  in  Sacramento  is  totally  unsuited  for  the  purpose, 
as  are  also  the  quarters  in  the  basement  of  the  Capitol  now  used  as  a 
State  arsenal,  where  approximately  $200,000  worth  of  military  stores 
and  supplies  are  constantly  on  hand. 

Second — That  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  pay  of  officers  and 
men  of  the  National  Guard  and  Naval  Militia  for  attendance  at  drills, 
as  provided  in  Section  2079,  Political  Code. 

The  National  Guard  problem  is  one  of  the  most  vital  before  our  people 
to-day.  Since  the  authorized  strength  of  our  Eegular  Army  is  only  a 
little  more  than  90,000  officers  and  men,  and  since  this  country  will 
never  permit  a  large  standing  army  in  keeping  with  other  first-class 
powers,  the  Federal  Government  can  only  look  to  the  National  Guard  in 
the  event  of  war  of  any  magnitude.  Under  the  "Dick  Militia  Law" 
the  organized  militia  becomes  a  part  of  the  first  line  of  defense,  and  the 
Federal  Government  looks  to  each  state  to  fix  for  its  National  Guard 
approximately  the  same  standard  of  efficiency  as  obtains  in  the  Regular 
Army,  in  order  that  it  may  be  available  for  any  active  field  service. 
This  means  that  the  ranks  must  be  kept  full,  officers  and  men  must  be 
well  instructed  and  trained — must  be  imbued  with  a  true  military 
spirit.  For  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  to  come  up  to  this  standard, 
requires  of  them  more  time  and  study  than  they  can  consistently  give 
without  great  sacrifice  of  their  personal  affairs.  A  payment  of  fifty 
cents  to  each  officer  and  twenty-five  cents  to  each  enlisted  man  per  drill, 
for  not  exceeding  three  drills  per  month,  would  afford  a  small  but 
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reasonable  compensation,  and  would  enable  the  State  authorities  to 
insist  upon  the  performance  of  military  duty  along  proper  lines. 

Third — That  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  payment  of  one  dollar 
per  day  in  excess  of  the  Government  pay  per  day  to  enlisted  men  in 
attendance  at  joint  maneuver  encampments  of  the  National  Guard  and 
United  States  Army,  as  provided  in  Section  2076,  Political  Code. 

As  these  encampments  take  place  at  least  every  other  year,  for  a 
period  of  fifteen  days,  and  as  the  pay  received  by  the  majority  of  the 
enlisted  men  from  the  Government  does  not  exceed  fifty  cents  a  day — 
a  sum  much  less  than  any  of  them  receive  as  a  daily  wage  in  their  civil 
occupations — unless  the  pay  is  materially  supplemented  by  the  State, 
participation  in  joint  maneuver  encampments  will,  in  most  instances, 
impose  a  heavy  and  unjust  burden  and  incur  a  great  personal  sacrifice. 
The  attendance,  in  consequence,  is  considerably  smaller  than  it  would 
otherwise  be,  which  condition  not  only  has  a  demoralizing  effect  on  those 
present,  but  often  seriously  interferes  with  the  successful  execution  of 
the  larger  problems. 

Fourth — That  a  considerable  increase  be  made  in  the  appropriation 
' '  for  the  purchase  of  uniforms  and  equipments ' '  for  the  sixty-third  and 
sixty-fourth  fiscal  years.  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
War  Department,  and  as  expressly  stated  in  the  "Dick  Militia  Law," 
the  National  Guard  of  this  State  must  be  fully  uniformed  and  equipped 
for  any  active  field  service.  Among  other  things,  it  will  be  necessary 
during  the  coming  year  to  make  a  complete  issue  of  field  service,  olive- 
drab  uniforms.  This  clothing  will  have  to  be  purchased  with  State 
funds,  as  the  allotment  to  California  from  Federal  appropriations  is 
inadequate. 

Fifth — The  Adjutant  General's  office  experiences  much  difficulty 
in  keeping  in  close  touch  throughout  the  year  with  the  more  remote 
organizations.  Under  the  present  system  a  representative  of  The  Adju- 
tant General's  office  (the  Inspector  General)  visits  these  organizations 
but  once  a  year,  at  the  time  of  the  annual  inspection.  This  is  not  com- 
mensurate with  the  needs  of  the  service,  and  in  order  that  The  Adjutant 
General's  office  may  be  better  able  to  understand  and  meet  the  particu- 
lar problems  and  conditions  confronting  each  of  these  organizations  and 
to  maintain  the  proper  supervision  over  them,  an  officer  of  the  Inspector 
General's  department  should  be  attached  to  The  Adjutant  General's 
office  under  pay,  and  the  Legislature  should  appropriate  sufficient  money 
for  his  pay  and  traveling  expenses.  Such  an  officer  would  thus  be 
enabled  to  travel  almost  continuously  from  organization  to  organiza- 
tion throughout  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  as  well  as 
instruction,  and  The  Adjutant  General's  office  would  be  kept  properly 
informed  as  to  the  doings  of  the  different  organizations  in  a  military 
way.

Report  of  Colonel  A.  W.  Bradbury,  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of 
California,  as  to  His  Observations  and  Impressions  Relative  to  the 
Joint  Army  and  Militia  Camp  of  Instruction,  October  4  to  15, 
1908. 

Sacramento,  Cal,.,  October  30,  1908. 
The  Adjutant  General,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  f olloAving  report  of  my  observa- 
tions relative  to  the  general  camp  of  instruction  held  at  Ataseadero.  Cal., 
October  5  to  14,  1908,  inclusive.  Inasmuch  as  the  undersigned  was 
directed  by  The  Adjutant  General  of  California  to  observe  the  general 
conduct,  bearing,  efficiency,  etc.,  of  the  National  Guard  troops,  and  was 
not  assigned  to  any  other  particular  duty  at  this  camp,  and  as  the 
Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  may,  under  the  State  regula- 
tions, be  assigned  to  the  Inspector  General's  Department  for  duty,  this 
report  "vvill  deal  almost  entirely  with  such  matters  as  would  come  under 
the  observation  of  an  officer  of  that  department. 

LOCATION. 

The  location  of  the  camp  was  much  better  than  that  of  1904,  as  the 
shade  afforded  by  the  trees  among  which  the  camp  was  located  made  it 
much  more  comfortable  in  the  daytime,  and  certainly  no  colder  during 
the  night.  The  drainage  was  considerably  better,  and  the  situation  of 
the  camp  upon  the  mesa  to  the  east  of  the  plain  permitted  the  use  of  the 
plain  as  a  drill  ground,  the  absence  of  a  proper  drill  ground  in  1904 
being  a  considerable  drawback  to  the  success  of  that  camp. 

FACILITIES. 

The  water  supply  at  this  year's  camp  was  much  better  than  that  of 
1904,  especially  in  so  far  as  it  pertained  to  bathing  facilities  for  the  men, 
a  fact  much  appreciated  by  them.  Sinks  were  convenient  and  well 
placed.  The  location  of  the  supply  station  and  the  detraining  point  at 
Ataseadero  was  a  great  improvement  over  the  location  of  1904,  making 
a  much  shorter  haul  for  supplies  and  equipage.  Perhaps  the  siding  and 
platform  space  could  have  been  greater  with  much  advantage  for  the 
entraining  and  detraining  of  troops,  and  the  loading  and  unloading  of 
supplies.  Wagon  transportation  was  not  adequate,  but  probably  all  that 
could  be  obtained.  Wagons  were  not  always  to  be  had  for  the  neces- 
sary hauling,  due  partly  to  the  inexperience  of  the  National  Guard 
quartermasters,  and  partly  because  such  transportation  was  not  avail- 
able. I  am  of  the  opinion  that  much  better  results  could  be  ol)tained  if 
wagons  were  placed  permanently  at  the  disposal  of  the  regimental 
quartermasters  at  the  ratio  of  one  wagon  to  headquarters  and  one  to 
each  battalion,  all  such  wagons,  however,  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Chief  Quartermaster  of  the  camp  during  the  general  movement  of  the 
troops,  or  at  such  other  times  as  might  be  necessary. 
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SANITATION. 


The  sanitary  features  of  the  camp  can  not  be  too  highly  praised,  they 
being  far  in  advance  of  any  before  experienced  by  the  troops  of  the 
National  Guard  of  this  State.  The  total  absence  of  flies  about  the  sinks 
and  kitchens,  and  the  almost  total  absence  of  odors,  being  sufficient 
proof  of  the  excellence  of  the  sanitary  arrangements.  In  addition  to 
this  the  exceedingly  small  number  of  sick  in  the  hospital  and  quarters 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  sanitation  of  the  camp  could  hardly 
have  been  improved  upon.  AVhile  it  may  be  said  that  the  climatic 
conditions  had  something  to  do  with  this,  yet  most  of  the  credit  is  due 
to  the  officers  who  had  the  matter  in  charge ;  and .  I  think  it  may  be 
safely  said  that  if  subsequent  camps  are  as  successful  as  the  one  in 
question  in  this  regard,  no  complaint  can  be  made  from  a  sanitary  point 
of  view. 

quartermaster's  DEPARTMENT. 

That  the  business  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  was  so  well 
handled  with  the  facilities  at  hand  is  a  source  of  wonder  and  admiration 
to  the  officers  of  the  National  Guard  who  had  anything  to  do  with  this 
department.  The  manner  in  which  the  detraining  and  entraining  of 
the  troops  of  the  National  Guard  was  accomplished,  when  taking  into 
consideration  the  inexperience  of  both  officers  and  men  of  the  National 
Guard  in  this  connection,  is  worthy  of  special  commendation.  In  this 
connection  it  may  be  stated  that  whatever  inconvenience  occurred  was 
due  almost  solely  to  the  fact  that  the  supplies  and  equipage  were  packed 
in  boxes  and  chests  entirely  too  large  to  be  easily  handled.  This  matter 
should  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  state  authorities  and  boxes 
and  chests  of  uniform  and  smaller  size  adopted,  and  their  use  required 
in  connection  with  the  future  movement  of  troops.  Some  delay  in 
detraining  was  occasioned  by  the  failure  of  the  proper  officers  to  make 
their  baggage  details  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  trains  at  the  station. 
As  to  regimental  and  other  quartermasters  of  the  State  troops,  when 
their  inexperience  is  taken  into  consideration,  it  must  be  said  that  as 
a  rule  they  carried  on  the  business  of  their  department  in  a  generally 
satisfactory  manner.  Better  results  could  perhaps  have  been  obtained 
had  these  officers  been  more  persistent  in  following  up  requisitions  for 
needed  supplies.  It  is  observed  that  National  Guard  officers  have  a 
habit  of  making  their  requisitions  and  then  dropping  the  matter  entirely, 
except  to  make  complaints  to  persons  in  no  way  concerned  therewith 
that  there  are  delays  in  filling  the  requisitions.  This  characteristic  was 
the  cause  of  most  of  the  delays  in  obtaining  straw  for  bedding  and  other 
supplies  for  the  troops. 

A  more  satisfactory  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  quarter- 
master's department  would  result  if  regimental  quartermasters  of  the 
militia  were  more  familiar  with  the  Quartermaster's  Manual,  and  with 
the  Army  Regulations,  in  so  far  as  they  pertain  to  the  department. 
In  fact  their  unfamiliarity  with  these  matters  was  the  cause,  in  several 
instances,  of  much  needed  supplies  not  being  promptly  obtained. 

There  was  considerable  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  National  Guard 
officers  that  forage  for  animals  could  not  be  obtained  in  sufficient  quan- 
tities for  the  first  two  or  three  days,  and  as  a  consequence  many  of  the 
animals  used  by  the  National  Guard  troops  were  required  to  go  without 
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proper  forage  during  this  time.  This  matter,  however,  was  remedied 
within  a  short  time.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  well  to  state  that  the 
allowance  of  hay  of  the  United  States  forage  ration  is  not  sufficient  for 
animals  hired  from  the  different  sources  from  which  they  are  obtained 
bj'  National  Guard  troops. 

SUBSISTENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  manner  in  which  subsistence  supplies  were  issued  by  United 
States  officers  on  duty  at  the  camp  was  much  appreciated  by  all  con- 
cerned. The  plan  of  detailing  Army  cooks  to  instruct  and  assist  cooks 
of  the  National  Guard  organizations  can  not  be  too  highly  commended. 
In  this  manner  cooks  that  were  not  accustomed  to  handling  the  Army 
ration  were  able,  through  the  assistance  of  the  Army  cooks,  to  so  prepare 
the  ration  that  it  was  usually  found  to  be  more  than  ample  for  the 
proper  subsistence  of  the  troops,  and  I  doubt  if  National  Guardsmen 
were  ever  better  fed  than  they  were  at  this  camp.  Heretofore  com- 
plaint had  been  made  that  the  Army  ration  was  not  sufficient  for 
National  Guard  troops  for  the  first  two  or  three  days  of  an  encamp- 
ment, owing  to  the  abnormal  appetites  of  the  men,  but  no  complaint  on 
that  score  was  made  this  year.  This  is  conclusive  proof  that  if  properly 
handled  the  Armj^  ration  is  sufficient  for  the  proper  subsistence  of  all 
troops.  The  camp  bakery  established  in  connection  with  the  subsistence 
department  enabled  troops  to  be  supplied  with  the  best  bread  the  writer 
has  ever  tasted,  a  fact  that  was  much  appreciated  by  troops  of  the 
Organized  Militia.  That  militia  organizations  are  allowed  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  profits  of  this  bakery  is  a  splendid  idea,  as  it  goes  far 
toward  proving  to  the  National  Guardsmen  that  at  these  encampments 
they  are  placed  upon  the  same  plane  as  troops  of  the  Army.  The 
sa^^ngs  from  unused  rations  allowed  to  organizations  of  the  National 
Guard  while  not  large  from  a  money  standpoint,  were,  however,  much 
appreciated. 

It  is  recommended  that  brigade  and  regimental  commissaries  of  the 
Organized  IMilitia  be  supplied  with  the  commissary  chests,  field  desks, 
folding  platform  scales,  etc.,  as  are  now  supplied  to  commissaries  of  the 
regular  Army,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  Adjutant  General  of  this 
State  intends  to  obtain  these  articles  for  the  use  of  the  organizations  of 
the  National  Guard  of  California. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  officers  of  the  National  Guard  did  not 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  several  lectures 
upon  matters  pertaining  to  the  subsistence  department,  given  by  officers 
of  that  department.  The  proper  handling  of  the  ration  goes  far  toward 
making  the  troops  contented,  and  National  Guard  officers  are  too  little 
acfjuainted  with  this  important  subject. 

INSTRUCTION. 

In  so  far  as  the  instruction  of  the  State  troops  is  concerned,  it  is 
believed  that  the  scheme  followed  at  this  camp  could  hardly  have  been 
improved  under  the  circumstances.  The  opportunity  given  to  com- 
panies, battalions,  and  regiments  to  have  close  order  drill  was  much 
appreciated  by  all  concerned,  inasmuch  as  it  is  rarely  possible  for  the 
troops  of  this  State,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  organizations  of  bat- 
talions and  regiments  are  so  widely  separated,  to  assemble  for  battalion 
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drill  or  regimental  evolutions,  and,  in  fact,  even  drill  by  company  in 
extended  order  in  many  cases  is  a  difficult  matter,  owing  to  lack  of 
suitable  ground  upon  which  to  hold  such  drills.  The  scheme  followed 
at  this  camp  made  it  possible  for  organizations  to  be  molded  into  such 
shape  as  to  reap  the  best  advantages  from  the  more  advanced  problems 
given  toward  the  end  of  the  encampment.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in 
future  years  the  State  troops  can  be  placed  in  camp  for  at  least  fifteen 
days,  and  toward  the  end  of  the  encampment  the  exercises  may  be  on  a 
somewhat  larger  scale  than  those  of  this  year.  As  it  was  this  year, 
owing  to  lack  of  time,  regimental  commanders  had  very  little  oppor- 
tunity to  handle  their  regiments  in  field  exercises. 

The  plan  of  detailing  an  officer  of  the  Army  to  each  regiment  as  an 
instructor  is  to  be  highly  commended,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  a 
shortage  of  officers  will  not  permit  of  detailing  an  officer  of  the  Army 
to  each  battalion.  There  is  no  question  but  what  these  officers  proved 
of  invaluable  assistance  to  regimental  commanders  and  the  other 
officers,  and  that  the  instruction  given  by  them  went  far  toward  making 
the  camp  a  success.  This  scheme  is  not  only  a  benefit  in  the  way  of 
instruction,  but  it  is  the  means  of  drawing  together  more  closely  officers 
of  the  Army  and  the  Organized  Militia. 

The  terrain  exercises  participated  in  by  the  staff  officers  and  the 
colonels  and  lieutenant  colonels  of  regiments  were  of  great  value  to  all 
these  officers,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  all  the  militia  officers  could 
not  take  part  therein,  as  the  instruction  given  in  these  exercises  would 
have  been  of  great  benefit  to  them.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  prac- 
tically no  instruction  of  this  kind  is,  or  can  be,  given  to  National  Guard 
officers  under  present  conditions,  except  at  encampments,  yet  such 
instruction  is  unquestionably  of  great  importance. 

CONDITION  OF  CAMPS  OP  MILITIA  ORGANIZATIONS. 

Generally  the  condition  of  all  the  camps  was  good,  and  such  excep- 
tions as  there  may  have  been  usually  were  the  result  of  ignorance  rather 
than  carelessness,  and  upon  the  defects  being  pointed  out  they  were 
generally  remedied  within  a  reasonable  length  of  time.  Some  organ- 
izations were  slow  to  prepare  rock  pits  for  wash  benches,  etc.,  and  a 
few^  cooks  did  not  at  all  times  take  proper  care  of  food  supplies  under 
their  charge.     The  policing  of  camps  was  generally  well  performed. 

ENTRAINING    AND    DETRAINING. 

As  the  writer  left  the  camp  before  the  several  organizations  departed 
for  their  home  stations,  his  remarks  under  this  heading  will  be  confined 
to  his  observations  upon  the  detraining. 

"When  the  inexperience  of  both  officers  and  men  of  the  militia  is 
taken  into  consideration,  I  think  it  can  safely  be  stated  that  the  detrain- 
ing was  accomplished  generally  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  As  herein 
before  stated  some  delay  in  detraining  certain  organizations  was  caused 
by  the  failure  of  some  officers  in  charge  of  trains  to  have  the  baggage 
details  made  prior  to  arrival  at  the  detraining  point.  The  facilities 
for  handling  trains  and  supplies  were  not  of  the  best,  both  trackage 
and  platform  space  being  inadequate  and  only  one  ramp  for  unload- 
ing horses  seemed  to  be  available.  As  previously  remarked,  many 
boxes  and  packages  were  of  such  great  size  as  to  be  almost  unman- 
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ageable,  showing  that  little  or  no  intelligent  thought  had  been  given  to 
such  matters  by  company  commanders.  Had  all  the  boxes  and  Ijundles 
been  of  the  proper  size  to  have  been  easily  removed  from  cars  and 
loaded  into  the  regulation  wagons,  the  unloading  of  equipage  and 
impedimenta  would  have  been  much  more  rapidly  accomplished.  The 
Army  quartermasters  in  charge  were  uniformly  patient  and  courteous, 
and  rendered  every  assistance  in  their  power.  As  to  the  condition  of 
trains  after  the  troops  had  detrained,  the  coaches  were  fairly  clean, 
with  few  exceptions,  and  very  little  damage  had  been  done  to  them. 

EQUIPMENT   AND   CLOTHING. 

As  to  the  equipment  of  the  State  troops,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it 
will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  most  other  states  and  is  far  better 
than  in  some.  The  equipment  is  generally  in  a  serviceable  condition, 
and  much  of  it  is  comparatively  new.  Many  of  the  wall  tents  are  old 
and  unserviceable  and  should,  as  soon  as  possible,  be  replaced  with  new 
tents.  The  enlisted  men  are  now  supplied  with  one  complete  khaki 
field  uniform,  one  olive-drab  shirt,  and  one  blue  shirt.  This  should 
be  increased  to  two  khaki  uniforms  and  two  olive-drab  shirts.  As 
yet  I  am  not  convinced  that  it  would  be  entirely  wise  to  supply  olive- 
drab  clothing,  considering  our  climatic  conditions  and  the  considerable 
additional  cost  of  this  class  of  clothing  over  the  cost  of  the  khaki. 
Financial  conditions  permitting,  the  blue  overcoats  now  in  use  by  the 
California  troops  should  give  place  to  the  olive  drab,  not  for  reason 
of  comfort,  as  the  blue  overcoats  are  perhaps  as  comfortable  as  the 
olive  drab  and  quite  as  serviceable,  but  the  olive  drab  is  much  less 
visible  in  the  field,  and  therefore  more  desirable.  The  black  saddles 
and  other  horse  equipments  in  use  by  the  several  troops  of  cavalry 
are  old,  much  worn,  and  in  some  instances  unsafe,  owing  to  leather 
straps,  etc.,  being  somewhat  rotten.  The  saddles  and  equipment  should, 
if  possible,  be  replaced  by  the  fair  leather  equipment  prior  to  the  next 
encampment. 

Relative  to  subjects  of  equipment  and  clothing,  perhaps  no  one  is 
in  better  position  than  the  writer  to  know^  the  ideas  of  The  Adjutant 
General  of  California  in  this  regard,  and  that  he  has  bent  every  effort 
to  have  the  National  Guard  of  California  thoroughly  equipped,  and  his 
remarkable  success  with  the  means  at  command  has  been  the  source 
of  wonder  to  those  who  are  familiar  with  the  circumstances.  Things 
tire  easy  of  accomplishment  when  the  financial  means  are  at  hand,  but 
to  accomplish  the  desired  results  ■\^■ith  insufficient  means  reveals  an 
energy  and  singleness  of  purpose  worth}'-  of  notice.  To  those  w^ho  are 
familiar  with  the  conditions  of  the  National  Guard  of  California,  rela- 
tive to  equipments,  clothing,  discipline,  and  training  at  the  time  the 
present  Adjutant  General  was  placed  in  control  of  the  military  depart- 
ment of  the  State  and  its  present  condition,  the  results  achieved  seem 
truly  remarkable,  and  that  it  is  his  intention  to  as  soon  as  possible 
replace  with  new  equipment  the  defective  equipment  herein  mentioned 
is  well  known  to  the  writer. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


It  is  evident,  from  observations  made  at  this  camp,  that  far  too  little 
lime  and  attention  is  devoted  by  company  and  other  commanders  of 
the  National  Guard  to  advance  and  rear  guard  duty,  outposts,  patrols, 
etc.,  and  that  intelligent  study  of  the  ser\dce  of  security  and  informa- 
tion does  not  obtain.  Staff  officers  also  should  be  more  familiar  with 
"these  subjects,  as  they  may  be  called  upon  at  any  time  to  give  direc- 
tions therein.  Few  officers  of  the  National  Guard  of  this  fState,  except 
those  of  higher  rank,  are  able  to  read  understandingly  a  military  map. 
and  it  is  suggested  that  in  places  where  several  organizations  are  located 
this  subject  be  taken  up  during  the  year  and  map  problems  be  worked 
out.  I  believe  it  would  be  possible  in  some  localities  (San  Francisco. 
Los  Angeles,  Oakland,  and  Sacramento)  to  occasionally  have  terrain 
exercises  and  tactical  rides  in  which  all  officers  of  such  localities  should 
be  required  to  participate. 

National  Guard  officers,  especially  company  commanders,  are  not 
sufficiently  familiar  with  the  important  details  of  messing,  cooking,  and 
sanitation.  A  knowledge  of  these  matters  is  as  important  as  a  knowl- 
edge of  other  military  subjects,  as  the  good  health  of  the  men  is  greatly 
dependent  upon  proper  attention  to  these  details.  It  is,  of  cour.se, 
recognized  that  where  troops  are  in  the  field  only  a  few  days  each  year 
it  is  impossible  for  officers  to  gain  the  knowledge  of  these  matters  that 
they  would  be  expected  to  have  if  the  field  training  covered  a  longer 
period;  yet  by  a  little  systematic  and  painstaking  study  officers  could 
become  much  more  proficient  therein  than  they  now  are.  Many  militia 
officers  are  too  prone  to  consider  a  working  knowledge  of  the  drill 
regulations  as  a  complete  military  education,  or,  at  least,  sufficient  for 
ail  general  purposes,  whereas  the  drill  regulations  are  only  the  a-b-c 
of  the  profession.  It  may  be  stated  that  the  majority  of  militia  officers 
can  not  devote  the  time  necessary  to  gain  even  a  rudimentary  knowl- 
edge of  the  military  profession ;  but  inasmuch  as  new  conditions  require 
that  officers  of  the  National  Guard  do  possess  more  than  a  rudimentary 
knowledge  of  the  art  of  war,  we  must  face  this  fact,  and  those  officers 
who  are  unwilling  to  or  can  not  devote  the  time  and  study  necessary 
to  acquire  a  more  or  less  thorough  knowledge  of  military  matters  should 
make  way  for  those  who  can  and  are  willing. 

It  can  be  said  that  the  conduct  of  the  National  Guard  troops  at  this 
camp  was  excellent,  and  their  willingness  to  at  all  times  to  perform  the 
tasks  assigned  them  was  praiseworthy  in  the  extreme.  The  spirit  of 
good-fellowship  manifested  toward  the  militiamen  by  both  officers  and 
enlisted  men  of  the  regular  establishment  has  demonstrated  that  our 
brethren  of  the  Army  consider  the  National  Guard  to  be  a  permanent 
part  of  the  defensive  forces  of  the  country,  and  are  willing  and  anxious 
to  do  all  in  their  power  to  promote  its  efficiency.

Report  of  Colonel  H.  I.  Seymour,  Second  Infantry,  Relative  to  the 
Operations  of  the  Organizations  of  His  Regiment  in  Connection 
with  the  Joint  Army  and  Militia  Camp  of  Instruction,  October  4 
to  15,  1908. 

Headquarters,  Second  Infantry,  N.  G.  C, 
Camp  op  Instruction, 

Atascadero,  Cal.,  October  14,  190S. 

The  Adjutant  General,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Sir  :  Pursuant  to  instructions,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  relative  to  the  operations  of  my  command : 

The  companies  composing  the  Second  Infantry,  National  Guard  of 
California,  viz. :  Companies  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  I,  K,  L,  and  M, 
left  their  respective  home  stations  on  October  4,  1908,  and  arrived  in 
camp  during  the  forenoon  of  the  following  day. 

Upon  arrival  at  Atascadero  railway  station,  the  facilities  provided 
for  detraining  were  found  to  be  adequate,  and  the  detraining  and 
the  unloading  of  horses  and  camp  equipage  and  the  transportation  of 
same  from  the  station  to  the  camp  were  accomplished  with  the  least 
possible  delay. 

Since  its  arrival  in  camp,  this  regiment  has  taken  part  in  all  of  the 
various  exercises  prescribed  for  it,  and  has  performed  all  duties 
required. 

The  policing  of  the  camp  of  this  regiment  has  been  done  in  strict 
accordance  with  regulations,  and  the  matter  of  camp  sanitation  has 
been  given  special  attention. 

On  October  12  and  13  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  prescribed 
maneuvers  for  those  days,  operating  as  a  part  of  the  Eed  Forces  under 
command  of  Colonel  H.  B.  Moon,  20th  Infantry,  U.  S.  Army.  I  reported 
with  my  command  to  Colonel  Moon  near  the  Meyers  ranch  house 
at  3 :  45  p.  M.,  October  12,  and  bivouacked  on  ground  selected  by  his 
Quartermaster.  At  5  :20  a.  m.,  October  13.  the  First  Battalion  of  the 
regiment,  under  command  of  Major  Lon  Bond,  acting  as  an  advance 
guard,  left  21,  marching  along  the  county  road.  Companies  E  and  G  of 
the  Second  Battalion,  under  command  of  Major  Charles  A.  Swisler, 
acting  as  a  left  flank  guard,  advanced  from  21  at  the  time  of  the 
advance  of  the  main  body,  at  about  5 :  20  a.  m.,  and  marched  via  17,  19, 
57,  and  59,  and  the  Henry  Ranch  road  to  a  point  northerly  from  59, 
where  they  took  position  as  a  support  for  a  field  battery  stationed  on 
the  westerly  side  of  Round  Mountain.  The  Third  Battalion,  under 
command  of  Major  C.  T.  Spivey,  and  the  two  remaining  companies  of 
the  Second  Battalion,  marched  with  the  main  body  along  the  county 
road  to  Atascadero  Creek  bridge.  After  passing  this  bridge,  I  estab- 
lished the  companies  of  my  command  along  a  line  from  G  to  Round 
Mountain.  This  movement  was  accomplished  and  the  troops  were  on  the 
designated  line  at  about  7 :  20  a.  m.  This  position  was  held  until 
9:  45  A.  M.,  at  which  time  I  was  instructed  to  withdraw  my  forces  and 
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establish  them  on  a  new  line  between  73a  and  45.  The  new  position  as 
indicated  was  promptly  taken  by  me  with  the  First  and  Third  battalions 
and  one  company  of  the  Second  Battalion,  the  remaining  three  com- 
panies of  the  Second  Battalion  being  placed,  by  order  of  Colonel  Moon, 
with  the  reserves  near  21.  At  1  p.  m.,  recall  having  been  sounded,  my 
command  returned  to  camp. 

I  have  reported  at  some  length  with  reference  to  the  operations  of 
the  Second  Infantry  in  the  maneuver  just  mentioned,  because  of  the 
fact  that  it  was  the  most  extensive  and  important  maneuver  in  which 
it  took  part  during  this  encampment,  the  other  work  performed  by  it 
and  the  battalions  composing  it  having  been  the  drills  and  field  exer- 
cises prescribed  in  the  schedule  of  exercises  and  instruction  issued  by 
Headquarters,  Camp  of  Instruction. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  say  that  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
my  command  are  highly  pleased  with  this  camp  and  with  the  work  in 
which  they  have  taken  part.  The  instruction  received  has  been  most 
beneficial  and  will  result  in  much  good  to  the  National  Guard  of  this 
State;  in  fact,  it  has  proven  all  that  it  was  intended  to  be,  viz.,  a  camp 
of  instruction. 

The  officers  of  the  Regular  Army  have  been  uniformly  courteous 
and  painstaking  and  have  imparted  much  valuable  knowledge  and 
information  upon  subjects  and  problems  presented  during  the  progress 
of  this  encampment,  and  the  lectures  prepared  and  delivered  for  the 
officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  have  been  particularly 
interesting  and  profitable.  The  plan  of  detailing  noncommissioned 
officers  and  cooks  from  the  Army  to  the  several  companies  of  this  regi- 
ment, as  well  as  commissioned  officers,  for  service  with  the  regiment 
during  the  encampment,  is  especially  to  be  commended,  much  valu- 
able advice  and  instruction  having  been  imparted  thereby.  In  my 
opinion,  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  in  attendance  at  this  encamp- 
ment has  been  greatly  benefited  by  the  instruction  received,  and  will 
go  away  stimulated  to  further  and  more  thorough  study  and  more 
efficient  work  in  the  future. 

I  commend  the  services  of  Lieutenant  A.  B.  Van  Wormer,  United 
States  Army,  detailed  for  duty  with  this  regiment.  I  have  found  him 
to  be  a  courteous  gentleman,  and  a  conscientious  and  intelligent  officer 
whose  services  to  this  command  have  been  most  valuable.  Lieutenant 
Van  Wormer  seems'  to  understand  the  feelings  and  appreciate  the 
requirements  of  National  Guardsmen,  and  his  presence  has  proven  of 
incalculable  benefit.

Report  of  Colonel  D.  A.  Smith,  Fifth  Infantry,  Relative  to  the  Opera- 
tions of  the  Organizations  of  His  Regiment  in  Connection  with 
the  Joint  Army  and  Militia  Camp  of  Instruction,  October  4  to 
15,  1908. 

Headquarters,  Fifth  Infantry,  N.  G.  C, 
Oakland,  Cal.,  October  20,  1908. 

The  Adjutant  General,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  operations 
of  my  command,  in  connection  with  the  recent  camp  of  instruction  held 
at  Atascadero,  Cal,  October  4  to  15,  1908. 

My  command  was  di%aded  into  two  sections;  the  first  section  (six 
companies)  under  command  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  E.  G.  Hunt,  left 
Oakland  Pier  at  6  :50  o  'clock  p.  m.,  October  4th.  The  second  section, 
consisting  of  Headquarters,  Band,  and  six  companies,  left  Fourth  and 
Townsend  streets,  San  Francisco,  at  8  o'clock  p.  m.,  October  4th.  The 
•  first  section  arrived  at  Atascadero.  Monday,  October  5th,  at  6:40  o'clock 
A.  M.,  and  immediately  detrained  and  marched  to  camp,  leaving  the 
baggage  to  follow.  The  second  section  arrived  at  Atascadero  at  7  :15 
o'clock  A.  M.,  Monday,  October  5th.  and  detrained  at  once.  I  directed 
the  six  companies  to  proceed  to  camp  and  await  their  baggage.  On  the 
arrival  of  the  camp  equipage,  and  after  receiving  directions,  camp  was 
established.  A  store  tent  was  immediately  erected,  and  the  Regimental 
Commissary  on  receiving  the  rations  began  at  once  to  issue  the  same. 

Tuesday,  October  6th. — Drills  began  promptly  at  8  o'clock  a.  m.,  the 
first,  second,  and  third  battalions,  under  command  of  Majors  M.  "VV. 
Simpson,  G.  L.  Holtum.  and  H.  G.  Mathewson.  occupying  the  two  hours 
with  battalion  drills.  In  the  afternoon  each  battalion  had  exercises  in 
advance,  rear  and  flank  guard,  and  patrols. 

Wednesday,  October  7th. — From  8  o'clock  to  10  o'clock  a.  m..  drills 
by  the  battalions.  In  the  afternoon,  exercises  and  instructions  in  out- 
I>ost  duty  and  reeonnoissanee. 

Thursday,  October  8th. — From  8  o'clock  to  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  regi- 
mental and  battalion  drill.  Afternoon :  the  regiment  took  part  in  a 
review  tendered  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  by  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  all  the  troops. 

Friday,  October  9th. — Drills  hy  battalion  from  8  o'clock  to  10  o'clock 
A.  M.  Afternoon:  each  battalion  took  up  formations  for  attack  and 
defense  bj^  companies. 

Saturday,  October  10th. — A  call  to  arms  was  sounded  at  3:30  a.  m. 
The  regiment  turned  out  under  arms  and  took  up  position  as  directed 
near  13.     Afternoon:  battalion  and  regimental  drill. 

Sunday,  October  11th. — In  the  forenoon  all  officers  received  instruc- 
tions and  were  drilled  in  the  manual  of  sabre  by  Inspector  General. 
Afternoon :  regimental  parade. 

Monday,  October  12th. — Forenoon:  the  first,  second  and  third  bat- 
talions were  instructed  in  making  intrenehments  under  directions  of 
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First  Lieutenant  C.  H.  Knights,  Corps  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army. 
Afternoon :  the  regiment  was  directed  to  report  to  the  commander  of 
the  Blue  Force  for  dnty,  and  by  him  was  ordered  to  form  outpost 
occupying  the  general  line  4-7-82,  which  we  held  during  the  night. 

Tuesday,  October  13th. — After  the  advance  guard  had  passed  our  line 
of  supports  the  regiment  was  assembled  and  joined  the  main  column, 
taking  part  in  the  maneuver.  At  8:30  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  first  battalion, 
IMajor  Simpson,  was  detached  and  ordered  forward  to  support  the 
Arizona  battalion.  At  11 :40  a.  m.,  I  was  ordered  to  proceed  with  my 
two  battalions  in  the  direction  of  58-57-55,  and  support  our  troops  in 
action  in  that  vicinity.  At  12:35  o'clock  p.  m.^  recall  sounded  and  we 
returned  to  camp. 

Wednesday,  October  14th. — Tentage  was  taken  down,  and  equipment 
packed.  At  4  o'clock  p.  m.,  marched  to  Atascadero  station  and 
entrained  for  home  stations. 

I  have  to  report  that  all  officers  of  the  regiment  were  present  at  all 
lectures  but  one;  also  that  Lieutenant  Colonel  Hunt  and  myself  took 
part  in  each  of  the  three  terrain  exercises,  submitting  the  necessar}' 
orders  and  maps.  Guard  mount  was  held  each  clay,  and  a  sulficient 
camp  guard  posted.  Considerable  instruction  was  given  and  attention 
paid  to  sentries  and  their  duties. 

I  believe  that  the  great  good  accomplished  in  this  camp,  and  the 
knowledge  gained  by  both  officers  and  men,  can  not  be  overestimated. 
The  plan  followed  in  this  camp  of  having  a  regular  Army  officer  and 
noncommissioned  officer  attached  to  each  regiment,  was,  in  my  estima- 
tion, one  of  the  very  best.  The  courtesy  and  kindness  shown  my  officers 
and  myself  by  the  officers  of  the  regular  establishment  was  more  than 
appreciated,  and  left  nothing  to  be  desired;  and  in  this  connection  1 
wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  officer  detailed  to  my  regiment, 
Lieutenant  Fitzhugh  L.  Minnegerode.  His  suggestions  and  advice  were 
at  all  times  acceptable  and  more  than  valuable. 

I  would  respectifuUy  submit  the  following  recommendations  and  sug- 
gestions : 

1.  That  the  day  of  arrival  and  the  day  following  be  devoted  entirely 
to  pitching  camp,  and  the  necessary  sanitary  arrangements  be  properly 
■established. 

2.  That  the  quartermaster  and  commissary  (regimental)  be  ordered 
to  precede  the  regiment  to  camp  at  least  two  days. 

3.  That  all  supplies  for  the  regiment  be  turned  over  to  the  regimental 
quartermaster  and  commissary  to  be  issued  by  them. 

4.  That  wagon  transportation  (at  least  four  wagons  to  a  regiment) 
be  at  all  times  under  control  of  the  regimental  quartermaster  during 
the  period  of  the  camp. 

5.  That  the  period  of  encampment  be  at  least  fifteen  days. 

6.  That  at  least  four  days  be  devoted  to  problems  in  which  all  of  the 
troops  present  participate.

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APPENDIX  "H." 

Report  of  Colonel  W.  G.  Schreiber,  Seventh  Infantry,  Relative  to  the 
Operations  of  the  Organizations  of  His  Regiment  in  Connection 
with  the  Joint  Army  and  Militia  Camp  of  Instruction,  October 
4  to  15,  1908. 

Camp  of  Instruction.  Atascadero,  Cal.,  October  14,  1908. 
The  Adjutant  General,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cal. 

Sir  :  Pursuant  to  instructions,  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following- 
report  : 

This  regiment  arrived  at  Atascadero  in  two  sections  on  the  Southern 
Pacific  Kailroad  on  the  morning  of  October  5,  1908.  Total  strength  of 
regiment  44  officers  and  484  men,  fully  equipped  and  clothed  for  field 
service,  i.  e.,  each  man  was  ecpiipped  with  shelter  half,  pins  and  poles, 
two  blankets,  one  poncho,  one  olive-drab  and  one  blue  shirt,  khaki  coat, 
trousers,  leggings,  canteen,  haversack,  meat  can,  knife,  spoon,  fork,  and 
tin  cup,  rifle,  bayonet  and  belt.  As  soon  as  camp  equipage  arrived  on 
the  camp  grounds  tents  were  immediately  put  up,  guard  established. 
and  the  regiment  made  itself  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Mess  tables, 
benches,  etc.,  which  had  been  promised  were  not  received  for  several 
days  thereafter,  which,  however,  made  little  difference,  as  the  men 
accommodated  themselves  to  conditions'*as  they  foimd  them.  The  sani- 
tary officers  of  the  regiment  were  instructed  by  the  medical  department 
at  the  field  hospital  in  regard  to  regulations  governing  latrines,  ditches, 
etc.,  and  they  have  continually  worked  in  a  faithful  manner  to  cause  the 
regiment  to  comply  with  such  instructions,  and  in  my  opinion  we  have 
been  fairly  successful  in  maintaining  a  sanitary  camp. 

There  was  some  delay  in  the  issue  of  rations,  same  not  being  issued 
until  nearly  dark;  but  as  the  companies  had  provided  themselves  with 
subsistence  on  leaving  their  home  stations,  no  particular  discomfort  was 
experienced.  Four  cooks  from  the  Regular  Army  cooking  school 
reported  to  this  regiment,  and  were  distributed  throughout  the  regiment 
to  the  best  advantage  possible.  Great  benefit  has  been  received  from 
their  instruction. 

The  battalions  were  drilled  in  close  order  during  the  forenoons,  and 
solved  minor  problems  under  very  competent  instructors  detailed  from 
the  Regular  Army;  and  from  the  reports  received  from  the  battalion 
commanders  considerable  progress  was  made  by  each  battalion  in  field 
work,  both  officers  and  men  exhibiting  great  zeal  in  endeavoring  to  per- 
form the  duties  allotted  to  them  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

The  lectures  held  at  general  headquarters  were  attended  by  the  officers 
of  this  regiment  whenever  possible,  strict  orders  having  been  issued  by 
me  that  these  lectures  must  be  attended  by  all  officers,  including  medical 
officers.  It,  however,  happened  that  some,  particularly  the  latter,  were 
engaged  so  as  to  make  the  attendance  at  these  lectures  impossible. 

The  regiment  as  one  organization  took  part  only  in  one  maneuver, 
being  the  advance  guard  of  a  blue  force  operating  against  a  red  force. 
In  this  maneuver  all  officers  and  men  showed  great  interest,  responded 
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promptly  to  any  orders  issued,  and  while  some  confusion  occurred  at 
the  different  stages  of  the  operation,  owing  to  the  dense  underbrush, 
and  this  being  the  first  maneuver  of  this  kind  during  this  camp,  I  believe 
that  the  regiment  did  fairly  well  under  the  circumstances.  Perhaps 
more  ammunition  was  used  than  would  warrant  the  supply  on  hand,  but 
the  expenditure  of  ammunition  on  the  firing  line  is  always  a  serious  one 
with  raw  troops,  and  only  time  and  experience  will  remedy  such  expen- 
diture. 

I  desire  to  express  my  sincerest  appreciation  of  the  different  depart- 
ments with  which  I  have  come  in  contact  as  regimental  commander. 
The  heads  of  these  various  departments  have  spared  no  pains  in  assist- 
ing my  of&cers  and  myself  in  performing  our  several  duties,  and  great 
benefit  has  been  derived  by  such  courteous  and  painstaking  treatment. 
The  method  of  instructions  in  this  camp  I  consider  a  very  fortunate  one. 
By  having  close  order  drills,  the  battalions  which  during  the  year  have 
no  opportunity  to  drill  as  such  were  given  a  chance  to  be  handled  as  a 
unit,  and  by  having  close  order  drills  in  the  morning  and  field  exercises 
in  the  afternoon  neither  drills  were  too  long  nor  too  strenuous,  and  the 
men  took  to  both  very  kindly.  It  might  have  been  well,  perhaps,  if  the 
lectures  were  held  in  the  evening  instead  of  during  the  forenoon,  as 
this  would  have  given  the  officers  a  little  more  daylight  in  which  to  per- 
form their  paper  work. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  congratulate  the  regiment  upon  the  detail 
of  Lieutenant  L.  T.  Petty,  Twentieth  Infantry.  No  better  officer  could 
have  been  detailed  to  the  regiment,  he  being  courteous,  thoroughly 
capable,  and  winning  the  admiration  and  friendship  of  all  officers  and 
men.  I  have  personally  received  from  Lieutenant  Petty  a  great  deal  of 
instruction,  which  I  would  not  have  received  had  it  not  been  for  his 
willingness  and  his  ability  to  so  instruct  me. 

I  also  desire  to  express  my  sincerest  thanks  to  the  Commanding  Officer 
of  the  camp  for  the  kind  consideration  always  exhibited  to  my  regiment 
and  myself,  and  believe  that  this  encampment  has  brought  the  National 
Guard  closer  to  the  Regular  Army,  and  has  shown  the  Guard  its  short- 
comings more  than  any  other  encampment  in  which  I  have  taken  part.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  General  Orders,  No.  18,  A.  G.  0.,  State  of 
California,  June  30,  1909,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  following 
named  officers  of  the  Medical  Corps,  National  Guard  of  California, 
reported  for  duty  to  IMajor  A.  E.  Truby,  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  Army, 
Commanding  Officer,  Camp  of  Instruction  for  Medical  Officers,  Presidio, 
San  Francisco,  July  29,  1909,  and  remained  on  dutv  until  the  afternoon 
of  August  11,  1909  :

THE  ARMY  OFFICERS  AS  INSTRUCTORS. 

The  ^Medical  Corps  Officers  of  the  regular  establishment  gave  us 
most  excellent  instruction  at  the  camp. 

FIELD    WORK. 

Major  Albert  E.  Truby,  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  commanding  the 
camp,  was  instructor  in  field  work.  Three  times  each  week  field  prob- 
lems were  given.  Firing  lines  were  established,  and  as  many  men  as 
could  be  spared  were  detailed  as  wounded.  The  regimental  surgeons 
rendered  first  aid  on  the  firing  line,  and  attached  diagnosis  tags  to  the 
wounded  as  the  litter  bearers  conveyed  those  that  could  not  walk  to  the 
dressing  stations.  Those  with  penetrating  or  severe  abdominal  wounds 
^^^ere  suitably  dressed  on  the  line  and  allowed  to  remain  in  the  field,  as 
it  has  been  found  that  transportation  would  be  inimical  to  their  recov- 
ery. From  the  dressing  stations  all  wounded  were  removed  to  the 
ambulance  station,  and  later  on  to  the  field  hospital  and  base  hospital. 
These  problems  varied,  covering  most  of  the  usual  exigencies  encoun- 
tered in  active  conflict. 

Major  Truby  and  his  assistants  were  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  give 
the  militia  officers  detailed  experience  in  every  phase  of  field  medical 
service  that  could  arise  in  actual  warfare,  excepting  the  purely  surgical 
Avork,  with  whicli  our  militia  officers  are  fuU}^  acquainted. 

Each  problem  required  first-aid  dressings  on  the  firing  line,  trans- 
portation on  litters  to  the  dressing  station,  ambulance  and  movable 
field  hospital  service,  and  the  service  of  the  rear  under  varying  condi- 
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tions  of  a  brigade  engagement  of  6,500  men,  with  a  ratio  of  1  killed  to 
i  wounded.  With  a  ratio  of  10  per  cent  casualties  (or  650),  520  of 
these  would  be  wounded  and  130  killed.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  wounded 
will  reach  the  rear  unaided  after  first  aid,  leaving  260  for  care  and 
transportation;  of  these,  about  50  are  too  seriously  wounded  to  be 
transported  and  have  to  be  cared  for  on  the  battlefield,  leaving  210  for 
litter  bearers  and  ambulance  transportation.  Our.  10  ambulances  car- 
ried about  40  litter  cases,  or  about  60,  considering  those  that  could  sit 
up.  Our  ambulances,  therefore,  made  about  four  trips  from  the  ambu- 
lance station  to  the  field  hospital  during  each  battle. 

ARMY   REGULATIONS. 

Major  Joseph  Herbert  Ford,  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  invited  our 
attention  to  a  masterly  exposition  of  that  most  difficult  and  intricate 
of  all  army  duties,  "paper  work."  Not  only  does  this  special  paper 
work  present  difficulties  to  the  militia  olficers,  but  also,  I  find,  to  many 
in  the  regular  service  as  well.  Army  regulations  are  administrative 
rules,  formulated  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  promulgated  by  the 
various  bureaus  and  headquarters  of  the  different  arms  of  the  service. 

The  purpose  for  which  the  various  blank  forms  are  used  in  the 
military  service,  as  our  able  instructor,  Major  Ford,  so  clearly  demon- 
strated, ' '  are  essentially  as  follows ' ' : 

I.  To  avoid  unnecessary  writing. 

II.  To  secure  desired  data  in  a  uniform  manner  from  all  sources  from  which 
such  data  are  required. 

III.  To  indicate  so  far  as  possible  to  those  employing  these  forms  what  data  are 
desired  on  the  subject  in  hand  in  each  case. 

IV.  To  eliminate  irrelative  data  from  subject  in  hand. 

V.  To  expedite  both  the  presentation  of  facts  and  _  action  thereon,  and  that 
appropriate  action  upon  cognate  matters  may  be  clearly  indicated. 

The  instructor  during  his  various  lectures,  demonstrated  with  great 
patience  and  skill  the  many  necessary  blank  forms  used  in  the  medical 
service  of  the  United  States  Army,  how  to  overcome  the  many  intrica- 
cies, and  to  so  systematize  the  executive  work  as  to  make  it  at  once  a 
pleasure  as  well  as  a  pride  to  the  officer. 

Blanks  were  filled  out  and  furnished  to  the  different  medical  officers 
of  the  militia,  ranging  from  the  "morning"  report  to  the  more  com- 
plicated tri-monthly,  monthly,  biennial,  and  annual  documents  required. 

No  more  pleasing,  painstaking,  nor  complete  instruction  could  have 
been  given  to  any  set  of  medical  officers  than  Major  Ford  gave  to  us 
at  this  camp  of  instruction,  and  I  am  sure  we  all  derived  great  benefit 
from  the  thorough  manner  in  which  he  elucidated  the  many  seemingly 
difficult  and  complex  reports  required  of  an  Army  medical  officer. 

MILITARY  HYGIENE  AND  CAMP  SANITATION. 

Major  Arthur  W.  Morse,  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  delivered  many 
valuable  lectures  on  that  most  important  branch  of  the  medical  military 
service,  which  saves  more  human  lives  and  makes  the  fighting  force  of 
an  army  more  efficient  than  any  other  branch  of  the  service,  viz. :  Mili- 
tary Hygiene  and  Camp  Sanitation.  Major  Morse  pointed  out  the 
various  es.sential  subjects,  such  as  the  personal  hygiene  of  the  soldier, 
his  food  and  water  supply,  clothing  and  shoes,  and  camp  sanitation. 

The  great  importance  of  hygiene  and  sanitation  in  times  of  war  may 
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be  accentuated  by  a  few  modern  historical  compilations  mentioned  by 
our  instructor  and  tabulated  by  Colonel  Valery  Havard,  Medical  Corps. 
U.  S.  Army,  in  his  Manual  of  Military  Hygiene,  1909 : 

During  the  Mexican  War,  1846-47.  22  per  cent  died  and  11  per  cent  were 
invalided  from  disease ;  wiiereas.  only  5  per  cent  were  l<illed  or  died  from  wounds  ; 
decreasing  tlie  military  efficiency  of  our  army  by  one  third  from  disease  alone. 

In  the  Crimean  War,  1854-56.  the  French  lost  23  per  cent  from  disease  and  21 
per  cent  were  invalided  home,  decreasing  the  fighting  force  nearly  one  half  from 
what  we  now  call  preventable  diseases.  England  in  the  same  war  lost  about  20  per 
cent  from  disease. 

During  the  Civil  War,  1861-65,  out  of  over  300,000  men  that  died,  less  than 
100,000  were  killed,  or  died  from  wounds,  and  over  200,000  soldiers  died  from 
disease,  decreasing  the  fighting  force  enormousl.y. 

In  the  Franco-Prussian  War,  1870-71,  nearly  as  many  men  died  from  disease 
as  were  killed. 

In  our  Spanish-American  War,  for  every  man  that  was  killed  in  action  over  12 
died  from  disease.  This  condition  of  affairs  should  be  rendered  impossible  in  the 
future. 

In  the  war  between  China  and  Japan,  1894-95,  for  every  1  killed,  12  soldiers  died 
from  disease. 

During  the  Boer  War,  1899-1901,  England  lost  out  of  448,000  men  in  the  field, 
over  78,000  from  death  and  disability  due  to  disease,  or  17  per  cent  of  her  fighting 
force,  while  only  7.534,  or  less  than  2  per  cent,  were  killed  in  action. 

In  the  Russo-Japanese  War.  1904-5.  the  Japanese  mortality  was  8.41  per  cent 
killed  and  3.88  per  cent  from  disease. 

The  Russians  had  7.32  per  cent  killed  and  4.28  dead  from  disease. 

Sanitation  of  camps  and  the  personal  hygiene  of  the  soldier  will 
undoubtedly  reduce  the  mortality  from  disease  to  a  minimum  in  future 
conflicts. 

THE  CAMP. 

The  Camp  of  Instruction  at  the  Presidio,  San  Francisco,  was  attended 
by  eight  medical  officers  from  the  National  Guard  of  California,  one 
from  Montana,  Colonel  Monahan,  the  Surgeon  General ;  one  from 
Wyoming,  Major  Stevenson;  one  from  Utah,  Captain  Sharp;  and  one 
from  Colorado,  Lieutenant  M.  C.  Harding. 

CAMP  SITE. 

Major  Truby  wisely  selected  a  site  for  the  camp  on  sandy  soil,  north 
and  west  of  the  Marine  Hospital.  The  officers'  quarters  and  those  of 
the  field  hospital  and  regimental  hospital  were  on  high  ground,  with 
the  ambulance  company  and  corral  occupying  lower  ground  to  the 
south. 

WATER. 

Our  drinking  water  was  obtained  from  the  city  Supply  through  gal- 
vanized pipes.  Before  using  it,  the  water  was  passed  through  Darnall 
filters,  which  are  easy  of  operation  and  give  water  98  per  cent  pure. 
Each  filter  furnished  about  fifty  gallons  per  hour.  The  Forbes  steril- 
izer was  also  in  use,  but  on  account  of  its  mechanism,  which  permitted 
of  its  getting  out  of  order  easily,  it  was  not  so  serviceable  as  the  Darnall 
filter.^ 

FOOD. 

The  food  was  particularly  good  and  wholesome.  The  kitchen  and 
storeroom  were  carefully  screened  and  kept  absolutely  clean.

EXCRETA,  GARBAGE.,  AND  WASTE. 

The  MeCall  incinerator  and  the  Conley  field  incinerator  were  estab- 
lished and  operated  as  a  matter  of  instruction.  Their  great  weight 
when  transported  and  their  liability  to  breakage  render  them  costly  and 
impracticable  for  general  use. 

THE  HA  YARD  BOX. 

The  most  practical  latrine  box  is  one  devised  by  Colonel  Havard. 
It  was  used  at  our  camp  and  gave  general  satisfaction.  It  consists  of 
a  wooden  box,  10  feet  6  inches  long  by  16  inches  in  height  and  3  feet 
wide.  It  is  placed  over  a  pit  10  feet  long  and  4  feet  deep.  The  top 
is  made  in  two  halves  and  perforated  by  three  holes  on  each  side,  which 
are  provided  with  self-closing  covers,  making  it  absolutely  fly  proof. 
One  of  these  sinks  will  do  a  company  for  a  week.  Should  the  stay 
be  longer  two  boxes  may  be  used,  end  to  end,  or  the  pit  hole  changed 
each  week.  To  disinfect  the  pit,  the  lid  is  lifted  and  the  excreta 
covered  daily  A^dth  earth  and  disinfectants.  It  is  altogether  the  most 
practical  and  least  expensive  latrine  arrangement  I  have  seen. 

The  Reed  trough,  with  crude  oil,  was  also  in  use  for  men.  This 
latrine  arrangement  is  ideal,  but  it  requires  an  expensive  excavator, 
which  is  not  always  obtainable  or  always  in  order.  Urinal  cans  were 
used,  and  emptied  daily  into  the  pits. 

KITCHEN  WASTE. 

The  liquid  part  of  the  kitchen  waste  and  the  waste  water  were 
drained  into  screened  fly-proof  pits.  The  solid  waste  and  garbage 
was  burned  in  the  rock-pile  crematory  with  perfect  satisfaction.

A  field  hospital,  with  a  personnel  of  118  enlisted  men,  10  ambulances, 
8  escort  wagons,  4  pack  mules  and  mounts  for  all  the  officers  were 
provided. 

This  camp  of  instruction  proved  to  be  one  of  unusual  importance  and 
interest  to  the  officers  of  the  National  Guard,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  eight  out  of  twelve  medical  officers  of  the  National  Guard  of  Cali- 
fornia were  in  constant  attendance. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend: 

I.  That  an  ambulance  be  procured  for  each  regiment  of  infantry. 

II.  That  a  Darnall  filter,  which  is  inexpensive,  be  provided  for  each 
company. 
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III.  That  new  first-aid  packets  in  tin  covers  be  furnished  the 
enlisted  men. 

IV.  That  blanks  be  provided  for  oiir  medical  officers  exactl.v  like 
those  used  by  the  Arm^-,  so  that  in  event  of  war  we  may  render  the 
maximum  assistance  to  the  regular  establishment.  i 

V.  That  in  future  camps  of  instruction  our  hospital  corps  men  ])e 
permitted  to  drill  and  work  with  those  of  the  United  States  Army. 

VI.  That  the  following  books  be  furnished  each  medical  officer  of 
the  Guard: 

a.  Regulations  for  the  Army  of  the  United  States   (latest  edition). 

h.  Field  Service  Resulations. 

c.  Manual  of  the  Medical  Department,  United  States  Army.

Report  of  Colonel  Chas.  L.  Hewes,  Chief  of  Artillery,  as  to  the 
Operations  of  Certain  Organizations  of  the  Coast  Artillery  Corps 
in  Connection  with  the  Joint  Army  and  Militia  Coast  Defense 
Exercises,  September  4  to  18,  1909. 

Headquarters^  Coast  Artillery  Corps^ 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Sepember  27,  1909. 

The  Adjutant  General,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Sir:  Pursuant  to  Greneral  Orders,  No.  22,  The  Adjutant  General's 
Office,  State  of  California,  dated  August  10,  1909,  these  Headquarters, 
Second,  Fourth,  Sixth,  and  Seventh  companies.  Coast  Artillery  Corps, 
National  Guard  of  California,  were  ordered  to  participate  with  the  regu- 
lar troops  at  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco,  in  joint  defense  exercises, 
between  September  4  and  18,  1909. 

The  four  companies  named  proceeded  in  heavy  marching  order  to . 
the  east  of  Battery  Cranston,  Presidio  of  San  Francisco. 

"Wagon  transportation  was  provided  by  the  Chief  Quartermaster, 
Department  of  California,  and  all  tentage,  heavy  baggage,  and  field 
equipment  followed  the  command  to  the  place  of  encampment. 

The  Chief  of  Artillery,  Adjutant,  Ordnance  Officer,  and  Medical  Offi- 
cer were  furnished  with  a  Dougherty  wagon  by  the  Chief  Quartermaster, 
and  upon  arrival  at  the  Presidio,  at  10:30  a.  m.,  the  undersigned 
reported  to  the  Commanding  Officer,  Artillery  District  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  was  accompanied  by  Lieutenant  Colonel  Frederick  Marsh  to 
the  point  selected  for  the  camp. 

As  previously  arranged  the  Post  Quartermaster  had  already  in  place 
floors  for  all  tents,  kitchens,  and  mess  rooms,  and  also  had  water  piped 
to  the  kitchens  and  washing  troughs.  The  camp  was  laid  out  in  four 
company  streets,  each  consisting  of  five  conical  wall  tents  and  one  A 
wall  tent;  the  company  officers  were  directly  to  the  south  and  rear  of 
the  companies,  while  Headquarters  occupied  a  good  point  of  vantage 
still  further  to  the  south  and  at  right  angles  to  the  company  streets. 
Camp  was  completely  in  order  by  3  p.  m.  The  guard  details  having 
been  selected  prior  to  leaving  the  home  station,  the  guard  consisted  of 
two  posts  only  (and  later  reduced  to  one),  was  posted.  The  command- 
ing officers  were  immediately  directed  to  draw  rations  for  seven  days. 

A  special  field  return  was  rendered  to  the' Artillery  District  Adjutant. 

The  following  assignments  to  batteries  were  m.ade : 

Second  and  Seventh  companies  to  Battery  Cranston,  two  10-iueh 
B.  L.  Rifles,  D.  C,  Captain  H.  R.  Casey,  U.  S.  Army,  commanding. 

Fourth  and  Sixth  companies  to  Battery  Lancaster,  three  12-inch  B.  L. 
Rifles,  D.  C,  Lieutenant  W.  P.  Currier,  U.  S.  Army,  commanding. 

The  schedule  of  drills  and  exercises  as  provided  in  General  Orders, 
No.  19,  Headquarters,  Artillery  District  of  San  Francisco,  dated  August 
30,  1909,  was  followed  in  a  general  way  only,  and  varied  as  the  weather 
and  conditions  warranted. 

Sunday,  September  5th,  was  spent  by  the  officers  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  Captain  Casey  in  studying  the  nomenclature  of  the  guns 
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and  the  uses  of  the  various  instruments  in  the  B.  Prime,  B.  C.  Stations 
and  plotting  rooms.  A  part  of  the  afternoon  was  also  spent  by  the 
noncommissioned  officers  in  the  same  work  under  the  noncommissioned 
officers  and  privates  of  the  Twenty-seventh  and  Seventieth  companies, 
Coast  Artillery,  United  States  Army. 

Monday,  September  6th,  being  a  national  holiday  no  drills  were 
ordered  for  the  regular  troops,  but  many  of  the  men  volunteered  to 
show  the  visiting  guardsmen  around  the  batteries  and  instruct  them  in 
the  nomenclature  of  the  guns. 

Tuesday,  September  7.  Beginning  this  date,  the  first  hour  of  drill, 
8  to  9  A.  M.,  was  devoted  to  drill  by  the  regular  troops  and  was  closely 
watched  by  the  Organized  Militia.  The  method  adopted  by  Captain 
Casey  was  for  his  noncommissioned  officers  and  men  to  each  take  one 
of  the  guardsmen,  and  after  showing  him  his  post  to  describe  carefully 
the  duties  in  connection  therewith. 

In  the  second  drill  period,  9  to  11  a.  m.,  the  militia  was  permitted  to 
take  all  of  the  posts  at  the  guns,  position  finding,  station,  and  plotting 
rooms,  and  under  the  tutorage  of  the  men  from  the  regular  establish- 
ment made  rapid  progress.  The  drill  period  in  the  afternoon,  between 
"  2  and  4,  was  daily  spent  by  the  regular  troops  and  the  militia  in 
extended  order  drills,  hasty  entrenching,  and  pitching  shelter  tents 
Guard  mounting  and  parades  took  place  at  5  p.  m.  This  general 
schedule  was  followed  until  September  11th,  the  forenoon  of  which  was 
given  over  to  company  inspection,  and  in  the  afternoon  there  were 
athletic  sports  with  the  regular  troops  and  National  Guard  as  con- 
testants. 

Sunday,  September  12,  the  company  records  were  inspected  by 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Frederick  Marsh. 

Monday,  September  13,  at  8  a.  m.,  the  companies  were  marched  on 
to  the  parade  in  light  marching  order  and  were  carefully  inspected  by 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Frederick  Marsh.  This  was  followed  by  guard 
mounting  and  parade  with  the  United  States  Artillery  Band. 

Tuesday,  September  14,  sub-caliber  target  practice  by  the  regular 
troops  at  Battery  Cranston,  very  closely  watched  by  the  National 
Guard.  The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  trench  building  by  the  militia. 
The  officers  were  shown  over  the  Presidio  by  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Marsh,  who  pointed  out  the  probable  defensive  positions  which  would 
be  occupied  in  case  of  invasion  from  the  land. 

Wednesday,  September  15.  The  Organized  Militia  having  shown 
suificient  skill  in  handling  the  guns  and  plotting  room,  they  were 
permitted  to  hold  sub-caliber  target  practice  under  their  own  officers 
at  Battery  Cranston,  and  all  the  four  companies  were  therefore  placed 
at  this  battery.  The  result  of  this  practice  at  a  moving  target  10  by  24, 
at  ranges  from  1,500  to  4,000  yards,  was  very  satisfactory,  so  much  so 
in  fact  that  the  Artillery  District  Commander  decided  to  permit  the 
firing  of  full  service  charges  on  Friday. 

Thursday,  September  16.  Preparatory  drills  and  clinometer  testing 
of  Guns  Nos.  1  and  2,  of  Battery  Cranston,  and  Gun  No.  1  of  Battery 
Lancaster,  in  the  forenoon ;  both  officers  and  men  much  interested. 
The  afternoon  was  spent  in  blending  powder.  Officers  of  headquarters 
accompanied  Lieutenant  Colonel  Marsh  and  Captain  Casey  to  Fort 
Barry  on  tug  "Captain  Barrett." 
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Friday,  September  17.  The  weather  being  hazy  in  the  forenoon,  it 
was  decided  to  postpone  the  firing  of  service  charges  until  afternoon. 
At  about  2  0  'clock  p.  m.,  the  weather  having  cleared  to  some  extent,  and 
every  precaution  having  been  taken  to  avoid  accident,  two  shots  were 
fired  from  Gun  No.  1,  Battery  Cranston,  the  target  12  feet  square  and 
in  form  of  a  pyramid  was  anchored  at  about  6,000  yards  from  the  Bat- 
tery, and  about  1,000  yards  from  Point  Bonita.  Both  shots  were 
recorded  as  hits.  The  men  of  the  Second  and  Seventh  companies 
occupied  all  the  positions  at  gun  and  in  the  plotting  room.  The  regular 
troops,  with  the  exception  of  a  gun  commander,  retired  in  order  to  give 
our  men  every  opportunity  to  display  the  knowledge  they  had  acquired. 
Before  more  shots  could  be  fired  from  this  gun  the  haze  and  smoke  again 
closed  in,  and  further  firing  was  suspended.  This  naturally  prevented 
the  firing  at  Battery  Lancaster,  much  to  the  disappointment  of  the 
members  of  the  Fourth  and  Sixth  companies. 

Saturday,  September  18.  Command  was  mustered  by  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Marsh  at  10  a.  m.,  and  was  paid  by  Major  E.  V.  Smith,  assist- 
ant to  Chief  Paymaster,  at  12 :30.  Broke  camp  at  1  p.  m.,  and  reported 
leaving  for  home  stations,  arriving  there  at  2 :30  p.  m. 

Night  drills  and  calls  to  arms  were  engaged  in  on  September  9th, 
13th,  loth,  16th,  and  17th,  and  were  responded  to  with  vim  by  our 
officers  and  men.     The  following  lectures  were  delivered:

All  officers  attended  these  lectures,  and  were  without  exception  inter- 
ested in  the  extreme. 

The  camp  was  entirely  free  from  sickness,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
there  was  much  fog  and  cold  wind.  The  sanitation  of  the  camp,  while 
good  at  all  times,  was  much  improved  as  the  time  passed. 

There  were  no  cases  of  drunkenness  or  disorder.  The  men  deported 
themselves  in  a  most  creditable  manner. 

Officers  and  men  alike  seemed  filled  with  a  desire  to  absorb  every 
detail  in  connection  with  coast  defense.  It  was  gratifying  to  note  the 
wdDingness  of  the  men  to  continue  drill  and  studies  after  recall  had  been 
sounded. 

One  of  the  best  proofs  of  the  desire  of  the  officers  to  master  the  intrica- 
cies of  the  work  was  when  the  undersigned  suggested  a  plan  for  an 
ofiicers'  detachment  at  the  guns,  and  in  the  plotting  room,  in  order  that 
they  might  know  how  to  instruct  the  men  at  their  various  stations ;  it 
was  met  Avith  a  burst  of  enthusiasm,  and  even  the  medical  officer 
requested  to  become  a  part  of  the  detachment. 

I  have  now  reached  a  point  in  this  report  when  it  is  difficult  to  pro- 
ceed, for  it  must  of  necessity  be  to  a  great  extent  personal. 

To  Colonel  J.  A.  Lundeen,  the  Artillery  District  Commander,  we 
owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  success  of  the  exercises  and  for  his 
willingness  to  accord  us  every  comfort  and  convenience. 

The  officer  detailed  by  the  "War  Department  to  inspect  the  National

Guard  troops  was  Lieutenant  Colonel  Frederick  Marsh,  and  for  his 
friendly  advice  and  interest  every  officer  and  man  felt  deeply  indebted. 
He  not  only  was  just  and  impartial,  but  took  us  directly  into  his  con- 
fidence, and  it  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  learn  of  his  change  of 
station. 

Our  immediate  instructor  was  Captain  H.  R.  Casey,  and  words  friil 
to  express  our  feelings  for  him;  from  the  moment  we  reached  Camp, 
and  even  before,  he  became  one  of  us — messed  with  our  olificei's,  and 
outli?ied  such  a  gradual  progressive  ])lan  for  instruction  of  officers 
and  men  that  Ave  were  able  to  advance  to  the  state  of  efficiency  of  firing- 
service  charges.  He  was  at  all  times  available,  and  by  his  example, 
emulated  by  the  men  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Company,  Ave  became  like 
one  family,  no  friction  of  any  kind  manifesting  itself.  The  hours 
between  11  and  12  and  1  and  2  Avere  given  over  to  officers'  schools,  and 
yet  in  addition  to  this  there  Avas  hardly  an  evening  that  Captain  Casey 
did  not  take  the  officers  as  a  body,  or  in  small  groups,  and  give  them 
desired  instruction.  His  untiring  energy  and  kindness  to  us  have  been 
greatly  appreciated. 

I  AA'ish  also  to  extend  our  thanks  to  Captain  J.  ]M.  Wheeler.  Adjutant. 
Lieutenant  Davis,  Quartermaster,  Lieutenants  H.  A.  ScliAvabe  and  W.  P. 
Currier,  and  also  the  officers  of  Headquarters,  Department  of  Califor- 
nia, as  well  as  the  officers  and  men  AA'ho  made  our  stay  both  profitable 
and  pleasant. 

The  tour  of  duty  Avas  in  my  judgment  a  complete  success,  and  will 
be  the  stepping  stone  to  the  building  up  of  a  well  informed  and  capable 
Coast  Artillery  ReserA^e. 

I  Avould  respectfully  recommend  the  f olloAving : 

First — That  the  joint  exercises  be  held  either  in  June  or  the  first  part 
of  July,  in  order  that  more  men  may  attend. 

Second — That  the  tour  of  duty  be  not  to  exceed  ten  days. 

Third — That  the  exact  dates  of  the  exercises  be  officially  announced 
at  least  three  months  prior. 

Fourth — That  the  troops  be  mustered  on  the  day  after  arriA'al  at  the 
place  of  encampment. 

Fifth — That  at  least  100  rounds  of  sub-caliber  ammunition  be  fur- 
nished each  company  of  the  Organized  ^Militia. 

Sixth — That  it  Avill  be  a  great  mistake  to  clothe  either  the  regular 
troops  or  the  National  Guard  in  the  blue  denham  Avhich  so  closely 
resembles  the  suits  Avorn  by  coolie  laborers.  The  brown  canvas  is  far 
superior. 

Seventh — Noav  that  the  first  step  has  been  taken  toAvarcl  a  permanent 
Coast  Artillery  Corps,  that  the  companies  not  only  be  assigned  per- 
manently to  the  batteries  where  they  receiA^e  their  instruction  through- 
out the  year,  but  that  they  shall  be  assigned  to  them  at  the  time  of 
maneuA^ers,  and  that  all  officers  ha\'e  their  regular  stations,  including  - 
the  Headciuarters  officers.  , 

Eighth — That  the  State  issue  at  least  one  pair  of  tan  or  russet  shoes    ' 
per  year  to  each  enlisted  man.

Report  of  Brigadier  General  J.  B.  Lauck,  the  Adjutant  General  of 
California,  Eelative  to  the  Service  Performed  by  a  Part  of  the 
National  Guard  of  California  in  Connection  with  the  Strike  of 
Italians  at  McCloud,  Siskiyou  County,  June  1  to  10,  1909.

The  Governor,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cal., 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  relative 
to  the  service  of  a  part  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  in  con- 
nection with  the  recent  strike  of  Italians  at  McCloud,  Siskiyou  County, 
California : 

Upon  returning  to  San  Francisco  from  the  Memorial  Day  exercises 
held  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  "Alert"  by  certain  organizations  of  the 
Naval  Militia  of  California,  May  31,  1909,  I  received  a  telephone 
message  from  Sacramento  about  5 :  30  p.  m.,  from  First  Lieutenant 
J.  Alexander,  Second  Infantry,  N.  G.  C,  a  clerk  in  my  office,  repeating 
a  telegram  from  Your  Excellency  to  me,  reading  as  follows: 

Teuckee,  May  31,  1909. 
General  J.  B.  Lauck,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Communicate  at  once  with,  sheriff  of  Siskiyou  County  at  McCloud.  If  he  advises 
you  that  he  can  not  control  situation  and  requests  troops  to  prevent  rioting  and 
breaches  of  peace,  take  at  once  a  sufficient  number  of  troops  to  McCloud  and  restore 
order  immediately,  disarming  all  vpho  are  bearing  arms.  In  accomplishing  this, 
use   your  own  judgment.

A  copy  of  this  telegram  was  later  sent  to  me  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel, 
San  Francisco,  by  Lieutenant  Alexander  over  the  wires  of  the  Postal 
Telegraph  Company.  I  instructed  Lieutenant  Alexander  to  communi- 
cate to  you  that  I  had  received  your  instructions  and  would  act  at  once, 
and  would  leave  for  Sacramento  on  the  next  train,  and  that  upon  proper 
request  of  the  sheriff  of  Siskiyou  County  for  military  aid  I  would  act 
in  accordance  with  your  instructions.  He  was  further  instructed  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  sheriff  of  Siskiyou  County,  and  to  communicate 
to  me  upon  my  arrival  at  Sacramento  such  information  regarding  the 
situation  as  he  had  obtained.  I  left  San  Francisco  at  8 :  20  p.  m., 
arriving  at  Sacramento  about  12 :  40  a.  m.  of  June  1st.  After  my 
arrival  at  Sacramento,  Lieutenant  Alexander  telephoned  me  the  follow- 
ing telegram : 

McCloud,   May  31,  1909. 
General  J.  B.  Laiiclc,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Situation  serious  ;  unable  to  control  strikers  with  available  force.  Please  send 
company  of  soldiers  to  assist  in  protecting  life  and  propei-ty.  They  have  just  taken 
possession  of  powder  house,  undoubtedly  for  use  as  bombs  or  like  service. 

Chas.  B.  Howaed,   Sheriff,  Siskiyou  County, 
Feed  B.  Nichols,  Justice  of  Peace. 

Before  leaving  San  Francisco  I  dispatched  Colonel  A.  W.  Bradbury, 
the  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  to  McCloud,  on  the  first  section  of 
Southern  Pacific  train  No.  16,  leaving  San  Francisco  at  8 :  20  p.  m., 
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with  instructions  to  confer  with  Sheriff  Howard  of  Siskiyou  county  as 
to  the  real  necessity  of  the  troops  being  ordered  to  McCloud.  Colonel 
Bradbury  was  also  instructed  to  keep  me  advised  of  the  situation  at 
McCloud  from  time  to  time.  The  following  exchange  of  telegrams 
between  myself  and  Colonel  Bradbury  will  outline  the  situation  up  to 
the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  troops  at  ]\Ic Cloud.  For  a  more  detailed 
account  of  affairs  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  troops,  I  respectfully 
invite  your  attention  to  Colonel  Bradbury 's  report  hereto  attached :

General  J.  B.  Laiick,  Sacramento,   Cal.: 

Just  arrived  here.     Train  over  two  hours  hite.     Now  two  o'clock  afternoon.

Have  had  talk  with  deputy  sheriff  here.  Situation  apparently  serious.  Advise 
have   four  comi^anies   ready   to   move   on  my   advice.

Have  been  here  about  one  hour.  Talked  with  sheriff  and  assistant  manager. 
No  blood  shed  yet,  although  workmen  clubbed.  Strikers  threaten  to  kill  all  who 
attempt  to  work,  also  to  destroy  plant  if  demands  not  comjjlied  with.  Sheriff  has 
about  sixty  deputies,  and  claims  he  is  powerless  to  cope  with  situation.  Has  m. 
attempted  to  arrest  ringleaders,  as  he  is  sure  would  start  riot  which  he  could  not  con- 
trol. Both  he  and  manager  agree.  Strikers  seized  train  yesterday,  and  will  not 
l^ermit  wood  to  be  cut  to  run  electric  light  plant  or  for  restaurant.  I  think  neces- 
sary four  companies  be  ordered  here  before  operation  of  plant  can  be  resumed,  and 
Ijerhaps  necessary  to  prevent  violence  and  bloodshed.  Troops  should  arrive  during 
night  at  Sisson,  and  cars  will  be  hauled  here  from  there.  Please  advise  me  prob- 
able hour  of  arrival  if  ordered  here.

General  J.  B.  Lauck,  Sacramento,   Cal.: 

Since  arrival  everything  quiet.  Sheriff  claims  strikers  ordered  him  and  his 
men  out  of  box  factory  Sunday  night  and  threatened  to  kill  any  one  that  started  to 
work.  Claims  that  if  he  had  resisted,  strikers  would  have  destroyed  plant  and  started 
bloodshed.  Company  will  continue  to  refuse  strikers'  demands.  Have  personally 
seen  no  violence  or  demonstrations,  but  temper  of  strikers  undoubtedly  vicious. 
Have  suggested  attempt  loading  of  few  cars,  so  I  could  see  what  strikers  might  do  ; 
but  sheriff  and  manager  refuse,  and  say  it  would  mean  destruction  of  plant  and 
bloodshed.  Talked  with  Italian  interpreter,  who  states  strikers  say  unless  demands 
complied  with  to-day  they  will  prevent  operation  of  lighting  plant.  Difficult  to  reach 
leaders,  as  all  disclaim  leadership  and  knowledge  of  English.  Will  endeavor  to  talk 
with  them  through  interpreter  to-day.  Manager  states  will  not  attempt  operation 
of  plant  under  present  conditions,  as  it  would  mean  destruction  thereof  and  other 
violence.

Strike  leaders  refused  my  second  request  for  talk.  Say  they  will  make  demonstra- 
tion at  2  o'clock  to-day.  Interpreter  says  they  say  they  will  prevent  operation 
of  lighting  plant  to-night,  and  that  they  do  not  care  for  Governor  or  any  one,  but 
will  do  as  they  please.  Sheriff  and  chief  deputies  say  their  meu  say  they  will  not  put 
themselves  up  for  targets  as  would  be  useless  sacrifice.  Sheriff  says  could  not 
get  additional  reliable  deputies  within  five  days,  and  would  have  to  leave  here  and 
cover  wide  territory  to  get  them.  While  may  be  no  serious  trouble  for  some  time, 
yet  I  believe  operations  can  not  be  resumed  without  assistance  of  troops.

Strikers  had  meeting  about  3  o'clock.  After  considerable  speaking  went  in 
body  to  machine  shops,  car  shops,  and  power  plant,  and  compelled  all  engineers  and 
workmen  to  quit  work.  Broke  in  doors  of  power  plant,  ran  wood  cars  out,  and 
stopped  firing  of  furnace.  McCloud  now  without  fire  protection  and  light.  Two 
million  dollars'  worth  of  property,  white  people,  and  their  homes  at  mercy  of  strikers. 
who  seem  to  be  beyond  control  of  former  leaders.  Sheriff  can  not  or  will  not  give 
proper  protection.  I  believe  four  or  five  companies  should  be  rushed  here  to  protect 
property  and  whites.  I  personally  witnessed  all  that  took  place.  Please  advise 
action.

Upon  receipt  of  Colonel  Bradbury's  first  telegram  from  McCloud, 
dated  June  1,  1909,  which  was  received  by  me  at  5  :45  p.  m.  of  that  day, 
acting  upon  your  orders  I  directed  Colonel  H.  I.  Seymour,  command- 
ing Second  Infantry,  N.  G.  C,  to  cause  Companies  A  (Chico),  E  (Sac- 
ramento), and  G  (Sacramento),  of  his  regiment,  to  be  assembled  at  once 
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in  their  armories,  prepared  for  active  service  in  aid  of  the  civil  authori- 
ties of  Siskiyou  County,  at  McCloud.  The  field  and  staff.  Second  Infau- 
tr3^  the  detachment  of  the  Medical  Department  attached  to  the  Second 
Infantry,  and  Troop  B,  Cavalry,  were  given  like  orders,  and  Colonel 
Seymour  was  directed  to  cause  his  commissary  to  provide  the  troops 
mentioned  with  ten  days'  rations.  The  number  of  commissioned  officers 
ordered  to  accompany  the  troops  was  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  usual 
proportion,  but  not  being  familiar  with  the  situation  at  McCloud,  and 
believing  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  divide  the  greater  part  of  the 
force  into  important  small  detachments,  and  believing  further  that 
many  of  the  noncommisisoned  officers  could  not  be  relied  upon  to  use 
proper  judgment  in  all  cases,  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  have  several  extra 
officers  to  be  used  to  command  small  detachments  in  case  of  necessity. 

Considerable  telephonic  conversation  was  had  with  Colonel  Bradbury 
as  to  the  situation  at  McCloud,  from  which  considerable  information 
was  obtained,  but  owing  to  the  imsatisf actory  telephone  service,  it  often 
being  necessary  to  have  the  conversation  repeated  by  two  and  sometimes 
three  operators,  directions  Avere  given  to  use  the  telegraph  only. 

Believing  that  Colonel  Bradbury  should  have  some  one  at  McCloud 
to  assist  him  upon  whom  he  could  rely,  I,  upon  your  direction,  dis- 
patched Captain  J.  M.  Milliken,  Second  Infantry,  a  clerk  in  my  office, 
to  report  to  Colonel  Bradbury.  Captain  Milliken  left  Sacramento  at 
5:05  p.  M.,  June  2.  Shortly  after  he  had  left,  however,  about  5 :45  p.  m., 
there  was  received  at  this  office  Colonel  Bradbury's  telegram  from 
McCloud,  dated  at  4  p.  m.,  of  June  2,  outlining  the  acts  of  violence  the 
strikers  had  committed  that  afternoon,  and  recommending  that  four 
companies  be  rushed  to  McCloud  to  preserve  order.  Thereupon  I 
■directed  the  troops  herein  before  mentioned  to  proceed  at  once  to 
McCloud,  under  my  command,  in  accordance  with  your  verbal  instruc- 
tions and  the  following  written  instructions : 

Executive  Department, 

State  of  California. 

Whereas,  There  exists  iu  McCloud.  Siskiyou  county,  California,  a  large  number 
of  individuals  who  are  armed  and  acting  tosether,  resisting  the  laws  of  this  State,  and 
offering  violence  to  citizens  and  property  located  in  said  McCloud,  Siskiyou  county  ; 
and 

Whereas,  They  are  conducting  themselves  in  a  tumultuous  and  riotous  manner, 
and  have  assaulted  citizens,  committed  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  terrorized  the  entire 
community ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Sheriff  of  Siskiyou  county,  and  his  deputies,  have  called  upon  th*^ 
Governor  of  this  State,  advising  him  of  such  conditions,  and  informing  him  that  he 
and  his  deputies  are  unable  to  enforce  the  law  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  the 
citizens  in  that  locality,  and  is  entirely  unable  to  cope  with  the  situation  existing 
there,  and  has  requested  and  called  upon  the  Governor  to  order  out  the  State  militia 
for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  and  preventing  said  persons  from  continuing  to  violate 
the  laws  of  this  State,  and  from  inflicting  injuries  upon  persons  and  property ;  and 

Whereas,  Such  outbreaks  of  violence  in  opposition  to  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  this  State  is  imminent,  and  will  involve  serious  destruction  to  property,  and  the 
loss  of  life  to  citizens ;  and 

Whereas,  By  reason  of  such  lawlessness,  tumultuous  riotings,  acts  of  violence,  dis- 
turbance, and  resisting  process,  both  civil  and  criminal,  the  civil  authorities,  are  unable 
to  cope  with  the  situation. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  J.  N.  Gillett,  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  military 
forces  of  this  State,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  in  me  vested,  do  hereby 
declare  an  insurrection  to  exist  at  McCloud,  in  said  county  of  Siskiyou,  State  afore- 
said. 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  there  be  and  there  is  hereby  called  into 
active  service,  such  portion  of  the  National  Guard  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  suppressing  the  acts  herein  referred  to,  and  The  Adjutant  General  is  hereby 
•ordered  and  directed  to  order  such  militia  into  active  service,   and   take  command 
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thereof,  and  to  proceed  to  McCloud,  in  said  countj'  and  State,  and  to  disperse  said 
rioters,  preserve  the  peace,  prevent  acts  of  lawlessness,  and  do  such  other  acts  as  may 
be  necessary  to  preserve  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  State  of  California,  and  protect 
the  life  and  property  of  its  citizens.

Colonel  H.  I.  Seymour,  commanding  Second  Infantry,  and  Staff. 
detachment  of  the  Plospital  Corps,  Companies  B  and  G,  Second 
Infantry,  and  Troop  B,  Cavalry,  under  my  command,  185  officers  and 
enlisted  men,  left  Sacramento  by  special  train,  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany, at  8 :  20  p.  M.,  June  2d,  picking  up  en  route  Company  A,  Second 
Infantry,  at  Chico,  California.  It  was  expected  that  the  train  would 
arrive  at  Sisson,  California,  about  8  a.  m.  of  June  3d,  but  it  did  not 
arrive  there  until  9 :  30  a.  m.  The  train  as  it  arrived  at  Sisson  con- 
sisted of  six  day  coaches,  one  standard  Pullman,  and  one  baggage  car. 
It  was  found  necessary  at  Sisson  to  drop  two  coaches  before  the  train 
could  be  hauled  over  the  sharp  grade  of  the  McCloud  River  railway 
leading  out  of  Sisson.  Several  miles  up  this  grade  it  was  also  necessary 
to  drop  another  coach  before  the  train  could  proceed.  Colonel  Brad- 
bury met  the  train  at  Sisson,  reported  to  the  undersigned,  and  outlined 
to  Colonel  Seymour  and  myself  the  situation  at  j\IcCloud,  delivering  to 
Colonel  Seymour,  at  my  direction,  a  rough  map  of  ]\IcCloud  which  he 
had  prepared.  Proper  precautions  were  taken  to  guard  the  train  from 
any  possible  violence,  and  the  train  arrived  a-t  McCloud  about  12 :  15 
p.  M.,  without  interference.  As  the  train  was  to  be  backed  upon  a 
siding  through  a  part  of  the  town  near  which  a  portion  of  the  strikers 
lived,  a  few  troops  were  detained  as  a  guard  in  advance  of  the  rear  of 
the  train  as  it  was  being  backed  on  to  the  siding.  At  this  time  a  body  of 
the  strikers  rushed  toward  the  train  and  were  ordered  by  the  guard 
mentioned  to  fall  back,  and  although  this  command  was  accompanied 
by  motions  and  gestures  that  could  be  readily  understoood  by  any  one, 
even  if  he  did  not  understand  the  English  language,  yet  many  of  the 
strikers  failed  to  heed  the  command  or  warnings,  and  one  mqn  so 
persistently  refused  to  leave  that  unfortunately  he  was  cut  by  a  bayonet 
thrust,  which,  however,  was  not  of  a  serious  nature.  For  more  detailed 
account  of  this  incident,  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  report  of 
the  senior  medical  officer  of  the  Second  Infantry,  hereto  attached. 

The  train  was  backed  on  to  the  siding  and  the  troops  detrained,  and 
went  into  camp  near  the  lighting  and  pumping  plant  without  further 
incident.  Immediately  after  arriving  at  McCloud  I  reported  to  Sheriff 
Howard,  saying  that  the  troops  had  been  ordered  there  to  assist  the 
civil  authorities  to  maintain  law  and  order,  and  that  myself  and  force 
were  at  his  disposal,  and  also  saying  that  it  was  your  desire  that  the 
troops  should  leave  there  as  soon  as  it  was  advisable  to  remove  them. 
The  sheriff  seemed  to  be  very  much  relieved  at  the  presence  of  the 
troops,  but  gave  no  directions  as  to  their  use  except  to  suggest  that  I 
establish  such  guards  and  patrols  as  I  thought  necessary.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  suggestion,  I  caused  Colonel  Seymour  to  place  guards 
at  the  more  important  mills,  the  power  house,  etc.,  and  along  the  water 
main,  and  he  himself  establish  sentries  about  the  camp  ahd  also  near 
one  of  the  camps  of  the  strikers.

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At  1 :  50  P.  M.  of  June  3d  I  sent  you  the  following  telegram :' 

McCloud,  Cal.,  June  3,  1909. 
Governor  J.  X.  Gillett,  Sacraiaeiito.  CaL: 

Arrived  McClond  12:30  p.. jr.  No  interference  witli  detraining  of  troops.  Every- 
tliing  quiet  at  present.  Power  plant  will  be  started  at  once  under  protection  of 
Sheriff's  deputies  and  troops,  if  necessar.y.  President  of  company  states  factories  and 
mills  will  be  started  to-morrow  morning.  Strikers  had  demonstration  this  morning 
and  threatened  violence  and  destruction  of  property  if  work  attempted,  notwithstand- 
ing troops  might  be  present.

In  a  further  conversation  with  Sheriff  Howard  at  which  were  present 
Colonel  Bradbury  and  jMr.  Queal,  the  latter  the  president  of  the 
McCloud  River  Lumber  Company,  I  impressed  upon  the  sheriff  that 
the  troops  under  my  command  were  at  McCloud  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  the  civil  authorities  in  preserving  law  and  order  and  to  assist 
in  making  arrests,  if  so  directed,  and  to  take  no  sides  one  way  or 
another,  and  that  we  would  assist  just  as  quicklj^  to  prevent  the  lumber 
company  or  its  agents  from  committing  laAvless  acts  as  we  would  to 
prevent  the  strikers  from  doing  the  same.  At  about  6  p.  m.  of  June  3d 
I  received  your  telegram  reading  as  follows : 

Sacramento,  Cal.,  June  3,  1909. 
Adjutant  General  J.  B.  Lanck,  McCloud,  Cal.: 

The  Consul  General  of  Italy  has  by  telegram  just  received  requested  me  to  caution 
the  ^Militia  to  afford  the  most  constant  protection  and  security  to  the  subjects  of  his 
country.  If  there  are  any  Italians  at  McCloud  who  are  not  engaged  in  riotous  actions 
and  in  violating  the  laws  of  this  State  and  need  protection  from  any  one  who  is  doing 
so,  see  that  this  protection  is  extended  to  them.

To  which  I  replied  as  follows  : 

McCloup,  Cal.,  June  3,  1909. 
Governor  J.  N.  Gillett,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Your  telegram  received.  Any  Italians  not  engaged  in  riotous  action  will  have  our 
best  protection.  Power  and  lighting  plant  started  this  afternoon  without  interference 
fi'om  strikers.

In*  the  evening  of  June  3d,  I  arranged  a  meeting  with  one  of  the 
strike  leaders  to  take  place  the  next  day.  This  meeting  took  place  the 
next  morning  between  10:30  and  11  o'clock.  This  man's  name,  I 
believe,  was  Frank  Levati,  and  there  were  present  besides  him  and 
myself,  Mr.  jMattison,  attorney  for  the  ^McCloud  River  Lumber  Com- 
pany, Sheriff  Howard,  Colonel  Bradbury,  Lieutenant  Barney  of  the 
Second  Infantry,  and  Mr.  Petrici  of  one  of  the  Italian  newspapers  of 
San  Francisco,  who  was  present  to  act  as  interpreter,  although  as  it 
turned  out,  his  services  as  such  were  hardly  needed,  as  Levati  seemed 
to  understand  quite  readily  wiiat  was  said  to  him  in  English.  This 
meeting  was  held  with  the  approval  of  Sheriff'  Howard.  I  impressed 
very  carefully  upon  this  man  that  I  and  my  command  were  at  McCloud 
simply  to  preserve  order,  maintain  peace,  and  prevent  the  destruction 
of  property;  that  we  were  just  as  much  the  friend  of  the  strikers  as 
of  the  company;  and  that  we  would  assist  the  sheriff  to  prevent  the 
company  frcm  doing  unlawful  acts  just  as  quickly  as  we  would  assist 
him  to  prevent  the  strikers  from  committing  violence.  I  also  told  him 
that  he  and  his  men  must  not  commit  any  acts  of  violence  or  destroy 
any  property,  and  I  suggested  that  if  possible  a  speecty  aud  peaceful 
settlement  of  the  strike  should  be  arranged.     He  promised  that  his 
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people  would  not  commit  any  unlawful  acts,  and  that  he  would  arrange 
a  meeting  between  the  strikers  and  Mr.  Queal  for  that  afternoon  to 
talk  over  the  situation.  This  ended  the  interview.  That  afternoon 
uTune  4th)  a  meeting  of  the  strikers  was  held,  which  Mr.  Queal  and 
several  of  his  advisors  attended,  but  it  was  barren  of  results. 

On  June  5th,  at  the  request  of  the  sheriff,  troops  surrounded  one 
of  the  strikers'  camps  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  sheriff  in  making 
arrests  of  six  of  the  strike  leaders  for  whom  he  had  had  warrants  for 
two  or  three  days.  ~  Three  of  these  men  (all  that  could  be  found  at 
that  time)  were  arrested  quietly  and  taken  to  the  jail  and  locked  up. 

On  June  6th  I  met  the  Italian  Consul  upon  his  arrival  at  McCloucl 
and  offered  him  every  assistance  within  my  power.  Upon  this  day 
everything  was  quiet.  The  three  strike  leaders  arrested  the  day  before 
appeared  before  the  local  justice  at  McCloud  on  June  6th,  and  were 
held  to  bail  in  the  sum  of  $1,000. 

June  7th  and  8th  being  quiet  and  there  being  no  apparent  further 
need  of  the  troops  at  McCloud,  I  telegraphed  to  Your  Excellency  on 
the  8th  stating  that  I  expected  to  withdraw  the  troops  on  the  9th, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  you,  or  unforeseen  events  should  arise, 

to  which  you  replied  as  follows : 

Sacramento,  Cal.,  June  8,  1909.

If  safe  to  withdraw  troops  to-morrow,  all  right.  If  in  doubt,  would  advise  their 
remaining  there  until  Thursday.

Upon  talking  the  matter  over  further  with  Sheriff  Howard  and 
upon  his  earnest  request,  I  decided  to  postpone  the  departure  of  the 
troops  until  Thursday  morning,  June  10th,  and  accordingly  tele- 
graphed you  as  follows:

Governor  J.  N.  Gillett,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Sheriff  not  satisfied  with  situation  and  requests  troops  remain  over  to-morrow. 
Will  leave  positively  Thursday  morning  early.

The  sheriff  gave  me  as  his  reasons  for  desiring  the  troops  to  remain 
over  the  9th  that  a  majority  of  the  strikers  had  promised  to  leave 
McCloud  on  that  day,  and  he  thought  it  best  for  the  troops  to  be 
there  until  the  morning  of  the  10th,  when  he  thought  most  of  the 
strikers  would  be  gone,  and  he  and  his  deputies  could  then  control 
the  situation.  Accordingly  I  gave  directions  for  the  troops  to  leave 
McCloud  at  6  a.  m.  on  June  10th.  The  troop  train  left  there  at  6 :  20 
A.  M.  of  the  10th,  pursuant  to  the  following  order :

There  being  no  longer  necessity  for  troops  at  McCloud.  Siskiyou  County,  this 
State,  they  will  return  to  their  home  stations  on  June  10,  1909,  the  hour  of  departure 
to  be  determined  upon  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  troops  in  the  field. 

The  Quartermaster's  Department  will  fulnish  the  necessary  transportation,  and 
suitable  subsistence  and  proper  medical  attendance  will  be  furnished  under  direction 
of  the  commanding  officer,  Second  Infantry. 

The  travel  directed  is  necessary  in  the  military  service. 

The  officers  and  men  comprising  the  forces  sent  to  McCloud  in  aid  of  the  civil 
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authorities  are  commended  for  their  prompt  and  cheerful  compliance  with  all  orders 
issued  from  the  be.aiuning  to  the  conclusion  of  the  movement,  for  the  gratifying  degree 
of  efficieucy  displayed  by  them  in  every  phase  of  the  duties  they  were  called  upon  to 
perform,  and  for  their  excellent  conduct.  The  deportment  of  the  forces  at  McCloud 
was  of  the  highest  degree  of  excellence,  for  which  they  are  specially  commended, 
because  during  the  ten  days'  tour  of  active  duty  there  was  not  one  breach  of  discipline 
calling  for  corrective  measures.

Thi.s  train  should  have  arrived  at  Sacramento  not  later  than  5 
o'clock  p.  M.  of  the  10th,  but  owing  to  many  absolutely  unnecessary 
delays,  a  characteristic  trait  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  when 
handling  troop  trains,  this  train  did  not  arrive  at  Sacramento  until 
7 :40  p.  M..  over  two  hours  and  a  half  longer  than  it  should  have 
taken.  Company  A,  Second  Infantry,  detrained  at  Chico,  the  other 
organizations  coming  through  to  Sacramento. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  desire  to  give  the  highest  praise  to  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  who  were  upon 
duty  in  connection  with  the  ]McCloud  incident.  By  their  quiet 
behavior,  their  careful  and  prompt  attention  to  their  military  duties, 
they  have  set  a  high  standard  for  other  troops  to  follow  upon  like 
occasions.

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Report  of  Colonel  A.  W.  Bradbury,  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General 
of  California,  Relative  to  His  Tour  of  Duty  in  Connection  with 
the  Strike  of-  Italian  Workmen  Against  the  McCloud  River 
Lumber  Company,  at  McCloud,  Siskiyou  County,  May  31  to 
June  10,  1909.

The  Adjutant  General,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  relative  to  my 
tour  of  duty  in  connection  with  the  recent  strike  of  Italian  workmen 
against  the  McCloud  River  Lumber  Company  at  McCloud,  Siskiyou 
County,  California. 

Pursuant  to  your  verbal  instructions,  given  me  at  San  Francisco, 
California,  on  the  evening  of  May  31,  1909,  to  proceed  immediately  to 
McCloud,  California,  to  look  into  the  situation  there  existing  at  that 
time  with  a  view  to  determining  the  necessity  of  ordering  troops  there 
to  assist  the  sheriff  to  maintain  the  peace  and  preserve  order,  I  left  San 
Francisco  on  Southern  Pacific  train  No.  16,  at  8  :  20  p.  m.,  May  31,  1909, 
arriving  at  Sisson,  California,  1 :  50  p.  m.,  June  1,  1909,  two  hours  and 
twelve  minutes  late,  of  which  I  advised  you  by  telegraph.  Within  a 
few  minutes  after  my  arrival  I  was  met  by  a  deputy  sheriff  who  had 
been  sent  to  meet  me  by  Sheriff  Howard,  who,  it  was  explained  to  me. 
did  not  deem  it  advisable  to  leave  JMcCloud  at  that  time,  owing  to  the 
gravity  of  the  situation  then  existing  there.  Upon  the  statement  of  the 
deputy  sheriff  who  met  me,  and  the  statements  of  the  members  of  the 
crew  of  the  passenger  train  running  from  Sisson  to  McCloud,  and  others, 
that  the  situation  at  McCloud  was  exceedingly  serious,  I  deemed  it  a 
wise  precaution  to  advise  you  by  telegraph  to  hold  four  companies  in 
readiness  at  their  armories  to  be  sent  to  McCloud  upon  my  advice,  and 
therefore  sent  you  the  following  telegram  which  was  filed  about  2:15 
p.  M.  of  June  1st  at  Sisson : 

General  J.  B.  Laiick,  Sacramento.  Cal.: 

Have  had  talk  with  deputy  sheriff  here.  Situation  apparently  serious.  Advise. 
Have  four  companies  ready  to  move  on  mv  advice. 

Bradbuey. 

After  sending  the  above  telegram  I  boarded  the  train  for  McCloud, 
arriving  there  about  3 :  45  p.  m.,  and  immediately  got  in  touch  with 
Sheriff  Howard,  finding  him  at  the  office  of  the  McCloud  River  Lumber 
Company  in  conference  with  the  assistant  manager  of  the  company,  Mr. 
F.  F.  Spencer.  I  stated  to  these  two  gentlemen  that  I  had  been  sent  to 
McCloud  by  The  Adjutant  General  to  investigate  the  strike  situation 
there,  as  to  the  necessity  of  ordering  troops  to  McCloud  to  assist  the 
Sheriff  in  maintaining  the  peace  and  preventing  the  destruction  of 
property  or  life.  I  further  stated  to  them  that  my  instructions  from 
The  Adjutant  General  were  that  I  should  in  no  way  interest  myself  in 
the  merits  of  the  controversy  between  the  strikers  and  the  company,  but 
that  I  should  confine  my  investigations  strictly  to  the  question  of  the 
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necessity  of  troops  being  ordered  to  McCloud.  After  being  assured 
that  they  understood  my  position,  I  asked  the  sheriff  to  briefly  outline 
Avhat  had  occurred  since  his  arrival  at  McCloud  and  to  give  me  his  views 
of  the  situation  then  existing.  His  statement  was  to  the  effect  that 
since  he  and  his  deputies  had  arrived,  the  strikers  had  seized  the  mail 
train  running  from  McCloud  to  Bartle  over  the  McCloud  River  Rail- 
road, and  had  also  seized  a  logging  train  of  the  McCloud  River  Railroad, 
compelling  the  crew  to  take  them  to  a  logging  camp  out  in  the  woods 
and  also  compelling  the  train  crew  and  the  logging  crew  to  share  their 
lunch  with  the  strikers ;  that  the  strikers  had  held  many  meetings,  some 
in  their  camps  and  some  in  front  of  the  office  of  the  lumber  company, 
and  had  made  repeated  threats  to  destroy  the  mills,  the  store,  the  car 
shops,  etc.,  and  to  blow  up  the  homes  of  certain  of  the  officials  of  the 
company  if  their  demands  were  not  complied  with  by  a  certain  time; 
that  they  had  driven  men  from  work  and  had  by  threats  of  violence 
prevented  any  one  from  working  in  the  mills  and  box  factory,  and  had 
beaten  two  men  (watchmen)  who  had  opposed  the  strikers'  entering  the 
box  factory.  The  sheriff  also  stated  that  the  strikers  had  ordered  him 
and  some  of  his  deputies  away  from  the  box  factory,  and  as  they  threat- 
ened them  with  clubs,  he  thought  it  best  to  obey,  as  he  believed  resist- 
ance on  the  part  of  himself  and  deputies  would  have  caused  a  riot  with 
which  he  could  not  have  coped,  and  that  the  starting  of  such  a  riot  would 
have  meant  the  destruction  of  life  and  property.  He  also  informed  me 
that  on  Monday,  May  31st,  the  strikers  had  attempted  to  break  into  the 
powder  house  in  which  were  stored  dynamite  and  black  powder ;  but 
they  finally  left  without  having  broken  in,  after  remaining  for  some 
hours,  and  that  the  strikers  had  also  prevented  the  hauling  of  wood  for 
the  use  of  the  lighting  plant  and  restaurant.  The  sheriff  claimed  he 
was  powerless  to  cope  with  the  situation,  and  both  he  and  the  assistant 
manager  of  the  lumber  company  implored  me  to  recommend  to  the 
Governor  that  troops  be  sent  to  McCloud  at  once.  I  informed  these 
gentlemen  that  I  was  by  no  means  satisfied  of  the  necessity  of  the  pres- 
ence of  troops,  and  until  I  had  seen  some  demonstrations  or  acts  of  vio- 
lence on  the  part  of  the  strikers,  and  had  made  certain  investigations 
from  which  I  would  be  .justified  in  my  own  mind  in  recommending  that 
troops  be  sent,  I  most  certainly  would  not  suggest  such  a  thing  to  the 
Governor  or  The  Ad.jutant  General.  I  asked  the  sheriff  how  many 
deputies  he  had,  and  he  told  me  he  did  not  know  exactly,  but  thought 
betw^een  fifty  and  sixty.  I  expressed  some  astonishment  that  he  did  not 
know  how  many  deputies  he  had,  and  said  furthermore  that  I  believed 
that  had  he  made  an  attempt  in  the  beginning  to  arrest  the  leaders  the 
strike  would  have  ended  then  and  there,  and  that  I  was  of  the  opinion 
that  he  had  not  properly  performed  his  duties  as  sheriff. 

After  making  some  investigations  and  talking  with  members  of  the 
logging  crews,  train  crews,  mill  hands,  watchmen,  etc.,  who  in  the  main 
corroborated  the  sheriff 's  story,  I  sent  the  following  telegram  to  you : 

McCloud,  Cal.,  June  1,  1909  (about  5  p.  yi.) . 
General  J.  B.  Lauck,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Have  been  here  about  one  hour.  Talked  with  sheriff  and  assistant  manager.  No 
bloodshed  .vet,  although  watchmen  clubbed.  Strikers  threaten  to  kill  all  who  attempt 
to  work,  also  to  destroy  plant  if  demands  not  complied  with.  Sheriff  has  about  sixty 
deputies  and  claims  he  is  powerless  to  cope  with  situation.  Has  not  attempted  to 
arrest  ringleaders,  as  he  is  sure  would  start  riot  which  he  could  not  control.  Both 
he  and  manager  agree.  Strikers  seized  train  yesterday,  and  will  not  permit  wood 
to  be  cut  to  run  electric  light  plant  or  for  restaurant.     I  think  necessary  four  com- 
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panies  be  ordered  here  before  operations  of  plant  can  be  resumed,  and  perhaps  neces- 
sary to  prevent  violence  and  bloodshed.  Troops  should  arrive  during  night  at  Sisson, 
and  cars  will  be  hauled  here  from  there.  Please  advise  me  probable  hour  of  arrival 
if  ordered  here. 

BRADBURY. 

Shortly  after  my  arrival  at  McCloud  and  before  sending  you  the 
above  telegram.  I  received  from  you  the  following  telegram: 

Sacramento,  Cal.,  June  1,  1909. 
Colonel  A.  ^V.  Bradbury,  care  Chas.  B.  Hotcard,  Sheriff,  Siskiyou  County,  McCloud, 
Cal: 
On  your  arrival  see  sheriff  and  ring  leaders  immediately  advising  us  condition 
of  affairs  and  j'our  opinion  on  matter.

Owing  to  my  late  arrival  at  McCloud  and  the  difficulty  of  getting  a 
satisfactory  interpreter  and  my  unfamiliarity  with  the  situation,  I 
deemed  it  impracticable  to  attempt  to  get  in  touch  with  the  strikers 
or  their  leaders  that  evening  (June  1st). 

The  next  morning  I  made  some  further  investigations,  confining  my 
inquiries  to  watchmen,  mill  hands,  loggers,  train  crews,  etc.  I  found 
them  ail  agreed  that  the  situation  was  serious,  and  that  in  their  opinion 
there  was  imminent  danger  of  the  strikers  destroying  the  plant  and  start- 
ing a  riot  which  the  sheriff  and  his  deputies  would  not  be  able  to  control. 
I  also  obtained  information  which  led  me  to  believe  that  many  of  the 
deputy  sheriffs  could  not  be  relied  upon  in  case  of  a  riot  or  disturbance 
which  would  call  for  resistance  to  the  strikers.  I  found  it  difficult  to 
get  into  communication  with  the  strike  leaders,  as  all  disclaimed  leader- 
ship and  knowledge  of  the  English  language.  The  only  available  inter- 
preter was  a  man  who  acted  in  that  capacity  for  the  McCloud  River 
Lumber  Company,  and  for  obvious  reasons  I  did  not  desire  to  avail 
myself  of  his  services  if  it  could  be  avoided.  Finally,  however,  I 
became  convinced  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  use  him  if  I  was  to  com- 
municate with  the  leaders,  having  myself  gone  to  one  of  the  strikers' 
camps,  where  I  was  refused  admittance.  I  therefore  sent  the  inter- 
preter mentioned  to  the  leaders,  asking  him  to  state  to  them  that  I 
represented  the  Governor  of  the  State  and  would  like  to  talk  with  them. 
While  waiting  the  interpreter's  return,  everything  having  been  quiet 
since  my  arrival,  I  suggested  to  the  sheriff  and  to  the  assistant  manager 
of  the  lumber  company  that  they  attempt  to  load  a  few  cars  so  that  I 
could  see  what  the  strikers  might  do,  and  perhaps  in  that  way  get  a 
chance  to  talk  to  or  with  them,  my  idea  being  that  if  I  could  talk  with 
them  I  might  be  able  to  convince  them  that  they  would  be  severely  dealt 
with  if  they  destroyed  any  property,  offered  any  violence,  or  committed 
any  overt  act.  Both  the  sheriff  and  the  assistant  manager  refused,  how- 
ever, to  act  upon  my  suggestion,  giving  as  their  reasons  that  such  action 
as  I  suggested  would  cause  a  riot  that  would  mean  the  destruction  of 
the  plant  and  perhaps  bloodshed,  and  with  which  the  sheriff  could  not 
cope.  The  assistant  manager  also  stated  to  me  that  no  attempt  would 
be  made  to  operate  the  plant  under  the  existing  conditions.  After 
this  interview  I  telegraphed  you  as  follows : 

McCloud,  Cal.,  June  2,  1909  (about  10  a.  m.).    • 
General  J.  B.  Lauck,  Sacramento,  Gal.: 

Since  arrival  everything  quiet.  Sheriff  claims  strikers  ordered  him  and  his  men 
out  of  box  factory  Sunday  night  and  threatened  to  kill  any  one  that  started  to 
work.  Claims  that  if  he  had  resisted  strikers  would  have  destroyed  plant  and 
started  bloodshed.  Company  will  continue  to  refuse  strikers'  demands.  Have  per- 
sonally   se€n    no   violence    or    demonstrations,    but    temper    of   strikers   undoubtedly 
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vicious.  Have  suggested  attempt  loading  of  few  cars  so  I  could  see  what  strikers 
might  do,  but  sheriff  and  manager  refuse,  and  say  it  would  mean  destruction  of  plant 
and  bloodshed.  Talked  with  Italian  interpreter,  who  states  strikers  say  unless 
demands  complied  with  to-day,  they  will  prevent  operation  of  lighting  plant.  Diffi- 
cult to  reach  leaders,  as  all  disclaim  leadership  and  knowledge  of  English.  Will 
endeavor  to  talk  with  them  through  interpreter  to-day.  Manager  states  will  not 
attempt  operation  of  plant  under  present  conditions,  as  it  would  mean  destruction 
thereof  and  other  violence. 

Bradrubv. 

Previous  to  and  following  the  time  of  sending  the  above  telegram,  I 
was  called  up  on  the  telephone  from  your  office  and  considerable  con- 
versation was  had  relative  to  the  condition  of  affairs  at  McCloud;  but 
owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  telephone  service,  I  was  directed  by  you  to 
discontinue  the  use  of  the  telephone.  I  had  not  made  use  of  the  tele- 
phone, having  been  advised  of  probable  unsatisfactory  service.  Before 
being  called  up  on  the  telephone  the  last  time  by  you,  the  interpreter 
returned  from  his  conference  with  the  strikers  and  informed  me  that 
they  would  not  meet  me.  This  information  I  conveyed  to  you  over 
the  telephone  with  the  statement  that  I  would  endeavor  a  second  time 
to  meet  some  of  the  strike  leaders.  I,  therefore,  again  sent  the  inter- 
preter to  them  with  a  request  that  they  meet  me  and  to  say  that  I  had  a 
message  to  them  from  the  Governor,  and  that  I  would  meet  them  any- 
where and  at  any  hour  they  might  name.  Their  reply  to  my  message, 
as  stated  to  me  by  the  interpreter,  is  set  forth  in  the  following  tele- 
gram, which  I  sent  you  after  having  another  conference  with  the 
sheriff : 

McCloud,  Cal.,  June  2.  1909,  11 :45  A.  m. 
General  J.  B.  LaiicK-,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Strike  leaders  refused  my  second  request  for  talk.  Say  they  will  make  demon- 
stration at  2  o'clock  to-day.  Interpreter  says  they  say  they  will  prevent  operation 
of  lighting  plant  to-night,  and  that  they  do  not  care  for  Governor  or  any  one,  but 
will  do  as  they  please.  Sheriff  and  chief  deputies  say  their  men  say  they  will  not 
put  themselves  up  for  target  as  would  be  useless  sacrifice.  Sheriff  says  could  not 
get  additional  reliable  deputies  within  five  days,  and  would  have  to  leave  here  and 
cover  wide  territory  to  get  them.  While  may  I)e  no  serious  trouble  for  some  time, 
yet  I  believe  operations  can  not  be  resumed  without  assistance  of  troops. 

Bradrury. 

Being  now  convinced  that  there  was  nothing  more  that  I  could  do 
but  await  developments,  I  determined  to  be  present  at  any  meeting  or 
demonstration  the  strikers  might  have  that  day.  Therefore,  at  about  2 
p.  M.  of  that  day  (June  2d),  noticing  the  strikers  making  their  way  in 
squads  to  the  so-called  "Tucci"  camp,  I  made  my  way  in  that  direction, 
and  finding  that  they  were  gathering  near  the  laundry  I  took  ray  posi- 
tion on  a  low  pile  of  railroad  ties  about  forty  feet  from  the  place  where 
it  was  evident  they  were  to  hold  their  meeting.  After  remaining  there 
about  three-quarters  of  an  hour  the  speaking  commenced,  there  beiag 
in  attendance  about  600  men.  After  considerable  speaking,  in  the 
course  of  which  many  threats  were  made  to  destroy  the  mills  and  fac- 
tories if  the  demands  of  the  strikers  were  not  complied  with  by  the  next 
day,  also  a  threat  to  close  the  lighting  and  power  plant  at  5  o'clock 
that  evening  if  their  demands  were  not  complied  with,  the  strikers 
started  to  disperse,  having  first  decided  to  meet  again  at  5  o'clock  that 
evening.  After  most  of  them  had  started  away  the  leaders  called  them 
back,  and  after  some  excited  talk  the  strikers  made  toward  the  machine 
shop,  grabbing  clubs  and  sticks  as  they  went.  Arriving  at  the  machine 
shop,  they  forced  the  men  who  had  been  working  there  to  cease  work, 
threatening  them  with  violence  if  they  did  not  cpiit  immediately.  The 
strikers  then  went  to  the  car  shop,  where  they  compelled  the  men  there 
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to  quit  work,  threatening  tliem  in  the  same  manner  as  before.  The 
strikers  then  started  for  the  lighting  and  pumping  plant,  which  is 
located  some  distance  from  the  machine  and  car  shops — about  250  yards. 
The  chief  engineer  of  this  plant  learned  of  their  coming,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  his  firemen  closed,  fastened,  and  endeavored  to  brace 
the  heavy  wooden  doors  to  the  fireroom,  but  before  this  could  be  accom- 
plished the  strikers  arrived,  forced  in  the  doors,  compelled  the  engineer 
and  firemen  to  draw  the  fires  under  the  boilers,  and  to  quit  work  under 
threats  of  violence.  The  strikers  ran  two  small  cars  of  wood  from  the 
fireroom,  dumped  four  or  five  loaded  cars  off  the  track  down  an  em- 
bankment, and  piled  a  quantity  of  wood  and  debris  on  the  track. 
They  then  went  to  an  auxiliary  plant  near  by  and  compelled  the  firemen 
there  to  quit  work.  During  all  this  I  was  within  thirty  or  forty  feet  of 
the  head  of  the  column  of  strikers. 

As  the  strikers  by  these  acts  had  deprived  the  town  of  McCloud  of 
light  and  fire  protection,  and  as  their  demeanor  and  threats  indicated 
that  they  would  do  other  and  perhaps  greater  violence,  and  as  the 
sheriff  seemed  unable  or  unwilling  to  cope  with  the  strikers,  I  deemed 
the  situation  sufficiently  serious  to  recommend  that  troops  be  sent  at 
once  to  McCloud  to,  if  possible,  prevent  further  violence  and  to  assist 
the  civil  authorities  to  preserve  order.  Accordingly  I  sent  the  following 
telegram : 

McCloud,  Cal.,  June  2,  1909,  4  p.  m. 
General  J.  B.  Lauclx,  Sacramento,  Gal.: 

Strikers  had  meeting  about  3  o'clock.  After  considerable  speaking,  went  in  body 
to  machine  shops,  car  shops,  and  power  plant,  and  compelled  all  engineers  and 
workmen  to  quit  work.  Broke  in  doors  of  power  plant,  i-an  wood  cars  out,  and 
stopped  firing  of  furnace.  McCloud  now  without  fire  protection  and  light.  Two 
million  dollars'  worth  of  property,  white  people  and  their  homes  at  mercy  of  strikers, 
who  seem  to  be  beyond  control  of  former  leaders.  Sheriff  can  not  or  will  not  give 
proper  protection.  I  believe  four  or  five  companies  b-hould  be  rushed  here  to  protect 
property  and  whites.  I  personally  witnessed  all  that  took  place.  Please  advise 
action. 

Beadbuky. 

Just  subsequent  to  sending  the  above  telegram,  I  received  your  tele- 
gram informing  me  that  you  had  sent  Captain  J.  M.  Milliken,  Second 
Infantry,  of  your  office,  to  McCloud  to  assist  me.  Believing  that  he 
could  do  no  good  at  that  late  day,  I  wired  you  to  that  effect. 

About  6  o'clock  of  June  2d  I* received  your  telegram  informing  me 
that  Companies  A,  E,  and  G,  Second  Infantry,  and  Troop  B  would 
leave  at  once  for  McCloud.  I  acknowledged  receipt  of  this  by  tele- 
graph, stating  that  I  would  meet  the  troop  train  at  Sisson,  if  possible, 
and  requesting  that  the  commanding  officer  be  directed  to  adviso  me  of 
the  hour  of  departure  of  the  troops  and  to  keep  me  advised  en  route. 
There  were  no  more  demonstrations  by  the  strikers  on  that  day,  with 
the  exception  of  considerable .  firing  of  guns  and  pistols  during  the 
evening  and  night. 

I  made  arrangements  to  leave  McCloud  at  4  o'clock  the  next  morning 
(June  3d)  for  Sisson,  to  meet  the  troop  train  there.  I  was  driven  over 
by  wagon,  as  the  strikers  had  refused  to  allow  any  engines  or  cars  to 
be  moved.  I  arrived  at  Sisson  about  6 :  30  a.  m.  of  June  3d,  where  I 
met  the  troop  train  and  reported  to  vou  upon  its  arrival,  about 
9  :  20  A.  M.

Report  of  Colonel  H.  I.  Seymour,  2d  Infantry,  as  to  Operations  of 
Detachment  of  National  Guard  of  California  Under  His  Command 
at  McCloud,  Siskiyou  County,  in  Aid  of  Civil  Authorities,  June  1 
to  10,  1909.

The  Adjutant  General,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cat.: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  the  operations  of  the 
detachment  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  under  my  command  at 
McCloud,  Siskiyou  County,  this  State,  while  in  aid  of  the  civil  authori- 
ties, in  the  early  part  of  this  month,  the  occasion  of  the  active  service 
being  the  threatening  attitude  of  700  or  800  employees  of  the  McCloud 
River  Lumber  Company,  and  their  interference  with  the  operations  of 
the  business  of  that  company. 

Pursuant  to  your  verbal  orders  to  me  on  June  1,  1909,  I  instructed  the 
commanding  officers  of  Companies  A.  E,  and  G,  Second  Infantry,  to 
assemble  their  respective  organizations  in  their  armories,  in  heavy 
marching  order,  and  be  prepared  to  take  the  field  for  active  service  upon 
a  moment's  notice.  The  notifications  were  transmitted  by  telephone,' 
and  the  companies  were  assembled  and  ready  within  an  hour  after  the 
order  to  assemble  was  given. 

Pursuant  to  your  verbal  orders  the  commanding  officer,  Troop  B, 
Cavalr}^,  reported  to  me  for  duty  on  the  evening  of  June  1,  1909.  That 
organization  was  also  assembled  and  ready  for  duty  as  promptly  as  were 
the  infantry  companies. 

The  Regimental  Quartermaster  was  instructed,  and  did,  make  arrange- 
ments Avith  the  officials  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  in  this  city 
for  the  transportation  of  the  troops  to  ^IcCloud.  The  Regimental  Com- 
missary was  instructed,  and  did.  arrange  for  a  travel  ration  for  the 
command  in  addition  to  a  ten  clays'  fidd  ration,  exclusive  of  bread  and 
meat.  These  arrangements  were  completed  before  the  close  of  business 
on  June  1st,  and  the  command  was  ready  to  move  thoroughly  equipped 
considerably  within  three  hours  after  receipt  of  the  orders  to  asvsemble. 

It  becoming  apparent  later  in  the  evening  that  no  movement  to  the 
scene  of  trouble  would  take  place  that  night,  organization  commanders 
were  instructed  to  hold  their  men  in  their  quarters  under  as  comfort- 
able circumstances  as  possible,  and  to  ration  them  during  the  succeeding 
day  at  some  of  the  restaurants  in  the  vicinity  of  the  armory,  all  of 
which  was  done.  The  companies  were  held  under  arms  until  5  o'clock 
p.  M.,  June  2,  1909,  when  your  second  verbal  orders  were  received  to 
entrain  as  soon  as  possible  and  proceed  to  McCloud.  This  movement 
was  accomplished  with  alacrity,  and  the  necessary  number  of  field,  staff 
and  noncommissioned  staff  officers  and  Companies  E  and  G,  Second 
Infantry,  and  Troop  B,  Cavalry,  Avith  full  field  equipment,  reached  the 
Southern  Pacific  station  at  7  p.  m.,  ready  to  entrain.  The  train  was 
delayed  in  leaving  the  depot  owing  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  cars  was 
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not  properly  equipped.  This  was  finally  corrected,  and  the  train  left 
Sacramento  at  8 :  15  p.  m. 

Orders  had  been  given  in  due  time  to  the  commanding  officer  of 
Company  A  at  Chico,  by  telephone,  to  have  his  company  at  the  railroad 
station  at  that  place,  ready  to  entrain  when  the  troop  train  arrived  at 
Chico.  These  instructions  were  complied  with  to  the  letter,  so  that  very 
little  delay  occurred  at  Chico.  Major  Lon  Bond  and  Second  Lieutenant 
D.  G.  Salisbury,  Battalion  Quartermaster  and  Commissary,  joined  the 
expedition  at  the  latter  point. 

Upon  arrival  at  Red  Bluif  there  was  handed  to  me  a  telegram,  filed 
at  Marysville  and  signed  by  a  party  unknown  to  me,  to  the  effect  that 
Italians  of  that  city  were  evidently  in  sympathy  with  the  strikers  at 
McCloud,  and  they  declared  that  the  train  would  be  dynamited  before 
it  could  reach  McCloucl.  I  caused  the  train  guard  to  be  doubled,  and 
it  was  instructed  to  permit  no  one  to  approach  the  train  at  points  where 
the  train  would  be  required  to  stop  for  railroad  purposes.  The  progress 
of  the  train  was  without  incident.  At  Dunsmuir  liquid  coffee  was 
obtained  for  the  men;  proceeding  thence  to  Sisson,  the  troops  arriving 
there  at  9 :  10  a.  m.,  June  3,  1909.  The  train  was  transferred  at  that 
point  to  the  tracks  of  the  McCloud  River  Railroad  Company.  The 
grades  on  this  road  are  extremely  heavy,  and  it  was  necessary  to  con- 
solidate the  command  in  four  cars,  an  extra  engine  being  also  attached 
to  the  train.  Before  reaching  the  summit  on  that  road  it  was  found 
necessary  to  detach  still  another  car. 

At  a  point  several  miles  before  reaching  McCloud  three  flat  cars  were 
placed  in  front  of  and  attached  to  the  head  locomotive  and  ten  picked 
sharpshooters  from  Companies  A  and  E,  under  command  of  Captain 
John  F.  Sherburn,  Regimental  Conunissary,  were  posted  on  the  flat  cars 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  obstruction  to  and  protecting  the  front 
end  of  the  train.  They  were  instructed  to  fire  upon  any  one  tampering 
either  with  the  track  or  train  during  the  remainder  of  the  journey.  A 
soldier,  with  piece  loaded,  was  posted  at  each  window  of  the  several  cars ; 
also,  on  the  platforms  of  the  cars.  In  this  order  the  train  entered  the 
town  of  McCloud  at  12  :15  p.  m.,  June  3,  1909,  and,  there  being  no  indi- 
cation of  interference  on  the  part  of  the  strikers,  the  train  was  moved 
to  the  depot. 

Before  the  train  arrived  at  the  depot  I  had  selected  the  place  of 
encampment  for  the  command,  the  grounds  selected  being  upon  the 
reconmiendation  of  Colonel  A.  W.  Bradbury  of  your  office.  The  camp- 
ing grounds  were  suited  for  the  purpose,  and  it  was  necessary  to  back 
the  train  about  an  eighth  of  a  mile  on  an  industry  track,  situated  on  the 
right  of  the  main  railroad  line  running  into  the  to^vn.  As  the  train 
arrived  at  the  station  a  number  of  the  strikers,  probably  fifty  or  sixty, 
were  observed  coming  doMTi  the  track  toward  the  rear  of  the  train. 
Company  A  was  detrained  and  instructed  to  drive  them  back.  A  line 
of  skirmishers  was  throA\Tii  across  the  track  and  thoroughfare  and  imme- 
diately proceeded  to  carry  out  the  above  order.  Incidental  thereto  one 
of  the  strikers  was  slightly  bayoneted  by  a  soldier,  a  report  in  full  of  this 
occurrence  being  furnished  you  a  short  time  thereafter. 

The  train  was  then  under  full  protection  of  the  train  guard.  It  was 
backed  on  to  a  siding  and  the  troops  immediately  detrained  on  the 
ground  selected  for  the  camp.     A  heavy  guard  was  immediately  placed 
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around  the  camp,  and  a  line  of  patrols  was  placed  along  the  main  track 
about  150  yards  west  thereof  and  directly  in  front  of  the  entrance  of 
one  of  the  main  camps  of  the  strikers. 

The  work  of  establishing  camp  was  accomplished  with  alacrity  and  on 
military  principles,  as  a  result  of  which  the  men  were  comfortably 
situated  before  nightfall,  with  sufficient  bedding  and  with  well-cooked 
rations  of  fresh  meat,  etc.  "Wall  tents  were  not  used;  the  entire  com- 
mand, with  the  exception  of  the  officers,  using  the  shelter  tents. 

During  the  afternoon  Sheriff  Ho\vard  of  Siskiyou  County  called  on 
me  and  informed  me  that  an  effort  would  be  made  to  resume  operations 
in  the  power  plant  which  furnished  light  and  power  for  the  town,  and 
requested  the  aid  of  the  troops  if  such  aid  would  be  required.  I 
informed  the  sheriff  that  the  command  was  in  instant  readiness,  and  that 
ample  assistance  would  be  furnished  him  within  five  minutes  if  neces- 
sary ;  whereupon  he  proceeded  to  the  power  plant,  which  was  started  up 
within  a  very  short  time  thereafter,  there  being  no  demonstration  on  the 
part  of  the  strikers. 

Late  in  the  afternoon  of  June  3d  the  sheriff  requested  that  I  furnish 
a  permanent  guard  for  the  pipe  line  conveying  the  water  into  the  town, 
and  also  a  guard  for  the  powder  house,  located  at  the  edge  of  the  to^^-n 
to  the  south.  These  guards  were  furnished  and  maintained  throughout 
the  entire  time — one  noncommissioned  officer  and  four  privates  for  the 
pipe  line,  and  one  noncommissioned  officer  and  three  privates  for  the 
powder  house. 

On  the  morning  of  June  5,  1909,  you  advised  me  that  the  sheriff 
would  attempt  to  arrest  the  leaders  of  the  strikers,  and  directed  that 
I  establish  a  line  around  their  camp  to  prevent  their  escape  into  the 
surrounding  brush.  This  movement  was  executed  in  secrecy.  Com- 
pany A  and  Troop  B,  under  command  of  Major  Bond,  in  two  box  ears, 
were  taken  to  the  rear  of  the  Italian  quarters,  where  they  left  the  cars 
and  immediately  established  a  line  around  the  north  and  west  thereof. 
A  detachment  of  twenty  men  under  command  of  Captain  Sherburn 
was  secretly  sent  through  the  town  to  the  high  ground  to  the  south  of 
the  Italian  quarters,  where  they  established  a  line  of  skirmishers  and 
effected  conjunction  with  the  right  of  the  line  commanded  by  Major 
Bond.  A  detachment  of  ten  men  under  command  of  First  Lieutenant 
J.  A.  Easterbroolffi,  of  Company  Gr,  was  sent  into  town  toward  the  depttt, 
with  instructions  to  connect  with  the  right  of  Captain  Sherburn  "s  line, 
and  to  prevent  any  attempt  at  reinforcements  from  another  Italian 
camp,  south  of  the  town,  getting  through  to  the  first  camp.  The  patrols 
along  the  main  line  of  the  railroad  immediateh'  in  front  of  the  entrance 
to  the  cpiarters  of  the  strikers  Avere  doubled.  The  sheriff  was  then  noti- 
fied, by  signal,  that  all  was  in  readiness.  Whereupon  he  entered  the 
camp  of  the  strikers  with  his  posse  for  the  purpose  of  making  the 
arrests.  This  was  accomplished  in  due  course  without  resistance  on  the 
part  of  the  strikers,  after  which  recall  was  sounded  and  the  troop-^ 
returned  to  camp.  The  remainder  of  the  troops  in  camp  during  tht- 
movement  above  referred  to  were  assembled  in  the  open  space  imme- 
diately in  front  of  the  principal  camp  of  the  strikers,  and  were  held  in 
readiness  for  any  emergency  that  might  arise.  I  remained  in  person 
with  these  troops.  The  entire  movement  was  accomplished  without  thr 
knowledge  of  the  strikers,  until  a  complete  cordon  around  them  liad 
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been  established.  I  can  not  too  liighly  commend  the  zeal  and  intelli- 
gence on  the  part  of  oiScers  and  men  which. was  displayed  by  them  in 
the  execution  of  this  movement.  From  that  time  until  the  tour  of 
active  service  was  concluded,  no  incidents  other  than  those  relating  to 
purely  routine  administration  occurred. 

On  June  9th,  I  received  your  verbal  instructions  to  break  camp  and 
proceed  with  the  command  to  home  stations  at  six  o'clock  a.  m.,  June 
10,  1909.  This  was  done  without  incident,  and  the  train  with  all  the 
troops  on  board  left  jMcCloud  at  6 :  15  a.  m.,  arrived  at  Chico  about  4 
p.  M.,  and  at  Sacramento  at  7 :  45  p.  m. 

As  to  camp  sanitation,  as  far  as  possible  the  instructions  and  rules 
carried  out  and  observed  at  Atascadero  in  1908  were  followed  at 
McCloud,  the  suggestions  of  Major  W.  J.  Hanna  and  Captain  H.  H. 
Look,  ]\Iedical  Corps,  being  adopted  in  every  particular.  As  far  as 
possible  a  model  camp  was  maintained,  and  the  grounds  at  the  time  the 
troops  were  ready  to  entrain  for  journey  to  home  stations  were  in  such 
satisfactory  condition  and  appearance  as  to  bring  forth  favorable  com- 
ment hy  the  people  of  MeCloud. 

There  were  but  two  cases  of  sickness  of  more  than  ordinary  degree 
during  the  entire  tour  of  active  duty,  and  these  were  conditions  that 
quite  likely  existed  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  tour. 

I  venture  the  assertion,  without  fear  of  successful  contradiction,  that 
no  detachment  of  the  National  Guard  of  California  while  in  active  serv- 
ive  ever  excelled  this  in  personnel,  attention  to  duty,  and  devotion  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  State  and  the  military  establishment ;  and  while 
there  was  such  general  excellence  in  these  respects  it  would  be  unjust  to 
particularly  commend  any  officer  or  enlisted  man.  I  feel  that  all  are 
entitled  to  the  utmost  praise  for  duty  well  and  conscientiously 
performed. 

My  thanks  are  due  and  are  hereby  extended  to  The  Adjutant  General, 
who  in  person  was  on  the  ground  during  the  tour  of  active  service,  for 
his  valuable  aid  and  advice  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  work  the  troops 
were  sent  to  McCloud  to  perform.

The  Adjutant  General,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Col.: 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  render  the  following  report  of  the  Joint 
Militia  and  Regular  Army  Coast  Defense  Exercises,  held  at  the  Presidio 
of  San  Francisco,  June  11  to  18,  1910,  inclusive : 

The  command,  consisting  of  the  Field  and  Staff,  Non-commissioned 
Staff,  Ho.spital  Corps  Detachment,  Band,  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth, 
Sixth,  and  Seventh  companies  assembled  at  the  Armory  at  1 :  30  p.  m., 
Saturday,  June  11th,  in  accordance  with  general  orders,  No.  5, 
Coast  Artillery  Corps,  leaving  the  armory  at  2 :  30  p.  m.,  and  arriving  at 
Fort  Winfield  Scott  Fire  Command  at  4 :  30  p.  m.  Camp  was  pitched 
and  in  order  within  one  hour  and  thirty  minutes  thereafter. 

Previous  arrangements  had  provided  tent  floors,  cook  shack  and  mess  j 
shack  frames,  which  were  laicl  in  place  and  erected,  therefore  greatly  '' 
facilitating  the  making  of  camp. 

Transportation  was  inadequate,  and  the  moving  of  property  conducted 
in  a  most  unmilitary  and  unbusiness  like  manner. 

Subsistence  and  preparation  of  same  under  the  supervision  of  the    ■. 
United  States  Army  Cooking  School  was  most  satisfactory,  and  the   | 
instruction  received  by  the  mess  sergeants  and  cooks  of  the  militia 
companies  was  of  the  greatest  value,  touching  both  on  the  economy  in 
the  handling  and  the  preparation  of  the  ration  and  the  result  thereof. 

artillery  instruction. 

Companies  of  this  corps  participated  in  the  drill  with  the  regular 
troops  every  morning  from  7  :  30  to  9  a.  m.,  and  gained  much  information 
by  observing. 

The  drill  of  the  companies  of  this  corps  ever^^  morning  from  9 :  20 
to  11  A.  M.  was  under  the  command  of  militia  officers  directed  and 
instructed  by  the  regular  officers.  The  details  at  the  batteries  were, 
owing  to  the  deficiency  in  numbers,  made  up  by  consolidation  of  com- 
panies, the  officers  alternating  in  the  command  of  detachments. 

Sub-caliber  practice  was  taken  up  after  Tuesday,  June  11th,  and 
carried  on  every  day  until  the  18th.  This  practice  was  most  satisfac- 
tory, and  incited  the  greatest  interest  and  endeavor  for  perfection  on 
part  of  all  concerned. 

Service  practice  at  4,130  yards  on  No.  1  and  No.  2  guns.  Batter\- 
Cranston,  4  charges  each,  and  No.  3  gun.  Battery  Lancaster,  5  charges, 
was  carried  out  on  Thursday,  June  16tb,  the  result  being  most  satis- 
factory and  encouraging. 

Schools  for  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  were  conducted 
daily.

INFANTRY   INSTRUCTION. 

The  ceremony  of  guard  mount  was  carried  out  daily,  a  squad  from 
each  company  forming  the  details. 

Instruction  and  drill  in  infantry  maneuvers,  battalion  and  regimen- 
tal, close  and  extended  order;  battalion  formations,  attack  and  defense 
and  advance  and  rear  guard  were  held  for  one  and  a  half  hours  daily, 
and  progressively  carried  out  during  the  week.  The  improvement  in 
the  work  of  the  command,  in  both  steadiness  and  efficiency,  was  marked. 

Ceremony  of  evening  parade  was  held  daily  at  sundown,  formation 
by  battalion. 

At  ceremonies  the  junior  officers  were  detailed  as  adjutant,  officer  of 
the  da}^,  officer  of  the  guard,  etc.,  affording  them  the  opportunity  to 
exercise  in  practice  what  had  been  studied  in  theory. 

The  command  was  mustered  and  inspected  by  Major  Chase,  Coast 
Artillery  Corps,  United  States  Army,  the  inspection  being  conducted 
while  troops  were  at  routine  work  and  without  special  preparation. 

The  troops  were  paid  by  Major  E.  V.  Smith,  Pay  Department,  United 
States  Army,  and  payrolls  were  made  out  under  his  instruction. 

The  Fifth  and  Eighth  companies,  under  the  command  of  Major  H.  R. 
Pay,  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  N.  G.  C,  participated  in  the  joint  exercises 
at  Fort  Rosecrans,  San  Diego,  as  per  General  Orders  No.  5,  Coast 
Artillery  Corps,  1910.     The  report  of  Major  Fay  is  enclosed  herewith. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

First — That  in  event  of  transportation  of  property  being  by  contract 
or  hired  teams,  that  it  be  put  in  the  hands  of  the  Militia  Quarter- 
master, under  the  instructions  of  a  Regular  Army  officer.  It  is  believed 
that  this  department  of  the  service  is  of  as  much  importance  as  any 
other  and  should  be  handled  in  a  businesslike  manner. 

Second — Provide  additional  water  supply  to  the  camp  kitchens ;  when 
water  was  needed  the  most  a  very  slight  flow  was  available,  and  in  three 
cook  shacks  meals  could  not  be  properly  prepared. 

Third — That  quarters  for  storage  of  equipment  be  permanently  pro- 
vided at  the  batteries,  sufficient  for  the  proper  housing  of  the  camp 
equipment  for  a  full  company  of  artillery,  so  that  a  company  may  pro- 
ceed to  the  fort  for  drill  and  instruction  at  various  times,  without  the 
necessity  of  transporting  equipment.  I  understand  that  such  quarters 
will  be  available  after  the  new  barracks  are  occupied. 

Fourth — That  permission  be  granted  to  hold  sub-caliber  practice  at 
moving  targets  in  season  other  than  maneuvers,  and  that  the  allotment 
of  sub-caliber  ammunition  be  expendable  at  those  times  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  regular  detailed  officer.  Targets  to  be  provided  upon 
proper  requisition  and  notice. 

Fifth — That  permission  be  granted  for  a  company  of  this  corps  to 
take  up  the  study  of  mortar  practice,  with  a  view  to  developing  an 
efficient  mortar  company  within  the  next  two  years.

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Report  of  Major  Herbert  R.  Fay,  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  Relative  to 
the  Participation  of  the  Fifth  and  Eighth  Companies,  Coast 
Artillery  Corps,  in  the  Joint  Army  and  Militia  Coast  Defense 
Exercises  at  Fort  Rosecrans,  Cal.,  June  11  to  18,  1910.

The  Adjutant  General,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  relative  to  the 
Joint  Coast  Defense  Exercises,  participated  in  by  the  companies  of  the 
Coast  Artillery  Corps,  N.  G.  C,  located  at  San  Diego,  California,  nnder 
my  command,  at  Fort  Rosecrans,  California,  June  11  to  IS.  1910, 
inclusive : 

The  Fifth  and  Eighth  Companies,  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  N.  G.  C, 
assembled  at  the  Armory  at  1 :  30  p.  m.,  June  11th ;  marched  to  the 
Government  wharf;  embarked  for  Fort  Rosecrans  at  3  p.  m.,  reaching 
the  post  at  4  o'clock,  in  ample  time  for  mess. 

The  combined  force  of  the  two  companies  being  small,  both  were 
assigned  to  Gun  No.  1,  Battery  Wilkeson,  and  placed  upon  the  same 
manning  table,  the  officers  each  being  assigned  to  a  special  station  for 
the  entire  encampment. 

Considering  the  limited  time  left  for  instructions,  after  deducting  the 
time  spent  in  making  and  breaking  camp,  muster  and  pay,  and  Sunda}', 
I  feel  that  the  practical  instructions  received  by  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  National  Guard  from  the  officers  of  the  Regular  Army  were  very 
beneficial,  and  especially  so  were  the  instructions  given  to  the  officers 
at  the  gun,  practical  tails  of  this  nature  being  more  readily  under- 
stood and  retained  than  the  ordinary  lectures. 

Practice  and  service  firing,  both  sub-caliber  and  with  the  10-inch 
projectiles,  Avas  good,  but  too  limited  for  any  practical  purpose. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  camp  vrcre  excellent. 

The  commissar}^  was  satisfactory  to  all,  and  sufficient  at  all  times. 

The  small  attendance  at  camp  was  due  mainly  to  the  following 
reasons : 

The  men  were  not  informed  of  the  date  of  the  camp  at  a  sufficiently 
early  date  to  make  arrangements  to  be  absent  from  their  civil  duties. 

As  the  State  of  California  does  not  provide  for  additional  pay  for 
the  enlisted  men  attending  these  camps,  the  small  pay  received  from 
the  United  States  Government  is  not  sufficient. 

The  month  of  June  is  not  the  best  month  for  the  men  of  this  section 
to  get  away  from  their  labors ;  the  month  of  August  would  be  better. 

To  each  and  every  officer  of  the  Regular  Service  stationed  at  Foi-t 
Rosecrans.  as  well  as  to  the  Paymaster,  the  officers  of  the  Coast  Artillery 
Corps  located  in  San  Diego  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the 
kindly  manner  in  which  our  several  duties  were  explained  to  us,  and 
the  friendly  associations  maintained  throughout  the  encampment.

TJie  Adjutant  General,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  annual 
cruise  of  the  Naval  Militia  of  California  on  the  U.  S.  S.  "Alert"  for 
the  year  1908. 

On  June  28tli  at  1 :  20  a.  m.,  the  "Alert"  sailed  from  Sausalito,  Cali- 
fornia, for  San  Diego,  via  Santa  Cruz,  Santa  Barbara,  and  San  Pedro, 
having  on  board  3  ofiieers  and  37  men  of  the  First  Division,  3  officers 
and  41  men  of  the  Second  Division,  and  4  officers  and  35  men  of  the 
Engineer  Division,  in  addition  to  the  Captain,  Executive  Officer,  Navi- 
gating Officer,  Chief  Surgeon,  Paymaster,  Aid,  2  warrant  officers,  and 
10  chief  petty  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  headquarters. 

Upon  arrival  of  the  "Alert"  at  Santa  Cruz,  at  10 :  20  a.  m.,  June  28th, 
Commander  A.  A.  Morey,  and  Assistant  Surgeon  Congdon,  and  2 
officvers  and  29  men  of  the  Fourth  Division  were  taken  on  board,  and 
the  vessel  proceeded  at  2 :  36  p.  m.  to  Santa  Barbara,  arriving  at  the 
latter  port  at  5:45  p.  m.,  July  29.  At  this  port  1  officer  and 
25  men  of  the  Sixth  Division  were  taken  on  board,  and  on  June  30,  at 
6  a.  m.,  the  Alert  sailed  for  San  Pedro,  arriving  there  at  3  :35  p.  m., 
June  30.  Here  3  officers  and  29  men  of  the  Seventh  Division  w^ere 
taken  on  board,  the  "Alert,"  leaving  at  7:  50  a.  m.,  July  1st,  for  San 
Diego.  The  vessel  arrived  at  San  Diego  5  :30  p.  m.,  July  1st,  and  here 
4  officers  and  26  men  of  the  Third  Division  were  taken  on  board.  The 
total  number  of  officers  and  men  on  board  at  this  point  is  as  follows :  28 
officers,  2  warrant  officers,  232  enlisted  men. 

July  3d,  7  :  47  A.  m.,  the  "Alert"  left  San  Diego  and  arrived  at  Avalon, 
Santa  Catalina  Island,  at  4 :35  the  same  day.  It  was  my  intention  to 
spend  two  or  three  days  at  this  port  for  boat  drill,  abandon  ship,  landing 
force,  and  the  customary  ship  drills.  Owing,  however,  to  the  unjust 
discrimination  against  our  men  made  by  the  management  of  the  island 
company  the  "Alert"  left  Avalon  July  5,  12  :30  a.  m. 

The  vessel  left  Avalon  at  time  stated  and  arrived  at  San  Diego  July 
5th,  at  10  a.  m.,  where  the  Third  Division  disembarked.  While  at  San 
Diego  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Naval  Militia  were  taken  out  on  the 
torpedo-boat  destroyers  "Preble,"  "Farragut,"  and  "Perry,"  and 
given  some  instruction  in  the  workings  of  these  vessels.  The  conduct 
of  our  men  on  this  occasion  was  commended  in  a  letter  to  the  Command- 
ing Officer  of  the  Naval  Militia,  written  by  Lieutenant  M.  K.  Metcalf, 
commanding  the  U.  S.  S.  Farragut. 

The  "Alert"  left  San  Diego  July  7th,  at  2:45  a.  m.,  arriving  at  San 
Pedro  the  same  day  at  2  :27  p.  m.,  where  the  Seventh  Division  disem- 
barked. Leaving  this  port  at  11 :20  a.  m.,  July  8th,  the  "Alert"  arrived 
at  Santa  Barbara,  July  8th,  11 :  10  p.  m.,  where  the  Sixth  Division  disem- 
barked.    The  "Alert"  left  Santa  Barbara  July  9,  2:20  p.  m.,   and

arrived  at  Santa  Cruz,  July  10,  11 :  12  p.  m.  Fronx  Santa  Barbara  to 
Santa  Cruz  a  thick  fog  was  encountered  all  the  distance,  the  entire  run 
from  Conception  to  Santa  Cruz  was  made  in  a  heavy  fog,  and  the 
"Alert"  came  to  anchor  at  Santa  Cruz  in  a  heavy  fog. 

At  Santa  Cruz  the  Fourth  Division  disembarked,  and  at  4:  86  a.  m., 
xVugu.st  12th,  the  "Alert"  proceeded  to  Sausalito,  arriving  at  12  m.  of 
the  same  day.  Here  the  First,  Second,  and  Engineer  Divisions  disem- 
barked. 

During  the  cruise  the  officers  of  Ihe  San  Francisco  divisions  were 
required  to  daily  fix  the  position  of  the  ship  by  cross  bearings  of  prom- 
inent points  of  land,  as  well  as  by  meridian  and  circnmmeridian  alti- 
tudes of  the  sun  for  latitude  and  a.  m.  and  p.  m.  time  sights  for  longitude. 
The  officers  of  the  divisions  south  of  San  Francisco  were  instructed  in 
the  compass,  deviation,  variation,  piloting,  dead  reckoning  and  meridian 
altitude  sights,  in  all  of  which  work  [ill  showed  great  imi)rovement  over 
last  3^ear's  cruise. 

The  men  were  exfercised  in  boats,  in  which  they  had  considerable 
practice  while  the  vessel  was  at  anchor,  at  great  gun  drill,  making  and 
taking  in  sail,  signaling,  as  well  as  the  usual  routine  duties  of  cleaning 
ship,  standing  lookout,  heaving  the  lead,  steering,  etc. 

The  health  of  the  crew  was  excellent,  and  only  a  few  minor  infractions 
of  the  regulations  were  noted.  The  Avork  of  both  officers  and  men  was  a 
great  improvement  over  the  work  of  iast  year's  cruise.  Tlie  accommoda- 
tions of  the  "Alert"  are  so  limited  that  one  entire  division  had  to  be  left 
at  home  (Fifth  Division,  stationed  at  Eureka),  and  the  numbers  of  the 
other  divisions  had  to  be  limited.  The  total  officers  and  men  on  the 
cruise  is  as  follows :  Officers.  28 ;  warrant  officers,  2 ;  enlisted  men,  232 ; 
and  regular  navy  men,  6.  Total  26S.  Had  there  been  sufficient  accom- 
modations we  could  have  taken  350  men  on  the  cruise. 

The  "Alert"  is  not  sufficiently  commodious  nor  sufhciently  fast  to 
bring  the  best  results  to  the  Naval  ^lilitia  of  California.  Our  divisions 
are  scattered  along  the  coast  line  for  over  500  miles.  The  men  can 
only  afford  to  make  a  two  weeks'  cruise,  and  this  at  the  loss  of  two  weeks' 
salary.  The  "Alert"  must  leave  ;uid  return  to  San  Francisco  in  this 
length  of  time,  and  this  cuts  the  time  spent  on  board  l).v  the  divisions  of 
Southern  California  to  a  few  days.  If  we  had  a  ship  that  could  make 
somewhat  reasonable  speed  it  would  enable  not  only  the  divisions  outside 
of  San  Francisco  to  have  a  cruise  oi'  some  duration  in  tlie  summer,  but 
\\  ould  ena])le  the  San  Francisco  divisions,  which  comprise  about  one  half 
tiie  force,  to  make  frequent  Saturd;\A'  to  Monday  cruises  to  outside  ports. 

I  believe  that  it  will  be  admitted  that  the  Naval  INlilitia  of  California 
has  proved  that  it  can  navigate  the  "Alert"  along  the  coast,  and  in  the 
near  future  I  think  it  would  l)e  well  to  consider  appl,ving  for  a  ship  of 
the  type  of  the  New  Orleans.

To  the  Adjutant  General,  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cah: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  annual 
cruise  of  the  Naval  Militia  of  California  on  the  U.  S.  S.  "Alert"  for 
the  year  1909. 

On  July  4th.  at  1  a.  m..  the  "Alert"  sailed  from  Sausalito  for  San 
Diego,  via  Santa  Cruz,  Santa  Barbara,  and  San  Pedro,  having  on  board 
a  Captain,  Executive  Officer,  Navigating  Officer,  two  Surgeons,  a 
Paymaster,  Aid,  one  warrant  officer  and  seven  chief  petty  officers  and 
enlisted  men  of  the  headquarters,  in  addition  to  4  officers  and  28  men 
of  the  First  Division,  2  ofScers  and  30  men  of  the  Second  Division, 
2  officers  and  35  men  of  the  Engineer  Division;  also  1  officer  and  22 
men  of  the  Fifth  Division,  stationed  at  Eureka,  these  having  been 
brought  to  San  Francisco  by  steamer  previous  to  sailing ;  and  also  Lieu- 
tenant Commander  C.  C.  Fewel,  United  States  Navy,  detailed  by  the 
Navy  Department  to  aecompanj^  the  Naval  Militia  on  the  cruise. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  "Alert"  at  Santa  Cruz,  9  a.  m.,  July  4th, 
25  men  of  the  Fourth  Division  were  taken  on  board.  At  this  place 
the  Naval  ]\lilitia  participated  in  the  parade  on  July  5th,  and  at 
6:30  A.  M.,  July  6th,  the  "Alert"  sailed  for  Santa  Barbara,  arriving 
at  7  A.  M.,  July  7th.  At  this  port  11  men  of  the  Sixth  Di\dsion  were 
taken  on  board.  At  this  port  the  Commanding  Officer,  having  been  ill 
for  several  weeks  prior  to  the  sailing  of  the  "Alert,"  upon  the  advice 
of  the  surgeons  left  the  ship  and  proceeded  to  San  Francisco,  and 
Lieutenant  Commander  George  E.  Kammerer,  Executive  OiRcer,  was 
placed  in  command. 

At  1:53  A.  M.,  July  8th,  the  "Alert"  sailed  for  San  Pedro,  arriving 
at  12  :18  p.  M.  on  the  same  day.  Here  2  officers  and  30  men  of  the 
Seventh  Division  and  1  officer  of  the  Sixth  Division  were  taken  on  board. 
The  "Alert"  sailed  at  6:31  a.  m.,  July  9th,  and  arrived  at  San  Diego 
July  9th,  at  4 :20  p.  m.  Here  3  officers  and  20  men  of  the  Third  Divi- 
sion were  taken  on  board,  and  the  ship  sailed  at  9  :04,  July  11th,  arriv- 
ing at  San  Pedro  at  6  :30  p.  m.,  of  the  same  day.  July  15th,  1  officer  of 
the  Third  Division  and  1  officer  and  22  men  of  the  Seventh  Division 
\\ere  disembarked,  the  remaining  8  men  and  2  officers  of  the  Seventh 
Division  accompaming  the  "Alert"  to  San  Francisco. 

July  15th,  at  6  :5b  a.  m.,  the  "Alert"  sailed  from  San  Pedro,  arriving 
at  Saiita  Barbara  the  same  day,  at  4:30  p.  m.  Here  11  men  of  the 
Sixth  Division  were  disembarked,  and  at  9:28  of  the  same  day  the 
"Alert"  sailed  for  Santa  Cruz,  arriving  at  the  latter  port  at  9  :50  p.  m., 
July  17th.  Here  25  men  of  the  Fourth  Division  were  disembarked, 
and  8  other  men  of  this  division  Avere  taken  on  board,  who  accompanied 
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the  "Alert"  to  San  Francisco.  Having  encountered  gales  for  two  days 
from  Santa  Barbara  to  Santa  Cruz,  and  fearing  the  continuance  of 
such  gales,  the  "Alert"  took  on  16^  tons  of  coal  at  Santa  Cruz,  in 
sacks,  the  work  of  sacking  and  placing  on  board  being  done  entirely 
by  the  ship's  crew.  At  12  m.,  July  18th,  the  "Alert"  sailed  from  Santa 
Cruz  and  arrived  at  Sausalito  at  10:35  p.  m.  of  the  same  day.  At 
Santa  Cruz  1  officer  and  18  men  of  the  Fifth  Division  were  disembarked, 
and  took  the  train  for  San  Francisco  to  be  in  time  to  take  the  steamer 
from  San  Francisco  to  their  home  station.  Eureka,  which  steamer 
sailed  at  10:30  a.  m.,  July  18th. 

The  First,  Second  and  Engineer  divisions  were  disembarked  at  Sausa- 
lito, part  on  the  night  of  Julv  18th.  and  part  on  the  morning  of 
July  19th. 

From  Santa  Barbara  to  Santa  Cruz  gales  were  encountered  for  two 
days.  The  "Alert"  made  very  slow  time  during  these  days,  and  at 
times  the  log  showed  as  little  progress  as  2  knots  in  one  hour,  although 
the  indicator  showed  full  speed  ahead  and  the  steam  was  well  kept  up. 

During  the  entire  cruise  5  members  of  the  regular  Navy  assigned  to 
duty  as  .shipkeepers,  were  assigned  a.s  part  of  the  ship's  crew. 

During  the  cruise  the  officers  of  the  San  Francisco  divisions  were 
required  to  daily  fix  the  position  of  the  ship  by  cross  bearings  of  prom- 
inent points  of  land,  as  well  as  by  meridian  and  eircummeridian  alti- 
tudes of  the  sun  for  latitude,  and  a.  m.  and  p.  m.  time  sights  for 
longitude.  These  officers  have  undergone  a  course  in  navigation  at  their 
own  expense  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  John  T.  MclMillan.  a  graduate 
of  the  United  States  Naval  Academy,  now  an  officer  in  the  Naval  Militia 
of  Calif ronia.  The  officers  of  the  divisions  south  of  San  Francisco,  and 
oi  the  Fifth  Division,  were  instructed  in  the  compass,  deviation,  varia- 
tion, piloting,  dead  reckoning  and  meridian  altitude  sights,  in  all  of 
wliieh  work  all  showed  a  great  improvement  over  last  year's  cruise. 

The  men  were  exercised  in  boats,  rowing  and  sailing,  in  w^hieh  they 
had  considerable  practice  while  the  vessel  was  at  anchor,  at  great  gun 
tlrill.  making  and  taking  in  sail,  signaling,  as  well  as  in  the  routine 
duties  of  cleaning  ship,  standing  lookout,  heaving  the  lead,  etc. 

The  health  of  the  crew  was  excellent,  and  only  a  few  minor  infractions 
(^f  the  regulations  were  noted.  "While  at  anchor  at  San  Pedro  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  "Alert"  were  taken  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  "Albany,"  by 
the  courtesy  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  "Albany,"  and  were 
( xercised  at  the  guns,  loading  machines,  and  at  the  work  of  their  respec- 
tive  divisions.  The  crew  of  the  "Alert"  spent  a  very  pleasant  and  very 
l)rofitable  day  on  the  "Albany,"  owing  to  the  courtesies  extended  by  all 
the  officers  and  crew  of  the  "Albany." 

I  again  respectfully  invite  attention  to  the  limited  accommodations 
f.nd  the  slow  speed  of  the  "Alert."  At  one  time  we  had  on  board  23 
f»fficers,  2  warrant  officers,  7  chief  petty  officers,  and  191  enlisted  men, 
in  addition  to  the  regular  men,  numbering  5.  a  total  of  234.  We  were 
c(mipelled  to  greatly  limit  the  nmnbers  from  each  division  owing  to  the 
limited  accommodations,  and  owing  to  the  lack  of  speed  the  Third  Divi- 
sion, stationed  at  San  Diego,  had  to  come  through  with  the  ship  to  San 
Francisco,  and  pay  their  OAvn  way  home,  as  did  several  of  the  Fourth 
Division. 
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I  would  respectfully  request  that  the  department  seriously  consider 
the  advisability  of  securing  a  new  ship  for  the  Naval  Militia,  which  will 
have  sufficient  speed  to  cover  our  entire  coast  line,  and  accommodations 
sufficient  to  carry  all  members  of  the  organization  who  would  benefit  by 
the  cruise.

STATE  COMMISSION  IN  LUNACY. 


REPORT  OP  THE  STATE  COMMISSION  IN 

LUNACY. 


The  Commission,  in  submitting  this  its  seventh  biennial  report, 
desires  to  call  attention  to  the  magnitude  of  the  great  charity  under 
their  control. 

With  a  population  in  the  hospitals  on  June  30,  1910,  of  7,136,  and 
in  the  Sonoma  State  Home  (Home  for  Feeble-Minded)  of  883  on  the 
same  date,  the  greatness  of  the  charitj^  will  be  readilj^  appreciated.  The 
gradual  growth  of  hospital  requirements  to  make  provision  for  increas- 
ing numbers  is  not  alone  a  feature  of  this  State,  but  is  practically  world 
wide. 

It  has  been  estimated  by  close  observers  that  taking  the  country 
generally  there  is  in  every  175  to  200  people  one  insane  person ;  that  in 
every  500  people  there  is  one  epileptic,  and  that  in  every  500  of  the 
general  population  there  is  one  feeble-minded. 

These  figures  do  not  mean  that  there  are  that  many  requiring  insti- 
tutional treatment.  It  includes  those  cared  for  at  home  who  are  harm- 
less, possibly  partially  recovered  from  an  acute  attack,  and  an  estimate 
of  the  large  number  of  unreported  cases  which  never  figure  in  census 
returns.  Other  observers  are  inclined  to  the  belief  that  the  estimate 
is  too  high. 

As  the  charity  grows  it  becomes  more  expensive,  and  in  these  latter 
times,  with  the  increased  cost  of  labor  and  supplies,  it  forms  a  very 
large  proportion  of  the  money  raised  for  the  State's  support.  The  care 
of  the  insane  and  feeble-minded  is  not  only  a  charity,  but  it  is  a  duty, 
one  of  the  white  man's  burdens.  California  has  never  failed  to  give 
freely  to  this  great  charity ;  it  has  always  responded  cheerfully  to  calls 
for  assistance. 

In  the  expenditure  of  moneys  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  it  is  natural 
that  there  should  be  differences  of  opinion  as  to  the  best  methods  to  be 
adopted.  Should  we  have  all  state  care  as  practically  exists  now,  or 
should  the  counties  make  some  provision  for  certain  classes  of  the  men- 
tally afflicted. 

The  State  has  had  some  experience  in  trying  to  get  counties  to  take 
care  of  certain  classes  of  harmless  mental  unsoundness,  the  result  per- 
haps of  old  age  or  disease,  and  it  can  be  honestly  said  that  the  efforts 
have  met  with  but  little  success. 
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If  the  counties  would  try  to  improve  their  facilities  for  the  care  of 
those  charged  with  insanity  while  awaiting  commitment,  they  would 
add  greatly  to  the  comfort,  safety,  and  future  of  these  unfortunates, 
and  make  less  miserable  their  relatives  and  friends.- 

It  is  a  troublesome  question  for  all  counties,  and  many  of  them  are 
doing  very  satisfactory  work  and  raising  the  standard  of  care,  but  in 
many  places  there  is  not  sufficient  help  given  the  sheriff  to  properly 
care  for  the  patient  temporarily  in  his  care,  and  the  accommodations 
are  very  poor. 

Pretty  generally  throughout  the  United  States  it  is  agreed  that  state 
care  of  the  insane  is  the  best  method  of  handling  the  big  question,  but 
if  it  were  possible  to  arrange  that  some  of  our  larger  cities  would  work 
jointly  with  the  State  in  the  building,  equipment,  and  maintenance  of 
psychopathic  hospitals,  the  whole  situation  would  be  made  better. 
Patients  would  go  there  as  to  a  general  hospital,  and  if  curable  in  a 
reasonable  time,  remain  there  to  recovery  without  ever  reaching  a  state 
hospital  for  the  insane.  Such  hospitals  would  be  the  one  greatest 
advance  we  could  make  at  present. 

It  has  been  seen  for  some  time  that  the  necessity  for  legal  commit- 
ment often  has  the  effect  of  so  postponing  the  sending  to  a  state  hos- 
pital of  cases  needing  its  treatment  that  the  time  for  successful  treat- 
ment has  passed — lost  by  delay.  Again,  there  are  many  cases  needing 
hospital  treatment  whose  mental  condition  will  not  justify  the  court  in 
committing  them  as  insane.  To  obviate  these  and  somewhat  similar 
conditions,  the  Commission  advocates  a  change  in  law  that  will  permit, 
under  certain  restrictions,  voluntary  admissions  to  a  state  hospital. 
Elsewhere  in  this  report  the  question  of  voluntary  admissions  will  be 
found  to  be  treated  more  fully. 

Can  we  not  do  something  for  our  inebriates  and  drug  habitues  by 
changing  the  law  in  a  way  that  will  permit  of  their  being  committed  to 
a  state  hospital,  in  specially  provided  cottages  for  definite  periods  of 
time,  long  enough  for  protracted  scientific  treatment? 

CONTINGENT    COLLECTIONS. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission 

showing  contingent  collections  by  the  hospitals  and  this  office.     In  the 

biennial    period    ending    June    30,    1910,    the    contingent    collections 

amounted  to  $288,026.49.    This  is  a  gain  of  $18,000  over  the  previous 

biennial  period. 

DEPORTATION   OF   ALIEN    INSANE. 

An  examination  of  the  report  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Waymire  of  this  office  on 
the  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  Conunission  in  bringing  about  the  depor- 
tation of  alien  insane  will  be  of  interest. 

Since  this  work  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Commission,  about 
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fifteen  months  ago,  we  have,  by  working  in  conjunction  with  the  United 
States  Government,  been  able  to  return  to  their  home  countries  sixty- 
four  patients,  while  twenty-six  have  been  taken  home  by  their  friends 
or  relatives.  Through  the  courtesy  and  able  assistance  of  the  Japanese 
Consul  there  have  been  returned  to  their  home  country  thirty-one 
Japanese  patients. 

This  branch  of  the  work  takes  much  time,  labor,  and  correspondence ; 
but  it  is  a  work  of  great  importance,  and  the  United  States  Government 
has  lent  us  every  possible  assistance. 

EXPENSES. 

An  examination  of  the  table  below,  showing  the  complete  expendi- 
tures of  the  hospitals  for  the  last  two  fiscal  years,  shows  a  general 
increase  all  along  the  line  in  keeping  with  the  increased  cost  of  living 
of  the  general  public. 

The  apparently  excessive  increase  in  Agnews  and  Mendocino  is  not 
as  great  as  would  appear  from  the  tables,  for  the  reason  that  these  two 
hospitals  have  not  called  upon  their  contingent  fund  for  support  pur- 
poses, while  Stockton,  Napa,  and  Southern  California  State  Hospitals 
have  been  obliged  to  draw  largely  upon  their  respective  contingent 
funds  to  help  out  support  in  accordance  vnth  an  agreement  made  when 
the  support  appropriations  under  which  we  are  working  were  cut  down, 
and  the  contingent  fund  relied  upon  to  make  good  any  deficiencies  that 
might  arise.  Agnews  and  Mendocino  have  reserved  their  contingent 
funds  for  permanent  improvements.

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MOVEMENT  OF  PATIENTS. 
The  biennial  period  ending  June  30.  1910,  has  been  marked  by  an 
unprecedented  number  of  commitments  to  state  hospitals.  For  pur- 
poses of  comparison  a  glance  at  the  table  below,  showing  the  number 
of  admissions  for  each  biennial  period  from  1900  to  1910,  will  be  inter- 
esting :

Admissions  from  July  1.  1902.  to  June  30.  1904 2,569

In  the  live  years  from  July  1.  1900,  to  June  30.  1905,  there  were 
G,538  admissions,  while  in  the  five  years  ending  June  30,  1910,  there 
were  7.966  admissions.  The  percentage  of  increase  in  the  last  five 
years  over  the  first  five-year  period  was  21.84. 

The  percentage  of  increase  of  patients  remaining  in  the  different 
hospitals  upon  a  comparison  between  June  30,  1908,  and  June  30.  1910. 
is  shown  by  the  table  below :

Taking  the  hospital  system  as  a  unit,  the  percentage  of  recoveries 
Avas  35.67.    The  percentage  of  deaths  was  7.68. 

A  comparison  of  the  State's  insane  and  its  proportion  to  the  general 
population  for  the  year  ending  in  1900  and  for  the  year  ending  in 
1910  is  of  interest,  as  in  both  of  these  years  we  have  the  United  States 
census  returns  on  population  as  a  correct  basis  for  calculation. 

In  1900.  with  a  population  of  1.485.053,  there  were  in  the  hospitals 
5.276  patients,  or  one  insane  person  to  every  281  of  the  general  popula- 
tion. In  1910.  with  a  population  of  2.377,549,  we  have  7,136  patients 
in  the  hospitals,  or  one  insane  person  to  every  333  of  the  population. 
With  an  increase  of  60  per  cent  in  the  population  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  only  35  per  cent  in  the  insane  under  care.  Of  more  impor- 
tance than  the  number  of  insane  under  care  is  the  number  of  occurring 
cases,  the  number  of  people  becoming  insane  for  these  figures  show 
more  clearly  the  prevailing  tendency  to  insanitj^  Looking  at  the  ques- 
tion from  this  standpoint  we  find  that  in  1900  there  were  8.18  (eight 
and  eighteen  hundredths)  persons  becoming  insane  to  every  10,000  of 
the  general  population.  In  1910  there  were  1,830  persons  who  became 
insane  or  a  proportion  of  7.72  (seven  and  seventy-two  hundredths) 
persons  to  every  10.000  of  the  population. 

The  percentage  of  increase  of  commitments  of  insane  in  1910  over 
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1900  is  fifty-one.  while  the  percentage  of  the  increase  of  the  population 
for  the  same  period  is  sixty.  These  figures  make  it  clear  that  the  insane 
are  not  increasing  in  as  great,  a  ratio  as  our  general  population. 

While  the  number  of  insane  in  this  State  still  remains  high,  it  is  most 
satisfactory  to  know  that  it  is  not  keeping  pace  with  the  growth  of  the 
general  population. 

A  comparison  of  the  commitments  of  the  two  years  ending  June  30, 
1900,  and  June  30,  1910,  shows  that  in  1900  fifty-three  and  eight  tenths 
per  cent  were  native  born,  while  forty-four  and  three  tenths  were  for- 
eign born.  For  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1910.  fifty-five  and  five 
tenths  were  native  born,  while  forty  and  five  tenths  per  cent  were 
foreign  born. 

A  comparison  of  the  ages  is  interesting.  In  1900  forty-five  per  cent 
of  the  admissions  were  between  twenty  and  forty  years  of  age,  while 
in  1910,  forty-six  and  six  tenths  per  cent  of  the  admissions  were 
between  twenty  and  forty. 

The  population  of  California  born  patients  does  not  differ  materially 
between  the  two  periods  used  for  comparative  purposes.  In  1900 
thirty-three  per  cent  of  the  native  born  committed  were  born  in  Cali- 
fornia, while  in  1910  thirty-two  per  cent  were  born  in  this  State. 

While  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  foreign 
born  as  compared  to  the  native  born,  there  have  been  certain  increases 
and  decreases  in  the  different  nationalities  that  will  illustrate  the 
changes  in  the  character  of  the  immigration  to  this  State.    ' 

The  table  below  shows  the  percentage  of  admissions  of  the  different 
nationalities  that  figure  most  prominently  in  the  admission  of  foreign 
born :

It  would  naturallj^  be  supposed  that  there  should  be  a  gradual 
increase  of  California  born  patients,  for  now  we  are  dealing  not  only 
with  the  first,  but  second  and  third  generations,  with  all  the  weaknesses 
and  instabilities  that  have  descended. 
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The  northern  and  central  portions  of  the  State,  with  their  earliest 
immigration  and  gradual  increase  of  population,  show  much  the 
largest  proportion  of  California  born  patients,  while  in  the  southern 
end  of  the  State  immigration  commenced  later,  and  the  wonderful 
growth  of  the  last  few  years  is  due  principally  to  Easterners  and 
foreign  born. 

The  following  table  shows  the  percentage  of  California  born  patients 

to  the  whole  number  of  admissions  of  United  States  born,  admitted 

to  the  different  hospitals  in  the  last  two  years :

PERMANENT    IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  marked  by  advance  in  the  right  lines, 
upwards,  by  our  hospitals.  Four  of  our  hospitals  have  opened  receiv- 
ing and  treatment  hospitals  fully  equipped  with  apparatus  for  hydro- 
therapeutic  treatment,  having  skilled  nurses  in  attendance.  All  of  the 
Medical  Superintendents  report  successful  results  in  the  treatment  hos- 
pitals, and  there  is  no  question  but  that  such  hospitals  bring  about 
closer  study  of  the  individual  patients. 

A  large  number  of  improvements  have  been  completed  that  have 
added  much  to  the  capacity  of  the  hospitals  and  have  increased  their 
facilities  for  work. 

I  submit  a  list  of  improvements  from  appropriations  that  have  been 
completed  in  the  last  two  years  or  are  near  completion. 

STOCKTON  STATE  HOSPITAL. 

Electric  light  plant.     Building  wired  and  power  lines  installed. 

Building  at  farm  for  convalescent  patients. 

Laundry.     New  building  erected,  and  modern  equipment  installed. 

Receiving  and  treatment  building.  Completed,  equipped  with  mod- 
ern hydrotherapeutic  and  electrical  apparatus.     In  full  operation. 

Telephone  system.  Building  wired  and  connected  with  central  switch- 
board system. 

Tunnel.  Concrete  tunnel  for  steam  lines  from  engine  room  to  re- 
ceiving and  treatment  building  completed  and  in  operation, 

NAPA. 

Men's  cottages.  Two  brick  cottages,  accommodating  100  men  pa- 
tients, completed  and  in  use. 

Kitchen.  New  concrete  and  tiled  floors  completed,  full  equipment 
of  ranges  and  other  cooking  apparatus  placed  and  in  operation.  Now 
a  modem,  up-to-date  kitchen. 
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Water  system.  Double  compartment  reinforced  concrete  receiving 
and  distribution  reservoir,  with  full  system  of  piping  to  main  buildings, 
completed  and  in  operation. 

Receiving  and  treatment  building.  Two  thirds  completed  and  in 
operation  with  full  equipment  of  hydrotherapeutic  apparatus.  Other 
third  partially  completed,  and  awaiting  additional  funds. 

Woman's  cottages.  Contracts  let  for  a  series  of  wooden  cottages. 
Probably  be  ready  for  occupation  by  January  1st,  and  will  accommodate 
200  patients. 

AGNEWS. 

Power  plant  with  reinforced  concrete  conduit  piped  and  wired  for 
complete  water,  steam,  gas,  and  electric  service,  leading  from  it  to 
every  new  building  completed  and  to  the  site  of  new  buildings  to  be 
added. 

Kitchen,  commissary,  cold  storage,  bakery,  and  dining  hall  buildings 
have  been  completed,  and  are  ample  in  size  for  growth  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

Two  receiving  buildings  for  men  and  women  are  ready  for  occupa- 
tion, and  are  connected  with  a  treatment  building,  with  its  laboratory, 
hydrotherapeutic  equipment,  and  operating  departments. 

In  addition  to  the  Administration  building,  now  nearing  completion, 
there  have  been  completed  two  buildings  for  the  aged  and  infirm, 
two  for  the  more  disturbed  cases,  two  for  the  demented  class,  and  two 
for  the  average  medium,  and  quiet  patients. 

There  has  also  been  completed  the  Superintendent's  residence.  All 
of  these  buildings  are  practically  ready  for  occupation. 

The  buildings  now  completed  or  near  completion  at  Agnews  will 
supply  accommodation  for  925  patients,  or  about  150  patients  in  addi- 
tion to  what  are  now  cared  for. 

MENDOCINO. 

At  this  hospital  there  has  been  completed  a  building  for  men  fully 
equipped  for  hydrotherapeutic  treatment.    Now  occupied. 

A  new  concrete  dairy  barn,  sanitary  in  all  particulars,  has  been  com- 
pleted and  is  in  use. 

The  kitchen  has  been  enlarged  to  meet  the  growth  of  the  institution, 
entirely  equipped  with  ranges  and  other  cooking  apparatus,  and  the 
floor  tiled. 

SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA. 

A  cottage  has  been  completed  and  furnished  for  the  first  assistant 
physician. 

The  receiving  and  treatment  cottage,  with  a  capacity  of  60  patients, 
has  been  furnished  and  is  in  use.  It  is  fully  equipped  with  apparatus 
for  hydrotherapy  and  will  be  a  great  addition  to  the  hospital. 


14  REPORT    OF    THE    COMMISSION    IN    LUNACY. 

A  reinforced  concrete  cottage,  accommodating  80  patients,  has 
been  completed,  fullj^  equipped  and  is  now  occupied  by  women  patients. 

A  cottage  for  78  women  patients  of  wooden,  metal  lath,  and  cement 
plaster  construction  has  been  finished,  equipped,  and  is  occupied  by 
patients. 

A  second  story  has  been  added  to  the  congregate  dining  hall,  thus 
giving  us  an  additional  ward  for  80  male  patients. 

The  laundry  has  been  enlarged,  new  machinery  added,  and  improved 
so  that  it  is  able  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  storm  drain  work  has  been  continued,  and  the  second  section 
completed. 

SONOMA  STATE  HOME. 

A  building  intended  for  a  day  room  for  boys  has  been  completed, 
and  is  ready  for  use.  This  building  will  afford  the  boj^s  a  chance  to 
get  out  of  the  dark  basement  formerly  used  by  them. 

The  Administration  building  is  completed,  and  the  administration 
departments  are  installed  in  it. 

The  manor  house,  containing  the  Board  of  Managers'  meeting  and 
dining  quarters  and  additional  rooms  for  officers  and  employees,  is 
completed  and  equipped. 

The  hospital  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  enlarged,  and  greatly 
improved. 

With  the  appropriation  for  water  development  a  large  reservoir, 
with  a  capacity  of  30,000,000  gallons,  has  been  added  to  the  water 
supply  system,  and  will  be  used  principally  for  irrigating  purposes. 
With  the  addition  of  this  reservoir  the  Home  will  be  able  to  increase 
its  alfalfa  fields  and  save  expense. 

The  improvements  above  listed  have  largely  increased  the  capacity 
of  our  hospitals  and  have  greatly  relieved  their  crowded  condition.. 
Additional  appropriations  will  be  asked  of  the  coming  legislature  for 
further  improvements  and  enlargements. 

FOLSOM  STATE  HOSPITAL. 

Work  was  continued  on  this  institution  for  the  past  two  years  and 
good  progress  has  been  made.  One  million  eleven  thousand  and  forty 
six  dollars  have  been  expended  on  the  various  improvements  enumer- 
ated above  since  July  1,  1908. 

RELATIONS     BETWEEN     THE     STATE     ENGINEERING     DEPARTMENT 
AND   THE    STATE   HOSPITALS. 

The  various  improvements  made  from  appropriations  in  the  past 
two  years  have  been  under  the  control  of  the  State  Engineering  Depart- 
ment. 

The  svstem  under  which  the  work  was  done  has  been  about  as  fol- 
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lows:  Upon  au  appropriation  being  available  a  consultation  was  held 
between  the  Engineering  Department  and  the  hospital  management, 
and  plans  submitted  by  the  Medical  Superintendent,  so  far  as  interior 
arrangements  were  concerned,  were  generally  agreed  upon,  leaving  the 
structural  side  of  the  work  to  the  State  Engineer  and  State  Architect. 
Plans  completed  and  approved,  the  Engineering  Department  adver- 
tised for  bids  and  let  contracts  subject  to  confirmation  of  the  Advisory 
Board.  Contracts  being  let,  the  Engineering  Department  managed  the 
■work  under  its  own  inspector,  and  made  all  payments.  If  contracts 
were  rejected  and  work  done  on  a  day  labor  basis,  the  Engineering- 
Department  carried  on  the  work,  purchased  all  material,  and  paid  all 
claims. 

Under  the  system  the  State  has  secured  good  buildings,  both  structur- 
ally and  architecturally.  The  Engineering  Department  has  listened 
to  the  suggestions  of  the  Medical  Superintendents  in  so  far  as  they 
related  to  changes  influencing  the  care  of  patients. 

On  contract  work,  the  system  of  work  has  proceeded  satisfactoril\' 
to  all  parties.  On  day  labor  jobs  some  little  friction  has  from  time  to 
time  arisen,  largely  due  to  temperamental  incompatibility  developing 
between  department  inspectors  and  hospital  superintendents,  and  to 
the  partial  employment  of  patients'  labor  and  the  placing  of  it  in  the 
direct  control  of  the  inspector  and  outside  the  control  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

Patients'  labor  is  an  uncertain  quantity,  and  its  value  from  a  finan- 
cial standpoint  can  not  be  definitely  relied  upon,  especially  when  used 
under  charge  of  those  not  familiar  with  them.  In  spite  of  law^  or  rules  a 
sort  of  division  of  authority  arose  more  or  less  frequently,  which  prob- 
ably sometimes  delayed  matters.  Board  of  managers  have  felt  that  they 
should  have  some  sort  of  authority  in  connection  with  work  going  on 
at  institutions  under  their  control. 

The  personal  relations  between  the  officials  of  the  Engineering 
Department  and  the  State  Hospitals  have  generally  been  most  cordial. 
That  a  system  of  central  control  over  the  structural  efficiency  of  build- 
ings is  a  good  thing  for  the  State  and  the  hospitals  is  beyond  contradic- 
tion. 

The  thanks  of  this  office  are  tendered  to  the  State  Engineer  and 
State  Architect,  and  their  assistants,  for  many  courtesies  and  much 
valuable  advice. 

METHODS    OF    NEW    CONSTRUCTION. 

With  the  knowledge  at  hand  that  our  yearly  increase  of  patients  is 
su€h  as  to  require  the  construction  of  additional  accommodation,  it 
is  well  to  consider  the  class  of  buildings  best  adapted  for  the  pur- 
poses.    With  all  of  the  state  hospitals  having  their  main  buildings 
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or  central  structures  complete,  it  is  evident  that  our  enlargement 
should  be  made  by  constructing  detached  cottages  or  buildings.  Can 
we  not  select  several  fairly  uniform  tj^es,  both  as  to  methods  of  con- 
struction and  cost,  in  future  building  operations? 

The  history  of  asylum  or  hospital  construction  up  to  within  the  last 
two  or  three  years  has  ranged  from  about  $500  to  $1,000  per  patient. 
The  type  of  construction  was  governed  by  the  type  used  in  the  building 
to  which  the  addition  was  made.  Now  that  we  are  fairly  started  on 
a  period  of  cottage  construction,  we  should  adopt  some  two  or  three 
types  as  a  standard. 

As  a  first  type  we  may  consider  the  strictly  reinforced  concrete  build- 
ing with  concrete  floors,  tile  partitions,  wooden  roof  trusses,  and  slate 
roof.  Such  a  building  is  nearly  fireproof  and  probably  everlasting, 
but  will  cost  $900  for  each  patient  in  the  absence  of  any  special  costly 
features. 

As  a  modification  of  this  plan  we  may  build  with  reinforced  con- 
crete walls  and  floors,  with  metal  lath  and  stud  partitions,  wood  trusses 
and  slate  roof  for  about  $500  per  patient.  Such  a  building  is  not  quit'i 
as  long  lived  as  a  similar  building  with  tile  partition  walls  nor  is  it 
perhaps  as  nearly  fireproof,  but  it  is  a  good,  substantial  structure. 
Going  further  down  on  the  scale,  we  could  build  on  a  foundation  of 
concrete  a  wooden  building,  covered  inside  and  out  with  metal  lath  and 
cement  plaster,  with  metal  lath  and  stud  partitions  with  shingle  roof. 
Such  a  building  would  cost  when  equipped  about  $250  per  patient.  It  is 
not  as  fireproof  as  the  modified  form  of  reinforced  concrete,  but  it  is 
a  good  building,  can  be  erected  quickly,  and  has  a  life  of  approxi- 
mately thirty  years  or  more  if  kept  in  repair. 

As  a  final  proposition,  we  can  construct  cheap  wooden  buildings, 
similar  to  those  built  at  Mendocino  and  now  building  at  Napa,  at  a 
cost  equipped  of  from  $100  to  $125  per  patient. 

This  last  class  are  built  on  the  dormitory  plan,  each  building  to 
accommodate  not  more  than  twenty  patients  each.  They  should  be 
only  one  story  in  height,  not  plastered,  and  with  a  large  central  sitting 
and  dining-room  in  a  separate  building  with  heating  and  hot  water 
equipment;  need  not  as  a  rule  be  heated.  This  class  of  cottages  have 
been  very  successful  at  Mendocino.  Originally  built  as  an  addition 
to  our  tubercular  colony,  they  have  been  added  to  until  many  of  the 
quiet  class  are  housed  in  them.  When  pleasantly  located  in  groups 
these  cottages  are  very  popular  with  patients,  who  prefer  them  to  the 
main  buildings,  because  they  are  near  the  ground  and  in  the  open  air 
practically  all  the  time.  They  are  inexpensive,  can  be  built  very 
C[uickly,  and  offer  a  comfortable,  economical,  and  ready  means  of  reliev- 
ing an  overcrowded  hospital. 
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CARE   OF   INEBRIATES   AND   DRUG   HABITUES. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  California  State  Medical  Society  held  in  this 
city  in  April,  1910,  Dr.  Bering  of  San  Francisco  read  an  able  paper 
setting  forth  the  necessity  of  state  institutions  for  the  treatment  of 
chronic  alcoholics  and  drag  habitues. 

The  paper  was  the  subject  of  general  discussion,  all  sides  of  the 
question  being  handled.  As  a  final  result  of  the  paper  the  legislative 
committee  of  the  association  was  authorized  to  consult  with  the  legisla- 
tive committee  of  the  Bar  Association  and  the  Juvenile  Court  Associa- 
tion with  a  view  of  cooperating  in  the  preparation  of  a  bill  or  bills  to 
be  presented  to  the  next  legislature,  authorizing  superior  judges  to 
commit  inebriates  and  drug  habitues  in  a  similar  manner  to  the  method 
used  in  committing,  confining,  and  treating  the  insane. 

There  is  now  no  place  in  this  State  where  inebriates  and  drug  hab- 
itues can  be  legally  restrained  a  sufficient  time  for  proper  treatment. 
Such  eases  are  now  committed  to  state  hospitals  as  insane,  but  there 
is  nothing  in  the  law  that  authorizes  their  detention  after  they  have 
become  sane.  A  drug  habitue  will,  under  ordinary  circumstances, 
so  far  improve  in  thirty  to  sixty  days  that  he  can  not  be  held  longer 
legally.  So  it  is  with  a  great  many  of  the  alcoholic  cases  that  reach 
our  hospitals,  a  few  days  rest  and  elimination  from  the  system  of  its 
overburden  of  alcohol,  and  the  individual  is  in  the  eyes  of  the  law  sane 
and  must  be  discharged,  even  though  it  is  against  the  judgment  of 
the  Superintendent.  These  cases  need  prolonged  treatment  and  there 
is  only  one  way  to  give  it  to  them,  and  that  is  by  amending  the  laws 
so  that  inebriates  and  drug  habitues  may  be  committed  for  a  definite 
period,  not  less  than  one  year  at  least. 

With  this  definite  period  of  commitment  give  the  Superintendent 
the  power  of  parole,  so  that  he  may  exercise  his  judgment  as  to  the 
advisability  of  giving  this  patient  a  trial  at  home  before  the  expiration 
of  the  period  of  commitment. 

The  commitment  of  the  classes  above  outlined  should  follow  the  legal 
methods  used  in  committing  the  insane :  Complaint,  warrant  of  arrest, 
medical  examination,  and  hearing  in  court  are  necessary. 

With  the  power  of  parole  in  the  hospital  superintendent's  hands, 
he  may  release  on  probation  such  patients  that  he  believes  are  so  relieved 
of  the  drug  and  liquor  craving  as  to  have  gained  control  of  their  crav- 
ing for  stimulants  or  narcotics. 

Those  placed  on  probation  should  be  required  to  report  to  the  Super- 
intendent every  thirty  days  that  they  have  not  used  intoxicants  or 
opium  or  cocaine  in  any  form  nor  associated  with  those  habitually  using 
liquor,  opium,  or  cocaine,  nor  frequented  places  where  they  are  used. 
These  monthly  reports  could  be  verified  by  preferably  an  officer  of 
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the  juvenile  court  as  to  their  truth.  On  a  relapse  into  drinking  or  the 
use  of  drugs  while  on  parole,  the  patient  should  be  subject  to  arrest 
by  a  law  officer,  and  returned  to  the  hospital  to  complete  the  term  of 
his  commitment.  Should  the  patient  comply  with  the  terms  of  his 
parole,  the  Superintendent  should  be  empowered  to  discharge  him. 
These  various  restrictions  may  seem  harsh,  but  it  is  the  only  sure  way 
in  which  alcoholic  and  drug  habitues  can  be  restrained  long  enough 
under  treatment  to  secure  radical  benefit. 

Where  should  alcoholics  and  drug  habitues  be  cared  for?  They 
should  not  be  associated  with  the  insane,  nor  does  it  seem  advisable 
at  this  time  to  build  and  equip  new  institutions,  with  their  expensive 
administrative  force.  That  this  latter  would  be  the  ideal  way  there 
is  no  doubt,  but  in  the  demands  for  large  appropriations  for  other  pur- 
poses may  we  not  at  least  partially  solve  the  problem  by  the  erection  of 
at  least  two  cottages  on  the  grounds  of  the  Napa  State  Hospital  and 
the  Southern  California  State  Hospital,  thus  providing  for  both  the 
northern  and  southern  portions  of  the  State. 


VOLUNTARY   ADMISSIONS. 

It  has  long  been  apparent  to  physicians  that  the  requirement  of  a 
legal  commitment  for  every  patient  admitted  to  our  state  hospitals  has 
the  effect  in  many  cases  of  so  delaying  treatment  that  the  result  is 
injurious.  Again,  there  are  a  number  of  patients  who  really  need 
hospital  care  and  treatment,  though  on  examination  in  court  they  do 
not  present  the  necessary  symptoms  of  insanity  to  justify  the  court 
in  committing  them  as  actually  insane.  Many  commitments  are  delayed 
by  reason  of  the  great  dislike  to  be  judicially  declared  insane.  Friends 
or  relatives  delay  an  application  for  a  commitment  as  long  as  possible 
that  they  may  avoid  saddling  the  patient  with  the  stigma  of  insanity. 
These  various  delays  in  bringing  a  patient  under  proper  treatment  Avork 
an  injury  to  the  patient,  for  in  mental  diseases  early  treatment  is  of 
the  greatest  importance. 

When  a  person  is  taken  to  a  hospital  for  the  insane  by  force  or  against 
his  will,  the  individual  must  be  protected  in  his  rights  by  making  the 
commitment  a  legal  proceeding,  however  much  we  might  wish  to  make 
it  more  of  a  medical  inquiry.  To  make  early  treatment  in  state  hos- 
pitals possible,  to  avoid  legal  commitment  in  certain  classes  of  cases, 
to  make  it  possible  for  persons  whose  mental  troubles  are  not  suffi- 
ciently evident  to  bring  about  legal  commitment  to  obtain  hospital  care 
and  treatment,  it  is  proposed  to  ask  an  amendment  of  the  lunacy  law 
that  will  permit  voluntary  admissions  to  state  hospitals. 

Briefly,  the  proposition  is  to  so  amend  the  law  that  the  state  hos- 
pitals will  be  open  to  the  admission  without  commitment,  and  on  their 
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own  application,  of  patients  whose  minds  are  not  so  impaired  as  to 
render  them  incapable  of  forming  a  rational  judgment  or  to  render 
them  incapable  of  resisting  influence. 

To  safeguard  the  rights  of  voluntary  patients,  the  amendment  should 
provide  for  their  release  from  the  hospital  not  later  than  five  days 
after  they  have  made  written  application  for  such  release.  The  five 
days'  limit  is  insisted  upon  in  order  that  the  Superintendent  may  have 
time  to  communicate  with  the  friends  or  relatives  that  they  may  take 
charge  of  the  patient. 

The  application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  the  Medical  Super- 
intendent of  the  hospital  to  which  admission  is  desired,  and  the  charges 
for  the  support  of  such  voluntary  patient  shall  be  governed  by  the  pro- 
visions of  law  applicable  to  the  care  of  the  insane,  provided  the 
approval  of  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy  should  be  obtained  in 
writing.  The  system  of  voluntary  admissions  will  be  of  great  advantage 
to  a  certain  class  of  mildly  depressed  cases  who  have  knowledge  of  their 
condition,  and  who  knowing  that  thej^  need  treatment  will  present 
themselves  voluntarily,  thus  avoiding  the  so-called  stigma  of  judicial 
commitment  with  its  attendant  expense  and  trip  to  the  hospital  in  care 
of  a  peace  officer. 

There  is  now  no  way  of  securing  hospital  treatment  for  a  mentally 
capable  epileptic,  but  under  the  voluntary  admission  system  sane  epi- 
leptics could  find  a  way  to  the  hospital  for  care  and  often  be  relieved  of 
an  unusually  severe  accession  of  convulsive  attacks,  and  returned  to 
home  life  in  an  improved  state  of  health.  Patients  who  have  previously 
been  in  hospitals  for  the  insane,  and  whose  mental  trouble  is  of  a  recur- 
rent character,  often  recognize  from  their  symptoms  that  they  are  in 
danger  of  again  becoming  mentally  disturbed,  and  realizing  the  benefit 
derived  from  hospital  treatment  will  voluntarily  go  where  they  have 
previously  been  well  cared  for  and  benefited. 

The  proposition  of  permitting  the  voluntary  admission  of  patients  to 
state  hospitals  for  care  and  treatment  of  mental  affections  is  not  an 
untried  scheme,  but  the  system  is  in  successful  operation  in  a  number 
of  Eastern  States.  The  power  of  admission  resting  with  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  he  will  have  power  to  reject  liquor,  drug,  and  other 
improper  cases,  and  to  prevent  overcrowding. 

Full  reports  on  blanks  prepared  by  this  office  will  be  required  from 
the  Medical  Superintendent  of  each  patient  directly  after  admission. 
The  adoption  of  the  system  will  be  of  benefit  to  our  people,  and  a  dis- 
tinct advance  in  that  it  encourages  early  treatment  of  a  disease  where 
early  treatment  is  desirable. 

The  liberty  of  the  voluntary  patient  is  so  safeguarded  by  the  provi- 
sion for  his  release  on  written  demand,  that  no  valid  objection  can  be 
made  on  the  score  that  individuals  may  be  unlawfully  detained.     The 
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system  has  its  disadvantages,  but  these  will  be  felt  by  the  authorities 
of  the  hospital  rather  than  the  patient. 

The  hospital  authorities  for  the  sake  of  a  distinct  betterment  for  the 
people  should  be  willing  not  only  "to  bear  those  ills  they  have"  but 
to  "fly  to  others  they  know  not  of." 

STATE    DENTAL   SURGEON. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  State  Dental  Surgeon,  showing 
the  work  done  by  him  since  his  appointment.  The  doctor  has  done  able 
and  conscientious  work,  but  has  been  handicapped  by  the  limited  time 
he  could  devote  to  any  one  particular  hospital.  He  has  visited  all  of 
the  hospitals  twice,  spending  about  a  month  at  each  place,  and  devoting 
his  time  entirely  to  work  on  patients. 

That  the  semiannual  examinations  of  patients'  teeth  and  for  cor- 
rection of  existing  trouble  is  a  good  thing  for  the  health  of  patients 
is  undoubted,  but  the  long  time  between  visits  brings  about  a  number 
cf  emergency  cases  that  need  immediate  treatment. 

As  a  matter  of  actual  practice,  the  hospitals  have  to  occasionally 
call  on  a  dentist  residing  in  the  nearest  hospital  town  to  care  for  these 
urgency  cases.  The  necessary  proceeding  brings  up  for  consideration 
the  best  way  to  handle  the  matter  of  dentistry  in  state  hospitals.  There 
are  three  ways  to  handle  it:  first,  as  we  now  handle  it  by  a  traveling 
dentist,  who  averages  two  trips  a  year  to  each  hospital;  second,  by  a 
resident  dentist  for  each  hospital ;  third,  by  returning  to  the  old  system 
of  devoting  a  certain  amount  each  month  from  the  support  fund  to 
employ  a  dentist  from  the  local  town  who  will  handle  the  urgent  work, 
relying  on  the  State  Dentist's  semiannual  visits  for  inspection,  and 
routine  work. 

A  combination  of  the  first  and  third  plans  would  appear  to  be  the 
most  practical  and  economical  way  of  handling  the  matter.  By  this 
combined  plan  the  State  Dentist  on  his  regular  visits  would  practically 
examine  the  teeth  of  all  inmates,  do  the  necessary  extractions  and  fill- 
ings, and  do  such  other  work  as  would  tend  to  keep  the  teeth  in  order, 
while  the  emergency  matters  would  be  handled  by  the  local  dentist 
by  a  small  monthly  allowance.  The  objection  to  the  second  plan  is 
to  be  found  in  the  increased  cost,  and  the  fact  that  pretty  nearly 
every  hospital  is  now  short  of  room  for  the  medical  and  other  officers. 

SOME    CAUSES    OF    INSANITY. 

There  has  been  a  greater  effort  than  usual  in  the  last  year  to  study 
the  causes  producing  insanity  among  those  who  have  been  committed 
to  our  hospitals.     It  is  very  difficult  in  many  cases  to  ascertain  the 
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real  cause,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  generally  made  np  of  a  number 
of  different  factors,  all  having  their  influence  in  the  production  of  the 
final  result.  For  instance,  we  may  have  heredity  and  worry,  and  alcohol 
and  syphilis,  or  heredity  and  opium  excess. 

The  foundation  in  a  large  proportion  of  the  cases  is  heredity,  or 
inherited  weaknesses.  Upon  this  foundation  of  instability  of  the 
organism  any  cause  which  throws  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  stress 
and  strain  on  the  individual,  as  worry,  grief,  or  protracted  mental 
effort;  or  any  cause  which  injuriously  affects  the  brain  or  poisons  the 
blood,  as  alcohol  or  drugs,  may  be  the  immediate  factor  which  pro- 
duces the  mental  breakdown. 

Some  of  these  causes  are  preventable,  others  are  not.  Some  of  the 
preventable  causes  are  among  the  most  active  of  all  exciting  causes. 
Take  for  instance  liquor  excess,  drug  excess  (usually  morphine  or 
cocaine),  and  syphilis;  and  it  will  be  found  that  they  were  the  active 
exciting  causes  in  twenty-six  and  one  half  per  cent  of  the  1,830  cases 
committed  to  our  hospitals  last  year.  Syphilis,  which  was  the  final 
determining  cause  in  slightly  less  than  five  per  cent  of  all  cases  is 
regarded  as  a  very  potent  factor  in  bringing  about  general  paresis, 
a  form  of  mental  disease  accompanied  by  well  marked  physical  symp- 
toms, and  practically  always  fatal  in  its  results  in  from  one  to  three 
years,  as  an  average  time.  Liquor  excess  is  considered  to  have  been 
the  immediate  determining  cause  in  a  little  more  than  eighteen  per 
cent  of  the  admissions. 

The  three  causes  enumerated  above  are  connected  more  or  less  inti- 
mately with  the  desires,  the  feelings,  the  passions  of  humanity.  It 
will  take  a  long  period  of  education  to  the  dangers  of  these  three  spe- 
cific causes  of  development  of  that  will  power  necessary  to  restrain 
desire  and  to  curb  abnormal  appetites,  but  as  time  progresses  much 
can  be  done  to  limit  their  action.  It  is  of  great  importance  apart  from 
their  influence  in  the  production  of  insanity,  for  all  of  the  above  causes 
affect  not  only  the  individual,  but  determine  in  a  great  measure  the 
resistive  power,  the  stability  of  his  or  her  descendants.  This  instability, 
whether  it  comes  from  insane,  or  alcoholic  parents,  exists  in  the  descend- 
ants as  an  inheritance  or  as  an  engrafted  weakness,  and  is  the  pre- 
disposing cause  in  about  thirty  per  cent  of  our  commitments. 
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REPORT  or  SECRETARY. 


To  ihe  California  State  Commission  in  Lunacy. 

Gentlemen:  I  respectfully  submit  to  your  honorable  Commission 
the  following  report  for  the  sixtieth  and  sixty-first  fiscal  years : 

BOARD  ACCOUNTS. 

The  supervision  of  the  collection  of  board  accounts  due  the  several 
state  hospitals,  as  stated  in  my  last  biennial  report,  being  the  most 
important  duty  of  your  secretary,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that 
the  collections  for  the  two  years  under  consideration  are  much  larger 
than  ever  before.  We  thought  two  years  ago,  at  the  time  of  making  our 
last  report,  that  the  limit  of  collections  was  about  reached,  but,  as  during 
the  fiscal  ended  June  30,  1910,  there  was  collected  nearly  $18,000  more 
than  during  the  next  highest  year,  that  of  the  twelve  months  ended 
June  30,  1908,  we  will  not  at  this  time  indulge  in  any  more  predictions. 

Of  this  gain  of  $18,000  we  must  credit  $2,056.50  to  a  new  source  of 
revenue.  Mr.  C.  F.  Waymire  collected  during  the  said  fiscal  year  from 
the  United  States  Grovernment  for  care  of  patients  subject  to  deporta- 
tion, and  turned  into  the  contingent  funds  of  the  hospitals,  the  last 
named  amount. 

The  collections  for  the  period  were : 

Collections  for  the  sixtieth  fiscal  year $129,680  46 

Collections  for  the  sixty-first  fiscal  year 158,346  08 

Totaling  for  the  period .$288,026  49 

The  next  largest  two-year  period  was  for  the  two  years  ended  June 
30,  1908.  There  was  collected  for  those  two  years  $251,699.95,  and 
that  of  itself  being  $42,344.35  in  excess  of  the  then  next  highest  collec- 
tion. 

It  will  be  seen  that  for  the  two  years  just  ended  there  was  received 
into  the  contingent  funds  of  the  five  hospitals  over  $36,000  more  than 
for  any  other  two  years,  or  an  average  monthly  gain  of  $1,500. 

Also,  we  are  very  pleased  to  report  that  the  total  gain  during  the 
last  past  three  fiscal  years — those  ending  June  30,  1908-09-10 — over  any  j 
other  similar  period  in  the  history  of  our  State  reaches  the  sum  of] 
$108,519.04,  or  an  average  gain  of  about  $3,000  per  month  under  the 
present  state  administration,  and  being  a  gain  of  34  per  cent.  The 
collections  actually  totaling  for  the  fiscal  years  1908,  1909,  and  1910  the 
sum  of  $428,800.54,  and  totaling  $320,281.50  for  the  next  highest  three- 
year  period.      For   a   further   and   more   detailed   reference  there   isl 
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included  later  on  in  this  report  a  table  showing  the  exact  monthly  col- 
lection by  each  hospital  since  July  1,  1899. 

The  gratifying  gains  of  the  past  three  fiscal  years  have  been  due  to 
a  number  of  causes,  such  as  the  increase  of  the  population  of  the  hos- 
pitals,—  that  being  nearly  15  per  cent  for  the  period, —  efficiency  of 
our  office  force,  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  Mr.  E.  G.  Twogood ;  valu- 
able services  rendered  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Stetson  while  attorney  of  the  Com- 
mission ;  the  building  of  better  quarters  at  the  hospitals  for  housing 
the  insane;  the  general  good  times  our  State  has  enjoyed,  but,  in  my 
opinion,  the  principal  reason  of  the  success  in  collections  has  been 
because  of  the  efficient  and  faithful  work  of  the  secretaries  to  the  med- 
ical superintendents  of  the  several  hospitals.  Three  years  ago  your 
Commission  adopted  a  system  to  govern  collections  which  has  proved 
its  value.  The  secretaries  have  taken  hold  and  worked  well  under  it. 
They  keep  in  touch  with  every  new  case  that  comes  into  their  respective 
liospitals,  and  they  have  all  worked  intelligently  and  in  perfect  harmony 
with  this  office.  Less  time  is  now  taken  up  by  them  with  hopeless  or 
apparently  hopeless  cases  than  was  in  former  years,  which  of  itself 
gives  them  much  more  time  to  devote  to  new  and  live  accounts  which 
are  collectible  after  a  reasonable  amount  of  effort.  Hopeless  accounts, 
or  apparently  hopeless  accounts,  are  promptly  referred  to  this  office, 
with  a  report  thereon. 

Mr.  Wm.  Kelly  of  the  Napa  State  Hospital,  Dr.  Stone's  secretary, 
made  a  truly  remarkable  record  during  the  twelve  months  ended  June 
30,  1910.  The  Napa  collections  averaged  over  $4,000  a  month  during 
the  year.  There  was  paid  into  Napa 's  contingent  fund  during  the  year 
$51,590.54.  This  was  $7,000  and  over  greater  than  the  maximum  figure 
that  Dr.  F.  W.  Hatch  used  in  his  estimate  to  the  Governor  during  the 
legislative  session  of  1909. 

TRANSPORTATION  CHARGES. 

The  collection  for  the  State  of  chargas  for  transporting  the  insane  to 
the  various  hospitals  showed  a  gain  over  former  years.  Mr,  Twogood, 
assistant  secretary  of  your  Commission,  under  whose  supervision  this 
work  has  been  conducted  almost  entirely,  is  responsible  for  the  good 
work  in  this  line.  He  takes  up  each  case  and  carries  it  through  to  a 
collection  of  the  account ;  or,  in  the  event  that  it  is  not  collectible,  pro- 
cures a  letter  from  the  payor  to  the  Commission  setting  forth  why  the 
account  is  not  paid. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  repeat  what  we  said  two  years  ago  when 
reporting  to  your  Commission  on  this  class  of  accounts.  That  is,  of  the 
complaints  received  from  persons  who  are  charged  with  the  payment  of 
these  accounts.  This  office  receives  more  complaints  from  relatives  of 
the  insane  who  are  required  to  pay  these  charges  than  from  all  other

causes.  In  many  and  many  cases  a  relative  will  giadl.y  pay  the  state 
hospital  fifteen  dollars  a  month  for  the  care  of  the  unfortunate  member 
of  his  family,  but  seriously  objects  to  paying  the  commitment  expenses. 

DELINQUENT  BOARD  ACCOUNTS. 

The  amount  owing  the  several  hospitals  by  reason  of  unpaid  board 
bills  was  on  June  30,  1910,  $36,717.  Much  of  this  money  is  uncollect- 
ible and  the  accounts  should  be  canceled,  but  the  difficulty  is  to  deter- 
mine often  whether  or  not  a  particular  account  is  in  fact  not  collectible. 
The  only  way  to  determine  this  in  most  cases  of  doubt  would  be  by  a 
personal  investigation  of  the  case  by  some  one  on  the  ground;  that,  in 
many  a  case,  might  cost  more  than  the  amount  of  the  claim,  and  the 
result  is  that  the  account  is  permitted  to  stand  on  our  records.  Per- 
haps of  the  above  $36,000  of  delinquency,  $10,000  of  the  particular 
accounts  will  never  be  collected.     I  believe  the  balance  is  good. 

I  have  for  some  time  thought  that  if  the  Commission  could  employ  a 
good  collection  agent,  say  at  $150  per  month,  and  have  him  work  in 
connection  with  and  under  the  supervision  of  your  secretary  and  your 
attorn ej^,  that  his  salary  and  traveling  expenses  would  more  than  be 
returned  to  the  State  through  increased  collections  turned  into  the  con- 
tingent funds  of  the  state  hospitals.  But  I  can  well  understand  that 
unless  such  an  employee  used  judgment  and  tact  when  he  came  into 
i:>ersonal  contact  with  the  relatives  of  many  of  the  patients,  that  his 
efforts  might  do  more  harm  than  good  with  total  collections  in  the  long 
run.  ]\Iany  people  would  naturally  resent  what  they  thought  to  be  an 
uncalled-for  prying  into  their  personal  or  financial  affairs  by  the  State 's 
agent,  and  unless  they  were  properly  approached  and  the  subject-matter 
and  its  purpose  put  before  them  in  the  right  light  harm  might  result. 
At  the  best,  the  handling  of  the  delinquent  board  accounts  and  tardy 
or  evasive  payors  is  a  matter  which  will  always  require  more  or  less 
consideration  and  knowledge  of  each  individual  case.  This  office  has 
tried  to  make  a  study  of  the  individual  case,  and  not  to  follow  any 
set  rules  of  procedure  in  forcing  collections.  With  it  all,  we  realize, 
however,  that  there  is  considerable  money  owing  the  several  state  hos- 
pitals that  should  be  collected  and  paid  into  their  funds,  and  which 
may  never  be. 

EXAIMINATION  OF  BOOKS  AND  ACCOUNTS  OF  HOSPITALS. 
Your  auditor,  Mr.  C.  F.  Waymire,  and  myself,  and  in  some  cases 
Mr.  E.  G.  Twogood.  your  assistant  secretary,  with  Mr.  Waymire,  have 
made  the  semiannual  examinations  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  five 
state  hospitals  and  the  Home  for  Feeble-Minded  Children  during  the 
period  herein  reported  upon.  The  books  have  in  every  instance  been 
found  to  be  neatly  kept  and  the  accounts  accurate.     In  auditing  the 
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books  and  checking  the  accounts  of  the  hospitals  and  home  Mr.  Way- 
mire,  who  in  effect  takes  charge  of  this  line  of  work,  as  he  is  better 
qualified  to  do  so  by  reason  of  his  experience  and  knowledge  of  technical 
bookkeeping,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  work  is  most  thoroughly  done. 
Mr.  Waymire  insists  upon  a  most  thorough  auditing  of  the  accounts  at 
each  semiannual  examination,  and  he  requires  the  secretaries  of  the 
several  institutions  to  account  fully  and  clearly  for  every  expenditure 
and  item  of  receipt.

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REPORT  Of  AUDITOR. 


To  the  State  Commission  in  Limacy. 

Gentlemen  :  In  compliance  with  the  statute  and  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Commission,  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  medical  superin- 
tendents of  the  state  hospitals  have  been  audited  semiannually.  Proper 
vouchers  for  receipts  and  disbursements  are  on  file,  and  the  books  kept 
in  an  intelligent  and  businesslike  manner. 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  on  the  deportation  of  alien  and  non- 
resident insane  for  the  biennial  period  ending  June  30,  1910.  During 
this  period  ninety  (90)  inmates  of  the  state  hospitals  have  been 
returned  to  the  countries  whence  they  came.  Of  this  number  sixty- 
four  (64)  were  deported  under  United  States  Government  warrants, 
and  twenty-six  (26)  returned  to  their  homes  by  relatives  and  friends. 

In  March,  1909,  I  was  directed  by  the  General  Superintendent  of 
State  Hospitals,  Dr.  F.  W.  Hatch,  to  take  up  this  branch  of  the  work. 
My  first  efforts  were  directed  in  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Immigration  at  San  Francisco,  and  I  found  that  official 
only  too  willing  to  assist  in  the  work.  Prior  to  this  time  the  deporta- 
tion of  alien  insane  was  being  conducted  by  correspondence  between 
the  hospitals  and  the  Commissioner  of  Immigra,tion.  This  method  had 
not  proved  efficient,  and  neither  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration  nor 
the  hospital  authorities  were  satisfied  with  results  so  obtained.  Under 
the  present  system  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration  looks  to  this  office 
to  supply  the  necessary  data,  and  with  all  parties  working  in  harmony, 
the  results  obtained  prove  the  wisdom  of  the  change.  As  a  striking 
proof  of  this  it  is  only  necessary  to  state  that  from  the  organization 
of  the  Commission,  April,  1897,  to  June  30,  1907,  a  period  of  ten  (10) 
years,  only  48  inmates  had  been  deported,  30  of  whom  were  removed 
on  United  States  Government  warrants ;  whereas,  as  stated  above,  90 
were  deported  during  the  last  two  years.  Another  benefit  to  be  derived 
by  the  present  system  was  the  collection  of  $2,056.50  from  the  Federal 
Government  for  the  detention  of  patients  pending  deportation  proceed- 
ings. 

The  principal  benefit  to  be  derived,  however,  is  the  removal  of  these 
patients  from  our  State.  The  medical  certificates  in  all  cases  showed 
that  the  mental  condition  of  the  aliens  was  either  of  a  chronic  or 
recurrent  character,  hence  they  would  undoubtedly  have  become  a  per- 
manent part  of  the  insane  population  of  our  State.     As  it  cost,  on  an 
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average.  $172  per  patient  for  maintenance  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1910,  the  financial  saving  is  the  all-important  object  obtained. 

In  connection  with  the  above  work,  under  the  direction  and  advice 
of  Dr.  F.  AV.  Hatch,  in  the  month  of  December,  1909,  I  called  upon  the 
Hon.  Alatsuzo  Nagai,  the  acting  consul  general  of  Japan,  and  solicited 
liis  aid  in  the  removal  to  Japan  of  his  countrymen,  residents  of  our 
state  hospitals.  The  consul  unhesitatingly  extended  his  cooperation, 
and  outlined  a  plan  whereby  we  might  secure  the  desired  results. 
Acting  upon  his  suggestion,  each  Japanese  confined  in  the  state  hospitals 
was  intervicAved  by  an  interpreter,  supplied  by  the  consul,  with  a  view 
to  ascertaining  the  correct  name  and  the  province  in  Japan  from 
whence  he  came.  On  securing  this  information  the  same  was  for- 
warded by  the  consul  to  his  home  government.  There  the  data  was 
distributed  to  the  governors  of  the  several  provinces,  with  instructions 
to  locate  the  relatives  or  friends  of  the  patients,  and,  if  successful,  to 
ascertain  their  financial  ability  to  provide  the  necessary  funds  for  the 
return  to  their  homes  of  their  unfortunate  brethren  confined  in  our 
state  hospitals. 

Thanks  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  consul,  this  plan  is  now  bearing 
fruit.  Up  to  this  date,  November,  1910,  31  Japanese  residents  of  our 
state  hospitals  have  been  returned  to  Japan,  and  that,  too,  at  a  nominal 
expense  to  the  State  of  California.  The  consul  informs  me  that  every 
month  some  of  his  unfortunate  countrymen  will  be  returned  to  their 
native  land. 

We  are  further  indebted  to  the  consul  for  his  efforts  in  persuading 
the  steamship  company  to  carry  these  patients.  All  transportation 
companies  dislike  to  handle  insane  people,  and  the  objection  is  stronger 
where  a  long  sea  voyage  is  to  be  considered. 

The  Hon.  Matsuzo  Nagai  is  entitled  to,  and  has  no  doubt,  the  warmest 
commendation  of  the  Commission  for  his  zealous  efforts  in  not  only 
relieving  the  State  of  California  of  the  burden  of  caring  for,  but  in 
alleviating  the  lives  of  his  unfortunate  countr^Tuen  by  returning  them 
to  the  land  of  their  nativity.

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REPORT  Of  AHORNEY. 


To  the  California  State  Commission  in  Lunacy. 

Gentlemen  :  Permit  me  to  present  to  your  honorable  Commission  a 
statement  of  matters  that  have  been  dealt  Avith  by  me  since  the  16th  day 
of  April,  1909.  some  of  which  matters  have  been  concluded,  and  others 
of  which  are  still  pending:  and  also  to  suggest  a  few  corrections  that 
could  easily  be  made,  and  which  if  adopted  would  no  doubt  work  some 
benefit. 

The  duties  of  the  office  are  such  as  to  necessitate  attention  to  many 
kinds  of  matters.  However,  the  order  of  things  had  been  quite  well 
systematized  prior  to  my  incumbency,  and  it  can  be  said  that  each 
matter  depends  upon  the  peculiar  circumstances  surrounding  that 
particular  ease. 

PROCURING   EVIDENCE   AND   FACTS. 

Oftentimes,  when  matters  had  been  reported  to  me,  it  became  neces- 
sary in  order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  hospitals  and  of  patients, 
to  look  into  the  facts,  and  procure  evidence.  This  is  a  difficult  task, 
and  takes  much  valuable  time.  In  the  performance  of  this  duty  it  is 
sometimes  necessary  to  go  on  long  trips,  and  to  go  into  all  sorts  of  places, 
and  to  look  up  and  call  upon  all  sorts  and  classes  of  people.  In  other 
words,  it  is  necessary,  in  order  that  one  does  his  duty  properly,  to  play 
the  role  of  an  amateur  detective.  Then,  many  times,  after  finding  the 
person  wanted,  the  circumstances  and  conditions  surrounding  the  case 
do  not  warrant  any  action.  For  instance,  there  may  be  some  property 
obtainable,  but  if  it  were  to  be  taken  for  the  benefit  of  the  inmate  a 
great  hardship  would  then  be  worked  upon  his  relatives,  and  such  hard- 
ship would  more  than  offset  the  benefit  that  might  accrue  to  the  State. 
Then,  another  phase  of  this  work  is  the  difficulty  in  catching  the  person 
who  insists  on  hiding.  To  illustrate :  In  following  the  instructions  of 
your  secretary,  I  set  out  to  see  the  guardian  of  an  inmate  of  one  of  the 
state  hospitals,  and  made  many  unsuccessful  attempts  to  find  him.  I 
continued  my  efforts,  but  finally,  as  a  last  resort,  it  was  necessary  to 
hire  a  man  at  my  own  expense  to  keep  on  the  trail  of  the  person 
wanted,  and  after  about  six  months  of  incessant  work  the  person 
wanted  was  located  and  brought  to  terms.  This  work  must  be  done,  but 
the  time  given  to  it  by  your  attorney  Avould  bring  ])etter  results  if  it 
were  given  to  other  matters. 
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COLLECTIONS  BY  LETTER. 
Numerous  matters  referred  to  this  office  call  for  nothing  except  the 
writing  of  letters.  However,  some  of  these  matters  call  for  numerous 
letters.  Such  matters  generally  involve  the  guardians  or  relatives  who 
have  allowed  pay  patients  to  become  delinquent  at  the  various  hospitals. 
Many  times  these  letters  bring  good  results,  and  the  amounts  of  such 
delinquencies  are  forwarded,  either  to  this  office  or  to  the  hospital 
where  the  particular  patient  is  an  inmate.  On  account  of  the  direct 
payment  of  these  delinquencies  to  the  hospital,  I  am  unable  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy  to  report  the  amount  of  such  collections  which  I  have 
been  instrumental  in  bringing  about.  All  such  collections  made  by  me 
have  been  either  forwarded  to  your  secretary,  or  paid  directly  to  the 
particular  hospital. 

OPINIONS. 

I  have  been  called  upon  for  opinions  as  to  the  construction  of  different 
laws,  and  also  as  to  powers  and  rights  of  your  Commission,  of  the 
hospitals,  and  the  officers.  Decisive  opinions  have  been  given  in  all 
matters  referred  to  me  except  two.  One  was  as  to  whether  the  premium 
for  the  bond  of  the  treasurer  of  an  hospital  could  be  paid  from  the  con- 
tingent fund  of  such  hospital.  The  other  was  as  to  whether  the  State 
Department  of  Engineering  had  any  control  over  the  contingent  fund  of 
the  hospital  for  building  purposes.  These  two  matters  had  been  passed 
upon,  and  opinions  given,  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State,  and 
reference  was  made  by  me  to  such  opinions.  These  two  matters  will  be 
further  noted  hereafter.  Opinions  affecting  the  Commission,  or  the 
hospitals  in  general,  have  been  forwarded  directly  to  the  office  of  the 
Commission.  Where  an  opinion  has  been  given  to  an  hospital  directly, 
such  opinion  covered  the  business  propositions  relating  to  such  hospital 
only. 

CONTRACTS. 

Contracts  have  been  drawn  or  passed  upon  for  various  institutions. 
These  contracts  were,  in  most  instances,  quite  simple.  However,  in  one 
instance,  a  contract  was  submitted  for  opinion  which  was  more  than 
ordinary.  It  was  as  to  whether  a  Board  of  Managers  could  grant  a 
right  of  way  across  lands  of  an  hospital  for  the  erection  of  poles  thereon, 
upon  which  to  string  wires  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  electric  current 
for  the  distribution  of  power  and  light  to  the  general  public.  The 
granting  of  a  right  of  way  for  a  pole  line  would  necessarily  carry  with 
it  the  right  to  the  grantee  to  enter  thereon,  and  travel  thereover,  at  any 
time,  and  so  it  seemed  to  me  that  a  strict  construction  of  the  last  sen- 
tence of  section  2146,  Political  Code,  Avould  forbid  the  granting  of  such 
right  of  way,  hence  I  advised  that  a  right  of  way  for  such  purpose 
could  not  be  granted.     This  matter  will  hereafter  be  noticed. 
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HABEAS    CORPUS    PROCEEDINGS. 

During  the  time  covered  by  this  report,  three  habeas  corpus  pro- 
ceedings have  required  the  attention  of  this  office.  In  the  month  of 
July,  1909,  J.  R.  Robinson  made  application  to  the  Superior  Court  of 
Napa  County  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus.  After  return  was  made  and 
the  hearing  had  the  patient  was  remanded.  In  the  following  Septem- 
ber the  same  patient  made  application  for  a  ^M^it  to  the  District  Court 
of  Appeal  in  and  for  the  Third  District.  After  return  made  and  hear- 
ing had  that  honorable  court  remanded  the  patient.  In  its  decision  in 
this  matter  the  Court  of  Appeal  construed  the  phrase,  "reasonable 
opportunity,"  as  used  in  section  2168,  Political  Code,  holding  that  a 
reasonable  opportunity  or  time  for  the  person,  accused  of  being  insane, 
to  produce  witnesses,  is  in  the  "sound  discretion  of  the  Court."  This 
particular  point  had  never  been  settled  by  decision  in  this  State.  (See 
Cal.  App.  Dec.  vol.  IX,  p.  518.) 

Subsecpiently  the  same  patient  made  application  to  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  City  and  County-  of  San  Francisco  for  a  writ,  and  after  a 
hearing  lasting  a  part  of  two  days  the  patient  was  remanded. 

Another  matter  of  the  same  kind  was  the  application  of  Guiseppi 
Besso  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  County  of 
San  Joaquin.  At  the  hearing  the  matter  was  hotly  contested.  How- 
ever, by  agreement  between  the  Superintendent  of  the  Stockton  Hos- 
pital, and  the  representatives  of  the  insane  person,  and  upon  the  consent 
of  both  the  court  and  counsel,  the  judgment  of  the  court  was  not  pro- 
nounced, and  the  patient  at  the  expense  of  his  people  was  returned  to 
his  native  country,  Italy. 

At  the  hearing  of  the  application  of  J.  M.  McCormick  to  the  last 
named  court  for  a  writ,  the  matter  was  bitterly  contested  for  a  period  of 
several  days,  and  much  testimony,  including  expert,  was  taken.  This 
patient  was  also  remanded. 

IMPORTANT  MATTERS  FINALLY  CONCLUDED. 

The  law  of  the  case  of  Napa  State  Hospital  vs.  Emanuel  Dasso  (153 
Cal.  698)  was  determined  prior  to  the  beginning  of  my  attorneyship, 
but  the  final  settlement  of  the  judgment  came  to  me  because  the  records 
had  been  destroyed  in  the  San  Francisco  fire,  and  they  necessarily  had 
to  be  restored.  In  settlement  of  the  amount  of  the  judgment,  and  the 
indebtedness  of  Dasso  for  his  keep  subsecpeut  to  the  beginning  of  the 
litigation,  I  collected  and  turned  over  to  your  secretary  $1,250.  I  was 
advised  that  the  amount  received  in  settlement,  together  with  the 
moneys  paid  for  the  expenses  of  the  estate,  absorbed  about  all  of  the 
estate  of  Mr.  Dasso. 

In  the  matter  of  the  estate  of  Margaret  I\Iack,  deceased,  a  compromise 
settlement  was  made  for  the  sum  of  $950.     This  amount  was  more  than 
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was  expected,  but  I  succeeded  in  having  some  of  the  claimants  cut  down 
their  claims.  Of  the  sum  received,  however,  $23  was  paid  back  to 
cover  an  overlooked  legal  advertisement  made  in  connection  with  the 
settlement  of-*the  estate,  and  $27  was  paid  for  a  tombstone  for  the 
deceased,  and  expenses ;  $17  of  the  said  $27  will  probably  be  repaid,  if 
the  sister  of  the  said  deceased,  or  her  attorney,  can  be  again  located. 

The  claim  of  Agnews  State  Hospital  for  the  maintenance  of  C.  H. 
Catton  has  been  finally  settled,  and  $675  received.  This  matter  had  been 
pending  for  a  long  time,  and  the  money  was  not  finally  available  until 
the  15th  of  November,  1910. 

In  the  matter  of  the  estate  of  Jessie  Hurley,  deceased,  the  Agnews 
State  Hospital  had  a  claim  for  $390.  The  claim  outlawed  before  the 
ofiicers  had  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  an  estate.  However,  after 
much  work,  a  compromise  settlement  was  made,  and  $200  received. 

The  claim  of  Stockton  Hospital  for  the  maintenance  of  A-ugusta  Bock 
was  settled  for  $325,  of  which  sum  I  received  cash  in  the  sum  of  $50, 
and  a  note  of  her  husband  for  the  sum  of  $275.  This  note  is  now  due, 
and  I  am  advised  will  be  immediately  paid. 

The  case  of  the  State  vs.  Delia  Donovan  has  been  lately  settled  for 
j  $150.  The  settlement  was  made  upon  the  suggestion  of  your  office. 
Since  the  settlement  the  defendant  has  died. 

The  case  of  the  Commission  vs.  Sinclair,  brought  in  the  Superior 
Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  recover  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  defendant  at  Napa  State  Hospital,  has  been  pro- 
visionally settled.  A  payment  of  $100  has  been  received,  and  the  bal- 
ance is  to  be  paid  in  like  installments.  It  took  much  work  to  locate 
the  guardian  of  Mrs.  Sinclair,  and  he  is  of  such  a  disposition  that  neces- 
sitates vigilance  to  compel  him  to  make  payments.  However,  the 
guardian's  mother  seems  to  be  disposed  to  settle  this  matter. 

In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  Mendocino  State  Hospital  vs.  Barbara 
Garniss,  provisions  have  been  made  for  the  payment  of  $280,  the  full 
amount  of  the  claim. 

Some  other  matters  of  minor  importance  have  finally  been  collected, 
but  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  burden  this  report  with  a  complete  list 
of  the  same.  However,  what  moneys  have  been  received  by  this  office, 
have  been  turned  over  to  your  Commission. 

SOME  MATTERS  PENDING. 

The  case  of  the  State  against  John  Welch,  as  treasurer  of  San  Benito 
County,  was  originally  brought  in  Alameda  County.  This  case  was  a 
mandamus  proceeding,  to  compel  the  defendant  as  such  treasurer  to 
make  settlement  with  the  State  for  the  care  of  children  sent  from  that 
county  to  the  Sonoma  State  Hospital.  The  amount  of  the  claim  was 
$1,600.     The  defendant  made  a  motion  in  Alameda  County,  asking  for 
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a  change  of  the  place  of  trial  to  San  Benito  County.  His  motion  was 
denied,  and  he  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court.  That  court  by  its 
decision  reversed  the  order  of  the  lower  court,  and  the  case  was  subse- 
Cj[uently  transferred  to  the  Superior  Court  of  San  Benitcw County.  The 
demurrer  of  defendant  to  the  original  petition  was  heard  in  the  Superior 
Court  of  San  Benito  County  on  the  13th  day  of  November,  1910,  and 
thereafter  the  demurrer  was  sustained.  A  new  petition  covering  the 
same  subject-matter  has  been  drafted  along  different  lines,  and  has 
been  filed.  The  State  has  lost  no  rights,  and  I  am  quite  confident  that 
the  petition  as  now  presented  to  the  court  will  l)e  sustained,  and  that  the 
State  will  finally  recover  the  full  $1,600. 

Hardigan  vs.  Stone  et  al.  is  a  case  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  of 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco.  It  is  an  action  whereby  the 
plaintiff  seeks  damages  in  the  sum  of  some  fifty  thousand  dollars  for 
false  imprisonment  at  the  Napa  State  Hospital.  It  would  seem  that  the 
plaintiff  has  abandoned  the  case,  and  a  dismissal  thereof,  no  doubt,  will 
be  obtained  very  soon. 

The  case  of  the  Commission  vs.  Curtin,  pending  in  the  Superior  Court 
of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  is  being  pushed,  and  a  deter- 
mination of  the  matter  is  expected  soon.  This  is  a  suit  brought  to 
recover  several  hundred  dollars  for  the  care  of  a  daughter  of  the 
defendant  at  the  Agnews  State  Hospital.  The  defendant  seems  to  have 
ample  property  to  meet  any  judgment  recovered  against  her. 

In  the  Superior  Court  of  Los  Angeles  County  three  estates,  to  wit, 
the  estate  of  Chas.  Hume,  deceased,  John  Doyle,  deceased,  and  Barton 
Meshler,  deceased,  are  pending.  A  claim  of  $159  has  been  presented  in 
the  first  named,  a  claim  of  $211  in  the  second,  and  a  claim  of  $215 
in  the  third.  Many  attempts  have  been  made  to  collect  these  different 
amounts,  but  up  to  date  I  have  been  unsuccessful.  I  have  been  advised, 
however,  that  there  are  sufficient  funds  in  each  of  these  estates  to  pay 
the  respective  claims.    These  three  matters  will  be  energetically  pushed. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  matters  of  less  consequence  pending,  \ 

such  as  claims  for  transportation  and  claims  for  delinquencies  of  main- ; 

tenance.     These  matters  W'ill  be  closed  from  time  to  time,  and  new 

matters  of  similar  character  are  coming  up  constantly.    It  has  been  the 

policy  of  this  office  to  nurse  matters  along  rather  than  to  bring  suits, 

for  it  is  my  belief  that  better  results  are  obtainable  by  that  method,  and 

et  the  least  expense. 

SOME    SUGGESTIONS. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  call  attention  to  a  few  things,  which,  if  carried 
out,  might  result  in  some  benefit. 

(1)  In  regard  to  the  payment  of  the  premium  upon  the  bonds  of  the 
several  treasurers  of  the  hospitals  of  the  State  out  of  the  contingent 
funds   of  the  hospitals.     This   could  no   doubt   be   done  by   properly 
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amending  section  2158  of  the  Political  Code,  and  also  by  amending  sub- 
division 2  of  section  2152  of  the  Political  Code.  Of  course  it  all  depends 
upon  the  fact  whether  the  Commission  desires  to  inaugurate  such  a 
policj^  or  not.     If  it  does,  then  the  above  can  be  done. 

(2)  If  it  is  desired  to  place  the  control  and  expenditure  of  the  moneys 
of  the  contingent  funds  of  the  several  state  hospitals  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  the  Commission  and  the  respective  Boards  of  Managers,  then 
it  will  be  necessary  to  amend  the  several  laws,  commonly  known  as  and 
referred  to  as  the  ' '  Building  Acts, ' '  and  also  to  amend  the  laws  estab- 
lishing a  State  Department  of  Engineering,  and  designating  the  duties 
and  powers  thereof.  It  would  also  be  necessary  to  amend  section  2158, 
Political  Code. 

(3)  Section  2173,  Political  Code,  should  be  amended.  As  it  now 
reads,  at  first  glance,  it  might  seem  that  the  Medical  Superintendent  had 
the  authority  to  examine  the  certified  copies  of  papers  delivered  to  him 
with  the  insane  person,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  2172 
of  the  same  act,  and  then  to  determine  whether  the  proceedings  were 
all  legal.  It  can  hardly  be  imagined  that  this  was  the  intention  of  the 
legislature,  for  it  would  virtually  make  the  medical  superintendents 
courts  of  appeal.  It  is  more  reasonable  to  think  that  it  was  intended  by 
the  legislature  to  advise  the  Medical  Superintendent  that  he  might 
refuse  to  receive  a  person  if  all  of  the  papers  designated  in  section  2172, 
and  duly  certified  as  therein  provided,  were  not  delivered  with  such 
insane  person. 

(4)  It  would  be  well  to  amend  sections  2171,  2172,  and  2173  of  the 
Political  Code  in  another  particular.  It  will  be  noticed  that  in  most 
instances  in  those  sections  when  referring  to  ' '  judgment  of  insanity  and 
order  of  commitment,"  the  single  word  ''order"  is  used.  This  correc- 
tion, while  seemingly  simple,  may  obviate  considerable  trouble  on  some 
occasion  in  the  hereafter. 

(5)  The  last  sentence  of  section  2146,  Political  Code,  should  be 
amended  so  as  not  to  be  so  sweeping  in  its  terms,  and  yet  afford  ample 
protection  for  its  intended  purpose.  It  might  be,  some  time,  that  the 
opening  of  a  street,  roadway,  or  a  right  of  way  through  the  lands  of  an 
hospital  would  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  such  hospital.  To  wait  for 
the  legislature  to  convene  and  give  the  privilege  might  mean  the  loss  of 
the  opportunity,  and  irreparable  injury.  It  would  seem  that  the 
interests  of  each  hospital  would  be  well  guarded  if  the  matters  referred 
to  in  that  sentence  were  to  be  left  to  the  Commission  and  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  several  institutions  jointly. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

It  has  been  my  aim  to  care  for  the  matters  referred  to  me  with  the 
least  expense  to  the  Commission.  On  account  of  the  vastness  of  the 
territory  to  be  covered,  matters  are  sometimes  postponed,  where  they 
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can  be  deferred  ^vithout  detriment,  until  a  number  of  matters  in  the\ 
same  locality  can  be  attended  to  by  making  one  visit.     Unexplainedj 
such  delay  might  be  thought  to  be  neglect.     As  before  stated  many| 
matters  are  concluded  by  letter,  and  some  people  have  to  be  personally 
approached  before  they  will  do  their  duty. 

All  officers  of  the  various  hospitals,  in  their  relations  with  this  office, 
have  shown  at  all  times  a  marked  disposition  to  keep  their  respective 
institutions  up  to  a  high  standard. 

The  lunacy  laws  of  the  State  of  California  are  in  a  very  good  form, 
but,  in  order  to  remove  some  apparent  ambiguities  and  some  seeming 
discrepancies,  it  would  be  well  to  revise  them  in  some  instances.  This 
re\asion  could  easily  be  done  by  your  office  and  your  attorney,  so  as  to 
present  the  matter  to  the  coming  legislature.

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PIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT  Of  THE  STATE  DENTAL  SURGEON. 


Sacramento,  Cal.,  July  2,  1910. 
To  the  Commission  in  Lunacy,  Sacramento,  California. 

Gentlemen:  The  State  Dental  Surgeon  of  the  State  of  California 
has  the  honor  of  submitting  this  first  annual  report  of  the  dental 
services  rendered  to  the  several  state  hospitals,  and  the  Sonoma  State 
Home,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  that  certain  act  of  the 
legislature  approved  April  16,  1909,  entitled  "An  act  to  create  the 
office  of  state  dental  surgeon,  prescribing  his  duties,  fix  his  manner  of 
appointment,  salary,  and  term  of  office,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
for  the  expenses  of  his  office." 

Since  July  2,  1909,  I  have  visited  all  of  the  state  hospitals,  and  the 
Sonoma  State  Home,  in  compliance  with  the  act,  performing  such 
dental  surgery  upon  all  those  patients  as  were  in  need  of  our  services. 

We  found  that  on  the  whole  the  oral  condition  of  many  patients 
under  our  care  was  deplorable.  However,  taking  in  consideration  the 
small  appropriations  allowed  each  institution  per  month  for  dental 
services  before  the  present  act,  the  results  were  as  good  as  could  be 
expected. 

Before  the  present  act  the  patients  were  taken  outside  the  institution 
to  some  local  dentist,  who  could  not  devote  more  than  a  few  hours  to 
them.  While,  upon  the  other  hand,  if  the  dentist  visited  the  hospitals 
he  was  unable  to  spend  more  than  one  day,  for  the  appropriation  did 
not  warrant  him  to  do  so.  In  this  way  very  few  of  the  patients  had  had 
any  attention,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  dental  organs  were  in  a  very 
bad  condition. 

Under  the  present  system  all  of  the  patients  that  can  afford  to  have 
their  teeth  attended  to  by  an  outside  dentist  do  so.  This  has  its  dis- 
advantages, however,  for  it  means  that  an  attendant  must  accompany 
the  inmate,  and  often  they  have  a  long  distance  to  travel  to  the  nearest 
town.  We  have  also  observed  that  the  outside  dentists  do  not  care  to 
wait  upon  our  patients,  frequently  not  doing  permanent  work,  owing 
to  the  difficulty  in  handling  the  same.  Furthermore,  the  patients  who 
can  not  afford  to  compensate  an  outside  dentist  for  such  work  as  is  not 
provided  for  in  the  present  act,  could  obtain  such  services  at  a  reason- 
able fee  from  a  dentist  permanently  located  at  the  hospital,  if  such 
were  possible. 

There  are  very  many  patients  who  require  prolonged  treatment  in 
the  preparation   for  the  numerous   operations,   such   as   fillings,   plate 
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work,  etc.,  necessitating  the  services  of  a  dentist  permanently  located  at 
the  hospital.  In  the  event  of  such  a  position  there  is  enough  material 
at  each  hospital,  as  many  patients  desire  gold  fillings,  crowns,  and 
bridges,  whereby  the  returns  of  the  same  could  be  applied  to  the  partial 
maintenance  of  such  an  office.  In  most  of  the  hospitals  that  we  have 
observed  there  is  on  an  average  of  from  $75  to  $150  per  month  that 
the  outside  dentists  receive  for  services  of  this  character,  which  could 
be  reverted  to  the  hospital  funds. 

We  are  not  criticising  this  present  act,  for  it  has  worked  untold  good 
to  these  patients,  but  as  the  State  of  California  is  the  first  state  to 
create  a  dental  office  in  the  state  hospitals,  and  the  need  of  more 
dentists  is  felt  in  this  field,  we  feel  that  it  is  opportune  to  let  you 
gentlemen  know  of  this  pressing  need.  Nor  do  we  wish  to  appear  as 
depreciating  the  benefits  of  this  present  act,  for  we  are  not;  no  one 
realizes  more  than  we  do  the  amount  of  suffering  that  has  been  alle- 
viated. 

In  a  word,  we  would  beg  to  suggest  to  you  gentlemen  that  the  present 
force  of  the  State  Dental  Surgeon  is  inadequate  to  cope  with  the  present 
conditions,  and  in  our  opinion  this  matter  should  be  taken  up  in  the 
proper  manner  so  that  this  situation  may  be  relieved. 

We  have  desired  to  do  some  research  work  relative  to  the  dento- 
psychopathic  condition,  but  our  time  has  been  so  occupied  with  the 
routine  work  that  we  have  been  unable  so  far  to  accomplish  very  much 
along  this  line. 

The  following  work  performed  in  the  past  year,  beginning  July  2, 
1909,  and  ending  July  2,  1910,  will  substantiate  us  in  the  above  recom- 
mendations. 

Of  the  five  state  hospitals,  and  the  Sonoma  State  Home,  approxi- 
mating 7.000  patients,  4,355  patients  received  the  following  dental 
services :

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Stockton  State  Hospital. 

Gentlemen  :  I  hereby  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  of  movement 
of  patients,  moneys  expended  and  received,  and  improvements  con- 
templated at  the  Stockton  State  Hospital  for  the  fiscal  year  ending- 
June  30,  1910.  The  past  year  has  been  a  very  important  one  in  the 
history  of  this  hospital,  as  many  new  and  necessary  improvements  have- 
been  made. 

HYDROTHERAPY. 

The  most  important  adjunct  at  the  hospital  is  the  receiving  and  treat- 
ment building.  All  of  our  patients  are  received  at  this  department,  and 
after  an  examination  by  a  medical  staff,  those  whom  we  have  reason  to 
believe  will  be  benefited  by  the  continuous  baths,  packs,  and  massage 
remain  here,  while  the  chronic  cases  and  others  whom  we  know  can  not 
be  helped  are  transferred  to  the  other  buildings.  I  am  pleased  to  be 
able  to  report  gratifying  success  as  the  result  of  the  treatment  in  this 
department.  Patients  whose  conditions  were  such  that  it  often  required 
several  months,  prior  to  the  installation  of  this  modern  method  of 
treatment,  to  effect  a  recovery,  now  show  marked  improvement  in  a  few 
weeks  and  sometimes  days.  With  our  continuous  baths,  packs,  massage, 
sprays,  electric  light  and  steam  cabinets,  under  the  care  of  graduate 
nurses,  the  indigent  insane  receive  the  same  treatment  that  is  accorded 
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the  man  of  means  at  the  most  fashionable  and  expensive  health  resort. 
Operating  this  building  has  increased  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  insti- 
tution but  eventually  it  will  mean  a  great  saving,  as  many  patients  are 
now  able  to  return  to  their  families  after  a  few  weeks'  treatment  and 
thereby  save  the  State  the  expense  of  maintaining  them  for  months  and 
perhaps  years  as  was  formerly  the  ease.

OPERATING   ROOM. 
Our  operating  room  is  thoroughly  equipped  in  every  respect  and  is  a 
very  valuable  addition  to  the  hospital. 

CLINICS. 
Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons  clinics  are  held,  at  which  time  all 
patients  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  hospital  during  the  intervening 
days  are  examined  and  diagnosis  made  and  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
medical  staff.  These  clinics  are  interesting  and  instructive,  enabling 
our  physicians  to  see  and  study  all  the  new  patients.  A  complete  his- 
tory of  each  patient  is  obtained,  and  a  record  of  the  course  of  his 
disease  and  treatment  carefully  kept. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHTS. 
During  the  past  year  electric  lights  have  been  installed  in  all  the 
buildings  and  residences.    The  halls  and  patients'  rooms  are  now  light 
and  cheerful,^  and  those  who  care  to  do  so  are  enabled  to  read  and  other- 
wise amuse  themselves  until  bedtime. 
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TELEPHONE. 
A  new  telephone  system  connecting  the  wards  and  different  apart- 
ments about  the  institution  is  of  great  value  and  convenience  to  every- 
one employed  about  the  hospital. 

NEW  LAUNDRY. 

Our  new  laundry  building,  which  is  a  consolidation  of  the  two  old 
plants,  is  now  in  operation  and  up  to  date  in  every  respect.  The  most 
important  feature  of  this  department  is  the  sterilizing  room  where  all 
garments  and  bedding  used  by  the  sick  are  thoroughly  sterilized, 
vfashed,  and  dried  without  coming  into  contact  with  the  clothing  used 
by  other  patients. 

SICK  WARD. 

At  the  female  department  we  are  fitting  up  a  sick  ward  with  an  out- 
side sleeping  porch.  To  this  ward  all  the  sick  and  injured  female 
patients  will  be  transferred,  where  they  can  be  under  the  special  care  of 
a  trained  nurse  day  and  night. 

ALIEN  INSANE. 
During  the  past  year  twenty-nine  insane  aliens  have  been  deported, 
twelve  of  this  number  being  Japanese.  Mr.  Charles  Waymire,  Auditor 
of  the  State  Lunacy  Commission,  is  entitled  to  much  credit  in  regard  to 
the  deportation  of  these  insane  aliens,  as  he  has  given  the  matter  a  great 
deal  of  attention,  working  up  many  difficult  cases.  He  was  instrumental 
in  having  the  Japanese  Government  return  to  their  native  country  the 
twelve  Japanese  patients  referred  to  above. 

COLLECTIONS. 

Our  collections  for  the  board  account  of  patients  during  the  past 
year  have  been  very  good,  thanks  to  the  energy  displayed  by  Mr.  George 
Huestis,  Secretary  of  the  Lunacy  Commission,  assisted  by  my  secretary, 
Mr.  Walter  Parrish.  INIr.  Huestis  has  been  able  to  collect  large  sums  of 
money  from  relatives  of  the  patients  who  were  able  but  seemed  disin- 
clined to  pay  for  their  maintenance. 

Dr.  Hatch,  General  Superintendent  of  State  Hospitals,  has  visited  us 
a  number  of  times,  and  has  always  been  able  to  suggest  something  that 
was  of  benefit  to  the  patients  and  institution. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

There  are  several  important  improvements  necessary  that  will  require 
appropriations  from  the  coming  legislature,  as  follows : 

A  tract  of  land  adjoining  our  present  farm  should  be  purchased. 
This  addition  is  necessary  in  order  that  we  may  carry  out  our  con- 
templated plan  of  increasing  the  dairy  herd  to  such  proportions  that  all 
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the  butter  used  at  the  institution  can  be  made  and  not  purchased,  thus 
reducing  the  cost  of  one  of  our  most  expensive  articles  of  diet.  Part  of 
the  soil  on  this  farm  is  adapted  to  raising  beans  and  potatoes. 

Fire  protection.  The  buildings  are  practically  without  fire  protec- 
tion, excepting  hose  reels  in  the  different  wards.  Fire  escapes  and  other 
necessary  equipments  should  be  installed  to  protect  the  buildings  from 
fire. 

Heating  system.  A  new  and  up-to-date  heating  system,  as  the  present 
one  is  expensive  and  of  no  use. 

A  building  for  the  convalescent  and  quiet  female  patients  to  be 
erected  on  the  State  Farm,  similar  to  the  one  now  under  construction 
for  the  men.  This  would  relieve  our  overcrowded  condition,  and  at  the 
same  time  be  of  great  benefit  to  those  who  have  so  far  recovered  that 
their  association  with  the  disturbed  patients  is  not  alone  distasteful,  but 
to  some  extent  retarding  their  recovery. 

Water  system.  The  water  system,  consisting  of  wells,  pumps,  and 
towers,  to  be  installed  at  the  farm  to  supply  our  present  and  con- 
templated buildings,  and  for  use  in  case  of  fire. 

The  relationship  between  the  superintendent,  assistant  physicians, 
and  employees  about  the  hospital  has  been  most  harmonious,  and  all 
seem  to  be  working  for  the  best  interest  of  the  institution  and  the 
patients  under  their  care. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Managers  of  this  hospital  for  the  kind- 
ness and  trust  bestowed  during  the  administration  of  my  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

For  the   Fiscal   Year  ending  June  30,   1909. 

To  the  State  Comtnission  in  Lunacy: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Napa  State  Hospital  respectfully 
Teports  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1909,  as  follows : 

The  Board  has  held  its  regular  monthly  meetings  xiuring  the  year, 
"which  meetings  have  been  usually  attended  by  each  and  every  member 
"thereof ;  in  addition  to  this  the  Board  has  held  several  special  meetings 
■during  the  fiscal  year.  It  is  fair  to  say  that  each  and  all  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  have  manifested  a  considerable  interest  in  the  affairs  of 
"the  hospital  and  the  general  conduct  of  the  institution. 

The  minutes  of  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  have  been 
forwarded  to  your  honorable  Commission,  monthly,  and  we  respectfully 
Tefer  to  them  at  this  time  and  desire  that  the  same  constitute  a  material 
part  of  this  report. 

At  the  September  meeting,  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Dozier,  who  was  appointed 
^  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  the  Hon.  James  N.  Grillett,  Gov- 
•ernor  of  California,  in  the  place  of  Dr.  E.  Z.  Hennessey,  took  his  seat 
and  assumed  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  position. 

The  construction  of  the  receiving  and  treatment  building  has  been 
•carried  on  during  the  present  fiscal  year,  and  several  very  material 
improvements  have  been  made  upon  the  grounds  and  some  substantial 
■changes  have  been  made. 

These  matters  are  set  forth  in  full  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Medical 
■Superintendent,  to  which  reference  is  expressly  made. 

On  May  5,  1909,  the  Board  found  it  advisable  to  recommend  that 
Dr.  L.  M.  Pulsifer  should  be  changed  from  the  position  of  first  assistant 
physician  to  that  of  second  assistant  physician,  and  that  Dr.  S.  McL. 
Doherty  should  be  promoted  to  the  position  of  first  assistant  physician; 
such  changes  were  made  by  Dr.  Stone,  the  Medical  Superintendent, 
"upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board. 

There  is  a  statistical  report  annexed  to  the  report  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent  to  which  reference  is  made,  as  it  contains  very  many 
matters  of  great  importance  and  shows  in  detail  the  operations  of  the 
institution,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  institution  has  been  conducted. 

The  Board  desires  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  full  and 
■entire  confidence  in  the  management  of  the  institution  by  Dr.  Elmer 
-E.  Stone.  The  Board  has  found  Dr.  Stone  to  be  thoroughly  efficient, 
<-areful,  and  conscientious  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  he  has 
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done  many  things  for  the  betterment  of  the  institution  and  the  inmates 
thereof.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Napa  State  Hospital. 

Gentlemen  :  I  submit  for  your  consideration  my  report  as  the  ]\Ied- 
ical  Superintendent  of  the  Napa  State  Hospital  for  the  sixtieth  fiscal 
year,  ending  June  30,  1909. 

You  will  find  attached  the  statistical  report,  which  gives  in  detail  the 
transactions  of  the  various  departments  during  the  year.  You  will  note 
that  there  were  admitted  during  the  year  a  total  of  432  patients,  256  of 
whom  were  males  and  176  females.  Of  this  number  245  were  born  in 
the  United  States  and  168  foreign  born,  and  19  whose  birth  was  not 
given  on  the  commitment  nor  were  we  able  to  secure  this  information 
from  those  patients.  It  is  rather  interesting  to  note  that  there  is  an 
annual  increase  in  the  number  of  native  born  Californians  who  are 
becoming  mentally  deranged,  thereby  necessitating  their  becoming- 
charges  on  the  State. 

Of  the  total  number  of  admittances,  the  greatest  number  was  from 
San  Francisco,  being  168 ;  Alameda  second,  with  45.  This  demonstrates 
that  the  greatest  number  of  our  insane  comes  from  the  large  centers  of 
populations,  and  in  my  opinion  is  a  strong  argument  in  favor  of  the 
establishment  of  a  psychopathic  ward  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  acute  cases.  I  believe  that  such  an  hospital 
will  result  in  relieving  our  state  institutions  from  the  care  of  many 
cases  that  would  recover  within  a  few  weeks'  time  under  proper  care 
and  treatment,  and  the  admittances  to  such  an  hospital  should  be  either 
voluntary  or  by  legal  commitment.  This  plan  is  now  being  carried  out 
in  many  of  the  large  Eastern  cities  with  beneficial  results. 

Out  of  the  total  number  of  admittances  288  were  first  attacks,  60 
were  second  attacks,  and  12  were  third  attacks.  The  others  are 
unknown.  The  number  discharged  during  the  year  as  "recovered" 
was  100,  as  "improved"  11,  as  "unimproved"  24,  giving  us  as  a  per- 
centage of  recoveries  a  fraction  over  .231. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  217,  giving  a 
mortality  rate  of  .0945.  During  the  year  the  United  States  Government 
has  deported  five  patients,  where  the  evidence  showed  that  they  were 
insane  prior  to  admission  to  this  country.  In  addition  to  that  number, 
relatives  and  friends  have  deported  five,  making  a  total  of  ten  depor- 
tations. The  total  number  on  our  rolls  at  the  close  of  the  year  is  1901. 
Of  this  number,  74  are  out  on  leave  of  absence  with  their  friends  and 
relatives. 

You  will  note  that  the  total  receipts  for  the  farm,  orchard,  and 
dairy  run  to  nearly  $40,000.  Our  average  daily  expense  has  been 
.$700.5?!,  and  the  daily  per  capita  cost  $.389. 
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There  has  been  collected  during  the  year  for  board  and  maintenance 
of  patients  $38,468.93,  and  Steward's  sales  $1,655.90.  Of  this  amount 
$358.75  has  been  disbursed  in  the  way  of  paying  traveling  expenses  of 
patients  discharged  and  refund  board  account,  making  a  total  of 
$39,766.08  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

During  the  year  improvements  have  been  carried  on  in  the  way  of 
completing  the  water  system,  construction  of  receiving  and  treatment 
building,  and  the  building  of  the  Phillips  cottages,  as  well  as  the  start- 
ing of  the.  work  on  remodeling  the  old  kitchen. 

The  general  appropriation  bill  gave  us  in  our  support  fund  $294,000 
and  in  our  salary  fund  $284,000.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  legisla- 
ture did  not  give  us  the  amount  asked  for  in  our  support  fund,  after 
having  shown  them  that  we  were  drawing  very  largely  upon  our  con- 
tingent to  help  out  our  support  during  the  past  two  years.  Our  request 
was  for  $336,000.  The  result  of  this  cut  in  our  request  for  support 
fund  will  necessitate  our  drawing  on  the  contingent  moneys  at  the  rate 
of  something  like  $1,000  a  month  to  assist  in  helping  out  the  support 
fund.    Otherwise,  we  will  have  a  deficit. 

Special  appropriations  allowed  were  as  follows :  $25,000  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  water  system;  $8,000  for  the  remodeling  of  general 
kitchen ;  $12,000  for.  the  building  of  two  wings  at  the  Phillips  cottages ; 
$40,000  for  the  erection  of  a  cottage  for  female  patients ;  $35,000  for 
the  completion  of  the  receiving  and  treatment  building. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  officers  and 
employees  of  the  Napa  State  Hospital  for  their  assistance  to  me  in 
carrying  on  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  this  institution. 

In  closing  my  report,  permit  me  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
very  able  and  earnest  support  given  me  by  the  members  of  your  honor- 
able Board,  and  for  the  great  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me,  and 
it  is  my  sincere  desire  that  our  relationship  may  continue  as  harmonious 
as  it  has  been  for  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

For  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,  1910. 

To  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy. 

The  Board  of  ]\Ianagers  of  the  Napa  State  Hospital  reports  for  the- 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  as  follows : 

The  Board  has  held  its  regular  monthly  meetings  during  the  year, 
and  the  meetings  have  been  well  and  usually  fully  attended.  A  great 
deal  of  interest  has  been  manifested  by  the  entire  membership  of  the- 
Board  in  the  correct  and  prudent  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
hospital. 

The  Board  of  Managers  has  found  it  necessary  to  make  a  number  of 
changes  during  the  year  in  relation  to  the  medical  staff  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

On  October  1,  1909,  Dr.  L.  M.  Pulsifer  resigned  as  second  assistant 
physician,  and  thereupon  Dr.  L.  A.  Frary  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy 
thus  created. 

On  November  17,  1909,  the  Board  found  it  advisable  to  instruct  the 
Medical  Superintendent  to  demand  the  resignation  of  Dr.  S.  McL. 
Doherty  as  first  assistant  physician.  It  was  manifest  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  that  Dr.  Doherty 's  connection  with  the  hospital  in  the 
capacity  of  assistant  physician  was  not  beneficial.  Following  the  direc- 
tions and  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendent dismissed  Dr.  Doherty,  and  thereupon  Dr.  Doherty  demanded  a 
hearing  before  the  Board.  The  demand  of  Dr.  Doherty  was  complied 
with,  and  a  time  was  set  for  a  hearing,  but  Dr.  Doherty  upon  reflection 
concluded  not  to  contest  his  dismissal.  It  is  not  expedient  to  set  forth 
in  detail  the  reasons  why  the  Board  of  Managers  recjuired  the  dismissal 
of  Dr.  Doherty,  but  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  it  was  manifestly  for  the- 
betterment  of  the  institution. 

On  October  1,  1909,  Dr.  John  Rogers  was  appointed  assistant  physi- 
cian, and  has  been  acting  in  such  capacity  ever  since  said  time. 

On  the  twenty-third  day  of  December,  1909,  Dr.  Ernest  Dozier  was 
appointed  to  the  position  of  pathologist  and  bacteriologist.  It  had  long 
been  the  desire  of  the  Board  of  IManagers  to  have  a  pathologist  and 
bacteriologist  connected  with  the  hospital,  and  through  the  considera- 
tion of  your  honorable  Board  the  position  was  created,  and  Dr.  Dozier 
was  appointed  to  the  position.  We  have  found  it  a  matter  of  genuine 
satisfaction,  and  believe  that  it  was  a  wise  action  upon  the  part  of  the 
Commission  in  Lunacy  in  establishing  such  position  for  the  hospital. 

The  Board  has  been  considerably  hampered  in  the  administration  of 
the  affairs  of  the  institution  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  because  of  the 
insufficiency  of  the  appropriations  made  by  the  legislature  for  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  hospital.  The  appropriation  was  so 
materiallv  cut  below  the  estimated  amount  that  the  Board  has  found  it 
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necessary,  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  to  make  heavy  inroads  upon  the- 
contingent  fund  in  order  to  support  the  inmates  of  the  institution. 
This  use  of  the  contingent  fund  has  prevented  the  performance  of  neces- 
sary repairs  and  replacements  at  the  hospital  and  has  worked  material 
injury.  It  is  absolutely  essential  that  the  contingent  fund  should  be- 
entirely  unimpaired  and  fully  applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  is 
intended.  No  saving  is  made  to  the  State  by  cutting  down  the  appro- 
priations for  support  and  maintenance  and  causing  the  contingent  fund 
to  be  used  for  such  purposes,  because  repairs  which  are  absolutely  essen- 
tial in  order  to  preserve  the  buildings  in  proper  condition  have  to  be: 
omitted.  The  main  building  demanded  repairs  for  the  past  two  years, 
and  the  matter  of  gutters  and  down-spouts  is  becoming  serious.  It, 
will  require  a  large  amount  of  money  to  rebuild  the  present  gutters  and 
down-spouts,  which  are  in  a  practically  useless  condition.  Had  the 
Board  been  permitted  to  have  its  contingent  fund  unimpaired  these 
replacements  and  repairs  could  have  been  made  at  the  proper  time, 
and  much  money  would  have  been  saved.  It  is  a  mistaken  idea  of' 
economy  upon  the  part  of  the  legislature  to  cut  appropriations  for- 
maintenance  and  support.  The  Board  of  Managers  is  in  constant  touch 
with  the  institution,  understands  its  necessities  and  requirements,  and 
is  giving  its  best  efforts  to  conduct  the  institution  with  due  regard  to 
economy  and  saving  to  the  State,  and  naturally  the  Board  is  in  a  better 
position  to  judge  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  than  is  a  committee  of  the 
legislature,  which  committee  can  only  have  indefinite  and  imperfect 
information  at  the  very  best.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  legislature  next 
convened  will  make  the  appropriations  which  are  absolutely  required 
for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  hospital. 

The  present  amusement  hall  has  become  absolutely  inadequate,  and 

does  not  reasonably  serve  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  constructed ;  and 

the  Board  sincerely  hopes  that  some  provision  can  be  made  by  the  next 

legislature  for  the  construction  and  erection  of  a  suitable,  adequate, 

I  and  substantial  amusement  hall. 

The  position  of  first  assistant  physician  has  not  been  filled  by  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  and  this  has  been  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  It  is  deemed  far  better  to  employ  in  the  position  of 
first  assistant  physician  a  psychiatrist  of  considerable  experience  and 
education.  Modern  methods  of  the  treatment  and  cure  of  persons 
afflicted  with  mental  and  nervous  diseases  demand  that  more  attention 
be  paid  to  this  branch  of  the  hospital  than  has  been  given  in  the  past. 
Dr.  Stone  is  making  every  effort  to  secure  the  services  of  a  thoroughly 
qualified  and  equipped  psychiatrist  to  be  appointed  to  the  position  of 
first  assistant  physician.  In  fact,  the  Board  is  under  the  impression 
that  physicians  possessing  special  qualifications  should  be  appointed 
upon  the  medical  staff  at  the  hospital.  The  theory  in  the  past  has  been, 
that  a  physician  and  surgeon  of  ordinary  attainments  and  education.. 
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who  was  conscientious  and  upright,  could  fill  the  positions  upon  the 
medical  staff ;  but  investigations  and  experience  have  demonstrated  that 
the  objects  for  which  the  institution  is  maintained  will  be  better  served 
if  physicians  having  special  qualifications  and  fitness  for  the  treatment 
of  mental  and  nervous  diseases  be  employed. 

The  receiving  and  treatment  building  has  not  been  finished  with  the 
expedition  Avhich  the  Board  had  expected  and  wished  for,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  at  least  a  portion  of  said  building  may  be  occupied  by 
October  1st  of  the  present  year.  It  will  not  be  possible  to  open  the 
entire  building,  because  the  east  wing  thereof,  male  department,  cer- 
tainly will  not  be  completed  by  the  date  just  mentioned,  but  it  is 
expected  that  the  west  wing,  female  department,  and  the  administra- 
tion building  will  be  sufficiently  completed  by  that  date  to  permit  of 
occupancy. 

The  Board  desires  to  call  attention  to  the  success  which  has  attended 
the  efforts  to  make  collections  from  relatives,  guardians,  and  persons 
who  are  expected  to  maintain  patients  in  the  hospital.  While  the  col- 
lections are  not  what  they  should  be,  and  are  not  what  the  Board  hoped 
they  would  be,  still  we  are  gratified  to  know  that  the  collections  have 
increased  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  and  that  they  are  steadily 
increasing. 

The  Board  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  congregated  system  for 
the  treatment  and  cure  of  persons  afflicted  with  mental  and  nervous 
diseases  is  not  as  satisfactory  as  the  detached  cottage  or  buildinu- 
system.  The  Phillips'  cottages  have  met  our  fondest  expectations,  and 
we  expect  to  accomplish  much  with  the  appropriation  which  was  made 
for  the  erection  of  buildings  for  females.  The  Board  of  Managers  has 
had  the  matter  up  with  the  Department  of  Engineering  and  with  Gen- 
eral Superintendent  Hatch,  and  it  has  been  determined  to  erect  a  system 
of  buildings  on  the  outdoor  or  open-air  plan.  It  is  believed  that  actual 
work  will  be  commenced  upon  this  sj^stem  of  buildings  within  the  next 
thirty  or  sixty  days. 

The  report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  is  very  full  and  complete, 
and  contains  many  matters  which  are  important,  not  only  from  a  statis- 
tical standpoint,  but  from  a  practical  viewpoint. 

It  is  manifestly  just  that  reference  should  be  made  in  this  report  to] 
the  management  of  the  institution  by  Dr.  Elmer  E.  Stone.  As  thi 
executive  officer  of  the  Board  of  Managers  he  is  an  unqualified  success 
not  onl.y  does  he  possess  marked  ability  of  an  executive  character,  bu1 
he  possesses  such  attributes  of  character  as  especially  fit  him  for  the  posi- 
tion Vv'hich  he  occupies.  Dr.  Stone  is  intensely  interested  in  hospital 
matters  and  in  the  progressive  treatment  of  the  insane.  The  success 
of  the  institution  is  almost  wholly  dependent  upon  the  intelligent 
efforts  of  our  Medical  Superintendent.  We  find  him  to  be  active,  ener- 
geti",  and  faithful  in  the  dis'^'harge  of  his  duties;  and  in  addition  to  this. 
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'we  find  that  he  is  possessed  of  a  broad  sympathy  and  an  intense  interest 
in  the  work  which  he  has  to  perform.  Dr.  Stone  is  undoubtedly  one 
■of  the  most  progressive  and  thoroughly  qualified  men  employed  in 
insane  hospital  work  in  this  country. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the 
kindl}^  and  considerate  treatment  which  it  has  received  from  the  State 
Commission  in  Lunacy.  At  all  times  the  Board  has  found  that  the 
State  Commission  is  inclined  to  listen  attentively  and  considerately  to 
the  recommendations  made. 

We  believe  that  much  has  been  accomplished  for  the  Napa  State 
Hospital  during  the  past  year,  and  that  more  would  have  been  accom- 
plished if  there  had  been  the  necessary  money  with  which  to  make 
certain  improvements  and  changes,  which  are  absolutely  necessary  in 
order  to  bring  up  the  efficiency  of  the  institution.

EEPORT  OF  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Napa  State  Hospital. 

Gentlemen:  This  being  the  time  for  the  submission  of  my  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  I  also  make  it  a  biennial 
report  covering  the  period  from  July  1,  1908,  to  July  1,  1910. 

I  also  submit  my  recommendations  for  necessary  improvements  and 
requests  for  appropriations  at  the  hands  of  the  legislature.  The  statis- 
tical report  covers  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  as  my  report  for 
last  year  contained  the  statistics  covering  that  period. 

During  the  year  269  males  and  181  females,  a  total  of  450  patients, 
were  admitted,  an  increase  of  18  over  the  previous  year.  Of  the  admis- 
sions, 230  were  born  in  the  United  States  and  192  were  foreign  born, 
and  of  the  remaining  28  the  place  of  birth  is  unknown. 
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During  the  year,  yve  have  admitted  a  very  large  number  of  native 
born  Californians,  106  in  all,  or  nearly  one  half  of  those  born  in  the 
United  States.  Of  the  foreign  born,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  the  mate- 
rial falling  off  in  those  born  in  Italy,  and  this  is  due  very  largety  to  the 
fact  that  the  Italian  Government  is  giving  particular  attention  to  her 
dependents,  and  either  preventing  them  from  migrating,  or  when  dis- 
covered in  other  lands  having  them  returned  to  their  native  country. 
The  predominant  age  of  those  admitted  was  between  30  and  40  years, 
and  more  single  people  were  committed  than  married  people.  The  per- 
centage of  recoveries  for  the  j^ear  on  total  admissions  was  28,  and  the 
death  rate  on  the  total  population  was  .0857. 

STAFF    MEETINGS. 

These  meetings  are  held  daily  (Sundays  and  holidays  excepted). 
At  these  meetings,  all  newlj^  admitted  patients  are  presented  with  their 
complete  histories,  and  the  case  thoroughly  discussed  by  the  medical 
staff  and  a  diagnosis  and  classification  made.  All  patients  requesting 
leave  of  absence,  and  those  ready  for  discharge,  are  presented  before  the 
staff  and  after  a  most  searching  examination  decision  is  reached  recom- 
mending to  the  Medical  Superintendent  either  the  leave  of  absence  or 
a  discharge.  The  same  plan  is  pursued  with  patients  asking  parole  of 
the  grounds.  A  stenographic  report  is  made  of  the  staff  meetings,  set- 
ting forth  in  every  detail  the  Avork  of  the  clinic. 

The  staff  meetings  have  been  of  great  assistance  in  our  work  and 

have  accomplished  much  good.     It  is  a  stimulus  to  the  medical  man, 

and  gives  every  medical  officer  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted 

with  all  the  patients  that  are  admitted,  and  to  again  observe  them  before 

they  leave  us.     It  is  my  purpose  to  perfect  this  work  by  getting  in 

closer  touch  with  the  families  of  the  patients,  and  to  secure  from  them 

a  more  complete  history  than  we  can  obtain  from  the  commitment 

blank. 

HYDROTHERAPY. 

This  hospital  has  carried  on  this  character  of  treatment  for  the  past 
four  years,  and  while  we  have  been  handicapped  for  lack  of  room  and 
modern  appliances  we  have  accomplished  a  great  deal  of  good  and  can 
attribute  numerous  recoveries  to  this  line  of  treatment,  and  had  our 
receiving  and  treatment  building  been  completed  last  year,  we  would 
have  been  in  position  to  have  furnished  some  verj^  valuable  statistics  as 
to  results  to  be  derived  from  this  modern  method  of  treating  the  insane. 

SURGICAL   WORK. 

During  the  two  years  a  great  many  capital  operations  have  been 
performed  on  male  and  female  patients,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report 
most  favorable  results  have  been  obtained.  The  surgical  department 
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at  the  receiving  and  treatment  building  is  equipped  with  the  best  and 
most  modern  appliances,  and  during  the  next  year  we  will  be  better 
prepared  to  carry  on  operative  work. 

SEGREGATION   OF  THE   SICK. 

The  completion  of  the  two  additional  wings  on  the  Phillips  detached 
cottages  has  given  us  an  opportunity  to  handle  all  sick  male  patients 
with  better  care.  Patients  suffering  from  either  acute  or  chronic  phys- 
ical disease  are  at  once  removed  to  the  southeast  wing  of  these  cottages, 
where  they  are  given  special  attention,  having  a  nurse  constantly  on 
duty  day  and  night. 

"With  the  building  of  the  female  detached  cottages,  this  coming  year, 
we  will  make  the  same  provision  for  the  women  patients. 

LABORATORY. 

In  preparing  the  plans  for  the  receiving  and  treatment  building, 
provision  was  made  for  the  installation  of  an  up-to-date  laboratory 
where  scientific  work  could  be  carried  on.  During  the  past  year  this 
department  has  been  established  and  placed  in  charge  of  Dr.  Ernest 
Dozier,  who  comes  to  us  highly  recommended  from  the  very  best  men  in 
the  medical  profession.  This  department  is  being  equipped  with  the 
best  and  most  modern  appliances,  with  the  idea  in  view  of  doing 
research  work,  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  place  this  hospital  on  an  ec^ual 
footing  with  vaany  of  the  Eastern  and  European  institutions.  Labora- 
tory work  will  aid  us  in  coming  to  definite  conclusions  in  forming  our 
opinion  as  to  the  classification  of  our  mental  cases. 

CONSULTING  STAFF. 
I  advocate  the  plan  of  many  large  Eastern  hospitals  that  we  have  a 
consulting  staff,  composed  of  the  verj^  best  medical  men,  whose  advice 
would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  medical  staff  of  the  hospital.  Such 
a  consulting  staff,  to  consist  of  an  internal  medicine  man,  a  surgeon,  an 
eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat  specialist,  and  a  skin  specialist. 

DENTAL   WORK. 
The  last  legislature  provided  for  a  State  Dentist,  and  Dr.  McBean 
has  visited  the  hospital  several  times  during  the  past  year,  and  his  work 
has  been  very  satisfactory. 

GENERAL    KITCHEN. 
The  work  of  remodeling  and  refurnishing  the  general  kitchen  has 
been  completed  during  the  year,  and  I  believe  we  have  one  of  the  best 
institutional  kitchens  in  the  State. 

WATER    SYSTEM. 
This  year  the  distributing  reservoir  was  completed.    This  large  reser- 
voir is  built  of  concrete,  having  two  compartments,  each  haAdng  a  capac- 
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ity  of  300,000  gallons,  or  a  total  of  600,000  gallons.  Being  located  at 
an  elevation  twenty  feet  higher  than  the  floors  of  the  main  building, 
gives  us  sufficient  pressure  to  carrj^  Avater  to  any  part  of  the  building- 
and  does  away  with  the  use  of  the  galvanized  tanks  in  the  towers  of 
the  main  building.  During  the  past  spring  and  summer  months  is- 
the  first  time  since  the  construction  of  this  hospital  that  there  has  been 
a  continuous  supply  of  water  for  domestic  purposes. 

FEMALE   COTTAGES. 

Plans  for  these  cottages  have  been  adopted  and  bids  for  their  con- 
struction have  been  called  for,  and  work  will  be  started  before  the  close- 
of  the  coming  year.  The  plans  call  for  one  large  building  to  accommo- 
date 200  women,  consisting  of  a  living  or  day  room  and  a  dining-room 
and  serving  pantries.  This  building  will  be  surrounded  with  twenty 
cottages  for  sleeping  quarters. 

NEW   ENTRANCE. 

The  old  iron  fence  and  gateway  at  the  entrance  became  so  dilapi- 
dated that  we  were  obliged  to  tear  it  down  and  have  constructed  in  its; 
place  a  solid  stone  arch  and  fence. 

GENERAL   REPAIRS. 

As  the  buildings  are  showing  the  result  of  the  thirty-five  years  of 
wear,  it  requires  the  expenditure  of  considerable  money  to  keep  them 
in  any  kind  of  repair. 

FARM    AND    ORCHARD. 

We  have  raised  a  very  large  quantity  of  produce  during  the  year 

in  the  way  of  vegetables,  fruit,  grain,  hay,  etc.,  and  as  to  the  amount 

of  each  product  raised  I  call  your  attention  to  the  table  prepared  by 

the  Steward. 

DAIRY. 

This  is  one  of  the  greatest  adjuncts  of  the  institution.  At  the  close 
of  this  year  the  Steward's  report  shows  we  made  20,628  pounds  of 
butter,  valued  at  $6,621.54,  and  that  102,920  gallons  of  milk  were  con- 
sumed, valued  at  $15,438.00.  This  will  be  m.aterially  incrcr.oed  during 
the  coming  year.    The  total  valuation  of  the  farm  products  was  $41,000. 

PAROLED    PATIENTS. 

The  completion  of  the  Phillips  cottages  for  male  patients  has  given 
us  an  opportunity  to  grant  more  privileges  to  patients  who  are  improv- 
ing mentally.  These  cottages  have  no  guards  or  locks  on  the  windows.. 
and  the  patients  are  permitted  to  come  and  go  at  will.  This  system 
has  manv  advantages  in  assisting  to  bring  about  a  complete  recovery- 
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OCCUPATIONS    AND    DIVERSIONS. 

About  30  per  cent  of  the  patients  are  employed  on  the  farms^ 
orchards,  vegetable  garden,  poultry  farm,  dairy,  tailor  shop,  sewing- 
room,  etc.,  and  I  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  employ  a  larger  number 
of  patients,  but  lack  of  room  and  attendants  is  the  drawback.  There  is 
DO  better  treatment  for  mental  cases  than  employment  of  some  charac- 
ter. 

We  have  carried  on  a  plan  of  entertainment  during  the  past  two 
years,  and  our  Fourth  of  July  and  Christmas  festivities  as  conducted 
by  the  employees  and  patients  would  do  credit  to  many  cities  with  a 
population  greater  than  our  institution. 

INSANE   ALIENS. 

During  the  year  the  United  States  Government  has  deported  ten 
patients,  and  relatives  and  friends  of  patients  have  deported  twelve, 
making  a  total  of  twenty-two  deportation  cases.  The  securing  of  evi- 
dence and  the  necessary  arrangements  to  get  these  cases  before  tho 
Government  officials  is  now  being  carried  on  in  a  very  able  and  efficient 
manner  by  Mr.  Chas.  F.  Waymire  of  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy. 

OFFICIAL   VISITS. 

During  the  past  two  years  we  had  visits  from  Governor  Gillett,. 
liieutenant  Governor  Porter,  and  a  number  of  other  State  officials,  as 
well  as  superintendents  and  medical  officers  of  a  number  of  Eastern 
hospitals.  Dr.  F.  W.  Hatch,  General  Superintendent,  has  paid  us  fre- 
quent visits  and  advised  with  us  as  to  the  general  management  and  care 
of  the  patients. 

COLLECTIONS. 

During  the  year  we  have  collected  for  the  board  of  patienta 
$49,788.90,  an  increase  of  nearly  $10,000  over  the  year  previous ;  and  in 
connection  with  these  collections,  much  credit  must  be  given  IMr.  George 
Huestis,  Secretary  of  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

As  the  legislature  convenes  in  January,  1911,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
us  to  consider  the  various  requirements  of  the  institution,  and  to  make 
recommendations  for  the  necessary  appropriations. 

The  present  amusement  hall  is  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  popu- 
lation of  the  hospital,  and  therefore  we  must  deprive  a  very  large 
number  of  patients  from  enjoying  the  weekly  dances  and  entertain- 
ments. I  would  suggest  that  an  appropriation  of  $60,000  be  asked  for 
the  construction  of  a  large  assembly  hall  and  the  eciuipment  of  the  same. 
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ICE   AND    COLD    STORAGE    PLANT. 

The  present  ice  and  cold  storage  plant  has  been  in  use  many  years, 
and  was  originally  constructed  with  a  capacity  for  an  institution 
having  a  population  not  to  exceed  1,000  inmates.  The  upkeep  of  this 
old  plant  is  becoming  very  expensive  and  it  is  absolutely  inadequate  to 
meet  our  increased  demands.  I  would  suggest  an  appropriation  of 
$25,000  for  an  ice  and  cold  storage  plant. 

IRRIGATING   SYSTEM. 
The  old  pipe  lines  from  the  irrigating  lakes  have  become  choked  up, 
and  in  many  places  the  pipe  is  worn  to  a  mere  shell.     I  would  ask 
for  $12,000  to  put  in  a  new  line  of  irrigating  pipes. 

TOWER. 
Some  provision  should  be  made  to  construct  a  steel  tower  over  the 
center  building  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  torn  down  after  the  earth- 
quake.    I  believe  $10,000  would  place  a  substantial  tower  over  the 
center  building,  and  add  to  the  architectural  beauty  of  the  buildings. 

GENERAL   REPAIRS. 

Sufficient  money  should  be  requested  to  have  new  gutters  and  down- 
spouts placed  on  the  main  building,  and  for  the  painting  of  the 
woodwork  on  the  outside  of  the  buildings. 

NEW  BOILERS. 

Four  of  our  boilers  have  outlived  their  usefulness,  and  on  two  of  them 
the  inspector  has  limited  the  steam  pressure  to  forty  pounds  each. 
Unless  some  provision  can  be  made  for  the  installing  of  two  boilers  with 
150  horse-power  each  l^efore  the  winter  months,  we  are  going  to  have 
a  shortage  of  heat  for  the  wards.  Had  we  not  been  obliged  to  draw 
from  $1,500  to  $2,400  per  month  from  our  contingent  fund  to  pa^' 
support  claims,  these  boilers  could  have  been  installed  during  the 
summer  months,  and  the  claim  audited  against  the  contingent  fund. 
Two  boilers  of  the  capacity  recjuired  will  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$10,000. 

Some  arrangement  must  be  provided  for  increasing  the  buildings  at 
the  dairy,  particularly  for  the  milch  cows. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  desire  to  compliment  the  officers  and  employees 
of  the  hospital  for  their  work  and  assure  them  of  my  appreciation  of 
their  services. 

The  relationship  of  the  members  of  your  honorable  Board  and  myself 
has  been  most  harmonious,  and  the  result  of  this  united  action  has 
accomplished  much  good  for  the  institution,  and  I  assure  you  that  I 
fully  appreciate  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me.

BIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

To  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy,  Sacramento,  Cal. 

Gentlemen  :  In  addition  to  the  detailed  reports  of  the  Medical  Super- 
intendent and  Treasurer,  which  are  to  be  considered  a  part  hereof,  the 
Board  of  Managers  herebj^  submits  briefly  the  customary  resume  of  the 
affairs  of  the  hospital  for  the  past  two  years. 

Since  our  last  report  the  following  new  buildings  have  been  completed 
and  accepted  by  the  Board  on  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Engineer 
'.and  the  State  Architect,  viz. : 

2  infirm  buildings. 

2  receiving  buildings. 

2  quiet  and  medium  buildings. 

2  violent  and  disturbed  buildings. 

2  demented  buildings. 

1  administration  building. 

1  treatment  building. 

1  superintendent's  residence. 

1  kitchen. 

1  dining  hall. 

1  bakery. 

1  laundry. 

1  commissary. 

Engines,  boilers,  sewers,  and  generators. 
At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  the  law  relative  to  the  expenditure 
of  all  money  appropriated  for  building  purposes  was  changed,  giving 
full  authority  and  responsibilitj^  for  the  expenditure  thereof  to  the 
Department  of  Engineering,  thereby  relieving  the  local  Board  of  Man- 
agers from  any  and  all  power  and  responsibility.  "We  believe  that  the 
"buildings  have  been  erected  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  every  one  must 
agree  that  they  are  an  ornament  to  the  hospital  plant. 

We  recommend  that  sufficient  money  be  appropriated  to  erect  the  fol- 
lowing new  buildings,  viz. : 

Assembly  hall. 

Four  cottages  for  patients. 

Two  nurses'  homes. 
With  the  completion  of  these  buildings  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  claim- 
ing that  the  Agnews  Hospital  plant  will  be  one  of  the  best  in  the  United 
States.     The  amount  necessary  to  erect  the  above  named  buildings  we 
estimate  at  $350,000. 


New   Receiving   Cottage,    Agnews   State   Hospital. 
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Cottage   for   disturbed   men,    Agnews   State   Hospital. 
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We  believe  we  shall  be  able  to  fiirnish  the  new  hospital  buildings  now 
completed  and  accepted  out  of  the  contingent  fund,  thereby  avoiding 
,  the  necessity  of  calling  for  an  appropriation  therefor. 

The  hospital  grounds  are  being  laid  out  by  the  MacRorie-McLaren 
Company,  landscape  engineers,  under  the  able  direction  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Grounds.  This  work  promises  to  add  greatly  to  the  ornamen- 
tation of  the  grounds,  as  well  as  to  the  general  convenience. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  has  carefully  estimated  the  amount  nec- 
essary for  maintenance  during  the  two  next  fiscal  years,  as  follows : 

For   support   $220,000  00 

For  salaries 216,000  00 

Total $436,000  00 

In  July,  1909,  the  Hon.  James  K.  Wilson,  the  very  efficient  president 
of  the  Board,  tendered  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Board  to  his 
Excellency,  Governor  Gillett,  who  promptly  appointed  his  brother, 
Colonel  Horace  Wilson,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Since  our  last  report  death  has  removed  Mr.  F.  C.  Young,  who  had 
served  the  hospital  faithfully  for  twenty  years  in  the  capacity  of 
Steward.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  T  T. 
Tourtillott,  who  was  promoted  from  the  position  of  Secretary  to  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  a  position  which  he  held  for  thirteen  years. 

The  position  of  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was 
made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  W.  M.  Sontheimer,  and  is  now 
ably  filled  by  his  successor,  Mr.  L.  M.  Simonsen. 

With  all  responsibility  for  the  expenditure  of  the  appropriation  for 
building  purposes  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Engineering  Depart- 
ment, with  the  spirit  of  harmony  which  exists  in  the  Board,  and  with  the 
efficient  work  of  the  large  corps  of  employees  who  have  been  selected  by 
the  ]\Iedical  Superintendent,  Dr.  Leonard  Stocking,  the  position  of 
Manager  of  the  Board  has  been  extremely  pleasant  and  not  onerous.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers  of  tJie  Agnews  State  Hospital. 

Gentlemen  :  Another  biennial  period  has  drawn  to  a  close,  and  we 
are  expected  to  review  the  past  two  years  and  anticipate  the  coming. 

The  period  covered  by  our  various  reports  is  for  the  two  years  ending 
June  30,  1910,  while  the  end  of  the  fiscal  period  to  which  our  present 
appropriations  extend  and  from  which  the  new  must  begin  is  June 
30,  1911. 

Thus,  we  must  look  back  from  the  first  of  last  July  and  forward  from 
the  first  of  next  July  with  a  present  intervening  year,  which  is  provided 
for  by  our  last  appropriation,  but  which  will  be  a  part  of  our  next 
biennial  period. 

In  the  same  manner  by  looking  forward  and  back  from  month  to 
month,  we  carry  on  the  business  of  the  hospital.  Each  month  the  bills 
of  the  previous  month  are  audited,  while  our  wants  of  the  coming  month 
are  anticipated  by  estimates  which  must  be  approved  before  purchases 
are  made ;  a  verj"  safe  and  satisfactory  method,  I  may  remark,  of  con- 
ducting the  financial  affairs  of  the  hospital,  though  as  between  the  past, 
the  present,  and  the  future — the  appropriations  that  are  and  are  to 
be,  the  bills  and  the  estimates — we  sometimes  have  to  pause  and  take  our 
bearings. 

Our  appropriation  for  maintenance  this  year  is  ample ;  our  appropri- 
ation for  reconstruction  is  nearly  exhausted ;  our  contingent  fund,  which 
has  grown  but  slowly  owing  to  the  fact  that  we  have  been  largely 
deprived  of  the  main  source  of  increase,  will  be  needed  for  putting  into 
shape  our  buildings  and  grounds  and  for  furnishing,  inasmuch  as  we 
have  not  been  able  to  do  this  out  of  our  reconstruction  fund. 

While,  therefore,  we  have  funds  to  complete,  furnish,  and  occupy  the 
seventeen  buildings  nearing  completion,  and  to  maintain  the  patients 
the}''  will  accommodate,  we  can  not  proceed  with  further  construction 
until  additional  appropriation  is  made. 

All  our  expectations  of  two  years  ago  have  not  been  realized.  We 
hoped  to  have  been  occupying  many  of  our  buildings  ere  this  and  to 
have  had  others  constructed.  We  find  ourselves,  however,  still  in  the 
temporary  buildings  hastily  constructed  four  years  ago,  with  little  more 
new  room  provided  for  patients  than  will  be  required  to  empty  the  tem- 
porary barracks,  which  have  served  their  purpose  of  meeting  an  emer- 
gency. In  anticipating  the  opening  of  our  new  buildings  I  am  afraid 
it  is  not  well  understood  that  we  will  have  capacity  for  only  about  175 
new  patients.  While  the  temporary  buildings  have  more  than  served 
the  purpose  for  which  they  were  built  and  outlasted  our  expectations, 
they  can  not  be  maintained  in  a  habitable  condition  beyond  a  few 
months  more.  In  them,  though,  to  the  present  time  our  patients  have 
been  reasonably  comfortable  and  have  had  good  care.

"While  somewhat  disappointed  with  the  progress  of  reconstruction  and 
the  amount  accomplished  out  of  our  appropriation,  we  can  claim  very 
high  class  buildings,  practically  fire  and  earthquake  proof,  which  will 
endure  many  generations  and  serve  well,  we  believe,  the  purpose  for 
which  they  have  been  erected.  Moreover,  we  have  the  expensive  central 
nucleus  of  an  institution  to  which  additions  can  be  more  quickly  and 
cheaply  made.  We  have  a  new  power  plant,  with  a  reinforced  concrete 
conduit  piped  and  wired  for  complete  water,  steam,  gas,  and  electric 
service  leading  from  it  to  every  part  of  the  grounds,  not  only  to  the 
buildings  already  constructed,  but  to  the  site  of  those  to  be  added  ta 
complete  the  institution.  Our  domestic  group  of  kitchen,  commissary, 
cold  storage,  bakery,  and  dining-hall  is  ample  for  whatever  growth  the 
hospital  may  attain.  Our  hospital  group  of  receiving  and  hospital 
wards  and  treatment  building,  far  more  expensive  per  capita  than  the 
rest  of  the  buildings,  is  all  that  will  be  needed  however  large  the  insti- 
tution may  become,  and  with  its  laboratories,  operating  rooms,  various 
equipments  for  treating,  etc.,  will  be  the  great  workshop  of  the  insti- 
tution. The  administration  building  nearing  completion,  too,  will  serve 
a  large  institution. 

All  the  above  are  practically  complete  and  will  soon  be  occupied. 
Only  one  other  building  of  general  purpose  is  needed  to  complete  the 
heart  of  the  institution,  and  that  is  an  assembly  hall.  This  we  had 
hoped  to  have  built  the  past  year,  but  as  it  has  not  been  accomplished,  I 
wish  to  again  urge  its  importance  and  recommend  that  it  be  one  of  the 
next  buildings  to  be  constructed.  So  important  do  I  consider  a  place 
to  assemble  for  amusement,  church,  etc.,  I  provided  as  soon  as  possible 
a  rude  temporary  building  for  this  purpose.  It  has  served  us  very  well 
and  been  of  great  benefit,  but  with  increase  of  patients  will  be  too  small,, 
and  like  the  other  temporary  buildings  can  not  be  continued.  The 
assembly  hall  should  be  large  enough,  like  our  other  general  buildings,  to 
accommodate  an  increased  population,  and  should  be  pleasing  and 
somewhat  ornate  for  psychological  effect.  Working  plans  for  a  building- 
which  I  think  would  meet  our  requirements  have  been  prepared  by  the 
State  Architect's  office.  These  plans  include,  also,  in  the  building- 
reading  and  social  rooms  for  employees,  a  feature  which  all  employers- 
have  found  desirable. 

In  addition  to  this  building,  working  plans  are  in  the  State  Architect 's 
office  for  four  more  patients'  buildings  and  two  nurses'  homes.  With 
these  seven  buildings  added  the  hospital  as  originally  planned  will  be 
complete. 

As  plans  are  ready  for  these  buildings  and  service  provided,  as  here- 
tofore stated,  and  as  they  are  all  needed,  I  wcfuld  recommend  that  suffi- 
cient appropriation  as  estimated  by  the  State  Department  of  Engineer- 
ing be  asked  to  build  them  during  the  coming  two  years.     I  regard  the 
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importance  of  these  buildings  in  the  following  order :  Assembly  hall, 
nurses '  home  for  women,  workers '  cottage  for  men,  convalescent  cottage 
for  women,  convalescent  cottage  for  men,  workers'  cottage  for  women, 
nurses'  home  for  men. 

After  the  assembly  hall  I  have  placed  the  nurses'  home  for  women 
first  and  that  for  men  last  for  the  following  reasons :  The  building  now 
occupied  by  women  nurses  will  be  in  the  very  midst  of  men  patients  and 
employees  when  the  change  is  made  into  the  new  buildings.  If  a  new 
nurses '  home  is  built  the  building  now  occupied  by  them  can  be  occupied 
by  men  patients,  so  we  will  gain  needed  room  for  men  patients.  The 
temporary  home  for  men  nurses  is  properly  located  for  them,  and  in  it 
they  can  be  comfortable  until  the  rest  of  the  institution  is  completed. 
The  buildings  for  patients  I  have  named  in  the  order  I  think  they  will 
be  needed. 

If  we  are  given  sufficient  appropriation  to  build  the  buildings  planned, 
I  think  we  can  from  our  contingent  fund  furnish  them,  improve  our 
grounds,  etc.,  and  thereafter  make  all  necessary  extensions  without  ask- 
ing further  appropriations  for  improvements. 

The  estimate  of  the  State  Department  of  Engineering  of  the  cost  of 
constructing  the  seven  remaining  buildings  included  in  the  original 
plans  of  rebuilding  this  hospital  and  for  which  working  plans  are  ready 
is  $325,238.  To  this  I  think  should  be  added  such'  contingent  amount 
as  the  Board  may  think  best  to  meet  any  unforeseen  omissions  or 
increased  cost,  so  as  to  make  sure  of  the  completion  of  the  hospital  with 
this  appropriation. 

So  far  I  have  spoken  mostly  of  our  building  operations  and  our  new 
hospital  because  that  has  occupied  largely  our  time  and  energy,  and 
must  still  remain  an  important  factor  for  the  consideration  of  your 
honorable  Board.  However,  the  regular  business  of  the  hospital  and  the 
care  of  patients  have  not  been  neglected,  but  have  gone  forward  in  our 
usual  uneventful  systematic  manner.  Notwithstanding  our  deficient 
accommodations  and  poor  facilities  we  have  received  many  new  patients, 
and  are  now  receiving  all  committed  from  six  of  our  neighboring 
counties.  I  shall  be  glad  when  we  are  again  doing  real  hospital  work 
under  the  advantageous  conditions  and  with  the  equipment  of  our  new 
hospital,  and  this  we  may  hope  to  be  doing  within  a  few  months. 

The  tables  attached  to  this  report,  the  Steward 's  report,  and  the  report 
of  your  Treasurer,  give  much  data  regarding  patients  and  a  complete 
synopsis  of  financial  transactions,  and  to  these  I  refer  you  for  much 
information  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  here. 

I  think  I  may  justly  claim  that  we  have  as  efficient  and  faithful 
officers  and  employees  as  any  similar  institution  anywhere,  and  to  none 
do  we  yield  in  the  care  and  consideration  given  patients.  That  we  have 
good  employees  and  that  our  patients  have  good  care  is  due  to  the  fact 
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that  in  employing  we  have  consideration  for  nothing  but  the  good  of 
the  service;  but  even  then  it  often  becomes  necessary  to  dismiss  those 
who  proved  to  be  unadapted,  inefficient,  or  unfaithful.  Unfortunately 
too  many  who  would  otherwise  be  desirable  disqualify  themselves  by 
vicious  habits.  The  necessity  of  having  those  in  charge  of  nervous, 
unbalanced,  and  irritable  patients  who  are  themselves  under  self-control 
and  poise  is  apparent  to  any  one,  and  on  this  I  insist. 

To  officers  and  employees  who  have  been  faithful  and  loj^al  I  wish  to 
acknowledge  my  obligations  and  return  sincere  thanks. 

I  wish  here  also  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  efficient 
services  of  the  late  F.  C.  Young,  who  died  in  the  service  on  January  7, 
1909,  after  more  than  tM-enty  years  of  singularly  unselfish  and  upright 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  steward.  His  death  was  a  distinct  loss  to  the 
hospital  and  to  me  personally.  T.  T.  Tourtillott,  who  had  been  thirteen 
years  secretary  to  the  Medical  Superintendent,  was  promoted  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  and  is  discharging  the  important  duties  of  this  office  with 
fidelity  and  increasing  efficiency. 

It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  determine  the  amount  of  maintenance  we 
will  need  for  the  two  years  following  next  June,  because  we  can  not 
know  what  appropriation  will  be  made  to  increase  our  accommodations 
for  patients.  It  is  safe,  I  think,  to  assume  the  number  of  our  patients 
will  equal  our  capacity.  In  the  buildings  already  constructed  we  can 
accommodate  925  patients,  and  we  will  no  doubt  have  this  number  of 
patients  the  first  year  of  the  next  fiscal  period.  The  number  we  will 
have  the  second  year  will  depend  on  the  extension  of  our  accommoda- 
tions from  appropriations  made  by  the  next  legislature.  The  necessity 
will  be  so  great  we  will  no  doubt  be  provided  with  room  and  obliged  to 
care  for  at  least  165  or  200  additional  patients  the  second  year.  Assum- 
ing the  minimum,  we  will  have  1,090  patients  the  second  year.  I  think, 
therefore,  that  an  average  of  1,010  patients  for  the  tw^o  years  is  the 
very  least  that  maintenance  should  be  asked  for.  On  this  basis,  and  with 
the  present  rate  of  wages  and  cost  of  supplies.  I  recommend  that  the 
following  maintenance  be  asked  for  the  sixty-third  and  sixty-fourth 
fiscal  years : 

For  support   $220,000  00 

For  salaries   216,000  00 

Total    1 -___  .$436,000  00 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  your  confidence  and  kind 
consideration  and  for  your  counsel  and  support.  I  assure  you  as  long 
as  I  remain  in  the  service  I  shall  continue  to  give  this  hospital  my  very 
best  and  undivided  service.

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1909. 

To  the  state  Commission  in  Lunacy. 

Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mendocino  State  Hos- 
pital, in  compliance  with  the  law,  respectfully  submit  their  report  of  the 
operations  and  management  of  the  institution  for  the  period  ending 
June  30,  1909.  The  accompanying  reports  of  the  Medical  Superintend- 
ent and  Treasurer  are  made  a  part  of  this  report,  reference  to  which  is 
made  for  full  and  detailed  information. 

We  are  especially  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  the  health 
conditions  in  the  hospital  have  been  normal  during  the  year,  there 
having  been  nothing  in  the  shape  of  epidemics  or  unexpected  misfor- 
tunes to  disturb  the  welfare  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution  under  our 
care,  and  the  .general  outcome  of  the  work  has  been  of  a  satisfactory  and 
progressive  character. 

Work  was  commenced  in  July,  1908,  on  the  male  receiving  cottage, 
and  it  is  now  nearing  completion.  This  is  a  reinforced  concrete  build- 
ing, a  very  substantial  structure,  and  when  completed  will  relieve  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  male  wards.  This  is  very  similar  in  arrange- 
ment to  the  female  cottage,  which  was  occupied  last  summer,  and  will 
also  be  equipped  with  hy dr other apeutic  apparatus  for  the  treatment  of 
patients  by  this  method. 

All  of  the  hot  and  cold  water  tanks  have  been  taken  out  of  the  building 
and  hot  water  heaters  installed  in  the  basement.  The  cold  water  supply 
has  been  connected  up  with  the  steel  water  tank,  which  gives  us  an 
even  and  easy  pressure  on  all  of  our  plumbing,  and  relieves  the  build- 
ings of  an  enormous  weight. 

A  two-story  wooden  building  has  been  constructed  at  the  rear  of  the 
laundry  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  farm  hands,  mechanics, 
etc.  This  contains  twenty  rooms,  equipped  with  bathrooms  and  toilets, 
and  provides  very  comfortable  quarters  for  those  employees  who  in  the 
past  occupied  rooms  at  the  stable,  in  the  basements,  and  on  the  wards. 

At  the  north  and  south  sides  of  the  kitchen  building,  and  at  the  boiler 
rooms,  the  long  wooden  sheds  have  been  replaced  with  corrugated  iron 
construction,  which  is  much  more  substantial  and  affords  perfect  fire 
protection. 

At  the  ranch  a  large  shed,  covered  with  corrugated  iron,  has  been 
constructed,  sufficiently  large  to  take  care  of  the  first  crop  of  alfalfa 
hay.     This  also  will  serve  as  shelter  for  the  stock  in  the  winter  season. 
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The  wooden  fence  around  the  female  exercise  yard  has  been  removed, 
and  a  handsome  brick  wall  put  in  its. place. 

At  the  open-air  colony  a  building  in  which  to  dry  and  fumigate 
mattresses  has  been  built,  thus  keeping  these  patients  provided  with  dry 
beds  during  the  winter  months. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  in  the  nature  of  concrete  sidewalks, 
steps,  and  curbing  around  the  flower  beds  and  grounds. 

These  are  some  of  the  principal  improvements  that  have  been  made 
during  the  past  year. 

The  members  of  this  Board  at  their  monthly  meetings,  held  at  the 
hospital,  have  carefully  inspected  each  and  every  department  and  the 
work  in  course  of  construction,  and  in  closing  this  report  we  wish  to 
repeat  our  continued  satisfaction  with  the  Medical  Superintendent's 
progressive  and  at  the  same  time  careful  and  conscientious  conduct  of 
the  affairs  of  the  institution,  and  the  uniform  devotion  to  their  duties 
which  has  characterized  the  conduct  of  the  other  officers  and  employees.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mendocino  State  Hospital. 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  present  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the 
sixtieth  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1909. 

We  received  during  the  year,  on  commitment,  215  males  and  57 
females ;  total,  272 — whole  number  under  treatment  during  the  year. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  to  the  whole  number  treated  was  6.2,  and 
the  percentage  of  recoveries  to  the  number  committed  was  42.64. 

The  percentage  of  recoveries  is  higher  than  we  have  had  since  the 
opening  of  the  hospital,  and  it  is  owing  largely  to  the  increased  number 
of  commitments  from  alcohol  and  drugs,  as  a  larger  number  of  patients 
suffering  from  these  forms  recover  than  those  suffering  from  other  forms 
of  insanitj'. 

Table  H  shows  that  12.5  per  cent  of  the  commitments  were  from 
drugs,  and  28.8  per  cent  from  alcohol.

There  has  been  no  unusual  amount  of  sickness  among  the  patients 
and  no  epidemics. 

The  use  of  water  in  the  treatment  of  maniacal  cases  during  the  last 
few  months  has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  hy dr other apeutic  appa- 
ratus has  been  in  almost  constant  use  and  with  good  results.  It  is  not 
a,  panacea,  but  as  an  adjunct  to  other  treatment  it  is  very  useful. 

The  tent  plant  still  continues  to  do  good  work.  We  now  have  in  the 
tents  and  under  the  trees  over  100  patients,  who  are  much  better 
pleased  with  their  surroundings  and  are  more  contented  than  when 
they  were  confined  to  the  wards.  They  get  more  sunshine,  fresh  air, 
and  what  they  appreciate  greatly,  more  freedom. 

Dr.  R.  A.  Cushman,  the  first  assistant  physician,  resigned  June  1st 
■on  account  of  ill  health,  and  Dr.  G.  D.  Marvin  was  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  to  fill  the  place. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  officers  and  employees  for 
their  loyal  support  of  the  management  of  the  hospital,  and  to  you, 
gentlemen,  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  I  am  especially  indebted 
for  your  loyal  support,  advice,  and  confidence.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1910. 

To  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy. 

Gentlemen  :  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mendocino  State  Hos- 
pital have  the  honor,  through  the  undersigned  members,  to  submit  to 
3'ou  for  your  consideration  the  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1910. 

It  constitutes  the  seventeenth  in  the  annual  series  of  reports,  and 
with  it  we  submit  the  reports  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  same  period.  The  report  of  Superintendent  King  is 
worthy  of  your  careful  con.sideration,  it  being  exhaustive,  complete, 
and  self-explanatory. 

The  Board  has  held  regular  meetings  at  the  hospital  for  the  trans- 
action of  the  business  of  the  institution,  and  the  minutes  of  such  meet- 
ings have  been  transmitted  to  you. 

The  monthly  inspections  of  the  wards  and  other  departments  of  the 
hospital  show  their  condition  to  be  sanitary,  and  under  the  manage- 
ment the  highest  standard  of  care  has  been  maintained. 

In  the  way  of  permanent  improvements,  considerable  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  past  year. 

A  two-story  cottage  of  reinforced  concrete  construction,  with  suffi- 
cient room  for  sixty  patients,  has  been  completed  and  furnished.  In 
this  cottage  is  a  department  for  hydrotherapy,  well  ecjuipped  with  all 
of  the  modern  apparatus. 

A  concrete  dair}'  barn  and  milk  room,  containing  sixty  stalls,  fitted 
up  with  patent  steel  stanchions,  has  been  con.structed,  and  is  now  in  use. 
The  wooden  barn  has  been  overhauled,  and  we  now  have  a  first-class 
dairy  barn,  sanitary  and  convenient. 

The  main  kitchen,  dining-room,  and  cold  storage  rooms  have  been 
enlarged  and  furnished  with  new  range,  steam  table,  cotfee  and  tea 
urns,  patent  dishwashing  machine,  vegetable  peeler,  ice  cream  freezer, 
and  other  kitchen  furniture.  This  gives  us  a  large  kitchen,  well  lighted 
and  better  ventilated. 

A  seven-room  cottage  for  the  first  assistant  physician  has  been  con- 
structed. It  is  of  pleasing  design,  comfortable,  and  well  built,  and  in 
every  way  serves  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  intended. 

At  the  laundry  a  new  mangle,  cufl:'  and  collar  ironer,  an  all  brass 
washer  with  sterilizing  attachment,  and  an  additional  extractor  and 
wooden  washer  have  been  installed.  Our  laundry  is  now  in  excellent 
condition  to  handle  all  of  the  laundry  work. 

Rooms  in  the  attics  of  the  north  and  south  towers  have  been  fitted 
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up  for  the  night  ^Yatehes,  four  in  all,  thus  providing  them  with  com- 
fortable quarters,  away  from  the  noise. 

Connection  was  made  last  August  with  the  Snow  Mountain  Power 
and  Water  Company,  giving  us  excellent  service  in  our  lighting  depart- 
ment, and  enabling  us  to  run  all  of  our  machinery  with  electric  power. 

Electric  irons  have  been  installed  in  the  laundry,  electric  fans  in  the 
kitchen  and  other  departments,  arc  lights  in  and  around  the  grounds, 
and  many  other  conveniences  of  an  essential  nature.  The  running  of 
our  lights  and  machinery  with  electric  current  gives  us  much  more 
water  for  irrigation. 

We  have  also  been  able  to  install  a  moving  picture  machine,  which 
affords  the  patients  much  pleasure,  and  is  one  of  the  best  means  of 
entertainment  for  this  unfortunate  class  of  people. 

Many  other  improvements  of  a  permanent  character  have  been  added 
during  the  year. 

That  the  institution  may  maintain  its  high  standard  of  efficiency  and 
meet  the  demands  of  an  enlightened  period  in  the  treatment  of  the 
insane,  this  Board  recommends  the  following  improvements,  carrying 
with  them  the  necessary  appropriations : 

For  a  concrete  dam  and  storage  reservoir .$12,500  00 

For  a  cottage  at  the  farm,  to  care  for  50  patients 20,000  00 

For  repairs  and  new  plumbing  in  the  male  and  female  wards 5,000  00 

For  support  for  the  two  fiscal  years,  ending  June  30,  1912 222,550  00 

For  salaries  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1912 168,000  00 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  acknowledge  the  great  service  rendered 
this  institution  by  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  E.  W.  King,  in  his  devotion 
to  the  work  of  caring  for  the  hospital  and  its  patients.  He  has  pur- 
sued an  economical  and  commendable  course,  and  in  his  work  has  been 
ably  supported  by  efficient  officers  and  employees,  and  this  Board  here- 
with expresses  its  confidence  and  satisfaction  wath  the  management 
of  this  hospital.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mendocino  State  Hospital. 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  present  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1910. 

We  received  during  the  year,  on  commitment,  196  males  and  63 
females,  making  a  total  of  259,  an  increase  during  the  year  in  our  insane 
population  of  42.  The  number  admitted  during  this  fiscal  year  was 
13  less  than  last  year.  The  whole  number  of  patients  under  treatment 
during  the  year  was  1,152.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  the  whole  num- 
ber treated  was  5.99.  The  percentage  of  recoveries  to  admi.ssions  was 
42.47. 

Of  the  commitments  29,  or  11.19  per  cent,  were  second  commitments 
to  this  or  some  other  hospital  for  the  insane,  and  4  were  third  com- 
mitments. 

Of  the  commitments  38  were  alcoholics  and  30  were  drug  habitues. 
This  fact  accounts,  in  a  great  measure,  for  the  large  percentage  of  recov- 
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eries,  as  most  of  these  eases  recover  their  normal  condition  in  a  few 
months  and  are  discharged  as  recovered. 

The  large  number  of  alcoholics  and  drug  habitues,  who  really  have 
no  place  in  a  state  hospital  for  the  insane,  emphasizes  the  fact  that  the 
State  ought  to  provide  a  place  for  such  unfortunates  at  an  early  date, 
and  relieve  the  state  hospitals  of  their  care.  Men  may  differ  radically 
about  the  method  of  preventing  inebriety,  but  the  results  of  this  dis- 
ease are  of  such  an  insidious  and  deleterious  character  as  to  at  once 
arouse  our  attention  and  call  out  our  best  efforts  in  its  cure  and  pre- 
vention. In  investigating  the  causes  of  insanity,  we  find  great  difficulty 
in  getting  accurate  information.  Alcohol  is  known  to  be  one  of  the 
principal  factors  in  the  degeneration  of  the  race,  both  mentally  and 
physically,  and  it  makes  but  little  difference  in  what  form  it  is  taken, 
whether  as  beer,  wine,  whisky,  or  other  forms,  it  is  the  alcohol  that 
produces  the  trouble. 

Of  the  196  males  committed  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1910,  31  were  alcoholics,  and  of  the  63  female  commitments  7  were 
alcoholics.  That  is,  alcohol  was  the  principal  exciting  cause  of  the 
mental  disturbance,  and  as  a  predisposing  cause  it  is  still  a  larger 
factor.  In  tracing  these  cases  back  to  their  ancestors,  we  find,  in  the 
males,  36  cases  where  the  father  used  alcohol  to  excess,  and  the  mother 
in  8  cases,  making  44  cases  in  all,  or  16.98  per  cent. 

We  find  also  that  6.94  per  cent  of  the  parents  of  our  patients  had 
been  insane,  and  that  in  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  our  patients  17 
were  or  had  been  insane,  18  very  nervous,  and  14  used  alcohol  to  excess. 

Such  figures  show  conclusively  where  a  large  percentage  of  our 
insane  population  comes  from,  and  no  one  who  is  familiar  with  the  sub- 
ject doubts  for  a  moment  that  the  criminal  class  is  also  recruited  from 
the  same  source.  While  alcohol  is  a  large  factor  in  the  production  of 
this  vicious  heredit3^  it  is  by  no  means  the  only  cause.  Anything  that 
continually  lowers  the  tone  of  the  system,  such  as  wasting  diseases, 
pulmonary  consumption,  syphilis,  dissipation,  or  excesses,  may  be  active 
factors  in  bringing  about  similar  results. 

•    Some  concrete  examples  from  among  our  patients  will  make  this 
plain  : 

1.  A.  B.,  female,  age  23,  comes  here  with  a  history  of  never  having 
been  right  in  her  mind;  uncontrollable  outbreaks  of  temper  at  times; 
feeble-minded,  but  reads.  In  this  case  we  find  that  the  father  drank  to 
excess,  and  the  mother  was  nervous. 

2.  C.  D.,  27  years  old.  Father  drank  to  excess,  mother  nervous, 
maternal  uncle  insane.  Patient  easily  excited  or  depressed.  Has 
hallucinations  and  delusions.    Attempted  homicide. 

3.  E.  F.,  female,  aged  40.  Father  drank  to  excess,  and  mother 
insane.    Patient  drank  to  excess  and  insane. 

7 — CL. 
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4.  G.  H.,  female,  aged  29.  Father  nervous  and  used  alcohol  to 
excess.  Mother  used  alcohol  to  excess.  One  brother  used  alcohol  to 
excess,  and  sister  nervous.  One  maternal  aunt  and  one  paternal  uncle 
used  alcohol  to  excess.    Patient  violently  insane. 

These  and  hundreds  of  similar  cases,  which  could  be  cited,  show  not 
only  defects  transmitted  from  the  parent  to  the  child,  but  also  the 
cause  of  these  defects,  which  result  in  mental  derangement  in  the 
progeny. 

It  is  true  that  a  man  who  has  received  a  normal  healthy  organization 
from  his  ancestors  may,  as  the  result  of  dissipation  long  continued, 
become  mentally  deranged,  but  such  cases  are  not  common.  The  prin- 
cipal recruiting  ground  for  our  insane  population  is  among  those  who 
have  received  defective  organizations  from  their  ancestors.  A  large 
percentage  of  these  cases  is  produced  by  alcohol  in  one  or  both  parents. 
Some  are  produced  by  wasting  or  nervous  diseases,  such  as  tuberculosis, 
epilepsy,  syphilis,  or  other  diseases.  Anything  which  seriously  affects 
the  health  of  the  progenitor  affects  the  germ,  and  no  one  can  expect  a 
normal,  healthy  child  to  develop  from  an  imperfect  germ. 

The  acquisition  of  a  knowledge  of  the  phj^sical  and  mental  condition 
and  habits,  etc.,  of  the  ancestors  of  the  patients  committed  to  a  state 
hospital  is  always  a  difficult  problem,  but  with  patience  and  persever- 
ance on  the  part  of  our  medical  staff  much  valuable  information  can  be 
acquired. 

In  the  investigation  of  causes  in  this  hospital  in  many  cases  no 
information  could  be  obtained.  These  were  put  under  the  head  of 
"Unascertained."  In  a  few  cases  we  found  a  commendable  disposi- 
tion to  give  .as  complete  a  family  history  as  possible,  but  in  most  cases 
only  a  partial  history  was  obtainable. 

From  the  information  gained  we  learned  that  of  the  196  males  com- 
mitted four  of  the  fathers  were  insane,  nine  had  an  unstable  nervous 
organization,  and  thirty-six  drank  alcoholic  drinks  to  excess,  while  in 
the  collateral  branch  of  the  family,  such  as  aunts  and  uncles,  six  were 
or  had  been  insane,  four  were  nervous,  and  sixteen  drank  to  excess. 
Among  the  brothers  and  sisters  twelve  were  or  had  been  iDsane,  ten  were 
nervous,  and  thirteen  drank  to  excess.  On  the  maternal  side,  in  the 
direct  line,  five  of  the  mothers  were  insane,  fifteen  were  nervous,  and 
three  drank  to  excess.  Of  the  collateral  branch  on  the  maternal  side 
nine  were  insane,  three  nervous,  and  three  drank  to  excess. 

On  a  careful  summing  up  of  the  work  of  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1910,  of  the  259  commitments  there  was  evidence  of  direct  heredity  in 
the  direct  paternal  line  of  49,  the  direct  maternal  line  of  23,  or  28.4 
per  cent ;  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  35 ;  the  collateral  branches,  both 
sides,  41,  or  in  the  direct  paternal  and  maternal  and  in  the  brothers  and 
sisters  and  collateral  branches,  58.5  per  cent. 
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It  is  a  fact  "that  the  ideally  normal  man  is  not  likely  to  become 
insane, ' '  and  I  think  experience  demonstrates  this  to  be  true.  Then  it 
becomes  our  imperative  duty  to  find,  if  possible,  the  causes  which 
produce  the  defective  class.  It  requires  but  little  investigation  to  show 
that  there  are  several  causes  in  action,  the  principal  ones  being  heredity, 
wasting  or  nervous  diseases,  alcohol  and  sexual  excesses  in  one  or  both 
parents.  Heredity  is  probably  the  largest  factor.  It  seems  to  be  a  law 
of  nature  that  like  conditions  produce  like  results.  The  parents,  having 
received  defective  organizations  from  their  ancestors,  or,  having  injured 
their  health  by  excesses  or  disease,  transmit  their  defects  to  the  germ, 
which,  being  defective,  can  not  develop  into  a  normal  man,  hence  we 
have  the  defective  class  which  furnishes  most  of  our  insane  and  criminal 
population. 

Further  investigation  shows  conclusively  that  alcohol  is  one  of  the 
most  potent  factors  in  the  production  of  this  vicious  heredity. 

OPEN-AIR  TREATMENT. 

We  have  at  this  time  110  patients  in  the  outdoor  colony.  For  a  certain 
class  of  patients,  these  wooden  structures  produce  excellent  results.  The 
patients  have  more  freedom  and  are  more  contented.  Being  in  the 
open  air  almost  exclusively,  they  have  better  health.  The  cost  of  this 
tent  plant  does  not  exceed  $60  per  bed,  and  the  patients  are  kept  here 
summer  and  winter.  Attached  to  this  plant  we  have  a  nice,  large 
sitting  room,  well  ventilated  and  properly  heated,  where  patients  can 
sit  in  stormy,  inclement  weather. 

We  find  that  our  patients  are  much  better  satisfied  here  than  on  the 
wards  in  the  main  building.  This  plant  is  furnished  with  hot  and  cold 
water,  a  nice,  large  bathroom,  a  room  for  sterilizing  clothing,  dining- 
room,  pantry,  and  is  heated  b}^  steam. 

MALE  COTTAGE. 
The  cottage  for  male  patients  has  practically  been  completed,  but  is 
not  yet  ready  to  receive  patients.  We  hope  and  expect  that  it  will  be 
in  the  near  future.  The  opening  of  this  cottage  will  relieve  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  the  congested  condition  of  our  male  wards,  and  will 
allow  more  room  for  classification. 

KITCHEN. 

The  addition  to  the  kitchen,  which  we  have  made  since  our  last 
report,  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  hospital,  giving  us  more  room  and 
enabling  us  to  install  new  and  more  satisfactory  kitchen  furniture  and 
labor-saving  machines,  such  as  a  vegetable  peeler,  dish  washer,  ice 
cream  freezer,  and  coffee  grinder,  all  run  by  an  electric  motor,  and  at 
the  same  time  freeing  the  kitchen  from  steam. 
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The  cold  storage  plant  has  also  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and 
enlarged,  and  is  now  in  first  class  working  condition. 

The  old  and  worn  out  machinery  in  the  laundry  has  been  replaced 
by  new  and  up-to-date  appliances,  and  is  doing  good  work. 

]\[ilk  and  butter  rooms  have  also  been  constructed,  where  these 
articles  can  be  kept  cool  and  free  from  contamination. 

A  seven-room  cottage  has  been  constructed  out  of  our  contingent  fund 
for  the  first  assistant  physician,  which  is  well  built,  and  serves  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  constructed,  as  well  as  being  pleasing  to  the 
eye. 

The  contract  with  the  Snow  Mountain  Power  Company  for  electric 
lighting  and  power  has  proved  satisfactory  and  of  great  benefit  to  the 
hospital,  giving  us  plenty  of  power,  as  well  as  lights. 

The  installation  of  a  moving  picture  machine  has  proved  a  success  in 
the  way  of  amusing  and  interesting  the  patients.  They  enjoy  the 
pictures  very  much. 

WATER. 

One  of  the  urgent  needs  of  the  institution  is  more  water.  For  the  hos- 
I)ital  proper  we  have  a  very  good  supply,  but  we  need  more  for  irrigation. 
There  is  an  abundant  supply  in  South  Mill  Creek,  which  supplies  the 
hospital,  if  we  can  conserve  it.  In  order  to  do  this  we  must  impound 
the  water,  or  a  part  of  it,  that  runs  in  the  creek  during  the  winter 
months.  We  have  a  fine  site  for  a  reservoir,  where  we  can  impound 
from  twenty  to  thirty  million  gallons  of  water,  which  will  very  mate- 
rially increase  our  present  supply  of  water.  This  will  require  a  concrete 
dam,  which  we  estimate  will  cost  about  $12,500. 

BUILDING  FOR  FARM  HANDS. 

The  Hospital  Farm  is  about  a  mile  from  the  hospital,  in  a  direct  line, 
but  a  mile  and  a  half  by  the  road.  The  working  corps  of  patients  ought 
to  have,  and  are  entitled  to,  more  comfortable  quarters  than  they  have 
at  the  present  time.  By  putting  up  a  building  at  the  ranch,  these 
2:>atients  could  be  housed  there,  where  they  would  be  on  the  ground 
ready  for  work  Avithout  being  transported  from  the  hospital  each  morn- 
ing and  back  again  at  night  at  a  good  deal  of  inconvenience  and  much 
loss  of  time. 

Most  of  our  best  and  most  reliable  workers  are  a  class  of  chronic 
dementias,  and  they  do  a  large  amount  of  good  work.  These  men  are 
entitled  to  quiet,  comfortable,  and  homelike  quarters.  The  cost  of  this 
building,  for  fifty  patients,  is  estimated  at  $20,000. 

The  plumbing  of  this  hospital  has  been  in  constant  use  for  seventeen 
years,  and  most  of  the  time  it  has  been  subjected  to  a  pressure  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty  pounds  to  the  square  inch.     Some  of  it  needs  new 
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plumbing,  and  most  of  it  needs  repairs.  For  this  purpose  we  need  an 
appropriation  of  $5,000. 

The  conditions  at  this  hospital  are,  in  some  respects,  conducive  to 
good  work.  Our  Steward,  Mr.  F.  C.  Handy,  is  a  man  of  large  business 
experience,  honest,  capable,  and  reliable,  and  to  him  is  intrusted  the 
business  department  of  the  hospital,  under  the  direction  of  the  Super- 
intendent, of  course.  We  know  from  experience  that  this  department 
will  be  properly  handled.  This  relieves  the  Superintendent  of  a  vast 
amount  of  details,  and  gives  him  more  time  to  devote  to  the  interest  of 
the  patients.  When  the  Superintendent  and  Steward  work  in  harmony, 
and  both  work  for  the  best  interest  of  the  hospital,  one  along  business 
lines,  the  other  in  the  interest  of  the  patients,  better  results  can  be 
accomplished  than  could  be  done  where  the  Superintendent  is  obliged  to 
look  after  the  details  of  the  business  department.  Such  conditions 
prevail  at  this  hospital.  Here  each  department  has  a  head,  and  the 
head  of  that  department  is  made  responsible  for  the  work  in  that 
department  and  its  results.  This,  of  course,  requires  frequent  consul- 
tations with  the  Superintendent,  but  it  eliminates  the  minutice  and 
details  of  the  work.  The  head  of  each  department  is  allowed  to  manage 
his  department  in  his  own  way,  so  long  as  the  results  are  satisfactory. 
Such  a  system  of  management  stimulates  independent  thought  and 
action  in  the  head  of  each  department,  increases  their  interest  in  the 
work,  and  places  the  responsibility  of  the  success  or  failure  of  each" 
department  where  it  belongs. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  and  employees  during  the  year 
has  been  excellent.    There  have  been  no  epidemics  or  infectious  diseases. 

The  condition  of  the  wards  is  excellent.  At  no  time  since  the  insti- 
tution was  opened  have  the  patients  been  better  cared  for  or  more  con- 
tented than  at  the  present  time. 

We  have  a  well  trained  corps  of  attendants,  who  are  ladies  and  gen- 
tlemen, loyal  to  the  institution,  patient,  sympathetic,  and  who  treat 
their  wards  with  the  utmost  kindness  and  consideration.  Those  who 
do  not  come  up  to  this  standard  are  not  wanted  and  are  soon  eliminated. 

To  the  medical  staff  and  the  officers  of  the  hospital  I  am  under  obliga- 
tions, as  each  and  all  have  shown  an  interest  in  the  work  and  a  com- 
mendable zeal  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  I  am  under  especial  obligations  for  their 
advice  and  support  in  the  discharge  of  the  responsible  duties  devolving 
upon  me,  and  to  them,  as  well  as  the  officers  and  employees,  belongs  the 
credit  of  whatever  success  the  hospital  may  have  attained.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

'To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers,  Southern  California  State  Hos- 
pital, Patton,  California. 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  past  custom,  I  herewith  present  to 
you  my  report  for  the  sixtieth  fiscal  year.  The  year  just  closed  has 
been  a  rather  eventful  one  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  The  net 
gain  in  the  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  is  remarkable,  being  equal 
to  that  of  any  two  years  of  the  past  decade.  We  have  received  during 
the  year  328  male  and  168  female  patients,  a  total  of  496.  We  have  dis- 
charged as  recovered  131  male  and  49  female  patients,  a  total  of  180. 
We  have  discharged  as  improved  31  males  and  17  females,  a  total  of  48. 
The  percentage  of  recoveries  to  admission  is  36.39 ;  the  percentage  of 
'discharges,  including  both  the  recovered  and  improved,  is  45.8.  There 
have  died  during  the  year  75  male  and  37  female  patients.  The  per- 
centage of  deaths  to  the  number  treated  is  6.95. 

As  a  result  of  the  epidemic  of  diphtheria,  which  was  first  recognized  in 
April,  1908,  we  have  had  sporadic  cases  occurring  throughout  the  year, 
but  at  no  time  has  the  disease  assumed  the  form  of  an  epidemic  and 
there  has  been  no  death  due  to  diphtheria.  Every  suspicious  case  has 
Tseen  promptly  isolated  and  properly  handled.  We  have  had  21  clinical 
cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  past  twelve  months.  The  origin  of  the 
■majority  of  the  cases  we  have  had  to  charge  to  the  presence  of  certain 
carriers  resulting  from  the  epidemic  of  a  year  ago.  At  the  same  time 
we  do  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  it  is  not  unusual  for  us  to  receive 
patients  from  the  various  counties  from  which  we  draw,  where  the 
■cultures  taken  from  the  nose  and  throat  immediately  upon  their  recep- 
tion at  this  hospital,  show  the  individual  to  be  a  carrier  of  diphtheria 
germs,  and  in  our  opinion  these  people  are  in  a  measure  responsible  for 
"the  occasional  appearance  of  the  disease.  All  new  cases  showing  positive 
cultures  have  been  closely  ciuarantined,  and  only  by  a  rigid  quarantine 
of  all  suspicious  cases  coming  to  us  have  we  been  able  to  control  the 
:spread  of  the  disease.  In  the  past  six  months  we  have  had  six  cases, 
four  of  them  occurring  on  the  female  wards  and  two  on  the  male.  No 
two  of  the  cases  occurred  on  the  same  ward,  nor  could  we  trace  a  con- 
nection in  any  of  these  cases.  The  study  of  the  epidemic  has  been  an 
interesting  one,  particularly  that  portion  of  it  connected  with  the  labor- 
.atory  work,  which  has  served  to  demonstrate  that  too  much  reliance 
jnust  not  be  placed  on  the  laboratory  .findings  in  the  diagnosis  of  this 
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disease.  I  refer  particularly  to  the  microscope  findings.  Aside  from 
this  epidemic,  the  general  health  of  the  hospital  has  been  good,  and  the 
death  rate  satisfactorily  low. 

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 
The  legislature  of  1907  made  a  total  appropriation  for  permanent 
improvements  at  this  hospital  to  the  amount  of  $86,000.     Of  the  total 
amount  appropriated  $43,000  has  been  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
following  permanent  improvements : 

1.  Twelve  thousand  dollars  to  build  a  model  sanitary  dairy  barn. 
This  building  is  now  completed  and  occupied,  and  we  can  now  point 
to  our  dairy  with  pride. 

2.  Sixteen  thousand  dollars  was  used  in  the  strengthening  of  the 
roofs  of  certain  buildings  and  the  slating  of  the  same.  These  roofs  were 
at  the  time  of  construction  of  the  buildings  covered  with  metal  roofing, 
and  it  always  has  been  a  source  of  expense  and  annoyance,  owing  to 
the  occurrence  of  numerous  leaks,  which  would  follow  expansion  and 
contraction  of  the  metal.  The  appropriation  fell  short  of  being  suffi- 
cient to  complete  the  work.  The  new  west  wing  and  the  building  known 
as  the  Barracks  will  have  to  be  slated  this  fall. 

3.  Fifteen  thousand  dollars  of  the  appropriation  was  used  in  the 
construction  of  the  first  section  of  the  storm  drain,  as  designed  by  the 
Engineering  Department.  This  drain,  in  a  measure,  protects  the  land 
through  which  it  is  laid,  but  considerable  work  and  expense  will  be 
necessary  to  make  it  thoroughly  efficient. 

4.  Forty-three  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  building 
of  a  receiving  cottage.  We  regret  very  much  to  chronicle  that  no 
actual  construction  work  has  been  done.  In  the  early  part  of  this 
year  we  became  convinced  that  there  was  not  enough  money  in  the 
appropriation  to  construct  and  equip  such  a  building  as  the  Engineer- 
ing Department  had  designed.  In  accordance  with  this  decision  we 
asked  the  legislature  for  an  additional  $15,000.  They  saw  fit  to  grant 
this  appropriation,  and  the  contract  has  now  been  let  for  the  building, 
and  in  the  course  of  the  next  six  months  we  expect  to  have  it  in  use. 

In  addition  to  the  improvements  made  from  money  especially  appro- 
priated, considerable  has  been  done  with  money  drawn  from  our  con- 
tingent fund.  Perhaps  the  largest  and  most  important  item  was  the 
construction  of  the  septic  tank,  designed  and  built  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Engineering  Department,  at  a  cost  of  $7,044.94.  It  is 
estimated  that  this  tank  is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  take  care  of  the 
sewage  of  the  institution  for  all  time  to  come. 

Many  other  necessary  and  important  improvements  were  made,  such 
as  repairing  and  remodeling  the  chapel,  in  the  work  of  which  we  spent 
approximately   $1,750.      The   expenditure   of   this   large   amount   was

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necessary,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  reroofing  of  this  building  late  in 
the  year  exposed  the  interior  of  it  to  the  storms  of  winter  and  completed 
the  destruction  of  the  floor,  which  was  already  in  bad  condition.  The 
entire  work  on  the  chapel  was  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Steward's 
department,  and  completed  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

To  the  kitchen  equipment  we  have  added  a  new  steel  range,  at  a  cost 
of  $900.  The  old  one  had  been  in  use  ever  since  the  institution  was 
opened,  and  it  had  been  repaired  many  times  and  was  in  such  a 
condition  that  it  could  no  longer  be  made  use  of. 

Storm  drains  have  been  built  to  protect  the  buildings  and  grounds 
from  winter  floods,  which  in  the  past  have  caused  considerable  damage ; 
besides  the  improvements  mentioned  much  minor  work,  but  necessary 
to  the  betterment  of  the  institution,  has  been  undertaken  and  satis- 
factorily completed. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  the 
officers  and  employees  throughout  the  year.  They  have  with  almost  no 
exception  given  me  their  loyal  support.  I  take  this  occasion  to  express 
to  the  Board  of  Managers  my  sincere  gratitude  for  the  friendly  advice 
and  substantial  support  which  I  have  received  at  their  hands.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

For  the  period  ending  June  30,   1910. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers,  Southern  California  State  Hos- 
pital, Patton,  California. 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  present  to  you  my  biennial  report  for  the 
period  ending  June  30,  1910. 

We  received  during  this  period  1,002  patients,  of  this  number  496 
were  admitted  during  the  first  half,  and  506  during  the  second  half. 
It  is  worthy  of  note  that  this  is  the  largest  number  received  in  any 
one  year  since  the  institution  opened.  The  net  gain  for  the  biennial 
period  was  281 ;  discharged  as  recovered  in  the  first  twelve  months  180, 
as  improved  48,  as  unimproved  6,  not  insane  1 ;  total  236.  In  the  second 
twelve  mnoths  we  discharged  as  recovered  182,  as  improved  45,  as  unim- 
proved 14,  as  not  insane  2 ;  total  discharged  in  the  last  half  was  243.  The 
total  number  discharged  for  the  full  period  was  479 ;  we  have  had  235 
deaths — of  this  number  112  died  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1909, 
and  123  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910.     The  total  number  of  dis- 
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charges  and  deaths  in  the  two  years  was  71-1,  leaving  a  net  increase 
in  the  population  of  the  hospital  for  the  biennial  period  of  281,  or  an 
average  net  gain  of  .1190  per  j^ear.  For  a  more  detailed  report  as  to  the 
movement  of  patients  j'oii  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  appended 
tables. 

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 

On  the  first  of  July,  1908,  or  the  opening  of  the  biennial  period  just 
closed,  the  normal  capacity  of  the  hospital  was  1,050.  On  the  first  of 
Januarj^  1909,  we  had  in  the  institution  1,139  patients,  or  an  excess 
of  89  above  the  capacity  of  the  hospital;  this  excess  was  taken  care  of 
by  dangerously  crowding  them  together  on  the  wards,  and  by  sleeping 
them  in  the  basements  and  attics  and  in  other  places  where  we  were 
not  properly  equipped  to  handle  insane  patients.  The  last  legislature 
appreciated  our  crowded  condition  and  made  appropriations  which 
they  considered  ample  to  provide  comfortable  quarters  for  these  89 
patients,  and  to  also  take  care  of  the  natural  increase  in  our  popula- 
tion for  the  following  two  years.  The  legislature  made  a  total  appro- 
priation for  permanent  improvements  of  $112,250.  Of  this  amount 
$88,750  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  buildings  to  be 
occupied  by  patients ;  $15,000  of  this  amount  was  in  the  form  of  an 
additional  appropriation,  to  be  used  with  the  $43,000  appropriated  by 
the  legislature  of  1907,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  receiving  and 
hyclrotherapeutic  building  with  a  capacity  of  60  patients.  This  build- 
ing is  completed,  and  has  been  turned  over  to  us  by  the  Engineering 
Department.  In  addition  to  the  above,  out  of  the  appropriation  there 
has  been  constructed  for  us  by  the  State  Engineering  Department  two 
cottages  for  female  patients — the  first  constructed  having  a  capacity  of 
80  beds,  and  is  known  as  cottage  "  F, "  and  cost  $17,000 ;  and  the  second 
w^hich  is  known  as  cottage  "E,"  will  accommodate  73  patients,  and  cost 
$36,469.  This  latter  building  is  much  better,  being  built  of  reinforced 
concrete,  practically  fireproof,  two  stories  in  height,  and  w^as  espe- 
cially designed  and  built  for  the  better  class  of  our  convalescent  female 
patients,  particularly  the  pa}^  patients. 

A  second  story  was  added  to  the  brick  building,  known  as  the  congre- 
gate dining  hall ;  this  second  story  was  di\aded  into  four  dormitories, 
each  having  floor  space  for  20  beds.  This  addition  cost  but  $13,750,  and 
provided  room  for  80  patients ;  the  building  is  occupied  by  male  patients 
who  work  in  the  various  outside  departments.  The  above  mentioned 
buildings  include  all  those  covered  by  the  appropriation  of  $88,750,  and 
were  all  designed  and  constructed  under  the  direction  and  supervision 
of    the    Engineering    Department.      The    buildings    in    the    aggregate 
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provide  room  for  293  patients  and  cost  in  total,  for  construction, 
approximately  $123,750,  or  a  per  capita  cost  of  about  $425. 

Five  thousand  dollars  was  also  appropriated  for  remodeling  and 
reconstructing  the  laundry,  and  to  cover  the  cost  of  additional  machin- 
ery. This  work  has  just  been  completed,  and  cost  approximately 
$2,200.  The  balance  of  the  appropriation  will  be  used  in  the  purchase 
of  much  needed  machinery.  When  the  new  machinery  is  installed  we 
will  have  a  fairly  well  equipped  and  commodious  laundry,  which  is 
something  that  was  much  needed,  as  we  had  entirely  outgrown  the 
plant. 

In  addition  to  these  buildings  we  have  constructed  with  money  drawn 
from  our  contingent  fund  three  cottages,  thereby  completing  the  group 
of  cottages  known  as  the  ^IcGonigle  cottages — two  of  the  three  cottages 
were  built  under  contract,  at  a  cost  of  $6,670,  and  they  provided  room 
for  60  patients ;  the  third  cottage  was  built  by  ourselves,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Steward's  department,  and  serves  as  a  dining-room 
for  the  group.  It  will  seat  very  comfortably  180  patients.  The  build- 
ing cost  approximately  $1,500.  This  figure  does  not  allow  anything 
for  labor,  as  the  work,  as  stated,  was  done  by  our  own  mechanics, 
assisted  by  patients.  The  building  is  in  every  respect  equal  to  if  not 
of  better  construction  than  any  other  building  in  this  group.  The 
group,  taken  as  a  whole,  is  an  extremely  satisfactory  style  of  structure. 
Each  cottage  will  hold  about  30  patients,  and  as  there  are  four  patients' 
cottages,  the  total  number  accommodated  would  be  120;  the  nurses' 
cottage  provides  comfortable  quarters  for  the  necessary  number  of 
nurses  and  attendants  to  take  proper  care  of  the  patients ;  the  dining- 
room  connecting  the  two  outer  cottages  of  the  group  provides  a  light, 
airy,  and  pleasant  place  for  the  patients  to  assemble  at  meal  hours. 
There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  but  that  we  get  better  results  from 
our  care  and  treatment  when  we  group  small  numbers  of  patients 
together.  Another  very  important  point  in  the  construction  of  these 
cottages,  and  one  which  highly  recommends  them  to  my  mind,  is  the 
low  cost  of  construction — the  entire  group  having  cost  approximately 
$200  per  capita. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  any  further  additions  to  the 
institution  that  may  become  necessary  to  accommodate  patients  be  con- 
structed similar  to  the  group  under  consideration. 

Fourteen  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  to  complete  the  system 
of  storm  drains.  This  work  of  protecting  the  land  forming  a  part  of  the 
acreage  belonging  to  the  Southern  California  State  Hospital  was  first 
undertaken  in  1907,  a  special  appropriation  of  $16,000  being  made 
by  the  legislature  of  that  year.  The  work  was  carried  on  under  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  State  Engineering  Department.    The  appro- 
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priation  proved  inadequate  to  finish  the  work,  and  it  became  necessary 
to  ask  for  an  additional  appropriation  of  $14,000.  The  contract  was 
let,  and  work  completed  at  a  cost  of  $14,000. 

Four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  the  sum  appropriated  to 
cover  the  cost  of  constructing  and  furnishing  a  cottage  for  the  first 
assistant  physician.  The  contract  was  let  for  $3,711 ;  there  were  some 
extras,  which  raised  the  cost  of  construction,  leaving  but  $500  for  fur- 
nishings, which  was  not  sufficient,  and  it  was  necessary  to  draw  from 
our  contingent  fund  to  complete  the  furnishings. 

Much  work  of  a  permanent  improvement  nature  has  been  done  about 
the  grounds  and  buildings,  such  as  putting  in  cement  irrigating  ditches, 
culverts,  bridges,  walks,  etc. ;  we  have  completed  the  slating  of  the 
roofs  of  the  main  buildings,  an  improvement  which  was  very  much 
needed.  Our  chapel  and  amusement  hall  has  been  completely  remodeled 
and  the  ventilation  vastly  improved,  and  the  hall  made  attractive  and 
pleasant. 

Our  farms  and  grounds  and  orchards  have  also  participated  in  the 
general  improvement,  and  the  productions  of  the  same  considerably 
increased. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  making  our  recommendations  for  permanent  improvements  our 
first  thought  is  to  provide  sufficient  and  suitable  accommodation  for 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  we  must  expect  to  have  at 
the  end  of  the  next  biennial  period.  Our  second  thought  is  to  provide 
comfortable  quarters  for  the  nurses  and  attendants  who  give  their  time 
and  energy  to  the  care  of  the  insane.  Thirdly,  our  recommendations 
cover  that  class  of  improvements  which  are  necessary  for  the  careful  and 
economical  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  ideas  set  forth  above  I  recommend  that  the  next 
legislature  be  asked  to  make  the  following  appropriations : 

1.  Thirty  thousand  dollars  to  build  and  furnish  a  set  of  cottages, 
similar  to  the  McGonigle  group,  for  female  patients. 

2.  Thirty  thousand  dollars  to  build  and  furnish  a  group  of  cottages, 
similar  to  above,  for  male  patients. 

3.  Twenty -five  thousand  dollars  to.  build  and  furnish  a  cottage  for 
convalescing  male  patients. 

4.  Thirty  thousand  dollars  to  build  and  furnish  a  home  for  nurses. 

5.  Twenty-six  thousand  dollars  to  build  and  equip  a  commissary 
building  for  the  Steward's  department. 

6.  Five  thousand  dollars  to  build  and  furnish  a  cottage  for  an 
assistant  physician. 

7.  Ten  thousand  dollars  to  improve  roads,  build  gutters,  curbs,  and 
walks  about  the  institution  and  grounds.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

For  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1910. 

To  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy,  Sacramento,  California. 

Gentlemen:  Tlie  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Sonoma  State  Home 
begs  to  submit  its  biennial  report  for  the  period  ending  June  30,  1910, 
accompanied  by  the  report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  the 
Treasurer,  which  reports  should  be  considered  as  part  of  this  report, 
and  to  which  it  is  necessary  to  add  but  briefly,  as  these  reports  to  the 
Board  of  Managers,  including  the  statistical  tables,  state  fully  the 
operations  of  the  Home  for  the  two  years. 

You  will  note  by  these  reports  that  notwithstanding  the  unusual  con- 
ditions at  this  Home,  the  regular  work  and  maintenance  have  been  about 
as  usual  and  to  this  Board  satisfactory. 

We  are  now  estimating  on  a  basis  of  1,200  inmates  at  the  end  of  the 
next  biennial  period.  This  number,  at  $10  per  capita,  will  equal 
$288,000,  which  amount  we  are  asking  for  support.  Our  estimate  for 
salaries  is  $200,000  for  the  same  period.

OUR  REASONS. 

Our  estimate  of  1,200  inmates  at  the  end  of  the  next  biennial  period 
is  a  conservative  estimate  based  on  the  number  (176)  admitted  this  last 
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Cottage   for   girls,   Sonoma   State   Home. 
The  construction  of  this  pretty  and  home-like  building  was  made  possible  by  a  donation  from 

Mrs.   Miranda   Lux.

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year.  "We  place  the  per  capita  expense  for  maintenance  at  $10  instead 
of  $9  because  of  the  increased  cost  of  living  expenses.  The  four  cot- 
tages asked  for  are  needed  to  care  for  the  natural  increase  of  our  popu- 
lation, and  because  our  buildings  are  now  full. 

The  dormitories  asked  for  have  been  long  needed,  because  we  are 
not  able  to  house  our  present  help  and  to  provide  for  housing  the 
increased  number  of  attendants  that  our  growth  will  demand. 

Our  commissary  is  now  in  inadequate  quarters  in  a  damp  basement, 
and  a  new,  ample,  and  healthful  building  is  a  necessity.  Our  institu- 
tion has  far  outgrown  our  assembly  hall  until  it  is  impossible  to  gather 
more  than  one  third  of  our  inmates  at  one  time.  And  the  present 
assembly  hall  is  needed  as  a  dining-room  for  Judah  and  Stoneman  halls. 
"We  have  no  schoolrooms,  except  in  the  noisy  barracks,  and  these  are 
not  adapted  to  our  needs,  hence  our  request  for  a  building  for  school- 
rooms and  assembly  hall. 

Our  grounds,  beautifully  located,  have  never  been  improved  for  lack 
of  funds,  and  compared  with  the  grounds  of  other  state  institutions  are 
shabby;  our  farm  is  in  need  of  roads,  fences,  etc.,  hence  our  request 
for  an  appropriation  to  improve  our  farm  and  to  park  and  beautify 
our  grounds. 

"We  have  at  present  no  vault  in  which  to  keep  the  valuable  papers 
of  the  institution,  hence  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose  is  a  necessity. 

Our  present  sewerage  system  is  imperfect,  inadequate,  and  out  of  date, 
menacing  the  health  of  the  whole  institution.  "We  must  build  a  septic 
tank  and  remodel  our  whole  system — the  appropriation  asked  is  a 
necessity. 

"We  are  still  short  of  a  sufficient  water  supply  for  domestic  and  irri- 
gating purposes.  We  are  often  out  of  water,  our  inmates  going  without 
baths,  and  our  lawns  dried  up ;  we  must  have  more  water,  hence  our 
request  for  an  appropriation. 

The  three  floors  of  the  main  building  and  the  manse  must  be  entirely 
refloored;  this  has  been  needed  for  years;  the  appropriation  asked  for 
is  based  upon  actual  measurements ;  it  is  a  great  task,  a  great  necessity, 
and  will  cost  a  large  sum,  but  we  can  not  go  longer  without  this 
improvement. 

The  main  features  of  our  report  are  based  upon  figures  furnished 
by  the  Superintendent  in  his  biennial  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

For  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1910. 

To  the  Hotwrable  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Sonoma  State  Home. 

Gentlemen:  I  lie;:'ewith  submit  my  biennial  report  covering  the  two 
fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1910. 

The  legislature  of  1909  changed  the  name  of  this  institution  from  the 
California  Home  for  the  Care  and  Training  of  Feeble-minded  Children 
to  that  of  Sonoma  State  Home.  The  following  special  appropriations 
were  also  granted: 

For  the  erection  and  construction  of  a  building  as  an  addition  to  the 
present  kitchen  to  be  used  for  the  accommodation  of  a  cold  storage  and 
ice  plant;  for  the  purchase  and  installation  in  said  building  of  a  cold 
storage  and  ice  plant;  for  repairs  to  the  present  kitchen;  and  for  the 
purchase  and  installation  in  said  kitchen  of  necessary  kitchen  ranges 
and  cooking  utensils  the  sum  of  $15,000. 

For  fencing  the  sum  of  $2,000. 

For  the  completion  of  manor  house  the  sum  of  $5,000. 

For  developing  the  water  supply  the  sum  of  $5,000. 

To  enlarge  and  repair  hospital  the  sum  of  $7,500. 

For  furnishing  the  manor  house  the  sum  of  $2,500. 

To  erect  gymnasium  for  boys  the  sum  of  $10,000. 

For  enlarging  the  power  house  and  for  the  purchase  and  installation 
therein  of  two  steam  boilers  and  necessary  tools  and  machinery  the 
sum  of  $15,000. 

For  the  purchase  and  installation  of  laundry  machinery  the  sum  of 
$5,000. 

For  the  purchase  of  fire  apparatus  the  sum  of  $367.67,  this  amount 
being  the  unexpended  balance  of  money  heretofore  appropriated  to  pay 
certain  claims  against  the  Home. 

In  accordance  wdth  the  foregoing  appropriations,  we  have  been 
enabled  to  construct  a  refrigerating  building  and  in  the  near  future 
expect  to  install  in  said  building  a  cold  storage  and  ice  plant;  also,  we 
have  repaired  our  kitchen  and  installed  the  necessary  ranges  and 
cooking  utensils,  thus  making  it  an  up-to-date  institutional  kitchen. 

We  have  erected  a  substantial  wire  fence  around  the  greater  part  of 
the  Home  property. 

"We  have  completed  a  fine  manor  house,  which  is  set  apart  for  the 
meetings  and  sleeping  accommodations,  etc.,  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
also  for  certain  employees  of  the  Home. 

We  endeavored  to  increase  our  much  needed  water  supply  by  sink- 
ing a  well,  but  it  proved  a  failure ;  however,  we  are  constructing  a  dam 
and  intend  to  convert  the  old  vegetable  garden  into  an  immense  open 
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reservoir  that  will  hold  thirty-three  and  a  half  million  gallons  of  water, 
to  be  conserved  during  the  winter  seasons  and  to  be  used  for  irrigation, 
engine  room,  and  laundry  purposes. 

We  have  built  a  new  frame  hospital  building  at  the  back  of  our  old 
brick  hospital  and  intend  to  unite  the  two  buildings  by  a  long  platform. 
The  new  building  will  contain  14  to  16  beds,  besides  having  two  sun 
corridors ;  one  for  boys  and  one  for  girls. 

We  have  erected  a  fine  commodious  brick  gymnasium  building  for 
boys,  which  will  be  used  in  winter  as  a  playroom  instead  of  the  damp 
basement  as  formerly.  It  will  also  be  used  at  times  as  a  gymnasium 
proper. 

We  have  erected  a  large  brick  power  house,  and  installed  therein 
two  steam  boilers. 

We  have  installed  a  new  up-to-date  mangle,  automatic  dryer,  and 
other  necessary  machinery  in  our  laundry. 

Last,  but  not  least,  we  have  completed  and  furnished  a  fine  reinforced 
brick  administration  building,  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  which 
was  noted  in  my  last  biennial  report. 

ORCHARDS,  VINEYARDS,  ETC. 

We  have  planted  41  acres  of  new  orchard,  consisting  of  675  apple 

trees,  175  apricot,  115  cherry,  250  pear,  75  plum,  810  prune,  and  575 

peach,  and  of  grapevines  1,147  vines.     We  have  50  acres  of  bearing 

orchard  and  16  acres  of  vineyard.    The  following  is  the  report  of  our 

fruit  harvest  for  1909  :

We  raise  all  our  own  vegetables  for  the  use  of  the  Home  except 
potatoes,  which  we  have  to  purchase. 

Our  chicken  ranch  supplies  the  institution  with  eggs.  The  number 
produced  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1909,  was  5,545  dozen,  and  that 
produced  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  amounted  to  6,356  dozen. 

POPULATION. 
As  shown  by  our  statistical  report,  the  number  of  inmates  remaining 
June  30,  1908,  was  729.  We  admitted  113  patients  (including  12 
returned  escapes)  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1909,  and  176 
(including  5  returned  escapes)  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910. 
The  number  died,  discharged,  etc.,  for  the  two  years  was  135.     Of  the 
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whole  number  of  new  patients  admitted  during  this  period  there  were 
150  males  and  122  females.  The  number  of  inmates  remaining  June  30, 
1910,  is  883. 

OUTINGS  AND  ENTERTAINMENTS. 
■  For  the  past  few  years  we  have  been  in  the  habit  of  sending  our  boys 
and  girls  in  increasing  numbers  by  special  train  to  the  circus,  either, 
at  Napa  or  Santa  Rosa;  also  have  sent  a  few  in  squads  to  Oakland  or 
San  Francisco.  The  expense  of  these  trips  has  been  met  by  our  ever- 
available  Christmas  fund.  This  fund  is  provided  for  by  contributions 
received  at  "Christmas  time"  from  friends  of  the  Home.  We  also 
have,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  benefit  of  the  inmates,  moving  picture 
entertainments,  which  are  much  enjoyed. 

During  my  visit  East  the  early  part  of  this  summer  I  found  that 
our  institution,  as  compared  with  Eastern  ones,  was  sadly  deficient  in 
the  number  of  teachers.  Also,  that  our  grounds  were  not  beautiful 
as  compared  with  theirs.  The  number  of  teachers  in  Eastern  institu- 
tions ranges  from  ten  to  twenty.  We  have  only  four  at  present,  but 
should  have  more  to  carry  on  the  work  successfully. 

The  feeble-minded  have  been  too  often  confounded  with  the  insane,- 
and  therefore,  unfortunately,  our  institution  has  been  made  a  receptacle 
for  many  of  the  latter,  who  never  should  have  been  placed  here. 
Greater  care  and  judgment  should  be  exercised  before  committing  to 
this  Home,  as  we  have  no  proper  provision  for  confinement,  seclusion, 
or  restraint. 

LEGISLATIVE  WANTS. 

Our  appropriation  for  support  for  the  last  biennial  period  was 
$176,000  and  for  salaries  $155,000.  The  former  amount  represented 
an  average  of  815  inmates  at  $9  per  capita.  These  amounts  were  con- 
sidered by  the  legislature  sufficient  for  the  complete  biennial  period 
with  an  estimated  population  of  900  at  the  end  of  that  time.  At  the 
close  of  this  first  fiscal  year  we  have  reached  the  number  of  883,  and 
nine  months  before  the  end  of  the  biennial  period  we  will  have  attained 
to  the  full  number  of  900. 

We  are  now  estimating  on  a  basis  of  1,200  inmates  at  the  end  of  the 
next  biennial  period.

REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Library  Trustees  of  the  California  State 
Library: 
Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  covering  the 
transactions  of  the  State  Librarj^  for  the  sixtieth  and  sixty-first  fiscal 
years,  ending  June  30,  1910. 

FINANCES.

A  detailed  financial  statement  is  appended  (Appendices  A  and  B), 
showing  debits  and  credits  for  each  fiscal  year;  also  total  expenditures 
for  the  biennial  period  (Appendix  C). 

On  February  20,  1909,  the  act  of  the  legislature  increasing  the 
monthly  fund  of  the  State  Library  from  $3,500  to  $5,000  was  approved. 


During  the  past  two  years  we  have  had  several  changes  in  the  staff ; 
but  in  the  following  list  I  have  thought  best  to  include  the  names  of  all 
persons  who  have  been  employed  by  the  Library  during  this  biennial 
period.  For  purposes  of  comparison  we  have  often  looked  in  library 
reports  for  schedules  of  salaries,  but  very  seldom  have  we  found  them. 
I  believe  it-  would  materially  benefit  library  workers  if  salary  lists  were 
given  more  freely.  In  this  report  salaries  are  given  and  increases  are 
also  shown. 
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BOOKS. 

A  tabulated  statement  of  the  number  of  books  in  the  Library  June 
30.  1910.  and  the  number  added  during  the  past  two  years  will  be  found 
under  Appendix  D.  The  expenses  incident  to  moving  back  into  our 
remodeled  quarters  in  the  Capitol  and  furnishing  them  ran  over  into 
the  period  covered  by  this  report.  Consequently  our  funds  were  so 
depleted  for  a  greater  part  of  the  time  that  we  were  unable  to  average 
the  monthly  total  of  $1,000  which  we  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  spend  for 
books,  beginning  with  the  increase  in  the  Library  Fund,  February,  1909. 

LAW     DEPARTMENT. 

The  service  of  the  Law  Department  has  greatly  increased  as  we  have 
made  our  resources  known  to  the  lawyers  of  the  State,  through  circu- 
lars and  personal  contact.  Books  are  going  out  more  widely  and  more 
freely  than  heretofore.  The  bound  volumes  of  Supreme  and  Appellate 
court  records  continue  to  be  in  constant  demand.  In  order  to  facilitate 
t_he  use  of  these  records  a  comprehensive  index  of  the  collection  is  being 
made.  Upon  completion  it  should  be  published  and  distributed  to  the 
judges  and  attorneys  of  the  State,  in  whose  hands  it  would  dispense 
with  much  correspondence  and  delay  now  necessary  in  order  to  find  out 
if  we  possess  the  records  wanted.  As  the  bound  volumes  of  the  records 
now  number  more  than  4,000,  this  index  will  be  a  Ijook  of  not  fewer 
than  600  pages ;  and  the  cost  of  publishing  it  for  free  distribution  could 
not  well  be  met  from  our  already  overtaxed  maintenance  fund. 

LEGISLATIVE     AND     MUNICIPAL     REFERENCE     DEPARTMENT. 

The  Avork  of  this  department  received  much  commendation,  especially 
during  the  1909  session  of  the  legislature,  when  information  on  many 
subjects  was  furnished  more  members  than  during  the  previous  session. 

The  development  of  the  department  was  interrupted  through  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Bruncken  resigned  in  October,  1909,  and  that  ]\Ir.  Campbell 
did  not  arrive  until  June  1,  1910.  The  addition  of  an  assistant  trained 
to  the  work  will  enable  us  to  gather  a  larger  mass  of  material  and  to 
be  of  service  to  a  larger  number  of  persons.  Special  emphasis  will  be 
laid  on  work  with  municipalities,  debating  clubs  and  individuals  desir- 
ing information  on  current,  social  and  economic  questions ;  as  well  as 
to  continue  our  legislative  reference  service. 

This  department,  which  until  June  1,  1910,  has  been  called  the  Socio- 
logical Department,  will  henceforth  be  known  hy  the  title  given  at  the 
head  of  this  section  of  this  report. 

REFERENCE      DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  this  department  is.  to  a  large  extent,  carried  on  by  cor- 
respondence ;  in  many  cases  books  themselves  are  not  shipped  to  the 
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person  desiring  information, .  but  an  extract  of  the  matter  wanted  is 
made.  The  character  of  the  information  requested  is  such  that  satis- 
factory answers  are  often  not  obtainable  in  the  smaller  local  libraries; 
and  subjects  which  at  first  sight  often  appear  simple  enough  now  and 
then  require  very  diligent  research,  extending  through  three  or  four 
days.  At  the  present  time  there  is  one  great  drawback  to  a  largely 
increased  use  of  our  books  by  out-of-town  borrowers;  and  that  is  the 
almost  prohibitive  cost  of  shipping  books  by  either  express  or  mail.  A 
more  reasonable  rate  would  enable  those  living  at  a  distance  to  borrow 
the  books  which  they  really  need.  Nevertheless  there  has  been  a  con- 
stantly growing  demand  for  books  and  study  collections  from  public 
libraries,  high  schools,  clubs,  granges,  and  individuals.  The  extension 
of  the  county  library  system  will  result  in  placing  the  collections  of  the 
State  Library  more  readily  at  the  command  of  the  people  of  the  State. 
Recently  the  Reference  Department  has  done  much  in  gathering  infor- 
mation not  obtainable  in  printed  form ;  as,  for  example,  the  very 
thorough  summary  of  the  subject  of  library  instruction  in  normal 
schools  of  the  United  States,  which  was  presented  at  the  1910  session  of 
the  California  Library  Association.  We  consider  such  work  of  high 
importance  and  will  in  the  future  lay  greater  emphasis  on  this  phase 
of  reference  activity. 

CATALOG      DEPARTMENT. 

The  lines  of  work  indicated  in  previous  reports  have  been  continued. 
The  cataloging  of  the  current  accessions  has  taken  a  greater  propor- 
tion of  time  than  hitherto,  as  the  number  of  books  bought  has  been  so 
much  larger.  Following  the  work  in  the  Law  Department,  the  books 
on  history  and  travel  in  Asia,  Africa,  and  South  America  were  com- 
pletely recataloged,  as  well  as  the  collection  of  books  in  what  is  known 
as  the  ' '  art  room. ' '  The  books  on  American  history  and  travel,  general 
and  local,  are  now  in  process  of  recataloging  and  will  soon  be  finished. 
The  work  of  this  section  has  shown  that  the  Libraiy  is  surprisingly 
rich  in  early  American  travel  and  local  history. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  again  been  hampered  by  the  resig- 
nation of  several  assistants,  nearly  all  of  whom  left  for  better  positions 
elsewhere. 

Book  numbers  are  now  being  gilded  on  the  backs  of  the  books,  instead 
of  being  written  on  white  labels  and  shellaced  over ;  the  number  in  gold 
does  not  disfigure  the  volume  and  will  last  as  long  as  the  book  itself. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  38,909  cards,  representing 
23,304  volumes.  Avere  added  to  the  catalog. 
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CALIFORNIA      DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  gathering  information  about  California  artists,  authors, 
musicians,  pioneers,  and  early  settlers  has  been  carried  on  with  much 
success.    Many  of  the  persons  who  return  the  cards  with  the  informa- 
tion requested  send  us  photographs,  reproductions,  and  autographed 
copies  of  books  and  compositions.    At  the  present  time  we  have  on  file : 
184  artist  cards. 
856  author  cards. 
90  musician  cards. 
1,119  pioneer  and  early  settler  cards. 
Recently  we  have  been  able  to  secure  many  photographic  reproduc- 
tions of  the  works  of  California  artists. 

Much  of  the  time  of  one  assistant  is  spent  in  newspaper  indexing. 
The  period  covered  by  this  card  index  to  the  newspapers,  which  con- 
tinues to  prove  of  exceeding  great  value  and  use,  is  1846-1889  and 
1902-1905 ;  with  a  total  of  about  150,000  cards. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  34,440  items  copied  on  cards 
from  the  newspaper  index  compiled  by  Winfield  J.  Davis. 

DOCUMENTS     DEPARTMENT. 

The  Documents  Department  was  organized  in  April,  1909,  for  the 
purpose  of  caring  for  our  large  and  growing  collection  of  state  and 
national  official  publications,  and  of  distributing  the  California  state 
documents  which  a  law  passed  during  the  1909  session  of  the  legislature 
gave  into  the  hands  of  the  State  Librarian.  The  department  acknowl- 
edges and  enters  on  a  check  list  all  United  States,  state  and  foreign  pub- 
lications received  by  the  Library.  Besides  current  California  publica- 
tions, which  are  distributed  to  the  libraries  in  America  and  abroad,  we 
have  a  stock  of  older  state  documents  which  are  available  for  exchange 
purposes.  The  Weinstock  "Report  on  Strikes  and  Lockouts,"  consist- 
ing of  1,230  copies,  was  distributed  by  the  department.  Ordinarily, 
however,  the  number  of  copies  of  any  publication  received  from  the 
State  Printer  does  not  exceed  50  copies. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  March  20,  1909  (Stat- 
utes, 1909,  page  538),  seventy-five  per  cent  of  all  reports  and  other  pub- 
lications of  state  officers,  commissions,  and  departments  were  to  be 
delivered  by  the  State  Printer  to  the  State  Librarian  for  distrilnition. 
No  provision  was  made  in  this  law,  however,  for  meeting  the  expense 
of  such  distribution ;  consequently  the  law  has  remained  inoperative. 
The  50  copies  now  received  by  the  Library  are  used  as  exchanges  and 
are  given  to  the  libraries  of  the  State.  The  need  of  a  thorough  reorgani- 
zation of  the  whole  system  of  state  publications  and  their  distribution 
is  apparent.     The  Library  is  willing,  under  proper  conditions  and  sup- 
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port,  to  undertake  the  work;  because  it  is  evident  in  so  doing  that  the 
State  could  be  saved  money,  and  especially  that  by  some  adequate  plan 
of  distribution  more  satisfactory  exchange  relations  with  other  states 
and  nations  could  be  established. 

EXTENSION      DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  was  established  in  1903  and  began  work  in  Decem- 
ber of  that  year  by  sending  out  traveling  libraries.  These  libraries, 
sent  from  one  center,  in  a  state  the  size  of  California,  could  not  possibly 
solve  the  problem  of  furnishing  adequate  library  facilities  to  the  resi- 
dents outside  of  cities.  They  are  sent  and  will  continue  to  be  sent  until 
the  people  can  have  something  better.  The  free  public  library  in  the 
smaller  towns  is  also  not  a  success.  Its  income  must  of  necessity  be 
too  small.  So  the  main  effort  of  the  Extension  Department  is  directed 
toward  becoming  fully  informed  about  library  conditions  in  California 
and  elseM^here,  and  trying  to  assist  in  the  development  of  a  successful 
and  economical  library  system  for  California. 

The  study  club  work  has  been  transferred  to  the  Reference  Depart- 
ment, that  being  the  logical  headquarters  of  such  activities. 

Traveling  Libraries  Division. 

There  are  now  478  communities  in  California*  that  have  formed 
library  associations  and  have  the  privilege  of  borrowing  State  traveling 
libraries.  This  is  an  increase  of  77  over  two  years  ago.  During  the  last 
two  years  1,325  libraries  have  been  sent  out  and  1,327  returned.  For 
the  libraries  returned,  the  records  show  37,288  borrowers  and  a  circula- 
tion of  113,871,  divided  as  follows:  70,711  fiction;  29,068  juvenile; 
14,032  miscellaneous.  Only  ten  new  libraries  have  been  made  up,  the 
total  now  being  284  (14,200  vols.).  The  earlier  sets  are  still  as  fre- 
quently requested  as  the  later  ones,  and  the  demand  for  traveling  libra- 
ries from  new  communities  without  libraries  facilities,  does  not  more 
than  counterbalance  the  falling  off  from  counties  that  are  starting  the 
county  free  library  and  no  longer  need  the  use  of  the  State  traveling 
libraries.  So,  as  during  the  last  four  years,  the  new  books  bought 
for  the  traveling  libraries  will  doubtless  be  almost  entirely  to  replace 
worn-out  copies. 

Public  Libraries  Division. 

The  work  of  this  division  for  the  last  two  years  has  been  the  working 
out  of  the  county  free  library  plan.  The  time  of  the  two  library  organ- 
izers has  been  spent  in  organizing  county  libraries  under  section  12  of 
the  county  library  act  passed  by  the  legislature  of  1909.     The  county 

*Of  these  478,  there  are  65  that  are  not  borrowing  at  the  present  time  because  a 
public  library  has  been  established  in  the  community,  the  local  library  no  longer  needs 
the  help  or  the  community  now  has  a  deposit  in  a  county  system.  This  number  will 
grow  rapidly  as  the  counties  start  the  county  free  libraries. 
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library  for  Sacramento  County  was  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  but

Assistance  is  also  given  libraries  and  librarians  through  correspond- 
ence and  through  the  loaning  of  anything  they  need  from  the  collection 
which  the  division  is  rapidly  building  up  on  all  sitbjects  of  library 
economy. 

One  of  the  hindrances  to  a  freer  use  of  the  State  Library  by  persons 
living  at  a  distance  from  Sacramento  has  been  the  heavy  expense  of 
transportation  which  the  borrower  has  had  to  bear.  The  library  is  now 
paying  express  charges  both  ways  on  the  traveling  library  sets;  as  the 
county  systems  are  established  Ave  will  be  relieved  of  this  expense.  The 
State  Library  proposes  to  pay  all  express  charges  on  its  loans  to  the 
various  county  systems;  a  plan  which  will  result  eventually  in  giving 
every  citizen  of  the  State  access,  without  cost,  to  the  splendid  collections 
of  books  which  we  have. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Division. 

The  Books  for  the  Blind  Division  is  endeavoring  to  furnish  reading 
matter  to  all  the  ])lind  people  of  the  State,  as  well  as  to  those  who  are 
partialh-  blind,  or  who  have  weak  eyes.  To  this  end  books  and  maga- 
zines in  five  different  types  are  loaned  to  those  who  can  already  read, 
and  alphabet  sheets  and  instruction  books  to  those  who  can  not  read,  but 
wish  to  learn.  During  the  last  two  years  a  few  books  and  magazines  in 
European  Braille  have  been  added  to  the  library,  and  have  created  much 
interest.  Books,  that  are  requested  in  any  type,  are  purchased  as  soon 
as  possible.  The  division  is  making  a  collection  of  writing  appliances 
and  games.  The  collection  of  games  includes  playing  cards  in  American 
Braille.  New  York  point  and  j\Ioon,  checkers  with  indented  squares, 
dominoes  with  raised  pips,  authors  in  American  Braille,  and  a  cut-up 
puzzle.  The  writing  appliances  and  games  are  loaned  as  samples,  so 
that  the  blind  can  try  the  different  styles  of  appliances  and  games 
before  buying  them,  and  both  are  in  constant  demand. 

There  are  now  1.330  accessions,  an  increase  of  555  in  the  last  two 
years.  The  types  represented  are  New  York  point,  American  Braille, 
European  Braille,  Moon  and  Boston  line  letter.  Music  is  in  three  of 
these  types.  New  York  point.  American  Braille,  and  Moon.  The  total 
l)orrowers  are  366,  a  gain  of  79  in  the  last  two  years,  and  7.522  loans 
were  made  from  July  1,  1908,  to  June  30,  1910;  1,498  more  loans  than 
were  made  in  the  previous  two  years. 
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NEWS    NOTES    OF    CALIFORNIA    LIBRARIES. 

Our  quarterly  publication,  "News  Notes  of  California  Libraries," 
we  believe,  is  filling  a  place  in  the  library  work  of  this  State  especially, 
and  in  that  of  the  nation  generally,  in  an  altogether  gratifying  manner. 
It  is  certainly  doing  an  admirable  service  to  each  progressive  librarj^ 
of  California  by  showing  just  what  every  library  of  the  State  is  accom- 
plishing. Besides  a  list  of  libraries  with  notes  and  statistics  each  num- 
ber generally  contains  information  on  some  larger  subject  of  library 
activity,  notes  on  the  State  Library,  together  with  a  list  of  our  acces- 
sions for  the  preceding  quarter  and  reports  for  the  work  of  California 
Library  Association.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  publica- 
tion is  highly  approved  of  by  the  best  librarians  of  the  United  States ; 
and  naturally  we  are  proud  of  its  record. 

BRANCHES    OF    THE    STATE    LIBRARY. 

During  the  1909  session  of  the  legislature  the  law  governing  the  State 
Library  was  so  amended  as  to  permit  the  establishment  of  branches  or 
deposit  stations  in  various  parts  of  the  State.  The  authorities  of  the 
library  are  perfectly  willing  to  do  anything  which  will  make  the  use 
of  its  collections  easier ;  and  tried  to  arrange  for  quarters  for  a  branch 
in  the  Ferry  Building  at  San  Francisco.  They  also  thought  it  desirable 
to  establish  another  branch  at  Los  Angeles.  In  the  first  case,  the  Ferry 
Building  is  already  crowded  and  no  space  is  available;  but  it  is  hoped 
that  future  enlargements  of  the  building  may  provide  quarters,  at  this 
point,  so  easily  accessible  to  Berkeley,  Alameda,  Oakland,  San  Fran- 
cisco, Palo  Alto,  etc.  In  the  second  case,  the  library  fund  is  far  too 
small  to  find  anything  at  all  with  which  to  rent  suitable  quarters  in  Los 
Angeles;  so  both  these  projects  are  in  abeyance. 

One  request  for  a  deposit  station  was  received  from  the  State  LTniver- 
sity  at  Berkeley.  No  definite  list  of  books  was  given.  When  it  was 
explained  that  the  colleges  of  the  State  are  permitted  to  borrow  such 
books  as  they  may  need  to  supplement  their  own  collections  and  to  keep 
them  any  length  of  time  within  reason;  and  that  the  State  University 
had  in  times  past  frequently  availed  itself  of  this  privilege  the  request 
for, a  lot  of  books,  which  in  the  end  might  not  prove  to  be  at  all  the  ones 
needed,  was  not  renewed.  The  library  stands  ready  at  all  times  to  serve 
the  student  with  books  in  such  numbers  and  on  such  terms  as  will  bring 
best  results.  The  establishment  of  deposit  stations  and  branches  in 
various  parts  of  the  State  would  no  doubt  enable  the  State  Library  to 
better  its  service ;  but  in  order  to  make  a  success  of  such  an  undertak- 
ing a  very  material  addition  to  the  library  fund  is  necessary. 
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OUR     QUARTERS. 


'  We  have  now  been  in  our  remodeled  quarters  in  the  Capitol  long 
enough  to  learn  their  short  comings.  In  the  first  place  it  is  exceedingly 
inconvenient  and  expensive  to  administer  a  library  whose  books  are  scat- 
tered, as  ours  are,  from  basement  to  fourth  floor,  on  which  again  they 
are  spread  out  the  whole  length  of  the  building.  Under  the  best 
arrangement  of  classes  of  books  possible  members  of  the  staff  are  com- 
pelled many  times  a  day  to  climb  several  flights  of  very  steep,  circular 
stairways  and  to  travel  many  hundreds  of  feet  of  floor  space.  The  eifect 
upon  the  women  members,  especially,  is  bad ;  and  much  energy  is  need- 
lessly used  up  which  should  be  devoted  to  the  legitimate  work  of  the 
library. 

Again,  the  fourth  floor  on  which  about  half  of  our  people  work  is  an 
unusually  uncomfortable  place ;  not  only  for  members  of  the  staff,  but 
also  for  the  users  of  the  general  and  California  collections.  The  ceiling 
on  that  floor  is  only  10  feet  8  inches  and  the  air  space  above  is  insuffi- 
cient to  be  of  much  protection  from  the  heat  of  the  sun.  As  a  result 
our  people  suffer  during  the  summer  months;  and  users  of  the  library 
are  few.  During  the  winter  the  fourth  floor  is  decidedly  uncomfortable 
on  account  of  the  cold.  ^Makeshifts  in  the  way  of  gas  stoves  only  adcl 
to  the  discomfort  by  befouling  the  air.  As  it  is  not  possible  with  the 
space  at  our  command  to  have  reading  and  workrooms  any  place  except 
on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  building,  comfort  of  readers  is  interferred 
with,  and  efficiency  of  our  workers  is  prevented  in  attaining  its  highest 
level,  both  in  summer  and  in  winter. 

The  ciuarters  of  the  Law  Department,  especially,  have  become  very 
much  crowded,  necessitating  undue  squeezing  of  books  upon  the  shelves, 
interfering  with  their  freest  use  and  taking  up  much  time  of  an  assist- 
ant in  shifting  sets  to  make  a  little  more  room  for  growth.  We  can  not 
long  continue  in  this  room  withoiit  adding  cases,  which  will  encroach 
upon  the  already  limited  space  for  tables  which  we  now  have. 

The  room  given  over  to  the  legislative  reference  work  is  too  small; 
and  its  single  window  gives  insufficient  light  and  ventilation.  During 
cloudy  weather  it  is  necessary  to  work  here  by  artiflcial  light ;  as  it  also 
is  in  the  Law  Department. 

The  state  and  national  documents  collections,  numbering  several 
thousand  volumes,  are  now  on  the  shelves  in  the  basement  of  the 
Capitol.  In  order  to  get  all  of  these  books  in  the  space  at  our  command 
it  was  necessary  to  stack  the  rooms  very  close  and  high.  Artificial  light 
must  be  used  at  all  times.  These  quarters  are  so  dark  and  damp  that 
books  near  the  floor  are  subject  to  mildew. 

One  of  the  greatest  inconveniences  connected  with  the  present  library 
quarters  is  the  lack  of  a  library  elevator.    Only  during  the  session  of  the 
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legislature  are  the  two  elevators  in  the  building  both  running;  ordi- 
narily the  one  at  the  end  of  the  Capitol  away  from  the  main  entrance  to 
the  library  on  the  fourth  floor  is  being  operated.  Consequently,  in 
order  to  get  to  the  reading  room  a  person  must  traverse  the  length  of 
the  building  twice.  Such  elevator  service  makes  it  tedious  for  readers 
to  get  into  the  library  and  makes  the  passage  of  the  members  of  the 
staff  from  one  floor  of  the  library  to  another  very  slow,  if  the  elevator 
is  used.  On  Sundays  there  is  no  elevator  service,  and  those  who  want 
to  use  the  library  from  10  a.  m.  to  3  p.  m.  are  compelled  to  climb  four 
stories  to  do  so. 

The  demand  for  space  in  the  capitol  from  the  other  state  officers  is 
such  that  the  library  quarters  could  immediately  be  put  to  good  use, 
were  a  library  building  constructed. 

A    LIBRARY    BUILDING. 

The  time  has  come  when  California  might  well  consider  following  the 
example  of  several  other  states  in  the  matter  of  providing  a  building 
for  the  State  Library.  In  1903  Idaho  appropriated  $15,000  to  erect  a 
building  for  the  state  library  and  supreme  court.  In  1905  Nevada 
appropriated  $40,000  for  a  like  purpose.  In  1907  Connecticut  appro- 
priated $1,500,000  for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  state  library, 
a  memorial  hall  and  the  supreme  court.  In  1906  New  York  provided 
for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  Education  Department,  includ- 
ing the  state  library  and  the  state  museum  of  national  historj'^,  at  a 
cost  of  not  more  than  $3,500,000,  excluding  cost  of  site. 

California  naturally  would  not  be  satisfied  or  served  with  a  building 
for  state  library  and  supreme  court  costing  so  little  as  the  sums  appro- 
priated by  the  first  two  states  named  above ;  nor  would  it  be  necessary 
for  her  to  spend  a  sum  equal  to  that  appropriated  hy  the  latter.  The 
main  thing  is  that  something  be  done ;  for  at  the  best  a  number  of  years 
would  pass  before  a  building  could  be  made  ready  for  occupancy,  and 
meanwhile  the  hindrances  to  the  most  effective  work  in  our  present 
quarters  are  not  groMdng  fewer,  as  our  collections  increase  and  lines  of 
work  now  in  hand  are  further  advanced. 

OUR    FUND. 

The  increase  in  our  monthly  fund  from  $3,500  to  $5,000  has  enabled 
us  to  do  many  things  which  hitherto  were  out  of  the  question.  The  staff 
of  the  library  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  about  ten  persons, 
enabling  us  to  do  very  much  more  in  the  work  of  cataloging  current 
accessions  and  of  recataloging  the  older  parts  of  the  library,  to  keep 
an  assistant  on  the  work  of  indexing  old  files  of  newspapers,  to  create 
a  new  department  for  the  care  of  state  and  national  documents,  to 
add   an   assistant   in   the   Legislative   Reference   Department,   to   buy 
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more  books,  and,  in  short,  to  do  the  work  of  the  library  in  a  manner 
more  nearly  satisfactory  than  ever  before.  Still  we  find  that  our  pres- 
ent income  is  not  sufficient.  "We  believe  it  desirable  to  purchase  at  least 
$1,000  worth  of  books  per  month;  during  the  past  fiscal  year  we  were 
able  to  find  less  than  $9,000  for  this  purpose.  And  while  our  stafi:"  has 
increased  in  size  since  the  last  biennial  report,  it  is  still  not  large  enough 
to  do  the  work  which  it  is  desirable  should  be  done.  This  lack  of  funds 
can  not  be  attributed  to  the  large  salaries  paid  our  people :  for  the  most 
cursory  comparison  of  our  salary  roll  with  that  of  any  other  depart- 
ment in  the  capitol  will  prove  that  we  are  paying  our  workers — not 
excluding  the  State  Librarian,  who.  of  course,  is  not  paid  out  of  the 
library  fund — from  25  to  50  per  cent  less,  position  for  position. 

Consequently,  if  the  State  Library  is  to  maintain  its  position  among 
the  libraries  of  the  nation,  if  it  is  to  be  enabled  to  develop  the  work 
already  so  well  begun  with  the  counties,  if  it  is  to  serve  the  people  of 
the  State  well  and  profitably,  further  increase  in  our  funds  is  urgently 
needed. 


The  table  giving  information  concerning  libraries  of  California,  which  hitherto  lias 
been  made  an  appendix  to  the  library  report,  is  omitted.  The  information  contained 
therein  is  kept  on  file  in  tlie  State  Library  and  is  at  all  time«  accessible  to  tliose  inter- 
ested. Furthermore,  much  of  this  information  is  printed,  with  additions  and  correc- 
tions each  quarter,   in   "News  Notes  of  California  Libraries."

REPORT. 

San  Francisco,  California. 
To.  His  Excellency,  James  N.  Gillett, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  Sacramento,  California. 

Sir  :  Heretofore  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
to  make  their  annual  report  to  you  cover  the  year  from  January  1st  to 
December  31st.  The  law,  however,  contemplates  that  the  annual  report 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  shall  be  available  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  legislature  at  the  convening  of  their  biennial  session,  and 
as  it  is  impossible  to  make  the  report  up  to  and  including  December  31st 
and  have  it  ready  for  the  legislature,  we  have,  pursuant  to  correspond- 
ence had  with  your  Excellency  and  the  Attorney  General,  decided  that  the 
annual  report  of  this  Commission  shall  cover  the  period  from  July  1st 
to  and  including  June  30th,  and,  as  per  your  suggestion  the  report 
covering  the  six  months  between  January  1st  and  June  30th,  1909,  was 
omitted,  and  our  report  for  this  year  will  cover  the  period  of  eighteen 
months  from  January  1,  1909,  to  June  30,  1910. 

The  report  of  this  Commission  can  not  be  completed  until  the  reports 
of  the  transportation  companies  are  received,  and  as  their  reports  are 
for  the  year  ending  Jun,e  30th,  and  as  it  takes  some  time  for  them  to 
complete  their  reports,  ours  is  necessarily  delayed.  Our  report  for  this 
period,  however,  has  been  delayed  more  than  usual  for  the  following 
reason :  We  have  found,  as  have  other  state  railroad  commissions,  that 
the  best  results  have  been  obtained  by  adopting  as  nearly  as  practical 
the  procedure,  practices,  and  forms  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission. So  far,  the  state  railroad  commissions  of  twenty-six  states 
have  adopted  this  practice,  and  we  believe  the  practice  will  soon  become 
uniform  in  all  the  states. 

This  year  the  forms  of  reports  and  system  of  bookkeeping  required  of 
the  railroad  companies,  which  forms  and  system  we  have  adopted,  were 
changed.  The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  furnishes  us  with  the 
blank  forms  for  reports,  and  owing  to  the  changes  above  referred  to 
they  were  very  much  delayed.  Most  of  the  transportation  companies 
have  been  very  prompt  in  making  their  reports  to  us  as  soon  as  we  were 
able  to  furnish  them  Avith  the  necessary  forms. 

THE   NEW   LAW^ 

The  passage  by  the  legislature  of  chapter  312,  statutes  of  1909,  com- 
monly known  as  the  "Wright  Railroad  Law,"  made  a  great  many 
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changes  in  the  duties  of  this  Commission,  as  well  as  many  changes  in 
the  duties  of  the  transportation  companies.  We  secured  two  thousand 
five  hundred  (2,500)  copies  of  this  law,  and  furnished  them  free  of 
charge  to  all  transportation  companies,  traffic  associations,  and  all 
shippers  requesting  them. 

Immediately  after  the  law  above  mentioned  became  effective,  this 
Commission  invited  Attorney  General  Webb,  Assistant  Attorney  General 
Benjamin,  the  officials  of  all  of  the  transportation  companies,  including 
railroad  (both  steam  and  electric),  steamship,  and  express  companies, 
also  the  various  traffic  associations  of  the  State  as  well  as  shippers  gen- 
erally, to  attend  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  provisions  of  the  law  and  to 
determine  the  best  means  of  carrying  them  into  effect. 

A  number  of  meetings  were  held  which  were  well  attended  by  both 
carriers  and  shippers,  at  one  meeting  there  being  more  than  fifty  repre- 
sentatives of  transportation  companies  and  traffic  associations  present, 
with  the  result  that  on  ]\Iay  4.  1909,  the  Commission  adopted  C.  R.  C. 
Tariff  Circular  No.  1.  which  provides  the  method  of  compiling,  printing, 
filing,  and  amending  freight  and  passenger  tariffs  and  classifications. 
This  circular  will  be  found  in  full  in  another  portion  of  this  report. 

COMPANIES   REPORTING. 

Two  years  ago  there  were  thirty-eight  (38)  transportation  companies 
reporting  to  this  Commission,  while  at  the  present  time  under  the  direc- 
tion of  this  Commission  there  are  seventy-one  (71)  companies  filing 
tariffs  and  reporting  to  the  Commission.        .    • 

TARIFFS. 

The  law  provides  that  in  the  first  instance  the  transportation  company 
shall  fitx  and  file  its  tariff's,  and  that  the  rates  therein  named  can  be 
changed  by  the  Commission  only  upon  complaint  and  formal  hearing. 

We  have  on  file  in  this  office  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two 
(6.802)  tariffs,  which  have  been  filed  by  the  transportation  companies 
since  the  new  law  went  into  effect.  Section  18  of  the  railroad  law  pro- 
vides that  no  tariff  shall  become  effective  until  the  expiration  of  thirty 
days  after  filing  with  this  Commission,  with  the  proviso  that  the  Com- 
mission may  at  its  discretion  allow  changes  upon  less  than  thirty  {oO) 
days'  notice.  Under  this  provision  the  Commission  has  received  on 
forms  prescribed  by  them  eight  hundred  and  fourteen  (814)  applica- 
tions to  amend  tariffs  on  less  than  thirty  days '  notice.  The  Commission 
has  carefully  investigated  every  one  of  these  applications  and  has 
granted  a  great  many  of  them,  but  in  no  instance  has  permission  been 
granted  to  a  transportation  company  to  raise  an  existing  rate  on  less 
than  statutorv  notice. 
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MEETINGS. 

The  Commission  lias  held  many  meetings  in  addition  to  the  regular 
meetings  which  are  held  in  San  Francisco.  We  have  held  seventy-two 
(72)  special  meetings,  as  provided  by  section  40d,  as  follows:  Three  in 
each  of  the  cities  of  Santa  Barbara,  San  Diego,  Los  Angeles,  San  Ber- 
nardino, Bakersfield,  Fresno,  San  Jose,  Oakland,  Stockton,  Sacramento, 
Marysville,  Redding,  Eureka,  and  San  Francisco. 

All  of  these  meetings  were  advertised  in  the  papers  published  in  the 
cities  where  the  meetings  were  held,  and  letters  were  sent  to  all  traffic 
associations,  merchants'  associations,  boards  of  trade,  and  chambers  of 
commerce  in  the  cities  as  well  as  those  adjacent  thereto. 

Some  of  these  meetings,  notably  at  San  Diego,  San  Bernardino, 
Bakersfield,  Oakland,  and  Stoclrton,  were  well  attended  by  the  shippers, 
who  discussed  with  the  Commission  matters  pertaining  to  transporta- 
tion, but  at  a  majority  of  the  meetings  not  a  single  shipper  appeared. 
While  we  think  the  section  of  the  law  making  the  holding  of  meetings 
throughout  the  State  to  be  a  wise  provision,  yet  we  believe  that  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  should  be  followed  and  the 
law  amended  so  as  to  allow  one  Commissioner  to  hold  these  meetings. 
Of  course,  any  important  complaints  should  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
considered  by  the  whole  Commission. 

At  these  meetings  most  matters  are  presented  to  the  Commission  in  an 
informal  way,  and  that  good  results  may  be  obtained  in  this  manner 
the  two  letters,  of  many  received,  here  presented  will  show :

Gentlemen  :  At  a  stated  meeting  of  your  honorable  body  held  in  this  city 
about  one  year  ago  the  merchants  brought  to  your  attention  the  burdensome 
discriminating  freight  rates  in  effect  here  at  the  time,  and  acting  upon  your 
suggestion  relative  to  conferring  with  the  railroads  this  Traffic  Bureau  was 
organized  and  a  traffic  manager  employed  to  look  into  our  rate  situation,  and 
effect  as  far  as  possible  a  satisfactory  readjustment  of  our  rates  with  the  rail- 
way officials  direct. 

We  desire  to  state  that  in  following  your  recommendation  our  efforts  have 
been  very  successful,  and  we  have  secured  the  readjustment  and  equalization  of 
such  rates,  both  class  and  commodity,  as  we  have  brought  to  the  railways' 
attention  that  discriminated  against  us ;  and  we  are  in  consequence  writing 
you  this  letter  to  show  our  appreciation  of.  and  to  commend  the  work  of  the 
present  Commission,  and  to  thank  you  for  the  advice  given  us  in  various 
matters,  and  your  efforts  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  traveling  and  shipping 
public  in  a  fair  and  impartial  manner.

Man.Y  other  special  meetings  were  held  to  consider  various  matters. 

FORMAL  COMPLAINTS. 

The  law  provides  the  form  in  which  formal  complaints  shall  be  made 
to  this  Commission.  Formal  complaints  have  been  filed  with  this  Com- 
mission as  follows: 

Cases  Nos.  105  and  106,  Danaher-Campbell  Mill  and  Lumber  Company 
versus  The  Southern  Pacific  Company.  These  complaints  compre- 
hended a  claim  for  damages  and  unjust  discrimination  and  undue  pref- 
erence between  the  plaintiff  and  other  shippers  said  to  be  similarly 
situated,  and  also  asked  that  the  Commission  order  the  defendant 
carrier  to  restore  the  depot  at  Vernondale,  California. 

These  cases  were  tried  in  Los  Angeles.  Before  the  taking  of  testi- 
mony, the  plaintiff  requested  and  Avas  granted  permission  to  amend  its 
complaint  by  striking  out  the  allegation  of  undue  preference  and  unjust 
discrimination  and  claim  for  damages.  This  left  only  the  prayer  that 
the  Commission  order  the  depot  restored  at  Vernondale.  The  case  was 
tried,  and  decision  rendered  by  the  Commission  that  it  had  no  jurisdic- 
tion in  the  case. 

Cases  Nos.  107  and  108,  entitled  L.  Ernest  Philips,  plaintiff,  versus 
The  Southern  Pacific  Company,  defendant. 

The  prayer  in  these  complaints  was  to  the  effect  that  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  be  compelled  to  check  baggage  on  limited  tickets  sold 
at  reduced  rates. 

These  cases  were  tried  in  San  Francisco,  testimony  was  taken,  and 
by  the  advice  of  the  Attorney  General  the  Commission  decided  that  it 
had  no  jurisdiction  over  the  checking  of  baggage  on  limited  tickets  sold 
at  reduced  rates.  The  Commission  offered  to  reopen  the  case  and 
permit  the  plaintiff  to  introduce  testimony  as  to  t];e  unreasonableness 
of  the  rate  complained  of.  The  plaintiff,  however,  not  desiring  to 
introduce  further  testimony,  the  cases  were  dismissed. 

Case  No.  109,  entitled  George  ]\I.  Cooley  et  al.  versus  The  Southei-n 
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Pacific  Company  et  al.  This  complaint  alleged  unreasonable  rates  on 
freight  to  and  from  San  Bernardino,  California. 

Before  this  case  came  to  trial  the  matter  was  taken  up  informally 
with  the  transportation  companies  by  this  Commission  and  members  of 
the  Merchants'  Association  of  San  Bernardino,  with  the  result  that  the 
rates  were  satisfactorily  adjusted  without  the  necessity  of  a  formal 
hearing,  and  the  case  was  on  motion  of  the  complainant  dismissed. 

Case  No.  110,  entitled  Associated  Jobbers  of  Los  Angeles  versus  The 
Southern  Pacific  Company  and  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Pe 
Railway  Company.  This  complaint  alleges  unreasonableness  of  rates 
from  Los  Angeles  into  the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  and  also  undue  discrimi- 
nation in  favor  of  San  Francisco,  as  against  Los  Angeles. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Merchants'  Exchange  of  San  Francisco 
filed  a  petition  in  intervention,  as  did  also  the  Stockton  Jobbers  and 
Manufacturers'  Association  and  California  Navigation  and  Improve- 
ment Company. 

The  testimony  taken  in  this  case  was  very  voluminous,  covering  five 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  (5.227)  folios.  Hearings  were 
held  in  Los  Angeles,  in  Stockton,  in  San  Francisco,  and  again  in  Los 
Angeles.  The  case  has  been  taken  under  advisement  by  this  Commis- 
sion, and  a  decision  will  soon  be  rendered. 

Case  No.  Ill,  entitled  the  Harbor  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Los 
Angeles  versus  The  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  The  San  Pedro,  Los 
Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad  Company.  This  complaint  alleged 
unreasonable  rates  between  the  port  of  San  Pedro  and  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles. 

The  case  was  set  for  trial  b,v  the  Commission,  and  was  postponed 
once  at  the  reciuest  of  the  defendant  and  three  times  at  the  request  of 
the  complainant,  and  was  finally  dismissed  on  motion  of  complainant. 

Case  No.  112,  entitled  E.  M.  Bray  et  al.  versus  The  Southern  Pacific 
Company.  In  this  case  complaint  is  made  of  the  classification  of  dried 
beans.  Answer  was  made  by  the  defendant  and  the  case  set  for  trial, 
but  was  later  dismissed  on  application  of  the  complainant. 

Case  No.  113.  entitled  E.  H.  Loveland  versus  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  Fe  Railway  Company.  This  ease  is  identical  with  case  No.  112, 
and  the  defendant  has  stipulated  that  it  will  abide  by  the  decision  in  that 
case.     These  cases  are  set  forth  in  full  in  another  portion  of  our  report. 

INFORMAL  COMPLAINTS. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  this  Commission  to  settle  all  differences 
between  shippers  and  carriers  in  an  informal  way  if  possible,  thus 
avoiding  the  large  expense  to  the  shipper  and  carrier  and  the  State 
attendant  upon  all  formal  complaints  and  hearings. 

There  have  been  five  hundred  and  fifty-seven  (557)  informal  com- 
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plaints  made  to  the  Commission.     These  complaints  cover  a  wide  variety 
of  matters. 

The  Commission  has  given  them  very  careful  consideration.  Many 
of  them  relate  to  unreasonable  or  excessive  freight  or  passenger  rates, 
and  in  many  cases  we  have  succeeded  in  having  the  rates  reduced  with- 
out, as  stated  above,  the  hea\y  expense  attendant  upon  formal  hearings. 
A  great  many  of  them  were  for  reparation  for  excessive  freight  charges 
where  the  transportation  companies  had  either  on  their  own  motion  or 
through  the  efforts  of  this  Commission  afterwards  reduced  the  said 
rates.  The  Commission  has  in  these  cases  granted  reparation  of  many 
thousands  of  dollars  to  the  shippers  of  this  State. 

accideisTts. 

Section  Sla  of  the  railroad  law  provides  that  transportation  com- 
panies shall  give  notice  to  the  Commission  of  every  accident  on  their 
road,  and  that  the  Railroad  Commission  shall  investigate  the  cause  of 
accidents  which  result  in  loss  of  life  or  injury  to  persons  or  property 
and  which  in  its  judgment  shall  require  investigation. 

Transportation  companies  have  since  the  law  became  effective,  on 
forms  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  filed  with  this  Commission  two 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  (2,250)  reports  of  accidents.  The 
Commission  has  investigated  a  number  of  these,  such  as  the  one  on  the 
Pacific  Electric  Eailroad  at  Los  Angeles  on  November  25,  1909,  in  which 
five  persons  were  killed  and  five  injured ;  the  one  on  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad  at  Marysville  on  January  6,  1910,  in  which  one  was  killed  and 
one  injured;  the  one  on  the  California  Railway  on  May  30,  1910,  at 
Leona  Heights,  in  which  three  were  killed  and  thirty-one  injured,  and 
the  one  on  the  Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad  at  Ignacio,  August  8, 
1910,  in  which  eleven  were  killed  and  twenty-three  injured. 

In  each  case  the  Commission  made  a  searching  investigation,  and  in 
most  cases  attended  the  coroner 's  inquest.  In  each  case  the  Commission 
determined  the  cause  of  the  accident ;  but  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
laws  of  this  State  do  not  give  the  Commission  any  jurisdiction  whatever 
over  employees  of  the  companies  or  over  the  roadbed  or  safety  appli- 
ances, the  Commission  find  themselves  unable  to  do  more  than  simply 
investigate  the  cause  of  the  accidents.  The  authority  of  this  Commis- 
sion should  be  extended  so  as  to  give  them  the  right  to  compel  railroad 
companies  to  install  safety  appliances  along  their  road  and  upon  their 
trains.    These  accidents  are  shown  in  detail  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

TRANSCONTINENTAL  RATES. 

On  January  1,  1909.  an  advance  of  ten  per  cent  in  the  eastbound 
transcontinental  rates  became  effective.  Prior  to  the  date  effective  of 
these  rates  this  Commission  took  the  matter  up  Avith  the  office  of  the 
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Attorney  General,  and  was  informed  by  him  that  under  the  laAv  as  it 
then  existed  the  Railroad  Commission  had  no  authority  to  appear  before 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  the  matter. 

With  the  enactment  of  the  so-called  Wright  Act,  which  became  effec- 
tive March  20,  1909,  this  Commission  again  took  the  matter  up  with 
the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  and  also  with  Mr.  Seth  Mann,  Attor- 
ney for  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  j\Ierchants'  Exchange  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. Both  the  Attorney  General  and  Mr.  Mann  advised  very  strongly 
against  this  Commission  instituting  any  proceedings. 

Shortly  afterward  the  California  Canners'  League  met  in  convention 
and  passed  a  resolution  requesting  this  Commission  to  begin  proceed- 
ings before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  protesting  against  the 
aforesaid  advance  in  rates,  and  this  Commission  immediately  upon 
learning  of  the  action  of  the  Canners'  League  requested  the  Attorney 
General  to  prepare  the  papers.  The  Canners'  League  then  rec[uested 
a  conference  with  this  Commission  at  which  was  present  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Attorney  General's  office.  At  this  conference,  after  being 
fully  advised  as  to  the  situation,  the  Canners'  League  requested  the 
Attorney  General  and  the  Commission  to  delay  in  bringing  suit.  A 
communication  was  afterward  received  from  the  Canners'  League 
requesting  the  Commission  and  the  Attorney  General  not  to  bring  suit 
until  again  requested  to  by  them. 

However,  the  Commission  did  not  stop  here  and  sent  communications 
practically  to  every  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Board  of  Trade  and  Traffic 
Association  in  the  State  of  California,  notifying  them  of  the  dates 
this  Commission  was  to  hold  meetings  in  the  various  sections  of  the 
State,  and  requesting  them  to  appear  before  the  Commission  and  dis- 
cuss the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  this  Commission  should  institute 
proceedings  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  Very  few  of 
the  associations  above  mentioned  responded  to  the  request  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  every  one  of  those  who  did  respond  advised  strongly 
against  this  Commission  instituting  such  proceedings. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  RULINGS. 

Many  administrative  rulings  have  been  promulgated  by  the  Commis- 
sion, all  of  which  are  set  forth  in  this  report.  Among  them  is  one  pro- 
viding that  transportation  companies  may  publish  a  tariff  providing 
for  a  free  rate  on  property  transported  to  state  fairs  for  exhibition 
purposes.  This  ruling  was  later  amended  to  apply  where  freight  was 
consigned  to  or  for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  state  institutions, 
state  or  count}^  fairs.  State  Board  of  Trade,  State  Agricultural  Society, 
State  ^Mining  Bureau,  Fish  Commission,  state  or  county  chambers  of 
commerce,  municipalities,  charitable  institutions,  universities,  libraries, 
and  railway  clubs,  where  the  property  transported  is  not  to  be  used  for 
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commercial  purposes,  and  providing  that  when  these  freight  tariffs  are 
filed  they  may  become  effective  one  day  after  filing  with  the  Commis- 
sion. Also  the  following,  which  is  one  of  extreme  importance  to  the 
shippers  of  this  State.  The  rule  has  been  with  the  transportation  com- 
panies, and  in  fact  is  the  rule  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
tliat  where  a  commodity  rate  is  named  upon  a  commodity  between  speci- 
fied points  such  rate  is  the  lawful  rate  and  the  only  rate  that  can  be 
charged  even  though  a  class  rate  or  some  combination  of  rates  may 
make  a  lower  rate.     The  Commission  issued  the  following  ruling : 

"In  everj'  instance  where  a  commodity  rate  is  named  in  a  tariff  upon  a  com- 
modity and  between  specified  points,  such  commodity  rate  is  the  lawful  rate  ; 
provided,  that  if  a  class  rate  or  some  combination  of  class  or  commodity  rates 
is  found  to  be  lower  than  the  through  commodity  rate  the  lower  rate  shall 
apply  and  the  carrier  shall  immediately  make  its  through  commodity  rate 
correspond  to  the  lower  rate.  It  l)eing  the  intention  to  give  to  the  shipper  the 
advantage   of   the   lowest  possible   rate." 

STATE  TOLL. 

For  years  it  has  been  the  practice  of  transportation  companies  to 
charge  the  shipper  with  the  toll  which  is  collected  by  the  State  on  all 
goods  moving  across  the  wharves  at  San  Francisco,  but  now.  through 
the  efforts  of  this  Conunission.  all  state  toll  is  absorbed  by  the  transpor- 
tation companies  and  is  no  longer  a  charge  against  the  shipper. 

COMPANIES   NOT    REPORTING. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  some  of  the  rail- 
road companies  to  file  their  tariffs  with  and  report  to  this  Commission. 

The  Los  Angeles  and  San  Diego  Beach  Railway  Company  has  refused 
to  recognize  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission,  and  on  January  11, 
1910,  this  Commission  requested  the  Attorney  General  to  institute  the 
necessary  proceedings  against  the  said  Los  Angeles  and  San  Diego 
Beach  Railway  Company  to  compel  them  to  file  their  tariffs  and  report 
to  this  Commission.  So  far,  however,  the  Attorney  General  has  failed 
to  take  any  action. 

With  water  carriers  operating  on  inland  waters  of  this  State  and  with 
express  companies  the  difficulty  is  even  more  pronounced,  there  being 
at  the  present  time  but  five  water  carriers  and  five  express  companies 
filing  tariffs  with  the  Commission.  The  difficulty  is  to  determine  defi- 
nitely just  what  constitutes  an  express  company  or  a  water  carrier  within 
the  meaning  of  the  law.  A  ninnber  of  conferences  have  been  held  with 
the  Attorney  General  over  these  matters,  but  with  no  definite  result. 

PULLMAN  RATES. 

Effective  January  24,  1910,  the  Pullman  Car  Company  filed  a  tariff 
with  this  Commission  increasing  a  great  many  of  their  rates  within  the 
State  of  California.     The  Commission  innuediately  took  the  matter  up 
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with  that  company,  and  not  only  succeeded  in  having  the  former  rates 
restored  but  succeeded  in  getting  a  reduction  in  a  great  many  of  the 
rates  previously  in  effect. 

OFFICE. 

Two  years  ago  the  office  of  the  Commission  was  very  poorly  equipped, 
being  sadly  in  need  of  furniture  and  filing  devices,  but  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  this  Commission  the  last  legislature  appropriated  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars  to  be  expended  for  the 
refurnishing  of  the  office. 

This  monej^  has  been  judiciously  expended,  with  the  result  that  the 
office  is  now  well  equipped  for  the  work  we  have  to  do ;  our  tariff  room 
is  equipped  with  "Cook's  tariff  filing  cabinets,"  the  latest  and  best 
tariff'  filing  device  ever  invented,  enabling  us  to  find  any  one  of  the 
above  mentioned  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two  (6,802)  tariffs  in 
a  moment's  time. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  recommend  that  an  attorney  be  assigned  to  this  Commission. 
The  legal  matters  and  legal  questions  pertaining  to  transportation  com- 
panies coming  before  the  Commission  are  becoming  so  numerous  as  to  be 
a  burden  upon  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General. 

Great  difficulty  is  being  experienced  by  the  Commission  in  com- 
pelling so-called  water  carriers  and  express  companies  to  file  tariffs 
and  report  to  the  Commission,  many  of  the  so-called  companies  claim- 
ing that  they  are  not  express  companies  or  water  carriers  within  the 
meaning  of  the .  law.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  section  11  of 
chapter  312,  statutes  of  1909,  be  amended  so  as  to  more  clearly  define 
who  or  what  are  water  carriers  and  express  companies ;  also,  that 
street  railroads  be  more  clearly  defined. 

Section  40cZ,  chapter  312,  statutes  of  1909,  should  be  amended  so  as 
to  permit  one  Commissioner  to  hold  the  meetings  mentioned  therein. 

We  recommend  that  the  Commission  be  given  jurisdiction  over  the 
matter  of  train  service,  stopping  of  trains,  depots,  track  scales,  road- 
beds, etc.,  and  be  empowered  to  compel  the  installation  of  safety  appli- 
ances on  trains  and  rights  of  way. 

At  the  present  time  the  law  permits  transportation  companies  to  file 
with  this  Commission  tariffs  naming  such  rates  as  they  see  fit,  and  the 
Commission  is  powerless  to  question  those  rates  until  after  they  become 
effective.  We  recommend  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  give  to  the 
Commission  the  right  to  take  action  to  prevent  a  proposed  increased  rate 
becoming  effective. 
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STATISTICS. 

Statistics  for  the  years  ending  June  30,  1909.  and  June  30,  1910,  will 
be  found  in  another  portion  of  this  report.

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LAWS  RELATING  TO  THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSION. 


EXTRACT  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

ABTICLE    XII. 

Sec.  17.  All  railroad,  canal,  and  other  transportation  companies  are  declared 
to  be  common  carriers,  and  subject  to  legislative  control.  Any  association  or  corpora- 
tion, organized  for  the  pui-pose  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  have  the  right  to 
connect  at  the  state  line  with  railroads  of  other  states.  Every  railroad  company 
shall  have  the  right  with  its  road  to  intersect,  connect  .with,  or  cross  any  other 
railroad,  and  shall  receive  and  transport  each  the  other's  passengers,  tonnage,  and 
cars,  without  delay  or  discrimination. 

Sec.  18.  No  president,  director,  officer,  agent,  or  employee  of  any  railroad  or 
canal  company  shall  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  furnishing  of  material 
or  supplies  to  such  company,  nor  in  the  business  of  transportation  as  a  common 
carrier  of  freight  or  passengers  over  the  works  owned,  leased,  controlled,  or  worked 
by  such  company,  except  such  interest  in  the  business  of  transportation  as  lawfully 
flows  from  the  ownership  of  stock  therein. 

Sec.  19.  No  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  shall  grant  free  passes, 
or  passes  or  tickets  at  a  discount,  to  any  person  holding  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or 
profit  in  this  State  ;  and  the  acceptance  of  any  such  pass  or  ticket  by  a  member  of 
the  legislature,  or  any  public  officer,  other  than  Railroad  Commissioner,  shall  work 
a  forfeiture  of  his  office. 

Sec.  20.  No  railroad  company  or  other  common  carrier  shall  combine  or  make 
any  contract  with  the  owners  of  any  vessel  that  leaves  port  or  makes  port  in  this 
State,  or  with  any  common  carrier,  by  which  combination  or  contract  the  earnings 
of  one  doing  the  carrying  are  to  be  shared  by  the  other  not  doing  the  carrying.  And 
whenever  a  railroad  corporation  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  competing  with  any  other 
common  carrier,  lower  its  rates  for  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight  from  one 
point  to  another,  such  reduced  rates  shall  not  be  again  raised  or  increased  from  such 
standard  without  the  consent  of  the  governmental  authority  in  which  shall  be  vested 
the  power  to  regulate  fares  and  freights. 

Sec.  21.  No  discrimination  in  charges  or  facilities  for  transportation  shall  be 
made  by  any  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  between  places  or  persons,  or 
in  the  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  the  same  classes  of  freight  or  passengers 
within  this  State,  or  coming  from  or  going  to  any  other  state.  Persons  and  property 
transported  over  any  railroad,  or  by  any  other  transportation  company  or  individual, 
shall  be  delivered  at  any  station,  landing,  or  port,  at  charges  not  exceeding  the 
charges  for  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  of  the  same  class,  in  the 
same  direction,  to  any  more  distant  station,  port,  or  landing.  Excursion  and  com- 
mutation tickets  may  be  issued  at  special  rates. 

Sec.  22.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts  as  nearly  equal  in  popu- 
lation as  practicable,  in  each  of  which  one  Railroad  Commissioner  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  electors  thereof  at  the  regular  gubernatorial  elections,  whose  salary 
shall  be  fixed  by  law,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four  years,  commencing  on 
the  first  Monday  after  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  their  election.  Said 
Commisioners  shall  be  qualified  electors  of  this  State  and  of  the  district  from  which 
they  are  elected,  and  shall  not  be  interested  in  any  railroad  corporation,  or  other 
transportation  company,  as  stockholder,  creditor,  agent,  attorney,  or  employee ;  and 
the  act  of  a  majority  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  deemed  the  act  of  said  Commis- 
sion. Said  Commissioners  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to 
establish  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight  by  railroad 
or  other  transportation  companies,  and  publish  the  same  from  time  to  time,  with 
such  changes  as  they  may  make ;  to  examine  the  books,  records,  and  papers  of  all 
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railroad  and  other  trausportation  compauies.  and  for  this  purpose  they  shall  have 
power  to  issue  subpoenas  and  all  other  necessary  process  ;  to  hear  and  determine 
complaints  against  railroad  and  other  transportation  companies,  to  send  for  persons 
and  papers,  to  administer  oaths,  take  testimony,  and  punish  for  contempt  of  their 
orders  and  processes,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  courts  of  record, 
and  enforce  their  decisions  and  correct  abuses  through  the  medium  of  the  courts. 
Said  Commissioners  shall  prescribe  a  uniform  system  of  accounts  to  be  kept  by  all 
such  corporations  and  companies.  Any  railroad  corporation  or  transportation  com- 
pany which  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  conform  to  .such  rates  as  shall  be  established  by 
such  Commissioners,  or  shall  charge  rates  in  excess  thereof,  or  shall  fail  to  keep  their 
accounts  in  accordance  with  the  system  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  shall  be 
fined  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  each  offense ;  and  every  otScer. 
agent,  or  employee  of  any  .such  corporation  or  company  who  shall  demand  or  receive 
rates  in  excess  thereof,  or  who  shall  in  any  manner  violate  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  five  thoiLsand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year.  In  all  controversies,  civil  or  criminal,  the  rates 
of  fares  and  freights  established  by  said  Commission  shall  be  deemed  conclusively  just 
and  reasonable,  and  in  any  action  against  such  corporation  or  company  for  damages 
sustained  by  charging  excessive  rates,  the  plaintiff,  in  addition  to  the  actual  damage, 
ma.v,  in  the  discretion  of  the  judge  or  jury,  recover  exemplary  damages.  Said  Com- 
mission shall  report  to  the  Governor,  annually,  their  proceedings,  and  such  other 
facts  as  may  be  deemed  important.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  individuals 
from  maintaining  actions  against  any  of  such  companies.  The  legislature  may.  in 
addition  to  any  penalties  herein  prescribed,  enforce  this  article  by  forfeiture  of 
charter  or  otherwise,  and  may  confer  such  further  powers  on  the  Commissioners  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  in  this  and 
the  foregoing  section.  The  legislature  shall  have  power,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all 
the  members  elected  to  each  house,  to  remove  any  one  or  more  of  said  Commis- 
sioners from  ofiice.  for  dereliction  of  duty,  or  corruption,  or  incompetency ;  and 
whenever,  from  any  cause,  a  vacancy  in  office  shall  occur  in  said  Commission,  the 
(iovernor  shall  fill  the  same  by  the  appointment  of  a  qualified  person  thereto,  who 
shall  hold  office  for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term,  and  itntil  his  successor  shall 
have  been  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  23.  t'ntil  the  legislature  shall  district  the  State,  the  following  shall  be  the 
railroad  districts :  The  First  District  .shall  be  composed  of  the  counties  of  Alpine, 
Amador.  Butte.  Calaveras.  Colusa.  Del  Norte.  El  Dorado.  Humboldt.  Lake,  Lassen, 
Mendocino.  Modoc.  Napa.  Nevada.  Placer,  Plumas,  Sacramento,  Shasta,  Sierra. 
Siskiyou.  Solano.  Sonoma.  Sutter.  Tehama,  Trinity.  Yolo,  and  Yuba,  from  which 
one  Railroad  Commissioner  shall  be  elected.  The  Second  District  shall  be  composed 
of  the  counties  of  Marin.  San  Francisco,  and  San  Mateo,  from  which  one  Railroad 
Commissioner  shall  be  elected.  The  Third  Di.strict  shall  be  composed  of  the  counties 
of  Alameda.  Contra  Costa.  Fresno.  Inyo.  Kern.  Los  Angeles,  Mariposa.  Merced. 
Mono.  Monterey.  San  Benito.  San  Bernardino.  San  Diego,  San  Joaquin.  San  Luis 
Obispo.  Santa  Barbara.  Santa  Clara.  Santa  Cruz.  Stanislaus.  Tulare,  Tuolumne,  and 
"N'entura.  from  which  one  Railroad  Commissioner  shall  be  elected. 

Sec.  24.  The  legislature  shall  pass  all  laws  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
provisions  of  this  article. 
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STATUTES  OF  1909. 
CHAPTER  312. 

An  act  providing  for  the  orguni~ation  of  the  railroad  commission  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, defining  its  poicers  and  duties  and  the  poivers  and  duties  of  transporta- 
tion companies,  their  officers  and  employees,  and  defining  offenses  hy  transporta- 
tion companies,  their  officers  and  employees,  and  other  persons,  and  providing 
penalties  therefor;  and  repealing  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  create  the  office  of 
'  Commissioner  of  Transportation,  and  to  define  its  powers  and  duties;  to  fix  the 
maximum  charges  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  on  certain  railroads,- 
and  to  prevent  extortion  and  unjust  discrimination  therein,"  approved  April  1, 
1878,  and  also  repealing  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  organise  and  define  the 
poKcrs  of  the  hoard  of  railroad  commissioners,'''  approved  April  15,  1880. 

[Approved  March  20,  1909.] 
The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and  assemhhj.  do  enact 

as  folloics: 

Section  1.  The  three  persons  elected  railroad  commissioners  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  22,  of  article  XII  of  the  constitution  of  the  state,  constitute 
and  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  railroad  commission  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. They  shall  have  power  to  elect  one  of  their  number  president  of  said  board, 
to  appoint  a  secretarj-,  to  appoint  an  assistant  secretary,  and  to  employ  a  stenog- 
rapher. 

Sec.  2.  The  salary  of  each  commissioner  shall  be  six  thousand  dollars  per 
annum;  the  salary  of  the  secretary  shall  be  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  the 
salaiy  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  the 
salary  of  the  stenographer  shall  be  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  such  salaries 
to  be  paid  by  the  State  of  California  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  state 
officers  are  paid.  Said  commissioners,  and  the  persons  in  their  official  employment 
when  traveling  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties,  shall  have  their  traveling 
expenses  other  than  transportation  paid,  the  amounts  to  be  passed  on  by  the  state 
board  of  examiners,  and  paid  by  the  state.  Said  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
shall  be  allowed  one  hundred  dollars  per  month  for  office  rent,  and  fifty  dollars  per 
month  for  fuel,  lights,  postage,  expressage,  subscription  to  publications  upon  the 
subject  of  transportation,  and  other  incidental  expenses,  to  be  paid  by  the  state ; 
provided,  that  all  moneys  remaining  unexpended  at  the  expiration  of  each  fiscal  year 
shall  be  returned  to  the  state  treasurer.  The  state  shall  furnish  said  board  with  all 
necessary  stationery  and  printing  upon  requisitions  signed  by  the  president  of  said 
board. 

Sec.  3.  Said  commissioners  and  the  persons  in  their  official  employment  shall, 
when  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties,  have  the  right  to  pass  free  of  charge 
on  all  railroads,  steamers,  ships,  vessels  and  boats,  and  on  all  vehicles  employed  in 
or  by  any  transportation  company,  sttbject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  engaged  in  the 
transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  within  this  state. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  general  to  institute  and  prosecute 
any  and  all  such  suits  and  proceedings  as  shall  be  requested  of  him  by  said  board, 
and  to  appear  therein,  and  in  all  suits  and  proceedings  to  which  the  board  is  a  party, 
for  said  board,  and  said  suits  and  proceedings  shall  have  precedence  over  all  other 
Inisiness  except  criminal  btisiness ;  provided,  that  said  board  shall  have  the  power 
to  employ  additional  counsel  to  assist  the  attorney  general,  or  otherwise,  whenever 
they  may  deem  it  expedient.  The  fees  and  expenses  of  said  additional  counsel  shall 
be  determined  by  the  state  board  of  examiners  and  paid  by  the  state. 

Sec.  r».  The  office  of  said  board  shall  be  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 
Said  office  shall  always  be  open  (legal  holidays  and  rxon-judicial  days  excepted). 
The  board  shall  hold  its  sessions  at  least  once  a  month  in  said  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco,  and  at  such  other  times  and  such  other  places  within  this  state  as 
may  be  expedient.     The  sessions  of  said  board  sliall  be  public. 
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Sec.  6.  The  salaries  of  the  commissiouers.  secretary,  assistant  secretary  and 
other  officers  and  attaches  in  any  manner  employed  by  the  board  of  commissioners 
shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  general  fund  appropriated  cherefor. 

Sec.  7.  The  board  shall  have  a  seal,  to  be  devised  l)y  its  members,  or  a  majority 
thereof.  Such  seal  shall  have  the  followinj^-  inscription  surrounding  it:  "Railroad 
Commission,  State  of  California."  The  seal  shall  be  affixed  only  to  first,  writs ; 
second,  authentications  of  a  copy  of  a  record  or  other  proceediiiss,  or  copy  of  a  docu- 
ment on  file  in  the  office  of  said  commission. 

Sec.  S.  The  process  issued  by  said  board  shal!  extend  to  all  parts  of  the  stati*. 
The  board  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  summons  and  of  subpoena  in  a  like 
manner  as  courts  of  record.  The  summons  shall  direct  the  defendant  to  appear  and 
answer  within  fifteen  days  from  the  day  of  service.  The  necessary  process  issued 
by  the  board  may  be  served  in  any  county  of  this  state  by  any  person  authorized  to 
serve  process  of  courts  of  record. 

Sec.  9.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  issue  all  process  aud  notices  rei|uired 
to  be  issued,  and  do  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  th?  board  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  10.  Ail  complaints  before  said  board  shall  be  in  writing  and  under  oath. 
All  decisions  of  said  board  shall  be  given  in  writing-,  and  the  grounds  and  the 
decisions  shall  be  stated.  A  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board  shall  be  kept, 
and  the  evidence  of  persons  appearing  before  said  board  shall  be  preserved. 

Sec.  11.  The  term  '"transportation  company,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  include 
railroads  operated  for  commercial  purposes,  express  companies,  sleeping  car  com- 
panies, and  companies  operating  ve.ssels  engaged  in  carrying  freight  or  passengers 
on  the  waters  of  this  state.  The  term  "railroad"'  and  "railroad  company."  as  used  in 
this  act,  shall  include  all  bridges  and  ferries  used  or  operated  in  connection  with  any 
railroad,  and  all  the  road  in  use  by  any  railroad  company  operating  a  railroad, 
whether  owned  or  operated  under  a  contract,  agreement,  or  lease,  and  all  switches, 
spurs,  tracks  aud  terminal  facilities,  used  in  the  transportation  of  persons  or 
property,  and  all  fi'eight  depots,  yards  or  grounds,  used  in  the  transportation  or 
delivery  of  any  of  said  property.  The  terra  "transportation"  as  used  in  this  act, 
shall  include  cars  and  other  vehicles  and  all  instrumentalities  and  facilities  of  ship- 
ment or  carriage  used  by  transportation  eom])anies  in  the  movement  of  persons  or 
property,  irrespective  of  ownership,  or  of  any  contract,  express  cr  implied,  for  the 
use  thereof,  and  all  services  in  connection  with  the  receipt,  delivery,  transfer  in 
transit,  ventilation,  refrigeration  or  icing,  storage  and  handling  of  property  trans- 
ported. The  term  "company,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  include  corporations,  associ- 
ations, partnerships,  trtistees,  assignees,  and  individuals. 

Whenever  anv  transportation  company  by  water  uses  or  operates,  as  incidental  to 
the  operation  of  its  ships  or  boats,  any  barge,  canal  boat,  steamer,  tug,  ferry  boat, 
or  lighter,  the  things  so  incidentally  used  or  operated  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  ot  its 
transportation. 

Sec.  12.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  such  railroad  commission  to  see  tliat 
the  provisions  of  this  act  aud  all  laws  of  this  state  concerning  transportation  com- 
panies are  enforced  and  obeyed,  and  that  violations  thereof  are  promptly  prosecuted, 
and  penalties  due  the  state  therefor  recovered  and  collected.  And  said  commission 
shall  report  all  such  violations,  with  the  facts  in  their  possession,  to  the  attorney 
general  or  other  officer  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  laws,  and  request  liim  to 
institute  the  proper  proceedings. 

Sec.  13.  The  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  o''  such  ])erson  as  they  may 
employ  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  authorized,  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary, to  examine  the  books  and  papers  of  any  transportation  company,  aud  to 
examine  under  oath  any  otiicer  or  employee  of  such  company  in  respect  to  the  busiiiess 
of  the  same.  If  any  transportation  company  shall  willfully  refuse  to  i^ermit  such 
inspection  of  its  books  and  papers,  said  company  sliall,  for  each  offense,  be  subject  to 
a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  day  it  shall  so  refuse,  payable  to  the  State 
of  California,  and  reco\erable  in  an  action  in  the  name  of  said  board  of  railroad 
commissionei's  by  the  attorney  general  at  the  request  of  said  board,  in  the  superior 
court   of   the   county,   or   city   and   county,   where   said   company   has   its   principal 
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operating-  office  in  the  State  of  California.  No  person  employed  by  said  board  to 
make  such  inspection  shall  be  entitled  to  make  the  same  until  he  shall  first  produce 
liis  authority  therefor^  in  writing,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  said  commission. 

Sec.  14.  Any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  any  transportation  company  who, 
upon  proper  demand,  shall  willfully  fail  or  refuse  to  exhibit  to  the  commissioners,  or 
either  of  them,  or  any  person  authorized  to  investigate  the  same,  any  book,  record,  or 
paper  of  such  transportation  company,  which  is  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control 
of  such  officer,  agent  or  employee,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
in  a  sum  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  and  not  to  exceed  $2,000. 

Sec.  15.  The  said  commission  is  authorized  to  investigate  any  breach  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  the  witnesses,  and 
each  of  said  witnesses  so  subpoenaed  shall  receive  for  his  attendance  before  the  com- 
mission $2  per  day  and  three  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance,  by  the  nearest  prac- 
ticable route,  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  meeting  of  said  commission, 
and  said  witness  fees  shall  be  ordered  paid  by  the  state  controller,  upon  presentation 
of  proper  vouchers  sworn  to  by  the  witness  and  approved  by  the  chairman  of  the 
commission ;  i^'ovided,  that  the  chairman  of  said  commission  shall  not  approve  any 
such  voucher  in  the  case  of  a  witness  subpoenaed  at  the  instance  of  parties  other  than 
the  commission,  unless  it  shall  appear  to  said  chairman  that  the  testimony  of  such 
witness  was  material  to  the  matter  investigated.  In  case  any  witness  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  obey  such  subpoena,  the  commission  may  issue  an  attachment  for  said 
witness,  directed  to  any  sheriff  or  constable  of  the  State  of  California,  to  compel  such 
witne.ss  to  attend  before  the  commission  and  give  his  testimony  in  respect  to  the 
matter  investigated.  No  person  shall  be  excused  from  attending  and  testifying,  or 
from  producing  books  and  papers  in  obedience  to  said  subpoena  on  the  ground  that 
the  testimony  or  evidence  required  of  him  may  tend  to  incriminate  him,  but  no  per- 
son shall  be  prosecuted,  punished  or  subjected  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on 
account  of  any  transaction,  matter  or  thing  concerning  which  he  may  testify  or 
produce  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise,  before  said  commission  in  obedience  to 
said  subpoena ;  'pi'ovided,  hoicever,  that  no  person  so  testifying  shall  be  exempt  from 
prosecution  and  punishment  for  perjury  committed  in  so  testifjang.  The  sheriff  or 
constable  executing  any  process  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  receive 
such  compensation  therefor  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  commission,  not  to  exceed  the 
fees  as  the  same  shall  now  or  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  law  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  16.  The  said  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall  have  the  power,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty,  to  establish  rates  of  charges  for  transportation  by  transportation 
companies  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  order  for  the  said  rates  so 
made  shall  take  effect  on  the  twentieth  day  after  service  of  the  same  upon  the  trans- 
portation company  affected  thereby,  and  in  case  such  company  be  a  corporation  such 
service  shall  be  sufficient  if  made  upon  the  president,  vice-president,  secretary  or 
managing  agent  thereof,  and  in  case  such  company  be  a  partnership,  upon  any 
member  of  the  firm ;  to  examine  the  books,  records  and  papers  of  all  such  trans- 
portation companies,  and  for  this  purpose. they  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas 
and  all  other  necessarj^  processes ;  to  hear  and  determine  complaints  against  said 
transportation  companies  ;  to  send  for  persons  and  papers ;  to  administer  oaths,  take 
testimony  and  punish  for  contempt  of  their  orders  and  processes  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  courts  of  record ;  and  to  enforce  their  decisions,  and 
correct  abuses  through  the  medium  of  the  courts. 

Sec.  17.  The  commission  may,  after  hearing  on  a  complaint  and  upon  such 
reasonable  notice  as  it  may  fix  to  the  company  or  companies  complained  of,  establish 
through  routes  and  joint  rates  as  the  maximum  to  be  charged,  and  prescribe  the 
division  of  such  rates  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  under 
which  such  through  routes  shall  be  operated  when  that  may'  be  necessary  to  give 
effect  to  any  provision  of  this  act  and  the  company  or  companies  complained  of 
have  refused  or  neglected  to  establish  voluntarily  such  through  routes  and  joint 
rates ;  provided,  no  reasonable  or  satisfactory  through  route  exists,  and  this  provision 
shall  apply  when  one  of  the  connecting  companies  is  a  water  line.  Should  the  com- 
panies fail  to  agree  among  themselves  upon  the  apportionment  or  division  of  such 
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joint  rates,  the  commission  may,  after  liearing,  upon  such  reasonable  notice  to  said' 
companies  as  it  may  fix.  make  a  supplemental  order  prescribing  the  just  and  reason- 
able proportion  of  such  joint  rate  to  be  received  by  each  company  party  thereto. 

Sec.  is.  Every  transportation  company,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  file  with  the  commis.sion,  within  a  time  fixed  by  the  commission,  and  print  and 
keep  open  to  public  inspection,  schedules  showing  all  the  rates,  fares  and  charges 
for  transportation  between  different  points  on  its  own  route  and  between  points  on 
its  own  route  and  points  on  the  route  of  any  other  transportation  company  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  when  a  through  route  and  joint  rate  have  been  estab- 
lished. These  schedules  shall  plainly  state  the  places  between  which  property  and 
passengers  will  be  carried,  and  shall  also  state  separately  all  terminal  charges, 
storage  charges,  icing  charges,  and  all  other  charges  which  the  commission  may 
require,  all  privileges  or  facilities  granted  or  allowed,  and  any  rules  or  regulations 
which  in  anywise  change,  affect,  or  determine  any  part  or  the  aggregate  of  such 
aforesaid  rates,  fares  and  charges,  or  the  value  of  the  service  rendered  to  the  pas- 
senger, shipper  or  consignee.  Such  schedules  shall  be  plainly  printed  in  large  type, 
and  copies  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  every  depot,  station  and 
oflice  of  such  transportation  companies  where  passengers  or  freight,  respectively,  are 
i-eceived  for  transportation,  in  such  form  that  they  shall  be  accessible  to  the  public 
and  can  be  conveniently  inspected.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  all 
traffic,  transportation  and  facilities  defined  in  this  act. 

No  change  shall  be  made  in  the  rates,  fares  and  charges,  or  joint  rates,  fares  and 
charges  which  have  been  made,  filed,  and  published  by  any  transportation  company 
subject  to  rhe  provisions  of* this  act,  except  after  thirty  days'  notice  to  the  commis- 
sion, and  to  the  public,  published  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  plainly  state  the  changes 
proposed  to  be  made  in  the  schedule  then  in  force  and  the  time  when  the  changed 
rates,  fare  or  charges  will  go  into  effect :  and  the  proposed  changes  shall  be  shown 
by  printing  new  schedules,  or  shall  be  plainly  indicated  upon  the  schedules  in  force 
at  the  time,  and  kept  open  to  public  inspection;  provided,  that  tlie  commission  may, 
in  its  discretion  and  for  good  cause  shown,  allow  changes  upon  less  than  the  notice 
herein  specified,  or  modify  the  requirements  of  this  section  in  respect  to  publishing, 
posting  and  filing  of  tariffs,  either  in  particular  instances  or  by  a  general  order 
applicable  to  special  or  peculiar  circumstances  or  conditions. 

The  names  of  the  several  transportation  companies  which  are  parties  to  any  joint 
tariff  .shall  be  specified  therein,  and  each  of  the  parties  thereto,  other  than  the  one 
filing  the  same,  shall  file  with  the  commission  such  evidence  of  concurrence  therein 
or  acceptance  thereof  as  may  be  required  or  approved  by  the  commission,  and  where 
such  evidence  of  concurrence  or  acceptance  is  filed,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the 
transportation  companies  filing  the  same  to  also  file  copies  of  the  tariffs  in  which  they 
are  named  as  parties. 

The  commission  may  determine  and  prescribe  the  form  in  which  the  schedules 
required  by  this  section  to  be  kept  open  to  public  inspection  shall  be  prepared  and 
arranged,  and  may  change  the  form  from  time  to  time  as  shall  be  found  expedient. 

No  transportation  company  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  unless  otherwise 
provided  by  this  act,  shall  engage  or  participate  in  the  transportation  of  passengers 
or  property,  as  defined  by  this  act,  unless  the  rates,  fares  and  charges  upon  which 
the  same  are  transported  by  said  transportation  company  have  been  filed  and  pub- 
lished in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  nor  shall  any  transportation 
company  charge  or  demand  or  collect  or  receive  a  greater  or  less  compensation  for 
such  transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  or  for  any  service  in  connection  there- 
with, between  the  points  named  in  such  tariffs,  than  the  rates,  fares  and  charges 
which  are  specified  in  the  tariffs  filed  and  in  effect  at  the  time. 

Sec.  19.  The  said  commission,  before  establishing,  changing,  amending,  or  abol- 
ishing any  rule,  regulation,  or  rate  of  charge  for  transportation,  shall  give  the 
transportation  company  to  be  affected  thereby  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
for  the  taking  of.  action  by  the  commission  in  respect  to  the  same,  and  said  company 
shall  be  entitled  to  lie  heard  at  such  time  and  place  and  to  process  for  the  attendance 
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of  its  witnesses,  to  the  eud  that  such  action  may  be  taken  by  the  commission  as  shall 
be  reasonable  and  just  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  20.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association,  or  any  mercantile,  agricul- 
tural or  manufacturing-  society,  or  any  body  politic,  or  municipal  organization,  com- 
plaining of  anything  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  by  any  transportation  company 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  .contravention  of  the  provisions  thereof  or  of 
the  constitution  of  this  state  may  apply  to  said  commission  by  petition,  which  shall 
set  forth  the  facts ;  whereupon,  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  commission  to  be  any  rea- 
sonable grounds  for  investigating  such  complaint,  it  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  same  to 
be  served  on  the  transportatioa  company  concerned,  and  call  upon  said  company  to 
answer  the  same  at  a  time  and  place  specified  in  said  call  by  said  commission.  The 
commission  shall  investigate  the  matters  complained  of  under  such  reasonable  rules 
and  modes  of  procedure  as  it  shall  deem  proper.  No  complaint  shall  at  any  time 
be  dismissed  because  of  the  absence  of  direct  damage  to  the  plaintiff. 

Sec.  21.  "Whenever  an  investigation  shall  be  made  by  said  commission,  it  shall 
be  its  duty  to  make  a  report  in  writing  in  respect  thereto,  AA'hich  shall  state  the  con- 
clusions of  the  commission,  together  with  its  decision,  order  or  requirement  in  the 
premises ;  and  in  case  damages  are  awarded,  such  report  shall  include  the  findings  of 
fact  in  which  the  award  is  made.  All  reports  of  investigations  made  by  the  commis- 
sion shall  be  entered  of  record,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  the  party  who 
may  have  complained,  and  to  any  transportation  company  that  may  have  been  com- 
plained of.  The  commission  may  provide  for  the  publication  of  its  reports  and 
decisions  in  such  form  and  manner  as  may  be  best  adapted  for  public  use  and  infor- 
mation, and  such  authorized  publications  shall  be  competent  evidence  of  the  reports 
and  decisions  of  the  commission  therein  contained  in  all  courts  of  this  state,  without 
any  further  proof  or  authentication  thereof.  The  expense  of  such  publication  shall 
be  ordered  paid  by  the  controller  on  the  certificate  of  the  chairman  of  said  commission 
that  the  same  has  been  incurred,  and  shall  be  payable  out  of  any  moneys  in  the 
general  fund  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

If,  in  any  svich  investigation,  the  commission  shall  determine  that  any  party  com- 
plainant is  entitled  to  an  award  of  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  a 
^iolation  thereof,  the  commission  shall  make  an  order  directing  the  transportation 
company  to  pay  to  the  complainant  the  sum  to  which  he  is  entitled,  on  or  before  a 
day  named.  If  such  transportation  company  does  not  comply  with  an  order  for  the 
payment  of  money  within  the  time  limited  in  such  order,  the  complainant,  or  any 
person  for  whose  benefit  such  order  was  made,  may  file,  in  the  superior  court  of  the 
State  of  California,  for  the  county  in  which  complainant  resides,  or  in  which  is 
located  the  principal  operating  office  of  the  transportation  company  in  said  state,  a 
petition  setting  forth,  briefly,  the  causes  for  which  he  claims  damages,  and  the  order 
of  the  commission  in  the  premises.  Such  suit  shall  proceed  in  all  respects  like  other 
civil  suits  for  damages  in  said  superior  court,  except  that  on  the  trial  of  said  suit  the 
findings  and  order  of  the  commission  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein 
stated,  and  either  party  thereto  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  supreme  court 
as  in  other  cases  appealable  thereto. 

All  complaints  for  the  recovery  of  damages  shall  be  filed  with  the  commission 
within  one  year  from  the  time  the  cause  of  action  accrues  and  not  after,  and  a  peti- 
tion for  the  enforcement  of  an  order  of  the  commission  for  the  payment  of  money 
shall  be  filed  in  the  superior  court  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  order  and 
not  after. 

In  such  suits  all  parties  in  whose  favor  the  commission  may  have  made  an  award 
for  damages  by  a  single  order  may  be  jomed  as  plaintiffs,  and  all  of  the  transporta- 
tion companies,  parties  to  such  order,  may  be  joined  as  defendants,  and  the  venue  of 
all  such  suits  shall  be  in  the  county  where  any  of  such  traasportation  companies 
shall  have  its  principal  operating  office  in  the  State  of  California. 

In  the  case  of  such  joint  suit,  the  recovery,  if  any,  may  be  by  judgment  in  favor 
of  any  one  of  such  plaintiffs,  against  the  defendant  found  to  be  liable  to  such 
plaintiff. 

Every  order  of  the  commission  shall  be  forthwith  served  by  mailing  the  same  to 
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auy  one  of  the  principal  offiters,  or  agents,  or  members  of  the  transportation  com- 
pany at  its  i)rincipal  operating  ofiice  in  tliis  state,  and  the  registry  mail  receipt  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  receipt  of  such  order  by  the  transportation  company 
in  due  course  of  mail. 

The  commission  shall  l)e  authorized  to  suspend  or  modify  its  orders  upon  such 
notice  and  in  such  manner  a.s  it  shall  deem  pi'oper. 

Sec.  22.  The  commission  is  authorized  and  it  shall  lie  its  duty  whenever,  after 
full  hearing  upon  a  complaint  made  as  provided  in  section  20  of  this  act,  or  upon 
complaint  of  any  transportation  company  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it 
.'ihall  be  of  the  opinion  that  any  of  the  rates  or  charges  demanded,  charged  or  col- 
lected by  any  transportation  company  or  companies  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  for  transportation  services,  or  that  any  regulations  or  practices  of  said  companies 
affecting  such  rates  or  charges,  whether  in  respect  to  the  complainants  mentioned 
in  said  section  20.  or  in  respect  to  any  such  transportation  company  itself,  are  unjust 
or  unreasonable,  or  unjustly  discriminatory,  or  unduly  preferential  or  prejudicial,  or 
"otherwise  in  violation  of,  or  contrary  to,  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  determine 
and  prescribe  what  will  be  the  just  and  reasonable  rate  or  rate.s,  charge  or  charges, 
to  be  thereafter  observed  in  such  ca.se  as  the  maximum  to  be  charged  :  and  what 
regtilation  or  practice  in  respect  to  such  transportation  is  just,  fair  and  reasonable 
to  be  thereafter  followed ;  and  to  make  an  order  that  the  transportation  company 
shall  cease  and  desist  from  such  violation  of  the  act.  to  the  extent  to  v.'hich  the  com- 
mission find  the  same  to  exist,  and  shall  not  thereafter  publish,  demand  or  collect 
auy  rate  or  charge  for  such  transportation  service  in  excess  of  the  maximum  rate  or 
charge  so  prescribed,  and  shall  conform  to  the  regulation  or  practice  so  prescribed, 
and  to  make,  in  proper  cases,  an  order  in  respect  to  such  rate  or  charges,  or  such 
regulations  or  practices,  where  the  transportation  company  is  complainant,  and  shall 
prescribe  the  just  and  reasonable  rate  or  rates,  charge  or  charges,  to  be  thereafter 
observed  by  such  transportation  company  as  the  maximum  to  be  charged,  and  what 
regulation  or  practice  in  respect  to  such  transportation  service  is  just,  fair  and 
reasonable  to  be  thereafter  followed  by  the  said  transportation  company. 

All  orders  of  the  commission,  except  orders  for  the  payment  of  money,  shall  take 
effect  on  the  twentieth  day  after  service,  as  provided  in  section  16  hereof,  and  shall 
continue  in  force  for  such  time  not  exceeding  one  year,  as  shall  be  prescribed  in  the 
order  of  the  commission,  unless  the  same  .shall  be  suspended  or  modified  or  set  aside  by 
the  commission,  or  be  suspended  or  set  aside  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

The  superior  court  of  the  State  of  California  shall  be  such  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  and  the  venue  of  suits  brought  in  any  superior  court  of  said  state  against 
the  commission,  to  enjoin,  set  aside,  annul  or  suspend  any  order  or  requirement  of 
the  commission,  shall  be  in  the  county  where  the  transportation  company  against 
which  such  order  or  requirement  may  have  been  made  has  its  principal  operating 
office  in  the  State  of  California,  and  may  be  brought  at  any  time  after  such  order  Is 
promulgated.  If  said  order  or  requirement  has  been  made  against  two  or  more  trans- 
]iortation  companies,  such  venue  shall  be  in  the  county  wh^re  any  one  of  said  trans- 
portation companies  has  its  principal  operating  office  in  the  State  of  California,  and 
jurisdiction  to  liear  and  determine  such  suits  is  hereby  vested  in  said  superior  court. 
An  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  State  of  California  may  be  taken  from  any 
interlocutory  order  or  decree  granting  or  continuing  an  injunction  in  any  suit,  but 
such  appeal  must  be  taken  within  thirty  days  from  the  entry  of  such  order  or  decree, 
and  it  shall  take  precedence  in  the  appellate  court  over  all  other  causes  except  causes 
of  like  character  and  criminal  causes. 

Sec.  23.  If  any  transportation  company  fails  or  neglects  to  obey  any  order  of 
thf  commission,  other  than  for  the  payment  of  money,  while  the  same  is  in  effect, 
any  party  injured  thereby,  or  the  commission  in  its  own  name,  may  apply  to  the 
superior  court  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  county  where  such  transportation 
company  has  its  principal  operating  office  in  the  State  of  California  for  an  enforce- 
ment of  such  order.  Said  application  shall  be  by  petition,  which  shall  state  the 
sub.stance  of  the  order  and  the  respect  in  which  the  transportation  company  has 
failed  of  obedience,  and  shall  be  served  upon  the  company  in  such  manner  as  the 
court  shall  direct,  and  the  court  shall  prosecute  such  inquiries  and  make  such  investi- 
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gatioas  through  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  needful  in  the  ascertainment  of  the 
facts  at  issue  or  which  may  arise  upon  the  hearing  of  such  petition.  If,  upon  such 
hearing  as  the  court  may  determine  to  be  necessary,  it  appears  that  the  order  was 
regularly  made  and  duly  served,  and  that  the  transportation  company  is  in  dis- 
obedience of  the  same,  the  court  shall  enforce  obedience  to  such  order  by  a  writ  of 
injunction,  or  other  proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise,  to  restrain  such  com- 
pany, its  officers,  agents  or  representatives  from  further  disol^edience  of  such  order,  or 
ro  enjoin  upon  it,  or  them,  obedience  to  the  same  ;  and  in  the  enforcement  of  such 
process  the  court  shall  have  those  powers  ordinarily  exercised  by  it  in  compelling 
obedience  to  its  writs  of  injunction  and  mandamus.  From  any  action  upon  such 
jietition  an  appeal  shall  lie  by  either  party  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  State  of 
California,  and  in  such  court  the  cause  shall  have  priority  in  hearing  and  determina- 
tion over  ail  other  causes  except  criminal  causes,  but  such  appeal  shall  not  vacate 
o)-  suspend  the  order  appealed  from. 

Sec.  24.  After  a  decision,  order  or  requirement  has  been  made  by  the  commission 
in  any  proceeding,  any  party  thereto  may  at  any  time  make  application  for  I'ehearing 
of  the  same,  or  any  matter  determined  therein,  and  the  commission  may,  in  its  discre- 
tion, grant  such  a  rehearing  if  sufficient  reason  therefor  be  made  to  appear.  A])pli- 
cfitions  for  rehearing  shall  be  governed  by  such  reasonable  rules  as  the  commission 
may  establish.  No  such  application  shall  excuse  any  transportation  company  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act  from  complying  with  or  from  obeying  any  decision, 
order,  or  requirement  of  the  commission,  or  operate  in  any  manner  to  stay  or  postpone 
the  enforcement  thereof,  without  the  special  order  of  the  commission. 

In  ease  a  rehearing  is  granted,  the  proceedings  thereon  shall  conform  as  Ui^arly 
as  may  be  to  the  proceedings  in  an  original  hearing,  except  as  the  commission  may 
otherwise  direct;  and  if,  in  its  judgment,  after  such  rehearing  and  the  consideration 
of  all  facts  including  those  arising  since  the  former  hearing,  it  shall  appear  that 
the  original  decision,  order  or  requirement  is  in  any  respect  unjust  or  unwarranted, 
the  commission  may  reverse,  change  or  modify  the  same  accordingly.  Any  decision, 
order  or  requirement  made  after  such  rehearing,  reversing,  changing  or  modifying 
the  original  determination,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  an  original 
order. 

Sec.  25.  Whenever  the  commission  shall  believe  that  any  rate  or  charge  for 
transportation  is  unjust  or  unreasonable,  or  unjustly  discriminatory  or  unduly  prt  fer- 
ential.  or  that  any  service  in  the  matter  of  such  transportation  is  inadequate  or  that 
anything  has  been  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  by  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act  in  contravention  to  the  provisions  thereof  or  of  the  constitution 
and  that  investigation  relating  thereto  should  be  made,  it  may,  upon  its  own  motion, 
investigate  the  same.  Before  making  such  investigation,  it  shall  furnish  the  trans- 
portation company  concerned  a  statement  in  writing  setting  forth  the  rate  or  charge 
or  service  to  be  investigated.  Thereafter,  on  ten  days'  notice  to  such  transportation 
company  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  investigation,  the  commission  may  proceed  to 
investigate  such  rate  or  charge  or  service  in  the  same  manner  and  make  like  orders 
in  respect  thereto  as  if  such  investigation  had  been  made  on  complaint. 

Sec.  26.  Any  party  authorized  by  this  act  to  be  complainant  in  any  investiga- 
tion before  the  commission,  or  subject  to  be  defendant  therein,  may,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  commission,  be  permitted  to  intervene  in  any  such  investigation  where  said 
party  has  an  interest  in  the  matter  under  investigation  in  the  success  of  either  com- 
plainant or  defendant,  or  an  interest  against  both.  In  anj'  such  investigation  before 
the  commission,  any  party  thereto,  or  the  commission,  may  in  the  investigation 
cause  the  deposition  of  witnesses  residing  within  or  without  the  state  to  be  taken 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  for  like  depositions  in  civil  actions  in  the  superior 
courts  of  this  state. 

Sec.  27.  The  commission  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  rules  to  govern  its  pro- 
ceedings, and  to  regulate  the  mode  and  manner  of  all  investigations  of  transportation 
companies  and  other  parties  before  it.  in  the  establishment  of  rates,  rules,  regulations, 
or  in  the  making  of  orders  and  in  the  doing  of  other  acts  required  ol  it  under  this 
act. 
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Sec.  28.  The  chairman  and  each  of  the  commissioners,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  shall  have  power  to  administer  all  oaths,  certify  to  all  official  acts,  and  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  testimony. 

Sec.  29.  In  all  investigations  under  this  act  the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  upon 
the  complainant. 

Sec.  80.  All  evidence  taken  before  the  commission  in  the  investigation  of  any 
breach  of  this  act,  when  reduced  to  writing,  may  be  used  by  any  party  thereto  as 
evidence  upon  the  trial  of  any  cause  or  proceeding  growing  out  of  the  same  trans- 
action against  such  transportation  company,  involving  the  same  subject-matter,  and 
between  the  same  parties,  to  the  same  extent  as  a  deposition  in  a  civil  case.  The 
commissioners  are  authorized  to  employ  a  phonographic  reporter  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  and  transcribing  such  testimony  whenever  such  commission  shall  deem  it 
necessary,  or  whenever  they  shall  be  requested  to  do  so  by  any  party  to  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  a  certified  copy  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  said  commission  shall  be 
sufficient  proof  of  such  testimony  in  any  cause  or  proceeding  in  which  the  same  shall 
b*"  admissible  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  31.  All  charges  made  for  any  service  rendered  ov  to  be  rendered,  in  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  or  in  connection  therewith,  by  transporta- 
tion companies  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  just  and  reasonable, 
and  every  unjust  and  unreasonable  charge  for  such  service  or  any  part  thereof  is 
prohibited  and  declared  to  be  unlawful. 

31a.  The  railroad  commission  shall  investigate  the  cause  of  all  accidents  on  any 
railroad  within  the  state  which  result  in  loss  of  life  or  injury  to  persons  or  property, 
and  which  in  its  judgment  shall  require  investigation.  Every  common  carrier  and 
railroad  corporation  is  hereby  required  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  commission  of 
every  accident  happening  upon  any  line  of  railroad  owned,  operated,  controlled  or 
leased  by  it  in  such  manner  as  the  commission  may  direct.  Such  notice  shall  not 
be  admitted  as  evidence  or  used  for  any  purpose  against  such  common  carrier  or  rail- 
road coriioration  giviug  such  notice  in  any  suit  or  action  for  damages  growing  out 
of  any  matter  mentioned  in  said  notice. 

31&.  A  railroad  corporation,  upon  the  application  of  any  shipper  tendering 
traffic  for  transportation,  shall  construct,  maintain  and  operate  upon  reasonable 
terms  a  switch  connection  or  connections  with  a  lateral  line  of  railroad  or  private 
sidetrack  owned,  operated  or  controlled  by  such  shipi)er.  and  shall,  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  any  shipper,  provide  upon  its  own  property  a  sidetrack  and  switch  connec- 
tion with  its  line  of  railroad,  whenever  such  sidetrack  and  switch  connection  is  rea- 
sonably practicable,  can  be  put  in  with  safety,  and  the  business  therefor  is  sufficient 
to  justify  the  same. 

If  any  railroad  corporation  shall  fail  to  install  or  operate  any  such  switch  con- 
nection with  a  lateral  line  of  railroad  or  any  such  sidetrack  and  switch  connection 
as  aforesaid,  after  written  application  therefor  has  been  made  to  it.  any  corporation 
or  person  interested  may  present  the  facts  to  the  railroad  commission  by  written 
petition,  and  the  commission  shall  investigate  the  matter  stated  in  such  petition,  and 
give  such  hearing  thereon  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  proper.  If  the  commission  be 
of  opinion  that  it  is  safe  and  practicable  to  have  a  connection,  substantially  as  prayed 
for,  established  or  maintained,  and  that  the  business  to  be  done  thereon  justifies  the 
construction  and  maintenance  thereof,  it  shall  make  an  order  directing  the  construc- 
tion and  establishment  thereof,  specifying  the  reasonable  compensation  to  be  paid 
for  the  construction,  establishment,  and  maintenance  thereof,  and  may  in  like  manner 
upon  the  application  of  the  railroad  corporation  order  the  discontinuance  of  such 
switch  connection. 

31c.  No  common  carrier  shall  enter  into  or  become  a  ])arty  to  any  combination, 
contract,  agreement  or  understanding,  written  or  oral,  express  or  implied,  to  i)revent 
by  any  arrangement  or  by  change  of  arrangement  of  time  schedule,  by  carriage  in 
different  cars  or  by  any  other  means  or  device  whatsoever  the  carriage  of  freight  and 
property  from  being  continuous  from  the  place  of  shipment  to  the  place  of  destination. 
No  breakage  of  bulk,  stoppage  or  interruption  of  carriage  made  by  any  common 
carrier  shall  prevent  the  carriage  of  freight  and  property  from  being  treated  as  one 
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continuous  carriage  from  the  place  of  sliipment  to  tlie  place  of  destination.  Nor 
shall  any  such  breakage  of  bulk,  stoppage  or  interruption  of  carriage  be  made  or 
permitted  by  any  common  carrier  except  it  be  done  in  good  faith  for  a  necessary 
purpose  without  intention  to  avoid  or  unnecessarily  interrupt  or  delay  the  contin- 
uous carriage  of  such  freight  or  property  or  to  evade  any  of  the  provisions  of  law, 
of  this  act  or  of  any  order  of  the  railroad  commission. 

31(/.  No  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  charge  or 
receive  any  greater  compensation  in  the  aggregate  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers or  of  a  like  kind  of  property,  under  substantially  similar  circumstances  and 
conditions,  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance  over  the  same  line  in  the  same 
direction,  the  shorter  being  included  within  the  longer  distance  ;  but  this  shall  not  be 
construed  as  authorizing  any  such  common  carriers  to  charge  and  receive  as  great  a 
compensation  for  a  shorter  as  for  a  longer  distance  haul. 

Sec.  32.  If  any  transportation  company,  or  any  ofEcer  or  agent  of  any  trans- 
portation company  subject  to  this  act.  shall  hereafter  willfully  charge,  collect,  demand 
or  receive  from  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  a  greater  ]-ate.  charge  or  compensa- 
tion than  the  rate,  charge  or  compensation  published  as  in  this  act  provided,  such 
transportation  company  or  such  ofEcer  or  agent  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be.  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  extortion,  which  is  hereby  declared  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  and  not  more 
than  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  33.  If  any  transportation  company  subject  hereto  shall,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, by  any  special  rate,  rebate,  drawback,  or  other  practice,  method  or  device, 
charge,  demand,  collect  or  receive  from  any  person,  company,  firm  or  corporation,  a 
greater  or  less  compensation  for  any  service  rendered,  or  to  be  rendered  by  it  in  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  freight,  than  it  charges,  demands,  collects  or  receives 
from  any  other  person,  company,  firm  or  corporation  for  doing  a  like  and  contem- 
poraneous service  in  the  transportation  of  a  like  kind  of  traffic,  under  substantially 
similar  circumstances  and  conditions,  such  transportation  company  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  unjust  discrimination,  which  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Sec.  .  34.  It  sha^ll  also  be  unjust  discrimination  for  any  such  treinsportation  com- 
pany to  make  or  give  any  undue  or  unreasonable  preference  or  advantage  to  any 
particular  person,  company,  firm,  corporation,  or  locality,  or  to  any  particular  descrip- 
tion of  traffic,  in  any  respect  whatsoever,  or  to  subject  any  particular  description  of 
traffic,  in  any  respect  whatsoever,  or  to  subject  any  particular  person,  (company, 
firm,  corporation  or  locality,  or  any  particular  description  of  traflic  to  any  undue  or 
unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any  respect  whatsoever. 

Sec.  341.  Any  transportation  company  guilty  of  unjust  discrimination,  as  defined 
in  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined 
in  a  sum  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars. 
Every  officer  and  agent  of  any  such  company  who  shall  violate,  or  who  procures,  aids 
or  abets  any  violation  by  such  company  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  sections  33  and  34 
of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  35.  All  transportation  companies  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall, 
according  to  their  respective  powers,  aiford  all  reasonable,  proper  and  equal  facilities 
for  the  interchange  of  trafiic  between  their  respective  lines,  and  for  the  receiving, 
forwarding,  and  delivery  of  passengers  and  property  to  and  from  their  several  lines 
and  those  connected  therewith,  and  shall  not  discriminate  in  their  rates  and  charges 
between  such  connecting  lines  ;  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  as  requiring  any  such 
transportation  company  to  give  the  use  of  its  tracks  or  terminal  facilities  to  another 
transportation  company  engaged  in  like  business. 

Sec.  36.  Any  officer  or  agent  of  any  transportation  company  subject  to  this  act 
who  by  means  of  false  billing,  false  classification,  false  weight,  or  by  any  other 
device,  shall  willfully  sufL'er  or  permit  any  person  or  persons  to  obtain  transportation 
for  property  at  less  than  the  published  I'ates  then  in  force,  or  who,  by  means  of  false 
billing,  false  classification,  false  weighing,  or  by  any  device  whatever  shall  willfully 
charge  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  more  for  the  transportation  of  property  than 
the  nublished  rates,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall 
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In-  tilled  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  fi\e  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  37.  The  act.  omission  or  failure  of  any  officer,  agent  or  other  person  acting 
for  or  employed  by  any  transportation  company  subject  to  the  provisions  of  thi.s  act, 
or  shipper,  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  employment,  shall,  in  evei-y  case,  be  also 
deemed  to  be  the  act,  omission  or  failure  of  such  transportation  company  or  shipper, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  person.  The  willful  failure  upon  the  part  of  any  transpoi'ta- 
tion  company  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  file  and  publish  the  tarifl"  or 
rates  and  charges  as  required  by  this  act.  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  the  transportation  company  offending  shall  be  subject  to  a  tine  of  not 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  tive  thousand  dollars. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  persons  or  corporation  willfully  to  offer,  grant 
or  give,  or  to  solicit,  accept  or  receive  any  advantage  or  discrimination  in  respect  to 
the  transportation  of  any  property  in  the  intra-state  commerce  of  this  state,  whereby 
any  such  property  shall,  by  any  device  whatever,  be  transported  at  a  less  rate  than 
that  named  in  the  tariffs  published  and  filed  by  such  transportation  company  as 
required  by  this  act,  or  whereby  any  other  advantage  is  given  or  discrimination  prac- 
ticed. Every  person  or  corporation  who  shall  so  offer,  grant  or  give,  or  shall  so 
solicit,  accept  or  receive  any  such  advantage  or  discrimination  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  b.v  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars ;  except  that 
\\  here  the  advantage  given  or  discrimination  practiced  shall  be  in  the  transportation 
at  a  less  rate,  as  aforesaid,  than  the  published  tarifl  rate,  the  penalty  on  conviction 
shall  be  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  and  not  more  than  H\e 
thousand  dollars. 

Every  offense  created  by  this  act  shall  be  prosecuted  in  a  court  having  jurisdiction 
of  offenses  within  the  city,  city  and  county,  or  county  in  which  such  offense  was 
committed;  and  whenever  the  offense  is  begun  in  one  jurisdiction  and  completed  in 
another,  it  may  be  proceeded  against  in  either. 

Sec.  38.  In  case  any  transportation  company  subject  to  this  act,  or  any  person 
01-  corporation  within  the  provisions  hereof,  shall  do,  cause  to  be  done,  or  permit 
to  be  done,  except  unintentionally  or  innocently  through  a  mistake  of  fact,  any  mat- 
ter, act  or  thing  in  this  act  prohibited  or  declared  to  be  unlawful,  or  shall  similarly 
omit  to  do  any  act,  matter  or  thing  herein  required  by  this  act  to  be  done,  such  trnns- 
l)ortation  company,  iierson.  or  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  heroin- 
i'efore  provided  for,  and  shall,  in  addition,  be  liable  to  the  person  or  persons,  firm  or 
corporation  injured  by  such  act  or  omission  for  the  damages  proximately  resulting 
therefrom;  and  in  addition  to  such  damages,  such  transportation  company,  in  all 
cases  where  the  same  shall  be  guilty  of  extortion  or  unjust  discrimination  as  defined 
in  this  act,  shall  pay  to  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  so  injured  a  penalty  of  not 
ie.ss  than  five  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollar.?. 

Sec.  39.  No  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  shall  grant  free  passes, 
or  passes,  or  tickets,  at  a  discount,  to  any  person  holding  an.v  ofiice  of  honor,  trust. 
or  profit  in  this  state,  and  every  transportation  company  issuing  free  passes  or 
tickets  at  a  discount  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed 
1  uilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  for  each  offense  shall  he  punished  by  a  tine  of  not  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  40.  In  all  actions  between  private  parties  and  transportation  companies 
sui)ject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  resi)ect  to  any  rate,  charge,  order,  rule  or 
regulation  published  as  required  b.v  this  act,  the  published  rate,  charge,  order,  rule  or 
legulation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  just  and  reasonable,  and  shall  not  be  open  to  con- 
troversy except  in  and  by  way  of  such  proceedings  for  thar  purpose  before  the  com- 
mission and  the  courts  as  are  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Sec.  40a.  The  said  commission  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  when  puiilic 
interests  require,  to  file  petitions  for  investigations,  or  complaint  or  complaints. 
V.  ith  the  interstate  commerce  commission,  and  to  file  such  suit  or  suits,  in  triounals 
o)  courts  of  comp'^tent  jurisdiction  as  are  permitted  under  the  terms  of  what  is' 
krio\vn  as  the  interstate  commerce  act,  complaining  of  anything  done,  or  omitted  to 
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be  clone  by  common  carriers  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  interstate  commerce  act. 
Said  board  is  also  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  file  petitions  for  investiga- 
tions, or  complaint,  or  complaints,  and  to  commence  such  suit  or  suits,  in  tribunals,  or 
courts  of  competent  jurisdiction,  complaining  of  the  order,  or  orders,  of  any  trans- 
continental railroad  company,  or  other  common  carriers,  either  railroad  or  steamship, 
raising  freight  rates,  or  entering  into  contracts  or  combinations  to  raise,  or  maintain 
rates,  or  to  take  any  action  that  v^^ill  prevenc  competition,  to  and  from,  or  to  or  from, 
California  points  to  points  in  the  United  States  outside  of  California.  The  attorney 
general  is  hereby  directed  to  represent  said  board  and  the  people  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, in  any  proceeding  commenced  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  40c.  The  said  commission  is  her'eijy  empowered  and  directed  to  cooiserate 
with  the  interstate  commerce  commission  in  the  investigation  of  discriminations  in 
charges  of  facilities  for  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight  made  by  any  railroad 
CI-  other  transportation  company,  between  places  or  persons,  or  in  the  facilities  for 
the  transportation  of  the  same  classes  of  passengers  or  freight  within  this  state,  or 
coming  from  or  going  to  any  other  state,  and  to  that  end  and  for  either  of  said 
purposes  shall  arrange  for  joint  meetings  with  the  interstate  commerce  commission 
or  any  section  thereof  in  the  various  commercial  and  industrial  centers  of  this  state. 

Sec.  40d.  The  state  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall  meet  and  hold  a 
session  of  such  board  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  any  discriminations,  or  any 
complaint  of  any  citizen  of  this  state,  against  any  railroad  or  other  transportation 
company  at  least  once  every  six  months,  commencing  May  1,  19(,>9,  at  each  of  the 
following  cities :  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles.  San  Diego,  Stockton,  Sacramento. 
Oakland.  Fresno,  San  Jose,  Santa  Barbara,  Redding,  Bakersfield,  Marysville,  San 
Bernardino  and  Eureka,  and  at  such  othei  -cities  or  towns  in  counties  other  than 
those  in  which  the  cities  hereinabove  named  are  I'espectively  situated,  when  a  petition 
for  a  meeting  of  such  board  is  filed  with  the  secretary  thereof  by  ten  shippers.  Notice 
of  such  meeting  shall  be  given  by  said  board  by  advertising  same  for  a  period  of  one 
week  in  one  or  more  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  oity  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  for  a  like  period  in  a  daily  newspaper  in  the  county  v.-here  any  meeting 
is  to  be  held  if  there  be  one  published  therein,  if  not,  then  for  a  period  of  two  weeks 
in  a  weekly  newspaper  published  therein.  Such  notice  shall  contain  a  request  for 
the  public  interested  in  transportation  matters  to  appear  and  present  any  complaints 
or  file  petitions  for  better  facilities  or  for  reduction  of  rates.  At  such  meetings  testi- 
mony may  be  taken  in  support  of  such  complaint  or  petition.  If  demanded  by  any 
railroad  or  other  transportation  company,  affected  by  such  complaint  or  petition,  the 
board  may  hear  such  testimony  as  such  company  may  present;  whereupon  such  board 
shall  take  such  proceedings  on  such  complaint  or  petition  as  may  be  authorized  by 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state.  The  testimony  taken  at  all  hearings  of  such 
board  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  a  copy 
of  the  same  shall  be  reported  to  the  legislature  at  the  beginning  of  each  regular 
session  thereof. 

Sec.  41.  The  words  "commission,"  "commissioners"  and  "railroad  commission." 
as  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  construed  as  meaning  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
of  the  State  of  California,  and  the  word  "commissioner"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  as  meaning  any  one  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
of  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  42.  This  act  shall  be  construed  and  held  to  apply  only  to  the  transportation 
of  proi^erty  and  passengers  within  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  43.  An  Act  entitled  "An  act  to  create  the  office  of  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation, and  to  define  its  powers  and  duties ;  to  fix  the  maximum  charges  for 
transporting  passengers  and  freights  on  certain  railroads,  and  to  prevent  extortion 
and  unjust  discrimination  thereon,"  approved  April  1.  ISIS,  and  also  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  organize  and  define  the  powers  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners," 
approved  April  15,  1880,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

vSec.  44.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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RULES  OP  PROCEDURE  OE  THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OE  THE 
STATE  OE  CALIEORNIA. 

[Adopted  June  8.  1909.] 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of  California  hereby  adopts  the 
following  rules  to  govern  the  exercise  of  the  judicial  power  conferred 
upon  the  Commission  by  the  State  Constitution,  and  the  laws  made  in 
pursuance  thereof: 

Rule  I. 

Any  person  believing  himself  aggrieved  by  any  railroad  or  other 
transportation  company,  in  any  particular,  may  file  a  verified  complaint 
against  such  railroad  or  transportation  company  with  the  secretary  of 
the  Commission.  The  secretary  must  indorse  on  the  complaint  the  day. 
month,  and  year  that  it  is  filed,  and  must,  at  the  request  of  the  Com- 
mission issue  a  summons  thereon. 

Rule  II. 

The  summons  must  be  directed  to  the  defendant,  must  l)e  signed  by 
the  secretary,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Commission,  and  must 
contain : 

1.  The  names  of  the  parties  to  the  proceeding. 

2.  A  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  complaint. 

3.  A  direction  that  the  defendant  appear  and  answer  said  complaint 
at  a  time  and  place  specified  by  said  Commission. 

Rule  III. 

The  summons  may  be  served  by  any  citizen  of  the  State,  and  shall 
be  served  by  delivering  a  copy  thereof,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  com- 
plaint, to  the  defendant,  or  if  the  defendant  is  a  corporation,  to  the 
president,  secretary,  treasurer,  or  managing  or  designated  agent  thereof. 
Proof  of  service  of  summons  and  complaint  must  be  made  by  certifi- 
cation. 

Rule  IV. 

From  the  time  of  service  of  the  summons  and  copy  of  complaint,  the 
Commission  shall  be  deemed  to  have  acquired  jurisdiction  of  the  par- 
ties and  subject-matter.  The  voluntary  appearance  of  the  defendant  is 
equivalent  to  personal  service. 

Rule  V. 

The  complaint  must  contain : 

1.  The  names  of  the  parties  to  the  proceeding. 

2.  A  statement  of  the  cause  of  complaint,  in  ordinary  and  concise 
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language,  giving  such  particulars  of  time,  place,  and  circumstances  as 
may  enable  the  defendant  to  answer  the  same  intelligently. 
3.  A  demand  of  the  relief  claimed. 

Rule  VI. 

The  complaint  may  unite  several  causes  of  action  in  the  same  com- 
plaint, but  each  cause  must  be  separately  pleaded  therein. 

Rule  VII. 

The  defendant  may,  within  the  time  reciuired  in  the  .summons  to 
answer,  demur  to  the  complaint  upon  the  following  grounds: 

1.  That  it  does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  authorize  the  proceedings. 

2.  That  it  contains  more  than  one  cause  of  action,  and  that  such  causes 
are  not  separately  pleaded. 

3.  That  it  is  ambiguous,  imcertain,  or  unintelligible. 

Rule  VIII. 

If  the  demurrer  is  sustained,  the  complainant  may,  within  ten  days 
thereafter,  amend  his  complaint.  If  the  demurrer  is  overruled,  the 
defendant  must,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  answer  the  complaint. 

Rule  IX. 

The  answer  of  the  defendant  must  contain  : 

1.  A  general  or  specific  denial  of  the  allegations  of  the  complaint 
controverted  by  him. 

2.  A  statement  of  any  new  matter  of  defense,  or  in  mitigation  or 
explanation  of  charges  made  in  the  complaint.  • 

3.  The  answer  of  the  defendant  shall  be  verified  and  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  the  Commission,  and  a  copy  thereof  served  by  defendant 
upon  complainant. 

Rule  X. 

The  complainant  may.  within  ten  days  after  the  service  of  the  answer, 
demur  to  the  same  as  insufficient;  and  if  the  demurrer  is  sustained, 
the  defendant  may,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  amend  his  answer. 

Rule  XI. 

The  complaint,  answer,  and  demurrer  must  be  subscribed  by  the 
party  or  by  some  attorney  at  law  in  his  behalf.  The  complaint  and 
answer  must  be  verified,  in  the  same  manner,  by  the  persons  and  in  the 
form  required  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  in  civil  cases. 

Rule  XII. 

All  pleadings  shall  be  in  typewriting,  on  one  side  of  the  sheet  only ; 
each  line  and  page  shall  be  numbered,  and  three  copies  of  every  plead- 
ino'  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission. 
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1.  Every  complaint  shall  specify  the  section  or  sections  of  the  law 
claimed  by  complainant  to  have  been  violated  by  the  facts  pleaded. 

2.  Demurrers  to  pleadings  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  written  state- 
ment of  points  and  authorities  in  short  form,  or  such  demurrers  will  be 
disregarded  by  the  Commission. 

Rule  XIII. 

The  provisions  of  sections  452.  453.  462.  463.  464.  465,  469,  470.  471, 
472,  473.  and  476  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  shall  be  applicable  to 
pleadings  before  the  Commission. 

Rule  XIY. 

"When  issue  has  been  joined,  the  Commission,  upon  application  of 
either  party,  or  of  its  omti  motion,  shall  fix  the  day  and  place  of  trial. 

1.  Good  cause  appearing  therefor,  the  time  or  place  of  trial  may  be 
changed,  but  no  order  changing  the  time  or  place  of  trial  shall  be  made 
without  proof  of  five  days'  notice  of  the  application  therefor. 

2.  The  secretary  shall  notify  all  parties  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial 
as  provided  by  law. 

3.  Stipulations  entered  into  between  parties  extending  time  to  move 
or  plead  will  not  be  considered  by  the  Commission.  All  extensions  of 
time  to  move  or  plead  must  be  secured  from  the  Commission  after  tAvo 
days'  notice  to  the  adverse  party  of  application  therefor,  and  such  appli- 
cation shall  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  showing  necessity  therefor. 

Rule  XV. 

If  the  defendant  fails  to  appear  and  answer  the  complaint,  the  Com- 
mission shall  render  such  decision  thereon,  within  the  relief  demanded 
in  the  complaint,  as  the  facts  may  warrant. 

Rule  XVI. 

The  secretary  of  the  Commission  must  keep  a  calendar  of  the  proceed- 
ings at  issue,  according  to  the  date  of  service  of  the  summons:  and 
sections  595  and  596  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  shall  be  applicable 
to  the  proceedings  to  be  had  after  said  proceedings  are  entered  on 
the  calendar. 

Rule  XVII. 

Any  party  to  such  proceeding,  feeling  aggrieved  at  the  decision  of 
the  Commission  may.  within  thirty  days  after  such  decision,  apply  to 
the  Commission  for  a  rehearing:  such  application  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary.  The  application  may  be  made 
upon  any  or  all  of  the  following  grounds : 

1.  Irregularity  in  the  proceedings  or  abuse  of  discretion,  by  which 
the  party  was  prevented  from  having  a  fair  hearing. 
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2.  Accident  or  surprise  wliich  ordinary  prudence  could  not  have 
guarded  against. 

3.  Newly  discovered  evidence,  material  for  the  party  making  the 
application  which  could  not  with  reasonable  diligence  have  been  dis- 
covered and  produced  at  the  trial. 

■4.  Insufficiency  of  evidence  to  justify  the  decision,  or  that  it  is 
against  the  law. 

5.  Error  of  law  occurring  on  the  trial.  Sections  658,  659,  and  660  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  shall  be  applicable  to  such  rehearing. 

Rule  XVIII. 

Sections  668,  669,  and  670  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  shall  be 
applicable  to  the  entry  of  the  decisions  of  these  Commissioners. 

EULE   XIX. 

The  provisions  of  part  IV  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  relating 
to  the  general  principles,  kinds,  and  degrees,  production,  and  effect  of 
evidence,  and  of  the  rights  and  duties  of  witnesses,  shall  be  applicable  to 
proceedings  before  the  Commission. 

EULE  XX. 

The  word  "person"  in  these  rules  includes  corporations  and  firms — 
the  singular  the  plural,  and  the  masculine  the  feminine  and  neuter 
genders. 

EULE  XXI. 

These  rules  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Commis- 
sion. 

EULE   XXII. 

These  rules  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  1909.

STATE  or  CALIFORNIA. 


GOVERNING    THE    CONSTRUCTION    AND    FILING    OF    FREIGHT    TARIFFS    AND 
CLASSIFICATIONS    AND    PASSENGER    FARE    SCHEDULES. 

[Approved  May  4,  1909— Effective  May  15,  1909.] 

KEGUI.ATIONS  ISSUED  BY  THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OF  THE 
STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA  GOVERNING  THE  CONSTRLCTION  AND 
FILING  OF  FREIGHT  AND  PASSENGER  TARIFFS  AND  CLASSI- 
FICATIONS. 

FREIGHT  TARIFFS  AND  CLASSIFICATIONS. 

All  tariffs  issued  or  reissued  after  May  15,  1909,  must  conform  to  all 
of  these  rules.  A  tariff'  publication  oft'ered  for  filing  after  said  date 
which  does  not  conform  Avith  the  rules  herein  specified  is  subject  to 
rejection  by  the  Commission  when  tendered  for  filing. 

The  term  "joint  rate,"  as  used  herein,  is  construed  to  mean  a  rate 
that  extends  over  the  lines  of  two  or  more  carriers,  and  that  is  made  by 
agreement  between  such  carriers  or  by  the  Commission. 

"Joint  tariffs"  are  those  Avhich  contain  or  are  made  up  from  such 
"joint  rates." 

1.  All  tariffs  must  be  printed  on  hard  calendared  paper  of  good 
quality  from  type  of  size  not  less  than  6-point  full  face.  Stereot.ype, 
planograph.  or  other  printing-press  process  may  be  used.  Reproduc- 
tion by  hectograph  or  similar  process,  typewritten  sheets,  or  proof-sheets 
must  not  be  used  for  posting  or  filing. 

2.  All  tariff's  must  be  in  book,  sheet,  or  pamphlet  form,  and  of  size  8 
by  11  inches.  Loose-leaf  plan  may  be  used,  so  that  changes  can  be 
made  by  reprinting  and  inserting  a  single  leaf. 

3.  The  title  page  of  every  tariff'  shall  show : 
(a)  Name  of  issuing  carrier,  carriers,  or  agent. 

(6)  C.  R.  C.  number  of  tariff  in  bold  type  on  upper  left-hand  corner, 
and  immediately  thereunder,  in  smaller  type,  the  C.  R.  C.  number  or 
numbers  of  tariffs  and  supplements  canceled  thereby.  If,  however,  the 
number  of  canceled  tariff's  is  so  large  as  to  render  it  impracticable  to 
thus  enter  them  on  title  page,  they  must  be  shown  on  following  page; 
but  specific  reference  to  such  list  must  be  entered  on  title  page  immedi- 
ately under  the  number  of  the  tariff.  Serial  numbers  of  carrier  may,  if 
desired,  be  entered  beloAV  the  upper  marginal  line  of  title  page.  Sep- 
arate serial  C.  R.  C.  numbers  will  be  used  for  freight  and  passenger 
tariff's. 
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(c)  Whether  tariff  is  local,  joint,  proportional,  or  a  combination  of 
same. 

{d)  Whether  class,  commodity,  or  a  combination  of  both,  and  the  ter- 
ritory or  points  from  and  to  which  the  tariff  applies,  briefly  stated. 

(e)  Reference  by  name  and  C.  R.  C.  number  to  the  classification  and 
exception  sheets  governing  the  tariff.  Following  form  may  be  used: 
"Governed  by  the classification,  C.  R.  C.  No ,  and  excep- 
tions thereto  C.  R.  C.  No ,  and  supplements  thereto  and  reissues 

thereof. ' ' 

if)  Date  of  issue  and  date  effective.  Any  tariff  may  be  changed  upon 
statutory  notice  of  thirty  days,  or,  under  special  permission  from  the 
Commission,  upon  shorter  notice.  Therefore,  a  provision  in  a  tariff 
that  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  will  expire  upon  a  given  date,  is  not 
a  guaranty  that  the  tariff,  or  such  part  of  it,  will  remain  effective  until 
that  date.  Such  provision,  if  used,  must  be  understood  to  mean  that  the 
tariff,  or  specified  part  of  it,  will  expire  upon  the  date  named  unless 
sooner  canceled,  changed,  or  extended  in  lawful  way.     On  such  tariffs 

the  term  ' '  Expires unless  sooner  canceled,  changed,  or  extended ' ' 

must  be  used. 

{g)  Name,  title,  and  address  of  officer  by  whom  tariff  is  issued. 

{h)  On  tariffs  of  more  than  four  pages,  on  upper  left-hand  corner 
the  words :  ' '  Only  two  supplements  to  this  tariff  may  be  in  force  at  any 
time." 

{i)  On  every  tariff  or  supplement  that  is  issued  on  less  than  thirty 
days'  notice  by  permission  or  order  or  regulation  of  the  Commission, 
notation  that  it  is  issued  on  special  permission  or  order  of  the  Railroad 

Commission  of  the  State  of  Calif  orina  No ,  of  date ,  or  by 

authority  of  Rule  .  . .  . ,  Tariff  Circular 

4.  Tariffs  in  book  or  pamphlet  form  shall  contain  in  the  order 
named : 

(a)  Table  of  contents,  full  and  complete.  Except  that  when  tariff 
contains  so  small  a  volume  of  matter  that  its  title  page  or  its  arrange- 
ment plainly  discloses  its  contents,  the  table  of  contents  may  be  omitted. 

(&)  Names  of  issuing  carriers,  including  those  for  which  joint  agent 
issues  under  power  of  attorney,  and  names  of  carriers  participating 
under  concurrence,  both  alphabetically  arranged.  If  there  be  not  more 
than  ten  participating  carriers,  their  names  may  be  shown  on  the  title 
page  of  the  tariff.  The  form  and  number  of  power  of  attorney  or  con- 
currence by  which  each  carrier  is  made  party  to  the  tariff  must  be 
shown. 

(c)  Alphabetically  arranged  and  complete  index  of  all  commodities 
upon  which  commodity  rates  are  named,  preceded  by  a  paragraph,  viz. : 
' '  Following  list  enumerates  only  such  articles  as  are  given  specific  rates ; 

3 — RC 
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articles  not  specified  will  take  class  rates."  All  of  the  items  relating  to 
different  kinds  of  species  of  the  same  commodity  will  be  grouped 
together.  For  example,  all  items  of  coal  under  "Coal"  and  descriptive 
word  or  words  following,  as  "Coal,"  "Coal — ^ Anthracite, "  "Coal — 
Bituminous,"  etc. 

The  index  to  a  general  commodity  tariff  shall  also  include  in  alpha- 
betical order  all  articles  upon  which  commodity  rates  are  named  in  other 
tariffs  applying  from  anj^  point  of  origin  to  any  point  of  destination 
named  in  the  tariff,  and  with  such  entry  shall  be  shown  the  number  or 
numbers  of  tariffs  in  which  such  rates  are  found.  For  example,  "Lime, 
C.  R.  C.  122,"  or  "Staves,  C.  R.  C.  1042."  Carriers'  tariff  numbers 
may  be  also  shown. 

A  commodity  item  which  refers  to  a  list  of  articles  taking  one  com- 
modity rate  need  be  indexed  but  once,  provided  reference  is  given  to 
the  item  or  the  C.  R.  C.  number  of  the  issue  that  contains  list  of  the 
articles  embraced  in  the  term.     For  example,  "Agricultural  implements, 

as  described  in  item of  this  tariff,"  or  "as  described  in  Western 

Classification,   C.  R.  C.  No ,"  or  "Packing  House  Products,   as 

described  in Tariff,  C.  R.  C.  No "     When  such  specific 

reference  to  list  of  articles  embraced  in  the  term  is  given,  the  several 
articles  so  embraced  need  not  be  indexed  separately. 

A  tariff  on  a  single  commodity,  or  a  few  commodities,  shall  contain  all 
of  that  carrier's  commodity  rates  on  such  commodity  or  commodities 
applying  from  any  point  of  origin  to  any  point  of  destination  named  in 
the  tariff.  If  there  be  not  more  than  ten  such  commodities,  they  may 
be  named  on  the  title  page  of  the  tariff. 

If  all  of  the  commodity  rates  to  each  destination  in  the  tariff  are 
arranged  alphabetically  by  commodities,  and  plain  reference  thereto  is 
given  in  table  of  contents,  further  or  other  index  of  commodities  may  be 
omitted  from  that  tariff,  provided  that,  if  the  issuing  carrier,  or  a  par- 
ticipating carrier,  has  in  other  tariff  or  tariffs,  commodity  rates  applying 
from  any  point  of  origin  to  any  point  of  destination  named  in  the 
tariff,  a  complete  list  in  alphabetical  order  by  commodities  of  such  other 
tariffs,  together  with  description  of  character  of  traffic,  territory  or 
points  of  origin  and  of  destination,  and  the  C.  R.  C.  numbers  of  tariffs 
containing  such  commodity  rates  shall  be  shown  in  the  first  part  of  the 
tariff  and  shall  be  specifically  referred  to  in  the  table  of  contents. 

Excepting  such  as  appear  in  a  tariff  or  a  supplement  to  a  tariff  which 
does  not  require  an  index,  a  commodity  rate  that  is  not  included  in  the 
index  will  be  treated  as  not  having  been  published  and  can  not  lawfully 
be  used. 

(d)  Alphabetically  arranged  and  complete  index  of  stations  from 
which  tariff  applies  and  alphabetically  arranged  and  complete  index  of 
stations  to  which  the  tariff  applies,  together  with  the  name  of  the  state 
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in  which  located.  If  there  be  not  more  than  twelve  points  of  origin  and 
twelve  points  of  destination,  they  may,  if  practicable,  be  shown  on  title 
page  of  tariff. 

Traffic  territorial  or  group  description  may  be  used  to  designate 
points  to  or  from  which  rates  named  in  the  tariff  apply,  provided  a 
complete  list  of  such  points  arranged  by  traffic  territories  or  groups  is 
printed  in  the  tariff  or  specific  reference  is  given  to  the  C.  R.  C.  number 
of  the  issue  that  contains  such  list.  In  this  list  the  stations  in  each 
traffic  territorial  or  group  description  shall  be  arranged  alphabetically, 
and  the  name  or  names  of  roads  upon  which  stations  are  located  must  be 
shown ;  or  all  of  the  stations  in  traffic  territories  or  groups  named  in  the 
tariff  may  be  included  in  one  alphabetical  index,  provided  (1)  that 
points  of  origin  and  points  of  destination  are  shown  separately,  alpha- 
betically; (2)  that  the  name  or  names  of  roads  upon  which  stations  are 
located  and  the  traffic  territorial  or  group  description  in  which  they 
belong  are  shown  opposite  the  several  stations. 

((?)  Explanation  of  reference  marks  and  technical  abbreviations  used 
in  the  tariff. 

(/)  List  of  exceptions,  if  any,  to  the  classification  governing  the  tariff 
which  are  not  contained  in  exception  sheets  referred  to  on  title  page. 

{g)  Such  explanatory  statement  in  clear  and  explicit  terms  regarding 
the  rates  and  rules  contained  in  the  tariff  as  may  be  necessary  to 
remove  all  doubt  as  to  their  proper  application. 

{h)  Rules  and  regulations  which  govern  the  tariff,  the  title  of  each 
rule  or  regulation  to  be  shown  in  bold  type.  Under  this  head  all  of  the 
rules,  regulations,  or  conditions  which  in  any  way  affect  the  rates 
named  in  the  tariff  shall  be  entered,  except  that  a  special  rule  applying 
to  a  particular  rate  shall  be  shown  in  connection  with  and  on  the  same 
page  with  such  rate. 

No  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  included  which  in  any  way  or  in  any 
terms  authorizes  substituting  for  any  rate  named  in  the  tariff  a  rate 
found  in  any  other  tariff  or  made  up  on  any  combination  or  plan  other 
than  that  clearly  stated  in  specific  terms  in  the  tariff  of  which  the  rule 
or  regulation  is  a  part. 

A  carrier  or  an  agent  may  publish,  under  C.  R.  C.  number,  post,  and 
file  a  tariff  publication  containing  the  rules  and  regulations  which  are  to 
govern  certain  rate  schedules,  and  such  publication  may  be  made  a  part 
of  such  rate  schedules  by  the  specific  reference  ' '  Governed  by  rules  and 
regulations  showTi  in   C.  R.  C.  No " 

A  rate  schedule  may  in  like  manner  refer  to  another  schedule  for  the 
governing  rules  and  regulations. 

A  schedule  or  a  publication  so  referred  to  must  be  on  file  with  the 
Commission,  and  be  posted  at  every  place  where  a  schedule  that  refers 
to  it  is  posted. 
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(i)  The  rates,  explicitly  stated,  together  with  the  names  or  designation 
of  the  places  from  and  to  which  they  apply,  all  arranged  in  a  simple  and 
systematic  manner.  Complicated  or  ambiguous  plans  or  terms  must  be 
avoided. 

The  different  routes  via  which  tariff  applies  may  be  shown,  together 
with  appropriate  reference  to  application  of  rates.  When  a  tariff 
specifies  routing,  the  rates  may  not  be  applied  via  routes  not  specified. 
A  tariff  may  show  the  routing  ordinarily  and  customarily  to  be  used,  and 
may  provide  that,  if  from  am'  cause  shipments  are  sent  via  other  junc- 
tion points  but  over  the  lines  of  carriers  parties  to  the  tariff,  the  rates 
will  apply. 

If  a  tariff  contains  no  routing  directions  the  joint  rates  shown  therein 
are  applicable  between  the  points  specified  via  the  lines  of  any  and  all 
carriers  that  are  parties  to  the  tariff ;  and  shipper  must  not  be  required 
to  pay  higher  charges  than  those  stated  in  the  tariff  because  the  carriers 
have  not  agreed  divisions  of  the  rates  via  the  junction  through  which 
the  shipment  moves.  If  agent  of  carrier  bills  or  sends  shipment  via 
a  route  or  junction  point  that  is  covered  by  the  tariff  but  via  which  no 
division  of  the  rate  applies,  it  is  for  the  carriers  to  agree  between  them- 
selves upon  the  division  of  the  rates,  and  the  intermediate  or  delivering 
carriers  may  demand  from  the  carrier  whose  agent  so  missends  shipment 
their  full  local  rates  for  the  service  which  they  perform. 

5.  The  practice  on  part  of  carriers  of  accepting  and  transporting 
through  shipments  as  to  which  no  joint  rate  applies,  upon  rates  made  up 
l\v  combination  of  the  rates  of  the  several  carriers  participating  in  the 
movement,  and  of  collecting,  as  delivering  carriers,  the  aggregate 
charges  of  the  several  carriers  upon  such  shipments,  and  of  accounting 
to  such  carriers  for  their  several  portions  of  such  charges,  is  practically 
universal.  That  custom  has  the  same  binding  effect  as  a  joint  rate, 
both  as  between  carriers  themselves  and  as  between  carriers  and 
shippers.  Therefore  carriers  may  apply  to  through  shipments  rates  to 
and  from  stations  to  and  from  which  there  is  no  applicable  published 
joint  rate  by  using  lawfully  published  bases,  locals,  or  proportionals,  in 
connection  with  other  lawfully  published  tariffs. 

Tariffs  containing  basing  or  proportional  rates  must  specify  clearly 
the  extent  and  manner  of  their  use,  and  tariffs  that  are  especially 
intended  for  use  in  connection  with  published  basing  rates  must  show 
the  C.  R.  C.  numbers  of  tariffs  in  which  bases  can  be  found. 

A  carrier  may  provide  in  its  tariffs  that,  in  the  absence  of  a  specific 
rate  from  point  of  origin  to  destination  of  a  through  shipment,  combi- 
nation rate  to  or  via  certain  points  will  be  made  upon  specified  basing 
point  or  points,  or  by  using  certain  specified  tariffs  or  rates,  and  the 
combination  rate  so  specified  will  be  the  lawful  rate  for  that  shipment. 

If  no  specific  rate  from  point  of  origin  to  destination  of  a  through 
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shipment  is  provided  and  no  specific  manner  of  construing  combination 
rate  for  it  is  prescribed,  the  lowest  combination  of  rates  applicable  via 
the  route  over  which  the  shipment  moves  is  the  lawful  rate  for  that  ship- 
ment. 

A  combination  through  rate  must  be  treated  as  a  unit  from  the  date 
of  original  shipment  to  the  date  of  its  arrival  at  destination,  and  the 
rate  applied  must  be  the  combination  of  the  rates  which  exist  upon  the 
date  of  original. 

All  of  the  conditions,  regulations,  and  privileges  obtaining  as  to  any 
factor  in  such  combination  rate  for  through  shipment  at  the  time  of 
original  shipment  upon  such  combination  through  rate  must  be  adhered 
to  and  can  not  be  varied  as  to  that  shipment  during  the  period  of  trans- 
portation of  such  shipment  to  its  final  destination.  A  local  or  propor- 
tional rate  "in"  can  not  be  absorbed,  diminished,  or  affected  by  any 
"out"  rate  not  in  effect  at  the  time  when  the  traffic  moved  upon  such 
local  or  proportional  rate. 

6.  The  term  "common  points,"  or  similar  terms,  shall  not  be  used 
in  any  tariff  for  the  purpose  of  indicating  the  points  from  or  to  which 
rates  named  therein  apply,  unless  a  full  list  of  such  points  is  printed 
in  the  tariff,  or  specific  reference  is  given  to  the  C.  R.  C.  number  of  the 
issue  that  contains  such  list. 

The  terms  "grain  products,"  "forest  products,"  "petroleum  and  its 
products,"  "cottonseed  products,"  or  similar  terms,  must  not  be  used 
in  any  tariff  for  the  purpose  of  indicating  the  articles  to  which  the 
rates  apply,  unless  a  full  list  of  the  articles  intended  to  be  included  in 
and  covered  by  such  terms  is  printed  in  the  tariff,  or  specific  reference 
is  given  to  C.  R.  C.  number  of  issue  that  contains  such  list. 

Commodity  rates  must  be  specific,  and  must  not  be  applied  to  anal- 
ogous articles. 

7.  (a)  In  every  instance  where  a  commodity  rate  is  named  in  a  tariff' 
upon  a  commodity  and.  between  specified  points,  such  commodity  rate 
is  the  lawful  rate  and  the  only  rate  that  can  be  used  with  relation  to 
that  traffic  between  those  points,  even  though  a  class  rate  or  some  com- 
bination may  make  lower.  The  naming  of  a  commodity  rate  on  any 
article  or  character  of  traffic  takes  such  article  or  traffic  out  of  the  class- 
ification and  out  of  the  class  rates  between  the  points  to  which  such 
commodity  rate  applies. 

(&)  Class  rates  or  commodity  rates  may  be  made  for  specified  mixed 
car  loads  and  will  be  the  lawful  rates  for  such  mixtures,  even  though 
certain  parts  of  the  mixtures  are  covered  by  class  or  commodity  rates 
when  shipped  separately. 

(c)  If  the  alternative  use  of  class  or  commodity  rates  is  necessary  or 
desired  in  any  instance  it  may  be  provided  by  including  in  different 
sections  of  one  and  the  same  tariff  such  class  and  commodity  rates,  and 
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by  including  in  each  section  the  specific  rule :  "  If  the  rates  in  section 
....  of  this  tariff  make  a  lower  charge  on  any  shipment  than  the  rates 
in  section  ....  of  this  tariff,  the  rates  in  section  ....  will  be  applied. ' ' 

(d)  Each  tariff  that  contains  class  and  commodity  rates  and  that  is 
constructed  in  sections  for  alternative  use  of  rates  as  provided  in  the 
third  paragraph  of  this  rule,  and  that  is  issued  or  supplemented  here- 
after, shall  also  contain  a  rule  as  follows : 

"Wherever  a  commodity  rate  is  established  it  removes  the  application  of  the 
class  rates  betvi-eeu  the  same  points  on  that  commodity,  except  when  and  in  so 
far  as  alternative  use  of  class  and  commodity  rates  that  are  contained  in  this 
tarifif  is  specifically  authorized  in  this  tariff." 

(e)  Commodity  tariffs  (in  which  class  rates  are  not  included),  naming 
rates  between  specified  points,  may  carr}^  an  application  reading  as 
follows : 

"Unless  otherwise  specifically  provided  herein,  rates  named  in  this  tariff  will 
apply  from  and  to  intermediate  points  not  specifically  named  unless  the  class 
rates  named  in  (reference  to  C.  R.  C.  number  or  numbers  of  the  Class  Rate 
Tariffs  must  be  here  inserted)   make  a  lower  rate." 

8.  If  a  tariff  or  supplement  to  a  tariff  is  issued  which  conflicts  with  a 
part  of  another  tariff  or  supplement  to  a  tariff'  which  is  in  force  at  the 
time  and  which  is  not  thereby  canceled  in  full,  it  shall  specifically  state 
the  portion  of  such  other  tariff  which  is  thereby  canceled,  and  such  other 
tariff'  shall  at  the  same  time  be  correspondingh'  amended,  effective  on 
the  same  date,  in  the  regular  way;  and  such  supplement  to  such  tariff 
so  amended  shall  be  filed  at  the  same  time  and  in  connection  with  the 
tariff  which  contains  the  new  rates.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  give  on 
commodity  tariff  or  supplement  reference  to  class  rate  tariffs  that  may 
be  affected,  nor  to  give  on  class  rate  tariffs  or  supplements  reference  to 
commodity  tariffs. 

An  agent  w^ho  acts  under  power  of  attorney  is  fully  authorized  to  act 
for  the  carriers  that  have  named  him  their  agent  and  attorney,  and 
therefore  it  is  permissible  for  him  to  cancel  bj^  his  tariffs  issues  of  such 
principals.  A  concurrence,  how^ever,  does  not  confer  authority  upon 
either  carrier  or  agent  to  cancel  tariffs  of  concurring  carrier,  and  there- 
fore tariffs  issued  under  concurrences  may  not  assume  to  cancel  or  carry 
notation  of  cancellation  of  tariffs  of,  and  issued  by,  concurring  carriers. 
Such  cancellations  must  be  made  by  the  carrier  that  issued  the  tariff  that 
is  to  be  canceled. 

If  a  tariff  is  canceled  with  the  purpose  of  canceling  entirely  the  rates 
named  therein,  or  when  through  error  or  omission  a  later  issue  failed  to 
cancel  the  previous  issue  and  a  tariff  is  canceled  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
fecting the  records,  the  cancellation  notice  must  not  be  given  a  new 
C.  R.  C.  number,  but  must  be  issued  as  a  supplement  to  the  tariff  which 
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it  cancels,  even  though  it  be  a  tariff  of  less  than  five  pages,  and  even 
though  such  tariff  may  at  the  time  have  two  effective  supplements. 

When  a  tariff  or  a  commodity  rate  is  canceled  by  supplement,  the  can- 
cellation notice  must  show  where  the  rates  or  rate  will  thereafter  be 
found,  or  what  rates  will  thereafter  apply.     For  example:  "Rate  in 

C.  R.  C.  No will  apply,"  or  "Class  rates  will  apply,"  or 

' ' Combination  rate  will  apply, "  or  "No  rates  in  effect. ' ' 

If  a  tariff  is  canceled  with  the  purpose  of  applying  in  lieu  thereof  the 
rates  shown  in  some  other  tariff,  the  cancellation  notice  shall  make 
specific  reference  to  the  C.  R.  C.  number  of  tariff  in  which  such  rates 
will  thereafter  be  found.  Cancellation  of  a  tariff  also  cancels  supple- 
ment to  such  tariff,  if  any,  in  effect.  If  a  tariff  is  canceled  by  the 
issuance  of  a  similar  tariff  to  take  its  place,  cancellation  notice  must  not 
be  given  by  supplement,  but  by  notice  printed  in  new  tariff  as  provided 
in  paragraph  (6),  Rule  3. 

9.  A  change  in  or  addition  to  a  tariff  shall  be  known  as  an  amend- 
ment, and,  excepting  amendments  to  tariffs  of  less  than  five  pages,  shall 
be  printed  in  a  supplement  to  the  tariff,  and  shall  refer  to  the  page  or 
pages  or  item  or  items  of  the  tariff  which  it  amends. 

If  there  are  more  than  ten  participating  carriers,  it  is  not  necessary 
that  supplement  shall  contain  reproduction  of  the  list  of  participating 
carriers  shown  in  the  tariff.  Supplement  may  show  that  the  list  of 
participating  carriers  is  "as  shown  in  the  tariff,  except  (here  show  all 
additions  to  and  eliminations  from  the  original  list  that  are  affected  by 
the  supplement,  or  that  have  been  affected  by  previous  supplements, 
each  alphabetically  arranged)." 

Supplements  to  a  tariff  shall  be  numbered  consecutively  as  supple- 
ments to  that  tariff  and  not  be  given  separate  or  new  C.  R.  C.  numbers. 
There  shall  at  no  time  be  more  than  two  supplements  in  effect  to  any 
tariff.  Each  supplement  shall  specify  the  supplement  or  supplements 
w^hich  it  cancels,  and  shall  also  show  on  title  page  what  supplements  are 
in  effect  and  that  such  effective  supplements  contain  all  changes.  For 
example:  "Supplement  No to  C.  R.  C.  No "  "Cancels  Sup- 
plements Nos and  ....,""  Supplements  Nos and  ....  are  in 

effect,  and  contain  all  changes."  The  term  "cancels  conflicting  por- 
tions" must  not  be  used. 

An  amended  item  must  always  be  printed  in  supplements  in  its 
entirety  as  amended,  and  the  items  in  each  supplement  shall  be 
assembled  under  two  general  heads. 

{a)  "Additions,  Cancellations,  and  Changes  Effected  by  This 
Supplement."  Under  this  head,  and  under  appropriate  subheadings 
if  desired,  shall  be  shown  all  of  the  additions,  cancellations,  and  changes 
effected  by  the  supplement,  each  arranged  alphabetically  by  commodi- 
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ties  or  principal  commodities  of  group  items.  If  the  change  is  in  a 
class  rate  or  group  or  rule  that  applies  to  a  group  of  points,  the  change 
may  be  shown  in  this  part  of  supplement  by  stating  the  name  of  the 
affected  point,  together  with  reference  to  the  item  or  page  number  of 
other  part  of  the  supplement  where  change  is  shown  in  the  regular 
order  of  arrangement  of  the  publication. 

(6)  "Reissued  Items."  Under  this  head  will  be  assembled  in  same 
order  reissued  items  brought  forward  without  change  from  former  sup- 
plements. 

A  tariff  or  a  supplement  which  contains  reissued  items  must  not  bear 
the  notation  "Effective  at  once,  except  as  noted."     But  instead  must 

bear  the  notation   "Effective    except  as  noted  in  individual 

items. ' '     Example :  ' '  Issued ,  effective  ,  except  as  noted 

in  individual  items."     Reissued  items  must  bear  notation  "Effective 

(date  upon  which  item  became  effective)  in  C.  R.  C.  No ";  or  "In 

Supplement  No to  C.  R.  C  No " 

A  supplement  of  four  pages  or  over  will  also  have  an  index  of  the 
matter  which  it  contains,  similar  to  the  index  to  the  tariff  to  which  it  is 
a  supplement. 

A  tariff  of  less  than  five  pages  can  have  no  supplement.  Tariffs  of 
five  to  twenty  pages  inclusive  may  have  supplement  of  two  pages,  exclu- 
sive of  title  page  and  index ;  twenty-one  to  thirty  pages  inclusive,  supple- 
ment of  four  pages,  exclusive  of  title  page  and  index ;  thirty-one  to  forty 
pages  inclusive,  supplement  of  eight  pages,  exclusive  of  title  page  and 
index;  and  forty-one  pages  or  over,  supplement  of  twenty-five  per  cent, 
exclusive  of  title  page  and  index  of  the  number  of  pages  in  tariff, 
exclusive  of  indices. 

When  the  effective  supplements  to  a  tariff  have  in  the  aggregate 
attained  the  proportions  specified,  the  tariff  must  be  reissued  before 
further  amendments  may  be  made. 

If  a  tariff  provides  that  it  shall  be  reissued  periodically  at  specified 
times,  not  more  than  six  months  apart,  and  such  provision  is  strictlj^ 
observed,  the  supplement  to  such  tariff  may  contain  all  amendments 
made  thereto  between  such  specified  dates  for  reissue. 

A  supplement  of  four  pages  or  over  will  also  contain  an  index  of  its 
contents  similar  to  the  index  to  the  tariff  to  which  it  is  a  supplement. 

If  a  tariff  is  filed  on  statutory  notice  which  cancels  another  tariff 
which  is  in  effect,  and  after  such  filing  and  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
such  cancellation  a  supplement  to  the  tariff  so  canceled  is  lawfully 
issued,  that  supplement  can  not  continue  in  effect  for  the  thirty  days 
required  by  law  because  the  cancellation  of  the  tariff  also  cancels  supple- 
ments to  it.  In  such  a  case  if  the  supplement  contains  any  change 
that  is  not  alreadv  included  in  the  tariff  that  is  to  become  effective  it 
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must  be  issued  as  a  supplement  both  to  the  tariff  then  in  effect  and  to 
the  tariff  that  is  on  file  and  that  effects  such  cancellation,  and  must  be 
given  both  C.  R.  C.  numbers.  In  other  words,  the  supplement  must 
supplement  each  of  the  tariffs,  and  copies  must  be  filed  accordingly. 

No  such  supplement  to  a  tariff  that  is  on  file  and  not  yet  effective  may 
contain  any  changes  not  lawfully  made  by  supplement  to  the  tariff  which 
is  canceled  by  the  tariff  that  is  on  file  and  is  so  supplemented ;  and  no 
other  supplement  to  a  tariff  that  is  on  file  and  not  yet  effective  may  be 
made  without  special  permission. 

In  case  of  changes  of  ownership  or  control  of  a  carrier,  the  carrier 
whose  line  is  absorbed,  taken  over,  or  purchased  by  another  carrier 
shall  unite  with  that  other  carrier  in  common  supplements  to  the  tariffs 
on  file  with  the  Commission,  on  the  one  hand  withdrawing  and  on  the 
other  hand  accepting  and  establishing  such  tariffs  and  all  effective  sup- 
plements thereto.  Such  common  supplements  shall  be  executed  jointly 
by  the  traffic  officers  of  both  the  old  and  the  new  carriers,  shall  be  num- 
bered consecutively  as  supplement  to  the  tariffs  to  which  they  are 
directed,  and  may  be  made  effective  on  five  days'  notice  to  the  public 
and  the  Commission  by  noting  thereon  reference  to  this  rule.  Amend- 
ments to  such  tariffs  must  thereafter  be  filed  in  consecutively  numbered 
supplements  thereto  until  the  tariffs  are  reissued.  New  tariffs  reissuing 
or  superseding  these  shall  be  numbered  in  the  C.  R.  C.  series  of  the  new 
carrier. 

When  a  road  or  a  part  of  a  road  is  transferred  from  the  operating 
control  of  one  company  to  that  of  another,  or  when  its  name  is  changed, 
the  existing  tariffs  issued  by  the  company  that  surrenders  control  must 
be  withdrawn  by  it  and  adopted  by  the  company  assuming  control,  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

As  to  tariffs  issued  by  other  carriers  or  joint  agents  under  concur- 
rence or  powers  of  attorney  granted  by  the  old  carrier  or  company,  the 
new  carrier  or  company  shall,  if  it  intends  to  use  such  tariff  publications 
and  rates,  issue,  file  and  post,  with  C.  R.  C.  number,  an  adoption  notice 
substantially  as  follows : 

The  (name  of  carrier)  hereby  adopts,  ratifies,  and  makes  its  own,  in  every 
respect,  as  if  the  same  had  been  originally  filed  and  posted  by  it,  all  tariffs, 
rules,  notices,  concurrences,  traflic  agreements,  divisions,  authorities,  powers  of 
attorney,  or  other  instruments  whatsoever,  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  California  by  the  (name  of  old  carrier)  prior  to  (date)  the  beginning  of  its 
possession.  By  this  tariff  it  also  adopts  and  ratifies  all  supplements  or  amend- 
ments to  any  of  the  above  tariffs,  etc.,  which  it  has  heretofore  filed  with  said 
Commission. 

Similar  adoption  notice  must  be  filed  by  a  receiver  when  assuming 
possession  and  control  of  a  carrier's  lines.  This  notice  may  be  made 
effective  and  be  filed  on  immediate  notice. 

Concurrences  and  powers  of  attorney  so  adopted  must,  as  soon  as 
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possible,  be  replaced  and  superseded  by  new  concurrences  and  powers  of 
attorney  issued  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  new  carrier  or  company,  and 
in  each  instance  canceling  the  concurrence  or  power  of  attorney  super- 
seded. 

The  carrier  surrendering  control  of  the  property  has  no  lawful  right 
to  abandon  its  tariffs  except  on  lawful  notice,  and  when  it  surrenders 
control  of  the  property  it  surrenders  all  right  to  publish  rates  or  fares 
applicable  thereto  except  under  proper  authority  from  the  carrier  or 
company  to  whose  control  the  property  passes.  It  must  be  that  the 
shipping  public  has  some  rights  to  available  and  lawfully  applicable 
rates  and  fares  over  that  property. 

10.  Each  carrier  shall  publish,  with  proper  C.  R.  C.  numbers,  post, 
and  file  separate  tariffs  which  shall  contain  in  clear,  plain,  and  specific 
form  and  terms  all  the  terminal  charges  and  all  allowances,  such  as 
arbitraries,  switching,  icing,  storage,  elevation,  diversion,  reconsign- 
ment,  transit  privileges,  and  car  service,  together  with  all  other  privi- 
leges, charges,  and  rules  which  in  any  way  increase  or  decrease  the 
amount  to  be  paid  on  any  shipment  as  stated  in  the  tariff  which  con- 
tains the  rate  applicable  to  such  shipment,  or  which  increase  or  decrease 
the  value  of  the  service  to  the  shipper.  Such  tariffs  must  stipulate 
clearly  the  extent  of  such  privileges  and  the  charges  connected  there- 
with, and  shall  also  state  whether  or  not  the  rate  published  by  the  initial 
carrier  from  the  point  of  origin  to  ultimate  destination  will  apply.  If 
the  through  rate  does  not  apply  it  must  be  as  of  the  date  of  shipment 
from  point  of  origin. 

If  such  privilege  is  granted  or  charge  is  made  in  connection  with  the 
rate  under  which  the  shipment  moves  from  point  of  origin,  the  initial 
carrier's  tariff  which  contains  such  rate  must  also  show  the  privilege  or 
the  charge  or  must  state  that  shipments  thereunder  are  entitled  to  such 
privileges  and  subject  to  such  charges  according  to  the  tariffs  of  the 
carriers  granting  the  privileges  or  performing  the  services. 

It  is  permissible  for  a  carrier,  or  for  two  or  more  carriers  that  are 

operated  under  one  general  traffic  official,  to  issue  a  distance  tariff  for 

use  in  determining  rates  on  its  or  their  own  lines,  but  only  in  cases  where 

no  other  rates  are  provided.     Such  tariff  must  bear  on  its  title  page  the 

following  notation : 

"Rates  shown  herein  may  be  used  only  when  no  other  rates  applj'.  When 
governed  by  classification,  which  also  contains  distance  rates,  they  will  take 
precedence  over  the  distance  rates  in  such  classification.  They  may  not  be  used 
either  by  themselves  or  in  combination  in  preference  to  any  specific  tariff  rate." 

A  distance  tariff  ma\'  be  included  in  a  tariff  or  specific  rates,  together 
with  the  following  rule:  "If  the  use  of  the  distance  tariff  on  page  .... 
of  this  tariff  makes  a  lower  charge  on  any  shipment  than  the  specific 
rate  shown  in  this  tariff  such  lower  charge  will  apply." 
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Every  carrier  that  uses  a  distance  tariff  which  is  or  may  be  used  in 
connection  with  rates  on  shipments  must  incorporate  therein  an  official 
list  of  all  the  stations  in  connection  with  which  the  tariff  may  apply, 
showing  in  proper  arrangement  the  distance  between  them ;  or  must  give 
therein  reference  to  C.  R.  C.  number  to  the  issue  that  contains  such  list. 

A  carrier  may  show  in  a  tariff  publication  under  C.  R.  C.  number 
an  official  list  of  its  stations  and  may  show  therein  distances,  prepay 
stations,  billing  instructions  to  points  not  on  line  of  road,  etc.  If  such 
publication  contains  no  rates  and  no  rules  or  regulations  that  affect  the 
charges  on  any  shipment,  supplements  to  it  may  be  issued  on  one  day's 
notice  to  the  public  and  to  the  Commission.  If,  however,  such  publica- 
tion contains  any  rate  or  any  rule  or  regulation  that  can  affect  a  charge 
upon  any  shipment,  no  change  in  the  publication  may  be  made  except  on 
statutory  notice  or  on  special  permission  for  shorter  time.  No  supple- 
ment to  such  publication,  whether  issued  under  authority  of  this  rule  or 
statutory  notice  or  under  special  permission,  may  contain  notice  of  any 
change  effective  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  the  supplement. 

Rates  to  or  from  new  stations  on  old  lines  of  road  may  not  be  estab- 
lished, nor  rates  to  or  from  old  stations  be  withdrawn,  except  upon  statu- 
tory notice  or  under  special  permission. 

11.  Each  carrier  shall  publish  under  proper  C.  R.  C.  number,  post 
and  file  a  complete  index  of  tariffs  which  are  in  effect,  and  to  which  it  is 
a  party  either  as  an  initial  or  a  delivering  carrier.  Such  index  shall 
be  prepared  in  sections,  as  indicated  below,  and  shall  show:  (a)  C.  R.  C. 
number;  (h)  carrier's  own  number;  (c)  index  number;  (d)  initials  of 
issuing  road  or  agent;  (e)  issuing  road  or  agent's  number;  (/)  charac- 
ter of  tariff  or  description  of  the  articles  upon  which  it  applies:  (g) 
where  tariff  applies  from;  (h)  where  tariff  applies  to. 

Note. — Items  (b),  (c),  and  (e)  may  be  omitted.  Items  (f),  (g),  and  (h)  will 
be  stated  in   concise   general  terms. 

First  Section. — A  list  of  all  the  tariffs  as  to  which  the  carrier  is  an 
initial  carrier.  Commodity  tariffs  to  be  entered  alphabetically  under 
names  of  commodities  or  principal  commodities.  Tariffs  applying  to 
different  groups  of  the  same  commodity  must  be  grouped  together;  e.  g., 
^ '  Lumber — hardwood ; "  "  Lumber — yellow  pine, ' '  etc. 

Following  the  specific  commodity  tariffs  will  be  entered  the  general 
commodity  tariffs,  the  class  and  commodity  tariffs,  and  the  class  tariffs. 
Under  each  of  these  heads  the  application  of  the  tariffs  will  be  described 
by  alphabetical  arrangement  of  the  points  or  territory  from  or  to  which 
they  apply,  in  either  the  "From"  or  "To"  column. 

Under  the  head  of  ' '  Miscellaneous  schedules ' '  will  follow  list  of  sched- 
ules, such  as  billing  books,  classifications,  exception  sheets,  switching  tar- 
iffs, terminal  charges,  etc.,  each  entered  in  alphabetical  order. 
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Second  Section. — List  of  all  tariffs  under  which  the  carrier  is  a  deliv- 
ering carrier,  arranged  by  commodities  and  classes  as  prescribed  in  the 
first  section. 

Third  Section.- — A  complete  list  of  the  numbers  of  tariffs  of  its  own 
C.  R.  C.  series,  arranged  in  numerical  order. 

If  carrier  so  desires  lists  of  its  divisions  sheets,  official  circulars,  etc., 
may  appear  in  this  publication.  Supplements  need  not  be  included  in 
indices. 

If  any  changes  are  made  this  index  shall  be  corrected  to  date  and  be 
reissued  each  month,  or  supplement  may  be  issued  each  month  showing 
all  changes  and  also  what  tariff,  if  any,  shown  in  index  is  canceled  or 
superseded  by  one  shown  in  supplement,  and  index  be  reissued  every 
six  months.  If  supplements  are  used  they  must  be  constructed  in  accord 
with  specifications  as  to  construction  of  index,  and  each  supplement  must 
cancel  preceding  supplement  and  bring  forward  all  corrections. 

Each  index  must  bear  on  its  title  page  the  notation  ' '  This  index  con- 
tains lists  of  tariff  publications  in  effect  on  (date  of  issue  of  index)." 

Each  supplement  to  index  must  bear  on  title  page  the  notation  "This 
supplement  contains  corrections  to  and  as  in  effect  (date  of  issue  of  the 
supplement)." 

The  title  page  of  index,  or  of  supplement,  must  show  the  date  of  issue 
thereof,  which  must  correspond  to  date  shown  in  notations  above,  and 
must  not  bear  any  effective  date.  The  rule  requiring  thirty  days '  notice 
does  not  apply  to  these  indices  and  their  supplements. 

Note. — This  rule  is  also  in  rules  governing  passenger  tariffs.  One  index  contain- 
ing both  freight  and  passenger  tariffs  will  be  deemed  sufficient,  but  if  both  are 
included  in  one  index  two  copies  must  be  sent  to  the  Commission. 

12.  Tariffs  containing  rail-and-water  rates  or  all-water  rates  applica- 
ble via  routes  upon  which  it  is  necessary  to  close  navigation  during  a 
portion  of  the  year  may  provide  for  suspension  and  restoration  of  the 
rail-and-water  rates  and  the  all-water  rates  named  therein  under  the  fol- 
lowing regulations : 

(a)   The  following  notation  shall  appear  on  the  title  page  of  the  tariff : 

"The  rates  named  herein  for  rail-aud-water  and  all-water  transportation  are 
subject  to  suspension  at  the  close  of  navigation  and  restoration  on  the  opening  of 
navigation  of  (here  insert  the  name  of  the  water  carrier  or  carriers  specified 
in  the  tariff),  on  notice  as  provided  on  page of  this  tariff." 

(&)   In  the  rules  governing  the  tariff  shall  appear  the  following: 

"In  anticipation  of  opening  navigation  of   (here  insert  name  of  water  carrier 

or  carriers  named  in  the  tariff)   restoration  of  the  rail-and-water  and  all-water 

rates  contained  in  this  tariff  and  in  effective  supplements  thereto  which  were  in 

force  on  the  date  the  rates  were  last  suspended,  or  which  have  subsequently  been 

made  effective,  will  be  announced  by  supplement  to  this  tariff  which  will  be  filed 

with  the  California  Railroad  Commission,  be  posted  at  stations  from  which  the 

rates  apply,  and  become  effective  not  less  than  three  days  thereafter. 

[Note. — This  effective  date  shall  be  such  as  to  allow  more  than  thirty  days 
at  point  of  transshipment  for   reforwarding  by   the   water   carrier.] 
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"The  rates  in  this  tariff  and  in  supplements  thereto  for  rail-and-water  and 
all-water  transportation  are  effective  only  during  the  season  of  navigation  of 
(here  insert  the  name  of  water  carrier  or  carriers  named  in  the  tariff)  until 
(here  insert  date  upon  which  freight  can  be  forwarded  from  point  of  shipment 
and  with  reasonable  certainty  reach  the  point  of  transshipment  prior  to 
the  last  sailing  of  water  carrier.)  From  that  date  and  until  announcement 
by  supplement  to  this  tariff  of  the  date  which  wholly  suspends  rates  for  the 
season,  shipments  will  be  accepted  under  this  tariff  only  subject  to  the  provision 
that  in  the  event  of  such  shipments  being  in  excess  of  the  available  vessel  capac- 
ity at  time  of  arrival  at  port  of  transshipment  or  of  arrival  too  late  for  for- 
warding by  vessel,  the  same  will  be  forwarded  via  all-rail  route  and  be  subject  to 
the  tariff  rates  via  such  all-rail  route  in  effect  on  the  date  of  shipment  from  the 
point  of  origin ;  shipping  receipts,  bills  of  lading,  and  waybills  must  bear  notation 
to  this  effect.  The  supplement  announcing  the  close  of  navigation  and  the  sus- 
pension of  rail-and-water  and  all-water  rates  named  in  this  tariff  and  its  effective 
supplements  will  be  filed  with  the  California  Railroad  Commission,  and  will  be 
posted  at  stations  from  which  the  rates  apply  not  less  than  three  days  in  advance 
of  the  date  upon  which  the  rates  will  be  suspended  from  points  of  original  ship- 
ment." 

(c)  Supplements  issued  under  this  rule  announcing  suspension  and 
restoration  of  rail-and-water  and  all-water  rates  in  tariffs  must  not  con- 
tain anything  except  such  suspension  or  restoration  notice,  and  such  sup- 
plements will  not  be  counted  against  the  number  of  supplements  that  is 
permitted  as  to  such  tariff  under  rule  9. 

{d)  Rail-and-water  and  all- water  rates  suspended  under  this  rule  may 
be  reissued  or  amended  during  such  period  of  suspension  upon  statutory 
notice  the  same  as  though  the  rates  were  in  effect  and  active  use,  but  the 
restoration  of  the  rates  by  supplement  notice  will  not  advance  the  effec- 
tive date  of  any  supplement  to  the  tariff  which  has  not  on  the  date  of 
restoration  become  effective.  Supplements  made  effective  prior  to  the 
date  of  restoration  will  be  made  effective  on  a  given  date,  "subject,  how- 
ever, to  restoration  of  the  tariff  rates  at  a  subsequent  date." 

13.  Tariffs,  classifications,  and  exception  sheets  and  supplements 
thereto  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission  by  a  general  traffic  officer  of 
the  carrier  or  by  an  agent  designated  by  such  general  traffic  officer  to 
perform  that  duty,  and  concurrence  of  every  carrier  participating 
therein  must  be  on  file  with  the  Commission  or  accompany  the  tariff  or 
supplement.  Such  concurrence  or  authorization  shall  be  of  a  size  8 
by  11-|  inches  and  shall  be  evidenced  in  the  following  form :

(Name  of  carrier)  has  made,  constituted  and  appointed,  and  by  these  presents 
does  make,  constitute,  and  appoint  (name  of  person  appointed)  its  agent  to  file 
tariffs,  classifications,  and  exception  sheets  and  supplements  thereto  relating  to 
freight  traffic,  as  required  by  common  carriers  under  the  provision  of  the  act 
"To  provide  for  the  organization  of  the  Railroad  Commission,"  etc.,  approved 
March  20,  1909,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  act  as  such  agent  until  authority 
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hereby  confeired  is  revoked  by  formal  notice  of  revocation  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission.

14.  Tariffs  issued  by  a  carrier  under  its  C.  R.  C.  numbers  may 
include,  under  proper  concurrence,  shown  therein,  rates  via  and  to  and 
from  points  on  other  carriers'  lines,  and  concurring  carriers  may  use 
such  tariffs  for  posting  at  their  stations.  Such  tariff  must  be  filed  by  the 
issuing  carrier,  and  such  filing  will  constitute  filing  for  all  lawfully  con- 
curring carriers. 

The  agents  or  the  carrier  that  issues  a  joint  tariff  publication  shall 
at  once  send  copies  thereof  to  each  and  every  carrier  that  is  named  as 
party  thereto. 

A  carrier  that  grants  authority  to  an  agent,  or  to  another  carrier,  to 
publish  and  file  certain  of  its  rates,  must  not  in  its  own  publications  pub- 
lish rates  that  duplicate  or  conflict  with  those  which  are  published  by 
such  authorized  agent  or  other  carrier. 

If  an  agent  publishes  class  rates  and  does  not  also  publish  commodity 
rates,  such  agent's  class  tariff  must  carry  notation  that  the  commodity 
rates  of  the  carriers,  parties  to  the  tariff,  are  to  be  found  in  their  indi- 
vidual issues,  and  that  where  so  found  they  take  precedence  over  class 
rates. 

If  an  agent  publishes  a  part  but  not  all  of  the  commodity  rates  of  the 
carriers  for  which  he  acts,  all  of  his  tariffs  containing  commodity  rates 
must  bear  notation  that  commodity  rates  not  shown  therein  are  to  be 
found  in  the  carriers'  individual  issues,  and  where  so  found  they  take 
precedence  over  class  rates. 
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15.  The  act  requires  that  all  changes  in  rates  or  in  rules  that  affect 
rates  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
date  upon  which  they  are  to  become  effective.  The  title  page  of  every 
tariff  must  show  full  thirty  days'  notice,  or  must  bear  a  plain  notation 
of  the  number  and  date  of  the  permission,  or  the  rule,  or  the  decision  of 
the  Commission  under  which  it  is  effective  on  less  than  statutory 
notice. 

The  law  affirmatively  imposes  upon  each  carrier  the  duty  of  filing 
with  the  Commission  all  of  its  tariffs  and  amendments  thereto,  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  law  or  in  any  rule  relative  thereto  which  may  be 
announced  by  the  Commission,  under  penalty  for  failure  so  to  do,  or 
for  using  any  rate  which  is  not  contained  in  its  lawfully  published  and 
filed  tariffs.  The  Commission  will  give  such  consistent  assistance  as  it 
can  in  this  respect ;  but  the  fact  that  receipt  of  a  tariff  or  supplement  to 
a  tariff  is  acknowledged  by  the  Commission,  or  the  fact  that  a  tariff  or 
a  supplement  to  a  tariff  is  in  the  files  of  the  Commission,  will  not  serve 
or  operate  to  excuse  the  carrier  from  responsibility  or  liability  for  any 
violation  of  the  law,  or  of  any  ruling  lawfully  made  thereunder  which 
may  have  occurred  in  connection  with  the  construction  or  filing  of  such 
tariff  or  supplement. 

Thirty  days'  notice  to  the  public  and  to  the  Commission  is  recfuired 
as  to  every  publication  which  it  is  necessary  for  a  carrier  to  file  with  the 
Commission,  regardless  of  what  changes  may  or  may  not  be  effected 
thereby.  No  tariff  or  supplement  will  be  accepted  for  filing  unless  it  is 
delivered  to  the  Commission,  free  from  all  charges  or  claims  for 
postage,  the  full  thirty  clays  required  by  law  before  the  date  upon  which 
such  tariff  or  supplement  is  stated  to  be  effective.  No  consideration  will 
be  given  to  or  for  the  time  during  which  a  tariff  or  supplement  may  be 
held  b}^  the  Postoffice  Department  because  of  insufficient  postage.  A 
tariff  or  a  supplement  that  is  received  by  the  Commission  too  late  to  give 
the  Commission  the  full  thirty  days'  notice  reciuired  by  law  will  be 
returned  to  sender,  and  correction  of  the  neglect  or  omission  can  not  be 
made  which  takes  into  account  any  time  elapsing  between  the  date  upon 
which  such  tariff  or  supplement  was  received  and  the  date  of  attempted 
correction.  In  other  words,  when  a  tariff  or  a  supplement  is  issued,  and 
as  to  which  the  Commission  is  not  given  the  statutory  notice,  it  is  as 
if  it  had  not  been  issued,  and  full  statutory  notice  must  be  given  of  any 
reissue  thereof.  No  consideration  will  be  given  to  telegraphic  notices 
in  computing  the  thirty  days '  notice  required.  For  tariffs  and  supple- 
ments issued  on  short  notice  under  special  permission  of  the  Commission 
full  thirty  days'  notice  is  not  required,  but  literal  compliance  with  the 
requirements  for  notice  named  in  any  permission  granted  by  the  Com- 
mission will  be  exacted  and  in  accord  with  the  policy  and  practice  above 
outlined. 
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Rates  prescribed  by  the  Commission  in  its  decisions  and  orders  after 
hearings  upon  formal  complaints  shall  in  every  instance  be  promulgated 
by  the  carriers  against  which  such  orders  are  entered  in  duly  published, 
tiled,  and  posted  tariffs,  or  supplements  to  tariffs. 

16.  All  tariffs  that  are  tiled  with  the  Commission  will  be  accompanied 
hy  a  letter  of  transmittal,  on  paper  8  by  10^  inches  in  size,  and  to  the 
following  effect :

A  separate  letter  may  accompany  each  schedule,  or  the  form  may 
l)e  modified  to  provide  for  filing  under  one  letter  as  many  schedules  as 
can  conveniently  be  entered. 

Note. — If  receipt  for  accompanying  schedule  is  desired  the  letter  of  transmittal 
must  be  sent  in  duplicate,  and  one  copy  will  be  stamped  and  returned  as  receipt. 

PASSENGER  FARES  SCHEDULE. 

All  tariffs  issued  and  reissued  later  than  IMay  15,  1909,  must  conform 
to  all  of  these  rules.  A  tariff  publication  offered  for  filing  after  said 
date  which  does  not  conform  with  the  rules  herein  specified  is  subject  to 
rejection  by  the  Commission  when  tendered  for  filing. 

The  term  "joint  fare"  as  used  herein  is  construed  to  mean  a  fare  that 
extends  over  the  lines  of  two  or  more  carriers,  and  that  is  made  by  joint 
arrangement  or  agreement  between  such  carriers  or  by  the  Commis- 
sion. 

"Joint  tariffs"  are  those,  which  contain  or  are  made  up  from  such 
"joint  fares." 

17.  All  tariffs  must  be  printed  on  hard  calendared  paper  of  good 
quality,  from  type  of  size  not  less  than  6-point  full  face.  Stereotype, 
planograph,  or  other  printing-press  process  may  be  used.  Reproduc- 
tions by  hectograph  or  similar  process,  typewritten  sheets,  or  proof- 
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sheets  must  not  be  used  for  posting  or  filing,  except  in  preparation  of 
tariffs  covering  excursion  fares  that  are  effective  not  exceeding  ten 
consecutive  selling  dates  or  for  excursions  limited  to  thirty  days  or 
less. 

18.  Passenger  tariffs  will  be  of  three  classes :, 

(a)  Joint  tariffs  applying  to  traffic  between  points  on  the  lines  of  two 
or  more  carriers. 

(&)  Local  tariffs,  applying  only  to  traffic  between  points  on  the  lines 
of  the  issuing  carrier. 

(c)  Interdivision  tariffs,  applying  only  to  traffic  between  points  on 
different  divisions  of  the  lines  of  the  issuing  carrier  except  that  under 
proper  concurrences  shown  in  the  tariff  interdivision  fares  may  be 
included  to  and  from  points  on  directly  connecting  subsidiary  lines. 
When  this  is  done  the  title  of  tariff  must  be  "Interdivision  tariff  of 

Railway,  and  its  subsidiary  lines, ' '  and  each  such  subsidiary  line 

must  be  shown  in  list  of  participating  carriers,  together  with  the  form 
and  number  of  its  concurrence.  The  use  of  interdivision  tariffs  will  be 
optional  with  carriers. 

19.  Joint  tariffs  must  be  in  page  or  pamphlet  form,  and  of  size 
8  by  11  inches.  Local  and  interdivision  tariffs  may  be  in  book  form, 
not  larger  than  8  by  11  inches,  or  in  single-sheet  form  of  size  desired  by 
issuing  carrier,  but  not  less  than  8  by  11  inches.  Loose-leaf  plan  may 
be  used,  so  that  changes  can  be  made  by  reprinting  and  inserting  a  single 
leaf. 

Local  tariffs  may  be  in  one  or  more  books  or  pamphlets,  and  must 
show  the  exact  fare  from  each  point  to  each  other  point  on  the  lines  of 
the  issuing  carrier.  If  desired,  certain  of  the  fares  which  appear  in 
local  tariffs  may  be  repeated  in  interdivision  of  joint  tariffs  under  spe- 
cific provision  that  as  shown  in  such  interdivision  or  joint  tariff  they 
may  be  used  only  for  basing  or  through  fare  construction  purposes,  and 
may  not  be  used  as  local  fares. 

20.  Interdivision  tariffs  shall  show : 

(a)  The  exact  fares  between  each  point  on  one  division  and  each  point 
on  the  other  division  or  divisions  to  which  the  tariff  applies ;  or 

(6)  The  exact  fares  between  each  point  on  a  division  and  the  prin- 
cipal points  on  the  other  division  or  divisions  to  which  the  tariff  applies, 
together  Avith  explicit  rules  and  bases  from  which  to  determine  the 
fares  to  and  from  each  of  the  less  important  points  on  the  division  or 
divisions  to  which  the  tariff'  applies  and  which  are  not  named  in  the 
tariff. 

21.  The  title  page  of  every  tariff  shall  show : 
(a)  Name  of  issuing  carrier,  carriers  or  agent. 

4 RC 
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(&)  C.  R.  C.  number  of  tariff  in  bold  type  on  upper  left-hand  corner 
and  immediately  thereunder,  in  smaller  type,  the  C.  R.  C.  number  or 
numbers  of  tariffs  and  supplements  canceled  thereby.  If,  however,  the 
number  of  canceled  tariffs  is  so  large  as  to  render  it  impracticable  to 
thus  enter  them  they  must  be  shown  on  following  page,  but  specific  refer- 
ence to  such  list  must  be  entered  on  the  title  page  immediately  under  the 
number  of  the  tariff.  Serial  numbers  of  carrier,  may,  if  desired,  be 
entered  below  the  upper  marginal  line  of  title  page.  Separate  serial 
C.  R.  C.  numbers  will  be  used  for  freight  and  passenger  tariffs. 

(c)  Whether  tariff  is  local,  interdivision,  or  joint. 

{d)  The  territory  or  points  from  and  to  which  the  tariff  applies, 
briefly  stated. 

(e)  Date  of  issue  and  date  effective.  Any  tariff  may  be  changed  upon 
statutory  notice  of  thirty  days,  or,  under  special  permission  from  the 
Commission,  upon  shorter  notice.  Therefore,  a  provision  in  a  tariff, 
that  the  tariff,  or  any  part  of  it,  will  expire  upon  a  given  date,  is  not 
a  guaranty  that  the  tariff,  or  such  part  of  it,  will  remain  effective  until  • 
that  date.  Such  provision,  if  used,  must  be  understood  to  mean  that  the 
tariff,  or  specified  part  of  it,  will  expire  upon  the  date  named  unless 
sooner  eonceled,  changed,  or  extended  in  lawful  way.     On  such  tariffs 

the    term    ' '  Expires   unless    sooner    canceled,    changed,    or 

extended,"  must  be  used. 

(/)  Name,  title,  and  address  of  officer  by  whom  tariff  is  issued. 

{g)  On  upper  left-hand  corner  the  words:  "Only  one  supplement  to 
this  tariff  may  be  in  effect  at  any  time."     (See  exception  in  Rule  29.) 

{It)  On  every  tariff  or  supplement  that  is  issued  on  less  than  thirty 
days'  notice  by  permission  from  or  order  or  regulation  of  the  Commis- 
sion, notation  that  it  is  issued  under  special  permission  or  order  of  the 

Railroad  Commission  of  California,  No ,  of  date   or  by 

authority  of  rule  ....   Tariff  Circular  

{i)  On  every  excursion  tariff  issued  under  Rule  29  notation,  "Issued 
Under  Authority  of  rule  29,  Tariff  Circular  No.  1." 

22.     Tariffs  shall  contain,  in  the  order  named : 

(a)   Table  of  contents,  full  and  complete. 

(&)  Names  of  issuing  carriers,  including  those  for  which  joint  agent 
acts  under  power  of  attorney,  and  names  of  carriers  participating  under 
concurrence,  both  alphabetically  arranged.  If  there  be  not  more  than 
ten  participating  carriers  their  names  may  be  shown  on  the  title  page 
of  the  tariff.  The  form  and  number  of  the  power  of  attorney  or  concur- 
rence by  which  each  carrier  is  made  party  to  the  tariff  must  be  shown. 

Tariffs  containing  round-trip  excursion  fares  and  instructions  as  to 
sale  and  use  of  tickets  thereunder  must  show  a  full  list  of  carriers,  par- 
ties thereto,  or  must  give  reference  by  C.  R.  C.  number  to  the  tariffs  on 
which  such  excursion  fares  are  based ;  must  bear  notation  that  the  same 
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carriers  that  are  parties  to  the  tariffs  so  referred  to  are,  under  the  author- 
ities and  concurrences  there  shown,  parties  to  the  excursion  fare  tariff, 
and  provision  that  tickets  must  not  be  sold  thereunder  via  the  line  of 
any  carrier  that  is  not  specified  as  party  to  the  tariff  or  tariffs  so  referred 
to.  Nothing  in  this  rule  will  prevent  the  publication  of  through  fares 
by  transportation  companies  in  connection  with  carriers  not  coming 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  such 
as  stage  lines  and  automobile  lines. 

(c)  Alphabetically  arranged  and  complete  index  of  stations  from 
which  the  tariff  applies,  and  alphabetically  arranged  and  complete  index 
of  stations  to  which  the  tariff  applies,  together  with  the  name  of  state 
in  which  located.  If  there  be  not  more  than  twelve  points  of  origin 
and  twelve  points  of  destination  they  may,  if  practicable,  be  shown  on 
title  page  of  tariff. 

(cZ)  Explanation  of  reference  marks  and  technical  abbreviations  used 
in  the  tariff. 

(e)  Routing  under  the  tariff.  If  the  fares  apply  via  more  than  one 
route  or  gateway,  the  route  or  gateway  shall  be  shown  in  connection  with 
the  fare,  or  the  different  routes  shall  be  specified  and  each  route  be  given 
a  number,  in  which  event  the  routing  to  each  point  of  destination  named 
in  the  tariff  will  be  shown  by  placing  opposite  thereto  in  a  column 
headed  "Route"  the  proper  route  number  or  numbers. 

(/)  Such  explanatory  statement  in  clear  and  explicit  terms  regarding 
the  fares  and  rules  contained  in  the  tariff  as  may  be  necessary  to  remove 
all  doubt  as  to  their  proper  application. 

(g)  Rules  and  regulations  which  govern  the  tariff,  the  title  of  each 
rule  or  regulation  to  be  shown  in  bold  type.  Under  this  head  all  of  the 
rules,  regulations,  or  conditions  which  in  any  way  affect  the  fares  named 
in  the  tariff  shall  be  entered,  except  that  a  special  rule  applying  to  a 
partici;ilar  fare  shall  be  shown  in  connection  with  and  on  the  same  page 
with  such  fare. 

No  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  included  which  in  any  way  or  in  any 
terms  authorizes  substituting  for  any  fare  named  in  the  tariff  a  fare 
found  in  any  other  tariff,  or  made  up  on  any  combination  or  plan  other 
than  that  clearly  stated  in  specific  terms  in  the  tariff  of  which  the  rule 
or  regulation  is  a  part.  These  rules  shall  include  the  general  rules  gov- 
erning stop-over  privileges  and  the  general  baggage  regulations  and  also 
schedule  of  excess  baggage  rates,  unless  such  excess  baggage  rates  are 
shown  in  tariff  in  connection  with  the  fares. 

A  carrier  or  an  agent  may  publish  under  C.  R.  C.  number,  post,  and 
file  a  tariff  publication  containing  the  rules  and  regulations  which  are  to 
govern  certain  fare  schedules,  and  such  publication  may  be  made  a  part 
of  such  fare  schedules  by  the  specific  reference  "Governed  by  rules  and 
regulations  shown  in C.  R.  C.  No " 
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A  fare  schedule  ma,y  in  like  manner  refer  to  another  schedule  for  the 
governing"  rules  and  regulations. 

A  schedule  or  a  publication  so  referred  to  must  be  on  file  with  the 
Commission  and  be  posted  at  every  place  where  a  schedule  that  refers 
to  it  is  posted. 

(Ji)  The  fares  explicitly  stated,  together  with  the  names  of  the  places 
from  and  to  Avhich  they  apply,  all  arranged  in  a  simple  and  systematic 
manner.     Complicated  or  ambiguous  plans  or  terms  must  be  avoided. 

Tariffs  naming  fares  for  excursions  may  state  such  fares  in  such  terms 
as  ' '  One  first-class  fare  for  the  round  trip, "  "  One  first-class  fare  and  a 

third  for  the  round  trip."  "One  first-class  fare  plus dollars  for 

the  round  trip. ' ' 

23.  In  naming  fares  in  local  passenger  tariffs  points  will  be  arranged 
geographically,  and  the  points  on  main  line  shall  appear  followed  by 
points  on  branch  lines  diverging  from  main  line  immediately  after  point 
of  divergence.  The  points  on  a  branch  line  will  be  separated  from  main 
line  and  other  branch-line  points  by  a  rule.  The  point  of  divergence 
from  main  line  shall  be  shown  at  the  top  of  the  branch-line  points,  but 
fares  to  and  from  such  point  of  divergence  need  not  be  repeated.  Points 
shown  at  the  top  of  column  of  fares  will  be  known  as  ' '  head-line  points, ' ' 
and  each  column  will  be  designated  by  a  letter,  or,  if  necessary,  by  a 
combination  of  letters  or  of  letters  and  numerals.  Points  shown  at  the 
side  of  the  columns  of  fares  will  be  known  as  ' '  side-line  points, ' '  and  will 
be  numbered  consecutively.  The  alphabetical  index  of  stations  provided 
for  in  Rule  20  will  show  the  location  of  fares  to  or  from  each  station  by 
head-line  letters  and  side-line  numbers. 

Interdivision  tariffs  may  be  arranged  geographically  or  alphabeti- 
cally, but  if  arranged  geographically  the  rule  in  next  preceding  para- 
graph will  be  followed. 

24.  A  carrier  may  apply  to  through  tickets  fares  to  or  from  stations 
to  or  from  which  no  joint  fare  is  published  by  using  lawfully  published 
bases,  locals,  or  proportionals  in  connection  with  other  lawfully  pub- 
lished tariffs.  Tariffs  containing  basing  fares  must  specify  clearly 
the  extent  and  manner  of. their  use,  and  tariffs  that  are  especially 
intended  for  use  in  connection  with  published  basing  fares  must  show 
the  C.  R.  C.  numbers  of  tariffs  in  which  bases  can  be  found. 

25.  If  a  tariff'  or  supplement  to  a  tariff  is  issued  which  confficts  Avith 
a  part  of  any  other  tariff'  or  supplement  to  a  tariff'  which  is  in  force  at 
the  time  and  which  is  not  thereby  canceled  in  full,  it  shall  specifically 
state  the  portion  of  such  other  tariffs  which  are  thereby  canceled,  and 
such  other  tariffs  shall  at  the  time  be  correspondingly  amended,  effec- 
tive on  the  same  date,  in  the  regular  way;  and  such  supplement  to  such 
tariffs  so  amended  shall  be  filed  at  the  same  time  and  in  connection  with 
the  tariff  which  contains  the  new  fares.

If  a  tariff  or  part  of  a  tariff  is  canceled  the  cancellation  notice  shall 
make  specific  reference  to  the  C.  R.  C.  number  of  tariff  in  which  such 
fares  will  thereafter  be  found,  or  if  combination  fares  are  to  apply,  or 
if  no  fares  in  effect  shall  so  state.  Cancellation  of  a  tariff  also  cancels 
supplement  to  such  tariff,  if  any  in  effect.  If  a  tariff"  is  canceled  by  the 
issuance  of  a  similar  tariff  to  take  its  place,  cancellation  notice  must 
not  be  given  by  supplement,  but  by  notice  printed  in  new  tariff,  as  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  (6)  of  Rule  19. 

If  a  tariff  is  canceled  with  the  purpose  of  canceling  entirely  the  fares 
named  therein,  or  when,  through  error  or  omission,  a  letter  issue  failed 
to  cancel  the  previous  issue  and  a  tariff  is  canceled  for  the  purpose  of 
perfecting  the  records,  the  cancellation  notice  must  not  be  given  a  new 
C.  R.  C.  number,  but  must  be  issued  as  a  supplement  to  the  tariff  which 
it  cancels,  even  though  such  tariff  may  at  the  time  have  a  supplement 
in  effect. 

26.  A  change  in  a  tariff  shall  be  known  as  an  amendment  and  shall 
be  printed  in  a  supplement  to  the  tariff  which  it  amends,  specif.ying 
such  tariff  by  its  C.  R.  C.  number.  The  supplement  shall  be  reissued 
each  time  an  amendment  is  made,  and  shall  always  contain  all  the 
amendments  to  that  tariff  that  are  in  fOrce.  Supplements  to  a  tariff' 
shall  be  numbered  consecutively  as  supplements  to  that  tariff,  and  not 
be  given  new  or  separate  C.  R.  C.  numbers. 

If  there  are  more  than  ten  participating  carriers,  it  is  not  necessary 
that  supplement  shall  contain  reproduction  of  the  list  of  participating 
carriers  shown  in  the  tariff.  Supplement  may  show  that  the  list  of  par- 
ticipating carriers  is  "as  shown  in  the  tariff,  except  (here  show  all  addi- 
tions to  and  eliminations  from  the  original  list  that  are  affected  by 
the  supplement,  or  that  have  been  affected  by  previous  supplements, 
each  alphabetically  arranged)." 

An  amended  item  must  alwaj^s  be  printed  in  supplement  in  its  entirety 
as  amended. 

A  tariff  or  a  supplement  Avhich  contains  reissued  items  must  not  bear 
the  notation  "Effective  at  once,  except  as  noted,"  but  instead  must  bear 

the  notation  "Effective   except  as  noted  in  individual  items." 

Example:  "Issued  Effective except  as  noted  in  indi- 
vidual items."  Reissued  items  must  bear  notation  "Effective  (date 
upon  which  item  became  effective)  in  C.  R.  C.  No ";  or  "In  Sup- 
plement No to  C.  R.  C.  No " 

There  shall  at  no  time  be  more  than  one  supplement  in  effect  to  any 
tariff. 

In  case  of  change  of  ownership  or  control  of  a  carrier,  the  carrier 
whose  line  is  absorbed,  taken  over,  or  purchased  by  another  carrier  shall 
unite  Math  that  other  carrier  in  common  supplements  to  the  tariffs  on 
file  with  the  Commission,  on  the  one  hand  withdrawing  and  on  the  other 
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hand  accepting  and  establishing  such  tariffs  and  all  effective  supple- 
ments thereto.  Such  common  supplements  shall  be  executed  jointly  by 
the  traffic  officers  of  both  the  old  and  new  carriers,  shall  be  numbered 
consecutively  as  supplements  to  the  tariffs  to  which  they  are  directed, 
and  may  be  made  effective  on  five  days'  notice  to  the  public  and  the 
Commission  by  noting  thereon  reference  to  this  rule.  Amendments  to 
such  tariffs  must  thereafter  be  filed  in  consecutively  numbered  supple- 
ments thereto  until  the  tariffs  are  reissued.  New  tariffs  reissuing  or 
superseding  these  shall  be  numbered  in  the  C.  R.  C.  series  of  the  new  car- 
rier. 

When  a  road  or  a  part  of  a  road  is  transferred  from  the  operating 

-control  of  one  company  to  that  of  another,  or  when  its  name  is  changed, 

the  existing  tariffs  issued  by  the  company  that  surrenders  control  must 

be  withdrawn  by  it  and  adopted  by  the  company  assuming  control,  as 

provided  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

As  to  tariffs  issued  by  other  carriers  or  joint  agents  under  concur- 
rences or  powers  of  attorney  granted  by  the  old  carrier  or  company,  the 
neAV  carrier  or  company  shall,  if  it  intends  to  use  such  tariff  publications 
and  rates,  issue,  file  and  post,  with  C.  R.  C.  number,  an  adoption  notice, 
substantially  as  follows : 

The  (name  of  carrier)  hereby  adopts,  ratifies,  and  makes  its  own,  in  every 
I'espect  as  if  the  same  had  been  originally  filed  and  posted  by  it,  all  tariffs, 
rules,  notices,  concurrences,  powers  of  attorney,  or  other  instruments  whatso- 
ever, filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California  by  the  (name  of  old 
carrier)  prior  to  (date)  the  beginning  of  its  possession.  By  this  tariff  it  also 
adopts  and  ratifies  all  supplements  or  amendments  to  any  of  the  above  tariffs, 
etc.,  which  it  has  heretofore  filed  with  said  Commission. 

Similar  adoption  notice  must  be  filed  by  a  receiver  when  assuming 
possession  and  control  of  a  carrier's  lines.  This  notice  maj^  be  made 
effective  and  be  filed  on  immediate  notice. 

Concurrences  and  powers  of  attorney  so  adopted  must,  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, be  replaced  and  superseded  by  new  concurrences  and  powers  of 
attorney  issued  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  new  carrier  or  company  and 
in  each  instance  canceling  the  concurrence  or  power  of  attorney  super- 
seded. 

The  carrier  surrendering  control  of  the  property  has  no  lawful  right 
to  abandon  its  tariffs  except  on  lawful  notice,  and  when  it  surrenders 
control  of  the  property  it  surrenders  all  right  to  publish  rates  or  fares 
applicable  thereto  except  under  proper  authority  from  the  carrier  or 
company  to  whose  control  the  property  passes. 

27.  Each  carrier  shall  publish,  with  proper  C.  R.  C.  number,  post, 
and  file  a  complete  index  of  the  tariffs  which  are  in  effect,  and  to  which 
it  is  a  party  as  an  initial  line.  Such  index  shall  show :  (a)  C.  R.  C.  num- 
ber of  each  tariff;  (&)  name  or  initials  of  issuing  road  or  agent;  (c)  brief 
descriptions  of  character  of  tariffs;    (d)    concise  statement  of  points 
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between  which  tariff  applies.  Tariffs  covering  short-time  excursion 
rates  and  supplements  to  tariffs  need  not  be  included  in  this  index.  If 
any  changes  are  made,  this  index  shall  be  corrected  to  date  and  be 
reissued  each  month,  or  supplement  may  be  issued  each  month  showing 
all  changes  and  also  what  tariff,  if  any,  shown  in  index  is  canceled  or 
superseded  by  one  shown  in  supplement,  and  index  be  reissued  every 
six  months.  If  supplements  are  used  they  must  be  constructed  in 
accord  with  specifications  as  to  construction  of  index,  and  each  supple- 
ment must  cancel  preceding  supplement  and  bring  forward  all  correc- 
tions. If  carrier  so  desires,  lists  of  its  official  circulars  and  its  own 
numbers  of  its  tariffs  may  appear  in  this  publication. 

Each  index  must  bear  on  its  title  page  the  notation  ' '  This  index  con- 
tains lists  of  tariff  publications  in  eft'ect  on  (date  of  issue  of  index)." 

Each  supplement  to  index  must  bear  on  title  page  the  notation  ' '  This 
supplement  contains  corrections  to  and  is  in  effect  on  (date  of  issue  of 
the  supplement)." 

The  title  page  of  index,  or  of  supplement,  must  show  the  date  of  issue 
thereof,  which  must  correspond  to  date  shown  in  notations  above,  and 
must  not  bear  any  effective  date.  The  rule  requiring  thirty  days' 
notice  does  not  apply  to  these  indices  and  their  supplements. 

Note. — This  rule  is  also  in  rules  governing  freight  tariffs.  One  index  containing 
both  passenger  and  freight  tariffs  will  be  deemed  sufficient,  but  if  both  are  included 
in  one  index  two  copies  will  be  sent  to  the  Commission. 

28.  Tariffs  and  supplements  thereto  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commis- 
sion by  a  general  traffic  officer  of  the  carrier,  or  by  an  agent  designated 
by  such  general  traffic  officer  to  perform  that  duty,  and  concurrence 
of  every  carrier  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
California  participating  therein  must  be  on  file  with  the  Commission,  or 
must  accompany  the  tariff  or  supplement.  Such  concurrence  or  author- 
ization shall  be  of  a  size  8  by  10^  inches,  and  shall  be  evidenced  by  the 
following  form:

To  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of  California: 

(Name  of  carrier)  has  made,  constituted  and  appointed,  and  by  these  presents 
does  make,  constitute  and  appoint  (name  of  person  appointed)  its  agent  to  file 
tariffs,  and  supplements  thereto,  relating  to  passenger  traffic,  as  required  of  com- 
mon carriers  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  March  20,  1909,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  act  as  such  agent  until  authority  hereby  conferred  is 
revoked  by  formal  notice  of  revocation  filed  with  the  Commission.

the  Commission. 

Fares  for  an  excursion  limited  to  a  designated  period  of  more  than 
three  days,  and  not  more  than  thirty  days,  may  be  established  upon  a 
like  notice  of  three  days. 

Fares  for  a  series  of  daily  excursions,  such  series  covering  a  period 
not  exceeding  thirty  days,  may  be  established  upon  like  notice  of  three 
days  as  to  the  entire  series,  and  separate  notice  of  the  excursion  on 
each  day  covered  by  the  series  need  not  be  given. 

Fares  for  an  excursion  limited  to  a  designated  period  exceeding  thirty 
days  will  require  the  statutory  notice,  unless  shorter  time  is  allowed  in 
special  cases  by  the  Commission. 

The  term  "limited  to  a  designated  period,"  used  above,  is  construed 
to  cover  the  period  between  the  time  at  which  the  transportation  can 
tirst  be  used  and  the  time  at  which  it  expires.  If  tariff  names  different 
selling  dates  for  excursions  which  form  a  series,  and  the  period  of  time 
between  the  first  selling  date  and  the  last  date  upon  which  any  tickets 
sold  under  the  tariff  may  be  used  exceeds  thirty  days,  the  series  of  excur- 
sions so  provided  for  do  not  come  within  the  period  of  "not  exceeding 
thirty  days,"  and  such  tariff  may  not  be  issued  by  authority  of  this 
rule.  But  it  is  permissible  to  establish  fares  for  two  or  more  distinct 
and  separate  excursions  to  various  points  and  for  various  occasions,  each 
such  excursion  limited  to  a  designated  period  of  not  more  than  thirty 
days,  and  for  convenience  of  public  and  agents  to  announce  them  in  a 
bulletin  tariff  under  this  rule.  It  is  also  permissible  to  show  in  such 
bulletin  fares  for  a  series  of  excursions  between  the  same  points,  such 
series  covering  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  days,  provided  full  statutory 
notice  of  such  series  is  thereby  given,  and  provided  title  page  of  publi- 
cation bears  notation  ' '  Effective ,  except  as  noticed  in  individual 

items  as  to  which  full  statutory  notice  is  given. ' '  When  such  items  are 
brought  forward  to  another  issue  of  bulletin,  they  must  bear  notation 
"First  announced  in  Bulletin  No ,  C.  R.  C.  No of  19 " 

Short-time  excursion  fare  tariffs  issued  under  authority  of  this  rule 
need  not  contain  alphabetically  arranged  indices  of  stations  from  and  to 
which  the  fares  apply,  nor  show  specific  routing  when  the  fares  are 
stated  in  such  terms  as  ' '  One  first-class  fare  for  the  round  trip, ' '  etc. 

32.  New  Roads.  On  newly  constructed  lines  of  road,  including 
branches  and  extensions  of  existing  roads,  individual  rates  and  fares 
and  also  joint  rates  and  fares  may  be  established  in  the  first  instance  by 
the  carrier  owning  or  operating  such  newly  constructed  line  to  and  from 
points  on  such  new  line  by  posting  a  tariff  of  such  rates  or  fares  and 
filing  the  same  with  the  Commission  one  day  in  advance.  Such  tariff 
must  bear  notation  that  it  applies  to  stations  on  newly  constructed  line 
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to  or  from  which  no  rates  or  fares  have  theretofore  applied,  and  give 
reference  to  this  rule.  Tariffs  or  supplements  to  tariffs  issued  by  other 
carriers  or  joint  agents  establishing  rates  to  or  from  or  via  such  newly- 
constructed  line  may  be  issued  only  under  statutory  notice  or  special 
permission  for  shorter  time.  It  will  be  the  Commission's  policy  to  grant 
permissions  in  such  instances  so  as  to  give  the  carrier  and  passengers 
fullest  efficiency  of  such  new  lines,  and  in  connection  with  the  prepara- 
tion of  such  joint  publications  there  is  ample  time  within  which  to  secure 
such  permission. 

33.  Bequests  for  Permission  to  Amend  Tariffs  on  Less  Than 
Statutory  Notice.  The  act  authorizes  the  Commission,  in  its  discre- 
tion and  for  good  cause  shown,  to  permit  changes  in  tariff  rates  or  fares 
on  less  than  the  statutory  notice.  It  is  believed  that  this  authority 
should  be  exercised  only  in  instances  where  special  or  peculiar  circum- 
stances or  conditions  fully  justify  it.  Confusion  and  complication  must 
follow  indiscriminate  exercise  of  this  authority.  The  Commission,  there- 
fore, announces  that  applications  for  permission  to  change  tariffs  on 
less  than  statutory  notice  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  California,  in  form  specified  by  the  Commission.

In  every  instance  where  a  class  or  commodity  rate  is 
named  in  a  tariff  between  specified  points,  the  lowest  of  such  rates  is  the 
lawful  rate;  provided,  that  if  some  combination  of  class  or  commodity 
rates  or  class  and  commodity  rates  is  found  to  be  lower  than  the  through 
rate,  the  lower  combination  of  rates  shall  apply  and  the  carrier  shall 
immediately  make  its  through  rate  correspond  to  the  lower  combination 
of  rates.  It  being  the  intention  to  give  the  shipper  the  advantage  of  the 
lowest  possible  rate.

Administrative  Ruling,  C.  R.  C.  No.  1. 

RAILROAD    COMMISSION    OF   THE   STATE    OF    CALIFORNIA. 

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  TRANSPORTING  PROPERTY  TO  AND  PROM  STATE  FAIRS  FOR 

EXHIBITION  PURPOSES. 

There  having  been  submitted  to  this  Commission  by  the  California 
State  Agricultural  Society  the  question  as  to  whether  property  may  be 
transported  by  transportation  companies  to  the  state  fairs  for  exhibition 
purposes  only  at  less  than  published  tariff  rates  on  similar  commodities 
transported  to  market  points,  and  the  Commission  having  considered  the 
provisions  of  law  governing  the  transportation  of  property  within  this 
State  and  the  intent  and  purposes  of  the  law,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Commission  that  property  transported  from  various  points  within  this 
State  to  a  state  fair  for  exhibition  purposes  only,  not  being  for  the  time 
a  commercial  commodity,  nor  in  competition  with  similar  commodities 
at  the  point  of  destination,  may  be  transported  upon  a  published  and 
filed  tariff  at  less  than  the  rates  applied  to  identical  commodities  trans- 
ported under  the  published  and  filed  tariffs  for  market  purposes. 

It  is,  however,  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  such  transportation 
should  be  under  strict  control  as  to  the  return  of  such  property  to  point 
of  origin,  or  restrictions  of  similar  character  that  will  safeguard  the 
market  at  point  of  destination  from  competition  with  the  commodities 
thus  transported  for  exhibition  purposes,  as  well  as  safeguard  the  trans- 
portation companies  from  possible  imposition  on  the  part  of  shippers 
who  might  endeavor  to  take  advantage  of  such  special  tariff'  to  avoid 
payment  of  full  tariff  rates  to  a  market  point  and  their  obligation  to 
return  the  property  to  point  of  origin. 

The  principle  which  induces  the  Commission  to  this  opinion  is  not 
alone  the  lack  of  competition  of  the  commodity,  but  the  difference  in  the 
service  rendered  with  respect  to  the  transportation  of  the  commodity, 
and  without  these  elements  the  Commission  would  without  hesitation 
declare  that  all  such  commodities  should  be  transported  at  full  tariff 
rates.

free  or  reduced  transportation  to  persons  in  charge  of  the  distribution 
of  fish  or  spawn  in  the  public  streams  from  state  or  county  hatcheries, 
and  the  Commission  having  considered  the  provisions  of  law  governing 
the  transportation  of  property  and  persons  within  this  State  and  the 
intent  and  purposes  of  the  law,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that 
transportation  companies  may  transport  fish  or  spawn  for  distribution 
in  the  public  streams  of  this  State  from  public  hatcheries  at  such  rates 
as  they  may  see  fit  to  extend,  but  such  rate  or  rates  should  be  published 
and  regularly  filed  with  this  Commission.  The  Commission  is  also  of 
the  opinion  that  by  reason  of  the  character  of  the  traffic  caretakers  or 
distributors  in  charge  may  be  permitted  to  accompany  such  shipment 
upon  a  tariff'  less  than  the  regular  published  tariff  charge  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  between  similar  points.

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However,  these  extensions  and  allowances  shonld  be  specified  ancl 
under  proper  restrictions  and  control,  and  all  tariffs  comprehending  a 
movement  of  this  character  shonld  be  on  file  with  this  Commission.

Rule  No.  5  of  this  Commission's  Tariff  Circular  No.  1  reads  in  part 
that — 

■'If  no  specific  rate  from  point  of  origin  to  destination  of  a  through  shipment 
is  provided,  and  no  specific  manner  of  constructing  combination  rate  for  it  is 
prescribed,  the  lowest  combination  of  rates  applicable  via  the  route  over  which 
the  shipment  moves  is  the  lawful  rate  for  that  shipment." 

As  the  impracticability  of  publishing  a  full  line  of  through  joint  rates 
as  between  two  or  more  connecting  carriers  having  two  or  more  junction 
points  with  each  other  is  recognized,  and  as,  in  the  absence  of  through 
joint  rates  or  a  specific  rule  for  making  them,  it  has  been  the  practice 
lof  such  carriers  to  base  the  rates  on  the  lowest  combination  and  forward 
the  freight  through  any  of  their  established  junction  points  which  they 
may  elect  to  use  for  the  sake  of  operating  convenience  and  economy,  that 
practice  is  hereby  ratified  for  the  reason  cited,  and  the  operation  of  that 
portion  of  Rule  No.  5  of  this  Commission's  Tariff  Circular  No.  1,  Ciuoted 
above,  is  accordingly  suspended  as  to  that  traffic.

Report  of  Commission. 
By  the  Commission: 

The  complaints,  Nos.  105  and  106,  filed  by  the  plaintiff  comprehended 
a  claim  for  damages  for  unjust  discrimination  and  undue  preference 
between  the  plaintiff  and  other  shippers  said  to  be  similarly  situated, 
and  also  a  prayer  that  the  Commission  order  the  defendant  carrier  to 
restore  the  depot  at  Vernon,  California.  In  his  answer  the  defendant 
carrier  entered  a  general  denial  as  to  the  allegation  of  unjust  discrimi- 
nation and  unreasonable  preference ;  the  issues  were  thus  joined,  and 
the  case  came  on  for  trial  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  California,  Decem- 
ber 6,  1909. 

Before  the  taking  of  testimony  began  the  plaintiff  through  his  attor- 
ney requested  permission  to  amend  his  complaint  by  striking  out  the 
allegation  of  undue  preference  and  unjust  discrimination,  and  claim  for 
damages  in  consequence  thereof.  ■  Testimony  was  tl;en  introduced  by 
plaintiff  to  show  that  there  had  formerly  been  a  depot  at  Vernon,  that 
it  was  a  source  of  great  convenience  to  plaintiff  and  many  other  ship- 
pers, and  that  the  Commission  should  order  restoration  of  the  depot  at 
said  point.  Considerable  testimony  was  also  introduced  as  to  defendant 
carrier's  manner  of  serving  shippers  on  shipments  to  and  from  Vernon, 
but  as  plaintiff  had  withdrawn  his  allegation  of  discrimination  and 
unjust  preference  and  his  plea  for  damages,  much  of  such  testimony 
was  not  pertinent  to  the  issue  before  the  Commission.  Testimony  intro- 
duced by  the  defendant  carrier  also  covered  the  service  rendered  by  said 
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defendant.  The  case  was  briefly  argued  by  attorneys  for  plaintiff  and 
defendant,  the  attorney  for  defendant  raising  the  point  that  the  Com- 
mission had  no  jurisdiction  in  the  case  after  the  withdrawal  by  plaintiff 
of  his  plea  for  damages  on  account  of  discrimination  and  unjust  pref- 
erence, as  the  Commission  had  no  jurisdiction  either  at  common  law  or 
by  statute  over  the  reestablishment  of  depots.  The  case  was  taken  under 
advisement,  and  after  due  and  careful  investigation  and  examination 
the  Commission  sustains  the  position  of  the  defendant  carrier,  and 
decides  that  it  has  no  jurisdiction  in  this  case. 

In  support  of  this  decision  the  Commission  quotes  the  decision  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  the  case  of  Cornelius  J.  Jones  et  at. 
vs.  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco  Railroad  Company,  found  in  the  volume 
XII,  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  Reports,  page  144.  In  this  case 
the  complainants  sought  the  restoration  of  station  facilities  at  a  to^\Ti 
located  on  the  line  of  the  defendant  carrier,  and  asked  reparation  for 
damages  claimed  to  have  been  sustained  by  them  by  reason  of  the 
abandonment  of  the  railroad  station  at  that  point.  The  Commission 
said: 

"The  obligation  to  provide  station  facilities  at  a  given  point  along  the  line 
of  a  railroad  may  arise  under  the  terms  of  the  charter  of  a  company  or  may  be 
imposed  by  statute,  and  some  authorities  assert  that  the  duty  exists  also  at 
common  law  ;  but  the  Commission  is  not  the  proper  forum  to  which  to  appeal 
for  the  enforcement  either  of  a  charter,  statutory  or  common-law  obligation,  as 
it  has  no  authority  to  issue  the  writ  of  mandamus,  and  possesses  no  common-law 
jurisdiction. 

The  contention  that  the  Commission  has  power,  under  the  act  to  regulate 
commerce,  as  amended  June  29,  190G,  to  require  a  connnon  carrier  to  locate  or 
relocate  and  maintain  a  station  at  a  given  point  is  open  to  doubt;  but,  without 
deciding  this  question  here,  it  is  manifest  that  the  Commis.sion  should  not  exer- 
cise such  power  unless  all  the  facts  and  conditions  clearly  indicate  that  the  inter- 
ests of  the  general  public  in  the  locality  involved  are  materially  impaired  by 
the  lack  of  such  facilities.  *  *  *." 

While  the  testimony  of  the  plaintiffs  as  to  a  portion  of  it  would  seem 
to  show  that  the  interests  of  the  public  were  affected  by  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  station  at  Vernon,  such  testimony  was  more  than  over- 
balanced by  the  testimony'  introduced  by  the  defendant,  and  under  the 
evidence  before  it  the  Commission  does  not  feel  justified  in  deciding  that 
the  interests  of  the  public  were  seriously  impaired  by  the  abandonment 
of  said  depot. 

The  case  is  therefore  dismissed  for  lack  of  jurisdiction.

Office  of  the  Building  and  Loan  Commissioners, 
San  Francisco,  September  12,  1910. 

To  His  Excellency,  James  N.  Gillett, 

Governor  of  California. 

Sir  :  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  DIV,  laws  of  1905,  we 
submit  this,  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  this  office  upon  the 
condition  of  the  Building  and  Loan  Associations  of  California  for  the 
sixty-first  fiscal  year  of  this  State,  ended  June  30,  1910. 

This  embraces  the  results  of  the  tabulations  of  the  annual  reports  of 
107  associations, — of  which  100  are  classified  as  Locals,  and  7  as  State 
associations, — showing   aggregate   assets   amounting   to   $21,255,176.19. 

From  an  examination  of  former  reports  it  will  be  observed  that, 
while  the  number  of  associations  is  gradually  growing  smaller,  the 
volume  of  assets  maintains  a  steady  increase. 

This  class  of  financial  institutions  can  not  be  claimed  to  be  of  modern 
origin,  even  though  the  plans  and  methods  of  operation  may  have  been 
improved  and  simplified  to  more  clearly  conform  to  modern  business 
requirements.  In  the  United  States  the  first  one  appears  to  have  been 
organized  at  Frankfort, — now  a  part  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia. — 
in  the  yeai  1831,  though  they  did  not  become  an  accepted  and  perma- 
nent feature  of  our  financial  institutions  for  some  twenty  years  there- 
after, since  which  they  have  found  ready  acceptance  in  all  portions  of 
the  Union. 

In  England  the  most  authentic  information  dates  from  1809,  though 
there  is  authority  for  the  belief  that  they  existed  there  as  early  as 
1781.  In  China  similar  organizations,  with  practically  the  same  features 
as  those  employed  by  the  earlier  associations  in  the  United  States, 
existed  as  early  as  200  B.  C,  and  some  were  still  in  existence  there 
within  the  last  generation,  according  to  an  eminent  authority  upon  the 
"Laws,  Manners,  and  Customs  of  the  People  of  China." 

In  California  the  first  bona  fide  building  and  loan  association  api)ears 
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to  have  been  incorporated  in  December,  1872,  prior  to  which  the  nearest 
approach  was  to  be  found  in  the  early  day  homestead  associations. 

Notwithstanding  the  lapse  of  time  and  the  large  number  that  have 
been  formed  here  during  the  past  thirty-eight  years,  there  is  no  class 
of  financial  institution  regarding  which  the  general  public  understands 
so  little,  or  of  which  it  has  so  little  conception  of  the  purposes,  plans, 
method  of  operation,  or  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  persistent 
membership ;  and  yet  there  is  no  class  that  is  more  deserving  of  public 
confidence  and  patronage. 

The  controlling  idea  is  the  accumulation  of  the  separate  savings  of 
persons  of  small  means,  in  such  manner  as  to  aid  them  in  procuring 
homes, — a  practical  application  of  the  maxim  that  "in  union  there  is 
strength."  They  are  distinctly  an  institution  for  savings, — a  "poor 
man's  bank,"  if  you  please, — in  which  each  member  can,  if  he  so 
desires,  have  a  voice  in  the  management.  There  is  nothing  mysterious 
about  them  or  their  plans  of  operation,  no  matter  how  much  of  an  air 
of  mystery  may,  in  the  past,  have  been  disseminated  by  designing 
persons.  That  they  are  intricate,  no  one  for  a  moment  disputes,  but 
this  intricacy  is  no  greater  than  that  which  attaches  to  many  another 
class  of  business,  and  it  can  easily  be  mastered  by  any  one  who  will 
take  the  time  and  have  the  patience  to  become  fully  informed  as  to 
all  their  features. 

From  the  compilation  of  the  reports,  it  appears  that,  at  the  dates  of 
their  several  reports,  the  107  associations  had  a  membership  of  32,119, 
of  which  22,124  were  male  and  societies,  and  9,995  were  female;  that 
of  this  number  13,863  were  borrowers,  of  which  2,325  had  obtained 
loans  during  the  past  year  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  new  buildings, 
mostly  individual  homes.  It  also  appears  that  since  the  creation  of 
this  commission  the  several  associations  have  reported  the  granting  of 
loans  for  building  purposes  to  the  aggregate  number  of  32,702.  This 
means  that  approximately  that  number  of  different  families  have 
obtained  their  homes  through  the  agency  of  the  building  and  loan 
associations  of  California. 

The  average  investment,  of  the  members  and  investors,  in  the  several 
classes  of  stock  and  certificates,  with  their  credited  accumulation  of  net 
earnings,  appears  to  be  $585.60  per  capita,  and  the  average  loan  to  the 
13,863  borrowers  is  $1,421.13,  secured  by  first  mortgages  or  deeds  of 
trust  upon  real  estate,  or  by  shares  or  certificates  having  a  withdraw- 
able value  in  excess  of  ten  per  cent  more  than  the  face  of  the  loans  for 
which  they  are  pledged  as  security.

Twenty-five  counties  out  of  a  total  of  fifty-eight  in  the  State  have 
associations  located  within  their  borders.  In  twenty-one  of  these  the 
volume  of  assets  shows  an  increase,  over  that  of  the  former  report, 
aggregating  $1,658,018.50,  while  four  show  a  decrease  amounting  to 
$630,958.41,  thus  making  a  net  increase  of  $1,027,060.09,  divided 
between  the  two  classes  of  associations  as  follows:  State  associations, 
$370,948.97;  Locals,  $656,111.12.  The  percentages  of  increase  are, 
respectively,  4.83  and  5.23,  or  a  total  of  5.07  per  cent  for  all  asso- 
ciations. 

In  Alameda  county  one  association,  which  at  the  time  of  our  former 
report  possessed  assets  amounting  to  $510,329.69,  retired  from  the 
building  and  loan  business,  and  at  the  time  of  its  report  for  1910  had 
transferred  all  but  about  $66,800.00  of  its  assets  to  a  savings  bank 
that  had  been  organized  by  the  officers  and  directors  of  the  association. 
Had  this  association  continued  in  business  and  maintained  its  volume 
of  assets,  Alameda  county  w^ould  then  have  shown  a  small  increase. 

The  transfer  of  the  business,  in  the  manner  had,  may  operate  for 
the  l)enefit  of  the  guarantee  shareholders  and  executive  officers,  but 
we  fail  to  understand  how  it  is  possible  to  be  of  benefit  to  the  large 
body  of  members  and  investors.  As  a  savings  bank  its  latitude  of 
loaning  is  restricted  by  laM'  and  it  can  not  realize  the  same  rate  of 
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interest  upon  its  loans;  its  expenses" of  operation  will  very  naturally  be 
greater  than  those  of  a  building  and  loan  association  of  a  similar  size 
should  be,  hence  it  is  apparently  impossible  to  expect  that  it  can 
return  to  its  depositors  as  high  a  rate  in  dividends  as  the  building  and 
loan  association  has  paid  to  its  members  in  the  past,  and  as  it  could  most 
certainly  have  continued  to  pay  to  them  in  the  future. 

In  San  Francisco  the  decrease  is  due  to  several  causes,  one  of  which  is 
the  undue  proportion  of  comparatively  small  associations  which  can 
not  be  operated  independently  at  as  economical  a  percentage  of  expense 
as  the  larger  associations,  and  has  resulted  in  composite  secretaryships 
that  thus  far  have  never  succeeded  in  developing  the  capabilities  of 
individual  associations. 

Consolidation  could  be  made  to  operate  for  the  general  good  of  all. 
Credit  and  the  confidence  of  the  public  could  thereby  be  increased  and 
developed,  and  an  increased  membership,  of  all  classes,  would  there- 
after naturally  result  from  the  expenditure  of  a  little  intelligent  energy 
on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  directors.  One  association  with  assets  of 
$250,000.00  and  upward  can  do  more  business,  and  in  a  more  satisfac- 
tory manner,  than  three  separate  associations  whose  combined  assets 
aggregate  a  like  amount.  The  larger  volume  of  assets,  coupled  with  a 
good  reserve,  attracts  the  attention  of  the  public,  commands  respect,  and 
attracts  more  and  better  business.  Nothing  succeeds  like  success.  Like 
every  other  enterprise,  the  association  that  does  not  keep  pace  with  the 
procession  ,and  increase  its  volume  of  business  and  assets,  in  reality 
loses  ground.  To  remain  stationary  for  an  extended  period  is  impos- 
sible. Decay  and  liquidation  are  but  a  matter  of  a  little  time  for  those 
that  fail  to  keep  abreast  of  the  business  demands  of  the  times. 

During  the  past  year  two  new  associations  were  formed, — one  at 
Alameda  and  one  at  Los  Altos, — both  under  the  provisions  of  section 
648a  of  the  Civil  Code ;  while  six,  that  last  year  were  reported  as  on  the 
active  roll,  ceased  the  transaction  of  further  business,  two  consolidating 
with  a  third  and  larger  association,  and  four  retired  and  liquidated. 

Inquiries  have  been  received  from  several  interior  points  relative  to 
the  possible  formation  of  new  associations  in  the  near  future,  and 
wherever  the  population  and  field  of  operations  indicate  a  possible 
success  we  are  extending  all  the  aid  that  can  consistently  be  expected 
to  be  given  by  a  supervisory  office.  Several  associations  have  amended 
their  articles  of  incorporation  to  permit  of  the  transaction  of  business 
under  the  provisions  of  section  648a,  and  several  others  are  at  the 
present  moment  taking  the  preliminary  steps  to  perfect  similar  changes 
in  their  articles,  and  thus  broaden  their  field  of  operations  and  future 
beneficial  influence.

The  element  of  taxes  is  one  over  which  the  several  associations  have 
no  control,  and  since  the  amendment  to  the  constitution  and  a  corre- 
sponding change  in  the  law,  permitting  of  the  making  of  loans  on  the 
"net  plan," — where  the  borrower  pays  the  taxes  on  the  mortgage, — - 
many  of  the  associations  make  most  of  their  loans  upon  this  plan,  and 
some  use  both  plans,  varying  the  rate  of  interest  charged  so  as  nearly 
as  possible  to  produce  the  same  net  rate.  Eliminating  the  tax  element 
we  then  arrive  at  the  actual  expenses  of  operation,  which  then  appear 
as  follows :

These  figures  simply  show  the  averages  of  all  the  associations  in  each 
class  and  in  the  State  as  a  whole.  Some  associations  considerably 
exceed  these  figures  and  some  fall,  correspondingly,  as  far  below  them. 
Those   associations   whose    operating   expenses    exceed   these    averages 
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should  take  note  of  the  fact  and  proceed  without  delay  to  either  reduce 
their  expenses  or  to  increase  the  volume  of  their  business  without  cor- 
respondingly increasing  their  expenses. 


GROSS  INCOME,  AND  EXPENSES  TO  INCOME. 

Based  upon  the  returns  made  to  this  office  the  gross  income  of  the 
associations  must  consist  of  the  reported  net  profits — which  include 
additions  to  the  reserve  fund — plus  the  taxes  paid  and  the  expenses  of 
operation,  and  the  ratio  which  the  latter  bears  to  the  sum  of  all.  based 
on  the  average  loans  in  force,  is  indicative  of  the  percentage  of  gross 
income  that  is  required  for  the  average  expenses  of  operation,  and 
appears  as  follows :

The  percentage  of  net  profits  as  above  reported,  shows  the  average 
net  earning  rate  of  the  loans  in  force.  Applying  this  to  the  average 
investment  it  will  be  noted  that  we  have,  respectively,  6.23  per  cent, 
8.36  per  cent,  and  7.06  per  cent  as  the  average  net  earnings  from  which 
to  provide  the  reserve  required  by  law  and  pay  dividends  to  the  share- 
holders, members,  and  investors,  and  if  all  the  different  classes  of  the 
shares  and  investments  were  paid  dividends  at  the  same  rate  it  would 
be  possible  for  the  locals  to  pay  a  uniform  rate  of  5.92  per  cent,  and  the 
State  Associations  a  uniform  rate  of  7.94  per  cent :  but  as  the  paid-up 
stock  and  investment  certificates  bear  a  fixed  rate  of  5  per  cent  or  6  per 
cent,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  average  net  rate  of  dividend  on  the  install- 
ment shares  is  in  excess  of  these  possible  uniform  rates. 

By  reference  to  the  percentages  under  "New  Loans  and  Loans 
Repaid,"  it  will  be  seen  that  the  new  loans  made  during  the  year  were 
36.19  per  cent  of  the  loans  in  force  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  that 
of  all  the  loans  in  force  during  the  year  25.75  per  cent  were  paid  off  in 
some  manner  during  the  year ;  a  remarkable  percentage  of  repayments, 
considering  the  fact  that  only  the  loans  made  upon  stock  security,  and 
which  are  but  a  small  percentage  of  the  whole,  are  short  term  loans, — 
the  real  estate  loans  being  originally  made  for  a  long  term. 

During  the  past  year  we  found  one  corporation  which,  while  not 
originally  incorporated  as  a  building  and  loan  association,  w'as  con- 
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ducting  a  line  of  business  so  closely  allied  to  that  of  the  regular  asso- 
ciations as  to  bring  it  within  the  law  of  supervision  and  license,  and 
was  conducting  business  along  lines  so  unwarranted  by  law  and  by 
the  terms  of  the  contracts  under  which  money  was  being  placed  with 
it,  that  we  were  compelled  to  take  due  cognizance  of  the  violations,  and, 
after  refusal  on  their  part  to  comply  with  our  orders,  to  report  the  facts 
to  the  Attorney  General  for  action  on  his  part,  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law.  Action  was  had,  a  temporary  restraining  order  issued,  and  the 
matter  will  be  heard  at  as  early  a  date  as  the  congested  condition  of  the 
calendar  of  the  superior  court  will  permit.  Had  the  law  vested  this 
office  with  powers  similar  to  those  vested  in  the  Superintendent  of 
Banking,  much  time  and  expense  could  have  been  avoided  and  much 
possible  loss  averted. 

Experience  has  demonstrated  that  some  changes  are  advisable  in  the 
laws  regulating  the  business  and  operations  of  the  associations,  and  are 
necessary  in  those  provided  for  supervision. 

We  deem  it  advisable  that  sections  637  and  638  of  the  Civil  Code  be  so 
amended  as  to  require  that  a  borrower  upon  security  other  than  that 
specified  in  section  647  must  be  a  shareholder,  member,  or  investor ;  and 
that  if  the  loan  be  made  upon  the  "mutual  plan,"  it  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a  pledge  of  installment  shares  or  certificates  of  an  ultimate 
matured  value  equal  to  the  face  of  the  loan,  and  that  if  it  be  made  upon 
the  '^'definite  contract  plan,"  it  must  be  accompanied  by  a  pledge  of 
at  least  one  installment  share  or  certificate,  which  must  be  kept  in  force 
during  the  life  of  the  loan. 

These  requirements  appear  to  be  not  only  reasonable  but  necessary 
to  fully  preserve  the  mutuality  and  remove  all  associations  from  the 
possibility  of  being,  at  some  later  period,  held  to  be  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  goveriling  the  United  States  corporation  income  tax, 
because  of  technical  non-mutuality,  and  also  to  remove  all  possible 
chance  of  conflict  with  the  present  banking  law  of  this  State. 

We  also  deem  it  advisable  that  loans  be  permitted  to  officers  and 
directors  of  associations,  but  subject  to  conditions  and  restrictions  of 
practically  the  same  nature  as  are  provided  for  in  the  banking  laws, 
for  loans  to  bank  officers  and  directors. 

Experience  in  this  and  other  states  has  demonstrated,  not  only  the 
advisability  but,  the  necessity  for  having  the  official  or  officials  vested 
with  powers  of  supervision  and  license,  also  vested  with  power  to  revoke 
a  license  and  take  immediate  possession  of  the  business  and  assets  of 
corporations  or  associations  under  supervision,  that  may  be  found  to  be 
insolvent  or  that  may  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  instructions  or 
orders  regarding  violations  of  law,  or  of  conducting  business  along  lines

that  are  unsafe  or  that  constitute  unsafe  practices  of  a  nature  to  render 
their  further  proceeding  hazardous  to  the  public  or  to  those  having 
funds  in  their  possession;  and  that  such  official  or  officials  be  also 
vested  with  full  powers  of  liquidation, — thereby  eliminating  the  ques- 
tion of  receivers  and  receiverships  and  the  consequent  delay  and  expense 
that  has  heretofore  attached  thereto. 

The  knowledge  that  powers  of  this  nature  were  fully  vested  in  this 
office,  and  could  be  enforced  at  once  and  without  the  intervention  of 
any  court,  would  operate  to  deter  corporate  officials  from  taking  any 
chances  that  would  bring  them  and  their  corporations  under  the  ban 
of  the  law  in  a  manner  to  invite  speedy  and  effective  action  for  the 
termination  of  unwarranted  practices  and  unfavorable  conditions. 

In  closing,  we  desire  to  state  that  at  no  time  since  the  creation  of  this 
Commission  have  the  building  and  loan  associations  of  California  been 
upon  so  satisfactory  a  basis,  or  in  so  satisfactory  a  condition,  as  at  the 
present  writing,  and,  while  well  managed  associations  have  always 
merited  the  confidence  of  the  public,  there  never  was  a  time  when  the 
associations  of  this  State  so  merited  or  deserved  that  confidence  as  at 
the  present.  All  are  upon  a  fully  solvent  basis,  with  reasonable  and 
annually  increasing  reserves  for  losses.  None,  to  our  knowledge,  are 
being  exploited  in  the  interest  of  their  officers,  but  all  are  apparently 
being  honestly  operated  in  the  interest  of  the  common  mutual  benefit. 

As  an  Appendix  to  this  report,  as  printed,  there  will  be  found,  in 
condensed  form,  the  "Assets  and  Liabilities"  and  the  "Receipts  and 
Disbursements"  of  each  association  reporting,  the  statement  of  which 
has  entered  into  the  calculations  presented  for  consideration,  together 
with  the  share  values  and  surrender  values,  in  annual  periods,  of  serial 
associations,  and  the  dues,  last  dividends,  and  withdrawal  values  of  the 
"Dayton"  plan  associations,  arranged  alphabetically  by  cities  and 
town,  and  alphabetically  under  each  city  and  town,  thereby  avoiding 
the  necessity  of  a  separate  index.

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  the  statutory  requirement,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  this  office,  upon  the  condition 
and  business  of  the  building  and  loan  associations  of  California,  for  the 
sixty-second  fiscal  year  of  the  State,  ended  June  30,  1911. 

The  result  of  the  compilation  of  the  annual  reports  of  96  associations, 
of  which  89  are  classified  as  locals  and  7  as  state  associations,  shows 
aggregate  assets  amounting  to  $23,340,012.38  as  against  $21,255,176.49 
at  the  date  of  the  last  report. 

The  members  and  investors  number  34,685 — 23,505  male  and  11,180 
female — a  gain  of  2,746  over  the  figures  for  the  year  1910.  Of  this 
number  15,904  were  borrowers,  and  the  average  amount  loaned  to  each 
was  $1,376.96 ;  all  of  which  is  secured  by  first  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust,  or  by  shares  or  certificates  having  a  withdrawable  value  of  not  less 
than  ten  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  face  of  the  loans  made  thereon.  The 
average  investment  in  the  several  classes  of  shares  and  certificates, 
including  the  credited  accumulation  of  net  earnings,  appears  to  be 
$594.18  per  capita. 

During  the  year  6,012  new  loans  are  reported  as  having  been  made,  of 
which  4,933  were  made  upon  real  estate  security,  and  of  this  number 
2,398  were  for  the  construction  of  new  buildings,  mostly  new  homes, 
thereby  raising  the  aggregate  number  of  building  loans  reported  since 
1893  to  35,100. 

The  number  of  shares  held  are  reported  as  401,051  and  the  number 
of  certificates  of  investment  as  45,202. 

Of  the  96  associations  reporting,  65  did  not  own  any  real  estate,  and 
the  remaining  31  held  174  pieces  valued  at  $621,898.11.  This  is  a  reduc- 
tion of  36  in  the  number  of  pieces  held,  and  $54,912.71  in  the  book  value 
of  the  holdings. 

The  increase  in  volume  of  the  reported  net  profits  has  been  $165,- 
880.30 ;  and  in  the  reserve  and  undivided  profits  $71,577.04. 
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During  the  past  year  23.90  per  cent  in  volume  of  all  loans  in  force 
has  been  repaid.  From  an  examination  of  similar  percentages  for  the 
past  five  years  the  average  for  all  this  time  is  26.05  per  cent.  This 
would  indicate  the  average  life  of  all  loans — so  far  as  the  volume  in 
money  is  concerned — to  be  about  three  years  and  ten  months,  though 
many  of  the  loans — notably  those  of  practically  the  average  size- 
continue  for  the  full  term  for  which  they  were  originally  made. 

Regarding  the  real  estate  holdings,  four  associations  in  the  local 
classification  own  the  buildings  in  which  their  offices  are  located;  all 
other  holdings  being  the  result  of  foreclosures.  Too  much  stress  can  not 
be  placed  upon  the  inadvisability  of  retention  of  this  property,  as  it 
seldom  produces  an  adequate  net  income,  and  too  often  results  in  an 
expense  and  ultimate  net  loss  which  has  to  be  made  good  from  the  reserve 
and  undivided  profits,  thereby  materially  affecting  the  dividends  of  the 
shareholders,  members  and  investors.

Four  comities — Alameda,  Marin,  San  Francisco,  and  Sonoma — show  a 
decrease  in  assets  aggregating  $320,463.80,  while  the  remaining  twenty- 
one  counties,  in  which  there  are  associations,  show  an  increase  of 
$2,405,299.69,  or  an  actual  net  increase  of  $2,084,835.89— equal  to  9.088 
per  cent  of  the  assets  for  1910. 

Of  this  increase  $1,063,056.03  falls  to  the  credit  of  the  locals,  and 
$1,021,799.86  to  the  state  associations. 

The  decrease  in  assets  of  the  associations  in  Alameda  County  is  caused 
entirely  by  the  elimination  from  this  report  of  associations  that  retired 
and  liquidated  during  the  year ;  and  the  same  is  true  as  regards  about 
70  per  cent  of  the  decrease  shown  in  San  Francisco.

Under  the  laws  of  at  least  one  large  eastern  state  the  operating 
expenses  of  every  kind,  exclusive  of  taxes,  are  limited  to  2^  per  cent  of 
the  accumulated  investment  of  the  members — ^which  is  unquestionably 
a  wise  provision.  While  the  above  percentages  are  well  within  that 
figure,  as  an  average,  it  is  quite  evident  that  some  associations  consid- 
erably exceed  it.  Those  whose  operating  expenses  exceed  the  average 
should  find  some  method  for  effecting  a  reduction,  or  of  increasing  the 
volume  of  their  business  without  increasing  their  expenses. 


GROSfe  INCOME,  AND  PERCENTAGE  OF  EXPENSES  TO  INCOME. 

To  arrive  at  the  approximate  percentage  of  gross  income  to  the 
average  loans,  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  percentage  of  net  profits  shown 
by  the  reports — which  includes  additions  to  the  reserve  fund,  plus  that 
of  the  expenses  of  operations  and  of  taxes^ — then  the  ratio  which  the 
expenses  bear  to  the  sum  of  all  is  the  percentage  of  gross  income  required 
for  operation.

The  reduction  in  the  ratio  that  the  operating  expenses  bears  to  the 
gross  income  is  not  of  necessity  indicative  of  a  reduction  in  the  volume 
of  these  expenses,  for  while  there  was  a  decrease  of  $10,065.15  in  the 
volume  of  the  expenses  of  the  locals,  there  was  an  increase  of  $16,306.27 
in  that  of  the  state  associations,  but  it  does  not  only  indicate  but 
demonstrates  that  the  expense  of  handling  an  increased  volume  of 
business  does  not  of  necessity  increase  in  like  proportion. 
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THE  LOS  ANGELES  SAVINGS,  MORTGAGE  AND  TRUST  COMPANY. 

On  April  26th  last  the  trial  of  the  action  brought  by  the  Attorney 
General,  at  the  instance  of  this  department,  against  the  above  corpora- 
tion, was  begun  in  Department  No.  5  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Los 
Angeles  and  the  taking  of  testimony  consumed  eight  days. 

The  testimony  and  exhibits  on  file  show  that  the  above  corporation 
was  formed  under  the  general  laws  with  an  authorized  capital  of 
300,000  shares  of  a  par  value  of  $1.00  each;  that  all  of  this  stock  had 
been  issued,  but  without  consideration  of  a  money  value  that  could  be 
entered  upon  its  books;  that  from  its  inception  W.  B.  Ames  had  been 
the  controlling  spirit  and  had  either  held  the  position  of  treasurer,  vice- 
president,  president,  or  manager;  that  in  some  unexplained  manner 
upward  of  90  per  cent  of  the  capital  stock  came  into  the  possession  of 
Mr.  Ames  and  his  wife — C.  R.  Ames — also  a  director,  and  for  a  portion 
of  the  time  treasurer;  that  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  corporation — in 
fact  the  only  one  that  was  ever  exercised — was  to  sell  so-called  contracts 
having  an  accumulated  par  value  of  $1,000.00,  on  which  the  monthly 
payments  into  the  home  fund  were  not  less  than  $5.00  each,  and  the 
payments  into  the  expense  fund  were  not  less  than  fifty  cents  each ;  that 
each  of  these  so-called  contracts  was  entitled  to  a  loan  of  $1,000.00  to  be 
secured  by  mortgage  on  real  estate,  whenever  its  number  was  reached, 
in  numerical  order,  there  then  being  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  in  hand  and 
available;  that  the  conditions  attached  to  these  contracts  specifically 
provided  how  the  moneys  accumulated  from  the  periodical  payments 
were  to  be  used,  and  that  the  home  fund  could  only  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  making  loans  to  contract  holders,  or  in  redeeming  the 
matured  value  where  the  holder  did  not  desire  a  loan ;  that  except  when 
a  contract  was  reached  in  numerical  order,  and  thus  entitled  to  a  loan, 
it  had  no  cash  surrender  or  withdrawable  value;  that  the  conditions 
attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  these  so-called  contracts  provided  for 
lapsation,  cancellation  and  forfeiture  for  failure  to  make  the  periodical 
payments  specified ;  that  in  some  classes  this  forfeiture  was  total,  while 
in  other  classes  the  holder  retained  an  equity  of  25  per  cent,  50  per  cent, 
or  80  per  cent  of  the  payments  into  the  home  fund ;  that  in  the  past 
forfeitures  had  been  made  of  contracts  in  which  the  holder  was  entitled 
to  an  equity,  but  on  which  nothing  was  ever  allowed  or  paid  to  him —  | 
the  corporation  absorbing  the  entire  amount  for  the  benefit  of  its 
expense  fund;  that  from  these  and  other  forfeitures  the  sum  of 
$19,500.00  was  charged  against  the  expense  fund  and  credited  to  capital 
stock  account  thus  capitalizing  so  much  of  these  accumulations ;  that  in 
addition  the  sum  of  $129.00  was  later  credited  to  capital  stock  as  the 
result  of  an  exchange  of  a  contract  having  that  value  for  shares;  that 
this  aggregate  of  $19,619.00  is  all  that  ever  appeared  upon  the  books  to 
the  credit  of  capital  stock  account ;  that  the  corporation,  at  the  sugges- 
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tion  of  Mr.  Ames — then  vice-president  and  manager — purchased  from 
him,  as  the  o^vner,  the  entire  capital  stock  of  the  Ames  Mercantile  Co. — 
and  of  an  insurance  agency,  for  the  sum  of  $25,000.00,  and  that  the 
moneys  of  the  home  fund  were  used  therefor ;  that  on  the  same  sugges- 
tion it  invested  $25,000.00  more  of  these  moneys  in  the  capital  stock  of 
a  bank  in  Los  Angeles  of  which  Mr.  Ames  was  then  the  president ;  that 
as  a  further  consideration  for  the  purchase  of  the  stock  of  the  mercantile 
agency  and  the  insurance  agency,  Mr.  Ames  offered  to  and  did  give  to 
the  corporation  30,000  shares  of  its  own  capital  stock,  from  and  out  of 
the  amount  then  owned  by  him  and  his  wife,  but  with  the  condition 
attached  that  the  corporation  was  to  sell  and  dispose  of  same  to  contract 
holders,  at  not  less  than  its  par  value  of  $1.00  per  share,  in  exchange 
for  equities  in  contracts  held  by  them;  that  the  corporation  accepted 
the  offer  and  did  sell  and  dispose  of  such  stock,  as  its  fully  paid-up  stock, 
in  exchange  for  contract  liabilities  of  like  amount;  that  this  exchange 
did  not  cease  with  the  sale  of  the  30,000  shares,  but  was  continued  until 
some  59,118  shares  had  been  sold ;  that  when  the  transactions  were  com- 
pleted the  proceeds  of  the  sales  were  distributed  as  follows :  $30,000.00 
to  profit  and  loss  account ;  one  half  of  the  balance  $14,559.00  to  profit 
and  loss  account,  and  one  half  $14,559.00  to  W.  B.  Ames;  that  later, 
on  the  plea  or  excuse  that  the  stocks  of  the  Ames  Mercantile  Agency, 
and  of  the  insurance  agency,  were  not  on  a  dividend  paying  basis, 
Mr.  Ames  offered  to  repurchase  them  from  the  Los  Angeles  Savings, 
Mortgage  and  Trust  Company,  and  to  effect  this  he  would  and  did 
deposit  with  it,  in  escrow,  33,000  shares  of  its  capital  stock,  from  and 
out  of  the  amount  privately  o^^oied  by  him,  which  the  corporation  was  to 
sell  and  dispose  of  to  contract  holders,  at  not  less  than  its  par  value  of 
$1.00  per  share,  in  exchange  for  a  like  amount  of  equities  and  contract 
liabilities  on  contracts  held  by  them,  and  that  as  such  sales  were  effected 
he  was  to  be  allowed  to  draw  down  a  like  number  of  the  shares  of  the 
Ames  Mercantile  Agency  and  of  the  insurance  agency ;  that  some  22,746 
shares  of  this  33,000  were  sold  in  the  manner  proposed  and  a  like  num- 
ber of  the  shares  of  the  Ames  Mercantile  Agency  and  of  the  insurance 
agency  withdrawn  at  the  time  when  the  examination  was  made  that 
developed  this  condition ;  that  the  necessary  steps  provided  by  law  were 
at  once  taken,  for  the  purpose  of  putting  an  end  to  this  line  of  business 
and  for  correcting  the  defects  in  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  realized 
from  these  transactions. 

While  this  corporation  was  originally  formed  as  a  "Cooperative  Home 
Company,"  the  terms  and  conditions  attaching  to  the  contracts  were 
not  only  similar,  but  were  almost  identical  in  operation  with  the  former 
National  Building  and  Loan  Associations,  and  as  regards  the  Home 
Fund  could  not  be  considered  other  than  a  building  and  loan  associa- 
tion— Whence  came  under  the  supervision  of  this  department. 
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The  findings  of  the  court  are  in  the  shape  of  an  interlocutory  judg- 
ment, the  court  retaining  supervision  pending  the  adjustment  of  several 
matters. 

Therein  it  is  held  "that  the  practice  of  said  corporation  prior  to  the 
27th  day  of  May,  1909,  whereby  it  was  accustomed  to  exchange  stock, 
delivered  to  it  for  the  purpose  of  such  exchange  by  "W.  B.  Ames,  for 
matured  and  unmatured  outstanding  contracts  of  the  said  corporation, 
was  a  practice  properly  disapproved  by  the  said  Building  and  Loan 
Commission " ;  "  that  notice  be  given  by  said  corporation  to  all  persons 
who  exchanged  such  contracts  for  shares  of  stock,  and  to  whom  similar 
notice  had  not  been  given  before  the  commencement  of  this  action, 
informing  such  persons  that  each  of  them  may  at  his  option  rescind  the 
said  exchange  and  receive  back  the  contract  or  contracts  rendered  by 
him  in  exchange  for  stock  upon  the  restoration  by  him  to  the  said  corpo- 
ration of  the  stock  together  with  the  amount  of  dividends  received  by 
him  on  such  stock  to  him  transferred  in  such  exchange";  that  the 
* '  home  fund "  be  at  all  times  kept  intact  and  provided  with  funds  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  lawful  demands  in  favor  of  the  holders  of  contracts ' ' ; 
"that  the  said  corporation  *  *  *  sell  and  convert  into  cash,  or  the 
equivalent  of  cash  in  securities  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  the  stock 
held  by  it  in  the  city  and  county  bank.  *  *  *  and  also  the  stock 
held  by  it  in  the  Ames  Mercantile  Agency. ' ' 

Since  July  1,  1907,  the  laws  have  not  permitted  the  transaction  of 
new  business  along  the  lines  for  which  this  corporation  was  originally 
formed,  hence  it  has  never  transacted  any  new  business  of  that  nature 
since  that  date. 

Several  formed  in  other  states,  for  transacting  business  along  similar 
lines,  have  endeavored  to  enter  this  State  for  the  transaction  of  business 
of  that  nature,  and  have  been  denied  a  license,  even  if  they  otherwise 
complied  with  all  other  laws. 

During  the  past  year  one  large  eastern  corporation  issuing  a  cumula- 
tive participating  bond,  with  withdrawal  values  and  maturity  features, 
similar  in  all  respects  to  the  installment  shares  of  a  building  and  loan 
association,  established  a  general  agency  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State,  and  had  built  up  a  large  business  before  its  presence  was  known. 
Attention  was  immediately  directed  to  the  violation  of  the  building  and 
loan  laws,  and  upon  being  required  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
section  646  of  the  Civil  Code  and  submit  to  the  supervision  of  this 
department  or  retire  from  the  State,  it  ceased  business,  closed  its  general 
agency  and  retired. 

Because  of  the  passage  of  a  new  section — 12a — of  "An  act  to  define 
and  regulate  the  practice  of  banking, ' '  it  became  advisable  that  a  circu- 
lar letter  be,  and  such  was,  issued  and  forwarded  to  all  associations, 
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embracing  a  copy  of  that  section — instructing  them  that,  in  order  that 
they  may  at  all  times  enjoy  the  privilege  accorded  them  by  law,  and  be 
in  a  position  to  demand,  as  a  right,  the  protection  the  law  accords  to 
them,  they  should  transact  their  business  in  strict  conformity  with  the 
law,  and  not  transgress  the  rights  and  privileges  that  other  laws  accord 
to  and  designate  as  belonging  to  any  other  class  of  corporations. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  work  of  the  Bureau  has 
been  facilitated  by  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  various  executive 
officers,  who  have  shown  a  commendable  disposition  to  conform  to 
existing  laws  and  work  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  supervising 
authority  in  an  endeavor  to  elevate  the  standard  of  the  business  and 
popularize  it  with  the  general  public.
